THE  GOSPEL  MESSENGER, 

With  this  issue  The  Gospel  Messen- 
ger takes  on  a  new  form,  somewhat  more 
extensive  than  heretofore,  but  not  very 
ostentations,  when  compared  with  other 
papers  of  the  same  character  published  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  in  these  days. 
Tt  was  in  view  of  this  change  that  a  cir- 
cular was  sent  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
jft'O  or  three  months  ago,  asking  their 
interest  and  aid  in  the  matter.  It  lias 
fccome  evident  to  us  that  more  diocesan 
news  would  be  acceptable  to  onr  readers, 
ami  would  probably  help  to  increase  the 
number  of  subscribers.  And  as  the  en- 
largement of  the  paper  necessarily  involves 


greater  expense,  it  was  thought  that  a 
certain  class  of  advertisements  might  well 
be  solicited,  and  thus  add  to  the  income. 
And  of  course  new  subscriptions  are 
always  desirable.  Consequently  we  asked 
the  Clergy  to  appoint  correspondents  in 
their  parishes,  who  should  send  us 
accounts  of  the  important  occurrences — to 
do  something  towards  increasing  the  sub- 
scription list — and  when  it  came  in  their 
way  to  get  an  advertisement.  Some  of  the 
brethren,  we  are  happy  to  say,  have 
responded  very  kindly  to  that  appeal. 
One  sent  on  twenty  new  subscriptions  at 
once — another  offered  enough  money  to 
cover  the  same  number — several  have, 
written  about  their  parochial  news,  etc. 
There  are  many,  however,  who  must  have 
forgotten  all  about  it;  and  we  are  hoping 
that  when  they  see  our  paper  in  its  new 
dress,  and  read  what  we  are  saying  here, 
they  will  at  once  be  stirred  to  do  something 
to  aid  in  this  improvement.  We  cannot 
brine;  ourselves  to  believe;  that  they  are 
indifferent  to  the  condition  of  the  paper, 
which  goes  before  the  world  as  the  organ 
of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 


Another  change  is  the  bringing  of  this 
naper  to  Utica  again  for  publication. 
Doubtless  all  of  its  friends  are  aware  that 
the  Messenger  was  at  first  a  general 
Church  newspaper.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Rndd 
was  the  originator  of  it.  It  was  estab- 
lished by  him  in  1827,  and  was  published 
for  a  time  in  Auburn,  where  he  had  a 
school  for  boys.  Afterwards  it  came  into 
the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  A.  ~M~atson, 
D.D.,  Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Utica, 
and  was  published  here  under  his  editor- 
ship for  some  years.  When  he  left  Utica 
and  went  to  Lockport,  the  Rev.  Win.  T. 
Gibson,  D.D.,  first  Rector  of  St.  George's 
Church,  Utica,  took  charge  of  it.  and  it- 
publication  was  continued  in  this  city 
until  he  gave  it  up  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese   in    187(>,    when    it   was    taken   to

Syracuse,  and  became  the  diocesan  organ. 
Under  Dr.  Gibson's  able  management  The 
GosrEL  Messenger  attained  quite  a  large 
circulation,  and  was  an  interesting  and 
favorite  Church  periodical  throughout  the 
country.  Its  return  to  Utica  now  is 
merely  a  matter  of  convenience  to  the 
present  Bishop.  He  is  much  indebted  ti 
Messrs.  Lyman  Brothers,  Syracuse,  in 
whose  establishment  it  has  been  printed 
up  to  this  time,  for  their  kind  courtesy, 
and  the  change  involves  no  sort  of  reflection 
upon  them ;  but  it  is  necessarily  more  or 
less  inconvenient  to  carry  on  such  a  work 
at  a  distance  from  one's  own  domicile, 
and  it  became  necessary  to  bring  it  nearer 
home.  It  only  remains  to  say  to  all  the 
patrons  of  the  paper,  that  from  henceforth 
all  communications  of  every  description 
should  be  addressed  to  "The  Gospel 
Messenger,  Utica,  jST.

There  are 
other  candidates  whose  papers  were  to  be 
acted  on,  but  as  they  required  for  one 
reason  or  another  a  majority  of  three- 
quarters  of  the  whole  Committee,  it  was 
Impossible  to  pass  them  at  this  meeting 
owing  to  the  absence  of  three  members. 
Aa  there  is  to  l>e  another  meeting  of  the 

Committee    in    June,    this    will    not     make 
any  groat   difference.

On  Tuesday  a  reception  will  be  given  by 
the  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Olmsted  in  the 
Parish  Rooms  of  Grace  Church  from  9.00 
to  10.30  o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  which 
all  the  delegates  to  the  Convention  and 
their  wives  are  cordially  invited.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  members  will  be  prompt 
in  assembling  for  business  at  7.30  that 
evening,  and  that  the  despatch  of  business 
will  also  be  prompt,  so  that  there  may  be 
no  difficulty  about  adjourning  at  9.00 
o'clock,  and  as  the  reception  will  be  in  the 
rooms  adjoining  the  Church,  there  will  be 
no  delay  in  getting  there.

The  Spring  Convocation  of  the  First 
District  was  held  May  9th  and  10th,  1905, 
in  St.  James'  Church,  Theresa. 

Tuesday  Evening  Prayer  wras  read  by 
Rev.  Messrs.  Duck  and  Tyndell.  The 
Pinion  was  preached  by  the  Eev.  J. 
Sanders  Reed,  D.D.  The  first  service  of 
the  second  day  was  at  10.00  o'clock,  when 
the  Litany  was  said  by  the  Eev.

Hoffman.  This  was  followed  at  10.30  by 
Morning  Prayer  (said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.

The  business  was  for 
the  most  part  routine,  as  is  usual  at  the 
Spring  Convocation.  Matters  of  especial 
interest,  however,  were  the  transfer  of  the 
Treasnrership  of  the  First  District  from 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Goodale  to  Miss  Grace  Usher, 
and  the  election  of  Miss  Etta  M.  Woolaver, 
of  Cape  Vincent,  to  the  office  of  District 
Superintendent  of  the  Junior  Work  of  the 
First  District  to  succeed  Miss  Margaret 
Sherman,  of  Watertown,  whom  the 
Bishop  had  asked  to  take  the  Treasurer- 
ship  of  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Junior 
Department.  The  session  closed  with 
offertory  and  collects.  At  3.00  o'clock 
the  business  session  of  the  Convocation 
was  opened  with  devotional  exercises  by 
the  Dean.  Roll  call  was  responded  to  by 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Brockway,  Doolittle, 
Duck,  Hoffman,  Merlinjones,  Reed,  D.D., 
Saphore,  Shaw,  Tyndell,  and  Lay  dele- 
gates from  Theresa  (three),  and  from 
Trinity  Parish,  Watertown  (two).  The 
Rev.  C.  T.  Raynor  was  present  Tuesday 
evening.  After  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  and  the  Treasurer's  report,  the 
Dean  read  reports  from  the  various 
Rectors  and  Ministers  in  charge.  He 
explained  that  as  the  reports  were  for  the 
most  part  so  brief,  he  would  read  them 
as  written  rather  than  epitomise.  The 
condition  of  the  District  is  good.  The 
Treasurer's  report  showed  that  we  have 
overpaid  our  assessment  and  under-drawn 
our  appropriation,  and  the  clerical  reports 
were  encouraging.  This  marked  the 
twelfth  year  of  the  faithful  and  efficient 
service  of  our  esteemed  Treasurer,  Mr.  J. 
M.  Tilden.  He  has  attended  thirty-six 
consecutive  sessions  and  served  under  six 
Deans  during  that  period.  A  vote  of 
gratitude  for  and  appreciation  of  his  un- 
tiring efforts  in  the  exercise  of  his  duties 
wTas  called  for  and  given  unanimously. 

The  discussion  of  the  subject,  "The 
Shortage  in  the  Ministry— Reasons  and 
Remedies,"  was  opened  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  Noyes  Tyndell,  and  participated 
in  by  a  majority  of  the  clergy  present. 
The  general  opinion  seemed  to  be  that 
there  is  a  shortage,  though  one  member 
argued    that   the   size   of    "non-parochial 
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lists"  would  seem  to  prove  the  reverse. 
The  reasons  given  were  various — the 
remedial  suggestions  few.  Prominent 
among  the  reasons  were  the  modern  posi- 
tion of  the  clergy — "the  social  barrier" — 
and  the  modern  trend  of  scepticism  among 
students — "the  educational  barrier." 
Most  of  the  speakers  held  the  lack  of  de- 
votional life  in  the  homes  largely  respon- 
sible. The  Secretary,  however,  in  open- 
ing the  subject  took  for  granted  that  it 
dealt  with  men  after  they  had  left  the 
influence  of  the  home. 

This  Convocation  was  characterized  by 
a  singular  unanimity  of  feeling  and  deep 
earnestness.  After  a  vote  of  appreciation 
for  our  entertainment,  and  prayers  by  the 
Dean,  the  Convocation  adjourned  sine  die.

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The  XCVIIIth  Convocation  of 
Fifth  Missionary  District  met  in 
Peter's  Church,  Auburn,  May  2nd 
3rd. 

At  the  Tuesday  evening  service 
dresses  were  made  by  the  Rev.  Henry  E. 
Hubbard  and  the  Secretary;  by  the 
former  on  Diocesan  Missions,  and  by  the 
latter,  on  Missions  in  General. 

The  Business  Meeting  was  held  Wednes- 
day morning  at  nine  o'clock,  when,  after 
the  usual  devotions  by  the  Dean,  the  roll 
call  elicited  responses  from  all  the  clergy, 
and  also  from  the  Treasurer. 

Mr.  Hollister  read  the  Financial  Report 
of  the  District,  which  showed  $994.33  as 
having  passed  through  his  hands  from 
April  30,  1904,  to  April  30,  1905,  and 
that  instructions  had  been  given  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  Stipends 
to  the  amount  of  $1,600. 

The  Dean  then  called  for  reports  from 
committees,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hubbard 
reported  that  little  had  been  done,  as  yet, 
on  amendment  of  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  ;  but  recommended  that  the  Secretary 
be  added  to  the  committee. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion was  discharged,  and  a  new  committee 


was  duly  appointed,  consisting  of  the  Dean 
as  chairman,  together  with  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hubbard  and  the  Secretary;  and  it  was 
ordered  that  after  the  amendments  shall 
have  been  duly  prepared  and  approved 
by  the  Convocation,  they  be  printed  in 
pamphlet  form. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
formation  of  a  Sunday  School  Institute 
was  then  read  by  the  chairman,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Casey;  when,  on  motion,  the  report 
was  accepted,  and  the  Chairman  was 
appointed  a  committee  to  present  the 
matter  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
at  its  next  annual  session. 

At  this  time,  adjournment  was  taken 
in  order  to  attend  Divine  Service,  which 
was  held  in  the  Church  at  eleven  o'clock, 
at  which  time  the  Reverend  Dean  preached 
the  sermon  from  the  text,  "Why  was  this 
waste  of  the  ointment  made  V 

At  the  Holy  Communion,  the  curate  of 
the  parish,  the  Rev.  L.  J.  Christler,  was 
celebrant,  the  Dean  of  Convocation  assist- 
ing. 

At  one  o'clock  the  members  of  Con- 
vocation, together  with  the  members  of 
the  Woman's  and  Junior  Auxiliary  of  the 
District  repaired  to  the  Parish  House, 
where  they  were  served  to  a  bountiful 
luncheon. 

After  luncheon,    the    entire    afternoon 
was  given  up  to  Woman's  Work  in  the  Dis- 
trict,  sessions  of  both  the  Woman's   and 
the  Junior  Auxiliary  being  dulv  held.

I ended  to  Dr.  Peters  for  his  long  and  faith- 
ful  service,  and  his  resignation  was 
accepted  with  regret. 

Mr.  J.  EL  H.  Young,  Onondaga  County 
Savings  Bank  Building,  Syracuse,  was 
unanimously  elected  as  Treasurer  of  the 
District. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  E.  T.  Henstridge,  a 
recess  of  the  business  meeting  was  taken 
till  2.30  p.  m. 

At  10.30  a.  m.,  there  was  a  celebration 
of  the  Holy  Communion  by  the  Dean,  the 
Epistle  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Karl 
Schwartz,  and  the  Gospel  by  the  Rev.  H. 
G.  Coddington.  The  Rev.  11.  S.  Sizer 
preached  the  sermon. 

At  12.30  luncheon  was  served  by  the 
ladies  of  the  parish  to  the  clergy,  lay  del- 
and  members  of  the  "Woman's  Auxil- 
iary. 


At  2.30  p.  m.,  Convocation  assembled 
at  the  Rectory.  The  Rev.  F.  T. 
Henstridge  made  a  report  of  his  plans  for 
work  on  the  north  side  of  Syracuse,  and 
the  Rev.  H.  1ST.  Hyde  spoke  briefly  of  the 
possibilities  of  Church  extension  in  Elm- 
wood. 

After  a  discussion  regarding  cases  where 
missionary  stipends  had  been  used  to  pay 
for  Sunday  supplies,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  passed:  "The  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Fourth  Missionary  District 
is  instructed  to  grant  stipends  only  to 
missionaries  nominated  or  approved  by 
the  Bishop." 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  by  a 
unanimous  vote  to  convey  to  the  family 
of  the  late  Rev.  Theodore  Babcock,  D.D., 
the  sympathy  of  the  members  of  the  Con- 
vocation with  them  in  their  affliction. 

The  Rev.  Karl  Schwartz  made  the 
following  motion:  "Resolved,  That  this 
Convocation  instructs  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  hereafter  make  all  parochial 
apportionments  for  Diocesan  Missions  at 
a  uniform  rate,  and  after  the  manner  in 
which  Diocesan  Expense  Fund  assess- 
ments are  made,  with  this  exception,  that 
whereas  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund  is 
assessed  upon  the  item  in  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  parish,  "Rector's  Salary  and 
Current  Expenses,"  Diocesan  Missions 
shall'  be  apportioned  upon  the  sum  total 
of  monies  reported  raised  for  parish  uses 
(exclusive  of  "Repairs  and  Improvements 
•  to  church  property  and  mortgaged 
Indebtedness  Paid,")  to  which  shall  be 
added  all  income  from  permanent  endow- 
ments together  with  a  fair  and  just  esti- 
mate of  rental  of  rectory,  to  the  reports 
of  those  parishes  that  give  to  their  Rectors 
the  use  of  rectory  as  an  addition  to  salary 
paid,  provided  this  has  not  been  already 
reported  in  the  item  "Rector's  Salary  and 
Current  Expenses."  Furthermore  it  is 
resolved  that  the  Rector  or  Missionary  of 
each  parish  in  this  Convocation  shall  be 
required  to  furnish  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee with  the  necessary  data." 

The  resolution  having  been  discussed 
at  length,  was,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  H. 
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N.  Hyde,  made  the  first  order  of  business 
at  the  next  meeting  of  Convocation. 

The  Kev.  Ernest  Melville  read  an  inter- 
esting and  suggestive  paper  on  the  subject, 
UA  View  of  the  Church  from  the  Outside." 
With  expressions  of  thanks  for  the  hos- 
pitality extended  by  the  Kector  and  ladies 
of  St.  John's.     Convocation  adjourned. 

Woman's   Auxiliary. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  Central  New  York  was 
held  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Syracuse, 
May  16th  and  17th.  The  session  opened 
with  a  "quiet  hour"  service  in  the  evening, 
conducted  by  Dr.  Lloyd,  who  spoke 
with  great  earnestness  of  the  "Mission  of 
the  Church."  Wednesday  morning  there 
was  an  early  celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion at  seven,  and  later  also  at  the 
regular  services,  Bishop  Olmsted  being  the 
celebrant  and  also  preaching  earnestly 
from  the  Word.  After  this  service 
luncheon  was  served  at  the  Kanatenah.  A 
brief  officers'  meeting  was  held  in  the 
chapel,  and  at  2.30  all  convened  in  the 
church.  Mrs.  Knickerbocker,  the  Pres- 
ident, in  the  chair.  The  six  districts  of 
the  Diocese  were  represented  by  two 
hundred  and  seven  delegates,  and  the 
reports  of  officers  showed  a  healthy  growth 
in  all  departments. 

The  report  of  the  Church  Periodical 
Club  was  read  and  the  co-operation  of 
every  parish  was  urged  in  furtherance 
of  this  good  work. 

The  report  of  the  Kev.  Mr.  Hayward  of 
the  Onondaga  Reservation  was  presented, 
acknowledging  gifts  received  through  the 
Auxiliary  and  other  sources,  and  stating 
the  success  of  the  new  lace  work  recently 
introduced  among  the  women  of  the 
Reservation. 

Money  was  pledged  to  the  amount  of 
sixteen  hundred  dollars  to  be  distributed 
as  follows :  Five  hundreds  dollars  to  Rev. 
Mr.  Hayward,  of  Onondaga  Reservation; 
five  hundred  for  General  Missions;  two 
hundred  for  expense  fund  of  the  Auxil- 
iary; one  hundred  to  Miss  Thackara  for 
the  Indian  work  in  Arizona ;  one  hundred 
to  Archdeacon  Russell  for  his  work  among 


the  colored  people ;  one  hundred  dollars  to 
Bishop  Hare;  and  one  hundred  to  the 
Boone  School  in  China.  Plans  were 
earnestly  discussed  for  carrying  on  the 
work,  and  the  devotion  of  part  of  the 
Parish  Meetings  to  educational  mission- 
ary work  was  urged  by  the  President. 
Each  district  officer  spoke  of  plans  that 
had  proved  especially  effective  in  keeping 
up  enthusiasm  in  her  own  district. 

Mrs.  Reed,  of  Marcellus,  urged  the  plan 
of  a  circular  letter  to  every  Church  woman 
containing  special  information  concerning 
the  objects  pledged  for  this  year. 

Miss  Lyon,  of  Syracuse,  presented  a 
resolution  of  regret  at  the  resignation  of 
our  efficient  treasurer  for  the  past  ten 
years,  Mrs.  Thorn.  It  was  announced 
that  Miss  Mary  Cornell,  of  Ithaca,  had 
been  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  fill  this 
vacancy. 

Mrs.  Stephenson,  of  Binghamton, 
presented  a  memorial  on  the  resignation 
of  Mrs.  Knickerbocker,  who  has  so  faith- 
fully served  the  Auxiliary  for  fifteen 
years  as  President. 

The  business  session  then  adjourned. 

In  the  evening  a  missionary  service  was 
held  and  addresses  given  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Bishop,  of  New  York  City,  on  the 
"Colored  Work,"  as  exemplified  by  the 
school  of  Archdeacon  Russell;  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Jones,  formerly  of  Oklahoma,  on  the 
Avork  in  that  State;  and  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Rasay,  of  Little  Falls,  on  "Woman's  Work 
in  the  Church." 

The  well-trained  choir  of  St.  Paul's 
added  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the  service, 
while  Bishop  Olmsted  and  Dr.  Lock- 
wood  encouraged  the  Auxiliary  by  their 
aid  and  presence  at  every  service. 

Many  of  the  delegates  remained  for  the 
Junior  meeting  the  following  day,  while 
others  departed  with  pleasant  recollections 
of  the  hospitality  of  Syracuse  to  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary.

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ST.  PETERS'  CHURCH,  AUBURN,  N,  Y. 

(Subject  of  illustration.) 

Abunr  the  year  1796,  Rev.  Mr.  Whet- 
more  and  Rev.  Philander  Chase — after- 
wards Bishop  of  Ohio  and  Illinois — were 
employed  as  missionaries  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  and  extended  their 
visits  in  the  western  part  of  this  State  as 
far  as  Canandaigua,  and  east  to  Utica. 
They  held  services  occasionally  in  Auburn 
at  this  early  date ;  gathering  the  few  who 
professed  attachment  for  the  Episcopal 
church  in  the  large  room  of  Mr.  Bostwick's 
house,  which  was  devoted  to  the  accom- 
modation of  travelers.  This  house  was 
known  as  Bostwick's  tavern  and  stood  on 
the  west  corner  of  Genesee  and  Exchange 
street  s. 

In  the  year  of  1801,  Rev.  David  Hig- 
gins,  a  Congregational  minister,  was  sent 
into  Western  New  York  by  the  Connecti- 
cut Missionary  Society.  He  preached  at 
Cayuga,  Grover's  Settlement,  Aurelius 
and  I lardenbu rgb's  Corners,  once  in  four 
weeks  at  each  place. 

Dr.  Burt,  Mr.  Bostwick  and  others  held 
a  devoted  attachment  to  the  Episcopal 
Church,  but  attended  the  Congregational 
meetings  in  absence  of  any  other  religious 
society  then  in  the  settlement.  In  process 
of  time  it  happened  that  the  Congrega- 
tional minister  failed  to  make  his  appear- 
and t<>  jill  the  pulpit  for  public  worship, 
and  Mr.  Bostwick,  aided  by  another  gentle- 
man, read  the  services  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  and  Bermon,  in  the  usual  place  of 
meeting.  This  was  done  by  the  general 
desire  of  the  people,  but  on  the  return  of 
the  minister  a  great  change  was  soon  made. 
The  sermon  of  the  -nbsequent  Sunday 
w&b  a  Bevere  rebuke  to  the  worthy  men 
who  had  dared  before  the  population  of 
th<-  then  small  village  to  read  the  Liturgy 
of  the  Protectant  Episcopal  Church.  This 
re  assault  upon  their  cherished  faith 
resulted  in  the  organization  of  an  Epis- 
copal parish  under  the  name  of  St.  Peter's 
( Ihurch. 

ThU  organization  took  place  in  July, 
L806.  The  meeting  was  held  in  the  dwell- 
ing house  of  Dr.  JIackaliah  Burt    Those 


present  were  Rev.  Davenport  Phelps,  mis- 
sionary of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  State  of  New  York,  in  the 
chair;  Thomas  Jeffries,  Jeduthan  Higby, 
Timothy  Hatch,  Ebenezer  Phelps,  John. 
Pierson,  William  Bostwick  and  Joel 
Lake.  Religious  services  were  now  held 
with  greater  frequency  and  regularity  by 
the  pastor,  Rev.  Davenport  Phelps.  The 
next  event  of  importance  was  the  meet- 
ing held  on  January  7,  1811,  when  the 
building  of  a  church  was  decided  upon. 
This  church  was  of  wood,  and  though 
plain,  was  very  neat  and  attractive. 

The  Church  was  consecrated  to  the 
worship  of  God  on  August  22,  1812,  by 
the  lit.  Rev.  John  Henry  Hobart, 
Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New 
York.  About  this  time  Rev.  Mr.  Phelps 
retired  from  the  rectorship  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Rev.  William  A.  Clark  wdio 
was  elected  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  1812. 
The  delicate  health  of  Rev.  Mr.  Clark 
was  cause  of  his  serving  only  half  of  his 
time.  His  successor  was  the  Rev.  Dr. 
McDonald.  He  retired  from  the  Rector- 
ship, February,  1817. 

Rev.  William  H.  Northrop  was  the 
next  pastor,  who  served  two  years,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Lucius  Smith  in 
1819.  He  occupied  the  parish  for  nearly 
four  years. 

In  1824  Rev.  Samuel  Sitgreaves  became 
the  rector.  His  services  lasted  a  little 
over  two  years. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Rudd  assumed  the 
Rectorship  in  November,  1826.  During 
his  time  the  lot  adjoining  the  church  was 
purchased  at  a  cost  of  $2,700,  and  a 
rectory  built  thereon.  The  year  of  1830 
is  memorable  in  the  history  of  the  church. 
It  was  the  year  of  the  death  of  Bishop 
Hobart,  which  occurred  within  the  walls 
of  the  rectory  on  the  12th  of  September. 

In  1831  the  church  was  enlarged  at  an 
expense  of  $1,300.  A  few  weeks  follow- 
ing this  the  building  was  consumed  by  fire, 
including  a  fine  organ  and  bell.  A  meet- 
ing of  the  parishioners  was  held  on  the 
day  following  the  fire  to  discuss  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  edifice.  A  subscription 
paper  was  started  and  a   large   sum  of 
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money  raised.  Work  was  immediately 
commenced  upon  the  church,  which  was  of 
stone,  46  feet  wide  by  70  feet  in  length. 
The  whole  expense  including  organ  and 
bell  was  about  $10,000;  of  this  Trinity 
Church,  New  York,  gave  $2,500.  The 
consecration  of  the  new  church  took  place 
August  8,  1833,  Bishop  Onderdonk  offic- 
iating. Immediately  after  this  Dr.  Kudd 
retired  from  the  rectorship.  The  Rev. 
Wm.  Lucas  was  his  successor  in  the  latter 
part  of  August,  1833.  He  died  suddenly 
in  August,  1.839.  Eev.  C.  W.  Hackley 
came  next,  but  remained  only  a  short  time, 
and  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Wm.  Croswell, 
D.D.,  priest  and  poet,  whose  services 
lasted  four  years. 

The  next  rector  was  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Hanson  Coxe,  Jr.  He  was  followed  by 
Rev.  Walter  Ayrault  in  1847,  who  re- 
mained until  1852. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Cressey  came  as  rector 
in  1853,  remaining  until  1859.  The  Rev. 
Charles  H.  Piatt  came  next  on  the  list  in 
1860,  but  his  rectorship  was  brought  to  a 
speedy  termination  by  accepting  a  call  to 
the  chaplaincy  of  a  regiment  during  the 
war. 

Rev.  Joseph  W.  Pierson  came  next,  but 
after  a  short  rectorship  of  less  than  two 
years,  he  was  called  to  his  eternal  rest 
May  14,  Ascension  Day,  1863.  Rev.  Mr. 
Pierson  was  succeeded  by  the  present 
rector,  the  Rev.  John  Brainard,  D.D.,  in 
the  autumn  of  1863.  The  rectory  was 
remodeled  and  appears  as  at  present. 

In  April,  1868,  five  years  after  the  com- 
ing of  Dr.  Brainard  the  old  church  was 
torn  down  and  the  beautiful  and  substan- 
tial stone  edifice  was  erected.  The  picture, 
on  our  first  page  shows  a  very  good  like- 
ness of  the  present  church,  which  was  con- 
secrated October  18,  1870.  Bishop 
DeLancy,  first  Bishop  of  Western  New 
York,  was  consecrated  in  the  stone  church 
on  Ascension  day,  May  9,  1839.  That 
church  was  removed  to  the  rear  of  the  lot, 
and  is  still  used  as  a  chapel. 


STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

It  would  hardly  be  necessary  to  speak 
of  the  Table  of  Contents  of  the  Book  of 
Common    Prayer,    but    for   the   fact    that 
certain   changes   were   made   in   it   at   the 
last  revision  of  1892,  which  seem  to  be 
significant,   and  call  for  explanation.      It 
will  be  observed  that  the  several  parts  and 
ofiices  of  the  Book  are  numbered   in  the 
Table,  and  a  glance  at  the  old  Table  before 
revision    will   show   that   every   part    was 
printed  in  Roman  type,  and  had  its  num- 
ber— there  was  no  distinction.     But  now 
it  will  be  seen  that,  besides  a  few  changes 
in  the  various  numbered  parts,  a  line  is 
drawn   after   "the   Psalter   or   Psalms   of 
David,"  and  that  other  offices  are  printed 
in  italics  without  numbers,  and  then  after 
another  line,  come  the  "Articles  of  Relig- 
ion,"   also    in   italics.      The   unnumbered 
offices  are  those  of  what  we  commonly  call 
the  "Ordinal,"  being  the  forms  of  ordain- 
ing and  consecrating  Bishops,  Priests  and 
Deacons,  the  form  of  Consecration  of  a 
Church  or  Chapel,  and  an  office  of  Insti- 
tution of  Ministers.     The  question  arises, 
therefore,  what  was  meant  by  this  change  I 
Are  'we    to     understand   that    the    parts 
italicized   and   left  without   numbers   are 
not  strictly  parts    of    the    Prayer    Book, 
though   contained   within   its   cover  I      In 
one  sense  of  the  word  that  is  probably  true. 
"The  Ratification  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,"  which  is  "No.  1  in  the  Table  of 
Contents     and     immediately     follows     it, 
remains  as  it  was  first  set  forth  in  1 7 v  9  : 
no  change  was  made  in  it  in  the  revision 
of  1892.     Consequently  the  Prayer  Book 
mentioned,  and  thereby  ratified,  was  that 
of  1789.     But  it  will  be  seen  in  the  title 
of  the  Ordinal  that  the  Form  and  Manner 
of  Making,   Ordaining  and   Consecrating 
Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons  was  adopted 
in  1792,  throe  years  later;  while  the  title 
page  of  the  Articles  of  Religion  shows  that 
they  were   "established"   in   1801,   eleven 
years  afterwards.      It  is  probable,    there- 
fore,  that  the  revisers  of   1892,   notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  these  later  parts  had 
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been  placed  and  numbered  with  the  rest 
in  the  Table  of  Contents  of  the  old  Book, 
concluded  that  they  should  be  dis- 
tinguished from  those  parts  ratified  in 
1789.  In  that  sense,  perhaps,  they  may 
be  said  not  to  be  parts  of  the  Prayer  Book. 
But  of  course  this  does  not  alter  the 
authority  of  the  Ordinal,  either  in  its 
teaching,  or  in  its  necessity  as  the  form 
of  Ordination  in  the  Church;  nor  does  it 
change  the  status  of  the  Articles  as  an  ex- 
pression of  doctrine  on  the  part  of  the 
Church.  It  certainly  looked  something 
like  a  slur  upon  the  Articles  to  take  them 
from  the  position  immediately  after  the 
Psalter,  which  they  occupied  before,  and 
put  them  at  the  end  of  the  Book,  with  a 
title  page  of  their  own,  and  to  draw  a  line 
in  the  Table  of  Contents  between  them 
and  all  that  precedes  them.  And  this  has 
emboldened  some  people  to  say  that  at  the 
next  revision  they  would  be  dropped  out 
altogether.  But,  while  that  may  be  so, 
and  we  should  not  object,  it  is  plain  that 
the  Articles  have  the  same  force  legally  as 
thev  had  before. 


upon  a  much  wider  field,  and  give  state- 
ments concerning  the  Canonical  books  of 
Scripture,  the  doctrines  of  Original  Sin, 
Predestination  and  Election,  Transub- 
stantiation,  the  character  of  General 
Councils,  etc. ;  matters  about  which  the 
Church  may  have  the  right  to  require  a 
certain  teaching  from  the  Clergy,  but  can- 
not expect  the  laity  to  assent  to  in  every 
detail.  The  Church  of  England  claimed 
this  right,  and  made  the  Clergy  subscribe 
to  the  articles  before  Ordination;  but  this 
requirement  has  never  been  exacted  by  the 
Church  in  the  United  States.  And  un- 
doubtedly there  is  a  strong  and  growing 
tendency  both  in  England  and  America 
"to  side-track  the  Thirty-nine  Articles/' 
as  it  was  expressed  in  the  General  Con- 
vention of  1892  in  Baltimore.  It  is  felt 
that  we  have  no  need  to  perpetuate  the 
controversies  of  the  sixteenth  century,  and 
that  it  is  not  best  to  lay  so  much  stress  on 
the  opinions  of  men  concerning  points  that 
are  not  vital.  If  we  can  make  them  strong 
in  the  faith  of  Christ  as  it  was  aonce  for 
all  delivered  unto  the  saints/'  we  ought  to 
be  satisfied. 


And  we  may  as  well  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  say  what  we  have  to  say  about 
the  Thirty-Nine  Articles.  There  has  been 
much  misunderstanding  concerning  them, 
and  probably  there  is  still  in  some  minds. 
The  late  Rev.  Dr.  Schaff,  of  the  German 
Reformed  Church,  in  his  book  on  the 
Creeds  of  Christendom,  included  these 
Articles  as  one  of  them.  That  was  a  mis- 
take; it  is  not  a  proper  use  of  the  word 
Creed.  A  Creed  contains  articles  of  faith; 
these  are  distinctly  called  articles  of 
religion.  They  are  statements  of  the 
position  held  by  the  Church  of  England 
in  the  sixteenth  century  in  the  con- 
troversies concerning  religion  which  pre- 
vailed at  that  time.  Some  of  them  are 
about  matters  of  faith,  and  some  are  about 
matters  of  opinion.  And  this  is  a  distinc- 
tion which  it  is  very  important  to  observe. 
The  Creed  has  to  do  solely  with  matters 
of  faith,  which  are  required  not  only  of 
the  Clergy,  but  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Church.     The  Articles  of  Religion  enter

And  now,  the  principal  thing  that  con- 
fronts us  is  the  loss  which  this  Diocese  has 
sustained  in  its  personnel  during  the  past 
year.  First  of  all,  in  time  as  well  as  in 
rank,  was  the  death  of  the  Bishop  himself, 
who  for  thirty-five  years  had  stood  at  the 
head,  the  first  Bishop  of  Central  New  York, 
and  had  so  ably,  so  couragously,  and  so 
patiently  administered  its  affairs.  I  have 
heretofore  taken  occasion  to  speak  in  a 
public  way  of  him  and  his  work,  and  what 
was  said  at  that  time  will  be  printed  in 
the  J  ournal  of  this  Convention.  The 
Standing  Committee  have  also  expressed 
themselves  concerning  the  Bishop  in  a 
minute  which  has  been  read  to  the  Con- 
vention, and  a  biographical  sketch  has 
been  prepared  which  will  find  a  place  like- 
wise in  the  Journal,  so  that  it  is  un- 
necessary to  repeat,  or  add  to,  the  remarks 
already  abundantly  made  on  the  subject. 
Every  one  who  was  present  at  the  Con- 
vention in  Borne  last  dune  will  remember 
the  Bishop's  presence  there,  and  the  re- 
markable vigor  and  impressiveness  with 
which  he  delivered  his  address — a  literary 
production  which  showed  no  sign  of  in- 
tellectual decay,  no  loss  of  logical  acumen, 
and  his  standing  on  his  feet  for  nearly 
forty  minutes  in  its  delivery  indicated  a 
remarkable  degree  of  physical  endurance, 
so  that  no  one  could  have  anticipated  the 
speedy  ending  of  his  earthly  career.  But 
just  one  month  from  that  day,  on  July 
14th,  he  was  laid  to  rest  with  his  fathers, 
in  his  ancestral  burying  place  at  Hadley. 
Then  it  was  that  the  full  weight  of  diocesan 
responsibility  came  upon  his  successor, 
who  for  nearly  two  years  had  been  trying 
to  share  it  with  him,  and  I  confess  that 
1  somtimes  wonder  how  he  managed  to 
carry  it  alone  so  long  as  he  did,  when  the 
burden  of  years  had  so  greatly  increased 
upon  him,  and  his  strength  must  have 
been  constantly  failing.  His  courage  was 
certainly  admirable.  There  is  one  very 
noteworthy  circumstance  about  Bishop 
Huntington's  departure,  and  that  is  that 
he  did  no1  go  alone.  Mr.  Geo.  B.  Sloan, 
of  Oswego,  well  known  in  this  Convention, 
died  the  day  before  the  Bishop;  the  Rev. 
Dr.     George     Huntington,     the     Bishop's 
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oldest  son,  passed  away  the  same  day  aboul 
four  hours  after  his  father ;  and  from  that 
time  on,  alone:  through,  the  autumn  and 
winter  and  spring,  one  after  another  his 
friends  and  fellow-workers  have  followed 
after  him,  as  if  he  had  been  beckoning 
to  them  to  go  where  he  was,  viz. : 
Judge  Sawyer,  of  Watertown,  the 
Rev.  William  B.  Coleman,  of  Utica, 
Mr.  Robert  J.  Hubbard,  of  Cazenovia, 
Mrs.  Brandegee,  of  Utica,  Mrs.  C.  11. 
Doolittle  and  Miss  Savage,  of  the 
same  place,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Babcock,  of 
Syracuse,  and  Mr.  Henry  W.  Millar,  of 
Utica.  All  of  these  were  deeply 
interested  in  the  Diocese,  and  most  of 
them  actively  engaged  in  its  temporal  or 
spiritual  affairs.  Judge  Sawyer  was 
Chancellor,  member  of  Standing  Commit- 
ter, and  deputy  to  General  Convention. 
Mr.  Hubbard  was  deputy  to  General  Con- 
vention, trustee  of  St.  John's  School,  and 
of  the  Barochial  Fund.  Mr.  Miliar  was 
a  trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund ;  and  they 
were  all  vestrymen  or  wardens  in  their 
respective  parishes.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Cole- 
11  !^n  had  been  Rector  of  St.  George's 
Church,  Utica,  for  twenty-two  years.  He 
was  a  faithful  and  earnest  worker,  a  sin- 
cere and  devout  man.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Babcock  Avas  one  of  the  oldest  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  and  among  those  who  have 
been  longest  connected  with  it.  He  had 
held  several  positions  of  honor  and 
responsibility — was  at  one  time  Rector 
of  Trinity  Church,  Watertown,  then 
Principal  of  St.  John's  School,  afterwards 
Rector  at  Jamesville,  and  for  many  years 
a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  one 
of  the  Examining  Chaplains,  and  finally 
Dean  of  St.  Andrew's  Divinity  School, 
lie  was  always  genial  and  pleasant  in  his 
manners,  devoted  and  faithful  in  attention 
to  his  duties,  and  he  has  gone  to  his  rest 
full  of  years,  enjoying  the  esteem  and 
affection  of  all  his  brethren.  You  will 
see,  therefore,  that  there  has  been  an  un- 
usual depletion  in  our  ranks,  especially 
among  the  faithful  laymen.  It  is  hard  to 
I"-''  such  men  from  our  parishes  and  from 
our  Diocesan  Councils — it  seems  as  if 
their  places  could  not  easily  be  supplied.

The  Church  at  large  has  been  recently 
much  disturbed  by  defections  from  the 
Christian  Faith  as  contained  in  the 
Apostle's  Creed,  on  the  part  of  some  of 
the  Clergy.  It  has  heretofore  been  pub- 
licly proclaimed  that  the  "ethical"  thing 
for  a  Clergyman  to  do,  if  he  loses  his 
faith,  is  to  stay  where  he  is,  and  let  the 
Church  put  him  out  if  it  can.  I  believe 
that  most  men  will  find  it  impossible  to 
understand  the  state  of  mind  which  such 
a  position  discloses.  We  live  in  a  free 
country,  where  men  can  preach  what  they 
jblease,  provided  they  do  not  instigate 
rebellion,  provided  also  they  have  not 
solemly  bound  themselves  to  preach  a 
certain  form  of  truth.  But  when  a  man 
stands  up  before  God  and  the  Church  and 
promises  to  conform  to  the  doctrine  of 
Christ  as  this  Church  hath  received  the 
same,  and  when  he  constantly  repeats  his 
adherance  to  that  faith  in  the  service  of 
the  Prayer  Book,  and  then  goes  into  his 
pulpit  and  denies  the  simplest,  plainest, 
most  incontrovertible  statements  of  that 
doctrine,  and  tries  to  induce  other  people, 


the  people  whom  the  Church  has  com- 
mitted to  his  care;  to  make  the  same 
denial,  and  still  holds  on  to  the  position 
which  he  gained  by  his  promise  of  con- 
formity— the  law  of  the  land  may  not 
touch  him — the  Church  in  the  laxity  of 
her  discipline  may  let  him  go  on — but  he 
may  rest  assured  that  the  large  majority 
of  his  fellow  citizens  will  fail  to  recognize 
the  honesty  of  such  a  proceeding.  And 
there  is  no  need  of  any  man  putting  him- 
self in  such  a  compromising  position,  in 
a'  country  where  there  is  a  sect  ready-made 
for  every  intellectual  vagary.  The 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  believes  the 
Apostles'  Creed  in  its  natural  sense — if 
any  man  does  not  believe  it  he  can  easily 
go  where  he  will  find  those  that  agree  with 
him,  and  need  not  wear  a  livery  which 
proclaims  him  false.  And  if  the  Church 
herself  cannot  preserve  the  faith  once  for 
all  delivered  to  the  saints,  she  becomes 
recreant  to  her  trust,  she  loses  her  charac- 
ter, and  is  no  longer  worthy  of  our 
allegiance. 

May  the  grace  of  God  be  with  you  all. 
Amen.

The  retiring  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
whom  we  are  all  much  indebted  for 
ithful  service  during  several  years  past,

one  place  than  in  another,  the  peopl 

more  willing  to  work  and  to  give  according 
to  their  means;  they  are  Less  given  to 
criticising  and  finding  fault  :  they  attend 
the  services  more  regularly  and  appeal  to 
enter  into  them  more  heartily.  Ami  i* 
in  the  matter  of  recognizing  obligations. 
Some  men  are  always  in  debt,  aid  seem  to 
be  willing  to  let  others  support  them  if 
they  will;  their  self-respect  does  n<>r  suffer 
from  such  a  state  of  things.  Ami  parishes 
are  precisely  like  them.  They  are  willing 
to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Dis- 
organization, and  would  be  sorry  not  to 
have  them,  but  if  other  parishes  will  pay 
for  them,  they  are  entirely  content.  This 
is  an  unfortunate  human  propensity,  ob- 
taining in  the  Church  as  well  a-  elsewhere  : 
and  we  are  afraid  it  will  continue  as  long 
as  the  world  stands.  It  may  be  somewhat 
diminished  under  certain  conditions,  but 
probably  never  altogether  abolished.  Let 
the  "good  boys"  then  be  relieve  1  a-  much 
as  possible,  but  let  them  not  be  discouri  _

We  should  like  to  call  attention  t.. 
the  resolution  offered  by  Dr.  Reed  and 
adopted  by  our  recent  Convention  concern- 
ing the  resort  by  Church  people  to  undig- 
nified methods  of  raising  money  for 
religious  purpose-.     The  resolution  v 

follows  ; 

"Resolved,  Thai  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
Convention  that  the  Clergy  ami  parishes 
of  the  Diocese  refrain  from  employing 
ways  ami  means  for  'raising  money  for 
religions  nses  thai  reflect  on  the  dignity 
and  character  of  the  Church." 

There  is,  it  seems  to  us,  a  ''happy  mean 
between  too  much  stiffness  in  refusing 
and  too  much  easiness  in  admitting"  any 
resorl  to  other  methods,  besides  the  direct 
giving  of  money  for  the  support  of  the 
Church  and  it<  work.  We  do  not  altogether 
agree  with  those  who  will  not  allow  any 
kind  of  exchange  in  this  matter,  because 
there  are  people  who  can  contribute  work. 
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or  material,  or  both,  but  have  very  little 
ready  cash  at  their  disposal;  and  it  seems 
only  right  that  they  should  be  permitted  to 
turn  what  they  have  into  money  for  the 
2X>ocl  of  the  cause.  And  sometimes  the 
social  interests  of  a  congregation  may  be 
benefitted  by  bringing  people  together  for 
a  sale  of  some  sort,  provided  there  be  noth- 
ing of  an  unlawful  or  doubtful  character 
about  it.  But  having  said  so  much  for 
that  side  of  the  question,  we  cannot  too 
strongly  reprobate  the  excesses  in  the  other 
direction  which  are  too  common  in  these 
da  vs. 


These  excesses  are  of  three  kinds :  First, 
those  that  are  undignified  and  unbecoming, 
especially  referred  to  in  the  resolution.  It 
will  be  remembered  by  those  present  at  the 
Convention  that,  as  an  illustration,  a  letter 
was  read  from  an  "Entertainment  Agency" 
suggesting  a  minstrel  show  for  the  Church, 
to  be  carried  on  by  the  ladies  and  gentle- 
men  of  the  congregation. 

Now,  if  professional  actors  wish  to  give 
the  proceeds  of  their  entertainments  to 
good  objects,  they  have  a  right  to  do  so, 
ami  what  they  give  may  be  considered  a 
part  of  their  legitimate  income.  But,  surely, 
it  is  not  becoming  in  the  people  of  the 
Church  to  asume  the  role  of  actors,  least 
of  all  comic  actors,  or  blackened  minstrels, 
in  order  to  get  a  pittance  which  ought  to 
come  directly  from  the  pockets  of  the 
people.  The  amateurs  of  the  religious 
world  cannot  compete  with  the  members 
of  the  profession  in  etertaining  the  rnulti- 
tndes;  and  in  their  attempts  to  do  so  it  is 
next  to  impossible  to  refrain  from  conduct 
that  is  undignified  and  belittling  to  the 
cause  which  they  represent. 


Second,  excesses  that  are  unlawful. 
These  are  such  as  partake  of  the  nature  of 
gambling,  and  are  forbidden  by  the  law 
of  the  land.  And  certainly  there  never 
was  a  time  when  it  was  more  necessary  for 
the  Church  to  take  a  stand  on  this  point. 
There-  may  have  been  times  when  gambling 
games  were  more  prevalent  in  society;  and 
we  are  aware  that  one  hundred  years  ago  or 


more,  lotteries  were  resorted  to  and  per 
mitted  even  for  religions  Uses.  But  w 
doubt  if  there  ever  could  have  been  a  mor 
eager  desire  to  get  something  for  nothin 
than  that  which  characterizes  our  own  as;e 
and  that  is  the  very  essence  of  gambling 
It  runs  through  all  the  interests  of  life 
commercial,  political,  social.  It  assume 
every  variety  of  manifestation.  It  deceive 
and  corrupts  a  great  many  otherwise  wel 
meaning  people.  The  Church,  therefore 
must  avoid  all  appearance  of  it.  An< 
since  lotteries  and  raffling  are  now  again 
the  law,  it  is  especially  important  tha 
they  be  not  resorted  to  in  any  form  i 
raising  money  for  Church  purposes.  W 
know  that  it  is  sometimes  a  great  tempt? 
tion  to  get  a  large  sum  for  a  valuabl 
article  by  selling  chances  on  it.  But  i 
on  adit  not  to  be  done. 


And  third,  there  is  the  excess  of  ovei 
doino-  it,  and  petting  so  into  the  habit  of  h 
that  whenever  a  little  money  is  wanted  fo 
any  purpose,  straightway  a  supper,  or 
sale,  or  a  show  of  some  sort,  must  be  gotte 
up  to  raise  it.  Indeed,  there  are  som 
parishes  that  seem  to  live  by  them  almos 
altogether.  The  result  of  this  is  a  dryin 
up  of  the  fountain  of  giving,  a  pauper izin 
of  the  parish,  and  an  appearance  befor 
the  world  which  excites  its  contempt.  Fre 
will  offerings  are  forgotten,  and  peopl 
are  taught  that  they  are  always  to  expec 
something  of  a  material  or  social  natur 
for  any  money  they  bestow.  And  it  i 
especially  demoralizing  to  resort  to  thee 
methods  to  raise  a  Rector's  salary.  \ 
encourages  the  idea  that  the  minister 
f mictions,  the  services  and  the  preachin 
are  after  all  only  a  kind  of  enter tainmen 
and  that  the  people  accordingly  have  tU 
right  to  get  their  money's  worth,  that  is  1 
say,  such  services  and  such  preaching  3 
suits  their  taste;  and  hence  to  stay  i 
home  and  not  pay  anything,  if  they  are  n(j 
quite  satisfied  in  these  respects.  All  <\ 
these  excesses  "reflect  on  the  dignity  an 
character  of  the  Church,"  and  come  withi 
the  purview  of  the  resolution  adopted  b 
the  Convention  and  recommended  to  tli 
people  of  the  Diocese.

CHRIST  CHURCH,  B1NGHAMTON. 

The  Church  has  the  honor  of  having 
been  the  first  Christian  body  to  hold 
regular  religious  services,  with  an  estab- 
lished organization,  in  "  Chenango 
Point,"  which  was  the  early  name  of  the 
city  of  Binghamton.  In  1810  a  body  of 
laymen  organized  a  parish  under  the 
name  of  St.  Anne's  Church.  This  organ- 
ization lived  for  a  few  years,  and  of  its  life 
and  acts  the  present  Christ  Church  has 
no  record,  except  such  items  as  are 
recorded  in  the  County  Clerk's  Office, 
regarding  the  incorporation,  and  the 
names  of  its  incorporators.  Eor  some 
reason  the  parish  of  St.  Anne's  lived  but 
for  a  short  time,  and  then  disappeared. 

October  10th,  1816,  we  find  the  names 
of  the  men  who  incorporated  St.  Anne's, 
again  appearing  before  the  authorities  and 
forming  another  parish  under  the  name 
of  the  "Binghamton  Church,"  and 
changed  later  to  Christ  Church.  Why 
this  new  organization  wTas  formed,  and  the 
old  one  lost  we  are  unable  to  determine. 

The  Corporation  immediately  began 
the  erection  of  a  Church  building.  The 
vestry  on  November  30th,  1818,  appointed 
a  committee  to  "wait  on  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Keeler,  and  ascertain  his  terms  for 
preaching  in  the  Church  in  this  village 
two-thirds  of  the  time  for  six  months. 

The  next  day  the  committee  reported 
"that  Mr.  Keeler  will  continue  to  preach 
until  the  20th  of  May  next,  two-thirds  of 
the  time  in  this  place  and  the  remainder  of 
the  time  in  Windsor  for  such  sum  as  the 
two  societies  shall  contribute."  Mr. 
Keeler  Avas  the  first  clergyman  in  charge 
of  the  parish.  The  minutes  of  the  3rd  of 
April,  1820,  record  the  name  of  the  Rev. 
F.  TL  dimming  as  officiating  in  the 
parish  ;  the  records  do  not  determine 
when  he  began  or  completed  his  ministry. 

In  1821  the  name  of  the  Rev.  E.  G. 
Gear    appears.      It    is   uncertain    whether 


these  early  names  can  be  recorded  as 
Rectors  of  the  parish,  that  is,  whether 
they  were  called  legally  as  Rectors,  or 
as  Priests  in  charge.  In  1824  the  Rev. 
Xathaniel  Huse  was  elected  for  one 
year  at  a  salary  of  $400.  In  1825  he 
acts  as  chairman  of  a  meeting  ex-officio. 
and  in  1826  is  recorded  in  the  minutes  as 
Rector.  The  minutes  seem  to  point  out 
some  dissatisfaction  with  the  Rector  at 
this  time,  and  the  Rector  appears  to  have 
resigned  on  May  25th,  1829. 

In  August  13th,  1829,  the  Rev. 
Francis  II.  Gumming  was  again  called 
to  the  parish  to  become  permanent  Rector 
at  a  salary  of  $600,  not  less,  and  more  if 
it  can  be  raised. 

The  Rectorship  was  short,  for  on 
October  25,  1830,  a  committee  is  appointed 
to  confer  with  Clergymen  as  to  their  terms 
to  become  Rector." 

On  May  16th,  1831,  the  Rev.  Hiram 
Adams  was  elected  Rector,  and  he  accepted 
and  served  during  the  rest  of  the  year,  and 
then  was  instituted  in  1832. 

On  April  23rd,  1832,  a  name  of  national 
repute  appears  among  the  names  of  the 
vestrymen  namely,  the  Hon.  Daniel  S. 
Dickinson.

the   Church  building. 

March  16th,  1835,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Adams 
resigned  the  Rectorship. 

July  27th,  1835,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shianeal 
was  elected  Rector,  and  continued'  in  office 
less  than  one  year. 

On  Sunday,  July  31,  1836,  the  Rev. 
Edward  Andrews  D.D.,  was  elected 
Rector.  This  Rectorship  was  destined 
to  be  a  very  happy  one.  In  1843,  when  ill- 
health  forced  upon  Dr.  Andrews  the  duty 
of  resigning  his  charge ;  it  brought  forth 
from  the  vestry  a  most  affectionate  and 
touching  letter,  requesting  Dr.  Andrews 
to  remain  as  Rector  until  his  place  could 
be  supplied,  and  if  he  would  reconsider, 
to  take  such  rest  as  his  pleasure  and  health 
might  deem  best,  and  then  resume  his 
duties.  Dr.  Andrews  was  deeply  touched 
by  this  letter,  but  duty  compelled  him 
to  stand  firmly  by  his  resolution,  and  the 
resignation    was    accepted.      This    corres- 
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pondence  was  by  vote  of  the  vestry  to  be 
published  in  the  "Gospel  Messenger." 
The  severance  of  these  pastoral  relations 
was  only  for  a  short  time,  for  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Robertson,  who  succeeded  Dr. 
Andrews  October  1st,  1843,  was  notified 
of  the  action  of  the  vestry  June  3rd,  1844, 
that  they  could  not  continue  his  salary 
after  the  present  year,  but  the  meeting 
of  October  25th,  1844,  voted  to  "hire"  Dr. 
Robertson  until  April  if  they  could  secure 
subscriptions  sufficient  to  pay  him. 

In  1845  Dr.  Andrews  was  again  called 
to  the  Rectorship  of  the  parish,  and 
accepted. 

In    1848    a   movement   was    started   to 
enlarge   the   Church,    but   the   records   do 
not  show  that  this  was  done,  for  in  a  few 
years  the  present  stone  edifice  was  begun. 
But   previous   to   this   Dr.    Andrews   had 
resigned,    and   on    June    16th,    1851,    the 
Rev.  Mr.  Beach,  of  Palmyra,  was  called 
for  the  ensuing  year.     Mr.  Beach  replied 
that   he   desired   to   be   called    as   Rector. 
The  call  was  modified  to  comply  with*  this 
request.      During  this  Rectorship   an  im- 
portant event  was  to  take  place,  namely, 
the  erection  of  the  present  handsome,  very 
substantial   gothic   stone    Church.        This 
building   was    the    third    structure    to    be 
erected    by   the    congregation.      The    first 
was  sold  in  1822  to  the  Methodist  Society, 
and  the  second  one  was  built  in  the  same 
year,  and  considerably  enlarged  in  1832, 
during  the  Rectorship  of  the  Rev.  E.  G- 
Gear.     The  new  gothic  structure  was  be- 
gun in  1853,  the  architects  being  Richard 
Upjohn   &   Co.,    of   New   York,    the   con- 
tractor being  the  Hon.  J.  Stewart  Wells. 
It  is  interesting  here  to  note  that  the  latter 
is  still  living,   and  an   active  member  of 
the  vestry  of  Christ  Church,  a  remarkable 
record  when  you  pause  to  consider  that  it 
is   now   fifty-two   years    since    Mr.    Wells 
began  his  first  important  contract,   being 
then   a   young  man   thirty-one   years   old. 
When  it  is  said  that  Richard  Upjohn  Avas 
the    architect   of   the   present    Church    we 
need  tell  no  more  to  set  forth  the  beauty 
and      perfection      of      the      architectural 
features  of  the  building.     The  address  at 
the  laying;  of  the  corner  stone  was  delivered 


by    Bishop    [ngrabam    Kipp,    D 1 1 
Ejector  of  -,\  parish  in  Albany. 

The  building  of  the  Stone  Church 
evidently  taxed  the  resources  of  the  parish, 
for  they  soon  applied  to  Trinity  Parish, 
New  York  City,  for  a  gift  of  $10,< 
The  authorities  of  Trinity  Parish  replied 
that  they  could  not  grant  tin-  request,  but 
gfave  them  in  response  t<>  their  modest 
request  $1,500,  payable  in  sis 
the  rate  of  %2~A)  per  year. 

In  April  1801  Rev.  Mr.  Beach  resigi 
as  Hector,  and  in  May  the  same  year  the 
Rev.  M.  C.   kightner  was  called,  and  be 
accepted  to  take  effect  August  1-t. 

On  Tuesday,  AugUSl  11th,  1-''.:;.  the 
new  Church  was  consecrated,  ten  years 
after  the  erection  was  begun.  In  Septem- 
ber of  the  same  year  the  Rev.  Mr.  Light- 
ner  resigned.  Less  than  <>no  week  after 
this  Bishop  Tuttle,  who  was  tli«-  Re 
at  Morris,  in  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  was 
called  to  the  Rectorship,  and  declined  the 
call. 

In  November,  1863,  the  Rev.  < '.  II. 
Piatt  was  called  to  the  Rectorship,  and 
accepted.  In  1867  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  negotiate  the  purchase  of  the 
present  Rectory  property.  The  <»ld 
house  standing  on  this  property  was  re- 
paired, and  in  1872  a  new  Rectory  was 
begun,  and  is  still  standing  to-day.  It  i> 
worth  about  $18,000. 

The  Rev.  Rodman  Lewi-,  a  retired 
IT.  S.  Navy  Chaplain,  was  appointed 
assistant  in  1868  without  compensation. 

In  February  25th,  1869,  the  parish  was 
called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  the  Rector,  l>r. 
Piatt,  and  in  May  of  the  same  year  the 
Assistant,  Chaplain  Lewi-,  was  called  to 
the  rest  of  Paradise. 

The  vestry  agreed  to  call  as  Dr.  PL      ~ 
successor  the  Priest  nominated  by  Bishop 
Huntington.     The   Bishop  nominated  the 
Rev.  William   A.    Hitchcock,  then   K 
of  Grace  Church,   Elmira,  and  the  ves 
called    Dr.    Hitchcock,   the  -alary   having 
been  increased  from  a  few  dundred  dollars 
to  $2,000.      Dr.    Hitchcock  declined,  but 
when   urged,  and  the  salary  still   further 
increased  to  $2,500,  he  accepted  tli. 
to  take  effect  September  1st,  I860.     It  was 
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during  Dr.  Hitchcock's  Rectorship  that 
the  present  Rectory  was  built.  On 
January  18th,  1875,  Dr.  Hitchcock 
resigned  to  take  effect  March  1st,  1875. 

After  the  vestry  meeting  which  accepted 
the  Rector's  resignation,  the  Bishop  met 
with  the  vestry,  and  offered  the  following 
names  for  their  consideration  for  the 
vacancy : 

The'  Rev.  Robert  W.  Parke,  D.D.,  of 
Oshkosh,  now  Rector  of  the  parish  at 
Unadilla,  Diocese  of  Albany. 

The  Rev.  I.  Townsend,  of  Albany,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Rulison,  of  Hudson  Citv, 
X.  J. 

Evidently  the  vestry  had  in  mind  some 
ether  priest,  for  they  proceeded  on  the 
27th  of  February,  1875,  to  elect  the 
Rev.  Alfred  B.  Goodrich,  D.D.,  Rector 
of  Calvary  Church,  Utica,  X.  Y.  Dr. 
Goodrich  declined  the  call. 

The  vestry  then  elected  the  Rev.  Robert 
W.  Parke,  D.D.,  and  he  accepted  to  take 
effect  May  1st,  1875. 

Dr.  Parke  made  a  deep  impression  on 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  parish,  and  his 
wife  was  a  great  help-meet,  and  she  lives 
in  the  fond  memories  of  many  still  resid- 
ing in  the  parish.  The  sorrow  of  the 
parish  was  very  deep  when  she  was  sud- 
denly taken  to  the  higher  life  in  Novem- 
ber, 'i860. 

In  February,  1881,  Dr.  Parke  resigned 
to  take  effect  May  1st  of  the  same  year. 

On  July  2d,  1884,  the  parish  called  the 
Rev.  Robert  G.  Quennell,  Rector  of  the 
parish  at  Seneca  Falls.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Quennell  accepted  the  call  to  take  effect 
September  first  of  the  same  year.  Mr. 
Quennell  is  now  at  work  in  New  York 
City,  on  the  staff  of  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension.  During  this  incumbency  the 
Church  was  repaired  and  redecorated,  and 
the  commodious  and  very  useful  Parish 
House  was  erected,  completing  a  very  sub- 
stantial and  beautiful  group  of  buildings. 
Mr.  Quennell  resigned  his  Rectorship  to 
take  effect  June  1st,  1899. 

hi  August,  1899,  the  present  Rector, 
the  Rev.  Harry  S.  Longley,  was  elected. 
Mr.  Longley  was  then  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church       in      the      present     Diocese     of 


Western  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Longley 
accepted  the  call  of  the  vestry  to  take  effect 
Saturday,  September  16th,  1899.  When 
the  present  Rector  came  to  the  parish  he 
was  confronted  with  a  debt  of  about 
$11,000.00,  accumulated  from  yearly 
deficiencies  in  the  current  expense  account. 
This  debt  has  gradually  been  reduced  to 
$(3,100.00,  and  every  year  has  practically 
seen  a.  .clean  balance  sheet.  A  notable 
event  during  the  present  Rectorship  was 
the  completion  of  the  Church  spire,  which 
was  a  gift  from  the  Hon.  J.  Stewart  Wells 
on  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  commenc- 
ing as  contractor  the  erection  of  the  present 
edifice'.  When  the  builders  of  the  Church 
reached  the  spire  the  funds  gave  out,  and 
fifty  years  after  the  builder  is  privileged 
to  complete  his  first  important  contract. 

In  the  summer  of  1903  Mr.  Charles  M. 
Jarvis,  of  New  Britain,  Conn.,  gave  a 
chime  of  ten  bells  in  memory  of  the  Jarvis 
family  who  were  formerly  residents  of 
Binghamton,  and  attendants  at  Christ 
Church. 

The  parish  in  its  early  life  had  a  glebe 
of  about  one  hundred  acres,  and  this 
wasted  away,  being  sold  from  time  to 
time  for  debts  and  improvements.  If  the 
early  founders  of  the  Church  had  had 
sufficient  foresight  and  held  these  lands 
the  parish  would  have  possessed  some  of 
the  most  valuable  land  in  the  city.  The 
Church,  Parish  House  and  Rectory  are 
located  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  having  a 
frontage  on  Washington  Street  of  .  about 
200  feet,  running  to  the  rear  from  Wash- 
ington to  Water  Street,  with  nearly  180 
feet  on  the  latter  street.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  picturesque  places  in  the  city,  and 
one  of  the  best  Church  properties  in  Bing- 
hamton, and  beyond  all  question  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  gothic  buildings  in  the 
Southern  part  of  the  State.  The  services 
are  stately  and  dignified,  and  largely  of  a 
cathedral  character  musically,  and  the 
vested  choir  of  men  and  boys  is  among 
the  very  first  in  the  diocese.  The  present 
number  of  communicants  is  519,  and  the 
value  of  the  Church  property  over 
$100,000.00.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

The  Preface  of  the* Prayer  Book  is  a 
■aluable  document,  worthy  of  earnest  con- 
sideration. The  Prayer  Book  of  the 
Church  of  England  has  practically  three 
prefaces,  that  which  is  expressly  so-called, 
that  which  is  entitled  "Concerning  the 
Service  of  the  Church,"  and  another  "Of 
Ceremonies,  Why  some  be  abolished 
and    some    retained.*'      The    first   was    in- 


serted in  the  revision  of  1662,  and  refers 
to  the  state  of  things  existing  in  England 
after  the  Restoration  of  the  monarchy. 
The  second  was  the  original  preface  of  the 
First  Hook  of  Edward  VI,  giving  tl  . 
planation  of  the  change  made  at  that  time, 
and  supposed  to  have  been  written  by  Abp. 
Crammer;  while  the  third,  also  probably 
composed  by  him,  was  al  first  placed  at 
the  end  of  the  same  Book,  and  gave  the 
reasons  which  its  title  indicates. 

The  Preface  to  our  American  Book  is 
intended  to  be  a  vindication  of  the  revision 
to  which  the  English  Book  was  subji 
in  1789,  whereby  it  was  conformed  to  the 
altered  circumstances  of  the  American 
Church  after  the  Revolution.  It  sets  forth 
certain  general  principles  which  it  will  be 
well  for  us  to  consider  and  remember: 
The  unbroken  continuity  of  the  Church 
from  age  r<>  age,  and  as  it  passes  from 
nation  to  nation.  The  Prayer  I)o..k  for 
the  Church  in  the  United  States  i-  practi- 
cally identical  with  that  for  the  Church  of 
England.  Its  principle,  it-  form,  its 
method,  and  almost  all  it-  words,  are  the 
same;  the  changes  are  very  slight,  chiefly 
such  as  "local  circumstances  require;"  ami 
it  is  expressly  stated  that  "this  Church  is 
far  from  Intending  to  depart  from  the 
Church  of  England  in  any  essential  point 
(yf  doctrine,  discipline,  or  worship." 

2nd.      The  liberty  i^\  national  ( 'Imp 
to  revise  their  liturgies,  when  Buch  iv\  Is 
seems  to  be  required  by  the  exigenci< 
times  and  occasions.     This  Is  the  principle 
adopted   in    England   at    the   Reformation 
period,  in  accordance  with  which  the  old 
service     hooks     were     translated     into     the 
English   tongue,   abbreviated,  and   pruned 
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from  superstitious  and  unmeaning  rites, 
and  gathered  together  into  one  Book  for 
the  use  of  the  whole  Church  throughout 
the  kingdom.  And  in  fact,  the  principle 
of  variety  in  liturgical  forms  in  different 
countries  and  in  successive  ages  has  always 
been  accepted  in  the  Catholic  Church. 
Four  typical  forms  of  the  Liturgy,  i.  e., 
the  Eucharistic  Office,  have  come  down 
from  primitive  times,  and  outgrowths  from 
these  are  still  used  in  different  parts  of  the 
world.  The  Daily  Offices,  also,  such  as 
our  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  are  not 
precisely  alike  in  the  east  and  west.  There 
is,  however,  one  essential  requirement 
which  has  always  been  maintained,  and 
that  is  the  one  which  follows. 

3rd.  In  any  revision  of  forms  of  wor- 
ship no  change  should  be  made  in  the 
fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Christian 
faith.  Lex  orandi  lex  credendi  est — the 
law  of  praying  is  the  law  of  believing;  and 
the  worship  of  the  Church  must  be  at  once 
the  expression  and  the  bulwark  of  her 
faith.  And  so  our  Preface  expresses  these 
two  last  mentioned  harmonious  principles: 
"In  worship  different  forms  and  usages 
may  without  offence  be  allowed,  provided 
the  substance  of  the  Faith  he  kept  entire." 
And  again,  referring  to  the  English  revis- 
ion, it  says  that  the  Church  of  England 
"yielded  to  make  such  alterations  in  some 
particulars  as  in  their  respective  times 
were  thought  convenient,  yet  so  as  that  the 
main  body  and  essential  parts  of  the  same 
have  still  been  continued  firm  and  un- 
shaken." And  it  may  also  he  recalled  that 
when  our  revision  of  1892  was  undertaken, 
it  was  distinctly  stipulated  that  no  doc- 
trinal changes  of  any  kind  should  be  made. 

4th  and  finally'.  The  spirit  in  which 
the  Prayer  Hook  should  he  received  and 
used,  as  expressed  in  the  beautiful  con- 
clusion of  the  Preface,  which  merely  needs 


to  be  repeated  that  it  may  he  appreciated. 
"And  now  it  is  hoped  the  Avhole  will  be 
received  and  examined  by  every  true  mem- 
ber of  our  Church  and  every  sincere 
Christian,  with  a  meek,  candid  and  chari- 
table frame  of  mind,  without  prejudice  or 
prepossessions ;  seriously  considering  Avhat 
Christianity  is,  and  what  the  truths  of  the 
Gospel  are,  and  earnestly  beseeching 
Almighty  God  to  accompany  with  His 
blessing  every  endeavor  for  promulgating 
them  to  mankind  in  the  clearest,  plainest, 
most  affecting  and  majestic  manner,  for 
the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  most  blessed 
Lord  and  Saviour." 


GENERAL  NEWS. 

The  Rev.  E.  W.  Johnson,  General  Mis- 
sionary in  Western  Massachusetts,  who 
was  elected  Coadjutor  b>ishop  of  South 
Dakota  by  the  House  of  Bishops  in  June, 
has  been  passed  by  a  majority  of  the 
Standing  Committees,  and  has  conse- 
quently accepted  the  appointment,  We 
congratulate  Bishop  Hare,  who  has  labored 
so  heroically  in  that  field  for  many  years, 
that  he  is  thus  assured  of  help  in  his  ardu- 
ous work. 

It  is  said  that  the  Rev.  E.  E.  J.  Lloyd, 
1 ).]).,  has  declined  the  election  as  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon. 


Our  readers  will  have  seen  in  the  pub- 
lic prints  an  account  of  the  destruction  by 
tire  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  New  York, 
one  of  the  largest  and  most  costly  eccles-* 
iastical  structures  in  that  city.  The  fire 
seems  to  have  originated  in  defective 
electric  insulation,  and  shows  how  neces- 
sary  it  is  to  be  particular,  in  bringing  that 
dangerous  (dement  into  use,  to  see  that  it 
he  properly  confined,  and  restrained  from 
bursting  forth  and  destroying  our  pro- 
perty.      Fortunately    the    congregation    of 
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St.  Thomas'  arc  abundantly  able  to  re- 
build, and  intend  to  do  so  at  once  on  the 
same  sire  and  on  quite  as  expensive  a  scale 
as  that  of  the  old  building.  In  the  mean- 
time a  temporary  Church  is  to  be  put  up 
within  the  rising  walls  for  immediate  use. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  taken  no 
continuous  vacation  in  one  particular  spot, 
but  has  spent  the  summer  in  several 
different  places,  occasionally  combining 
work  with  rest,  lie  has  been  in  Boonville, 
Richfield  Springs,  Norwich, and  Intervale.

Lawrence  River,  with  two  services  at  Alex- 
andria I3ay.  After  the  first  of  this  month 
he  expects  to  be  at  home  until  the  appoint- 
ments begin,  which  are  published  above."*

Ward,  Dodge  and  others,  residents  of  the 
townships  of  Pompey  and  Manlius,  used 
to  assemble  at  each  other's  dwellings  and 
conduct  worship  after  the  Episcopal  man- 
ner. The  Rev.  Mr.  Xash  first  preached 
twice  as  an  Episcopalian  clergyman  at  a 
private  house  (David  Hibbard's)  in  Pom- 
pey." 

''Rev.  Davenport  Phelps  came  on 
directly  after,  a  Missionary,  and  often 
preached  at  Manlius.  In  January,  1804, 
the  Episcopal  Church  was  first  organized 
under  the  Rev.  Davenport  Phelps,  Mis- 
sionary, Rev.  A.  G.  Baldwin,  Missionary, 

1809,  Rev.    Parker   Adams,    first   Rector, 

1810,  Rev.  William  A.  Clark,  1811. 
Church  building  erected  in  1813,  since 
which  the  following  clergy  have  had 
charge  over  it:  Rev.  Messrs.  Clark, 
Pardee,  Bulkly,  Dyer,  Hicox,  Selkrig, 
Hoi  lister,  Pound,  Appleton,  Davis,  Pise 
and   (Jay/' 

To  this  list  must  now  be  added  the 
names  of  Rev.  Messrs.  John  A.  Jerome, 
Osgood  E.  Herrick,  Edward  Moyses, 
William  H.  Lord,  L.  L.  Rogers,  John 
Bayley,  E.  M.  Hubbard,  Thomas  B.  Berry 
and  Tlieo.  Babcock,  D.D.,  and  the  present 
Rector,  George  D.  Ashley. 

Prof.  AY.  W.  Clayton  in  his  history  of 
Onondaga  County,  published  in  1878, 
writes  that  when  the  Church  was  built  in 
1813  it  stood  on  the  hill  at  the  east  end  of 
The  village.  In  1832  it  was  moved  down 
on  wheels  and  placed  in  its  present  eligible 
position,  with  its  steeple  standing,  bell 
hanging,  and  organ  ready  to  play,  without 
jarring  it  so  much  as  to  move  a  square 
foot  of  plastering.  The  original  bell  in 
this  Church  was  cracked  when  tolled  at 
the  funeral  of  Mr.  Stoughton  Morse  in 
L^22.      The  Church  since  its  removal  has 


been  very  much  improved,  the  present 
chancel  has  been  added.  The  windows 
are  unusually  fine,  nine  out  of  the  twelve 
being  memorials.  Besides  these  memor- 
ials, many  other  beautiful  gifts  record  the 
love  and  affection  held  for  this  sacred 
building — "the  oldest  religious  edifice  in 
use  and  now  standing  in  the  County  of 
Onondaga."

DAUGHTERS  OF  THE  KING. 

Local  Assembly  of  the  Diocece  of 
Albany  and  Central  ]STew  York. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Local  Assembly 
of  the  Daughters  of  the  King  of  Albany 
and  Central  New  York  Dioceses  was 
opened  on  Wednesday  evening,  June  21, 
1905,  at  Auburn,  X.  Y.,  with  sermon  by 
Key.

The 
charge  to  the  Daughters  was  given  by  Rev. 
Henry  Sizer,  of  Oswego.  He  took  for  his 
text:  tklf  thou  hast  run  with  the  footman, 
and  they  have  Avearied  thee,  then  how 
can'st  thou  contend  with  horses?  And  if 
in  the  land  of  peace  wherein  thou  trusted, 
they  wearied  thee,  then  how  wilt  thou  do 
in  the  swelling  of  Jordan?"  It  was  a 
strong  personal  appeal  for  loyalty,  entreat-

The  question  of  securing  an  increased 
number  of  workers  in  the  mission  field 
was  then  discussed.  It  was  generally 
recognized  that  there  was  a  pressing  need 
for  such  an  increase,  but  the  difficulty  of 
securing  proper  encouragement  and  sup- 
port was  felt  to  be  the  chief  obstacle  in  the 
way.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Cloud  stated  his  will- 
ingness to  withdraw  from  the  educational 
work  to  which  the  larger  portion  of  his 
time  is  now  devoted,  and  to  devote  himself 
exclusively  to  clerical  work,  provided  pro- 
vision could  be  made  for  his  support,  and 
he  appealed  to  the  Conference  for  its  co- 
operation to  this  end.  On  motion,  the 
chairman  and  secretary  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  memorial  to  the 
Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  nominally  in  Mr. 
Cloud's  field,  asking  in  the  name  of  the 
Conference  that  increased  provision  for 
the  support  of  the  Missionary  be  made. 

Several  questions  as  to  the  proper  divis- 
ion of  territory  between  the  various  mis- 
sionaries being  brought  up,  an  effort  was 
made  to  settle  the  differences  in  an  ami- 
cable and  friendly  spirit.  The  whole  sub- 
ject was  finally  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  question  of  making  provision  for 
imparting  a  distinct  religious  character  to 
future  Conferences  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on   rules. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Ellsworth,  of  New  York, 
publisher  of  the  Silent  Church,  a  monthly 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  Deaf  Mute 
Missions,  explained  his  plans  for  the 
paper,  and  asked  for  the  co-operation  of 
the  members  of  the  Conference. 

The  chairman,  the  secretary  and  the 
Rev.  Mi-.  Whildin  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  confer  with  Mr.  Elsworth,  with 
power  to  take  such  action  as  would  tend  to 


secure  the  continuance  of  the  publication 
as  the  organ  of  Deaf  Mutes  Missions. 

The  statement  having  been  made  that 
there  was  a  movement  on  foot  in  certain 
quarters  to  ask  the  next  Triennial  Con- 
vention of  the  Church  to  so  amend  the 
canon  on  examinations  for  Holy  Orders  as 
to  dispense  with  various  requirements  in 
the  case  of  candidates  intending  to  devote 
themselves  to  work  among  the  deaf  and 
dumb,  the  chairman  and  secretary  were 
authorized  to  memorialize  the  Convention 
in  the  name  of  the  Conference,  should 
such  action  be  required,  and  state  that  the 
step,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Conference,  is 
neither  necessary  nor  calculated  to  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  the  work  among  the 
deaf  and   dumb.

with  no  antecedent  Morning  Prayer  or 
Litany,  began  at  least  forty  years  ago  in 
this  country;  and  it  was  widely  estab- 
lished, and  generally  recognized  as  proper, 
long  before  the  revision  came.  But  such 
action  was  taken  in  absolute  loyalty  to  the 
spiritv  of  the  Prayer  Book,  and  did  not 
really  conflict  with  its  letter,  since  there 
was  no  rubric  positively  requiring  the 
other  services  to  he  said  first.  It  was  only 
the  old  custom  inherited  from  the 
eighteenth  century,  of  having  what  was 
called  "full  service,"  which  had  imposed 
itself  upon  the  minds  of  Church  people  as 
a  law,  that  made  many  feel  as  if  it  was  not 
correct  to  have  the  Communion  by  itself; 
though  that  so-called  "full  service"  did  not 
necessarily  include  a  celebration  of  the 
Sacrament,  but  concluded  with  the  "Ante 
Communion."  It  was  a  relief,  therefore, 
to  have  it  stated  in  words  that  cannot  be 
misunderstood,  that  "Morning  Prayer, 
Litany  and  Holy  Communion  are  distinct 
services,  and  may  be  used  either  separately 
or  together.'"'  It  places  beyond  question 
the  legality  of  the  custom  that  had  become 
already  largely  prevalent,  and  at  the  same 
time  it  wisely  restrains  and  regulates  that 
growing  custom.  In  fact,  this  rubric  is 
conservative  rather  than  otherwise. 

We  are  only  too  familiar  with  the  tend- 
ency of  human  nature,  when  it  starts  in 
any  given  direction,  to  go  to  extremes  in 
that  direction.  The  history  of  the  Church 
is  full  of  illustrations  of  this  fact,  and  we 
are  now  in  a  fair  way  to  present  another. 
These  services  need  not  be  tied  together 
any  more  as  they  used  to  be,  so  we  will 
have  them  as  we  like;  indeed,  we  will  use 
one  of  theni  which  we  consider  most  edify- 
ing, or  most  in  accordance  with  primitive 
and  catholic  usage,  and  let  the  others  go. 
r'^lls  is  our  present  tendency;  and  the 
result  is  that  some  of  our  congregations 
never  hear  Morning  Prayer  any  more,  and 
<»l  hers  very  seldom  hear  even  the  Epistle 
and  Gospel  from  the  Communion  Service. 
The  rubric,  therefore,  comes  in  to  correct 
ih is  extreme.  These  services  may  be  used 
separately,  it  says,  "Provided,  that  no  one 
of  them  be  habitually  disused/'  And,  of 
course,  this  Law,  like  ^wry  other,  must  be 
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Interpreted  in  a  spirit  of  common  sense 
and  honesty.  Certainly  no  one  will  claim 
that  he  is  obeying  the  rubric  by  saying  any 
of  these  offices  privately,  and  not  openly 
in  the  Church.  To  say  it  at  an  hour  at 
which  the  people  generally  do  not  attend, 
may  be  questioned  as  an  act  of  loyal 
obedience;  but  to  say  it  privately  admits 
of  no  question.  We  feel  very  strongly  the 
paramount  importance  of  the  Euchrist  as 
the  great  act  of  Christian  worship ;  but  we 
are  also  convinced  that  our  duty  consists 
in  securing  that  in  entire  obedience  to  the 
laws  bv  which  we  are  o-overned. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

Publishers  of  k'The  Young  Christian 
Soldier"  and  other  papers  will  please  take 
notice  that  the  address  of  the  Gospel 
Mkssexoetc  is  not  now  Syracuse,  but 
jtJtica.  Also  that  the  address  of  the  Bishop 
is  changed  from  ]Xo.  2  Armory  Place  to 
159  Park  Avenue,  Utica. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  S.  H.  Synnott,  for  many 
years  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Ithaca, 
died  on  Sunday,  September  3,  in  the 
seventy-first  year  of  his  age.  His  health 
had  been  failing  for  two  or  three  years, 
and  he  was  compelled  to  resign  his  parish 
more  than  a  year  ago,  and  went  to  live  in 
Cooperstown,  which  had  formerly  been  his 
home.  It  was  there  that  he  passed  away, 
and  his  funeral  was  held  in  Christ  Church 
in  that  village. 


A  resolution  was  adopted  at  the  last 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  instructing  the 
Secretary  to  notify  the  Clergy  at  once  of 
the  death  of  any  of  their  clerical  brethren 
in  the  Diocese,  so  that  they  may  attend 
the  funeral  if  possible.  If  this  is  to  be 
effectually  carried  out  the  Secretary  him- 
self should  be  informed  of  the  death  by 
telegraph  as  soon  as  it  occurs,  so  that  he 
may  have  time  to  prepare  the  notices  and 
get  them  off  sufficiently  early;  otherwise 
it  will  be  merely  labor  in  vain.  In  the 
case  of  Dr.  Synnott  the  Secretary  did  not 
hear  of  his  death  until  after  he  was  buried, 


when,  of  course,  it  was  too  late.  That  was 
not  quite  a  typical  case,  it  is  true,  because 
Dr.  Synnott  had  moved  out  of  the  Diocese, 
and  probably  no  one  about  him  knew  of 
the  recent  plan  for  notifying  the  Cle  2 
but  it  is  plain  that  the  same  thing  might 
occur  anywhere  unless  the  surviving 
friends  keep  the  matter  in  mind  and  send 
the  necessary  telegram.

Apparently  every- 
thing was  going  nicely  after  his  arrival  in 
Syracuse,  when  a  change  came  on  Wednes- 
day morning,  and  he  suddenly 
awav.

While  many 
have  parted  from  a  cherished  and  long  tried 
friend,  bis  parish  has  lost  a  pastor  who  was 
Indeed  a  father  in  God,  tender  in  his  ministry 
unfailing  in  his  care;  the  Diocese  parts  with

ability,  learning,  noble  character  and  warm

example;  the  city  in  which  he  lived,  one  whose 


influence  for  good  reached  far  beyond  his  own 
congregation;  the  cause  of  higher  education, 
one  whose  sound  learning,  deep  study  and 
clearness  of  thought  ever  tended  to  uplift  the 
mind.

22nd,  the  day  of  Dr.  Lockwood' s  burial, 
the  Rev.  Edwin  Lee  Tanner,  in  charge  of 
these  two  parishes,  died  very  suddenly  in 
Bainsbridge,  where  he  resided  with  his 
son.  Mr.  Tanner's  health  had  been  poor 
for  some  time  past,  and  he  was  often  a 
great  sufferer ;  and  his  death  was  doubtless 
the  result  of  the  malady  with  which  he 
was  affected.  His  funeral  was  held  on 
Monday,  September  25th,  at  Bainbridge, 
and  again  the  Bishop  was  prevented  from 
attending  by  the  same  cause  as  before. 
Our  sympathy  is  extended  to  the  afflicted 
son,  who  is  now  left  quite  alone  in  his 
family.

Rev.  Henry  E.  Hubbard,  Rector.  On 
Sunday,  September  3rd,  St.  Paul's  Church 
was  opened  for  divine  service  after  having 
been  closed  for  repairs  for  ten  weeks — 
services  meanwhile  being  held  in  the 
Parish  School  House.  The  vested  choir 
rendered  a  special  programme  of  music  at 
each  service  and  a  large  number  made 
their  Communion  at  the  morning  service. 

Plain  steel  has  been  placed  in  the  two 
lower  rows  of  ceiling  panels  on  either  side. 
The  whole  interior  has  been  redecorated 
in  the  soft  tints  of  green,  old  ivory  and 
gold  with  very  appropriate  original  mosaic 
designs  throughout.  A  red  oak  floor  has 
been  laid  in  the  nave  and  covered  in  the 
aisles  with  Wilton  runners.  The  vestry 
jm<l  choir  rooms  were  thoroughly  re- 
frirnished  and  provided  with  rugs;  the 
brasses  relaquered ;  and  new  lights  placed 
upon  the  pillars  of  the  nave.

A  very  beautiful  memorial  window  of 
T\v<>  panels  for  tlie  right  of  the  nave  near 
the  Choir  room  door,  was  in  place,  the  gift 
of  the  Rev.  Leonard  J.  Christler,  Curate 
of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Auburn,  K  Y.  The 
window  is  the  work  of  E.  Geissler,  of  New 
York,  and  represents  St.  Cecilia  and  St. 
Agnes — the  former  panel  bearing  the 
inscription  "In  memory  of  Effie  May 
Christler,  born  May  23,  1881,"  and  the 
latter  "In  memory  of  George  Washington 
Christler,  born  August  23,  1875 ;  died 
February  18,  1876." 

St.  Paul's  Church  was  built  forty-two 
years  ago,  and  great  care  was  taken  to 
make  it  both  beautiful  and  churchly. 
This  is  the  first  time  it  has  been  thoroughly 
redecorated  since  it  was  done  at  the  begin- 
ning. It  is  now  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful Churches  in  the  Diocese,  and  it's  loca- 
tion is  ideal.

A  Bishop's  chair  of  black  walnut  has 
recently  been  presented  to  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Peclwood,  as  a  memorial  of  Mr. 

On  his  recent  visita- 
tion of  the  parish  on  Monday,  September 
18th,  the  Bishop  had  a  public  benediction 
of  the  chair,  and  used  it  for  the  first  time.

St.  George's  was  damaged  by  fire  to  the 
extent  of  $2,000.  The  origin  of  the  fire 
is  unknown.  The  loss  being  fully  covered 
by  insurance,  it  is  hoped  that  repair's 
will  soon  be  completed,  and  the  congrega- 
tion enabled  to  re-occupy  the  building. 
At  present  services  are  held  in  the  School 
House  kindly  loaned  for  that  purpose.

Early  History  of  SI.  Andn  w's  Church, 
X<  w  Berlin,  X.   )  . 

The    earliest     records    of    Si.     Andrew's 
Parish  date  from   April.   L814.     The   K 
Father   Daniel    Nash  had  held  occasional 
services  in  this  village  before  this,  hut  the 
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first  effort  towards  incorporation  bears 
date  of  April  14th,  1814,  and  was  as 
follows : 

"We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  sub- 
scribed, inhabitants  of  New  Berlin  and  its 
vicinity  being  desirous  of  maintaining  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour,  do 
agree  that  for  that  purpose  we  will  form 
ourselves  into  an  Episcopal  Society  as  the 
law  directs,  by  name,  style  and  title  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church  in  the  town  of  New 
Berlin,  and  we  do  still  further  agree  that 
we  will  endeavor  to  suppress  immorality 
of  conduct  and  cause  the  Lord's  day. to 
be  observed  by  our  families  in  that  sober. 
direcl  manner  prescribed  bv  the  Head  of 
the  Church." 

\Yw  Berlin,  April  14th,  1814,  (signed) 
Nathan  Summers,  Jabez  Beardsley,  Aug. 
Caesar  Welch,  Darius  Jacques,  Abel 
Adams,  Jonathan  Hubby,  Salmon  Mallett, 
Abel  Adams,  Jr.,  Ruben  Stocking,  Stephen 
Skinner.  Bildad  Welch,  Hyatt  Banks, 
Talmon    Fairchild,   Cri  Tuttle. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  before  mentioned 
persons  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an 
Episcopal  Society  held  at  the  house  of 
Asa  Perry,  the  Rev.  Daniel  Nash  was 
called  to  the  chair.  Augustus  C.  Welch 
appointed  clerk,  and  it  was  then  voted 
that  Xatlian  Summers  and  Stephen 
Skinner  he  the  wardens.  The  following 
year  there  was  a  change  in  the  election  of 
the  vestrymen  ami  the  additional  election 
of  two  trustees  and  four  choristers;  though 
what  was  the  duty  or  office  of  the  trustees 
at    that    time   is   not    declared.      During  this 

year  LS15  it  appears  thai  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Lacy  became  Rector,  for  we  find  at  annual 
election  of  JMo  that  Rev.  W.  15.  Lacy 
held  the  chair.  In  L816  a  sexton, 
choristers  and  trustees  were  appointed. 
The  sexton  \\;i-  to  receive  25c.  each  Sun- 
day <>ii  which  the  church  was  opened.  In 
the  same  year  three  resolutions  were  passed 

at    veMry    meetings    worthy    of    mention    in. 

connection  with  the  history  of  the  Church, 
Firel  In  L816,  duly  '  9th,  "It  was 
agreed  to  paint  the  Church  by  sub- 
scription,"   ;nid    ••>.,    procure    a    seal    for 


its  use,  engraved  with  the  sign  of  the 
cross  with  the  words  'St.  Andrew's 
Church'  for  its  motto."  Second — In  Sep- 
tember, IS  16,  to  consecrate  the  building. 
Bishop  John  Henry  Hobart  accordingly 
consecrated  the  Church  on  September  6th, 
1816.  The  seats  were  first  rented  in 
October,  1816,  at  auction  sale,  and  were 
to  be  let  from  January,  1817,  to  January, 
1818.  The  highest  sum  paid  for  a  pew 
being  $25.00,  the  lowest  $3.00.  Third — In 
November,  1816,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  purchase  a  suitable  lot  for  a 
parsonage,  and  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Lacy  was 
engaged  at  one-fourth  part  of  his  time  at 
a  salary  of  $175.00  for  that  portion  and 
the  right  to  reside  in  the  parsonage.  In 
1817  Mr.  Lacy  resigned.  In  August  the 
vestry  requested  Rev.  Ashbel  Davis  to 
assume  charge  of  the  parish  and  to  give 
three-fourths  of  his  time  to  the  parish. 
For  these  services  they  agreed  to  pay  him 
$375.00.  He  resigned  on  or  before 
November,  1818,  and  on  November  5th 
the  vestry  called  back  the  Rev.  D.  Nash. 
He  remained  with  the  parish  for  two  years. 
Then  the  "Rev.  Mr.  Wlieeler  was  invited 
to  visit  the  parish  with  a  view  to  its  pastor- 
ate." The  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler  did  not 
appear  for  causes  unrecorded  and  now  un- 
known, and  so  for  a  long  time  there  were 
no  services  held.  Finally  Mr.  Wheeler  was 
found  and  an  agreement  entered  into  with 
him.  lie  remained  until  1825 — the 
vestry  renewing  their  contract  with  him 
every  year  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Here  is  a  specimen  of  the  fashion  of 
those,  days  in  calling  priests  to  the  cure 
of  souls,  taken  verbatim  from  the  minutes 
in  duly,  1828,  addressed  to  Rev.  Mr. 
Andrews: 

"Sir:  Having  understood  by  Colo's 
Clark  and  Edson  that  your  services  as 
preacher  can  be  obtained  for  $400  per 
annum  and  house  rent,  therefore,  we  the 
undersigned,  members  of  the  vestry  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church  at  New  Berlin  being 
desirous  and  anxious  to  obtain  ihe  benefit 
of  your  services  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel 
in  this  place  do  hereby  agree  to  furnish 
you  a  comfortable  house  to  live  in,  free  of 
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rent  and  to  give  you  $400  yer  year,  pay- 
able quarterly,  for  such  services.

Jabez  Beardsley,  Charles  Knapp,  wardens ;

As  the  Rev.  Mr.  Whittingham  well 
observes  "in  all  the  earlier  transactions  of 
this  parish  the  mistake  was  made  of  sup- 
posing that  the  Pastoral  relation  was 
simply  fulfilled  in  the  Preacher's  com- 
mission." The  Rev.  Mr.  Andrews  gave 
one-fourth  of  his  time  to  the  Sherburne 
Parish.  Rev.  Mr.  Andrews  remained  till 
1836,  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Chas. 
Jones,  and  he  was  again  succeeded  by  Rev. 
Mr.  A\  neeler  in  1837.  In  1841  he  resigned 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Hall  took  charge.  In  1843 
the  vestry  unanimously  voted  "that  all 
pews  in  St.  Andrew's  Church  shall  be  free 
and  open  to  all  attendants."  In  conse- 
quence of  this  change  it  was  resolved  to 
raise  the  Rector's  salary  from  henceforth 
by  subscription.  In  1847  the  present 
stone  Church  was  built  after  Mr.  ITp John's 
design,  at  a  cost  of  $8,000,  and  was  com- 
pleted in  1848.  In  May,  1849,  Rev.  Mr. 
Hull  accepted  the  parish  at  Elmira,  E\  Y., 
and  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  R.  Whitting- 
ham, now  living  in  Maryland.  Of  the 
new  Church,  Hiram  C.  Clark,  in  his 
"History  of  Chenango  County,"  published 
in  1850,  observes,  uThe  citizens  of  K~ew 
Eerlin  have  recently  erected  an  Episcopal 
house  in  that  village  on  an  extensive  scale. 
The  building  is  constructed  in  the  early 
style  of  Gothic  architecture,  and  carries 
the  spectator  back  in  imagination  to  the 
Gothic  architecture  very 
did  not  commend  itself  to  the 
historian  of  Chenango  County.

An  editorial   in   The  Living  Church 
September  0th,  on  a  subject  which  ha- 
in  our  minds  a  good  deal  tin-  sumuv 
worthy  of  repetition  as  follow-: 

"The  Brooklyn  Eagle  made,  on  an 
August  Saturday,  a  canvass  of  the  'Pro- 
testant' ministers  of  the  borough  in  order 
to  discover  how  many  of  them  wen 
home  and  how  many  absent.  The  resultant 
table -how-  131  'at  home'  and  17''.  'absent5 
Of  the  clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  28  were  in  the  former  and  1-  in 
the  latter  class.     The  Eagle  says  : 

'The  Episcopalians  are  usually  careful 
in  the  way  of  having  their  parishes  looked 
out  for  during  the  vacation-  of  the  Electors. 
When  the  Rector  is  away,  there  i<  almost 
invariably  an  assistant  on  the  field,  and 
due  notice  is  given  to  the  parishioners 
where  he  may  be  found  and  at  what  hours 
the  parish  office  is  open.3 

It  also  says  : 

kThe  Catholic  churches  were  not  in- 
cluded in  the  canvass,  for  the  reason  that 
churches  of  that  denomination  arc  neves 
closed  and  there  is  always  a  priest  or  an 
assistant  in  charge  of  the  parish.  Quite 
a  number  of  Protestant  Churches  were 
closed  and  some  of  them  will  i i < •  t  again  be 
opened  until  the  second  Sunday  in  Septem- 
ber. Extensive1  repairs  are  being  ma- 
a  number  of  them." 

The  fact  is,  the  list  of  clergy  at  home 
or  absent  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  im- 
portant question  which  the  Eagl  set  out 
to  solve,  as  to  how  many  churches  were 
open,  and  how  many  closed,  during 
August.  It  is  perfectly  legitimate  for  a 
clergyman  to  take  a  vacation,  it",  and  only 
if,  suitable  provision  has  been  mad< 
the  maintenance  ^\  services  during  his 
absence.  Neither  doe-  this  incident 
justify  the  Now  York  World  in  giving  it 
the  caption,  '  'Absent'  Treatment  in  Brook- 
lyn Churches.'  The  Eagle  should  have 
inquired  as  to  the  maintenance  or  suspen- 
sion of  services,  rather  than  as  to  the 
presence  or  absence  of  individual  cl< 
men. 

And  as  August  will  again  recur  eleven 
months    from    the    present    time,    and    the 
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same  question  will  arise  again,  we  suggest 
these  thoughts  to  the  parochial  clergy,  who 
are  now  taking  up  their  work  with  re- 
newed vigor. 

There  is  no  congregation  in  the  land,  in 
which  every  individual  is  away  during 
August.  There  is  the  same  reason  for 
prayer  and  service  during  August  as  dur- 
ing the  winter  months.  There  are  multi- 
tudes of  strangers  in  many  places  during 
August.  There  are  parishioners  dying 
and  requiring  burial  during  August, 
parishioners  desiring  to  be  married,  in1 
fants  requiring  baptism,  penitents  need- 
ing spiritual  assistance,  the  poor,  the  sick, 
and  the  prisoners  to  be  visited  and  relieved. 
Every  consideration  that  impels  to  the 
opening  of  churches  and  to  priestly 
ministrations  in  February  is  eqnally 
potent  in  August," 

The  only  criticism  that  we  should  make 
on  the  above  is,  that  it  throws  all  the 
responsibility  on  the  Clergy.  Doubtless 
the  greater  part  of  it  belongs  there;  but 
when  the  vestries  of  parishes  expect  to  have 
their  Churches  closed,  and  the  congrega- 
tions desire  to  have  a  vacation  from  divine 
worship,  ii  is  difficult  for  the  ministers 
to  proven!  it  in  some  cases.  Some  years 
ago  ;i  Clergyman  visiting  in  one  of  the 
smaller  cities  of  this  State,  offered  to  hold 
service  in  ;i  Large  parish  there  during  the 
absence  of  the  Rector;  but  the  senior 
warden  declined  the  offer,  saying  that  "the 
people  wanted  vacation  too"  In  another 
case  a  Deacon  in  charge  of  a  parish  wrgte 
to  his  Bishop:  •"Many  of  the  faithful  will 
be  "lit  of  town  during  the  summer,  and  of 
those  thai  remain, some,  I  fear,  would  either 
absenl  themselves  altogether  from  divine 
worship,  or  regard  attendance  as  somewhat 
in   'ho  nature  of  ;i   penance.      If  they  could 

'"•  permitted  temporarily  to  remain  Sit 
ease  in  Sion,'  some  think  they  would  be 
ready  to  starl  in  afresh  later."  Under 
such  circumstances  il  i-  certainly  hard  for 
the  < 'lergy  to  stem  the  current,  and  to  per- 
sisl  in  carrying  oul  the  ( !hurch's  system 
and  rule  of  worship,  if  they  themselves  be 
disposed  to  do  so.  Bui  does  it  not  show 
how  much  need  there  Is  for  the  Clergy  to 


teach  the  people  what  divine  worship  is 
and  what  the  duties  of  the  ministry  are? 
As  the  article  above  quoted  intimates,  is  it 
not  as  much  the  duty  of  Christian  people 
to  assemble  for  worship  in  the  summer  as 
in  the  winter  ?  Is  the  Church  a  voluntary 
social  club,  or  is  it  God's  kingdom  and 
household  ?  And  if  there  be  a  few  people 
in  a  parish  who  wish  to  go  to  Church  on 
the  Ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  why 
should  they  be  deprived  of  that  privilege 
any  more  than  on  the  Second  Sunday  after 
Epiphany?  Certainly  every  Churchman 
has  a  right  to  the  ministrations  of  the 
Church  on  every  Lord's  day,  and  if  some 
Churchmen  have  lost  their  desire  for  that 
regular  worship,  they  should  not  attempt 
to  deprive  the  few  who  still  retain  it.

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
of  (  Vntral  New  York  meeting  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Syracuse,  for  the  first  time  after 
the  lamented  departure  of  our  associate 
and  brother  the  Rev.  Henry  Poswell 
Lock  wood,  S.T.D.,  desire  to  place  on 
record  this  expression  of  our  dee])  sorrow, 
and  this  testimony  to  his  long  and  faithful 
service : 

Dr.  Lockwood  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Diocese 
February  24th,  1885,  and  became  its 
Secretary  September  14th,  1886,  from 
which  date  he  has  served  continuously  in 
that  office.  His  long  experience  on  the 
Committee,  his  accurate  knowledge  of 
canonical  law,  and  his  thorough  famil- 
iarity with  the  affairs  of  the  whole  Church 
and  of  the  Diocese  fitted  him  most  admir- 
ably for  the  important  office  which  he  so 
acceptably  and  wisely  filled. 

He  was  a  man  of  genial  and  equable 
temperament,  good  judgment,  broad 
scholarship  and  Hue  administrative  powers. 
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To  him  were  often  referred  those  questions 
requiring  knowledge  and  discretion,  about 
win" eli  there  might  be  difference  of  opinion, 
and  his  decisions  were  almost  invariably 
those  which  were  accepted. 

His  hospitable  home  was   always   open 
to  his  associates  with  that  warm  welcome 
which  betokened  the  indwelling  Christian 
pirit. 

To  his  brethren  of  the  Clergy  through- 
out the  Diocese  and  in  the  city  of  Syracuse, 
of  which  he  was  for  33  years  a  citizen, 
he  was  ever  single  minded,  affable  and 
approachable.  His  high  position  in' the 
Diocese  in  the  many  offices  so  willingly 
bestowed  upon  him,  in  no  way  affected  the 
gentle  and  modest  demeanor  of  his  charac- 
ter, nor  his  friendly  and  sympathetic  atti- 
tude towards  men  in  all  conditions  of  life. 

He  was  a  strong  preacher,  an  ideal 
pastor,  a  faithful  priest  and  a  friend  and 
brother  in  both  joy  and  sorrow.  Stricken 
down  when  scracely  beyond  the  prime  of 
usefulness,  he  has  left  behind'  a  void 
which  is  deeply  felt  and  will  be  most 
difficult  to  supply. 

AVe  regret  and  mourn  his  departure  at  a 
time  when  we,  in  our  deliberations,  we  most 
sorely  need  his  counsel,  his  companionship 
and  his  devoted  unselfish  loyalty  to  the 
Diocese  and  to  the  Church  at  large.  To 
his  family,  his  parishioners  and  his  many 
friends  we  extend  our  most  sincere  sym- 
pathy. 

God  has,  indeed,  blessed  us  in  the  noble 
and  manly  qualities  of  which  his  life  was 
such  a  notable  expression,  and  we  accept 
with  Christian  resignation  the  great  loss 
which  we  have  sustained.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

In  the  "Order  how  the  Psalter  is  ap- 
pointed to  be  read"  Ave  have  an  instance 
of  the  enrichment  and  flexibility  intro- 
duced into  the  Prayer  Book  at  the  last 
revision.  Until  181)2  there  were  bnt  six 
lays  for  which  Proper  Psalms  were  ap- 
pointed, these  being  Christmas,  Ash- Wed- 
nesday, Good  Friday,  Easter,  Ascension, 
and  Whitsunday.  Xow  there  are  sixteen 
days  for  which  such  provision  is  made, 
including'  a  number  of  the  minor  festivals 
of  our  Lord,  and  some  even  of  the  saints' 
fcys.  There  were  also  only  ten  Selections 
;of  Psalms  which  might  be  used  instead  of 
lie  Psalter  for  the  day  of  the  month, 
whereas  now  there  are  twenty.  All  this 
give-  great  variety  and  adds  very  much 
to  the. beauty  of  that  part  of  the  service. 


adapting  the   Psalms  to  the  i^-hi.,! 
which   they  arc  especially   approprh 

The  Psalter  is  really  the  core,  or  central 
body,    of    the    daily  offices.      In   the  old 
service  books  it  was  read  through  once  a 
week,    instead    of   once    ;i    month    a-    now 
provided  for  in  the  Prayer  Book,  and  that 
of  course  required     a     large     Dumber    of 
Psalms  to  he  used  every  day,  constituting 
the  chief  part  of  each  of  the  seven  services. 
And  this  is  as  it  should  he.  seeing  that  the 
Psalter  is  the  great  Book  of  Praise  for  the 
Church  in  all  ages,  and  the  purpose  of  the 
worship  of  the  Church  i-  chiefly  the  praise 
of  Almighty  God.     What  a  good  thing  it 
would  he  for  the  Christian  people  of  these 
days,  if  they  could  all  get  hold  of  this  idei 
and   adapt   their  conduct   t<»    it,   going 
Church     not     for     entertainment     or     fo 
criticism,    still    le<s    for    social    considers 
tions,   bnt  for  the  worship   and   prais 
their  Creator  and  Redeemer — "Praise  ye 
the  herd — The  Lord's  Name  he  praised," 
we  say  just  after  the  Lord's  Prayer  at  the 
beginning     of      Morning     and      Evening 
Prayer,   and   then  we   proceed   at    one 
the   Psalms   for   the   purpose   of   praising 
Him.     While,  therefore,   the  short   Selec- 
tions are  convenient  for  special  occasions, 
when  brevity  is  particularly  desired,  it  is 
really  best  at  ordinary  services  t->  abide  by 
the  regular  order  and   use  the   Psalms  ap- 
pointed   for    the    day.      We    need    not    be 
niggardly    in    our    praises,    hut    rather    be 
ready,  in  the  words  of  one  ^\  the  Psalms, 
lo  "sing  praises  lustily  with  a  <j.<uh\  cour- 
age.'''    And  it  is  io  he  ii  >ted  that  the 
thai    Morning    and    Evening    Prayer    are 
daily  services  is  emphasized  in  this  rubric. 
"The   Psalter  shall  be  read  through  once 
every  month,  as  it  is  there  appointed,  both 
for    Morning    and    tor    Evening    Pr; 
This  is  evidently  the  ideal  <>t"  the  American 
Prayer    Hook,    though    it    i-   not   enforced 
upon    tln>   Clergy   a-   it    is   in   the   English 
Book.       It    is    not    possible    to   attain    that 
ideal  in  many  places,  particularly  in  our 
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kneeling;"  in  the  Confirmation  service, 
"the  Bishop  shall  add;"  in  the  Marriage 
service,  "the  Minister  shall  say;"  and  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Communion  service, 
"the  Minister  shall  say  the  Lord's  Prayer 
and  the  Collect  following,  the  people 
kneeling."  Now  this  repetition  and  va- 
riety of  rubrics  prove  several  different 
things — first,  that  the  Prayer  Book  is  an 
inheritance  and  a  growth,  not  a  thing 
made  up  all  at  once  at  any  particular  pe- 
riod ;  second,  that  it  is  a  combination  of 
several  books,  once  used  separately,  and 
then  brought  together  into  one ;  and,  third, 
that  when  these  several  books  were  united 
in  one  volume,  the  rubrics  in  each  were 
not  made  to  conform  strictly  with  the 
others.  Doubtless  the  reason  for  this  over- 
sight was  the  fact,  that  the  Clergy  and  peo-. 
pie  who  used  the  newly  compiled  Prayer 
Book  were  entirely  familiar  with  the  cus- 
tom-; which  it  was  intended  to  perpetuate, 
and  did  not  need  to  pay  much  attention  to 
the  rubrics ;  just  as  our  people  now  are  ac- 
eus  coined  to  our  old  American  ways,  and 
do  not  observe  whether  they  agree  with  the 
rubrics  or  not.  For  example,  it  Used  to  be 
understood  among,  us  that  Morning 
Prayer,  Litany,  and  Ante-Communion,  all 
glued  tightly  together,  constituted  the 
proper  worship  of  the  Church  on  Sunday 
morning;  that  was  known  as  "full-serv- 
ice," and  it  came  to  be  regarded  as  one 
thing.  It  Avas  not  until  the  revision  of 
IS!) 2  that  the  statement  was  made  in  the 
Book  itself  that  Morning  Prayer,  Litany, 
and  Holy  Communion  "are  distinct  serv- 
ices, and  may  be  used  either  separately  or 
together,  provided  that  no  one  of  them  be 
habitually  disused."  This  fact,  then,  ex- 
plains the  diversity  of  the  rubrics  concern- 
ing the  Lord's  Prayer;  though  we  may  still 
wonder  why  in  our  last  revision  this  di- 
versity was  not  either  explained,  or  done 
away  with;  for  it  introduces  more  or  less 
confusion  into  our  practice. 

It  is  contended  by  some  liturgical 
scholars  that  the  words  "Divine  Service" 
before  the  "Our  Father"  in  Morning 
Prayer  refer  only  to  what  used  to  be  called 
the    "choir  offices,"    that  is,  Matins   and 


Evensong,  which  are  said  in  the  choir  and 
not  at  the  Altar;  and  that  they  do  not  in- 
clude the  Communion  service,  nor  the  oc- 
casional offices,  such  as  Baptism,  Con- 
firmation, etc.  And  certainly  the  diversity 
of  rubrics  to  which  we  have  referred  seems 
to  justify  that  conclusion.  If  this  be  so, 
we  must  look  to  the  rubric  for  our  practice 
in  each  case. 

]\Tow  it  is  unquestionably  true  that  the 
Lord's  Prayer  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Communion  office,  used  to  be  in  the  olden 
time  a  part  of  the  priest's  private  devo- 
tions, and  was  said  by  him  in  a  low  voice 
before  the  audible  part  began.  Reading 
the  rubric,  therefore,  with  this  under- 
standing, and  on  the  supposition  that  the 
one  in  Morning  Prayer  does  not  prevail 
here,  it  would  seem  to  be  the  intention 
that  the  old  custom  should  be  continued, 
and  that  "the  Minister  shall  say  the  Lord's 
Prayer  and  the  Collect  following,  the  peo- 
ple kneeling"  but  not  saying  the  words 
with  him.  This,  at  all  events,  is  the  way 
it  is  generally  understood  nowadays,  and 
there  are  some  people  who  follow  the  same 
rule  in  the  Confirmation  and  Marriage 
services.

Consecration  of  Church. 

St.      Andrew's     Church,     Kendaia, 

Seneca  Co.,  was  formally  set  apart  to  the 

worship    of    God    by    the    Bishop  of  the 

Diocese,    on   Thursday   in   Whitsun-week, 
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May  23rd.  This,  as  will  be  observed  by 
eur  readers,  is  the  Church  for  which  such 
vigorous  soliciting  has  been  done  through 
our  columns ;  and  the  fact  of  its  consecra- 
tion is  proof  that  the  money  was  raised  and 
the  bills  paid.  There  were  present  of  the 
Clergy,  besides  the  Bishop,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Wm.  B.  Clarke,  Henry  E.  Hub- 
bard, Chas.  W.  MacNish  and  Harry  Idle, 
and  two  Lay  Headers,  Messrs.  Stevens  and 
McConomy,  of.  Hobart  College.  Messrs. 
MaaNish  and  Idle  read  Morning  Prayer, 
and  Messrs.  Clark  and  Hubbard  assisted 
in  the  Communion  Service.  The  Church 
was  well  filled  with  people,  and  ten 
persons  were  confirmed  at  the  same  service, 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hubbard.  After 
it  was  over  a  bountiful  luncheon  was  served 
by  the  ladies,  in  the  basement  of  the 
Church,  which  is  high  and  commodious 
and  has  been  finished  off  for  such  purposes.

With  this  amount,  the  $200  from  the 
Church  Building  Fund,  the  $450  in  money 
and  labor  subscribed  and  paid  in  Kendaia, 
and  the  architect's  bill  $125,  which  was 
presented  to  the  Church,  the  total  cost  of 
$2,712.95  has  been  met.  Besides  this  the 
Committee  have  been  able  to  pay  the 
premium  on  the  insurance.  There  only 
remains  the  $115  for  the  furnace,  and  in 
as  much  as  the  people  besides  maintaining 
the  services  are  grading  the  lawn,  painting 
the  exterior,  and  must  arrange  to  paint 
the  inside,  the  Committee  hopes  that  still 
some  of  those  parishes,  (many  of  them 
self-supporting,)  which  have  not  responded 
at  all,  will  pledge  to  send  something  in 
offering  or  through  the  W.  A.  within  the 
next  six  months.  One  parish  has  already 
pledged  an  offering  and  another  W.  A.  has 
promised  $4.00.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
when  the  Bishop  consecrated  the  Church 
on  May  23rd,  ten  were  eon  tinned,  all  those 
who  have  so  generously  contributed  may 
be  assured  that  they  made  gifts  to  a  very 
promising  work.  The  Committee  desires 
to  thank  all  who  have  responded  so  cheer 
fullv  to  this  work. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

The  fourteenth  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Brotherhood  of  St  Andrew,  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  was  held  in  Utica, 
May  17  and  19,  and  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  best  and  largest  State  Conventions  in 
the  history  oi  the  Brotherhood.  Friday 
was  devoted  entirely  to  the  Junior  mem- 
bers, who  were  addressed  by  Mr.  G.  Frank 
Shelby,    Field   Secretary,    and    the    Rev. 
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candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Harry 
S.  Longley,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Binghamton.  The  other  Clergy  present 
were  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hegeman,  Malcolm 
Smith,  Andrew,  and  AY.  E.  Bentley,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Long  Island. 

Dr.  Hakes  will  change  his  residence  to 
Bingham  ton,  and  from  there  will  take 
charge  of  the  work  at  Whitney's  Point  and 
also  at  a  mission  to  he  started  at  Union  or 
Endicott,  which  are  neighboring  villages 
:>nth  of  that  city. 


The  villages  near  Binghamton,  just 
mentioned  above,  are  rapidly  growing  in, 
population,  owing  to  the  large  manufac- 
turing establishments  recently  started, 
and  it  is  felt  by  the  Clergy  that  there  is 
a  favorable  opening  for  the  Church  there. 
Some  years  ago  we  had  a  Church  in  Union, 
but  the  congregation  dwindled  away  and 
the  building  was  sold  to  the  Baptists. 
Now  there  is  an  upward  tendency,  es- 
pecially in  Endicott,  and  it  is  our  purpose 
to  take  advantage  of  it,  and  gather  to- 
gether the  scattering  Church  people  who 
are  living  there,  and  to  make  an  earnest 
effort  to  found  a  strong  and  permanent 
^arish  for  those  communities. 


There  arc  two  vacancies  in  the  House 
f  the  Good  Shepherd,  a  home  for  aged 
women,  at  Binghamton.  The  rooms  may 
be  taken  by  those  who  wish  to  become 
permanent  inmates,  or  they  may  be  occu- 
pied temporarily  by  boarders.  Informa- 
tion may  he  had  from  the  President  of  the 
Board,  the  Rev.  Harry  S.  Longley,  Rector 
of  ( Jhrisl  ( "linrch,  Binghamton.

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[resolved,  That  the  Convocation  desire  to 
express  their  thanks  to  the  Rector  and 
members  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Ithaca,  for 
their   abundant  hospitality. 

Upon  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Cryderwise, 
the  question  proposed  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Convocation  was  brought  up  for 
discussion.  Resolved,  That  the  present 
method  of  levying  assessments  for 
Diocesan  Missions  he  changed  to  a  per- 
centage assessment  upon  the  items 
"Rector's  Salary  and  Current  Expenses" 
as  last  reported  in  the  Convention  Jour- 
nal; and  including  the  stipend  granted  to 
missionary  parishes ;  this  change  to  take 
effect  the  next  Convention  year.

GENERAL  NEWS, 

The  whole  Church  throughout  the 
country  is  pleased  and  encouraged  by  the 
showing  of  offerings  for  general  missions 
the  past  year.  The  Lenten  and  Easter 
offerings  of  the  Sunday  Schools  foot  up 
more  than  $120,000,  and  the  Apportion- 
ment has  been  so  nearly  met  that  the 
Board  of  Managers  report  no  deficiency. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  such  a  thing  has 
occurred  in  many  years,  and  shows  that 
the  new  plan  of  asking  a  certain  amount 
of  each  diocese  and  each  parish,  notwith- 
standing all  the  objections  brought  against 
it.  has  been  remarkably  successful.  The 
apportionment  for  this  Diocese  the  ensuing 
year  is  the  same  as  before,  $10,600,  and 
consequently  ir  will  be  the  same  for  each 


parish,  unless  some  redistribution  is  made 
by  the  Convocations. 

The  Hoard  of  Managers  recently  -out  a 
letter  of  special  thank-  to  the  Bishop  and 
Diocese  of  Central  N"ew  Fork  for  what 
they  have  done  for  the  cause,  and  we  hope 
there  will  be  still  more  reason  for  such  an 
expression  in  the  future.

A  MEMORIAL  OF  BISHOP  HUNTINGTON. 

We  take  the  following  from  an  article 
in  the  Boston  Globe  of  November  27th : 

"Impressive  words  of  eulogy  wort1 
spoken  yesterday  morning  in  Emmanuel 
Church  of  its  former  Rector,  'Bishop 
Frederic  Dan  Huntington,  who  died  July 
11th  of  last  year,  by  Rev.  Dr.  William  R. 


Huntington,  Rector  of  Grace  Church, 
Sfork,  formerly  Assistant    Rector  of   Em- 
manuel  Church. 

The  occasion  was  the  unveiling  • 
memorial  bust  to  Bishop  Hunting 
located  in  the  transepl  under  the 
south  gallery.  The  bust  La  of  Italian 
marble,  and  is  two  foci  in  height.  It 
stands  in  a  niche,  itself  surrounded  by  a 
beautiful  and  elaborate  stone  canopy  and 
screen  of  Indiana  limestone 

On  a  tablet  to  the  left  in  the  canopy 
appear  these  words  'Frederic  Dan  Hunt- 
ington, born  May  28,  1819,  First  Rector 
of  Emmanuel  Church,  1861  to  1869. 
Consecrated  first  Bishop  of  Central  New 
York  April  8,  1869.    Died  July  11,  1904.' 

On  a  tablet  to  the  right  of  the  bust  is 
this  Scriptural  verse:  'They  that  be  wise 
shall  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the  firma- 
ment, and  they  that  turn  many  to  right- 
eousness, as  the  stars  forever  and  ever.' — 
Daniel,  12:  3. 

The  memorial  is  the  gift  of  Miss 
Caroline  French,  daughter  of  the  late 
Jonathan  French,  warden  of  Emmanuel 
Church.  Beulah  Pratt  is  the  sculptor:  and 
Francis  R.  Allen,  the  architect,  desi^ 
the  stone  canopy. 

In  his  memorial  sermon  Dr.  Huntington 
sketched  the  life  of  the   Bishop  from  his 
early   childhood    in    lladley    to    his    death. 
He  told  how  in  middle  life  the  Bishop  left 
the   Unitarian   faith   to   become  an    Epis- 
copalian,  and   of   the   far-reaching  conse- 
quences of  that   action.      lie  showed   how 
Bishop    Huntington    as    Rector    of    1 
manuel  gave  the  firsl   impulse  to  institu- 
tional work  in  a   Boston  Church.     II- 
pressed  gratification  that  the  Bishop  who 
watched  over  Emmanuel  in  it<  early 
and    had    hoped    that    it    would    some   day 
have  a  suitable  Church  home,  lived  '•    - 
that   wish  amply  fulfilled. 
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THE  BISHOP'S  RELIEF  FUND. 

We  are  convinced  that  there  is  quite  a 
wide-spread  misunderstanding  throughout 
the  Diocese  with  regard  to  the  above  named 
fund.  It  is  supposed  by  some  that  the 
purpose  of  it  is  to  relieve  the  Bishop  in  his 
own  personal  expenses,  or  perhaps  to  pay 
his  car  fare  and  hotel  bills  during  his  visit- 
ations. It  is  not  surprising  that  the  un- 
fortunate name  of  the  fund  should  have 
given  rise  to  such  a  mistake,  and  steps  were 
taken  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  to 
have  it  changed  to  something  more 
accurately  descriptive  of  its  intention  and 
use.  The  fact  is  that  the  money  is  given 
to  help  those  who  are  in  need,  and  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  work  of  the  Diocese. 
Its  distribution  is  entirely  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Bishop,  and  he  is  not  required  to 
give  account  of  it,  any  more  than  the 
Bector  of  a  parish  is  to  report  his  use  of 
the  Communion  alms ;  but  it  may  be  a 
good  plan  to  make  the  following  statement 
of  expenditures  during  the  last  Convention 
year,  from  June  14th,  1904,  to  June  3rd, 
1905.  The  amounts  are  arranged  under 
general  heads,  and  the  aggregate  stated,  as 
follows : 

Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  $350  00 

Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergy 100  00 

Mission  Work  in  the  Diocese 277  50 

Use  of  Clergy  in  the  Diocese 225  00 

Postulants    and    Candidates    in    the

The   Shelter,   Syracuse,    100  00 

Special    Charity    5  00 

Total    $    1,344  50 

It  will  1)0  seen  that  this  amount  exceeds 
by  more  than  $500.00  the  offerings  made 
during  the  same  period;  but  the  ability 
to  meel  these  demands  was  chiefly  due 
to  Hi'-  fael  thai  certain  other  contribu- 
tions, not  used  for  their  original  purpose, 
were,  with  the  consent  of  the  donors,  left 
to  the  Bishop's  discretion,  and  Ik;  put  them 
into  this  fund. 

Now  there  are  several  things  to  be 
learned  Prom  this  report.  First,  it  is  clear 
thai  Large  demands  are  made  upon  the 
fund,  and  thai  the  offerings  are  not  ade- 
quate  1<»   meet    them.      Second,    h    will   also 


be  seen  that  this  fund  is  really  needed  to 
supplement  other  funds,  such  as  the  Aged 
and  Infirm  Clergy,  Diocesan  Missions, 
Ministerial  Education,  etc.  And,  thirdly, 
it  is  manifest  that  the  salaries  of  theClergy, 
in  some  cases,  are  not  sufficient  for  their 
needs.  While,  therefore,  this  fund  gives 
the  Bishop  much  satisfaction,  no  one  who 
reads  this  account  will  henceforth  imagine, 
that  it  is  to  relieve  the  Bishop  of  spending 
for  his  own  needs  what  the  Diocese  gener- 
ously and  regularly  gives  for  that  purpose. 


MAP  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

We  are  giving  in  this  number  a  view  of 
the  territory  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New 
York,  chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  indicating 
the  bounaries  and  extent  of  the  several 
Districts.  There  is  no  attempt  to  locate 
all  the  parishes  and  missions,  and  only  the 
names  of  the  several  counties  and  cities 
are  printed  in  the  map.  This  will  pro- 
bably be  of  special  use  to  the  members  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  who  are  not  as 
familiar  with  these  divisions  of  the  Diocese 
as  the  Clergy  are.  There  are  fourteen 
counties,  11,601  square  miles,  and  the 
whole  extends  north  and  south  from  the 
River  St.  Lawrence  to  the  State  of  Penn- 
vania.

MrJ 
Johnson   was   General   Missionary   of  the 
Diocese  of  Western  Massachusetts,  but  the 
old  colonial  parish  of  Trinity,  Newtown 
had  been  his  former  home,  and  the  servic 
was  held  in  its  historic  Church.     We  con 
gratulate  J>ishop  Hare  in  the  help  which1 
he   will  now  have  in  his   arduous  labors 
which  for  thirty  years  he  has  carried  or 
alone. 


The  lit.  Rev.  Thos.  F.  Davies,  D.D. 
Bishop  of  Michigan,  died  in  Detroit  on 
Thursday,  November  9th,  at  the  age  oi 
seventy-four.     He  had  been  in  poor  health 
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for  some  time,  and  it  was  expected  that  a 
Coadjutor  would  have  to  he  elected  shortly 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Diocese.  Dr. 
Davies  was  consecrated  in  1889.  and  had 
heen  previously  the  Rector  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Philapelphia,  which  has  fur- 
nished the  Church  with  five  or  six  Bishops, 
one  of  whom  was  DeLancey,  our  first 
Bishop  in  the  original  Diocese  of  Western 
'New  York. 


Since  the  above  was  written,  the  Con- 
vention called  for  the  election  of  a  Coad- 
jutor, lias  been  held,  and  elected  as  Bishop 
of  Michigan,  the  Rev.  Chas.  D.  Williams, 
D.D.,  Dean  of  Trinity  Cathedral,  Cleve- 
land, Ohio. 


Virginia  is  noted  for  having  Assistant 
Bishops.  The  original  Diocese  was  seldom 
without  one,  and  now  that  the  territory 
which  it  covered  is  divided  into  three 
Dioceses,  the  new  ones  are  following  the 
same  practice,  and  it  is  undoubtedly  a  good 
one.  West  Virginia  elected  a  Coadjutor 
in  1809,  and  on  Wednesday,  November 
8th,  the  Council  of  Southern  Virginia 
elected  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Lloyd,  D.D.,  to 
assist  Bishop  Randolph.  Dr.  Lloyd  is  the 
well  known  General  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  and  he  has  recently  declined 
the  episcopates  of  Mississippi  and  Ken- 
tucky. Southern  Virginia  is  his  home 
diocese,  and  has  strong  claim's  upon  him, 
but  many  will  deplore  his  departure  from 
the  Missions  House  in  New  York,  in  case 
he  should  decide  to  accept  the  election. 


Two  other  Bishops-Coadjutor  have  also 
been  elected  during  the  last  two  weeks,  the 
Rev.  Edward  M.  Parker  for  New  Hamp- 
shire,  and  the  Rev.  Win.  Walter  Webb, 
I).  I).,  for  Milwaukee.  Both  of  these 
Clergymen  are  now  engaged  in  educational 
work.  Dr.  Webb  is  the  President  of 
-Xashotnh  I  louse,  a  Theological  Seminary 
in  Wisconsin,  and  Mr.  Parker  has  been  for 
twenty-five  years  one  of  the  masters  in  St. 
Paul's  School,  Concord. 


The  re-ordination  of  Mr.  I.  1ST.  W. 
Irvine,  a  deposed  Priest  of  this  Church, 
by  the  Russian  Bishop  in  New  York  dur- 
ing the  past  month,  was  a  great  surprise  to 
many  people,  who  are  aware  of  the  ap- 
parently friendly  relations  recently  exist- 
ing between  the  representatives  of  the 
Russian  Church  and  our  own.  But  the 
editor  of  The  Church  Standard,  who  has 
had  unusual  opportunities  of  knowing  the 
inner  working  of  these  matters,  assures  us 
that  it  was  merely  what  might  have  been 
expected,  and  that  the  hope  of  re-union 
with  Eastern  Christians  is  not  yet. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

At  the  request  of  the  authorities  of  the 
General  Clergy  Relief  Fund  the  Bishop 
has  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  as 
a  Committee  on  its  affairs  in  this  Diocese, 
the  Rev.  H.  G.  Coddington,  D.D.,  the  Rev. 
Edward  Huntington  Coley,  Messrs.  G.  H. 
Avery,  Louis  Krumbhaar  and  Erank  L. 
Lyman.  Great  efforts  are  being  made  by 
the  energetic  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Rev. 
A.  J.  P.  McClure,  of  Philadelphia,  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  this  fund,  and 
certainly  nothing  is  more  important,  for 
we  do  not  make  proper  provision  for  the 
support  of  aged  Clergymen  and  the 
families  of  those  who  are  deceased.  In  this 
Diocese  the  Bishop's  Relief  Eund  is  largely 
drawn  upon  to  make  up  what  our  Christ- 
mas Fund  and  the  General  Clergy  Relief 
are  not  able  to  do. 


It  has  been  the  custom  for  a  number  of 
years  to  have  a  public  service  on  Eriday 
afternoon  for  the  inmates  of  St.  Luke's 
Home  and  Hospital,  lltica,  in  the  build- 
ing itself.  In  the  old  building,  where  there 
was  no  regular  chapel,  it  was  held  in  the 
Lecture  Room.  Now  that  the  institution 
is  farther  away  from  the  Churches  of  the 
city,  and  it  is  not  possible  for  the  inmates 
to  go  outside  to  Church,  it  is  proposed  not 
only  to  continue  the  Eriday  service,  but  to 
have  one  also  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second 
Sunday  of  the  month.  This  practice  was 
inaugurated  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
on  Sunday,  November  12th,  at  the  request 
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of  the  Chaplain,  the  Eector  of  Grace 
Church.  Most  of  the  old  ladies  of  the 
Home  were  able  to  attend,  and  there  were 
about  sixty  visitors,  including  several  of 
the  Almoners.  The  choir  master  of  Grace 
Church,  Mr.  J.  Francis  Day,  with  his 
whole  choir,  provided  the  music,  and 
helped  to  make  the  service  attractive  and 
interesting  to  all. 


It  will  be  seen  in  the  report  of  the  Con- 
vocation of  the  4th  District  that  two  new- 
missions  have  been  started  in  the  city  of 
Syracuse,  one  in  Elmwood  by  the  Rev.  D. 
C.  Huntington,  Rector  of  All  Saints' 
Church,  and  one  in  North  Syracuse  by 
the  Rev.  F.  T.  Henstridge,  Rector  of 
Calvary  Church.  In  both  places  rooms 
have  been  rented  for  the  purpose,  Sunday 
Schools  organized  and  services  held,  and 
there  is  '  a  prospect  of  successful  work 
among  the  people. 


The  November  meeting  of  the  Woman's 
[Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Second  District  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Cross,  Utica,  was  largely  attended.  The 
opening  service  was  read  by  Rev.  J.  J. 
Burd.  The  treasurer's  report  showed  that 
the  united  offering  for  1907  has  already 
reached  the  sum  of  $800.  The  report  from 
the  Juniors  showed  that  they  are,  at  least, 
not  behind  their  elders  in  work  and  offer- 
ings. Several  letters  of  thanks  for  boxes 
received  were  read  by  members  of  different 
parishes'.  It  was  decided  to  pack  the  union 
box  for  St.  Elizabeth's  School,  at  Grace 
Church,  November  17th. 

An  interesting  account  of  the  meeting 
of  the  auxiliary,  with  the  Convocation  at 
Waterville,  was  given  by  Mrs.  Coley.  A 
most  enthusiastic  description  by  Mrs.  C. 
G.  Irish,  the  Diocesan  President,  of  the 
recent  missionary  day  in  New  York, 
attended  by  members  of  the  auxiliary,  was 
listened  to  by  all  with  pleasure  and  profit, 

The  missionary  study  of  the  winter  was 
begun  by  the  reading  of  a  paper  by  Mrs. 
Child,    of    Calvary    Church,    giving    some 


interesting   information    in   regard   to   the 
missionary  district  of  Asheville. 

The  subject  for  the  next  meeting,  which 
is  to  be  held  Friday,  December  8th,  at 
Trinity  Church,  Utica,  is  Southern 
Florida. 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Sunday  School 
Commission  of  Central  Xew  York,  which 
was  named  by  the  Bishop  at  the  lasl  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese,  was  hold  in  the 
Parish  House,  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross., 
Utica.  The  Eev.  J.  J.  Burd,  Rector  of  that 
Church,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
chairman  of  the  commission,  presided. 
There  were  present  the  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  J. 
Burd,  II.  S.  Longley,  R.  M.  Church,  Karl 
Schwartz,  J.  Sanders  Reed,  D.D.,  and 
H.  G.  Coddington,  D.D.,  and  Messrs.  II. 
W.  Stewart,  W.  W.  Canfield,  T.  F.  Crane 
and  C.  L.  Parker. 

The  first  business  was  to  organize,  and 
the  following  officers  were  elected:  Vice 
Chairman,  Rev.  Dr.  Coddington,  Rector 
of  Grace  Church,  Syracuse;  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  Rev.  Francis  C.  Smith,  of 
Boonville.  The  commission  took  up  for 
discussion  the  subject  of  text  books  in  the 
Sunday  Schools,  but  no  definite  action  was 
taken  in  the  matter.  A  resolution  was 
presented  and  adopted,  that  the  commission 
accept  the  constitution  of  the  Federation 
of  Commissions  of  Xew  York,  which  hold 
its  annual  convention  in  Xew  York  city 
last  month,  and  that  the  commission  be- 
came a  member  of  the  State  organization. 
A  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a 
system  of  work  for  the  commission  and 
report  at  the  next  meeting,  which  will  be 
held  the  second  week  in  January,  1906,  in 
Syracuse. 


The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dioc  - 
at  a  meeting  in  the  latter  pari  of  Septem- 
ber, elected  the  Rev.  W.  DeLancey  Wilson. 
Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Syracuse, 
to  Hll  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood.  Our  apologies 
are  due  for  the  tardiness  of  ibis  notice.

ill-health.      To    her    we  are  indebted   fo 
many  suggestions  in  our  constitution,  an 
for  "advice  to  those  who  are  starting  aew 
Branches."    Her    interest    in    the    society 
never  diminished,  and  many  a  member  and 
associate  has  received  sympathy  and  coun- 
sel from  her  during  the  year-   that   have 
intervened  since  her  resignation. 

It  was  through  her  character  that   Mrs*     ; 
Johnson  influenced  those  about  her.     It  was 
peculiarly  beautiful,  in  her  home,  on  the 
streets,  and  in  her  Church  work  she  bor< 
always  the  marks  of  her  faith  in  "Him  in    - 
whom  she  lived,  and  moved,  and  had  her     * 
being."

Fourth  District  Convocation. 

The  fall  meeting  of  the  Convocation  of 
the  Fourth  Missionary  District  assembled 
in  Grace  Church,  Cortland,  }\T.  Y.,  (Eev. 
Warren  Wade  Way,  Rector,)  October  24, 
1905. 

At  the  evening  service  a  comprehensive 
report  was  read  by  the  Dean,  the  Very  Rev.

The  next  morning  the  Convocation 
assembled  to  transact  regular  business,  the 
following  clergymen  from  the  Fourth  Dis- 
trict being  present  during  the  day.

W.'  W.  Raymond,  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Rose,  the 
Rev.  J.  T.  Stirling  and  the  Rev.  W.  W. 
Wav. 

The  Rev.  G.  P.  Somerville,  D.D.:. 
from  the  Fifth  District,  and  the  Rev. 
Theodore  Haydn  from  the  Sixth  District, 
were  welcome  guests.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Secretary,  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Ramsdell,  the 
Rev.  David  C.  Huntington,  was  designated 


as  secretary  pro  tern. 

The  minutes  of  the  July  meeting  were 
read  and  approved. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  his 
report  was  read  by  the  Dean.  The  names 
of  the  parishes  which  had  remitted  nothing 
to  the  Treasurer  were  mentioned,  as  well 
;i-  those  which  had  commenced  to  meet  this 
year's  assessments,  with  the  amounts  paid. 

The  Dear  informed  the  mooting  that  the 
Treasurer  wished  to  be  authorized  to  issue 
quarterly  statements  to  both  Clergymen 
and  treasurers  of  parishes  and  missions  in 
the  rlisl  rict. 

The    Rev.    II.    X.    Hyde   made   a    motion 


that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue 
such  statements.     Carried. 

The  Dean  spoke  of  the  appointments  of 
the  Rev.  B.  E.  Whipple  as  missionary  at 
Altmar,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Otis  Ward  as 
missionarv  at  Pulaski  and  Mexico. 

The  Rev.  Fred.  T.  Henstridge  told  of  a 
parochial  mission  conduceted  by  himself 
in  Emmanuel  Church,  E.  Syracuse,  with 
good  results,  also  of  his  work  at  St.  Luke's 
Mission,  Syracuse,  and  the  new  mission 
organized  in  the  old  Gilbert  mansion,  N. 
Syracuse.  He  appealed  for  teachers  and 
industrial  workers. 

The  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond  spoke  of  the 
summer  services  held  by  himself  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Camillas. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Stirling,  Rector  of 
Christ  Church,  Jordan,  reported  on  the 
missionary  work  at  Memphis, 

The  Rev.  H.  K  Hyde  told  of  the 
erection  of  a  privafe  chapel  at  his  country 
home  in  the  town  of  SpafTord  on  the  shores 
of  Skaneateles  Lake,  where  public  services 
will  be  held  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August  every  year.  Services  were  held 
there  from  the  middle  of  July  until  the 
first  of  September  last  summer. 

Dean  Wilson  said  that  similar  services 
were  conducted  in  the  parlor  of  his  cottage 
on  the  shores  of  Otisco  Lake. 

Mr.  Huntington  announced  the  organiza- 
tion of  St.  Thomas'  Mission,  Elmwood, 
Syracuse,  with  satisfactory  attendance  and 
contributions. 

The  Rev.  H.  BT.  Hyde  moved  that  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convocation  convey  to  the 
widow  of 'the  Rev.  Henry  R.  Lockwood, 
D.I).,  our  great  sense  of  loss  in  the  death 
of  her  distinguished  husband,  and  that  a 
minute  be  entered  upon  the  records. 

The  Rev.  Henry  "N.  Hyde,  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Syracuse,  preached  the 
sermon  at  the  10  :30  a.  m.  service,  taking 
for  his  text  I  John  iii.  16-17. 

The  Rev.  John  T.  Rose  at  the  2  :30  p.  m. 
meeting  read  a  scholarly  essay  upon  the 
life  and  times  of  Erasmus.

The  One  Hundredth  Convocation  of  the 
Fifth  District  was  held  in  the  same  place 
as   the   first,   viz.,   in   St.    Paul's   Church, 
Waterloo,  K  Y. 

Tuesday  evening  Nov.  7th  at  8  o'clock, 
after  devotions,  The  Dean  introduced  the 
the  Rev.  J.  E.  Ramsdell,  who  brought  the 
greetings  of  the  Fourth  District. 

It  was  our  happy  privilege  also  to  have 
with  us  the  very  Rev.  Robert  N".  Parke. 
D.  D.,  from  the  Diocese  of  Albany; 
who  not  only  helped  to  organize  our  Con- 
vocation in  the  year  1869,  but  was  its  first 
president. 

Upon  invitation,  Dr.  Parke  addressed 
the  Convocation,  giving  a  most  interesting 
account  of  some  of  the  early  history  of  this 
part  of  the  Diocese,  which  led  up  to  the 
founding  of  the  Convocation  system. 

In  addition  to  the  clergy  already  named* 
there  were  present,  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Hub- 
bard, the  Rector  of  the  parish,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Sommerville,  and  the  Rey.  L.  J, 
Christler.  *     .■ 

The  offering  at  this,  service  was  for  the 
expenses  of  Convocation. 

At  the  business  session,  on  Wednesday 
morning,  at  9 :30  o'clock,  the  Bishop 
favored  us  with  his  presence.  The  attend- 
ance was  also  increased  by  the  presence  of 
the  Rev.  W.  H.  Casey. 

After  the  usual  devotions,  which  were 
conducted  by  the  Bishop  ; 

On  motion,  the  visiting  brethren,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Parke  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ramsdell, 
were  accorded  honorary  seats. 

Mr.  Idle,  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders, 
ministering  at  Romulus  and  Willowdale, 
was  also  present  and  participated  in  the 
proceedings. 

After  the  reading  of  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  Convocation  by  the  Secretary, 
verbal  reports  were  also  made  by  the  Rev. 
Dv.  Sommerville,  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Idle, 
and  a  written  report  from  Romlus  and 
Deys  Landing  was  also  presented. 

At  10:80  o'clock  Divine  Service  was 
held,  at  which  the  Litany  was  read,  the 
Holy  Communion  was  celebrated,  the 
Bishop  being  Celebrant  and  also  preaching 
the  sermon,    his    text    having  been  taken 


from  1  St.  Peter  iii.  15. 

The  Dean  and  Elector  of  the  parish  both 
assisted  at  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  offering  was  for  Diocesan  Missions. 
A  bounteous  Luncheon  was  served  by  tin 
ladies   of   the    parish,    at    which    we   were  • 
favored    by    the    presence    of    President 
Stewardson,  of   Hobart  College,   the   K 
Dr.    Leighton,  Chaplain,  the   Rev.  C.   \V. 
Hays,    D.D.,    Dean     of     the     DeLano 
Divinity  School,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sills,  Elector 
of  Trinity  Church,    and    the    Rev.     Dr. 
Hubbs,   Rector    of    St.     peter*-    Church, 
Geneva,  X.  Y. 

At  2.30  o'clock  the  Convocation  met  in 
Conference.  The  first  topic  announo 
for  discussion  was  that  of  "The  Men's 
United  Thank-offering,"  to  bo  presented  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. 

After    a     discussion,     in    which    much 
interest     was     manifested,     by     common 
consent,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Dean  hav. 
some  envelopes  prepared,  on  which  should  ' 
be  printed  a  statement  of  the  purp  - 
"The  Men's  Offering,"  and  in  which  should  . 
be    placed    some    small    envelope-  for  in-  l 
dividual      offerings,      which      should 
distributed  among  the  people  of  the  various  j 
parishes  and  missions. 

The   project   of   moving   St.    Andre 
Church  from  Deys  Landing    to    Kendaia 
was  at  this  time  presented,  and  the  desir 
ability  as  well  as  the  feasability  of  the  same 
Avas  quite  generally  discussed. 

On  motion:     A  committee  of  three  con- 
sisting of  the  Rev.   C.   W.    MacNish,  the 
Rev.    H.    E.    Hubbard,    and    Mr.    C.   C. 
Pontius  were  appointed  to  take  the  in: 
under  advisement  and  to  report  at  the  next  » 
meeting  of  the  Sonvocation,  to  be  held  at  , 
Willard. 

On  Motion  :    The  Secretary  was  directed 
to  write  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brainard,  expi   as 
ing  our  regrets  because  ^\  his  inability 
be  present,  as  well  as  our  best  wishes,  high 
esteem,  and  sincere  affection. 

After  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Rector  and 
congregation  o\  St.  Paul's  Church  for  the 
cordial  hospitality  received  at  their  hai    s 
the  Convocation  adjourned.

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St.  Paul's  Parish,  Oxford. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

The  first  meeting  held  with  the  view  of 
forming  a  Church  to  he  called  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Oxford,  convened  at  the  house 
of  Ahijah  Lobdell,  Jr.,  May  23rd,  1814. 
Capt.  Frederick  Hopkins  and  Capt,  John 
Backus  were  elected  wardens,  and  Eben- 
ezer  Hull,  William  M.  Price,  John  Spoor, 
John  Church,  Peter  Bergot,  Gen.  Kansom 
Rathbone,  Chauncev  Morgan  and  Ahijah 
Lobdell,  Jr.,  were  elected  vestrymen. 

The  Eev.  William  B.  Lacey  then 
officiated  during  one  half  of  the  year  in 
the  Oxford  Academy.  A  choir  was  formed 
with  Capt,  Farnham,  Austin  Hyde  and 
Gen.  Rathbone  as  first,  second  and  third 
choristers  respectively.  Efforts  were  early 
made  to  procure  a  suitable  place  of  wor- 
ship. Henry  Van  Der  Lyn  interested 
himself  in  the  circulation  of  a  subscrip- 
tion, and  on  February  23rd,  1815,  the 
amount  subscribed  having  reached  $1,995, 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  receive 
proposals  for  the  erection  of  a  building. 
March  21st,  1815,  a  contract  was  entered 
into  to  build  an  edifice  40  by  50  feet  for 
$2,200.  The  site  selected  was  on  the  com- 
mon in  FortHill  Square,  on  lands  con- 
veyed by  the  village  trustees.  The  build- 
ing was  completed  and  consecrated  by 
Bishop  Hobart  September  8th,  1816.  This 
was  the  first  Church  erected  in  Oxford. 
Early  in  1842  the  Church  building  was 
moved  to  a  site  near  by,  purchased  from 
the  Academy ;  the  first  location  having 
been  chosen  more  from  necessity  than  from 
beauty.  This  building  was  later  moved  to 
Chenango  Forks,  where  it  still  does  duty, 
changed  and  beautified,  as  a  House  of  God. 
The  )) resent  Church  building  stands  two 
blocks  from  the  first  site,  on  lands  ample 
and  beautiful,  donated  by  the  Clapp 
family;  a  most  picturesque  corner  at  the 
south-west  end  of  Washington  Park.  The 
Church  is  of  stone,  and  is  noted  far  and 
wide  for  it-  graceful  lines,  neat  surround- 
ings  and  rich  adornments.  It  was  begun 
in  1856,  and  consecrated  October  14th, 
1sr>7.     The  Rectory  stands  to  the  west  of 


the  Church.  It  is  a  frame  building  of 
ample  dimensions  and  semi-ecclesiastical 
style  of  architecture.  Back  of  the  Church, 
and  facing  another  street,  stands  the 
Parish  House,  Sunday  School  room  and 
Chapel.  This  was  finished  in  1860.  In. 
1861  the  iron  fence  about  the  Church 
property  was  set  up  at  a  cost  of  $1,505. 
In  1873,  $4,000  was  subscribed  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  stone  porch  and  belb 
tower  to  the  church.  In  1870  a  new  organ, 
costing  $3,200  was  purchased.  In  1877 
the  interior  of  the  Church  was  decorated 
and  a  new  bell  hung. 

The  glass  chandeliers  in  the  Church 
posses  a  historic  interest.  These,  with  one 
other  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  burning 
of  the  Episcopal  Church  at  Scarsdale, 
[NT.  Y.,  in  April,  1882,  were  sent  from 
England  before  the  Revolutionary  War  to 
the  corporation  of  Trinity  Church  in  New 
York  City,  and  were  long  in  use  in  StA 
George's  Chapel,  Beekman  Street,  having 
been  once  in  the  meantime  safely  removed 
from  the  burning  building  which  was 
afterwards  re-built. 

In  1868,  when  the  demands  of  business 
finally  rendered  its  removal  necessary,  the 
daughters  of  Garrit  H.  VanWagenen,  for 
many  years  a  warden  of  the  parish,  made 
application  for  the  chandeliers,  which  was 
granted,  and  St,  Paul's  Church  received 
them  in  the  same  year.

Lacey,  D.D.,  1814-1818;  Rev.  Leverett 
Bush,  D.D.,  1818-1842;  Rev.  Thomas 
Towell,  1842-1844;  Rev.  T.  R.  Chapman, 
1844;  Rev.  B.  W.  Stone,  D.D.,  1845- 
1850;  Rev.  S.  Hanson  Cox,  1850-1853; 
Rev.  M.  Van  Rensselaer,  1853-1854;  Rev. 
S.  Hanson  Cox,  1854-1857;  Rev.  D.  H. 
Macurdy,  1857-1865 ;  Rev.  Walter 
Ayrault,  D.D.,  1865-1875;  Rev.  R.  M. 
Duff,  S.  T.  D.,  1875-1879;  Rev.  J.  M.  C. 
Fulton,  S.  T.  D.,  1879-1888  ;  Rev.  E.  W. 
Colloque,  D.  D.,  1888-1901 ;  Rev.  C.  DuB. 
Broughton,  the  present  Rector,  who 
entered  upon  his  charge  in  July,  1901.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK, 

The  arrangement  of  lessons  from  Holy 
Scripture  to  be  read  at  Morning  and  Evening- 
Prayer  is  called  the  "Lectionary,"  and  that 
shows  what  the  word  lesson  means  as  used 
in  this  connection.  It  is  the  English  form 
of  the  Latin  and  word  lectio,  and  signifies 
a  reading,  the  idea  of  instruction  being  a 
derivation  from  that,  because  the  reading 


of  God's  Word  is  always  a  means  of  in- 
struction. The  Calendar,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  the  list  of  holy  <lay~  throughout 
the  year,  to  which  the  Lectionary  is 
attached.  Consequently  "the  Order  how 
the  rest  of  Holy  Scripture  is  appointed  to 
be  read"  applies  to  the  lectionary  which 
immediately  follows.  And  it  will  be 
observed  that  a  good  deal  of  liberty  is  e 
in  the  nse  of  the  lessons.  If  both  services 
be  not  said,  even  on  a  Sunday  or  Holy  day. 
the  lessons  appointed  for  either  morning 
or  evening  may  be  read.  At  Evening 
Prayer  on  Sunday  the  Gospel  lessons 
the  day  of  the  month  may  be  used  ins 
of  the  "proper"  second  lessons — the  word 
"proper'7  being  used,  as  with  the  Psalms, 
for  those  particularly  appointed  for  the 
Sunday.  On  a  day  for  which  no  proper 
lessons  are  appointed,  those  for  any  day 
of  the  same  week  may  be  used;  while  for 
special  occasions  the  Minister  may  select 
lessons  at  his  discretion.  Having  so  la  rue 
a  liberty,  therefore,  it  would  seem  as  if  we 
might  easily  keep  within  the  bounds  that 
are  appointed. 

But  what  shall  we  say  of  the  next  re- 
quirement concerning  Hymns  and  An- 
thems? It  would  seem  as  if  it  ought  to  be 
long  enough  and  broad  enough  to  cover  all 
requirements,  and  to  gratify  every  reason- 
able desire.  The  "hymns  set  forth 
and  allowed  by  authority  of  this 
Church,"  are  G72  in  number:  and  the 
whole  Bible  and  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  are  open  for  selection  to  be  song  as 
anthems,  and  yet  they  do  not  suffice.  V. 
over,  these  are  allowed  to  be  sung  '"before 
and  after  any  office  in  this  book,  and 
before  and  after  sermons" — an  abundant 
opportunity,  one  would  think,  for  the 
musical  needs  of  worship,  when  we  remem- 
ber that  it  is  additional  to  the  canticles 
which  are  to  be  found  in  all  the  offio 
worship.     But  even  in  this  particular 
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we  are  known  to  follow  our  own  fancies 
rather  than  the  law  of  liberty  prescribed 
in  this  rubric,  and  to  insert  hymns  or 
anthems,  or  musical  versicles,  in  the  midst 
of  the  offices  where  no  provision  is  made 
for  them.  Xo  one  will  deny  that  in  the 
first  point  there  is  a  special  difficulty  with 
choirs  that  have  a  large  repertoire  and 
undertake  elaborate  musical  services. 
Many  of  the  best  anthems,  even  of  the 
conservative  English  composers,  begin  with 
words  of  Scripture  and  end  perhaps  with 
a  verse  or  two  of  a  hymn  not  in  our 
Hymnal,  or  incorporate  some  sentences 
found  in  neither  Bible  nor  Prayer  Book. 
Some  anthems,  of  which  congregations  are 
particularly  fond,  are  not  drawn  at  all"  from 
these  sources,  though  there  is  nothing  in 
them  repugnant,  to  their  teaching  or  their 
spirit.  Productions  of  this  sort  are  often 
hoard  in  our  Churches;  and  so  long  as 
Rectors  are  careful  in  their  censorship  no 
great  harm  is  done,  of  course,  except  this, 
that  it  opens  the  door  to  any  sort  of  thing 
that  insistent  choir  masters  may  urge  upon 
easy-going  Clergymen.  We  have  heard, 
for  instance,  of  the  "Ave  Maria"  being 
sung  in  our  Churches,  not  merely  in  the 
words  of  St.  Luke,  1 :  28,  but  with  all  that 
has  been  added  to  that  in  the  devotions  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  yet, 
because  it  was  in  Latin  nobody  observed 
that  they  were  praying  to  the  Blessed 
Virgin.  This  is  an  illustration  of  the 
trouble  that  waits  on  laxity  in  observing 
this  nile  concerning  hymns  and  anthems. 
As  to  the  second  point,  that  of  inserting 
something  into  the  midst  of  an  office  Avhich 
i-  not  printed  in  it,  nor  provided  for  by 
special  rubric,  there  seems  to  be  no  satis- 
factory reason  or  excuse.  Those  things 
thai  are  so  inserted  are  usually  portions 
of  the  old  Eucharistic  Office  which  are  not 
now  found  in  our  Prayer  Book.  The 
theory  that  "omission  is  not  prohibition" 
may  apply  to  certain  actions,  or  postures, 
or  vestments,,  which  have  been  handed 
down  by  tradition,  and  still  continue  in 
use,  though  the  rubrical  direction  for  them 
has  disappeared.  Bu1  we  can  not  see  how- 
it  can  be  applied  to  integral  portions  of  the 


office  itself,  which  are  no  longer  there,  but 
were  deliberately  dropped. 

If  that  principle  be  granted,  it  would  be 
difficult  to  find  a  limit  to  the  introduction 
into,  or  in  fact  the  omission  from, 
the  office  of  anything  that  this  man,  or 
that  man,  might  see  fit  to  adopt,  or  to 
reject.  It  is  a  rule  that  Avould  certainly 
work  both  ways,  and  in  fact  it  does  work 
so  now ;  some  insert  the  Benedictus  qui 
re  nit,  the  Gratias  Tibi,  and  other  things, 
and  some  omit  the  Epistle  and  Gospel. 
Obedience  to  law  is  a  beautiful  thing,  and 
is  as  fine  in  small  matters  as  in  a'reat. 


GENERAL  NEWS. 

Of  the  several  Bishops-elect  mentioned 
in  our  last  number  all  have  accepted  the 
office  except  one.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Lloyd 
declines  to  go  even  to  Southern  Virginia, 
his  own  home  diocese,  and  has  decided  to 
remain  in  the  important  position  which  he 
now  fills  so  acceptably  as  General  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Missions.  Dean  Williams, 
of  Cleveland,  will  become  Bishop  of 
Michigan,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Webb  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Parker  will  become  Bishops- 
Coadjutor  of  Milwaukee  and  New  Hamp- 
shire respectively.  We  congratulate  the 
dioceses  that  are  to  have  such  workers,  and 
the  Bishops  who  are  to  have  the  assistance 
which  in  both  cases  is  very  much  needed. 
The  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire  and  his 
Coadjutor-elect  are  long-time  friends  of 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  and  he  is  happy 
to  have  the  assurance  that  the  election  has 
given  great  satisfaction. 


The  Rev.  Rufus-  W.  (lark,  D.D.,  for 
twenty-eight  years  Rector  of  St.  Paul's, 
Detroit,  Mich.,  has  offered  his  resignation 
to  take  effect  at  the  close  of  this  year.  He 
will  become  Department  Secretary  for  the 
Board  of  Missions  in  the  Middle  West. 


On  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  Decem- 
ber 3rd,  special  services  were  held  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Baltimore,  Aid.,  in  honor 
of  the  thirty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  rector- 
ship of  the  Rev.  J.   S.  B.  Hodges,  D.D. 
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The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  Dr.  Paret,  was* 
present,  and  conducted  the  service,  assisted 
by  Dr.  Hodges  and  several  other  Clergy- 
men. The  Church  was  crowded  with  an 
interested  congregation.  On  returning  to 
the  rectory,  Dr.  Hodges  found  a  large 
loving  cup  of  silver,  filled  with  gold  pieces, 
and  inscrihed :  k'To  our  faithful  and  be- 
loved Rector,  J.  S.  B.  Hodges,  from  the 
people  of  Old  St.  Paul's,  Baltimore, 
Advent  1870-11)05. 


At  a  Special  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Western  Michigan,  held  December  12th, 
the  Rev.  John  X.  McCormick,  D.D.,  was, 
on  the  first  ballot,  elected  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  that  Diocese.  Dr.  McCormick  has  been 
Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  since  1898.  He  was 
ordained  deacon  in  1892  and  priest  in 
1893 — both  orders  being  conferred  by 
Bishop  Randolph  of  Southern  Virginia. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

Alumni  Banquet. 
The  second  annual  banquet  of  the 
Alumni  Association  of  St.  Andrew's 
Divinity  School  was  given  in  the  Parish 
House  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Auburn,  on 
Thursday  evening,  December  7th.  This 
Association  was  organized  about  three 
years  ago,  when  it  was  found  that  the 
School  could  no  longer  be  maintained,  for 
the  purpose  of  keeping  up  a  spirit  of 
fellowship  among  those  who  had  been 
students  in  it,  and  to  honor  the  memory  of 
Bishop  Huntington  and  the  other  teachers, 
to  whom  they  feel  that  they  are  greatly 
indebted.  The  President  is  the  Rev. 
Julian  E.  Ramsdell,  of  Baldwinsville,  and 
the  Secretary  the  Rev.  Henry  E.  Hubbard, 
of  Waterloo.  The  Rev.  Leonard  J. 
Christler,  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  was  in  charge  of  the  banquet. 
which  was  provided  and  served  by  the 
ladies  of  the  parish.  About  fifteen  Alumni 
were  present,  and  some  twenty-five  other 
guests,  among  whom  were  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Beauchamp  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Saphore,  who 
had  been  connected  with  the  students  as

denominations,  the  vestrymen  of 
Peter's,  and  other  laymen.  There  were  a 
good  many  post-prandial  speeches,  and  the 
fact  that  the  guests  -at  five  hour-  at  the 
table  showed  that  they  enjoyed  ir  very 
much.  One  of  the  pleasantest  features  of  the 
whole  was  the  presence  of  the  genial  Rector 
of  St.  Peter's,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brainard,  who 
for  some  months  past  has  been  far  from 
well,  and  is  now  in  affliction  through  the 
recent  death  of  his  wife.  He  remained 
through  the  banquet  itself,  and  said  a  few 
words  of  cheer  before  going  home.  After 
it  was  all  over  the  Alumni  held  a  business 
meeting,  at  which  it  decided  to  raise  a  fund 
as  a  memorial  of  Bishop  Huntington,  tin* 
income  of  which  should  bo  given  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  education  of 
voune  men  for  the  ministrv.

OBITUARIES. 

The  Rev.  George  H.  McKnight,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Elmira,  passed 
away  on  Thursday,  December  14th.  after 
a  long  and  successful  rectorship  of  thirty- 
six  years.  Dr.  McKnight  was  ill  in  the 
summer,  but  had  sufficiently  improved  to 
be  able  to  take  up  his  work  again  in  S 
tember,  with  the  assistance  of  his  son,  the 
Rev.  Chas.  H.  McKnight.  About  a  month 
ago,  however,  he  was  again  taken  ill,  and 
it  became  necessary  to  have  a  Burgical 
operation,  from  the  effects  of  which  he 
did  not  rally.  He  was  in  his  85th  year, 
and  had  never  had  an  assistant  until  three 
months  ago.  Trinity  Church  was  crowded 
with  a  sorrowing  congregation  at  the 
funeral  service  on  Sunday  afternoon,  1*'  ■•- 
ember  17th,  which  was  conducted  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  M<  -  "S 
Boardman  and  Rudd,  ot*  Elmira,  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Roberts,  oi  Corning  VY.  X.  Y., 
being  also  present  in  the  chanceL  The 
interment  was  in  Mount  Hope  Cemetery, 
Rochester,  on  Monday  afternoon,  the 
Bishops  of  Central  and  Western  New 
York,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Converse,  \l 
of  St.   Luke's  Church.  Rochester,   taking 
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part  in  the  committal  service.  Dr. 
McKnight  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
instances  we  have  ever  known  of  unfailing 
vigor  both  of  body  and  mind,  and  of  sus- 
tained interest  and  affection  on  the  part 
of  his  congregation.  He  was  a  bold  cham- 
pion of  the  Christian  faith,  and  everybody 
knew  exactly  where  he  was  to  be  found. 
To  his  family  and  congregation  we  extend 
our  earnest  sympathy.  May  he  rest  in 
peace ! 


Another  death  which  Ave  have  to  record 
is  that  of  Mr.  F.  T.  Baldwin,  a  vestryman 
of  the  parish  in  Baldwinsville,  and  an 
honored  member  of  the  family  from  which 
the  town  derived  its  name.  The  follow- 
ing are  the  resolutions  of  the  Vestry  of 
Grace  Church.

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  WATERLOO,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

The  history  of  this  parish  dates  back  to 
October^  1817.  It  is  recorded  that  a  meet- 
ing of  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of  Jun- 
ius and  Fayette  was  held  at  the  school 
house  in  the  village  of  Waterloo,  Rev. 
Orrin  Clark,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Geneva,  \.  V.,  in  the  chair,  when  the 
society   of    St.    Paul's   Church    was   duly 


organized.  One  of  the  Wardens  of  this 
primitive  Church,  Gardner  Welles,  lived 
to  see  a  beautiful  stone  edifice,  the  outcome 
of  this  feeble  beginning,  erected  nearly 
half  a  century  later  on  the  site  of  the  first 
structure.  Services  were  held  in  the  school 
house  and  court  house  till  1825,  when  the 
first  Church  was  built.  The  cost  was  about 
$3,000,  and  the  pews  and  slips  were  so 
valued  as  to  amount  to  that  sum  col- 
lectively. On  September  16,  1826,  Bishop 
Hobart  consecrated  this  Church.  In  May 
of  that  year  the  Rev.  William  Webber  had 
been  made  Minister  at  a  salary  of  $250 
per  year,  with  the  privilege  of  holding 
services  at  Vienna  on  the  first  Sunday  of 
each  month.  In  1831  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hub- 
bard officiated  with  the  privilege  of  devot- 
ing one-half  of  his  time  at  Seneca  Falls. 

In  1834,  the  Rev.  Stephen  McIIugh  be- 
came Minister  at  a  salary  of  $500  includ- 
ing a  stipend.  At  this  time  a  tax  of  five 
per  cent,  was  placed  upon  the  pews  and 
slips  to  paint  the  Church.  The  organist 
was  paid  $10  per  year  and  the  sexton  $2 
per  month. 

In  1837  Rev.  Foster  Thayer  was  called 
at  a  salary  of  $700.  To  increase  the 
revenues  the  pews  and  slips  were  sold  at 
auction  in  April,  1839,  bids  being  taken 
as  premium  for  choice.  Deeds  w^ere  then 
executed  and  delivered  to  those  entitled  to 
pew  or  slip. 

May  6,  1839,  Rev.  Eli  Wheeler  became 
Rector  at  a  salary  of  $650. 

Rev.  D.  II.  McCurdy  was  elected  Rector 
of  the  parish  July  31,  1848,  at  which  time 
the  organist  and  sexton  were  each  draw- 
ing  $50  each  per  year.  In  March,  1849, 
the  brick  school  house  and  the  lot  near  the 
Church  were  purchased. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Livermore  became 
Rector  October  22,  1850.  The  school 
house  was  enlarged  in  1852  and  a  parish 
school  opened  on  the  festival  of  the 
Epiphany,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Rector.  The  Rev.  Malcolm  Douglas  became 
Rector  June,  1856.  A  house  and  lot  were 
purchased  in  the  rear  of  the  Church  for  a 
rectory  during  his  rectorship. 
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In  July,  1850,  the  Rev.  Robert  X. 
Parke  became  Rector.  On  June  9,  1863, 
Bishop  DeLancey  laid  the  corner  stone  of 
the  present  stone  edifice,  designed  by  Up- 
john and  pronounced  by  all  as  complete 
and  perfect  as  any  of  the  other  Churches 
in  the  Diocese  designed  by  him.  The 
Church  was  finished  and  consecrated  by 
Bishop  Coxe  May  4,  1865,  at  a  cost  of 
$28,780.50.  The  windows,  chancel  furn- 
ishings, pews  and  cushions  were  the  gift  of 
Thomas  and  Levi  Fatzinger.  The  furnaces 
were  the  gift  of  Calvin  W.  Cook,  Senior 
Warden,  and  the  gas  fixtures  were  the  gift 
of  Hon.  S.  G.  Hadley.  The  organ  was 
given  by  the  ladies  of  the  parish. 

The  Rev.  William  D'Orville  Doty  be- 
came Rector  April  1,  1871.  At  this  time 
the  present  brick  rectory  on  Main  Street 
was  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $5,500.  The 
following  year  the  parish  school  house  was 
enlarged"  at  a  cost  of  $2,140.08.  In  1874, 
St.  John's  Chapel  was  built  in  memory  of 
Calvin  W.  Cook,  in  East  ^Yat9r^00?  where 
Mr.  Cook  had  started  a  Sunday  School 
some  years  before  in  the  ward  school  house. 
The  lot  was  donated  by  Miss  Jane  Hunt. 
The  corner  stone  was  laid  by  Bishop  Hunt- 
ington September  26,  1874,  and  the  first 
Sunday  School  service  was  held  February 
14,  1875.  Here  Sunday  School  is  still 
held  every  Sunday  afternoon  under  the 
Superintendence  of  Jacob  Sands,  a  most 
indefatigable  worker,  and  there  are  fully 
100  scholars  registered.  While  Dr.  Doty 
was  Rector  a  Sunday  School  was  also  held 
in  South  Waterloo,  and  the  three  schools 
numbered  between  300  and  400  scholars. 
This  fact  is  mentioned  because  Waterloo 
has  always  been  noted  for  its  large  Sunday 
School,  having  at  the  present  time  the 
fourth  largest  Sunday  School  in  the 
Diocese.  In  1877  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William 
Ashmore  gave  15  acres  of  land,  the  avails 
of  which  were  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Parish  School  and  the  Little  Women's 
Sewing  School. 

Rev.  George  Wallace  became  Rector 
March,  1878.  In  January,  1879,  Mrs. 
Mary  Fatzinger  Xoble  gave  $1,000,  the 
interest  of  which  is  for  the  replenishing

The  Rev.  Robert  M.  Duff.  J).  I).. 
became  Rector  August  1,  1882.  Dur- 
ing his  rectorship  the  following  gifts 
may  be  noted:  A  brass  memorial 
Lectern  by  the  late  W.  Frederick 
Bacon;  antependiums  of  exquisite  work- 
manship by  Miss  Annie  Welles;  Memorial 
Hymn  Tablet  by  .Mrs.  Branch;  and  choir 
stalls,  candlesticks,  eucharistic  lights, 
processional  cross,  etc.  The  vested  choir 
was  organized  during  his  rectorship,  and 
steam  was  introduced  as  heat  for  the 
Church. 

The  Rev.  Henry  E.  Hubbard,  the 
present  Rector,  took  charge  of  the  parish 
October  1,  1003.

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Bishop  of  n<>i-e 
to  give  an  opportunity  to  the  friends  and 
admirers  of  Bishop   Tuttle,   and   to   those 
interested     in     missions     throughout     the 
country   to   voluntarily   contribute    a    suf- 
ficient amount  to  erect  a  dignified  and  >ul>- 
stantial  building  in  the  city  ^i   Bois< 
commemorate  the  great  influence  for  _ 
exerted  in  Idaho  by  him.

Idaho  was  the  wildest  and  most  unde- 
veloped part  oi  his  field  at  that  time.  The 
only  Church  in  all  the  territory  assig 
to  Bishop  Tuttle  was  a  little  frame  build- 
ing in  Boise.  lie  left  but  few  buildings 
in  what  was  even  a!  the  time  o\  his  tran- 
slation to  Missouri  a  wild  frontier  country, 
hut  he  left  an   influence  strong  for  a 
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and  a  character  which  had  the  respect  of 
everybody.  Idaho  is  still  a  thoroughly 
missionary  field,  but  is  now  rapidly  de- 
veloping, and  it  is  Bishop  Funsten's  desire 
to  erect  a  building  which  will  properly 
commemorate  the  noble  life  of  him  whom 
the  whole  Church  now  delights  to  honor 
a>  its  Presiding  Bishop.  It  is  hoped  that 
contributions  will  come  from  every  part 
of  the  country  so  that  this  very  worthy 
design  may  be  carried  out  in  such  a  suit- 
able manner  as  to  gratify  him  whose  work 
it  commemorates. 

Bishop  Funsten  guarantees  that  Idaho 
will  pay  at  least  $1,000  toward  such  a 
commemorative  building.  He  says,  "It 
seems  most  fitting  that  such  a  monument 
should  be  erected  in  a  country  still  frontier, 
where  his  great  Christian  character  was 
a  beacon  light  to  weary  men  and  women, 
showing  them  to  the  harbor  of  rest  in  God's 
Kingdom.  The  Japanese  chose  a  battle- 
field to  erect  a  monumental  lighthouse. 
Let  us  show  the  same  wisdom  in  com- 
memorating our  great  leaders  and  their 
victorious  struggles." 

It  is  Bishop  Funsten's  especial  desire 
that  none  but  absolutely  free  will  offerings 
be  *ent.  "!N"o  matter  how  simple  may  be 
the  monument  to  this  great  and  good  man. 
1  am  determined  as  far  as  I  can  see  to  it, 
that  it  shall  stand  for  real  affection  and 
respect  on  the  part  of  the  givers,  whether 
their  gifts  be  small  or  great.  Let  no  man 
think  we  want  for  such  a  purpose  any  com- 
pelled gift — only  what  is  a  material  indica- 
tion of  a  heart's  love  for  one  who  has  nobly 
labored  in  a  hard  mission  field  through 
long  years,  leading  wandering  men  back 
to  the  Father's  House.  I  am  sure  such  a 
building,  however  modest,  will  please  him 
far  more  than  anything  that  could  in  the 
future  be  done  for  him."

land.  It  is  particularly  timely,  and  en- 
couraging as  the  conviction  of  a  very  broad 
minded  Churchman,  and  the  man  who  has 
been  prominent  as  an  upholder  of  the 
Kenotic  Theory: 

"I  have  tried  to  face  the  question:  In 
an  age  of  change  and  criticism  and  new 
knowledge,  what  are  we  to  regard  as 
permanent  Christianity  ?  What  are  we  to 
regard  as  the  permanent  faith  for  which 
we  are  to  contend  to  death — any  'advance' 
out  of  which,  to  use  St.  John's  phrase,  is 
only  advance  along  a  road  which  separates 
from  God  and  Christ  ?  I  reply,  first  of 
all  the  faith  summarized  and  expressed  in 
the  Catholic  Creeds — that  faith  in  God 
and  man  and  man's  destiny;  in  the  in- 
carnation and  the  person  of  Christ  and  the 
accompanying  miracles,  and  the  eternal 
Triune  Being  of  God  disclosed  in  Christ's 
revelation.  Beyond  that  I  am  not  now 
inquiring  whether  there  be  more  of  equal 
value.  But  that  first  of  all  and  every  part 
of  it.  And  my  reason  is,  because  in  a 
remarkable  manner  it  obeys  all  those  tests 
which  I  may  restate  in  a  different  order. 
First,  that  the  whole  faith,  is  historically 
identified  in  all  its  parts  with  historical 
Christianity.  It  comes  to  us  with  the 
whole  weight  of  Christian  authority. 
Secondly,  this  is  not  bare  authority.  We 
discover  in  the  articles  thus  proposed  by 
authority  a  most  convincing  sequence  of 
ideas.  It  is  not  a  number  of  isolated 
dogmas,  but  one  view,  coherent  and  indis- 
soluble. 


The  Bishop  of  Albany  in  his  recent 
Convention  address  quoted  the  following 
from    Bishop  Gore,  of  Birmingham,  Eng-

THE  CHRISTIAN  FAITH. 

In  view  of  certain  things  that  have 
lecentiy  transpired  concerning  the  faith  of 
the  Church,  and  the  duty  of  the  Clergy  to 
teach  and  to  preach  the  same,  it  would 
seem  as  if  some  of  our  brethren  had  for- 
gotten the  position  asumed  by  the  united 
Episcopate  in  1894  with  regard  to  that 
matter.  At  a  special  meeting  of  the  House 
of  Bishops  held  in  New  York  in  October 
of  that  year,  a  Committee  was  appointed 
to  prepare  a  Pastoral  Letter,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  portion: 
"To  our  Moved  Clergy  and  Laity: 
Wo,  your  Bishops,  having  been  assembled 


to  take  order,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  for  the  extension  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God,  have  availed 
ourselves    of    the    opportunity    to     n 

in  Council  to  consider  our  duty   in   view 
of     certain     novelties     of     opinion     and 
expression,   which   have   seemed    to   us 
be  subversive  of  the  fundamental  verities 

of  Christ's  Religion.  It  has  come  to  our 
knowledge  that  the  minds  of  many  of  die 
faithful  Clergy  and  Laity  are  distnrhed 
and  distressed  by  these  things;  and 
desire  to  comfort  them  by  a  firm  assurance 
that  the  Episcopate  of  the  Church, 
which,  in  a  peculiar  manner,  the  deposit 
of  Faith  has  been  entrusted,  is  not  unfaith- 
ful to  that  sacred  charge,  but  will  guard 
and  keep  it  with  all  diligence,  as  mm)  who 
shall  hereafter  give  account  to  God. 

*  *  *  *  -::- 

"Unless  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  firmly 
held  to  be  God's  own  true  and  proper  Son, 
equal  to  the  Father  as  touching  Ili^  God- 
head, and  to  be  also  the  true  Son  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin,  by  miraculous  conception 
and  birth,  taking  our  very  manhood  of  her 
substance,   we   sinners   have   no   true   and 
adequate    Mediator;    our    nature    has    no 
restored    union    with    God;    we    have    no 
sacrifice  for  our  sins  in  full  atonement  and 
propitiation,  holy  and  acceptable  to  God; 
for    our    moral    weakness  and   incapacity 
there    is    no    fountain    of    cleansing,    re- 
newal,  and  re-creation  after   the   measure 
and  pattern  of  a  perfect    manhood.      The 
assertion  of  the   Catholic   doctrine  y>t    the 
Incarnation — the  one   indivisible    Person 
ality   of  the   Son   of   God    [ncarnate,    the 
Word  made  flesh  and  dwelling  among  us 
is  the  antidote  of  the  false  teaching  of  our 
day,  which  is  simply  the  revival  of  the  old 
heresy    of    the    self-perfectibility    of    man. 
For  the  miraculous  Virgin-birth,  while  it, 
is  alone  befitting  to  God,  in  assuming  our 
nature  into  personal   union   with    Himself. 
marks  off  and  separates  the  whole  ot  our 
humanity  as  tainted   by   that   very  corrup- 
tion id*  original  sin.  which  had  no  place  in 
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human  nature,  as  that  nature  was  assumed 
by  our  blessed  Lord  in  His  Incarnation." 

This  Church  nowhere  teaches,  and  does 
not  tolerate  the  teaching,  that  the  Resur- 
rection of  bur  Lord  Jesus  Christ  was  a 
so-called  spiritual  resurrection,  which  took 
place  when  the  vital  union  of  His  mortal 
body  and  His  human  soul  was  dissolved 
by  death,  and  that  the  fleshly  tabernacle 
saw  corruption  in  the  grave  and  was  turned 
to  dust.  This  would  be  to  make  the  Resur- 
rection take  place  from  the  Cross  and  not 
from  the  sepulchre.  This  would  make 
void  the  purport  and  the  power  of  the 
great  argument  of  the  Apostle  in  the 
Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  as  to  the  Eternal 
Priesthood  of  the  risen  and  ascended  Lord. 
Who  "ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for 
us;"  Who,  "by  His  own  blood  entered  in 
once  into  the  holy  place,  having  obtained 
eternal  redemption  for  us,"  and  by  the 
power  of  His  prevailing  intercession  has 
given  us  "boldness  to  enter  into  the  holiest 
by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  living  way, 
which  He  hath  conserated  for  us,  through 
the  veil,  that  is  to  say,  His  flesh ;"  it  would 
mar  the  Human  Mature  of  Christ,  and 
tend  to  the  dividing  of  His  One  Person,  or 
to  the  commingling  of  His  two  Natures; 
it  would  blot  out  the  vision  vouchsafed  to 
the  Apostle  and  Evengelist  St.  John,  of  the 
"Lamb  as  it  had  been  slain,"  and  it  would 
silence  the  unceasing  song  of  the  redeemed : 
"Thou  wast  slain,  and  has  redeemed  us  to 
God  by  thy  blood  out  of  every  kindred,  and 
tongue,  and  people,  and  nation." 

"The  Creeds  of  the  Catholic  Church  do 
not  represent  the  contemporaneous  thought 
of  any  age;  they  declare  eternal  truths, 
idling  what  God  has  taught  man  and  done 
for  man,  rather  than  what  man  has  thought 
out  for  himself  about  God.  They  are 
voices  from  a  hove,  from  Him  "with  Whom 
is  no  variableness,  neither  shadow  of  turn- 


ing,

implicit  faith.  Grave  peril  to  souls  lies 
in  i he  acceptance  of  the  letter  of  the  Creeds 
in  any  other  tlian  the  plain  and  definitely 
historical  sense  in  which  they  have  been 
interpreted  by  the  consentient  voice  of  the 


Church  in  all  ages.  Eixedness  of  interpre- 
tation is  of  the  essence  of  the  Creeds, 
whether  we  view  them  as  statements  of 
facts  or  as  dogmatic  truths  founded  upon 
and  deduced  from  these  facts,  and  once  for 
all  determined  by  the  operation  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  upon  the  mind  of  the  Church.  It 
were  derogating  to  the  same  Blessed  Spirit 
to  suggest  that  any  other  than  the  original 
sense  of  the  Creeds  may  be  lawfully  held 
and  taught.  It  becomes  us,  moreover,  to 
consider  that  Christianity  re-constructed 
as  to  its  Faith  must  logically  admit  a  re- 
construction of  the  ethics,  the  spiritual 
life,  the  worship,  the  ministerial  and  sacra- 
mental agencies,  and  the  good  works  which 
have  ever  been  the  benign  products  of  the 
ancient  truths.  Such  results  we  see  in 
unhappy  abundance  all  around  us;  and 
they  do  not  encourage  us  to  think  that  it  is 
possible  to  improve  the  Christianity  of  our 
Lord  and  Savior.  There  is  no  Christ  save 
the  Christ  of  the  Catholic  Eaith ;  and  it  is 
the  blessing  of  this  Christ,  "the  same 
yesterday,  and  to-day,  and  forever,"  upon 
this  Faith,  "once  for  all  delivered  to  the 
Saints,"  which  assures  to  the  Church  and 
the  world  all  that  enobles,  beautifies  and 
saves  man."

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK, 

We  come  now  to  the  Calendar,  which, 
as  already  noted,  consists  of  the  days 
appointed  by  the  Church  to  be  observed 
throughout  the  Christian   year,  with   the 
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list  of  Saints  commemorated.  Like  every- 
thing else  about  the  Prayer  Book  this  was 
much  simplified  at  the  time  of  the  Re- 
formation in  England,  and  still  more 
Simplified  by  the  American  Church  after 
we  became  an  independent  nation.  There 
pas  need  of  such  a  process  of  simplifica- 
tion, no  doubt,  because  the  Calendar  had 
not  escaped  the  tendency  to  overload 
things  which  gained  such  headway  during 
the  preceding  ages.  Every  day  in  the  year 
was  a  Saint's  day,  or  nearly  so,  and  some 
lays  had  several  names  attached  to  them, 
while  the  distinctions  between  "doubles  of 
the  first  class  and  doubles  of  the  second 
class,"  etc.,  etc.,  made  the  matter  more 
hnrdensome  than  was  necessary  for  the 
Reverent  and  decent  carving  out  of  the 
Church's  worship.  Such  things  did  very 
bell  for  monastic  or  community  life,  and 
for  those  who  find  them  still  useful  and 
edifying  it  is  quite  possible  to  go  to  the  old 
books  for  instruction  as  some  people  do; 
but  it  was  hardly  necessary  to  have  the 
r raver  Book  taken  up  with  them.'  And  yet 
we  cannot  but  feel  that  we  should  have 
been  the  gainers  in  this  country,  if  some 
of  the  other  Saints  of  the  English  Calendar 
lad  been  retained  in  our  American  Book 
besides  those  who  are  mentioned  in  Scrip- 
ture. It  would  have  tended  to  prevent  the 
notion,  now  so  common  among  us,  that 
Saints  are  a  great  way  off  from  us,  that 
they  ceased  with  the  men  who  had  asso- 
ciated with  our  Lord,  and  that  we  ourselves 
cannot  hope  to  attain  that  character,  and. 
therefore,  it  is  not  worth  while  to  try.  We 
need  to  remember  that  Saints  are  made 
out  of  the  ordinary  human  clay,  and  may 
be  developed  in  the  ordinary  walks  of  life; 
and  for  this  reason  it  might  have  been  well 
to  keep  in  the  Calendar  some  such  Anglo- 
Saxon  names  as  Crispin  and  Swithin  and 
Hugh,  as  well  the  Latin  names  of  Perpetua 
and  Cecilia  and  Prisca,  to  remind  us  that 
the  Church  has  been  producing  Saints  in 
all  ages.  Tt  would  have  also  tended  to 
keep  more  fresh  in  our  minds  the  idea  cx- 
fcessed  in  the  words  of  the  Creed,  "the 
Communion  of  Saints,"  of  which  our 
people  generally  have  but  little  compre- 
hension.     The  feast  of  All    Saints   is   the 


only  one  that  particularly  emphasizes  thai 

great  fact  now-a-days ;  and  that  i~  well  so 
far  as  it  goes.  But  it  would  go  much 
farther  and  make  more  impression,  if. 
besides  the  thought  of  all  the  Saint-  in 
general  which  that  festival  brings  before 
us,  we  had  the  emphasis  put  occasionally 
upon  an  individual  in  the  midst  of  thai 
throng,  who  had  lived  "in-  common  life 
in  such  a  Avay  as  to  be  recognized  by  all  as 
a  Saint.  For  let  us  not  forget  that  the 
purpose  of  our  holy  religion  i-  to  produce 
the  saintly  character. 

The  days  that  we  have  retained  are 
called  the  "red-letter"  day-,  because  in  the 
first  Prayer  Books  they  were  printed  in 
red.  while  the  others  were  in  black.  The 
black-letter  days  have  no  special  collects, 
epistles  and  gospels  appointed  for  thorn, 
and,  consequently,  were  not  marked  by 
particular  observance  in  the  Church. 
They  simply  served  the  purpose  of  show- 
ing that  the  Church  of  England  honored 
the  memories  of  those  whose  name-  were 
printed  in  the  Calendar,  and  it  seems  a-  if 
the  American  Church  might  well  have  done 
the  same  thing.  It  is  ao1  accessary  t<.  pray 
to  the  Saints  in  order  t<»  enjoy  communion 
with  them,  or  to  honor  them.  The  Church 
teaches  us  rather  to  remember  them  in  <>ur 
prayers,,  and  we  must  of  course  believe 
that  they  remember  us  in  theirs:  and  the 
most  important  tiling  is  that  we  try  to 
"follow  their  good  example."

o'clock  service  on  the  morning  of  the  4th 
Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  the  Rector 
dedicated  an  Altar,  placed  in  the  choir 
room  of  the  Church,  in  memory  of  Miss 
Eleanor  Hayes,  and  a  brass  cross  in 
memory  of  Miss  Carrie  E.  Shotthafer. 
This  portion  of  the  choir  room  has  been 
set  apart  as  a  Chantry  for  Saints'  Days, 
and  for  occasional  services,  and  the  mem- 
orials were  given  by  the  Girls'  Friendly 
Society  of  the  parish.  Miss  Hayes  was  for 
over  40  years  a  faithful  and  devoted  com- 
municant and  worker  of  Trinity  Church ; 
she  died  September  1st,  1904.  Miss 
Shotthafer,  an  earnest,  loving  Church 
woman,  and  a  member  of  the  Girls' 
Friendly  Society,  was  drowned  at  Trenton 
Falls  in  the  summer  of  1895,  when  the 
Trinity  Branch  of  the  Society  were  enjoy- 
ing a  picnic  at  that  place.  The  room 
recently  decorated  and  furnished  with 
these  memorials  makes  a  comfortable  .and 
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attractive  one  for  the  services  which  are  to 
he  held  in  it. 


The  parishes  of  St.  Paul's,  Oxford  and 
Zion,  Greene,  observed  Missionary  Day 
on  the  Second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany.

Edmonds, 
who  for  the  greater  part  of  her  life  was  a 
faithful  communicant  of  Grace  Church, 
Erica.  Mrs.  Edmonds  was  horn  in 
France,  but  came  to  this  country  when  shq 
was  a  young  lady,  and  lived  in  ETtica  until 
she  was  past  her  three  score  years  and  ten. 
when  she  went  to  live  with  her  married 
daughter  in  Dayton.  She  was  eighty-five 
years  old  when  she  died.  Mrs.  Edmonds 
was  a  deeply  religious  woman,  having  a 
most  lively  faith  in  the  ever-watchful 
Providence  of  God,  and  always  accepting 
wirh  resignation  whatever  Ele  might  send. 
She  also  believed  very  strongly  in  the 
power  of  prayer,  and  had  no  idea  that  she 
should  cea^e  to  pray  for  her  loved  ones 
after  her  departure  to  Paradise.  "Of 
course  I  shall  pray  for  you  there,"  she  said 
to  a  member  of  her  family  who,  in  view  of 
her  approaching  death,  expressed  regret  at 
i  he  thought  of  losing  her  constant  interces- 
sions. It  Avas  a  beautiful  illustration  of 
the  idea  of  the  Communion  of  Saints.  May 
light  perpetual  shine  upon  her!

THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  COMMISSION. 

The  Sunday  School  Commission  met 
and  organized  on  November  23rd  in  the 
Parish  House  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Cross,  Utica.  The  Commission  approved 
the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Feder- 
ation of  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Organiza- 
tions, thereby  becoming  a  member  of  that 
body.  The  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  in 
Syracuse  in  January.  At  this  second 
meeting  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Syracuse,  a 
committee  reported  on  the  plan  of  work  of 
the  Commission,  and  various  Committees 
were  appointed  to  carry  on  the  Commis- 
sion's Work.  The  Rev.  Wm.  Walter  Smith, 
General  Secretary  of  the  Federation,  and 
Secretary  of  the  New  York  Commission 
was  present,  and  gave  the  Commission 
much  that  was  helpful.  In  the  evening 
Dr.  Smith  addressed  the  Syracuse  Sunday 
School  Institute.  Dr.  Smith  will  be 
present  at  the  First  District  Convocation 
in  Watertown,  January  24th.  The  Com- 
mission hopes  to  be  able  to  arrange  for 
similar  meetings  of  Sunday  School 
workers  throughout  the  Diocese. 

The  Commission  is  gathering  statistics 
regarding  the  present  status  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  of  the  Diocese,  which  when  tabu- 
lated an- i  1 1  be  in  part  published  in  the 
Messenger.  Attention  is  Called  to  the 
"Bulletin,  published  by  the  New  York 
Sunday  School  Commission,  a  publication 
issued  quarterly  in  the  interests  of  the 
Sunday    School.       The    editor    has    very 
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kindly  offered  the  use  of  a  page  in  each 
issue  to  the  Central  !New  York  Commis- 
sion. The  subscription  "costs  but  25  cents 
a  year.  It  is  hoped  that  all  of  those  in- 
terested in  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
Diocese  will  subscribe  to  this  magazine.

The  following  statement  has  been  pre- 
pared by  the  Sunday  School  Commission 
and  sent  out  to  the  Clergy,  Sunday  School 
Officers  and  Teachers  of  the  Diocese : 
To  the  Sunday  School  Workers  in  the 
Diocese  of  Central  New  Tories 

The  Sunday  School  Commission  of  the 
Diocese  of  Central  ISTeW  York  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop  in  accordance  with 
a  resolution  of  the  last  Convention  of  the 
Diocese.  It  is  now  organized  for  work, 
and  in  order  to  bring  clearly  before  ...the 
minds  of  the  Sunday  School  workers  of  the 
Diocese  just  what  is  its  purpose  and  object, 
it  calls  attention  to  the  following — that 
the  work  of  the  Commission  is  that  of  an, 
advisory  and  suggestive  committee  to 
which  the  Clergy,  the  Officers,  and  the 
Teachers  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  the 
Diocese  are  invited  to  refer  for  advice  in 
matters  concerning  which  they  need  help 
in  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School. 

The  work  of  the  Commission,  therefore, 
will  be  to  investigate  what  is  being  done 
for  the  betterment  of  the  Sunday  School, 
and  to  bring  this  to  the  attention  of  Sunday 
School  workers.  It  will  from  time  to  time 
make  such  recommendations  as  it  deems 
conducive1  to  the  betterment  of  the  Church 
Sunday  Schools.  The  exact  method  of  its 
work  will  be  along  the  following  lines : 

First,  an  investigation  into  the  question 
of  curriculum  and  courses  of  study  for  the 
Sunday  School. 

Second,  the  investigation  of  the  various 
publications  for  the  use  of  Sunday  Schools, 
and  the  arrangement  of  them  to  the  courses 
of  study  which  it  deems  suitable  for  the 
Sunday  School. 

Third,  an  investigation  of  the  needs  oi 
the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Diocese. 

Fourth,  the  placing  at  convenient  centers 


of  exhibit-  of  Sunday  School  materials, 
text  books,  aids,  map-,  etc.,  in  order  thai 
the  Sunday  School  officer  in  search  of 
materia]  may  be  able  to  order  intelligently. 

Fifth,  an  investigation  into  the  questi 
of  organization,  administration,  and  equip 
ment  of  Sunday  Schools. 

Sixth,   the  arranging    of    meetings 
Sunday  School  workers  in  various  pari 
the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  arousing 
more  interest  in  the  Sunday  School,  and 
for  conferring  on  matters  relating  to  the 
Sunday  School. 

Seventh,  the  preparation  of  suitable 
reading  courses  for  teacher-  and  the 
eventual  arranging  for  lecture  courses  for 
teachers  in  order  that  they  may  become 
better  prepared  for  their  important  work. 

The  Commission  will  endeavor  to  bring 
before  the  Sunday  School  workers  of  the 
Diocese  what  is  being  done  for  the  bel 
ment  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Church, 
and  the  results  of  the  experience  of  workers 
in  that  department  of  the  Church's 
activity.  The  Commission  is  a  member  of 
the  Federation  of  Diocesan  Sunday  Scho  ■! 
Organizations  of  the  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  is  co-operating 
with  the  Joint  Commission  of  the  General 
Convention  on  Sunday  School  Instruction. 
The  Commission  will  be  glad  to  receive 
suggestions  of  any  kind  from  Sunday 
School  workers  of  the  Diocese,  and  will 
endeavor  to  answer  questions  in  regard  to 
matters  under  its  jurisdiction,  or  to  giv< 
any  help  that  it  can  for  the  bettermenl  of 
the  individual  Sunday  School.

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  CONSTABLEVILLE. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

The  parish  of  St.  Paul's  in  the  village 
of  Constableville,  Lewis  County,  X.  Y.,  is 
pleasantly  situated  in  a  hilly  country. 
The  elevation  above  sea  level  is  about 
1,300  feet, — a  residence  in  the  summer 
so  cool  and  pleasant,  hut  the  winters  are 
long  and  semi-arctic. 

The  Long  and  severe  winters  are  probably 
one  iii-eat  cause  of  the  frequent  change  of 
Rectors,  for  the  parish  has  suffered,  as  so 
many  small  ones  do,  by  this  cause. 

The  history  of  the  parish  goes  back  to 
the  year  1817,  so  thai  it  is  one  of  the  oldest 
parishes  in  the  Diocese. 

The  "History  of  Lewis  County"  tells  us 
thai  the  first  Church  edifice  buill  in  town, 
and  the  firsl  of  its  denomination  north 
of  the  Mohawk  Valley  was  St.  Paul's 
Church,  which  stood  a  mile  north-east  of 
Constableville,  near  where  the  ('anal  Turn- 
pike ended.     This  Society  was  organized 

April     7th,     1817,    at     the    house    of     Lewis 

Collins  in  Collinsville.     The  first  wardens 


were  Nathaniel  Merriam  and  Thomas 
Alsop,  and  the  first  vestrymen,  John  Kent- 
ner,  James  McVickar,  Giles  Foster,  Win. 
Constable,  Walter  Dewey,  Willard  Allen, 
Calvin  Roberts,  George  Davis  and  Timothv 
Miller, 

Arrangements  were  first  made  to  build 
of  stone  near  Collinsville,  but  the  influence 
of  Geo.  Davis,  T.  Alsop  and  others  deter- 
mined the  final  location.  The  first  Rector 
was  Joshua  M.  Rogers,  who  was  sent  hither 
as  a  missionary,  and  labored  with  great 
zeal  and  success  to  promote  the  object  of 
his  mission.  He  was  succeeded  by  the 
Rev.  .Vinos  G.  Baldwin,  Edmond  Embury, 
Lawrence  S.  Stevens,  and  for  a  short 
period  by  others. 

St.  Paul's  Church  was  consecrated  by 
Bishop  Hobart,  August  16th,  1818,  and 
the  grounds  were  deeded  to  the  vestry  of 
St.  Paul's,  Constableville.  The  edifice. 
having  fallen  into  decay,  was  taken  down, 
and  its  location  being  inconvenient,  the 
Society  Avas  reorganized  January  30,  1835, 
under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Embury  for  the  pur- 
pose of  rebuilding  in  a  more  convenient 
site.  Edward  McVickar  and  Win.  Van 
Conghart  were  chosen  wardens;  Seth 
Miller,  Jr.,  William  Constable,  Edwin 
Miller,  Brock  McVickar,  Wm.  D.  Shalen, 
James  C.  Duff,  Bryant  Colins  and  Bard 
]\ I eVi ekar,   vestrymen. 

During  that  year  St.  Paul's  Chapel  was 
built  on  the  south  corner  of  Constableville 
village  upon  a  site  deeded  to  the  vestry. 
Trinity  Church,  Xew  York,  gave  $600  in 
aid  of  the  building.  The  parish  since  it;t 
organization,  with  occasional  vacancies, 
has  had  Rectors  to  the  present  time. 

The  neat  little  Church  lately  put  into 
a  comfortable  and  ehurchly  state  by  th« 
recently  deceased,  Mr.  C.  Constable,  a 
long  time  faithful  warden,  is  almost  like 
a  private  ehapel  of  the  Constable  family. 
though  many  others  are  faithful  members 
of  the  Church,  and  show  their  attachment 
by  regular  attendance  at  the  services  and 
by  faithful  work.  The  present  wardens 
are  Mr.  Win.  Constable  and  Mr.  Adolph 
Steinbrenner ;  and  the  vestrymen,  Messrs. 
Harvey  II  in  ton,  McMoren,  Pellus  Taylor. 
Wm.  Johnson,  P.  Crowfoot  and  1.1.

A  LENTON  PASTORAL. 

Mv  Dear  Brethren:       Once    more    the 
solemn  season  comes  and  calls  ua  to  repent- 
ance.    Why  should  we  repent?     Of  what 
shall   we  repent?     Is  repentance   a   thing 
that  is  to  go  on  forever?     Possibly  such 
questions  may  arise  in  your  minds  when 
the   old   cry   is    again  repeated.     Possibly 
you  may  think  that  you  have  already  re- 
pented  and  turned  to  God,  and  theref< 
you   are  disposed  to  ask  why  that   i<  nol 
sufficient.    Or  it  may  he  that  the  customary 
discipline  of  Lent  seems  to  you  unnec 
sary,    a   mere   piece   of   formalism    which 
accomplishes  no  spiritual  result.     One  can 
quite     understand     that     such     objections 
miffht  he  made  against  the  observance  of 
this  yearly  season  of  penitence,  especially 
when  it  is  seen  to  be  in  many  cases  a  mani- 
festly formal   and   external   thing.      It    i- 
certainly  one  of  those  religious   exercis   - 
in  which  it  is  very  easy  to  fall  into  a  m< 
routine,  and  to  he  satisfied  with   the  out- 
ward performance  of  it. 

Hut,   dear  brethren,   when   we  consider 
what   our  human   nature    is — how    far   at 
best  from  the  perfect  standard;  how  lack- 
ing we  all  are  in  the  virtues  of  a  Upristlike 
character;  how  easily   and   frequently   wo 
fail  to  do  the  best  that  we  know  how,  ami 
how  far  avo  come   from  knowing  our  own 
imperfections — then,   surely,   wo  mus     9 
that  we  have  something  to  repent  <^i  every 
day,  not  to  say  every  year,  ami  also  that 
we  still  have  much  to  Learn  about  ourse 
which,   when   we    learn    il.   will    lead    US   to 
more    earnest     repentance.       Ami,     again, 
when  we  consider  how  it  is  that  our  human 
nature  is  improved  and  sanctified  —  that  ir 
is  by  a  slow  and  difficult  process,  requi 
constantly  repeated  and  continuous 
carried   on  under  many  discouragers 
and  with  many  temporary   failur  is, 
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upon  line,  precept  upon  precept,  here  a 
little  and  there  a  little" — then  we  must 
see  that  the  Church's  plan  of  calling  us 
again  and  again  to  the  same  religious 
exercises  is"  most  wise  and  wholesome. 
The  progress  of  the  Christian  life  in  the 
individual  is  called  "character  building." 
Building  is  always  a  monotonous  business,  ■ 
because  it  consists  of  laying  row  after  row, 
row  after  row,  of  the  same  sort  of  stone  or 
bricks,  one  on  top  of  another.  It  is  also 
compared  in  Holy  Scripture  to  the  "grow- 
ing" of  a  body,  or  of  a  plant — slowly  add- 
ing more  and  more  to  the  size  and  strength 
until  maturity  shall  be  reached,  or,  as  the 
Prayer  Book  expresses  it,  "daily  increas- 
ing in  God's  Holy  Spirit  more  and  more 
until  Ave  come  to  His  everlasting  kingdom." 
What  we  need,  then,  is  not  to  cast  aside 
the  observance  of  Lent  as  useless  and 
formal,  but  to  fill  it  with  reality  and  life. 
Take  hold  of  it  with  earnestness — lay  aside 
the  gayeties  of  society — practice  some 
genuine  self-denial — enter  devoutly  into 
the  religious  services — listen  to  the  sermons 
as  learners,  not  as  critics  comparing  one 
preacher  with  another — economize  on  your 
expenses  that  you  may  make  a  worthy 
offering  at  Easter,  and  strive  above  all  to 
examine  yourselves  with  an  honest  pur- 
pose to  know  how  you  stand  in  God's  sight. 
If  in  this  way  you  shall  keep  your  Lent, 
you  will  find  that  your  prayer,  so  often 
sung,  "Nearer,  my  God,  to  Thee,"  will 
probably  be  more  satisfactorily  realized 
than  it  ever  has  been  before.  Praying  for 
you  that  this  Lenten  season  may  be 
particularly  blessed,  I  am,

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK, 

"Tables  and  "Rules  for  the  Moveable 
find  Immoveable  Feasts,  together  with  the 
1  hi  vs.  of  Fasting  and  Abstinence  through 
the  whole  year"  present  themselves  next 
for  our  consideration.  And  Ave  cannot 
help  thinking,  as  we  read  these  words,  what 
an  old-fashioned  sound  they  have. 
"Kules"  are  tilings  that  new-fashioned 
people  do  not  care  much  about.    ''Fasting" 


is  hardly  "up  to  date."  But  what  a 
blessed  thing  it  is  that  the  Church  goes  on 
from  generation  to  generation,  and  that 
the  Prayer  Book  has  its  principles  all  set 
down  in  black  and  white,  and  that  they 
are  there  to  stay !  Lor  "rules"  are  not 
such  bad  things,  after  all,  there  is  still 
such  a  virtue  as  obedience,  which  is  not  a 
bad  element  of  Christian  character;  while 
"fasting"  is  an  exercise  which  many  still 
find  helpful,  and  probably  the  time  will 
again  come  when  it  shall  resume  something 
of  its  former  prevalence  in  the  practice  of 
Christian  people.  Tempo ra  mutantur  et 
n os  mutamur  in  eis.  We  may  remark, 
moreover,  that  these  rules  and  customs  of 
the  Church  were  not  disturbed  in  the  late 
revision  of  the  Prayer  Book  in  1892.  The 
nineteenth  century  wTas  almost  over,  we 
were  even  then  a  la  fin  de  Steele,  when  that 
revision  was  made,  and  yet,  if  wre  remem- 
ber correctly,  no  one  even  suggested  that 
the  "rules"  should  be  thrown  out,  or  that 
the  "fasting"  should  be  abrogated. 

We  may  confidently  assume,  therefore, 
that  this  Church  claims  the  right  to  lav 
down  certain  rules  on  such  subjects,  and 
to  suggest,  at  least,  the  practice  of  certain 
devotional  exercises,  which  she  believes 
that  her  faithful  and  loyal  members  will 
observe  according  to  their  own  best  judg- 
ment. 

Everyone  Inows,  of  course,  that  the 
"moveable"  feasts  are  those  that  change 
their  dates  from  year  to  year.  Christmas 
day  and  the  Saints'  days  are  always  on  the 
same  day  of  the  same  month.  Easter  day. 
being  dependent  on  the  phases  of  the  moon, 
may  come  on  any  day  from  March  22nd  to 
April  25th.  It  is  the  Sunday  after  the  full 
moon  after  March  21st.  Easter,  therefore, 
is  the  great  moveable  feast,  and  it  fixes  the 
days  before  and  after,  from  Septuagesima 
to  Trinity  Sunday,  all  of  which  change 
with  it.  All  the  Sundays  of  the  year  are 
feast  days,  while  all  the  Fridays  are  days 
of  abstinence,  except  when  Christmas  falls 
on  Friday.  This  is  quite  in  accordance 
with  reason  and  with  nature.  Easter  is 
preceded  by  Lent,  so  every  Sunday  has  its 
preceding  Friday.  "No  cross,  no  crown," 
is  a  fully  recognized  principle  in  Christian 
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.ife:  and  it  seems  a  pity  that  more  of  our 
leople  do  not  observe  this  faet.  There  is 
the  same  reason  for  keeping  Friday  every 
week  as  there  is  for  keeping  Lent  every 
year.  It  is  one  of  the  clays  on  which  the 
Prayer  Book  says,  "the  Church  requires 
such  a  measure  of  abstinence  as  is  more 
■specially  suited  to  extraordinary  acts  and 
exercises  of  devotion.."  This  is  one  of  the 
rules."  Which  is  better,  obedience  or 
uealect  ?  It  is  to  be  noted,  moreover,  that 
the  words  quoted  above,  about  the  Church's 
requirement"  on  these  days,  are  found 
only  in  the  American  Prayer  Book,  not  in 
that  of  England.  The  English  Book  gives 
the  Vigils  of  Saints'  days  among  the  fasts 
which  we  have  not,  but  it  puts  all  the  days 
of  fasting  or  abstinence  in  together,  not 
marking  Ash  Wednesday  and  Good  Friday 
as  special,  and  simply  says  "to  be  observed 
in  the  year."  So  that  the  requirement  of 
the  American  Church  would  seem  to  be 
more  specific  in  its  wording  than  the  other ; 

fact  well  worthy  of  remark,  seeing  that 
the  general  impression  is  that  the  EnglisTi 
Prayer  Book  is  more  stringent  in  its  de- 
mands than  our  own. 

The  usual  custom  of  the  civil  authorities 
in  this  country  to  appoint  a  day  of  thanks- 
giving every  year  for  the  fruits  of  the 
earth,  makes  it  unnecessary  for  the  Church 
to  do  the  same ;  but  it  is  well  that  provision 
is  made  for  it  in  the  Prayer  Book  in  the 
event  of  its  being  omitted  by  the  govern- 
ment. 

There  is  a  prayer  in  the  Prayer  Book 
for  Congress,  of  which  the  rubric  says,  "To 
be  used  during  their  session."  We  have 
been  wondering  what  "interpretation"  is 
put  upon  that  rubric.  Does  it  mean  that 
it  is  to  be  used  "spiritually  V 
- x 

We  take  the  liberty  of  quoting  the 
following  from  "The  Parish  Bulletin"  of 
Grace  Church,  Utica,  and  commend  it  to 
all  of  our  readers : 

"Sunday,  February  11,  is  the  day 
appointed   for   our   offerings   for   Foreign 

issions.  Our  apportionment  for  this 
object  is  very  large.  Please,  be  exceedingly 
generous.  The  day  for  discussion  as  to 
whether  any  obligation  rests  upon  us  for 


helping  in  this  work  has  long  since  pass 
In  spite  of  all  the  witticisms — and. 
yet,  the  abuse — which  have  been  expended 
on  the  missionaries,  their  failures  and 
short-comings  of  every  description  and 
character,  we  know  that  the  missionary 
principle  is  a  part  of  our  nature.  The  idea 
of  Christianity  living  for  itself  is  as  con- 
tradictory as  it  is  comical.  Let  us  dismiss 
all  distinctions  between  missionaries  and 
other  people,  and,  regarding  ourselves  as 
followers  of  the  same  Lord  and  Saviour, 
help  the  quarters  of  the  globe  where  our 
fellow-followers  of  Him  need  that  aid. 
Some  may  be  unable  to  contribute  money 
to  this,  or  any  other,  object.  Hut  the  great 
gift  of  prayer  is  at  the  disposal  of  every 
one.  May  we  suggest  an  appropriate  and 
beautiful  prayer  which  is  used  every  Sum 
day  morning  bv  everv  Moravian  conflre- 
gation  V 
"Thou  Liglit  and  Desire  of  all  nations. 
Watch  over  Thy  messengers  both  by  land  and 

sea; 
Prosper  the  endeavors  of  all  Thy  servants  to 
spread      Thy     'Gospel      among      heathen 
nations; 
Accompany  the  word  of  their  testimony  con- 
cerning Thy  atonement  with   demonstra- 
tion of  the  Spirit  and  of  power: 
Bless  our  congregations  gathered  from  among 

the    heathen; 
.  Keep  them  as  the  apple  of  Thine  eye: 
Have  mercy  on  Thy  ancient  Covenant  people 

the  Jews; 
Deliver  them  from  their  blindness. 
And  bring  all  nations  to  a  saving  knowledge 

of  Thee; 
Let  the  seed  of  Israel  praise  tlic  Lor  r 
Yea,  let  all  the  nations  praise  Him : 
Give  to  Thy  people  open  doors  to  preach  the 
Gospel,   and   set  them   to   Thy    praise  on 
earth.     Amen." 

And    speaking   of    the    "apportionment 
plan''  for  securing  the  necessary  funds 
the    support    of    our    general    missionary 
work,  it  is  a  constant  surprise  to  us  m  hear 
objections  against  it,  even  from  those  who 
are  really  interested   in   the  work.      Some 
method   superior   to  the  former  happj  g 
lucky  one  had   to  be  devised   to   increase 
the  offerings.      Bishop   Brewer,  who  went 
into  the    Episcopate    from    thia     In',      s 
proposed     this     one,     and     the     peopll 
Watertown,    at    least,    where   he    was    the 
much  loved   Rector    of    Trinity    Church, 
think  him  a  very  sensible  and  level-In  . 
man  :  and  the  effect  o\'  it  has  been  t<>  add 
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so  materially  to  the  annual  income  that 
last  year  there  was  no  deficit.  It  is  true 
that  many,  perhaps  the  majority  of 
dioceses,  have  not  given  the  whole  amount 
apportioned,  but  several  dioceses  and  mis- 
sionary districts  have  given  the  whole,  and 
more  and  more  are  doing  so  every  year. 
And  yet  it  has  been  said  by  those  who 
oppose  the  plan,  that  kwno  diocese  has  paid 
its  apportionment."  This  is  one  of  the 
"comical"  phases  of  the  opposition  to  the 
missionary  efforts  of  those  who  have  the 
management  of  that  work  in  the  Church. 
Somebody  has  to  be  appointed  to  bear  the 
responsibility  of  these  things,  and  the  men 
who  are  thus  appointed  are  usually  very 
near  their  wit's  end  to  find  a  way  to  accom- 
plish the  result.  But  just  as  soon  as  they 
suggest  a  method,  then  the  criticisms  begin, 
which  have  the  effect  of  crippling  for  a 
time  at  least  the  prosecution  of  it, 
Certainly  this  seems  hardly  kind  or  loyal, 
Though  it  has  its  funny  side. 

Take  another  instance.  The  Missionary 
Thank  Offering  is  a  plan,  suggested  by  that 
generous  and  large-hearted  layman,  Air. 
Geo.  C.  Thomas,  of  Philadelphia,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  during  the 
General  Convention  in  Boston,  Air. 
Thomas  proposed  that  the  men  of  the 
( "lmrcli  should,  during  the  next  three  years, 
prepare  to  bring  or  send  to  the  meeting  of 
the  Convention  in  Richmond  in  11)07  a 
thank  offering  to  God  for  the  blessings 
which  ho  has  bestowed  upon  the  Church 
and  nation  during  the  three  hundred  years 
since  the  settlement  of  Jamestown  in  1607. 
\o  definite  sum  was  mentioned,  but  it  was 
lefl  to  each  one  to  give  as  God  had  pros- 
pered him  and  as  his  heart  prompted  him. 
Surely  it  was  a  happy  thought,  as  full  of 
patriotism  as  ii  is  of  devotion  and  mis- 
sionary zeal.  But  now  we  hear  it  said 
thai  there  is  nothing  in  it  hut  a  desire  to 
net  more  money,  and  that  if  the  Board  of 
Missions  would  interesl  the  men  of  the 
Church,  they  must  show  that  they  are  after 
something  else  besides  money!  Ami  again 
we  are  told  thai  the  plan  is  sure  to  fail. 
and  therefore  it  i<  useless  to  do  anything 
about     it  !       ( !ould     anything     he     more 


comical?  There  are  two  things  that  the 
Church  always  needs  in  the  mission  fields] 
men  and  money.  Sometimes  the  propj 
men  are  not  forthcoming;  but  men  caimoi 
be  sent  without  money  to  support  themj 
and  the  more  usual  deficiency  is  that  oJ 
money.  Is  it,  therefore,  an  indication  oj 
sordidness  on  the  part  of  the  Board  ol 
Missions  when  they  devise  schemes  for 
getting  the  money  that  is  needed  ?  And 
did  any  one  ever  hear  of  anything  being 
accomplished  by  those  who  declared  before- 
hand that  it  was  not  worth  while  to  try  to 
do  it  ?  Several  parishes  in  this  Diocese 
have  been  paying  off  debts  on  their  Church 
buildings.  That  is  usually  a  very  difficult; 
task  for  the  men  or  the  women  who  under! 
take  to  raise  the  money.  Suppose  they  had 
said  at  the  outset  that  it  could  not  be  done! 
is  it  likely  that  their  Churches  would  ever 
be  consecrated  so  long  as  the  matter  was 
in  their  hands  ? 

But  the  Missionary  Thank  Offering- 
cannot  possibly  be  a  failure.  As  we  have 
said,  no  definite  sum  is  proposed,  and  any 
amount  that  is  sent  in  will  constitute  the 
offering.  But  seeing  that  one  Diocese, 
Pittsburg,  has  pledged  one  hundreJ 
thousand  dollars  to  it,  and  many  other* 
will  doubtless  follow  after  that,  it  is  certain] 
that  a  considerable  fund  will  be  collected] 
It  may  not  be  a  worthy  offering  from  sq 
wealthy  a  constituency  as  we  have.  It 
may  be  that  many  of  the  men  of  the  Church 
will  have  no  share  in  it;  but  if  so,  we  all 
know -well  whose  the  loss  will  be.  The 
Thank  Offering  will  be  presented  in  Rich! 
mond  in  October,  1907,  and  the  losers  will 
not  be  among  those  who  contributed.

The  103rd  meeting  of  the  Convocation 
of  the  Sixth  Missionary  District  was  held 
,in  Trinity  Chnrch,  Elmira,  February  11th 
and  12th.

On  Monday  morning  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion was  celebrated  by  the  Dean,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  C.  H.  McKnight. 

At  2  p.  m.,  the  Convocation  assembled 
for  the  business  session.

Elmira,  to  the  memory  of  their  Rector, 
our  well-beloved  elder  brother  in  the 
Priesthood,  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  Hamilton 
McKnight,  telling  ot'  his  long  pastorate 
and  benevolent  usefulness  in  that  parish 
and  city,  his  constant  diligence  in  various 
good  works,  his  kindly  ministrations,  his 
faithfulness  as  a  teacher  and  preacher  of 
i be  wax   o^  life,  and  iA'  the  loving  regard 
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felt  for  him  by  all  sorts  of  persons.  Whila 
this  Convocation  need  not  repeat  that 
tribute  from  those  who  knew  him  best  and 
longest  as  their  own  Pastor,  it  should  have 
our  consent  and  sympathy.  It  belongs  to 
us  rather  to  speak  of  him  in  his  relations 
to  us,  his  brethren  of  the  clergy  and  mem- 
bers of  this  Convocation.

WOMEN'S  AUXILIARY  NOTES. 

A  very  enthusiastic  meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Fourth  District 
took  place,  in  Svracuse  at  the  Church  of 
St.  John  the  Divine  on  January  18. 

Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  at  11 
a.  in.  by  the  Rector,  the  Eev.  W.  D. 
Manross,thc  Rev.  Dr.  Beauchamp  reading 
the  gospel  and  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond 
the  epistle. 

The  sermon  was  preached  bv  the  Rev. 
W.  DeL.  Wilson. 

After  a  luncheon  served  in  the  Parish 
House  to  a  hundred  and  sixty,  the  business 
meeting  Avas  called  to  order  and  opened 
with  prayer  by  the  Rector. 

A  hundred  and  forty-seven  delegates 
responded  to  the  roll  call. 

Interesting  missionary  letters  were  read 
by  the  Secretary,  Airs.  Henry  Lyon,  and 
all  the  boxes  asked  for  were  pledged  by  the 
twenty  branches  represented.  A  District 
box 'of  hospital  supplies  will  also  be  sent 
to  Bishop  Rowe,  of  Alaska. 

Miss  Jackson,  of  Syracuse,  President  of 
the  Fourth  District  branch,  spoke  on 
music  study,  urging  that  more  interest 
be  taken  in  that  part  of  the  work. 

Miss  Jackson  then  introduced  Airs.  C. 
(t.  Irish,  Diocesan  President,  who  gave  an 
interesting  account  of  the  recent  Auxiliary 
Conference  in  New  York.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  spirited  missionary  "Talk"  by 
the  Rev.  W.  II.  McKim,  of  Oneida. 
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WOMAN'S  WORK. 

[A  paper  written  by  Miss  M.  E   Halsey  in  1885.] 

There  is  no  doubt  that,  by  the  grace  of 
God,  woman  can  do  much  to  aid  in  estab- 
lishing and  strengthening  Mission  Work 
in  the  Church,  especially  when  they  work 
under  the  guidance  of  wise  and  devout 
Priests,  and  they  should  meditate  much 
upon  what  is  revealed  in  Holy  Scripture 
about  woman's  highest  model — the  Blessed 
Virgin.  We  are  told  that  she  went  even 
in  haste  to  make  known  the  glorious  news 
of  the  Incarnation,  and  with  joy  and  glad- 
ness said,  "My  soul  doth  magnify  the 
Lord,  and  my  spirit  hath  rejoiced  in  God 
my  Savior.  She  set  then  an  example  for 
the  women  of  all  time,  that  they  should 
with  eager  thankfulness  tell  out  the 
wondrous  works  of  God.  If  Church  women 
find  themselves  living  in  a  neighborhood 
where  Church  services  are  not  established, 
instead  of  idly  mourning  about  it,  let 
them  try  what  they  can  do  by  opening 
their  own  houses  for  services.  If  they 
were  only  willing  to  take  that  trouble, Jdiey 
could  secure  the  Church  services  to  their 
own  comfort,  and  the  ultimate  sanctifica- 
tion  of  the  neighborhood. 

On  the  20th  of  April,  1873,  the  house 
on  Willowdale  farm,  Fayette,  Seneca  Co., 
N.  Y.,  was  opened  for  services.  The  din- 
ing room,  only  18  by  16  feet  being  ar- 
ranged for  it.  Boards  were  placed  upon 
chairs  to  make  seats  enough,  a  very  small 
old  organ  was  provided,  and  a  little  table 
as  reading  desk.  These  little  details  are 
recorded  for  the  encouragement  of  people 
who  live  plainly  and  in  small  houses,  to 
assure  them  that  the  success  of  a  Mission 
does  not  depend  upon  the  size  of  the  room 
where  it  is  organized.  A  young  girl  in  the 
neighborhood  kindly  offered  to  play  and 
lead  the  singing.  One  woman  drove  tc 
Geneva  and  brought  out  one  of  the 
students  to  act  as  Lay  Reader.  Dr.  Van 
Rensselaer,  the  President  of  Hobart 
College,  appointing  him  to  that  work.  In 
those  infant  days  of  Grace  Mission 
Hymnals  not  being  obtainable,  a  young 
girl  wrote  out  sufficient  copies  of  favorite 
hymns  to  be  used,  22  persons  attended  thai 
first  service;  it  was  hold  at  :>  p.  m.     The 


attendance  gradually  increased  until 

the   kitchen    door   had   to   stand   open  and 
chairs  to  Ik-  placed  ou.1  there  for  the  people. 
When  Christmas  came,  a  neighbor  p 
sod   of   two   targe   parlors,   kindly  offered 
them  for  the  Christmas  Tree,  and  a  magic 
lantern   entertainment    which    gave    great 
pleasure  to  about  one  hundred  souls.     The 
women     of     the     neighborhood     brought 
quantities  of  biscuits,    pressed   moat-,  the 
richest  cakes,  and  all  thing-  requisite 
abundant  feast.     Of  course  all  tin'-  neces- 
sitated  much   forethought  and   labor,   but 
the  women  did  it  all  gladly  and  willingly. 
One  woman  had  the  especial  privileg 
entertaining  the  Priests,  Deacons  and  Lay 
Readers    who    came    unfailingly   through 
summer's  heat  or  winter's  cold,  regardless 
of  their  own  comfort    to    carry    on    the 
services.     On  Advent  Eve  of  1^7:;  a  widow, 
of   limited   means,    gave    $1.00,    the    first 
offering  towards  building  a   Church.      Bj 
the  Advent  of  IS 74  the  Church  was  well 
under  way.     One  of  the  farmers  offered  t<> 
board  the  carpenters,    as    there    were    no 
funds  to  pay  their  board  anywhere.     The 
farmers  did  most  of  the  hauling  of  ston< 
and  lumber  gratuitously,  their  wive-  and 
daughters  bringing  refreshments  and  : 
ing  them  under  the  trees  near  the  Church 
site.  On  April  1,  1875,  the  Church  was  <-"n- 
seerated,    women    provided    entertainment 
for   the   numerous    guests    in    attendance. 
Women  had  gladly  given  their  labor  clean- 
ing, carpeting  and  generally  preparing  the 
newly  finished   Church   for  Consecration. 
One  woman  constantly  put  her  horse  at  the 
service    of    those    who    came    to    hold    the 
services,  driving  them  to  and  fro.     She      - 
opened   her    house    to    them    at    all    times, 
striving  to  testify  by  every  means  in  her 
power  her  appreciation  of  their  self-deny- 
ing label's  for  a  Mission    which    could 
tainly  present  no  special  attraction  to  them.

ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  ITHACA,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  illustration.) 

On  the  Mb  of  April,  1^-Jl\  in  thc 
Moihodisi  Chapel,  [thaca,  Now  Fork,  a 
number  oi'  persons  desirious  o{  forming  an 

Episcopal  Society,  me!  and  organized  what 
was  thereafter  to  he  known   bv   the  name 
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style  and  title  of  kkSt.  John's  Church  in 
the  village  of  Ithaca."  Charles  W.  Connor 
and  Charles  W.  E.  Prescott  were  unani- 
mously elected  wardens,  andA.D.W.3ruyn; 
Henry  Ackley,  Eben  Mack, Moseley Hutch- 
inson, N.  Tlerriek,  I.  S.  Rebee,  Otis 
Eddy  and  E.  G.  Pelton  were  also  unani- 
mously elected  vestrymen.  The  senior 
warden,  Mr.  C.  W.  Connor,  was  appointed 
to  read  the  service  until  a  minister  assumed 
charge  of  the  parish.  "On  Christmas  Eve, 
1824/'  the  Records  read,  4ithe  new  brick 
"Episcopal  Church  called  St.  John's' 
was  first  opened  for  Divine  Service,  and  an 
appropriate  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
minister,  the  Rev.  Ezekiel  G.  Gear."  At  a 
meeting  of  the  vestry  on  the  11th  April. 
1828,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gear  "requested  a  dis- 
missal. From  1834  to  1836  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Gear  was  again  Rector  of  St.  John's,  and 
upon  his  second  resignation  went  to  Mim 
nesota  as  a  Missionary.  In  one  of  his 
letters  home  he  mentioned  the  fact  that  a 
horse  would  be  a  great  help  to  him  in  hi- 
journeyings ;  immediately  subscriptions 
were  collected  and  forwarded  to  him  with 
die  requesl  "that  he  purchase  horse,  car- 
riage, harness,  etc.,  for  use  in  his  work." 
Dr.  Gear  had  not  used  them  long,  however. 
before  his  conscience  troubled  him,  and 
going  to  the  Missionary  Bishop  he  said, 
"1  don't  fed  right  about  using  a  horse 
while  my  brethren  are  trudging  on  foot,  it 
i<  not  apostolic."  The  Bishop  argued  with 
him,  but  to  no  purpose,  so  horse,  carriage 
and  outfit  were  sold  for  $305.00,  with 
which  sum  the  Bishop  bought  land  as  an 
investment.  The  city  of  St.  Paul  was 
afterwards  founded  near  the  spot,  and  that 
land  now  comprises  city  lots  whose  valua- 
tion is  about  $250,000.00,  the  large  rental 
from  which  is  devoted  to  missionary  work 
in  the  State.  In  the  year  1859  it  was 
resolved  to  build  a  new  Church  rather 
than  enlarge  and  repair  the  old  one,  so  the 
presenl  building  was  erected  and  con- 
secrated as  Si.  John's  Church  by  Bishop 
Coxe  nil  the  i  it],  April,  1866.  An  indica- 
tion of  the  growth  and   prosperity  of  tin 


parish  is  suggested  by  such  facts  as  these: 
The  first  minister,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Phin- 
ney,  was  called  at  an  annual  salary  of 
$400.00.  Twenty  years  afterwards  the 
Rev.  Dr.  W.  S.  Walker  was  called  to  the 
Rectorship,  and  "we  will  pledge  him,  said 
the  vestry,  "a  salary  of  $400.00  per 
annum,  and  as  much  more  as  we  can  raise." 
About  thirty  years  after  this  the  Rev.  P. 
B.  Morgan  was  "called  to  the  Rectorship 
of  this  parish  at  a  present  salary  of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars."  Including 
the  present  Rector,  the  Rev.  W.  Herbert 
Hutchinson,  there  has  been  fifteen  Rectors 
and  Ministers  in  charge  of  St.  John's 
parish  in  the  84  years  of  its  existence,  a 
noteworthy  fact  is  that  42  of  84  years 
comprised  the  Rectorship  of  two  venerable 
and  remarkable  men,  the  Reverend  Dr. 
W.  S.  Walker  and  the  Reverend  Dr. 
Stephen  IT.  Synnott.  While  the  limits 
the  city  of  Ithaca  are  the  boundaries  of  St. 
John's  parish  a  more  interesting  fact  is 
that  Ithaca  is  the  seat  of  Cornell  Univer- 
sity with  its  3,385  regular  students  and 
its  additional  enrollment  of  summer  ses- 
sion and  short  winter  course  students. 
numbering  818,  and  over  300  of  these, 
students  are  confirmed  members  of  the 
Episcopal  Church.  The  teaching  and 
library  staff  of  more  than  500  persons 
contains  a  fair  proportion  of  those  who 
love  the  ways  of  the  ancient  Church.  The 
present  vestry  is  constituted  as  follows: 
llermon  V.  Bostwick  and  Thomas  F. 
Crane,  wardens;  S.  B.  Turner,  G.  W. 
Melotte,  D.  W.  Burdick,  J.  C.  Gauntlett, 
Edward  L.  Nichols,  E.  M.  Tremon,  Geo, 
W.  Harris  and  Henry  N.  Ogden,  vestry- 
men. .The  city  and  university  are  equally 
represented,  the  Dean  of  the  University 
being  Junior  AVarden,  and  the  Librarian 
of  Cornel]  and  two  of  its  professors  and 
a  trustee,  vestrymen.  Part  of  the  mission- 
ary work  of  the  parish  is  done  down  at  the 
In  lot  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  where  there  arc 
Sunday,  Singing  and  Sewing  Schools,  and 
where  service  is  read  ami  an  address 
delivered   every   Sunday  afternoon.

THE  CHRISTMAS  FUND. 

We  regret  to  learn  from  the  Treasurer 
of   this   fund,   which,    as   all   our   readers 
must  know,  is  the  Diocesan  fund  for  Aged 
and  Infirm  Clergy,   and  the  Widows  and 
Orphans    of    Clergy,     that     "the     annual 
Christinas     collections     have     fallen     off 
greatly,  and  there  is  much  doubt  whether 
it  will  be  possible  to  pay  the  usual  stipends 
to   the  beneficiaries   this   year."      This    is 
probably  owing  to  the  fact   that   some  of 
the  Clergy  send  their  Christmas  offerings 
in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  General  Clergy 
Kelief^Eund.     Of  course  it  is  not  accord- 
ing to  the  Canon  to  ^o  thai,  and  yet  there 
seems  to  be  some  excuse  for  it  in  the  fact 
that  we  are  deriving  help  from  that  general 
fund  for  quite  a   number  of  our  benefic- 
iaries, and  the  Clergy  probably  feel  that 
they  cannot  afford   to  give  the  collection 
on   Quinquagesima    Sunday   to   it.   as   the 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention  requires, 
thus    making    two    offerings    a    year    for 
practically  the  same  object.     But  it   is  too 
bad    that   there  should   be  a   deficiency   in 
meeting   our   present    obligations,    and    we 
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trust  a  special  effort  will  be  made  to  pre- 
vent such  a  catastrophe.  The  matter  will 
have  its  weight  in  deciding  the  question 
of  merging  our  Diocesan  fund  with  the 
General  Clerffy  Relief. 


We  have  also  received  the  following 
letter  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
with  regard  to  the  offerings  for  Diocesan 
Missions : 

"It  is  quite  evident  that  unless  the 
receipts  for  Diocesan  Missions  are  more 
than  we  can  reasonably  expect,  judged  by 
the  past,  there  will  not  be  enough  money 
in  the  treasurer's  hands  on  May  1st  to  pay 
the  stipends  which  ought  to  be  paid  at  that 
time. 

Perhaps  a  little  publicity  through  the 
columns  of  the  Messexger  as  to  the  urgent 
need,  will  result  in  arousing  the  parish 
treasurers  to  send  in  any  funds  which 
have  accumulated  from  month  to  month, 
and  which  the  Canon  says  shall  be  sent 
1  promptly  '  to  the  district  treasurer. 

There  is  an  evident  vagueness  about  the 
definition  of  the  word  'promptly'  in  the 
dictionaries,  or  a  wide  variation  of  inter- 
pretation. 

In  either  case  it  is  the  missionary  who 
suifers  if  he  cannot  receive  his  small 
stipend  when  due/' 

We  may  add  to  this  that  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  last  quarter  there  was  a  defic- 
iency, which  caused  a  week's  delay  in 
sending  out  the  stipends  to  the  Mission- 
aries and  of  course  gave  them  some 
anxiety.  They  need  their  money  the  first 
of  the  month  or  quarter  just  as  oilier  heads 
of  families  do,  and  if  they  cannot  get  it 
they  lose  some  advantages  which  those,  who 
have  the  money  enjoy,  e.  g.  discount  on 
gas  bills  and  such  like  things.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

We  have  been  engaged  thus  far  chiefly 
on  the  preliminaries  of  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer,  and  not  with  the  substance 
ol  it.  rJ  hose  preliminaries  are  very  im- 
portant, and  an  accurate  knowledge  of 
them  is  essential  u,  the  proper  understand- 
in-  and  use  of  what  follows;  they  contain 


a  great  deal  of  information  about  church! 
matters,  with  which  every  well-instructe( 
Churchman  should  be  familiar.  But  m 
shall  doubtless  take  a  greater  interest  h 
studying  the  offices  themselves,  which  con 
tain  the  devotional  forms  that  are 
endeared  to  us  by  constant  use. 

In  the  old  service  books  each  of  the  so 
called  "canonical  hours"  of  the  day  had  ai 
office  arranged  for  it,  and  these  taker 
together  constituted  what  was  known  a< 
the  Breviary.  Those  hours  were  fixed  1 
the  times  which  commemorated  tfl 
prominent  events  of  our  Lord's  Passion 
and  were  called  Matins,  Prime,  Tierce 
Sexts,  1ST  ones,  Vespers  and  Compline 
There  is  an  old  Latin  verse  showing  theit 
connection  with  the  Passion,  which  Dr 
i^eale  has  translated  as  follows : 

"At  Matin's  bound,  at  Prime  reviled, 

Condemned  to  death  at  Tierce; 
Nailed  to  the  Cross  at  Sexts,  at  Nomes 

His  blessed  side  they  pierce. 
They  take  Him  down  at  Vesper-tide, 

In  grave  at  Compline  lay; 
Who  thenceforth  bids  His  Church  observe 

Her   sevenfold  hours   alway." 

These  seven  daily  offices  were  useful, 
no  doubt,  in  the  monasteries,  where  the 
monks  had  time  and  inclination  to  attend 
them ;  but  they  could  not  of  course  be 
utilized  for  general  congregations.  T 
English  reformers,  therefore,  desiring  to 
prepare  services  for  general  public  use, 
condensed  the  seven  offices  of  the  Breviary 
into  two,  and  called  them  ''Daily  Morning 
and  Evening  Prayer" — though  in  the 
Calendar  of  the  English  Book  they  are 
described  as  "Mattins"  and  "Evensong;'1 
and  there  is  also  a  rubric  in  that  Book 
requiring  the  Clergy  to  use  thorn  every 
day.  In  our  American  Book  these  things 
were  omitted. 

The  sentences  at  the  beginning  of  these 
offices  are  really  "antiphons,"  which  con- 
stituted a  beautiful  feature  of  the  ancient' 
services.  An  antiphon  is  a  verse  from 
Scripture  giving  the  keynote  of  a  Psalm, 
a  Canticle,  or  a  service,  which  is  to  be  said 
immediately  before,  and  is  sometimes  re- 
peated at  the  end.  In  the  English  Book 
these  sentence's  are  all  of  penitential 
character,    and    were    intended    to    showl 
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io\v      "'the     Scripture     moveth      us       in 
sundry  places  to  acknowledge  and  confess 
mr  manifold  sins   and  wickedness,"   that 
is  to  say,  they  are  antiphons  of  the  General 
Confession     which     immediately    follows, 
ifter  the  Exhortation.     The  fathers  of  the 
American    Church    in    1789    prefixed   the 
three  sentences  which  used  to  stand  first 
in  our  Prayer  Book,  viz :     "The  Lord  is  in 
His  holy  temple/'  &c.,   "From  the  rising 
of  the  sun,"  &c,   and  "Let  the  words  of 
my  mouth,''1  &c.     This  was  a  development 
of    the    English    arrangement,    the    new 
entences  being  evidently  intended  to  set 
forth  the  idea  of  worship  in  general,  and 
therefore     serving    as     antiphons     of    the 
whole  office.    And  development  was  carried 
a   step   further   when,   in   the   revision  of 
1892,    the    sentences    appropriate    to    the 
several    seasons    were    added,    which    give 
the   kevnote    of   the    seasons    respectively. 
This,   it  seems  to  us,   though  a  compara- 
tively small  matter,  was  a  decided  enrich- 
ment of  the  daily  offices. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  ordained 
to  the  Priesthood  on  Ember  Friday,  March 
9th,  the  Rev.  Frederick  William  Feary 
and  the  Rev.  Harold  Edward  Ford,  B.A., 
Deacons.  The  Ordination  was  held  in  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  Horseheads,  of  which 
Mr.  Feary  is  in  charge.  Morning 
Prayer  was  said  at  9  :30  by  the  Rev.  A.  B. 
Sudd,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Elmira, 
the  Rev.  E.  C.  Hoskins,  of  Spencer,  read- 
ing the  lessons.  At  half-past  ten  the 
Bishop  began  with  a  Confirmation  Service, 
when  twenty-six  persons  were  confirmed. 
The  Rev.  X.  S.  Boardman,  of  Emmanuel 
Church,  Elmira,  then  preached  the  Ordina- 
tion sermon,  and  presented  the  candidates, 
and  he,  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hoskins, 
Me  Knight  and  Rudd,  united  in  the  laying 
on  of  hands  upon  the  heads  of  those  who 
were  thus  advanced  to  the  Priesthood. 
After  the  service  luncheon  was  served  by 
the  ladies  of  the  parish  at  the  house  of 
■Irs.  Hibbard  to  all  the  Clergy,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Vestry,  and  the  visiting  guests. 
It    was    quite    a    red-letter    day    for    St. 


.Matthew's  parish,  which  is  brightening 
in  its  prospects  under  the  present  manage 
ment,  and  will,  it  i-  hoped,  recover  - 

thing  of  its  former  strength  in  good  works. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Ford  has  been  officiating 
since  last  summer  at  Antwerp  and  Evans* 
Mills  in  Jefferson  County,  lie  will  orni- 
thine his  services  there,  and  will  also  have 
a  week-day  service  at  Great  Bend  in  the 
same  neighborhood.  His  residence  is  at 
Watertown. 


We  are  very  much  indebted  to  one  of 
our  subscribers,  Mrs.  M.  M.  Titus,  of 
Auburn,  for  a  file  of  the  very  first  volumes 
and  numbers  of  The  Gospel  Mkssf.xger 
printed  in  that  city  under  the  editorship 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rudd,  the  founder  of  the 
paper.  This  file  is  not  only  interesting 
as  a  relic,  but  valuable  as  a  record  of  the 
history  of  the  Church  in  the  year-  l^i'T. 
1828/ 1820,  1830.  The  paper,  as  many 
of  our  readers  know,  was  at  that  time,  and 
for  many  years  afterwards,  a  weekly  publi- 
cation of  general  interest,  not  limited  to 
any  one  Diocese.  While  still  in  that  form 
it  was  moved  to  Utica  as  its  place  of  publi- 
cation, and  was  edited,  after  Dr.  Rudd's 
death,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Matson  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Gibson  successively. 


The  visit  of  the  Educational  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Rev.  Everett 
P.  Smith,  to  Utica  on  March  9th  was  very 
much  appreciated.  The  Bishop  had  sent 
special  invitations  to  all  the  Clergy  of  tho 
Second  District  to  come  and  hear  him  at 
Grace  Church  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  a  very  good  proportion  of  them 
responded.  In  the  afternoon  there  was 
quite  a  large  attendance  of  the  \Y.  A.  of  the 
District  at  Calvary  Church.  On  both 
occasions  Mr.  Smith  spoke  particularly 
about  the  formation  of  study  classes  in 
missions,  and  told  how  to  term  and  to 
teaeh  them,  it  being  his  especial  function 
to  promote  the  education  o\'  the  people  in 
the  subject. 


For  the  same  general  purpose  of  giving 

information     about      missions,      the     Rev. 
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Sidney  X.  Ussher  visited  IJtica  during 
the  week  from  March  IS  to  25,  and  spoke 
in  six  of  the  Churches  to  very  attentive 
and  interested  congregations.  Mr.  Ussher 
is  not  himself  a  missionary,  hut  has  spent 
more  than  four  years,  in  three  different 
visits,  in  investigating  the  work  of  Christ- 
ian missions  in  the  Orient,  China,  Japan, 
India,  Burmah,  Ceylon,  Syria,  &c.,  and 
what  he  had  to  say  was  truly  illuminating 
to  the  subject.  He  went  also  to  Bingham- 
ton,  and,  as  we  hope,  to  other  places  in  the 
Diocese. 


"Bearing  testimony  to  the  part  taken 
by  American  Missionaries  in  promoting 
the  progress  of  the  Chinese  people.  They 
have  borne  the  light  of  Western  Civil- 
ization into  every  nook  and  corner  of  the 
Empire.  They  have  rendered  inestimable 
service  to  China  by  the  laborious  task  of 
translating  into  the  Chinese  language 
religions  and  scientific  works  of  the  West. 
They  help  us  to  bring  happiness  and  com- 
fort to  the  poor  and  suffering  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  hospitals  and  schools.  The 
awakening  of  China,  which  now  seems  to 
be  at  hand,  may  be  traced  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  hand  of  the  Missionary,

WOMAN'S  WORK. 

I A  paper  written  hv  Mis*  M.  K.  Halsey  in  1885 
Continued. 

On  May  30th,   1875,  two  Lay  Readers, 

one  a  student,  one  a  farmer,  went  to  IVy  s 
Landing,  rive  miles  south  of  Willowdale, 
and  held  the  tirst  service  in  a  small  sell  »1 
house  there.  One  oi  the  women  front 
Grace  Church  went  also  to  play  the  melod- 
eon,  lead  the  responses,  and  help  generally. 
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The  services  were  kept  up  at  intervals  with 
varying  degrees  of  interest  manifested. 
for  five  years,  and  lest  any  one  should 
doubt  about  the  final  result  of  Mission 
work,  or  be  disheartened  by  temporary 
discouragements,  it  should  be  recorded 
that  on  one  occasion  the  "farmer"  Lay 
Reader  went  through  the  entire  service  on 
a  lovely  summer  morning,  only  two  person's 
being  in  attendance,  yet,  because  grace  was 
given  to  persevere,  in  due  time  God  sent 
a  resident  Deacon  to  minister  to  souls, 
and  to  labor,  working  witli  his  own 
hands,  even  in  the  foundation  trench, 
until  St.  Andrew's  Church  stood  fair 
and  finished  ready  for  Consecration 
the  22nd  of  June,  1880:  On  that 
day  the  women  of  that  neighborhood 
brought  the  richest  and  best  refreshments, 
and  spread  a  grand  feast  on  the  lawn,  near; 
the  Church,  for  the  entire  congregation. 
During  these  years  a  Mission  was  kept  up 
for  a  time  in  the  public  hall  at  Fayette 
Station.  Dr.  YanRensselaer  usually 
officiated  there.  Sixteen  souls  were  bap- 
tized. One  woman  out  at  service  in  that 
vicinity  used  to  scrub  and  prepare  the  hall 
for  service,  and.  once  purchased  the  wood 
to  keep  it  warm.  A  woman  from  Grace 
Church  used  to  go  there  every  Sunday  tc 
play,  and  help  the  people  find  the  places  in 
the  Prayer  Book,  and  bring  children  to 
Holy  Baptism.  Another  Mission  was  also 
kept  up  for  a  time  in  a  school  house  three 
miles  north  of  Grace  Church.  Dr. 
YanRensselaer  officiated  there;  a  woman 
from  Grace  Church  going  to  teach  and 
play.  Looking  after  the  necessities  of 
families  in  the  neighborhood  of  each 
Mission  is  a  most  important  branch  of 
woman's  work.  There  are  many  people 
who  do  not  earn  enough  to  feed  and  clothe 
the  whole  family.  They  really  cannot 
attend  the  services,  especially  in  cold 
weather,  when  so  much  clothing  is  re- 
quired, and  often  they  are  very  respectable 
people,  who  could  never  bring  themselves 
to  ask  for  any  relief.  But  it  is  possible 
for  a  woman  to  help  them,  and  that  with- 
out hurting  their  feelings,  even  when  they 
are   most    sensitive.       If    thev    are    once 


assured  of  real  true  friendship  and  sym- 
pathy, the  offer  to  help  sew  or  provide 
material,  comes  quite  naturally  and  givea) 
no  offence.  And  is  it  not  a  great  privilege! 
to  relieve  some  over-worked  person,  and 
thereby  be  instrumental  in  fulfilling!. 
Christ's  promise,  "Come  unto  me  all  ye 
that  labor,  and  I  will  give  you  rest?"  The] 
Sponsorial. office  furnishes  a  wide  field  for 
woman's  work,  and  if  one  dreads  the! 
responsibility  of  standing  for  a  child,  tho 
responsibility  of  refusing  to  stand  is  far 
greater.  What  if  the  child  should  die  un- 
baptized because  we  faithlessly  hesitate  ? 
God  never  requires  a  duty  of  us  without 
giving  grace  for  its  performance,  if  we 
only  ask  it.  In  His  Church,  Lie  has  set 
the  Office  of  Sponsor.  Should  we  not 
thankfully,  eagerly  desire  it.  How  can 
we  heartily  thank  our  Heavenly  Father, 
that  He  hath  called  to  this  "state  of  salva- 
tion," and  not  try  by  all  means  in  our 
power  to  bring  every  soul  to — 

"That  new  and  Heavenly  Birth, 
Which  re-creates  the  Sons  of  Earth, 
Cleansing  from  guilt  of  Adam's  sin, 
The  soul  that  Jesus  died  to  win." 

And  there  are  so  many  unbaptized  adults, 
untaught  and  unconscious  of  their  great 
peril.  A  Church  woman  once  entered  a 
room  where  an  unbaptized  girl  of  18  lay 
dying,  weeping  women  sat  around,  and  one 
of  them  in  utter  ignorance  of  the  true  faith, 
would:  still  exclaim  "she's  a  perfect  little 
angel :  only  last  night  she  sang,  'I  ivant  to 
be  an  angel.'"  A  few  words  were  spoken,  a 
few  miles  driven  and  God's  minister  was 
brought  to  her,  and  she  became,  not  an 
angel — that  she  could  never  be — but  a  far 
higher  privilege  was  hers;  she  was  made 
in  Holy  Baptism  "A  member  of  Christ, 
the  child  of  God,  and  an  inheritor  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven."

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BOOK  NOTICES. 

Tiik  Sunday  School,  In  the  Develop- 
ment of  the  American  Church. — 
Bv  the  Rev.  Oscar  S.  Mitchell,  Rector 
of  Old  St.  John's  Church. 
We  cannot  he  too  often  reminded  of  the 
Overwhelming  importance  of  the  religious 
education  of  the  young  in  our  age  and 
country.  England  has  for  several  years 
"been  going  through  a  crisis  in  the  matter, 
which  has  developed  a  good  deal  of  sectar- 
ian bitterness,  and  the  recent  elections  there 
show  that  it  is  coming  to  a  head,  the  end 
If  which  no  one  can  certainly  foretell. 
But  our  difficulties  are  not  precisely  likq 
those  of  England.  The  divisions  of 
Christendom  long  ago  settled  the  matter 
for  us  that  the  Christian  religion  could 
not  be  definitely  taught  in  our  public 
schools.  Consequently,  if  we  would  have 
our  children  brought  up  in  that  religion, 
there  are  only  two  other  possible  agencies 
by  which  it  can  be  done,  the  home  and  the 
Sunday  School.  We  all  know  how  inade- 
quate the  home  is,  as  it  is  frequently  qpn- 
litituted  and  conducted  in  these  days,  tc 
give  a  thorough  religious  training.  Many 
parents  are  not  themselves  religious,  and 
are  more  apt  to  be  taught  by  their  children 
than  to  teach  them.  Many  good  parents 
hesitate  to  speak  to  their  offspring  on  the 
subject,  and  so  for  one  reason  or  another 
it  is  neglected.  The  Sunday  School,  there-i 
fore,  comes  in  as  the- only  resource;  and  it 
is  well  that  people  should  know  what  has 
been  done,  and  what  is  now  going  on,  to 
make  the  Sunday  School  more  effective. 

Mr.  Mitchell's  book  is  an  attempt  to 
supply  this  knowledge,  and  it  is  filled  with 
useful  information.  Doubtless  many 
people  will  be  surprised  to  learn  how  much 
we  are  indebted  to  our  own  Church  people 
for  the  origin  and  development  of  this 
agency;  and  that  in  the  early  days  of  the 
Nineteenth  Century  some  of  the  more  rigid 
Puritan  and  Calvinistic  bodies  opposed  it 
very  strongly.  It  was  customary  then  to 
teach  reading  and  spelling  and  other  sub- 
jects not  strictly  religious,  and  they 
thought  it  was  a  breach  of  the  fourth  Com- 
mandment. It  is  inspiring,  too,  to  observe 
how  many  of  the  oTeatest  men  in  the  early 


American  Church  were  actively  intei 

in  promoting  the  efficiency  of  the  Sunday 

School,  such  as  Bishops  White,  Hobart. 
Whittingham  and  Bedell,  Dr.  Croswell, 
Dr.  Tyng,  Gregory    and    others.      T 

who  are  familial-  with  the  history  of  St. 
George's  Church,  New  York,  know  well 
what  a  largo  and  flourishing  Sunday  S'-h<»«d 
Dr.  Tyng  had  there  fifty  years  ml-  >. 

Mr.  Mitchell  shows  also  the  various 
schemes  that  have  been  resorted  to  to  accom- 
plish the  desired  result,  the  S.  S.  Union, 
the  Joint  Diocesan  Series,  the  uniform 
lessons,  the  institutes  and  the  commissions, 
all  useful  in  their  time  and  way,  and  each 
one  yielding  to  something  that  was  sup- 
posed to  be  better  adapted  to  the  age.  The 
most  recent  effort  is  the  Commission  move- 
ment, which  started  in  Xew  York  in  1898, 
and  has  spread  largely  over  the  country, 
having  been  adopted  by  twenty-five  dioceses 
in  the  United  States  and  two  in  Canada 
when  this  book  was  published.  We  com- 
mend it  as  a  hand-book  of  information  tr- 
ail who  are  interested,  and  we  wish  that 
might  include  every  man,  woman  and 
child  in  the  Church. 


A  Missions  Catechism.      By    the    Jlev. 
J.  Sanders  Reed,  D.D. 

This  is  the  latest  of  that  remarkable 
set  of  little  books  by  the  same  author, 
called  the  "Pemmican  Scries/'  They  are 
small  in  bulk,  but  contain  a  great  deal  of 
valuable  information  and  suggestion, 
This  Missions  Catechism  is  not  by  any 
means  intended  merely  for  children,  but 
will  be  most  edifying  to  older  people  and 
a  means  of  illuminating  the  ignorance 
which  is  so  unfortunately  prevalent  on  thq 
subject.  Here,  for  example,  is  a  question 
and  answer  which  would  benefit  many  of 
our  parishes,  "lias  the  napkin  theory  of 
Christianity  been  discredited  !  Utterly. 
The  Church  contracts  that  will  not  expand. 
The  Coptic  Church  is  a  mournful  illustra- 
tion of  the  principle.  Missions  are  the 
dynamics  of  religion.  Distance  docs  not 
count.  No  mission  work  is  foreign  to  the 
Church  whose  circumference  is  that  of  the 
round  world." 
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Pro  Fide.  A  Defence  of  Xatttrae  aistd 
Revealed  Religion.  By  Charles 
Harris,  B.D.,  Lecturer  in  Theology,  St. 
David's  College,  Lampeter,  and  Exam- 
ining Chaplain  to  the  Bishop  of  Llan- 
daff. 

This  is  a  hand-hook  of  Apologetics,  and 
we  commend  it  to  the  Clergy  especially  as 
a  must  valuable  work.  Mr.  Harris  is  not 
unfavorable  to  constructive  criticism,  and 
adopts  some  of  the  modern  critical  con- 
clusions with  regard  to  Holy  Scripture; 
but  he  does  not  hesitate  to  call  attention  to 
the  absolutely  unfair  methods  of  some 
critics,  and  far  from  upholding  their  re- 
jection of  miracles,  he  very  strongly  affirms 
that  miracles  are  essential  to  the  adoption 
of  a  divine  revelation.  He  is  very  logical 
and  fair  in  all  his  arguments,  taking  up 
the  objections  of  skeptics  both  in  natural 
and  revealed  religion,  and  answering  each 
one  categorically  and,  as  it  seems  to  us, 
very  satisfactorily.  He  is  entirely  familiar 
with  the  latest  arguments  and  the  most 
recent  research  of  biblical  critics,  and  un- 
hesitatingly affirms  the  soundness  of  the 
Catholic  Faith.  Xot  the  least  important 
feature  of  the  book  is  the  list  of  literary 
works  on  the  subject  treated  in  every 
chapter,  in  which  the  writers  on  both  sidert 
are  include:!.  The  Clergy  will  find  these 
lists  very  helpful  in  ascertaining  what  they 
ought  to  read  on  any  point  in  which  they 
are  particularly  interested.

OBITUARIES. 

Hubert  Munson  Rouse  died  on  Friday. 
February  23rd,  1906,  aged  75.  He  was 
born  on  the  old  farm  at  Paris  Hill,  where 
he  spent  the  years  of  his  long  and  active, 
life.  His  usefulness  in  the  affairs  of  men 
was  attested  in  many  ways.  Wielding 
the  pen  of  a  ready  writer,  his  intelligence 
and  skill  gave  him  prominence  in  the  com- 
munity which  he  always  honored  with  his 
best  endeavor.  For  more  than  forty  years 
he  served  as  vestryman  and  Avar  den  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  leaving  a  record  of  a  very 
clean  and  most  influential  character. 
Genial,  manly,  God-fearing,  he  so  wrought 
that  his  fellow  workmen  "rise  up  and  call 
him  blessed."  It  was  an  ideal  home  which 
he  and  his  good  wife  shaped  on  the  old 
farm.  The  bloom  of  garden  and  field 
typified  beautifully  the  cheer  and  hos- 
pitality of  the  house  within.  Home  at  its 
best,  so  the  going  home  was  from  joy  to 
joy.  The  funeral  was  attended  from  the 
Church  on  Sunday  afternoon,  February 
25th,  and  although  the  day  was  inclement, 
the  house  was  filled  with  sorrowing  friends. 
So  the  wealth  of  the  old  parish  increases — 
its  jewels,  "the  just  made  perfect." 


Edward  Doolittle  died  on  Monday 
morning,  March  12th,  aged  71,  so  the 
record  of  the  mother  parish  reads.  Within 
the  brief  space  of  a  little  more  than  two 
weeks  both  the  wardens  of  St.  Paul's 
Church  pass  to  their  rest.  Mr.  Doolittle 
was  born  on  the  farm  where  he  died,  and 
.where  he  spent  his  entire  life.  His  skill 
and  industry  made  the  farm  an  ideal 
country  home.  No  more  inviting  hos- 
pitality could  be  found  in  our  entire  com- 
munity. The  greater  monument  to  our 
brother's  life's  work  is  surely  in  the  beauti- 
ful home  which  he  and  the  good  wife 
shaped  and  loved  so  well.  For  twenty- 
eight  years  he  was  a  vestryman  of  St. 
Paul's  crowning  it  all  with  twelve  years' 
service  as  warden.  ''Faithful  unto  death," 
we  now  know  is  the  blessed  service  which 
lie  rendered  unstintedly  to  his  Church 
home.       Mr.     Doolittle     and    Mr.     Bouse1 
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entered  the  vestry  about  the  same  time — 
their  terms  of  service  both  as  vestrymen 
and  wardens,  running  parallel  throughout. 
Mr.  Doolittle's  inheritance  on  both  sides 
reached  back  through  the  veteran  workers 
who  gave  of  their  best  to  St.  Paul's. 
His  great  grandfather,  Uri  "Doolittle, 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
parish  and  a  member  of  the  first 
vestry.  His  maternal  grandfather,  David 
Stiles,  was  a  staunch  worker  in  the 
parish,  dying  in  1870  at  the  advanced  age 
of  96.  His  mother  is  yet  living,  having 
just  passed  her  95th  birthday.  We  shall 
miss  the  virile  force  with  which  the  brother 
wrought  in  our  midst.  We  shall  miss  the 
steadfastness  and  courage  he  illustrated  so 
completely,  but  the  gain  of  the  home-going 
is  all  ours,  we,  with  him,  "standing  ever  in 
the  light."  Amidst  a  great  concourse  of 
neighbors  and  friends,  the  funeral  was 
attended  from  the  old  homestead  on  Wed- 
nesday afternoon,  March  14th. 


Henry  T.  Utley. 

The  Vestry  of  Grace  Church,  Water- 
ville,  N.  Y.,  at  a  special  meeting  held  on 
March  1st,  1906,  to  take  action  on  the 
death  of  their  fellow- Vestryman,  Hon. 
Henry  T.  ITtley,  unanimously  adopted  the 
following  minute,  to  wit : 

uh\  the  death  of  Hon.  Henry  T.  Utley, 
Waterville  has  lost  one  of  its  foremost 
citizens  and  the  parish  of  Grace  Church 
one  of  its  oldest  and  most  interested  mem- 
bers. Elected  to  the  Vestry  in  1870,  he 
served  in  that  body,  continuously,  until 
he  entered  into  rest.  Earnest  and  faithful, 
he  was  always  in  his  place,  unless  kept 
away  by  some  serious  cause.  A  true 
gentleman  of  the  old  school,  he  was  highly 
esteemed  and  much  beloved  by  a  large 
circle  of  friends.  In  his  chosen  profession, 
in  his  life  as  a  citizen,  and  as  a  holder  of 
public  ofiice,  he  stood  firmly  for  profes- 
sional purity,  civic  righteousness,  the  im- 
partial enforcement  of  law,  and  for  ab- 
solute fairness  and  justice  in  all  things. 

For  all  that  he  has  been  to  us,  as  a 
Vestry  and  as  a  parish,  but  more  for  all 
that  he  was  in  himself,  we  mourn  his  loss. 


To  his  family  we  offer  our  sincere  sym- 
pathy.

CHRIST  CHURCH,  SACKETTS'  HARBOR,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  illustration,  i 

Sacketts'  Harbor  i-  beautifully  situs 
about  a  little  cove  <>n  the  Bouth  side  of 
Black  River  Bay.  In  1801  Mr.  Augustui 
Sacket  settled  at  the  harbor  giving  his 
name  to  the  place.  In  1801)  Air.  Elisha 
Camp  came,  and  in  1811)  Mr.  John  Can- 
field.  It  was  the  members  of  t1h-<- 
families  who  organized  Christ  ( Jhurch 
parish  in  1821.  Previous  to  this  occasion 
services  had  been  held  at  different  places 
in  the  village  for  some  time.  In  1^23  the 
building  that  is  still  standing  was  erected. 
It  is  a  stone  structure  40  x  (50  feet  in  the 
plain  puritan  style  of  the  period.  The 
erection  of  this  building  must  have  been 
a  great  undertaking,  as  at  that  time  there 
were  only  two  or  three  communicants  in 
the  parish.  The  structure  was  nor  com- 
pleted until  1833,  when  it  was  consecrated 
by  Bishop  Onderdonk  on  June  1st.  the 
first  Church  consecrated  in  Jefferson 
County. 

As  then  arranged,  the  pulpit  stood  in 
the  east  end  with  the  lectern  in  front  of 
it,  the  prayer  desk  in  front  of  the  lectern 
and  the  communion  table  in  front  of  the 
praver  desk,  all  of  which  was  inclosed  with 
a  semicircular  balustrade  which  served  as 
altar-rail.  The  communion  table  is  still 
in  the  Church,  but  not  now  used  for  its 
original  purpose. 

In  about  1850  some  changes  were  made, 
an  altar  with  reredos  .was  put  in  the  place 
of  the  pnlpit,  and  the  organ  was  taken 
from  the  gallery  and  placed  in  the  chancel. 
two  of  the  box-pews  being  removed  for  tlu 
purpose.  This  pipe  organ,  purchased  in 
1832,  i>  still  in  use — a  very  good  one  for 
one  so  old.  In  1886  quite  extensive  repairs 
were  made  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Theodore 
Cantiold,     who     has     nursed     the     parish 
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through  many  a  stress  and  storm,  and  who 
gave  to  it  a  memorial  fund  of  $5,000.00 
in  1896,  the  income  to  be  used  to  pay  the 
Rector's  salary.  In  1892  a  very  comfort- 
able rectory  was  purchased.  In  1900  the 
cliancel  was  re-arranged,  the  floor  wholly 
carpeted,  the  walls  frescoed  in  oil,  and  a 
number  of  memorials  placed  in  the  Church. 
The  most  notable  of  these  was  an  altar, 
Teredos  and  rail  given  bv  Mr.  George  Hall. 
of  Ogdensburg,  in  memory  of  his  mother. 

Space  will  not  permit  to  tell  of  all  the 
interesting  events  or  prominent  people 
who  have  been  connected  with  the  parish. 
One  of  particular  interest  was  the  ordina- 
tion to  the  priesthood  by  Bishop  DeLancy 
in  1850  of  Benjamin  Whipple,  afterwards 
the  noted  Bishop.  We  would  like  to  put  e 
leeturii  in  the  Church  in  memory  of  this 
event. 

To-day  the  parish  is  in  good  condition, 
with  about  one  hundred  communicants 
and  a  Sunday  School  of  about  seventy-five 
scholars.  It  is  subject  to  a  good  deal  of 
fluctuation  because  of  the  U.  S.  garrison 
situated  here.  There  have  been  seven  hun- 
dred and  eighty-one  baptisms,  performed 
by  twenty-eight  Clergymen,  and  four 
hundred  and  twenty-three  confirmations 
performed  by  seven  Bishops.  Sixty-four 
of  the  baptisms  and  fifty-two  of  the  con- 
firmations have  been  during  the  present 
Bectorate,  which  shows  that  the  parish  con- 
tinues to  hold  its  own  in  a  village  that  has 
not  grown  but  rather  declined.

EASTER  GREETING. 
The  Gospel  Messenger  goes  out  with 
a  cordial  Easter  greeting  to  each  one  of  its 
readers,  trusting  that  they  all  have  found 
comfort  and  hope  in  the  blessed  teaching 
of  the  season.  Indeed,  the  Messenger's 
name  makes  it  peculiarly  appropriate  that 
it  should  emphasize  the  Easter  lesson,  in 
view  of  the  pre-eminence  of  the  Resurrec- 
tion in  the  "Gospel,"  as  shown  by  St.  Paul. 
"I  declare  unto  you,  brethren,"  he  says, 
"the  gospel  which  I  preached  unto  you, 
which  also  ye  have  received,  and  wherein 
ye  stand.  For  I  delivered  unto  you  first 
of  all  that  which  I  also  received,  how  thai, 
Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to  the 
Scriptures,  and  that  lie  was  buried,  and 
that  He  rose  again  the  third  day  according 
to  the  Scriptures,"  and  then  lie  goes  on  t<> 
tell  how  often  and  by  whom  the  risen  Lord 
was  seen  after  His  resurrection.  Both  of 
the  great  fundamental  hopes  of  the  human 
heart  find  their  assurance  in  that  gospel — 
the  hope  of  pardon  and  deliverance  from 
sin,  and  the  hope  of  rising  again  and 
deliverance  from  the  power  of  death.  And 
observe,  too,  the  source  of  this  Gospel.  St 
Paul  had  "received"  it;  the  Corinthians 
had  "received"  it.  They  did  not  dis< 
it,  nor  reason  it  out— it  came  to  them  as  a 
revelation,  and  they  received  it.  Sappy 
shall  we  be  it'  we  receive  it,  too,  as  it  has 
been  given  to  us  in  the  Scriptures  and  the 
Creeds,  and  <\o  nol  deprive  it  of  all  its 
beautiful  and  helpful  meaning  by  attempt- 
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ing  to  make  it  square  with  our  experience 
in  the  affairs  of  every  day  life.  It  is  true 
that  Ave  have  never  seen  any  one  who  was 
dead  and  buried  come  forth  alive  again 
from  the  tomb,  but  there  is  no  better  at- 
tested fact  of  history  than  that  Jesus 
Christ  did  so  come  forth,  and  that  fact  is 
the  keystone  of  His  Gospel.

SPIRITUAL  INTERPRETATION. 

The  religion  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
is  unquestionably  a  spiritual  religion.  Its 
chief  purpose  is  the  moral  and  spiritual 
regeneration  of  mankind.  It  seeks  to  with- 
draw the  affections  of  men  from  things  on 
the  earth,  and  to  fix  them  on  things  above ; 
to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  men  that 
"the  things  which  are  seen  are  temporal, 
but  that  the  things  which  are  not  seen  are 
eternal."  But  at  the  same  time  it  is  not 
so  unnatural,  nor  so  unphilosdphical,  as  to 
ignore  the  fact  that  man  has  a  body  as  well 
as  a  sonl,  and  that  his  nature  is  only  com- 
plete in  the  union  of  the  two.  So  far  as 
avc  know  anything  about  man,  his  body  is 
the  instrument  and  agent  of  his  spirit,  and 
both  his  virtues  and  his  faults  find  their 
expression  through  the  body.  The  seeing 
eye,  the  speaking  tongue,  the  hearing  ear, 
are  the  means  by  which  he  receives  the 
knowledge  of  God,  as  they  are  likewise 
the  means  by  which  he  is  tempted  to  sin. 
The  Gospel  of  Christ,  therefore,  did  not 
ignore  the  bodily  part  of  man's  nature  in 
its  renewing  and  improving  work.  Indeed, 
it  shows  the  completeness  of  God's  redeem- 
ing work  that  it  took  shape  in  the  Incarna- 
tion of  the  Divine,  that  is  to  say,  that  the 
Son  of  God  took  to  Himself  a  human  body 
as  well  as  a  human  soul,  and  thus  sancti- 
fied and  glorified  our  nature  in  its  entirety. 
This  is  the  fundamental  fact  of  the  Gospel, 
that  "the  Word,  which  was  in  the  begin- 
ning with  God,  which  is  God,  was  made 
flesh  and  dwelt  among  us/J  as  it  is  ex- 
pressed in  Scripture;  or  as  it  is  formulated 
in  the  Creed,  "the  Only  begotten  Son  of 
God  came  down  from  heaven,  and  was  in- 
carnate  by  the  Holy  Ghost  of  the  Virgin 
Mary,  and  was  made  man."  iVow  what 
do  we  mean  by  "spiritually  interpreting" 


this  fact  ?  Is  it  that  the  Son  of  God  di 
not  come  in  the  flesh,  but  that  He  wh 
wTas  called  Christ  was  only  an  appearand 
a  phantasm  ?  That  is  a  very  ancient  ides 
and  was  put  forth  even  in  apostolic  day 
by  those  who  were  known  as  Gnostics  o 
Docetists — but  the  trouble  with  it  is  tha 
St.  John  declared  that  if  any  man  sai<| 
that,  he  was  "antichrist."  "Beloved,"  hi 
says,  "believe  not  every  spirit,  but  try  thi 
spirits  whether  they  are  of  God — ever 
spirit  that  confesseth  not  that  Jesus  Chris 
is  come  in  the  flesh  is  not  of  God ;  and  thi 
is  the  spirit  of  antichrist,"  &c.  Evident! 
the  Beloved  Disciple  thought  that  "the 
Church  would  commit  suicide,"  if  it  were 
to  permit  any  such  interpretation. 

And  when  we  come  to  the  point  oi 
spiritually  interpreting  the  Virgin  Birtl 
of  Christ,  wTe  confess  that  we  do  not  under- 
stand what  is  meant  by  it.  Jesus  w^a 
either  born  of  a  Virgin  or  He  was  not,  anc 
to  "interpret"  it  into  a  contradiction  of 
the  fact  is  mere  self-stultification.  If  in 
terpretation  means  contradiction,  what  I 
the  use  of  the  original  statement  ?  Must 
there  not  be  a  weakening  and  benumbing 
of  the  moral  sense  by  persisting  in  such 
affirmation  ?  Surely,  some  other  manner 
of  expressing  the  thing  that  is  believed 
would  be  far  more  edifying.  The  antiquity 
of  an  article  of  the  Creed  is  a  matter  of  no 
consequence,  if  the  physical  fact  which  it 
expresses  is  false. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  any 
article  of  the  Creed  has  ever  admitted  of 
an  interpretation,  which  denies  the  state- 
ments of  Scripture  on  which  it  is  founded. 
With  regard  to  the  resurrection  of  our 
human  bodies,  for  example,  it  may  be  that 
some  men  think  differently  from  others 
as  to  the  nature  of  the  resurrection  body; 
it  may  be  that  in  early  days  many  had  a 
very  carnal  idea  about  it;  but  the  fact 
remains  that  the  Creed  still  affirms  that 
the  body  is  to  rise  again,  not  the  soul  which 
was  never  buried ;  and  that  St.  Paul  him- 
self has  told  us  that  "it  is  raised  a  spiritual 
body,"  changed  from  that  which  is  buried, 
and  every  Minister  of  this  Church  who 
officiates  at  a  burial,  declares  at  the  solemn 
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lOment  of  committing  the  body  to  the 
round,  that  "the  earth  and  the  sea  shall 
ive  up  their  dead,  and  the  corruptible 
)dies  of  those  who  sleep  in  Him  shall  be 
i&nged,  and  made  like  unto  His  own 
lorious  Body,  according  to  the  mighty 
orking  Avhereby  He  is  able  to  subdue  all 
lings  unto  Himself."  If  a  man  who  uses 
lese  words  does  not  interpret  them  as 
leaning  what  they  say,  it  is  not  a  matter 
f  much  consequence  to  other  people. 
>ut  when  we  come  to  the  Kesurrection  of 
ur  Lord  Himself,  it  is  a  very  different 
ling,  for  after  all,  the  whole  system 
epends  upon  that.  "If  Christ  be  not 
used,  your  faith  is  vain;  ye  are  yet  in 
our  sins,"  is  what  the  Apostle  says  about 
I  and  no  one  can  pretend  that  St.  Paul 
leant  to  teach  that  it  was  Christ's  Soul 
It  was  "raised."  Souls  do  not  die  when 
ley  depart  from  the  body — souls  are  not 
uried  in  the  ground — souls  do  not  rise 
min.  That  there  is  such  a  thing  as 
■ritual  resurrection  we  all  acknowledge, 
I  course.  "Buried  with  Christ  in  bap- 
sm,  Ave  are  raised  with  Him  unto  newness^ 
f  life,"  but  that  is  not  what  St.  Paul  is 
dking  about  Avhen  he  says  that  "Christ 
i  risen  from  the  dead."     Our  Lord  knew 

0  sin,  consequently  it  was  not  necessary 
>r  Him  to  rise  to  newness  of  life.  In 
lort,  the  Kesurrection  of  Christ  was 
Dthing  at  all  if  it  was  not  the  coming 
)rth  of  His  Body  from  Joseph's  tomb, 
Rive  forevermore,"  a  physical  as  well  as 

spiritual  fact,  which  no  interpretation 
m  do  anything  with  except  to  affirm  or 
►  deny. 

And  the  Church  that  admits  of  the 
ferial  of  that  cardinal  fact  by  her 
.ithorized  teachers,  is  the  Church  that 
)iiunits  suicide.     One  may  find  the  proof 

1  that  in  the  corpses  of  dead  sects,  which 
be  denied  the  faith  and  now  lie  strown 
ong  the  shores  of  Time.  There  is  no 
kasion  to  fear  for  the  continued  existence 
'  the  Church  which  holds  forth  the  pure 
ford  of  God,  in  the  sacred  Scriptures  of 
le  Old  and  New  Testaments,  accepting 
lose  Scriptures  as  they  are,  and  not  re- 
Iting  as  interpolations  the  passages  that 
)  not  suit  our  preconceived  notions — the 


Church  that  speaks  the  truth  in  love  and 
earnestly  contends  for  the  faith  once  for 
all  delivered  to  the  saints — the  Church 
which  stands  faithfully  and  fearlessly  on 
the  Rock  on  which  the  Lord  originally 
built  His  Church— "Thou  art  the  Christ, 
the  Son  of  the  Living  God." 


Many  of  the  dangers  and  evil  efror-ts  of 
so-called  "spiritual  interpretation"  of  Holy 
Scripture  are  already  quite  apparent 
among  those  who  have  resorted  to  it  in 
matters  not  directly  concerning  the  faith, 
but  such  as  concern  the  polity  of  the 
Church  and  the  use  of  the  Sacraments. 
The  division  of  Christendom  into  a  multi- 
tude of  sects,  than  which  nothing  in  the 
world  so  hinders  the  work  of  Christ  among 
men,  is  the  result  of  this  principle,  ignor- 
ing, as  it  does  the  idea  of  the  Unity  of  the 
Body  of  Christ,  and  evaporating  the  or- 
ganic structure  of  it  as  a  matter  of  no 
consequence.  The  article  of  the  Creed 
concerning  the  holy  Catholic  Church  and 
all  the  passages  of  Scripture  which  up- 
hold it,  are  interpreted  in  such  a  way  as 
to  make  it  appear  that  Christ  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  structure  of  the  Church,  and 
that  it  is  wholly  a  spiritual  and  invisible 
thing  that  is  intended.  Consequently  it 
is  supposed  that  every  man  or  woman  who 
has  a  vision,  a  doctrine,  an  interpretation, 
has  as  much  right  to  get  up  a  Church  as 
Christ  had,  and  that  the  new  one  is  of  the 
same  value  and  authority  as  the  old.  per- 
haps more. 

In  like  manner  the  interpretation  of  tho 
passages  of  the  Xew  Testament  that  refer 
to  the  Sacraments  is  so  entirely  spiritual; 
that  it  has  become  a  matter  of  indifference 
with  some  ministers  whether  they  make 
use  of  them  at  all  or  not  ;  ami  if  they  (\o 
undertake  to  administer  them  they  make 
no  pretense  of  confoming  to  the  institution 
of  the  Lord  Himself  and  of  the  Apostles. 
In  many  instances  wine  is  not  used  in  the 
Holy  Communion,  but  some  substitute  for 
it  such  as  may  he  convenient.  And  as  (ov 
Baptism,  the  very  meaning  o\'  which  word 
is  "washing,"  and  necessarily  implies  the 
application  of  water  in  greater  or  less 
quantity,   it   has   become   s«>   spiritualized 
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that  among  those  who  profess  to  be  pedo-B 
baptists,  i.  e.,  baptizers  of  children,  many^ 
children  are  not  baptized  now-a-days,  and 
of  those  that  are  supposed  to  be  baptized, 
sometimes  no  one  knows  whether  the  water 
comes  in  contact  with  their  persons,  and 
sometimes  water  is  not  even  ostensibly 
used  at  all.  We  know  of  such  instances 
as  the  following:  Six  or  eight  boys  from 
ten  to  twelve  years  of  age  stood  up  before 
the  minister,  and  he  simply  put  the  ends 
of  his  fingers  in  the  water  and  sprinkled 
it  towards  them  all  at  once,  thereby  intend- 
ing to  baptize  them  in  a  bunch.  Again, 
a  minister,  called  to  baptize  a  sick  child, 
actually  stood  outside  the  door  of  the  room 
and  said  a  prayer,  not  even  having  the 
child  in  sight,  and  as  for  water — well,  that 
was  interpreted  spiritually! 

Now,  we  do  not  wish  to  say  anything 
severe  about  anybody,  but  it  is  certainly 
time  to  caution  the  Clergy  as  to  this  matter 
of  Baptism.  People  are  applying  con- 
stantly to  them  for  Confirmation,  whose 
baptism  they  have  not  themselves  ad- 
ministered, and  concerning  which  the 
applicants  may  be  very  uncertain.  It 
behoves  them,  therefore,  to  be  as  parti- 
cular as  possible  with  regard  to  the  matter. 
It  is  not  commonly  considered  in  the 
Church  that  the  minister  of  baptism  must 
necessarily  be  an  ordained  man;  but  it 
is  essential  that  water  be  applied  to  tlie 
person,  in  the  Xame  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  if 
there  is  not  pretty  confident  assurance  that 
this  has  been  done,  then  it  is  much  better 
to  have  hypothetical  baptism  before 
]) resenting  candidates  for  Confirmation. 
In  that  way  every  requirement  will  be 
complied  with,  and  every  scruple  or 
objection  carefully  avoided. 


GENERAL  NEWS. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which 
a  course  of  lectures  for  the  Clergy  will  be 
given  at  the  Cathedral  of  All  Saints, 
Albany,  X.  Y.,  beginning  on  the  afternoon 
of  Monday,  June  25th,  and  continuing 
until   Saturday  noon,  June  30th.

Rev.  William  M.  Groton,  Dean  of  tin 
Philadelphia  Divinity  School ;  the  Rev

Church,  Newark,  K  J. ;  the  Rev.  S.  C

The  Rt.  Rev.  Benjamin  Wistar  Morris 
D.D.,  the  aged  Bishop  of  Oregon,  died  ir 
Portland,  Ore.,  on  April  7th.  He  wl 
born  May  30th,  1819,  and  consequently 
was  only  two  days  younger  than  Bishoj 
Huntington,  and  having  been  consecratec 
on  December  3rd,  1868,  he  entered  th( 
episcopate  about  four  months  earlier  thai) 
he.  A  Coadjutor  was  elected  to  assist 
him-  two  years  ago,  but  he  declined,  ant 
so  the  venerable  man  went  on  to  the  end 
without  assistance.  At  first  he  had  charge! 
of  both  Oregon  and  Washington  territory 
as  a  Missionary  Bishop,  then  Washington 
became  a  separate  jurisdiction  in  1880. 
and  in  1889  Oregon  became  a  diocese,  and 
Washington  was  divided  into  two  Mission- 
ary Districts  called  Olympia  and  Spokane. 
So  that  now  there  are  three  Bishops  over 
the  territory  which  Bishop  Morris  origin- 
ally had  alone. 
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The  whole  world  sympathizes  with  Cali- 
fornia in  its  terrible  affliction  of  earth- 
quake and  fire,  and  people  are  generously 
pouring  out  their  money  to  aid  the 
sufferers  in  -  their  immediate  temporal 
necessities.  We  shall  have  to  show  our 
sympathy  in  the  same  way  with  the 
Bishops  and  Rectors  of  Churches  in  the 
rehnilding  of  the  structures  that  have  been 
destroyed  and  other  ecclesiastical  losses. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
in  New  York  has  kindly  offered  to  receive 
and  forward  any  gift  that  may  he  sent 
through  the  Bishops  of  California  and 
Sacramento  for  such  things  as  may  be 
expected  of  them  in  the  present  distress. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

Mr.  William  G.  Harvey,  of  wtiose  kind 
offer  of  service  Ave  made  mention  last 
month,  has  been  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
with  consent  of.  the  Diocesan  Committee 
in  charge  of  the  Missionary  Thank  Offer- 
ing, to  solicit  contributions  for  that  object. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  M.  T.  0«  devised  a 
uplan"  for  raising  money  for  it,  a  full 
account  of  which  was  given  in  the  Gospel 
Messenger  more  than  a  year  ago.  That 
plan  involved  an  enrolling  of  the  names 
of  all  the  men  in  the  Church,  in  what  is 
to  be  called  the  "muster  roll,"  to  be  kept 
at  the  Missions  House  in  'New  York,  and 
that  a  personal  appeal  should  be  made  to 
each  man  to  give  to  the  Thank  Offering. 
Notices  of  this  were  also  sent  to  each  of 
the  Clergy,  requesting  them  to  put  it  into 
operation  in  their  parishes.  So  far  as  we 
have  heard,  but  few  of  them  have  acted 
upon  this  request,  and  some  have  objected 
to  the  "plan,"  and  seem  to  be  unwilling 
to  have  it  carried  out  in  their  congrega- 
tions. We  are  very  sorry  for  this,  because 
the  objections  do  not  appeal  to  us  as  being 
particularly  valid;  but  it  is  not  necessary 
that  the  Diocese  should  make  no  Thank 
Offering  on  that  account.  It  is  certainly 
better  that  Central  New  York  should  be 
^presented  among  the  contributors  at 
Richmond. in  1007,  than  that  her  name 


should  he  missing  on  such  a  great  occasion, 

and  whether  it  is  gotten  in  one  way  or 
another,  we  earnestly  trust  that  the  men 
of  the  Diocese  will  not  send  their  repre- 
sentatives   to    that    General     Convention 

without  an  offering  of  some  sort.  We  com- 
mend Mr.  Harvey,  therefore,  to  the  kind 
attention  of  the  Clergymen  and  the  lay- 
men to  whom  ho  shall  appeal,  confidently 
believing  that  they  will  not  let  the  authori- 
ties of  the  Diocese  hang  their  heads  in 
shame,  when  the  roll  is  called  at  the  three 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  the  Church  on  American  shores. 


Encouraging  reports  have  come  to  ns 
from  various  quarters  concerning  the 
services,  communions  and  offerings  on 
Easter  Day.  Several  of  the  Clergy  have 
said  that  their  offerings  were  the  largest 
they  have  ever  had  in  their  respective 
parishes,  and  in  one  case,  as  will  be  seen 
in  the  Parochial  Xotes,  the  total  was  over 
$16,000  for  the  debt  on  the  Church.  All 
this  is  no  more  than  ought  to  he  expected, 
we  suppose,  considering  the  remarkable 
prosperity  of  the  country,  from  which  the 
Church  certainly  ought  to  profit. 


The  following  telegram  was  received  by 
the  Bishop  on  Saturday,  April  21st,  and 
immediately  sent  to  the  papers  for  publica- 
tion in  [Jtica  and  Syracuse.  It  is  not  too 
late  for  it  to  be  observed  by  any  in  the 
Diocese,  who  wish  to  contribute  to  the 
restoration  of  ruined  Churches  in  Cali- 
fornia, or  any  oilier  needs  that  the  Bishops 
may   have:

Mortgage   of   $16,210    is    Paid    Off   To-day. 


From  subscriptions  and  donations  paid  at 
yesterday's  services  at  Trinity  Memorial 
Church  the  entire  Church  debt,  amounting  to 
$1G,210,  was  paid  off  to-day  and  the  church  is 
now  free  from  debt. 

The  officials  have  been  planning  for  this 
result  since  January  1st.  The  age  of  the  parish 
is  but  20  years,  and  the  present  Church  build- 
ing has  been  built  only  nine  years.  The 
Church  now  has  a  property  worth  about 
$100,000  free  from  debt.

consecrated     on    Whitsunday,     June     3d. 

Our   congratulations   are   extended   to  the 

Rector,  vestry  and  congregation  of  Trinity 

Church   on   this  result  of  their  hard  and

St.  John's  Church.,  Cape  Vincent. — 
The  Rev.  Chas.  Xoyes  Tyndell,  Rector. 
We  have  already  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  a  new  organ  was  soon  to  be  placed 
in  this  Church,  and  we  are  glad  to  learn 
from  the  following  account  that  it  has  now 
been  acomplished.  The  Cape  Vincent 
Eagle  of  April  12th,  has  this  notice: 

"On  Sunday  last,  Palm  Sunday,  the 
new  pipe  organ,,  recently  built  for  St. 
John's  Church,  was  formally  dedicated 
and  used  for  the  first  time  in  public 
worship.  The  organ  is  one  of  the  finest 
obtainable,  being  the  most  improved  type 
of  tubular-pneumatic  organ  built  by  the 
Estey  Organ  Co.  It  is  a  handsome  instru- 
ment, the  exposed  pipes  being  finished  in 
gold-leaf  and  the  case-work  and  accessories 
of  quarter-sawed  oak,  goldenwaxed  finish. 

Perhaps  nothing  shows  so  fully  what 
organized  effort  and  real  zeal  can  accom- 
plish, as  the  securing  of  the  funds  for  this 
organ.  The  entire  amount  needed  was 
subscribed,  the  matter  considered  and  the 
contract  signed  in  less  than  three  months 
from  the  time  Mr.  Tyndell  first  put  the 
matter  before  the  vestry.  And  now  not 
only  the  people  of  St.  John's,  but  the 
townspeople,  may  be  proud  of  the  posses- 
sion of  so  fine  an  instrument."

OBITUARIES. 

Our  sympathies  go  out  very  strongly  t<. 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Osgood  E.  Derrick,  of  Water- 
town,  in  the  recent  loss  of  his  wife,  with 
whom  he  had  lived  more  than  fifty  year-. 
Mrs.  Derrick  had  been  a  sufferer  from 
rheumatism,  for  a  long  time,  and  was  fre- 
quently very  much  disabled  by  it.  Recently, 
however,  she  had  been  able  to  get  about  the 
house,  and  occasionally  went  out,  and  her 
friends  had  reason  to  hope  that  she  mighl 
be  spared  to  them  for  some  years  to  come. 
But  on  Wednesday,  April  4th,  she  was 
stricken  down  suddenly  with  a  shuck  of 
paralysis,  became  unconscious  the  next 
day,  and  died  on  Friday  evening,  April 
6th.  The  funeral  was  from  St.  Paul's 
Church  on  Monday,  the  9th,  and  was  con- 
ducted  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shaw,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Saphore,  Rector  of  the  Church, 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Herrick  have  lived  in  Water- 
town  since  1890,  when  he  retired  from 
duty  as  Chaplain  in  the  United  State. 
Army. 


We  also  regret  to  record  the  death  of 
Miss  Minnie  F.  Palmer,  of  Utica,  who 
was  buried  from  her  mother's  residence 
on  Tuesday  after  Easter,  April  17th.  Mis- 
Palmer  was  a  Churchwoman  with  strong 
convictions,  and  also  with  a  strong  sense 
of  duty  to  the  Church  as  well  as  at  home. 
She  Avas  actively  engaged  for  years  in  the 
Ladies'  Volunteer  Choir  and  also  in  the 
Altar  Society  of  Grace  Church,  and  at  the 
same  time  she  was  a  most  devoted  daughter, 
alwavs  giving  ;i  great  deal  of  loving  care 
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to  her  widowed  mother,  with  whom  alone 
she  had  lived  for  many  years. 


The  following  is  taken  from  the  Auburn 
Daily  Advertiser  of  April  11th: 

"Unfeigned  sorrow  is  felt  by  an  unusu- 
ally wide  circle  of  friends  at  the  passing 
away  of  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Woodruff  Titus, 
wife  of  Henry  D.  Titus,  which  occurred 
at  her  home  in  Grover  Street  last  evening 
at  7 :30  o'clock.  She  had  been  ill  of 
tonsilitis  and  pneumonia  for  a  fortnight, 
and  her  life  had  been  despaired  of  for  the 
past  two  days,  and  yet  the  end  came  sud- 
denly, plunging  family  and  friends  into 
deepest  grief. 

Funeral  services  will  be  held  at  the 
family  home,  No.  21  Grover  Street,  on 
Friday,  April  13th,  at  2:30  o'clock.  Bur- 
ial at  Fort  Hill  Cenctery." 

To  Mr.  Titus,  who  is  one  of  the  Wardens 
of  St.  Peter's  Church,  and  to  his  afflicted 
family,  we  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathy. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Christlcr,  Dr.  BrainardV* 
assistant,  officiated  at  the  funeral. 


The  following  has  been  sent  to  us  by  the 
Rector  of  the  Church  at  Guilford : 

"In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Lucia  A.  Clark, 
which  occurred  on  Saturday,  April  21,' 
1906.  Guilford  has  lost  one  of  its  oldest, 
most  esteemed  and  valued  residents.  Born 
on  October  22d,  1816,  her  life  was  pro- 
longed considerably  beyond  the  allotted 
span  of  human  existence  and  reached  the 
unusual  period  of  89  and  a  half  years. 
She  was  the  survivor  of  all  her  father's 
family. 

In  1843  she  became  the  wife  of  Dr. 
John  Clark,  of  Guilford,  and  after  31 
years  of  a  singularly  happy  married  life, 
was  Left  a  widow  with  three  sons,  all  of 
whom  are  living,  namely  John  Clark, 
whose  home  is  in  Utica;  Dr.  Paris  G. 
Clark,  of  Unadilla,  and  Dr.  R.  Marvin 
Clark,  of  Guilford. 

Her  life  was  made  beautiful  by  a  gener- 
ous self-forget  fulness  and  consideration 
for  the  welfare  of  others.  She  was  a 
faithful  attendant,  a  devout  communicant 
and  m  generous  contributor  to  the  Church 


which  she  loved;  but  her  sympathies  were 
never  narrow  and  were  always  ready  to  be 
enlisted  in  behalf  of  every  good  work  and 
every  effort  to  extend  the  Kingdom  of  God 
upon  earth.  Her  strong,  but  gentle  and 
gracious  personality  exerted  its  beneficent 
influence  not  only  upon  the  members  of 
her  own  immediate  household,  by  whom 
she  was  ever  held  in  the  highest  esteem 
and  affection,  but  upon  all  with  whom  sho 
came  in  contact.  A  life  in  which  the 
graces  of  benevolence,  devotion  and  self- 
effacement  had  become  so  fully  developed, 
surely  cannot  fail  to  merit  the  promised 
recompense  of  charity  and  the  gracious 
acceptance  of  its  services. 

May  she  rest   in  peace   and  may  per' 
petual  light  shine  upon  her." 


WOMAN'S  WORK. 

[A  paper  written  by  Miss  M.  E).  Halsey  in  1883.] 
Concluded. 

Another  work  which  should  claim 
woman's  warmest  interest  is  that  in  the 
County  Poor  Houses.  So  many  of  them 
are  without  Christian  instruction  of  any 
kind.  One  of  the  women  of  Grace  Church 
has  visited  the  Seneca  County  House  as 
often  as  possible  during  the  last  five  years, 
and  she  feels  more  deeply  every  day  the 
absolute  necessity  of  constant  ministra- 
tions there.  It  is  impossible  to  help  people 
spiritually  unless  you  win  their  confidence, 
and  it  requires  many  interviews  to  do  that. 
The  incidents  there  are  very  affecting. 
Once,  while  prayers  were  being  said  with 
one  sick  man,  another  in  a  bed  in  the  op- 
posite corner  was  heard  to  say,  "God  be 
merciful  to  me  a  sinner."  Who  can  doubt 
that  his  prayer  was  answered,  for  to  him 
it  was.  granted  that  he  should  have  a  priest 
with  him  when  he  died  the  following  Sun- 
day. One  man,  when  asked  where  he  used 
to  go  to  Church,  replied  that  he  Was  "born 
on  a  raft  on  the  Susquehannah,  and  knew, 
no  Church  but  the  canal."  When  poor  old 
Mag  died/ the  last  words  she  uttered  was 
the  Lord's  Prayer,  yet  she,  by  her  own 
account,  had  led  a  very  rough  life,  and 
never  had  been  taught  to  read.  She  was 
most  kind  and  loving  to  a  poor  little  child, 
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Miose  mother  was  incapable  of  taking  care 
of  it.  If  women  would  only  'visit  tho 
County  Houses,  they  would  see  and  hear 
tilings  far  surpassing  any  recorded  in  the 
most  pathetic  novels. 

When  a  resident  Priest  took  charge  of 
Grace  and  St.  Andrew's,  he  organized  a 
Mission  in  the  public  hall  of  Komulus, 
eleven  miles  from  Grace  Church,  the  first 
service  was  held  Advent  Sunday,  1882,  by 
the  following  Low  Sunday,  12  adults 
presented  themselves  for  Holy  Baptism. 
Xow  St.  Stephen's  Church  is  nearly 
finished,  and  a  faithful  and  devout  con- 
gregation worship  there.  The  women  of 
[Romulus  have  willingly,  gladly,  given 
loving  service  to  the  Church,  one  especially 
constantly  adorns  the  Church  with  the  most 
beautiful  flowers,  gathering  them  unspar- 
ingly. ~No  wonder  that  her  plants  bloom 
witli  unequalled  profusion  and  sweetness. 
Twelve  years  have  passed  since  that  first 
service  in  the  dining  room  at  Willowdale, 
and  God  has  been  graciously  pleased  to 
allow  many  women  to  aid,  in  various  ways, 
the  Mission  work  carried  on  by  His  -de- 
voted Priests  in  that  neighborhood.  ~No 
account  of  Mission  work  in  that  vicinity 
can  be  written  without  loving,  reverent 
mention  of  Dr.  Ayrault,  to  whose  careful 
instructions,  unfailing  interest  and  inter- 
cessions, so  much  of  the  success  of  tho 
missions  is  due.  One  hundred  souls  have 
been  baptised  in  Grace  Church,  and  large 
numbers  at  the  other  stations.  St.  Faith's 
Guild,  of  Grace  Church,  meets  every  Tues- 
day from  3  to  5  p.  m.,  at  one  of  the  farm 
houses  near  the  Church ;  they  alter,  repair 
or  make  articles  for  distribution,  take  care 
of  the  sick,  visit  the  County  House,  em- 
broider for  the  Altar,  bring  souls  to  Holy 
baptism,  and  do  all  in  their  power  to  assist 
the  Priest  in  parish  work  of  all  kinds. 

A  very  important  branch  of  woman's 
work  has  been  developed  at  St.  Andrew's, 
Dey's  Landing.  In  October,  1884,  two 
women  moved  into  the  house  next  the 
Church,  and  devoted  themselves  to  do  all 
they  could  for  Christ's  sake,  giving  up  all. 
thought  of  personal  comfort.  The  organ- 
ization is  known  as  "St,  Andrew's  Fold." 


They  take  temporary  charge  of  children 
requiring  it,  teach  a  Church  School  now 
numbering  12  pupils.  The  Fold  ha-;  no 
endowment,  or  pledged    support    of    any 

kind.  It  is  a  pure  venture  of  faith,  and 
they  have  by  the  mercy  of  God  been  en- 
abled to  carry  it  on  more  than  one  year. 
They  relieve  and  comforl  many  souls; 
sending  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
portions  to  those  for  whom  nothing  i-  pro- 
vided. They  catechise,  instrucl  and  bring 
souls  to  Holy  Baptism.  They  have  en- 
dured great  hardships  and  deprivations, 
and  yet  go  on  cheerful  and  trusi  ;ing :  surely 
theirs  is  a  noble,  glorious  work. 
There  is  no  lack  of  intensely  interesting, 
satisfying  work  for  women,  and  if  ever 
they  are  tempted  to  feel  discouraged 
because  they  cannot  see  the  result  of  their 
labor.     Keble  has  comfort  for  them: 

"For  each  net  vainly  cast, 

Thine  arm  shall  stronger  prove. 
And  the  trial  of  thy  patient  faith 
Is  witness  of  thy  love." 

If    they    are    tempted  to  complacency, 
Keble  has  warning  for  them : 

"To  our  own  nets  ne'er  bow  we  down. 
Lest  on   the   eternal   shore, 
The  angels,  while  our  draught  they  own. 
Reject   us    evermore." 


ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  HOLLAND  PATENT,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  illustration,  i 

The  village  of  Holland  Patent  i- 
centrally  located  upon  a  Patent  bearing  the 
same  name,  it  being  a  grant  of  about 
20,000  acres  given  by  George  111.  of 
England  to  Henry,  Lord  Holland,  bearing 
the  date  of  .March  17th,  1769,  ami  located 
chiefly  in  the  south-eastern  portion  of  the 
town  of  Trenton,  Oneida  County,  X.  Y 
The  names  of  the  earliest  settlers  an-  not 
recorded;  hut  in  the  year  lTl'T  we  find 
the  names  of  Isaac  Hubbard,  Hozokiah 
Hulbert,  Bezabel  Fisk,  and  Pascal  C.  J. 
DeAngelis  recorded  as  pioneer  residents 
who  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  future 
settlements  upon  the  Patent,  the  last 
named  being  recorded  as  a  communicant 
and  vestryman  of  St.  Paul's  Church  some 
years  after  its  incorporation.     The  earliest 
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services  of  the  Church  on  the  Patent,  of 
which  the  writer  is  able  to  find  any  reliable 
record,  were  held  in  the  year  1814  by  the 
Rev.  Amos  G.  Baldwin,  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Utica,  N".  Y.  It  also  seems  quite 
probable  that  he  and  his  successor  contiued 
to  hold  occasional  services  here;  for  on  the 
25th  day  of  April,  1821,  the  records  of  the 
parish  show  that  a  permanent  organization 
was  effected  and  named  St.  Paul's  Church. 
The  Rev.  Henry  M.  Shaw,  the  third 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Utica,  1ST.  Y., 
was  made  chairman  of  this  meeting,  and 
James  Wetmore  and  Abraham  Diefendorf 
were  elected  warden's,  and  Aaron  Savage, 
Seth  Wells,  Robert  McArthur,  Samuel 
Cande,  Bryant  Youngs,  John  P.  Warner, 
Samuel  White,  and  Aaron  White  were 
elected  vestrymen.  At  this  meeting  it  was 
decided  that  the  organization  be  incor- 
porated; and,  accordingly,  on  June  6th, 
1821,  articles  of  incorporation  were 
granted  by  the  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  of  Oneida  County,  IN".  Y., 
Thomas  W.  Hamilton,  and  the  same  were 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk 
June  21st,  1821.  June  7th,  1821,  tho 
wardens  and  vestryman  of  St.  Paul's 
Church  purchased  a  lot  of  sufficient  area 
adjoining  the  public  square  of  the  village, 
upon  which  to  build  a  suitable  Church 
edifice. 

Previous  to  the  legal  organization  of  tho 
Parish,  notes  of  three  meetings  looking 
toward  the  building  of  a  Church  edifice 
are  recorded;  the  first  one  being  held  July 
15th,  1820.  The  original  subscription  for 
the  erection  of  this  building  is  preserved 
and  is  in  the  custody  of  James  Wetmore's 
grandchildren  of  this  parish.  The  last  of 
these  three  meetings  was  held  in  Decem- 
ber of  that  year  when  actual  prparations 
for  building  were  begun.  December  26th. 
1821,    the   vestry   elected   the  Rev.   A.    S. 


Hollister  to  supply  the  services  for  one 
year.  February  3,  1823,  the  vestry  voted 
to  continue  their  engagement  with  Rev.  A. 
S.  Hollister  for  another  year,  and  in  Sep- 
tember of  the  same  year  the  vestry  voted  to 
finish  the  Church ;  and  the  contract  for 
the  same  (still  preserved)  was  signed  and 
sealed  April  7th,  1824,  and  this  required 
the  building  to  be  finished  in  October  of 
that  year  at  an  expense  of  $620.  July 
19th,  1826,  Bishop  Hobart  consecrated  the 
Church ;  and  in  January,  1827,  the  Rev. 
A.  S.  Hollister  concluded  his  labors  as 
Rector  of  the  parish.  In  the  year  1836 
the  erection  of  a  rectory  was  begun,  which 
was  completed  -the  following  year.  In 
186-4  quite  extensive  repairs  and  improve- 
ments to  the  Church  were  undertaken  con- 
sisting chiefly  in  the  placing  of  stained- 
glass  windows  in  the  nave  and  chancel 
and  in  the  belfry  over  the  entrance.  Other 
repairs  and  improvements  to  the  Church 
property  of  smaller  proportions  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time  as  the  need  has 
presented  itself.  It  is  also  worthy  of  note 
that  the  present  Church  edifice  is  located 
on  the  original  site,  and  the  building  itself, 
for  the  most  part,  the  original  one.  The 
membership  has  never  been  large,  rarely,  if 
ever,  reaching  as  many  as  50  communi- 
cants; and  sometimes  (especially  between 
the  years  1848  and  1863,)  having  less  than 
20  much  of  the  time.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  more  than  40  communicants 
canon ically  connected  with  the  parish  and 
many  indications  of  encouragement  for  its 
future.  The  vestry  at  the  present  time 
is  composed  of  Harry  Webster  Dunlap 
and  Frank  James  Wetmore,  wardens; 
(Mr.  Wetmore  being  the  grandson  of 
James  AVetmore,  one  of  the  first  wardens 
of  the  parish,)  Joseph  Eugene  Hamlin, 
George  Owen  and  George  Edward  John- 
son, vestrymen.

DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

After  a  delay  of  about  thirteen  months, 
the  decision  in  the  Perkins  will  ease,  in- 
volving the  possession  of  the  house  left  to 
the  Diocese  as  a  residence  for  the  Bishop, 
has  been  rendered.  It  will  he  remembered 
that  the  first  suit  resulted  in  a  verdict 
against  the  Diocese.  The  second,  on 
appeal  before  the  Appellate  Division,  gives 
the  property  to  the  Diocese,  reversing  the 
previous  decision.  It  is  now  supposed  that 
it  will  he  taken  to  the  Court  of  Appeals 
for  final  action;  and  in  the  meantime  the 
house  has  been  rented  by  the  executor  to  a 
family,  who  were  informed  that  they 
might  probably  have  it  for  two  years  to 
come.  The  whole  matter,  therefore,  is 
still  in  abeyance  though  the  late  decision 
will  very  likely  be  sustained.  One  of  the 
judges  in  the  recent  suit  dissented  from 
the  opinion  of  the  other  four  who  sat  on 
the  bench  with  him.

Bishop  Huntington  Memorial 
Education  Fund. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  St.  Andrew's 
Association,  which  is  composed  of  those 
clergymen  who  received  all  or  part  of  their 
theological  education  at  St.  Andrew's 
Divinity  School,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  it  was 
decided  to  make  an  effort  to  raise  a  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  Bishop  Huntington 
Memorial  Education  Fund,  the  interest 
of  which  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York 
Annually  to  be  used  toward  the  education 
of  men  for  the  ministry.  It  is  the  desire 
of  the  70  men,  who  are  members  of  this 
association,  that  this  fund  may  be  created 
as  a  mark  of  their  sincere  appreciation  of 
all  which  Bishop  Huntington  has  done  for 
them. 

This  fund  is  to  be  augmented:  (1.)  By 
the  annual  dues  of  the  St.  Andrew's 
Association  after  the  expenses  of  the 
Association  are  paid.  The  dues  are  $1.00 
per  year.  (2.)  By  the  sale  of  the  History 
of  St.  Andrew's  Divinity  School,  with  list, 
cuts  and  brief  biographies  of  those  who 
have  attended  the  school,  together  with 
cuts  and  biographies  of  the  Bishop,  Deans, 
Instructors,  etc.  This  History  may  be 
had  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association 
for  $1.00  per  copy.  (3.)  By  individual 
or  parish  gifts. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  such  a  fund  is 
greatly  needed  in  the  Diocese,  and  also 
and  pre-eminently,  that  it  would  be  carry- 
ing on  perpetually  the  work  which  was 
nearest  the  heart  of  Bishop  Huntington, 
in  whose  memory  it  is  to  be,  this  appeal 
ought  to  come  very  forcibly  before  the 
people  of  this  Diocese. 

Think  of  it!  If  every  communicant  in 
this  Diocese  would  give  $1.00  we  would 
have  $20,000  to  invest  and  could  turn 
over  at  least  $1,000  annually  to  the  Bishop 
toward  the  education  of  young  men  for  the 
ministry.  We  arc;  advised  that  the  present 
Bishop    needs    funds     for     this     purpose. 


Shall  we  longer  allow  such  a  thing  to  be 
said  about  this  wealthy  Diocese.  Let  me  I 
ask  every  brother  clergyman  to  do  all  in 
his  power  by  offerings,  by  soliciting 
individual  gifts,  through  Auxiliaries, 
Brotherhood  Chapters,  Guilds,  to  augment 
the  fund,  now  created.

Jefferson  County  Assembly. 

The  Spring  meeting  of  the  Jefferson 
County  Assembly  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
St.  Andrew  convened  Saturday  and  Sun- 
day, May  19th  and  20th,  in  St.  James' 
Church,  Theresa,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Duck, 
Rector.  The  first  meeting  was  held  Satur- 
day evening.  Several  delegates  were 
present  from  Trinity,  Watertown;  St. 
Paul's,  Watertown ;  and  Emmanuel  Church, 
Adams.  The  delegate's  received  in  a  body 
at  the  early  celebration  Sunday.  The  ser- 
mon was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Merlin- 
jones,  Syracuse,  at  morning  service  from 
the  words,  "And  the  Canaanites  would 
dwell  in  that  land,"  Judges  1:  27.  The 
conference  in  the  afternoon  showed  a  lively 
interest  in  the  Brotherhood  work,  and  as 
a  result  the  members  of  St.  James'  Church, 
Theresa,  organized  a  chapter  of  the  brother- 
hood, and  elected  their  officers  for  the  ensu- 
ing term.  After  which  on  formal  vote  the 
chapter  was  received  into  fellowship  of 
the  assembly.  Mr.  John  Larcombe  read  a 
carefully  and  well-prepared  essay  on  "Some 
reasons  why  I  am  a  Churchman."  By 
request  of  the  assembly  Mr.  Larcombe  con- 
sented to  have  the  same  published  in  our 
church  papers.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Merlin j ones 
called  the  attention  of  the  meeting  to  the 
excellent  book  of  Bishop  Olmsted,  of  this 
Diocese,  called  "The  Rock  whence  ye  are 
hewn,"  as  a  very  helpful  work  in  getting 
the  people  to  understand  the  history  of  the 
Episcopal  Church.  The  assembly  recom- 
mended this  book  to  the  attention  of 
Church  people  in  the  district.  At  the  even- 
ing service  the  Rev.  Mr.  Duck  officiated 
and  gave  an  excellent  discourse  on  the 
"Church  Year."     The  delegates  returned 
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with  hearts  cheered    and    with    renewed 
-on rage  to  work  in  the  Master's  vineyard.

Miss  Mary  J.  Jackson,  of  Syracuse, 
President  of  the  W.  A.  of  the  4th  District, 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Bishop  as 
Diocesan  Vice-President,  and  has  kindly 
signified  her  acceptance  of  the  office.  Thia 
appointment  whs  made  early  in  May,  prev- 
iously to  the  annual  meeting. 


The  annual  meeting  held  in  St.  Peter's 
and  St.  John's  Churches,  Auburn,  on  May 
16th  and  17th,  was  a  very  successful  and 
harmonious  gathering.  A>  will  be  seen 
below,  the  attendance  was  very  large,  the 
annual  pledges  were  increased,  the  new 
officers  acquitted  themselves  with  great 
credit,  the  addresses  of  .Miss  Emery  and 
of  the  President,  Mrs.  Irish,  were  listene  1 
to  with  much  interest,  the  hospitality  of 
the  Auburn  ladies  was  bountiful  and  much 
appreciated.  The  report  of  the  Secretary 
is  given  below  as  follow-: 

The  Central  New  York  Branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  held  its  annual   meet 
ing  at  St.  Peter's  Church,   Auburn,    May 
16th,  1900. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  at 
7:30  a.  m.,  the  Eev.  R.  M.  Church  of  Si. 
John's  Church,  Auburn,  officiating.  At 
10:30,  the  Litany  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Manross,  of  Syracuse,  and  the  sermon 
preached  by  the  Eev.  William  II.  Hutchin- 
son, of  St.  John's  Church,  Ithaca,  followe  1 
by  the  Holy  Communion  celebrated  by  the 
Eev.  Henry  E.  Hubbard,  Waterloo, 
assisted  by  the  Eev.  Mr.  Church. 

At  twelve  o'clock  a  meeting  of  the  officer* 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  held,  to  (Hit- 
line  the  work  for  the  coming  year.  It  was 
decided  that  the  pledges  be  Increase  1 
$53.50.  At  one  o'clock  a  delicious  lunch 
eon  was  served  at  the  Parish  House.  At 
2:30  the  business  session  of  the  Auxiliary 
was  convened,  with  the  President,  Mr-. 
Irish,  in  the  chair.  The  meeting  was 
opened  with  prayer,  and  an  address  of  wel- 
come by  the  Eev.  W.  B.  Clarke,  Dean  of 
the  District.  An  unusually  large  number 
of  women  were  present,  ami  141  delegates 
responded  to  roll  call.  The  minutes  ot  the 
last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 
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It  was  with  universal  regret  that  an- 
nouncement was  made  of  the  illness  of  the 
retiring  Secretary,  Mrs.  Willard,  and  her. 
report  was  read  by  the  present  Secretary. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  a  vote  of 
thanks  given  Mrs.  Willard  for  her  very 
efficient  and  faithful  work  of  the  past  two 
years. 

The  Treasurer,  Miss  Cornell,  presented 
a  most  gratifying  report,  showing  a  balance 
in  the  treasury. 

Miss  Mary  Huntington,  United  Offering 
Treasurer,  made  a  report,  showing  that  she 
had  distributed  about  three  hundred  boxes 
during  the  year. 

The  Secretary  read  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hay  ward,  for  Onondaga 
Mission,  giving  interesting  details  of  the 
work.  A  letter  from  Miss  Aria  S.  Hunt- 
ington, acknowledging  the  boxes  received 
from  the  various  branches  of  the  W.  A. 
for  the  Shelter,  in  Syracuse,  was  also  read. 

Gratifying  reports  of  the  work  in  every 
District  were  made  by  the  President  of 
each  District,  showing  a  total  gain  in  boxes 
and  money  of  $800.00  over  last  year. 

Mrs.  Knickerbocker,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  appointed  by  Bishop  Olmsted 
to  revise  the  constitution,  reported  changes 
as  suggested  by  the  Bishop,  which  were 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  constitution,  as  revised,  will  be  pub- 
lished in  the  year  book.  Miss  Emery  gave 
an  earnest  and  inspiring  address,  urging 
all  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to 
greater  interest  in  Missions,  especially  in 
the  apportionment  plan.  Every  woman 
should  know  what  the  apportionment  plan 
is,  and  should  ask  the  question,  on  going 
home,  "How  has  the  apportionment  in  our 
Parish  been  met?"  and  they  all  should 
consider  themselves  a  committee  to  help  on 
the  work.  One  thing  every  woman  coul'd 
do — increase  the  subscription  list  of  the 
spirit  of  Missions,  and  the  Message,  "God 
is  Love,"  is  the  message  the  Auxiliary  is 
to  carry  to  all  parts  of  the  earth. 

The  President,  Mrs.  Irish,  made  a  most 
interesting  address,  thanking  the  women 
of  the  Diocese  for  the  loyal  support  given 
her,  and  paying  ;i  high  tribute  to  the  work 


done  by  the  District  Officers.  Mrs.  Irish 
referred  to  the  splendid  work  done  by  Mrs.  | 
Knickerbocker  during  her  fifteen  years' ! 
work  as  President  of  the  Diocese,  but  re- 
minding the  women  that  although  the  work 
was  left  thoroughly  organized  that  did  not 
insure  its  future,  and  to  increase  interest 
and  spiritual  life,  without  which  there  can 
be  no  strength  or  vigor,  the  women  of  the 
Auxiliary  must  give,  not  only  their  prayers 
and  money,  but  themselves  to  the  work. 
"When  we  give  ourselves,  then  will  our 
work  grow."

must  be  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Doornail,  of  the  Mi --ion 
ary  District,  of  Kyoto,  Japan,  spoke  of  the 
discouragements  and  encouragements  with 
which  the  missionary  meets  in  thai  country, 
lucidly  describing  the  condition-  in  the 
newly  opened  fields  ami  those  which  prevail 
as  the  work  advances.  A  Persian,  educated 
in  America,  a  Missionary  in  Japan  for 
eighteen  years,  gives  us  in  this  case  ;i  con- 
crete example  of  the  Catholicity  of  the 
Church,  the  Universallity  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Wednesday  business  meeting  of 
Convocation  was  called  to  order  at  nine 
o'clock,  with  the  following  members 
present:  The  Dean,  the  Very  Rev.  Win.

The  minutes  of  the  October  meeting  were 
read  and  approved.  The  Treasurer.  Mr. 
J.  H.  H.  Young,  read  his  report  giving 
names  of  delinquent  parishes,  those  paid  up 
in  full,  those  making  no  remittance  at  all. 
Discussions  of  the  financial  conditions  <>t" 
'the  Convocation  followed.  Sympathy  with 
tlie  earthquake  sufferers  in  California 
found  ready  expression.  TheRev.  Herbert 
G.  Coddington,  D.D.,  asked  if  something 
could  not  he  done  to  increase  the  attend- 
ance. It  was  suggested  thai  the  Dean's 
reporl  he  read  at  the  Wednesday  meeting, 
which  is  the  larger  meeting  of  Convocation. 
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The  joint  meeting  of  Convocation  and  the 
B.  W.  A.  of  the  Fourth  District,  occurred 
at  10 :30  a.  m.  in  the  Church,  when  the 
Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  tlio 
Dean,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  William  M.' 
Beauchamp,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  William  W. 
Raymond  and  Julian  E.  Ramsdell.  The 
Rev.  Isaac  Dooman  preached  a  sermon  in 
which  he  described  very  lucidly  the  domin- 
ant features  of  the  three  great  religions  of 
Japan,  and  prophisied  the  ultimate  victory 
of  Christianity,  because  already  public 
opinion  is  moulded  somewhat  by  the  teach- 
ings of  the  existence  of  one  God.

the  committee,  which  was  vigorously  dis- 
cussed by  many  present.  The  following 
resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  declared  the  sense 
of  the  Fourth  District  Convocation  that  the 
present  Convocational  System  be  retained 
in  the  Diocese,  and  that  the  employment  by 
the  Diocese  of  a  Missionary  worker  be 
authorized,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  per- 
form such  services  as  he  shall  be  directed 
by  the  Bishop  to  render. 

The  hearty  thanks  of  the  Convocation 
were  extended  to  the  Rector  and  congrega- 
tion of  St.  Mark's  Parish  for  their  kind 
hospitality.  The  Rev.  William  S.  Ilay- 
ward,  invited  Convocation  to  meet  with 
liiin  in  July.     Adjourned.

ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  MARCELLUS,  N.  V. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

n  On  the  8th  day  of  February,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-four,  in  pur- 
suance of  a  notice  given  by  the  Rev. 
Augustus  L.  Converse  in  the  mom  in- 
service  on  two  Sundays  previous  thereto  ;i 
number  of  communicants  of  the  Protectant 
Episcopal  Church,  and  those  in  connection 
therewith  in  support  of  said  Church  enli- 
vened at  the  School  House  in  the  village  of 
Marcellus,  and  County  of  Onondaga,  at 
four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day. 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  necessary 
steps  for  the  incorporation  of  themselves 
into  a  Society  or  Church."  (First  entry  in 
the  Record  Book  of  St.  John's  Church.) 
At  this  meeting  the  following  were  elected 
wardens  and  vestrymen:  Hawey  Andrews 
and  Caleb  Cowles,  wardens;  and  Dr. 
Richard  R.  Davis,  Zabina  Moses,  Leonard 
Blanchard,  John  Herring,  /era  Shepherd, 
Gad  Curtis,  Austin  Godard  and  David  S. 
Earll,  vestrymen.  Thereupon  John  Bixby 
was  chosen  clerk  of  the  vestry."  Mr.  Con- 
verse was  Rector  at  Skaneateles,  and  con- 
tinued to  serve  St.  John's  Church,  thus 
organized  for  about  two  years,  lie  was 
followed  as  Rectors  by  Amos  Pardee. 
Algernon.S.  Hollister,  Joseph  M.  Clarke, 
and  in  1836  by  the  Rev.  Seth  W. 
Beardsley.  I'])  to  this  time  services  were 
held  in  the  upper  room  (A'  the  old  school 
house,  but  about  L837  the  first  church  was 
built  on  a  lot  in  thu  center  o\  the  village. 
Among  the  early  Rectors  and  Ministers  in 
charge  were:  The  Rev.  Thomas  Ruger,  a 
man  of  great    ability   and   learning:   Rev. 
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D.  F.  Warren,  Rev.  Robert  M.  Duff,  (S. 
T.  D.,)  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Hepburn,  Rev. 
Frederick  P.  Winne,  Benjamin  T.  Hall 
and  John  H.  Lloyd. 

The  first  church  was  destroyed  by  fire 
in  December,  1866.  There  was  no  insur- 
ance, and  Bishop  Coxe  expressed  the  fear 
that  it  would  never  be  rebuilt,  but  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Duff  a  new  build- 
ing was  consecrated  by  Bishop  Huntington 
in  1869,  when  a  number  of  distinguished 
visiting  Clergymen  were  present  at  the 
service.  July  3,  1879,  this  building  wa» 
also  burned  together  with  a  number  of 
other  buildings.  Under  the  Rev.  J.  II, 
Lloyd  a  new  church  was  erected  and  con- 
secrated February  25,  1881,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
J.  M.  Clarke  preaching  the  sermon,  but  on 
account  of  limited  resources  and  the  fear 
of  another  fire  a  much  inferior  location 
was  chosen  and  a  smaller  church  erected 
on  a  lot  only  sixty  feet  square.  The  build' 
irig  is  attractively  decorated  and  furnished 
with  a  brass  eagle  Lectern,  brass  and  wal- 
nut pulpit,  etc.,  etc.,  which  with  the 
stained  glass  windows  were  given  a« 
memorials. 

Through  Prof.  M.  I.  Hunt,  who  took 
charge  as  lay-reader  for  about  three  years, 
a  lot  was  purchased  and  sheds  were  built 
to  accommodate  the  farmers,  who  constitute, 
a  considerable  part  of  the  congregation. 
On  this  lot  an  attractive  and  convenient 
rectory  was  built  two  years  ago.  By  the 
will  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Lyman,  St.. 
John's  Church  was  given  a  third  of  a  fund, 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  subject  to 
a  life  interest  in  favor  of  his  widow. 

In  1S24  eleven  families  are  named  as 
supporting  the  new  organization.  This  has 
Ik'cii  increased  to  about  eighty,  with  good 
prospects  for  a  steady  growth  in  spite  of 
numerous  removals  to  city  parishes.

How  Many  Duties  To-Day  ? — Duty- 
doing  is  not  a  matter  to  be  put  on  or  laid 
off  like  a  coat.  Nor  is  there  ever  a  moment 
in  one's  life,  sleeping  or  waking,  without 
its  one  and  only  supreme  duty.  How  often 
we  miss  this  truth,  as  we  speak  of  a  day 
being  ''crowded  with  duties"  in  implied 
contrast  with  another  day  comparatively 
free  from  duties  !  There  is  no  such  distinc- 
tion between  days.  The  tasks  of  one  day 
may  be  more  burdensome  and  more  multi- 
plied than  those  of  another ;  but  the  day  of 
vacation  ought  to  be  just  as  truly  ami 
as  fully  a  time  of  duty-doing  as  the  day 
that  racks  mind  and  body  and  nerves  with 
the  pressure  of  some  great  accomplishment. 
Duty-doing  is  simply  doing  what  ought 
to  be  done,  and  life  is  not  worth  living  if 
we  give  ourselves  to  anything  else. 

In  the  ancient  Cathedral  of  Lubeck,  in, 
Germany,  there  is  an  old  slab  with  the 
following  inscription :

Ye  call  Me  Way  and  walk  Me  not ; 

Ye  call  Me  Life  and  desire  Me  not;

Ye  call  Me  Rich  and  ask  Me  not ; 

Ye  call  Me  Eternal  and  seek  Me  not;

Ye  call  Me  Mighty  and  honor  Me  not ;

CONVENTION  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  thirty-eight  annual  Convention 
was  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Syracuse, — 
the  Rev.  H.  ~N.  Hyde,  Rector, — on  Tues- 
day and  Wednesday,  June  12th  and  13th. 
Evening  Prayer  was  said  on  Tuesday  at 
4:30  o'clock,  and  the  Holy  Communion 
was  celebrated  on  Wednesday  morning  at 
9 :00  o'clock,  the  Bishop  being  celebrant, 
and  assisted  by  the  Rev.  John  R.  Harding, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  M.  Beauchamp  and  the 
Rector  of  the  parish.  At  this  service  the 
Bishop  delivered  his  annual  address. 
After  Evening  Prayer  on  Tuesday,  the 
Rev.  H.  R.  Hulse,  of  New  York,  addressed 
the  members  of  the  Convention  on  behalf 
of  the  Missionary  Thank  Offering,  urging 


the  importance  of  earnesl  systematic  work- 
on  the  part  of  the  men  of  the  Church. 

At  the  conclusion  of  .Mr.  Bulge's  address 
the  Convention  was  organized  for  business 
— the  Bishop  presiding — the  attendance 
was  unusually  Large,  ninety-four  clergymen 
and  eighty  lay  delegates,  representing 
forty-five  parishes,  being  presi 

The  election  of  officers  resulted  in  die

A  communication  from  the  Commit 
appointed  by  the  Genera]  Convention,  to 
consider  the  appointment  of  special   Mis 
sionary  Bishops,  was  read  by  the  S 
and  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons   was   instructed    to   report    thereon 
to  the  Convention  of  1!>07. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  i  Committee 
to  consider  the  feasibility  of  holding  the 
next  Missionary  Conference  of  the  Second 
Department  in  this  Diooesej  the  Rev,    Drs 
Bellinger   and    Coddington,    the    L\  \ .     I 
Huntington  Coley,  the  Rev,  William  \\  I 
Wilson' and    Messrs,    Geo,     M.    Weaver, 
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M.  H.  Northrup,  A.  C.  Coxe  and  J.  H. 
H.  Young. 

The  Treasurer's  report  showed  that  the 
finances  of  the  Diocese  were  in  good  con- 
dition: The  Convention  voted  the  sum 
of  $13,200  for  Diocesan  Missions  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Authority  was  given  by  the 
Convention  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
to  sell  the  Church  property  in  the  village 
of  Clayville,  and  to  erect  a  more  suitable 
Church  edifice  upon  another  lot  to  be 
furnished  for  that  purpose. 

Among  the  other  important  matters  con- 
sidered by  the  Convention,  was  the  merg- 
ing of  the  Christmas  Fund  of  the  Diocese, 
for  aged  and  infirm  clergy,  and  widows 
and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen,  with 
the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund.  The 
Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last 
Convention,  to  consider  this  subject, 
reported  in  favor  of  merging  the  two 
Funds,  and  offered  a  resolution,  which  was 
adopted:  "That  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  and  the  Trustees  be,  and  are  hereby 
empowered  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Trustees  of  the  General  Clergy  Relief 
Fund,  whereby  shall  be  created  a  merger 
of  the  two  Funds,  without  a  transfer  of 
the  properties  now  held  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  Christmas  Fund. 

A  proposition  to  amend  the  1st  Article 
of  the  Constitution,  changing  the  time  of 
holding  the  Diocesan  Convention  from  the 
second  Tuesday  in  June  to  the  first  Tues- 
day in  June,  was  approved,  and  laid  over 
for  consideration,  and  final  action  of  the 
next  annual  Convention. 

Among  the  important  changes  made  in 
the  Canons :  That,  amending  the  Mission- 
ary Canon  X,  and  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  Archdeacon  to  assist  the  Bishop 
in  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese, 
must  be  noted.  The  Canon,  as  amended, 
provides  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  for  Diocesan  Missions, 
after  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  held 
in  June,  1906,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
convenient,  and  every  succeeding  four 
years,  an  Archdeacoji  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Board  of  Managers.     He  shall 


be  in  Priest's  Orders,  and  shall  hold  his 
office  for  four  years,  unless  his  incumbency 
be  terminated  sooner  by  resignation  or 
otherwise.  He  shall,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Bishop,  give  his  entire  time  to  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  At  a 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  the  sum  of  $1,500  was  ap- 
propriated for  the  salary  of  the  Arch- 
deacon, and  $300  for  his  traveling  ex- 
penses. 

Another  important  change  was  made 
in  the  Canon  on  the  "Retirement  of  a 
Minister  from  the  active  duties  of  his 
office.'  The  Canon  now  provides  that  any 
clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  in  good  stand- 
ing, who  has  reached  the  age  of  sixty-five 
years,  and  desires  to  retire  from  the  active 
duties  of  the  Ministry  by  reason  of  dis- 
ability, shall,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Bishop,  if  in  his  judgment  such  clergy- 
man shall  be  in  need  of  such  pension  be 
entitled  upon  his  retirement,  to  receive  a 
pension  of  $500  per  annum,  payable 
quarterly,  by  the  Treasurer,  provided  he 
has  been  engaged  twenty  years  in  the  work 
of  the  Ministry  in  this  Diocese. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  the 
name  of  "The  Bishop's  Relief  Fund,"  a 
fund  consisting  of  the  offerings  taken  in 
each  parish,  at  the  time  of  the  Bishop's 
Visitation,  and  used  by  him  for  the  relief 
of  needy  persons,  was  changed  to  "The 
Relief  Fund  of  the  Diocese." 

An  important  change  was  made  in  the 
Rules  governing  the  organization  of  the 
Convention,  in  order  to  facilitate  such 
organization ;  requiring  that  the  certificates 
of  the  lay  delegates  be  forwarded  by  mail 
or  otherwise,  to  the  Secretary  not  later 
than  forty-eight  hours  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  and  referred  by  him 
to  a  Standing  Committee  on  Credentials, 
who  shall  report,  through  him,  the  names 
of  lay  delegates  duly  elected  and  entitled 
to  seats. 

An  addition  was  made  to  the  Canon  on 
"The  Fiscal  Year  and  Financial  Reports, 
and  reports  of  Special  Committees" 
requiring  that  all   such   reports   shall  be 
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sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
two  weeks  before  the  date  of  the  Conven- 
tion— to  be  printed  and  distributed  one 
week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 
Any  reports  of  Committees  not  so  for- 
warded to  the  Secretary,  shall  not  be 
presented  to  the  Convention,  without  the 
consent  of  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present. 

Resolutions  of  congratulation  were 
tendered  the  Rev.  Osgood  E.  Herrick, 
D.D.,  on  the  completion  of  fifty-five  years, 
and  the  Rev.  John  H.  Egar,  D.D.,  on  the 
completion  of  fifty  years,  in  the  Ministry 
of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  John  Brainard,  D.D.,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  since  its  organization  in  Novem- 
ber, 1868,  and  for  many  ears  its  President 
— being  unable,  on  account  of  infirmity,  to 
be  present  at  the  Convention,  or  to  accept 
re-election;  the  Convention  instructed  the 
Secretary  to  communicate  to  Dr.  Brainard 
its  sincere  regret  at  his  inability  to  be 
present,  with  the  prayer  that  God  nlay 
grant  His  abundant  blessing*  to 'him,  with 
improved  health  and  strength  throughout 
his  earthly  life. 

After  prayers  and  benediction  by  the 
Bishop  the  Convention  adjourned  at  5  :00 
o'clock  Wednesday. 

Bishop's  Address. 
Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity:  . 

Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God 
our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ ! 

My  official  acts  since  the  last  Convention 
have  been  as  follows:  Baptized  two  adults 
and  two  infants;  confirmed  1,294  persons, 
and  received  11,  making  a  total  of  1,305 
added  to  the  Communicants  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese ;  officiated  at  two  marriages 
and  six  funerals;  ordained  eight  to  the 
Diaconate  and  six  to  the  Priesthood; 
deposed  one  Presbyter  from  the  Ministry; 
consented  to  the  Consecration  of  five 
Bishops;  received  four  Postulants  and 
four  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders ;  con- 
secrated three  Churches,  and  opened  one, 
and  also  opened  with  formal  service  of 


benediction  St.  Luke's  Home  and  Hospital 
in  Utica,  the  muniiicenl  gift  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Frederick  T.  Proctor.

Johnson  Alfred  Springsted,  Frank  O. 
Hokerk,  Chas.  W.  Arthur  and  Levi

Twenty-five  Lav  Readers  have  been 
licensed. 

It  is  my  sad  duty  to  record  the  death  of 
four  of  our  faithful  Clergy  during  the 
year,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Synnott,  Lockwood 
and  McKnight,  and  the  Rev.  K.  I..  Tanner. 

The  Rev.  Stephen  II.  Synnott,  D.D., 
had  been  rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Ithaca,  for  twenty  years.  His  health 
began  to  fail  some  time  before  his  death, 
and  after  trying  to  keep  up  his  work  with 
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the  help  of  an  assistant,  he  finally  resigned 
and  removed  to  his  former  home  in 
Cooperstown,  where,  having  lingered  a  few 
months  he  died  September  3rd,  1905. 

Dr.  Henry  R.  Lockwood  was  minister- 
ing in  this  Diocese  when  it  was  organized 
in  1868,  and  having  served  for  a  time  at 
Clayton  he  became  Rector  of  St.  Paul's, 
Syracuse,  in  1873.  He  had  been  an 
unusually  strong  and  vigorous  man,  until 
the  illness  came  upon  him  in  the  spring  of 
1904,  which  disabled  him  for  several 
months;  but  when  that  had  passed  away 
his  friends  were  hoping  that  he  would  be 
ready  for  more  years  of  usefulness  among 
us.  It  was  not  God's  will,  however,  to 
leave  him  here.  A  cold  contracted  at  his 
camp  in  the  woods  led  to  an  attack  of 
pneumonia,  from  which  he  died  Septem- 
ber 20th,  1905,  and  he  was  buried  from 
his  parish  Church  on  the  22nd  of  that 
month.  For  many  years  he  was  Secretary 
of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
and  I  am  sure  we  shall  greatly  miss  his 
presence,  and  his  voice  as  he  read  the 
reports  of  that  body  to  the  Convention. 
No  one  who  knew  Dr.*  Lockwood  could  fail 
to  be  attracted  by  the  sweetness  of  his 
temper  and  the  geniality  of  his  disposition, 
while  at  the  same  time  he  impressed  every 
one  with  his  sincerity  and  dignified  manli- 
ness. He  was  cheerful,  but  never  trivial 
either  in  his  speech  or  bearing. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  L.  Tanner  had  been  in 
the  ministry  but  three  or  four  years,  having 
entered  it  in  middle  life  from  another  pro- 
fession. His  work  was  first  at  Homer,  and 
afterwards  at  Afton  and  Harpursville, 
where  he  was  greatly  beloved  by  his  people. 
His  health  had  not  been  good  for  some 
time,  and  his  patience  and  cheerfulness 
under  suffering  were  remarkable.  He 
died  on  the  day  of  Dr.  Lockwood's  funeral,, 
and  was  buried  near  his  old  home  in  Vir- 
ginia. 

Dr.  Geo.  H.  McKnight  was  another  of 
the  Clergy  who  had  been  identified  with 
the  Diocese  during  practically  the  whole 
of  its  independent  existence.  He  was 
received  into  it  and  became  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Elmira,  in  August,  1869, 


and  although  he  had  reached  his  85th  year, 
he  still  retained  that  position  at  the  time 
of  his  death  in  December,  1905.  He 
carried  on  the  work  of  that  parish  without 
an  assistant  to  within  three  or  four  months 
of  the  end,  and  his  erect  figure,  his  agile 
movements,  his  physical  endurance,  and 
the  activity  of  his  intellect  were  certainly 
very  striking.  One  could  not  but  be  im- 
pressed at  the  time  of  his  funeral  with  the 
hold  that  he  evidently  had  upon  the 
interest  and  affection  of  his  people,  and 
indeed  of  the  whole  community — a 
phenomenon  not  too  common  in  this  age, 
which  is  disposed  to  be  relentless  in 
emphasizing  the  "dead  line"  for  those 
whose  lot  it  is  to  pass  it. 

Among  the  faithful  laity,  too,  who  have 
been  active  in  promoting  the  interest  of 
the  Church,  we  have  a  long  list  of  deaths 
to  record  both  of  men  and  women:  Mrs. 
Candee,  Mr.  Puckey  and  Mr.  Utley,  of 
Waterville ;  Mrs.  Brainard  and  Mrs.  Titus, 
of  Auburn;  Mrs.  Storrs,  Mrs.  Johnson, 
Mrs.  Plumb  and  Miss  Palmer,  of  Utica; 
Mr.  C.  H.  Butler,  of  Oswego;  Mr. 
Baldwin  and  Mrs.  Amos  of  Baldwinsville ; 
Mr.  Merchant,  of  Sherburne;  Mr.  John 
Anderson,  of  Binghamton ;  Mr.  Rouse  and 
Mr.  Doolittle,  of  Paris  Hill ;  Mrs.  Herrick, 
of  Watertown;  and  Mrs.  Clark,  of  Guil- 
ford. We  have  also  lost  two  of  the  Bishops 
of  the  Church  during  the  year,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Thos.  P.  Davies,  of  Michigan,  and  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Benj.  W.  Morris,  of  Oregon.  We 
may  well  thank  God  for  the  good  examples 
of  all  these  His  servants,  and  pray  for 
grace  to  follow  in  their  footsteps,  and  that 
both  we  and  they  may  find  a  place  at  His 
right  hand,  when  the  conflicts  are  all 
passed  and  the  victories  are  won. 

The  retrospect  of  work  accomplished 
during  the  year  is  quite  encouraging.  The 
number  of  person's  confirmed  is  larger  by 
186  than  it  was  last  year. 

But  the  item  which  calls,  perhaps,  for 
most  congratulation  is  the  paying  of  debts 
and  the  Consecration  of  Churches.  There 
has  been  no  very  great  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  buildings,  only  two  having  been 
newly  erected,  but  the  advance  has  been 
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in  the  removal  of  heavy  incumbrancer 
from  those  already  in  use.  Three  of  our 
prominent  city  parishes  have  thus  secured 
for  the  perpetual  worship  of  God  the  houses 
which  were  built  from  ten  to  twenty  years 
ago;  from  which  we  may  justly  conclude, 
not  only  that  the  Church  is  having  some 
share  in  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
country,  but  also  that  both  Clergy  and 
laity  have  been  engaged  in  such  works  and 
labor  of  love  as  alone  can  accomplish  these 
results.  The  little  Church  at  Dryden, 
having  on  its  walls  a  memorial  tablet  to 
Bishop  Huntington,  was  the  first  one  to  be 
consecrated  after  his  death,  and  was 
appropriately  dedicated  to  his  memory. 
At  St.  Paul's,  Watertown,  consecrated  on 
St.  Paul's  day,  January  25th,  and  at 
Trinity  Memorial  Church,  Binghamton, 
consecrated  on  Whitsunday,  June  3rd, 
debts  of  $12,000  and  $16,000  respectively 
were  paid  shortly  before  the  service  in  each 
case;  while  at  St.  Paul's,  Syracuse,  the 
indebtedness  of  $31,000  has  been  canceled, 
and  its  consecration  will  take  place,  -God 
willing,  in  the  near  future.  ''Besides  these, 
the  people  of  Grace  Church,  Elmira,  have 
erected  and  nearly  paid  for  a  beautiful 
stone  Church,  of  great  dignity  and  im- 
pressiveness,  which  was  formally  opened 
by  the  Bishop  on  June  2nd,  and  the  Vestry 
of  St.  Andrew's,  Utica,  have  the  money  in 
hand  for  a  new  and  larger  building,  for 
which  the  ground  has  been  already  broken, 
and  Trinity  Church,  Seneca  Falls,  has  re- 
built, at  a  cost  of  several  thousand  dollars, 
its  stone  tower,  which  had  been  taken 
down  because  of  defective  construction. 

In  the  mission  fields  of  the  Diocese, 
also,  the  work  is  progressing  with  encour- 
aging prospects.  A  new  mission  has  been 
opened  at  Trenton,  Oneida  County,  and 
a  building  formerly  used  by  the  Welsh 
Congregationalists,  bought  at  a  very  low 
price,  and  fitted  over  for  our  use,  in  which 
regular  services  are  held  by  the  Rector  of 
St.  Paul's,  Holland  Patent.  The  mission 
at  Phoenix,  Onondaga  County,  has  secured 
a  dwelling  house,  the  first  floor  of  which 
has  been  made  into  a  commodious  chapel, 
and  the  usual  services  are  continued  there 


under  the  charge  of  the  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  Syracuse. 

The  plan  proposed  at  the  last  Conven- 
tion, of  adopting  the  Archdeaconry  system 

in  our  Diocese  lias  been  discussed  during 
the  interim  by  the  Committee  having  it  in 
charge,  and  also  to  some  extent  by  the  Con- 
vocations; and  the  Committee  will  present 
its  report  to  this  Convention.  Let  me  say 
that,  while  I  do  not  believe  any  mere 
machinery  goes  far  towards  accomplishing 
spiritual  results,  unless  "the  spirit  be  in 
the  wheels;"  still,  I  imagine  no  one  will 
deny  that  some  machinery  is  better  than 
other,  and  that  improvements  may  be  made 
in  it.  As  time  goes  on  and  ideas  change, 
it  would  seem  wise  to  alter  our  methods 
in  accordance  with  such  changes.  Most  of 
our  American  Dioceses  now  use  the  Arch- 
deaconry system  in  one  form  or  another, 
and  my  disposition  would  lead  me  to  sup- 
pose that  they  find  it  satisfactory,  as  human 
things  go,  and  to  desire  a  reasonable  con- 
formity to  the  judgment  and  the  methods 
of  the  majority  of  the  brethren,  especially 
if  they  have  been  patterned  after  well- 
established  precedents.  It  would  seem  t<> 
me  wise,  therefore,  not  to  reject  a  scheme 
altogether  because  of  certain  possible 
objections;  but  to  remove  the  objectionable 
features  and  retain  those  that  are  useful; 
In  my  opinion,  the  chief  practical  advan- 
tage to  be  derived  from  this  proposition, 
is  the  securing  of  one  or  more  non-parochial 
Clergymen,  who  can  help  the  Bishop  in  the 
missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  supplying 
temporary  vacancies,  holding  occasional 
services  in  places  not  vet  occupied,  assis 
ing  the  already  over-worked  missionaries 
in  their  extensive  fields,  and  arousing  fresh 
interest  and  enthusiasm  throughout  the 
Diocese  such  as  will  result  in  a  mere  ade 
quate  remuneration  for  their  grievously 
underpaid  services.  Names  may  seem  t«> 
be  of  little  consequence,  but  it'  the  name 
"Archdeacon"  will  attract  the  man  who  is 
to  bear  it,  and  the  name  "General  Mission- 
ary" will  repel  the  people  whom  he  wishes 
to  reach,  surely  it  would  he  the  pari  <'t' 
wisdom  to  use  the  more  attractive  title. 
There     is     a     matter     concerning     the 
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property  of  decayed  parishes,  which  re< 
quires  attention  by  the  Convention.  It  is 
illustrated  in  the  case  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Clayville,  which  is  now  pressing  for  settle- 
ment. Years  ago  it  was  quite  a  nourishing 
parish,  having  two  wardens  and  eight 
vestrymen,  and  a  large  brick  Church  built 
and  presented  by  a  Mr.  Hollister,  one  of 
the  prominent  manufacturers  of  the  place. 
To-day  the  congregation  has  dwindled  to 
a  very  small  number,  only  about  ten  com- 
municants remain,  and  not  more  than  three 
men  attend  the  services  with  any  regular- 
ity, or  contribute  to  the  support  of  the 
Church.  The  building  is  fast  going  to 
decay,  because  it  cannot  be  maintained, 
and  there  is  an  opportunity  to  dispose  of 
it  by  sale,  but  there  is  no  vestry  to  give 
title  to  the  purchaser.  It  will  be  necessary, 
therefore,  for  the  Convention  to  authorize 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  secure  the 
sanction  of  the  Courts  for  the  transference 
of  the  property  to  the  person  or  persons 
who  desire  to  buy  it.  And  if  it  be  possible, 
I  should  be  glad  to  have  the  trustees  em- 
powered to  act  in  other  similar  instances 
which  are  likely  to  occur,  so  that  it  will 
not  be  necessary  to  wait  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Convention  before  taking  action  in 
each  particular  case. 

One  can  hardly  avoid  at  such  a  time 
making  some  allusion  to  the  earthquakes 
that  have  taken  place  within  the  past 
twelve  months,  moral  and  spiritual  as  well 
as  physical  earthquakes.  The  event  of 
April  18th  in  California  was  probably  the 
most  extensive  natural  catastrophe  that  we 
have  ever  had  in  this  country  since  it 
became  a  nation,  and  has  called  forth  the 
sympathies  of  the  whole  world.  I  do  not 
know  prescisely  what  we  have  done  in  this 
Diocese  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  there, 
but  I  have  no  doubt  that  we  have  given, 
or  will  give,  our  due  share  of  the  large 
sums  that  will  be  needed  both  for  the 
relief  of  present  distress,  and  for  the  re- 
building of  ruined  Churches  in  San 
Francisco.  It  is  always  a  hopeful  sign  for 
human  nature  to  see  how  hearts  are 
wanned  and  the  pockets  are  opened  by 
calamities    like    that;    and    surely    it    is 


encouraging  to  our  efforts  in  extending 
the  principles  of  Christ,  that  even  Japan 
should  have  stretched  out  her  hand  across 
the  great  sea  to  aid  the  people  of  a  foreign 
land. 

The  moral  earthquakes  that  have  oc- 
curred in  the  commercial  and  financial 
world  have  doubtless  caused  much  suffer- 
ing to  those  who  stood  on  the  line  of  their 
action,  but  the  effect  of  them  will  un- 
questionably be  wholesome  in  the  end. 
Nothing  but  such  a  "rough  shaking"  could 
bring  to  the  surface  the  faults  that  lie 
beneath,  and  nothing  but  publicity  will 
prevent  their  continuance  in  the  future. 
And  is  it  not  time  for  the  Church  to  speak 
plainly  about  these  things  ?  It  is  not  wise 
to  be  rash  or  hysterical  in  our  utterances 
concerning,  this,  or  any  other  matter. 
There  is  a  good  deal  of  excuse,  un- 
doubtedly, for  a  feeling  of  pessimism,  as 
one  thing  after  another  is  disclosed,  show- 
ing that  men  can  be  just  as  cruel,  just  as 
relentless,  just  as  ready  to  despoil  their 
f ellowmen  as  they  ever  wTere ;  and  that  the 
only  difference, between  these  days  and  the 
savage  days  of  the  past  is  a  difference  of 
method  rather  than  of  principle.  The 
robber-barons  of  the  past  lived  in  their 
castle-fortresses,  and  openly  ravaged  their 
neighbor's  goods  with  fire  and  sword.  The 
"barons"  of  the  present  day  live  in  their 
peaceful  villas,  and  quietly  ravage  whole 
communities  by  methods  known  to  the 
trade,  which  the  law  finds  it  difficult  to 
prevent.  And  it  is  hard  to  keep  from  being 
discouraged  sometimes,  when  we  see  the 
strong  tendency  to  corruption  still  existing 
in     our     Christian     civilization.  But 

certainly  the  events  of  the  past  year,  while 
they  have  demonstrated  the  strength  of 
that  tendency,  have  also  manifested  very 
plainly  that  characteristic  of  the  Christian 
religion  which  Dean  Church  calls  "the 
power  of  recovery,"  constantly  working 
against  the  evil,  and  constituting  the  hope 
of  our  civilization.  It  is  the  hope  intro- 
duced into  society  by  the  Resurrection  of 
Christ,  that  there  will  always  be  a  rising 
again  from  the  death  and  corruption  of 
social  unrighteousness.      The   outcry  and

the  indignation  of  the  past  year  show  that 
that  hope  still  lives;  so  that  we  need  not 
become  pessimistic  about  it.  But  we  do 
need  some  plain  words  on  the  subject.  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  should  not  be  in 
alliance  either  with  individuals  or  with 
corporations  whose  principles  and  methods 
are  knoivn  to  be  illegal  and  corrupt.  All 
the  talk  about  "tainted  money"  seems  to 
me  to  be  beside  the  mark.  Money  itself,  I 
suppose,  cannot  be  tainted;  but  it  may  at 
times  represent  a  tainted  partnership ;  and 
it  is  not  well  for  the  Church  to  have  her 
tongue  tied  by  any  such  coalition,  because 
it  is  her  duty  to  be  ready  to  denounce 
wickedness  in  high  places  as  well  as  in  low 
places.  The  Church  can  never  gain  by 
getting  wealth  which  paralyzes  her  proper 
functions. 

We  have  had  something  of  a  shaking 
also  in  the  religious  sphere.  A  matter  in 
one  sense  scarcely  deserving  the  wide 
publicity  it  has  attained,  yet  touching  the 
fundamental  verities  of  the  Christian 
faith,  has  been  under  trial  in  a  neighboring 
diocese.  I  cannot  see  how  it  would  have 
been  possible  to  avoid  such  a  trial,  nor  how 
any  other  verdict  could  have  been  rendered. 
The  case  is  plain  enough  to  everyone  who 
is  not  affected  by  what  has  been  well  called 
"the  new  casuistry ;".  a  sophistical  sort  of 
reasoning  by  which  black  is  called  white, 
no  is  said  to  mean  yes,  and  erroneous  and 
strange  doctrines  are  to  be  banished  by 
telling  the  man  who  teaches  them  that  he 
must  go  on  as  he  is  going.  The  fact  is, 
that  if  the  contention  of  the  accused  in 
this  case  is  to  be  allowed,  not  only  the 
Prayer  Book,  but  the  Bible  also  will  have 
to  be  made  over.  The  vows  of  Ordination 
must  be  omitted;  the  Te  Deum,  Collects, 
Epistles,  Gospels  and  Proper  Prefaces  will 
have  to  be  altered  or  given  up ;  large 
portions  of  the  Gospels  and  certain  whole 
Books  of  the  'New  Testament  as  well  as  of 
the  Old  Testament  will  have  to  be  stricken 
out.  Because  the  Church  can  never  con- 
sent to  have  her  ministers  declare  that  they 
believe  those  Scriptures  to  be  the  Word  of 
God,  and  at  the  same  time  deny  that  they 
are  true;  nor  can  she  consent  that  they 


shall  stultify  themselves    by    the    as< 
words  in  her  solemn  offices  of  worship,  the 
natural  meaning  of  which  they  proclaim 
to  be  false  and  misleading  when   th< 
into  the  pulpit.     Imagine  a  man   reading 
the  first  chapter  of  St.  Luke  as  a  lesson  in 
Advent,  or  as  the  Gospel  on  the  £ej  - 
the  Annunciation,  and  then  saying  in  his 
sermon  that,  the  story  he  had  read  was  aol 
only  not  historical,  but  that  it  had   done 
great  harm  to  the  Church;  or  imagine  him 
reading  the  Epistle  for  Christinas  Day,  or 

the   still   more   solemn   Epistle   for    (i ! 

Friday,  both  taken  from  the  Epistle  to  the 
Hebrews,  and  then  asserting  that  thai 
Epistle  is  a  writing  of  no  value,  thai  it 
teaches  false  doctrine,  and,  by  way  of 
throwing  contempt  upon  it,  suggesting 
that  "it  was  probably  written  by  a  woman/' 
Such  a  violent  contradiction  between  the 
attitude  of  the  priest  at  the  Altar  solemnly 
reading  what  is  supposed  to  be  the  Word 
of  God,  and  of  the  preacher  in  the  pulpit 
flouting  the  things  that  he  has  read,  upsets 
the  foundations  of  morality,  and  is  simply 
intolerable. 

Of  course,  the  only  possible  conclusion 
is,  that  the  man  who  attempts  to  aSume 
such  an  attitude  cannot  remain  in  the 
Ministry  of  the  Church,  while  the  Prayer 
Book  remains  as  it  is;  and  the  only  wonder 
is  that  such  conclusion  is  not  patent  to 
every  sane  and  honest  mind. 

And  yet  this  does  not  begin  to  touch  the 
deeper  question  of  the  maintenance  of  "the 
faith  once  for  all  delivered  to  the  saint-." 
Some  one  has  boasted,  I  believe,  thai  in 
ten  years  the  majority  of  the  Clergy  oi 
this  Church  will  come  around  to  the  here- 
tical position.  I  di)  not  believe  it  for  an 
instant.  But  even  if  it  were  so,  it  would 
be  only  a  repetition  of  history,  and  would 
no  more  indicate  the  overthrow  iA'  the  faith 
than  did  the  far  greater  triumph  o{  Arian 
ism  in  the  early  centuries.  This  modern 
heresy  is  only  another  form  of  Axianism, 
which  has  always  had  a  fascination  for 
certain  minds,  and  yon  will  observe,  ton, 
that  they  have  always  regarded  their  own 
as  "the  besl  minds."  But  he  sure  that  it 
will  have  an  Athanasius  to  withstand  it. 
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though  it  gain  the  rest  of  the  world,  and 
after  its  little  day  has  run  it  will  once  more 
take  its  place  on  the  dusty  shelf  of  history, 
while  the  faith  of  the  Incarnation,  of  the 
Holy  Nativity,  and  ofthe  glorious  Besur^ 
rection,  shall  still  abide  for  the  salvation 
of  the  generations  that  are  yet  to  come ! 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

Ordinations. 
At  the  Trinity  Ordination,  held  'Sun- 
day, June  10,  in  Grace  Church,  Utica, — 
the  Eev.  W.  W.  Bellinger,  D.D.,  Bector  — 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  ordained  to  the 
diaconate  Mr.  Harold  C.  Ackerman  and 
Mr.  Harrison  W.  Foreman;  and  to  the 
priesthood,  the  Bev.  Edward  W.  Parmelee 
and  the  Bev.  Arthur  J.  Schrader.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Parmelee  was  presented  by  the 
Bev.  Francis  C.  Smith,  and  the  Bev. 
Messrs.  Schrader,  Ackerman  and  Foreman 
were  presented  by  the  Bev.  John  B.  Hard- 
ing, Bector  of  Trinity  Church,  Utica,,  who 
also  preached  the  sermon.  The  Bev.  Mr. 
Parmelee  has  accepted  a  position  as  curate 
under  the  Bev.  W.  D.  Maxon,  D.D.,  Bector 
of  Christ  Church,  Detroit,  Mich.  The 
Bev.  Mr.  Schrader  will  continue  his  work 
at  Slaterville  Springs  and  Speedsville. 
The  Bev.  Mr.  Foreman  has  been  appointed 
by  the  Bishop  to  work  in  the  Associate 
Mission  carried  on  under  the  direction  of 
the  Bev.  F.  C.  Smith  in  Boonville,  Forest- 
port,  Port  Ley  den  and  Greig ;  and  the  Bev. 
Mr.  Ackerman  has  been  appointed  to 
mission  work  in  Syracuse  during  the  sum- 
mer ;  in  the  autumn  he  expects  to  return  to 
the  General  Theological  Seminary  as  a 
post-graduate  student  on  a  fellowship. 


The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
met  in  the  Parish  rooms  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Syracuse,  on  Monday,  June  25th, 
and  organ ized  for  the  coming  year,  with 
the  Bev.  John  B.  Harding  as  President, 
and  the  Bev.  E.  Huntington  Coley  as 
Secretary. 


June  15th.  The  exercises  began  with 
services  in  the  Chapel,  and  were  continued 
in  the  woods  back  of  the  school,  where  a 
stage  had  been  erected,  and  a  large  number 
of  seats  provided.  After  the  orations  by 
the  boys,  Mr.  Dunning,  of  Syracuse,  gave 
a  short  historical  sketch  of  the  school. 
Senator  Brackett,  of  Saratoga,  made  the 
address  of  the^  day,  and  the  Bishop 
delivered  the  diplomas  to  the  members  of 
the  graduating  class  consisting  of  nine- 
teen boys,  the  largest  the  school  has  ever 
sent  out.  After  luncheon  served  in  the 
dining-room  to  all  guests,  the  remaining 
exercises  were  concluded.  The  day  was 
fine,  and  everybody  was  happy. 


PAROCHIAL  NOTES. 

The  Year  Book  of  Calvary  Church, 
Utica,  the  Bev.  E.  Huntington  Coley, 
Bector,  has  recently  been  published,  giving 
the  history  of  the  parish  from  May,  1905- 
1906.  It  is  a  very  encouraging  record, 
showing  the  payment  during  the  year  of 
$3,750  on  the  floating  debt,  and  leaving 
but  $2,000  to  be  paid.  Also  the  receipt  of 
a  bequest  of  $10,000  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Henry  W.  Millar,  the  interest  of 
which  is  to  be  used  for  parish  purposes. 
The  various  societies  of  the  parish  are  in 
good  working  order  and  full  of  active  life. 


The     Commencement     of     St.     John's 
School,   Manlius,   took   place   on   Friday, 


Grace  Church,  Elmira. — The  Bev. 
A.  B.  Budd,  Bector.  On  Saturday,  June 
2nd,  the  Eve  of  Whitsunday,  the  Bishop 
opened  with  formal  service  the  new  Church 
just  completed  by  this  parish.  It  is  built 
of  the  native  blue  stone,  with  trimmings 
of  light  yellow  stone,  and  being  of  Perpen- 
dicular Gothic  and  quite  lofty,  is  very 
effective.  The  whole  cost  has  not  yet  been 
paid,  and  consequently  the  Church  was  not 
consecrated;  but  a  service  authorized  by 
the  Bishop  was  used  preceding  a  celebra- 
tion of  the  Holy  Communion.  Ten  or  a 
dozen  Clergymen,  some  from  Western  New 
York  and  Central  Pensylvania,  as  well  as 
from  our  own  Diocese,  and  a  large  congre- 
gation were  present  and  took  part  in  the 
services,  and  the  visitors  were  afterwards 
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entertained  at  luncheon  in  the  basement  of 
the  Church.  The  Kector  and  congregation 
are  to  be  very  much  congratulated  on  the 
accomplishment  of  such  a  good  work,  and 
we  trust  it  will  not  be  long  before  the 
Consecration  will  take  place. 


Tkintty  Memorial  Church,  Bing- 
hamton,  (see  illustration  on  first  page). — 
The  Rev.  A.  R.  B.  Hegeman,  Rector.  The 
elaborate  stone  Church  of  this  parish 
erected  some  ten  years  ago,  was  consecrated 
by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  on  the  morn- 
ing of  Whitsunday,  June  3rd.  The  debt 
of"  $16,220  was  paid  off  on  Easter  Mon- 
day, and  Whitsunday  being  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  founding  of  the  parish,  the 
Consecration  was  arranged  for  that  day, 
though  the  Clergy  generally  could  not 
leave  their  own  services  in  order  to  be 
present.  The  Rector  felt,  however,  that 
Sunday  was  the  most  convenient  day  for 
all  the  people,  who  had  so  generously 
assisted  in  removing  the  debt,  and  they 
filled  the  Church.  There  was  nothing' un- 
usual about  the  services.  The  Rector  and 
theRev.Mr.YanIngen,of  Millburn,  JSL  J., 
said  Morning  Prayer.  The  music  by  the 
vested  choir  was  excellent,  and  the  Bishop 
preached     and     celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 


munion. 


In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  the 
Bishop  delivered  the  address  to  the  gradu- 
ating class  of  the  Lady  Jane  Gray  School 
for  young  ladies ;  and  in  the  evening  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Longley,  Rector  of  Christ 
Church  in  the  same  city,  preached  the 
sermon  on  the  text,  "See  ye  these  great 
buildings  ?  There  shall  not  be  left  one 
stone  upon  another  that  shall  not  be  thrown 
down." 


St.- Ann's  Church,  Afton. — The  Rev. 
Wilson  E.  Tanner  in  charge.  On  Tues- 
day in  Whitsun  week,  June  5th,  the 
Bishop  dedicated  three  articles  of  furni- 
ture in  this  Church.  When  the  former 
Church  was  struck  bv  lightning  several 
years  ago  and  burned  up,  the  bell  was 
melted  by  the  bolt.     One  of  the  ladies  has 


been  working  over  since  to  get  another, 
and  has  at  last  succeeded.     The  new  bell 

was  hanging  in  the  tower  and  three  strokes 
were  made  upon  it  as  the  Bishop  pro- 
nounced the  invocation  of  the  Blessed 
Trinity,  and  asked  a  benediction  on  it. 
The  procession  then  moved  up  the  aisle  to 
the  lecturn,  an  eagle  carved  in  oak,  recently 
presented  to  the  Church,  and  that  was 
blessed,  and  thence  to  the  pulpit,  which  i- 
a  memorial  of  the  late  Rev.  Edwin  Lee 
Tanner,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  parish, 
and  died  last  September.  This  pulpit  i- 
also  of  oak  and  made  after  a  design  by  M  r. 
Tanner  himself.  In  the  centre  panel  i-  a 
cross  with  a  figure  of  the  Lord  upon  it.  and 
below  is  the  text:  "We  preach  Christ 
crucified."  Evening  Prayer  followed,  and 
four  persons  were  confirmed.  Quire  a 
delegation  of  people  from  Bainbridge  on 
one  side  and  Harpursville  on  the  other 
attended  the  services,  and  were  entertained 
with  refreshments  afterward-  by  the 
ladies  of  the  parish,  and  several  of  the 
Clergy  were  also  present  and  took  part 


St.  Paul's  Church,  Parts  Hill. — The 
Rev.  J.  B.  Wicks,  Rector.  On  Saturday, 
June  9th,  the  people  of  this  parish  cele- 
brated the  70th  birthday  of  their  Rector. 
Mr.  Wicks  and  his  wife  were  both  born  on 
Paris  Hill,  and  have  the  singular  distinc- 
tion  of  ministering  in  the  Church  in 
which  they  were  baptized.  A  large-  num- 
ber of  people  gathered  from  the  country- 
side to  offer  their  congratulations,  and  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was  asked  to  preside 
at  a  meeting  of  them,  at  which  addresses 
were  made,  and  a  purse  of  $200  was 
presented  to  Mr.  Wicks,  contributed  by  ;i 
number  of  his  parishioners  and  friends. 
The  addresses  were  hv  the  Rev.  M 
Coley  and  Parker,  and  Messrs.  Russell, 
Graham,  Wicks  (R.  II.)  and  Aldington, 
to  which  the1  Rev.  Mr.  Wicks  responded 
feelingly.  It  was  altogether  a  very 
pleasant    occasion.

a  singular  oversight,  which  we  regretted 
very  much,  the  announcement  of  the  re- 
signation of  his  rectorship  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Reed  was  omitted  in  our  last  issue.  It  was 
on  Ascension  Day  that  the  letter  of  re- 
signation, to  take  effect  October  1st,  was 
read  to  the  congregation,  and  the  state- 
ment was  afterwards  published  that  it  had 
been  accepted  by  the  vestry.

We  under- 
stand that  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Reed  will  return 
to  Philadelphia,  their  former  home. 


St.  John's  Church,  Altmar. — The 
Rev.  B.  E.  Whipple  in  charge.  A  new 
altar  has  been  given  to  this  Church  by  Miss 
Mary  Henderson,  of  Oswego,  in  memory 
of  her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  T. 
Henderson,  to  whom  the  Mission  at  Altmar 
largely  owes  its  origin,  who  were  for  many 
years  its  principal  supporters.  A  new 
desk  and  stall  have  also  been  given  by  the 
Altar  Guild,  and  new  hangings  for  the 
altar.  All  of  these  gifts  were  blessed  by 
the  Rector  and  used  for  the  first  time  on 
Trinity  Sunday.  The  old  altar  and  desk 
are  no  longer  needed,  and  will  be  given  to 
any  mission  in  want  of  such  articles  of 
furniture. 


St.  Luke's  Church,  Uttca. — The  Rev. 
E.  F.  IT.  J.  Masse,  Rector.  A  new 
Memorial  Pulpit  has  been  placed  in  this 
Church.  It  commemorates  the  work  of  the 
late  Rev.  E.  M.  Van  Deusen,  D.D., 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Utica,  and  of  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Home  and  Hospital, 
it  being  largely  through  his  efforts  that 
these  institutions  were  founded.  A 
service  of  dedication  was  held  Saturday, 
June  9th,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Masse. 
Five  carved  oak  figures  represent  the 
five  works  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van 
Duesen  performed  in  Utica,  figures  of 
faith,  hope  and  charity  represent  his  three 
institutions,  which  he  originated,  and  there 


are  figures  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Luke.  The 
work  is  in  ancient  cathedral  oak,  and  was 
made  at  Winchester,  England,  by  Kitchen, 
the  architect,  and  from  designs  made  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Masse. 


Grace  Church,  Syracuse. — The  Rev. 
H.  G.  Coddington,  D.D.,  Rector.  On 
Saturday,  June  10th,  it  was  discovered 
that  the  two  Communion  Services  used  in 
this  Church,  and  the  alms  from  the  poor 
box  had  been  stolen.  Fortunately  the 
person  taking  them  was  caught  while 
robbing  the  poor  box  in  St.  Ann's  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  in  Albany,  and  the 
articles  restored. 


Emmanuel  Church,  Memphis. — The 
Rev.  J.  H.  Stirling  in  charge.  This 
Church  met  with  an  accident  in  the  severe 
thunderstorm  Saturday,  June  16th.  The 
lightning  struck  the  cross  on  the  spire  at 
the  top  of  the  standard,  breaking  off  a 
quarter  of  it,  went  inside  at  the  foot  of  the 
standard,  knocking  off  a  few  shingles, 
struck  one  of  the  rafters,  breaking  it  into 
pieces,  and  came  out  between  the  two 
slatted  windoAvs  on  the  east  side,  smashing 
out  the  plinth  between  them.  This  was 
all  the  damage  that  was  done.  It  has  been 
repaired  and  cost  $0.50.  It  was  "a  close 
call,"  and  singularly  fortunate  that  the 
Church  was  not  burned  up. 


PERSONALS. 

The  Rev.  John  Brainard,  D.D.  .  . 
It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  record 
the  retirement  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brainard 
from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese.  He  became  Rector  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Auburn,  in  1803,  before  this 
Diocese  was  organized,  while  Bishop 
De  Lancey,  the  first  Bishop  of  Western 
New  York  was  still  presiding  alone  over 
all  this  part  of  the  State.

he  felt  constrained  to  decline  another 
election  on  account  of  his  inability  to  serve.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

In  our  last  article  on  this  subject  we 
spoke  of  the  sentences  at  the  beginning  of 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  as  being  of 
the  nature  of  antiphons.  Before  leaving 
the  matter  we  should  like  to  add  that,  when 
the  Confession  is  to  be  used  it  would  seem 
as  if  at  least  one  of  the  penitential 
sentences  should  be  said,  in  order  to  carry 
out  the  manifest  purpose  in  placing  them 
there.  Of  course  the  rubric  does  not 
require  it,  but  liturgical  fitness  does;  and 
by  observing  such  niceties  of  expression  in; 
the  services  we  add  to  their  beauty  and 
effectiveness,  without  in  any  way  increas- 
ing the  formalism.     On  the  contrary,  it  is 


by  such  careful  use  that  we  minimize  the 
danger  of  formalism  and  give  life  to  the 
devotional  forms. 

It  is  a  great  improvement,  introduced 
in  1892,  that  we  are  not  required  to  repeal 
the  Exhortation,  "Dearly  beloved  breth- 
ren," &c,  more  than  once  a  week.  This 
is  one  of  the  "sermonettes,"  as  they  have 
been  called,  which  were  added  to  the 
English  Book  in  1552,  and  as  a  literary 
composition  is  one  of  the  poorest  things 
to  be  found  within  its  covers.  Its  succes- 
ion  of  synonyms  of  Latin  and  Anglo- 
Saxon  forms  is  very  monotonous,  and 
where  service  is  said  daily,  or  several  times 
each  week,  it  becomes  extremely  formal, 
and  does  not  tend  to  edification.  It  may 
do  well  enough  once  on  Sunday,  but  it  is 
hardly  necessary  to  tell  the  people  who  go 
to  Church  on  week-days  what  they  go  for. 

The  Confession  which  follows  is  called 
"General"  not  merely  because  it  is  to  be 
said  by  all,  but  more  especially  because  it 
is  of  a  general  and  not  a  particular  char- 
acter. It  is  a  confession  of  sinfulness 
rather  than  of  sins,  and  was  introduce*  1  at 
the  time  when  private  confession  to  the 
priest  alone  began  to  be  no  longer  enforced 
as  a  matter  of  necessary  discipline. 
Similar  public  confessions  were  not  un- 
known in  the  old  Latin  offices,  but  they 
were  much  shorter  and  still  less  detailed 
than  this,  or  than  the  one  now  in  the  Com- 
munion Service,  because  the  custom  of 
auricular  confession,  as  it  is  called,  was 
regarded  as  sufficient  for  all  needs.  That 
custom  of  private  confession  calls  for  spec- 
ial self-examination,  that  one  may  be  able 
to  tell  what  the  sins  are  thai  he  lias  oom- 
mitted;  and  these  public  general  con- 
fessions, especially  before  receiving  the 
Holy  Sacrament,  are  so  worded  as  to  in- 
dicate that  one  has  Likewise  gone  through 
the  same  process.  We  are  supposed  to 
have  in  mind  the  peculiar  "devices  and 
desires  of  our  own  hearts,"  which  we  have 
"too  much  followed,"  to  be  thinking  of  the 

"holy  laws"  of  God  against  which  "we 
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have  offended,"  and  to  know  what  the 
particular  things  are  which  "we  ought  to 
have  done,"  or  to  "have  left  undone." 
Otherwise,  if  we  rattle  off  these  solemn 
phrases  without  thought  of  what  we  are 
saving,  the  act  of  confession  will  be  of 
little  practical  use  to  us.  The  general 
feeling  of  penitence  may  be  entirely  com- 
mendable, and  is,  of  course,  a  fitting  frame 
of  mind  for  the  beginning  of  our  act  of 
worship;  but  it  will  probably  be  a  failure 
so  far  as  the  getting  hold  of  ourselves  and 
the  overcoming  of  our  actnal  sins  are  con- 
cerned. The  danger  that  besets  more  or 
less  all  liturgical  forms  is  particularly 
imminent  here,  and  calls  for  constant 
watchfulness  and  care  lest  we  lose  the 
benefit  which -may  be  derived  from  the 
right  use  of  such  an  arrangement.  For 
we  must  remember  that  the  Absolution 
which  follows  is  also  public  and  general, 
and  the  only  way  to  keep  that  from  becom- 
ing a  mere  empty  form  is  by  being  so  real 
in  the  use  of  the  Confession,  that  we  may 
rake  the  Absolution,  each  one  to  himself 
as  a  real  thins. 


GENERAL  NEWS. 

Mr.  Geo.  ( \  Thomas,  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  General  Missions,  writes  as 
follows: 

New  York,  July  9,  1906.

The  increase  in  contributions  from  all 
sources  )■»  duly  1st  is  not  as  large  as  it  was 
to  .In no  1st.  The  total  increase  to  July 
Lsl  i^  $33,227.61.  To  June  1st  it  was 
$40,077.21.  The  greater  portion  of  this 
increase  is  in  Parish  Offerings  applying 
upon  the  Apportionment,  say  nearly 
$22,000,  and  nearly  100  more  Parishes 
than  a  year  ago  have  sent  offerings. 

There  i-  Deeded,  however,  a  very  mucji 
greater  increase  from  many  Parishes  and 
M  issions  and  individuals,  if  the  Apportion- 
ment is  to  he  met  in  foil,  and  all  the  ap- 
propriations provided  for  mat  have  been 
,ll;|,|('  '"  'I"'  name  of  the  whol.  ( Jhureh,  in 
,;,l!h  ,1|;"  the  necessary  funds  A-onld  he 
c  ■mi  ributed. 


From  September  1st,  1905,  to  July  1st, 
1900,  congregations,  Sunday  Schools, 
branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and 
individual  donors  have  sent  to  the  Board 
of  Missions,  to  be  divided  among  the  mis- 
sions of  the  Church  at  home  and  abroad,  in 
accordance  with  the  Appropriations  of  the 
Board ' $646,000 

In  order  that  the  pledges  made  to  the 
Diocesan  and  Missionary  Bishops  for  the 
current  fiscal  year  may  be  paid  in  full,  the 
Board  of  Missions  asks  that  during  July 
and  August  the  Church  should  give 

$154,000 

To  accomplish  this  the  offerings  during 
these  two  months  must  be  larger  than  the 
offerings  of  the  corresponding  months  of 
last  year  by $41,000 


The  apportionment  to  the  Diocese  of 
Central  New  York  for  General  Missions 
for  the  year  ending  September  1st,  1906, 
is  $10,600.  Of  this  amount  there  has  been 
sent  to  the  Treasurer  from  September  1st 
to  June  1st,  1906,  $3,791.67.  This  sum 
does  not  include  the  contributions  from  the 
Sunday  Schools,  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and 
specials. 


Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew. 
Missionary  Convention. 

Memphis,  Tenn.,  Oct,  18-21,  1906. .  . 
'  The  21st  Annual  National  Convention 
of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  which, 
for  the  first  time,  is  to  be  held  in  the  "Cot- 
ton Belt"  of  the  South,  should  mark  an 
epoch  in  Church  life  in  that  section.  The 
Brotherhood  had  its  inception  in  the  North 
and  is  not  strong,  comparatively,  in  the 
South,  and  until  recently  the  organization 
has  made  no  very  determined  effort 
in  its  forward  movement  in  the  cotton 
growing  States,  so  that  in  selecting 
Memphis  for  the  1906  Convention  it  was 
with  the  especial  intent  of  extending  the 
Brotherhood  and  correspondingly  strength- 
ening the  Church  in  the  South. 

The  Memphis  Local  Assembly  is  work- 
ing hard  to  make  the  Convention  next 
October  a  success  by  advertising  the  same 
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widely  and  endeavoring  to  create  an  in- 
terest among  Churchmen  of  the  South  in 
the  Convention,  and  the  object  of  the 
Brotherhood. 

The  Traveling  Secretaries  of  the 
Brotherhood  are  doing  excellent  work  in 
the  Southern  States  by  the  formation  of 
new  and  revival  of  dormant  chapters. 

The 'South  is  a  field  where  possibilities 
exist  for  a  great  revival  and  awakening  of 
the  men  of  the  Church,  following  a  suc- 
cesfnl  and  highly  spiritual  Convention. 
Churchmen  attending  will,  therefore,  have 
the  privilege  of  aiding,  by  their  presence 
and  participation  in  the  Convention  at 
Memphis,  this  Church  forward  movement.

The  program  for  the  Convention  at 
Memphis  next  October  will  include 
addresses  from  many  eminent  and  eloquent 
clergy  and  laymen  of  the  Church.  Very 
low  excursion  rates  by  rail  have  already 
been  announced. 

An  appeal  is  made  to  all  Churchmen  to 
attend  this  laymen's  convention.  All 
should  benefit  thereby.  The  South  needs 
you.

ST.  STEPHEN'S  CHURCH,  NEW  HARTFORD. 

(Subject  oi  Illustration.) 

When  St.  Stephen's  Church  in  the  town 
of  New  Hartford  was  organized  it  ranked 
No.  15  among  the  parishes  and  mission 
stations  which  now  compose  the  Diocese  of 
Central  New  York.  At  that  time  there 
were  only  three  Protestant  Episcopal 
Churches  in  Oneida  County,  viz.,  St.  fi 
Paul's,  Paris  Hill;  Trinity,  Utica;  and  ; 
St,  Paul's,  Holland  Patent.  With  the 
possible  exception  of  a  funeral  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Anthon  in  the  | 
Universalist  house  of  worship  then  existing 
in  New  Hartford,  there  is  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  this  village  and  township  had 
been  favored  with  the  services  of  the 
Church  prior  to  A.  D.  1824. 

In  the  early  part  of  June,  1824,  the 
Rev.  Amos  Cotton  Treadway,  then  in 
Deacon's  Orders,  came  to  visit  his  sister, 
Mrs.  Susan  P.  Hamlin,  then  living  in  New 
Hartford.  He  then  expected  to  return  in 
a  few  weeks  to  Lynchburg,  Va.,  from 
whence  he  came,  although  a  New 
Englander  by  birth  and  training.  The 
Presbyterian  pastor  invited  Mr.  Treadway 
to  preach  for  him.  Urged  by  the  few 
churchmen  in  the  village  to  do  so,  he  ac- 
cepted the  invitation,  and  preached  in  the 
Presbyterian  house  of  worship  on  both  the 
second  and  third  Sundays  in  June,  1824. 
As  there  were  almost  no  Prayer  Books,  and 
the  majority  of  the  congregation  were  un- 
able to  use  them  had  they  been  secured,  he 
read  only  portions  of  the  office.  By  these 
services  attention  was  aroused  and  inquiry 
was  made  concerning  the  denomination  to 
which  the  stranger  belonged.  So  much 
interest  was  manifested  that  Mr.  Treadway 
was  persuaded  to  remain  in  this  vicinity, 
and  for  several  weeks  he  ministered  in 
school  houses,  especially  in  that  situated 
in  the  "Middle  Settlement,"  where  Messrs. 
John  Savage  and  Colling  Lock  resided.  So 
much  affection  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  soon  developed  that  Mr.  Treadway 
decided  to  religuish  his  plan  to  return  to 
Virginia,  and  give  his  time  to  the  found- 
ing of  a  mission  in  New  Hartford.  The 
people  rallied  around  him,  and  proposed 
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to  secure  a  suitable  hall  in  which  to  hold 
services.  The  Masonic  Order  kindly  and 
generously  offered  the  use  of  their  lodge 
room,  and  this  offer  was  accepted.  A 
temporary  lectern  was  set  up  and  more 
seats  provided.  On  the  first  Sunday  in 
July,  1824,  the  congregation  assembled  for 
the  first  time  in  what  is  now  the  village  of 
New  Hartford.  The  full  order  of  Morn- 
ing and  Evening  Prayer,  so  far  as  a  Deacon 
can  use  these  offices,  was  observed,  the 
Canticles  being  chanted.  Soon  the  question 
of  a  permanent  organization  was  discussed. 
Such  an  organization  was  considered  ad- 
visable, but  could  not  be  immediately  com- 
pleted, as  there  was  not  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  male  persons  legally  qualified  to 
serve  as  wardens  and  vestrymen.  This 
difficulty  was  soon  overcome,  and  the  parish 
was  regularly  organized  and  incorporated 
under  the  title,  "The  Rector,  church- 
wardens and  vestrymen  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church  at  Few  Hartford." 

The  meeting  at  which  this  organization 
was  completed  was  held  in  the  Masonic 
Hall,  September  1st,  A.  D.  1824,  the  Rev. 
Henry  Anthon,  then  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Utica,  presiding. 

Messrs.  John  Savage  and  Colling  Lock 
were  elected  wardens ;  and  Messrs.  Jeded- 
iah  Sanger,  Peter  Hull,  Nathan  Marsh, 
Nathaniel  Sherrill,  M.D.,  Moses  Dickin- 
son, Stephen  Duen,  Isaac  Gr.  Stratton,  and 
Zedekiah  Sanger  were  chosen  as  vestry- 
men. The  Hon.  Jedediah  Sanger  had  been 
a  very  liberal  supporter  of  the  Presbyterian 
Society,  but  had  now  developed  a  very 
lively  and  earnest  interest  in  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church.  He  and  some 
others  had  already  made  generous  sub- 
scriptions towards  the  erection  of  a 
Church  edifice  for  the  use  of  the  growing 
congregation.  The  project  .met  with 
much  favor,  and  at  the  very  first  meeting 
of  the  newly  elected  vestry  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  solicit  further  subscrip- 
tions for  the  buildings  of  a  Church.  At 
the  second  meeting,  held  October  5th,  1824, 
.  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Treadway  was  formally 
invited  to  officiate  one-half  of  the  time  dur- 
ing the  ensuing  year.     Thus  writes  the 


historian  of  the  parish  :  "In  less  than  four 
months  from  the  time  when  a  young 
clergyman  came  here  merely  to  visil  a 
relative,  and  with  no  intention  or  hope  of 
establishing  an  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
village,  many  persons  had  learned  to  ad- 
mire her  and  her  services;  these  had  been 
fully  established,  a  parish  had  been  legally 
organized  and  efforts  were  being  made 
to  secure  the  funds  for  the  erection  of  a 
sanctuary.  When  we  consider  how  many 
faithful  missionaries  zealously  toil  for 
years  to  accomplish  equal  results  in  a  com- 
munity such  as  this  then  was,  almost 
entirely  ignorant  of  our  historic  Church 
and  venerable  liturgy,  we  ought  to  magnify 
and  honor  the  goodness  of  the  Lord,  who  so 
richly  favored  our  parish  in  her  early 
infancy.  He  truly  acknowledged  and 
blessed  the  ministry  of  His  Sacred  Word, 
and  gave  to  His  cause  the  favor  and  aid  of 
Judge  Sanger,  at  that  time  the  most 
prominent,  influential  and  wealthy  man 
in  our  town,  if  not  in  this  county."  Judge 
Sanger  purchased  the  lot  upon  which  the 
present  Church  is  built,  and  endowed  the 
parish  with  130  acres  of  land  and  an 
annuity  of  $250,  which  was  afterwards 
changed  to  a  permanent  fund  of  $5,000. 

On  July  11th,  1825,  the  corner-stone  was 
laid  with  Masonic  ceremonies.  At  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  held 
in  October,  1825,  the  parish  was  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Diocese.  At  about  the 
same  time  application  was  made  to  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  for  aid  in 
maintaining  the  services  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  New  Hartford. 

This  application  was  acted  upon  favor- 
ably, and  for  several  years  the  Diocesan 
Missionary  Board  aided  the  parish  in  pay- 
ing the  salary  of  its  minister.  On  dulv 
15th,  1826,  'the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Henry 
Hobart,  D.D.,  visited  St.  Stephen's  parish, 
and  the  Church  not  being  completed,  the 
Presbyterians  kindly  loaned  their  house 
of  worship  for  the  Church  services.  At 
this  first  Confirmation  service  ll»  persons 
received  the  laying  of  hands  hv  the  Bishop 
of  New  York. 

Prior  to  the  year  1827  the  Rev,  Mr. 
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Treadway  divided  his  time  between  St. 
John's  Church,  Richfield,  and  St. 
Stephen's,  Few  Hartford.  He  also  used 
to  hold  services  at  various  other  points  12 
or  i:>  miles  distant,  making  these  journeys 
always  on  horseback,  and  preaching  two 
or  three  times  every  Sunday.  In  1827  he 
confined  his  labors  to  this  parish.  In  1829, 
April  19th,  he  resigned  the  cure  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  and  soon  after  removed 
t<>  Johnstown,  Ts".  Y.,  "leaving  behind  him 
the  monument  of  faithfulness,  energy  and 
devoted  piety,  a  Church  which  under  God 
owes  very  much  to  him."  On  June  6th, 
lv>(.»,  the  generous  benefactor  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  lion.  Jedediah  Sanger, 
died  at  the  good  old  age  of  79  years.  A 
handsome  memorial  tablet  in  the  Church 
testifies  to  the  appreciation  of  the  congre- 
gation for  the  good  works  and  liberal  con- 
tributions of  this  friend  of  the  parish. 
Tl'ie  Rev.  Parker  Adams  succeeded  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Treadway  as  Rector,  and  the 
parish  con  tinned  to  prosper  under  his 
ministrations.  In  July,  1830,  an  organ 
was  purchased  at  a  total  cost  of  about  $535. 
Soon  after  this,  a  bell  was  procured  at  a 
cost  of  $200.  In  the  Spring  of  1834,  the 
Church  was  thoroughly  repainted.  On 
account  of  failing  health,  Mr.  Adams  re- 
signed the  Rectorship  September  6,  1834. 
lie  died  in  St.  Augustine,  Florida,  June 
10th,  1836,  and  a  mural  tablet  was 
afterward  erected  in  St.  Stephen's  Church 
to  his  memory. 

In  the  year  1-835  the  women  of  the 
parish  procured  a  sterling  silver,  hand- 
made sel  of  Communion  vessels  consisting 
of  a  flagon,  a  paten  and  two  chalices. 
These  sacred  vessels  are  still  in  use  for  the 
celebration  of  the  Divine  mysteries  in  this 
parish.  Prior  to  1835  the  Holy  Eucharist 
had  been  celebrated  with  the  nse  of  ntensils 
furnished  from  the  houses  of  the  Rectors. 
On  June  1  tth,  1839,  the  vestry  decided  to 
procure  a  new  and  heavier  bell,  as  the  old 
one  had  heen  broken.  The  new  one  is 
^lill  in  use.  In  October,  1839,  the  parish 
came  into  possession  of  its  first  rectory. 
During  the  year  L844  the  Church  was 
greatly   improved    by   the   erection   of   a 


chancel  containing  .a  lectern  and  pulpit, 
the  aisles  of  the  Church  were  carpeted  and 
the  Church  painted  both  externally  and  on 
the  inside.  For  various  reasons,  chiefly 
those  of  ill  health  on  the  part  of  the 
clergymen,  there  were  frequent  changes  in 
the  Rectorship  of  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
and  several  long  periods  when  the  parish 
was  without  a  settled  Pastor.  In  July, 
1849,  the  vestry  sold  the  Rectory  which 
had  been  acquired  in  1839.  About  this 
time  one  Rector  writes:  "The  parish  has 
struggled  with  pecuniary  embarassment's 
and  has  suffered  great  trials  in  the  removal 
of  many  of  its  most  worthy  members  by 
death." 

In  1850  a  new  organ,  still  in  use,  was 
purchased  from  Mr.  Andrews,  of  Water- 
ville,  at  an  expense  of  about  $550  and  the 
old  instrument.  In  1853  a  second  rectory 
was  purchased,  and  the  Rector  reported 
the  year  to  be  "one  of  prosperity  with 
some  discouragements."  In  1857  the  old 
windows  in  the  sides  of  the  Church  were 
replaced  by  the  stained  glass  winodws  still 
in  use.  In  1858  the  front  window  was 
inserted  as  a  memorial  by  the  gifts  of  sixty 
of  the  former  residents  of  New  Hartford. 
The  chancel  was  also,  improved  both  in 
appearance  and  convenience.  In  1863  the 
rectory  was  sold.  In  1868  extensive  re- 
pairs and  improvements  were  made  to  the 
Church  building.  The  recessed  chancel 
was  then  built,  the  organ  moved  from  the 
gallery  to  the  present  organ  chamber,  the 
gallery  was  taken  down,  and  a  new  vestry 
room  erected.  The  money  secured  by  sale 
of  rectory  was  applied  to  the  expense  of 
these  improvements.  In  this  same  year  a 
handsome  marble  font  was  presented  to  the 
Church  as  a  memorial  to  Mr.  Moses  T. 
Eggleston,  for  many  years  a  warden  of  the 
parish.  In  1871  the  parish  purchased  its 
third  rectory  at  a  cost  of  $2,000,  which 
was  fully  paid  in  the  year  1874.  This 
rectory  was  subsequently  rented,  and  after- 
wards sold  by  the  vestry,  as  it  was  no  longer 
needed.  Mr.  Eggleston,  recently  men- 
tioned, had  willed  his  home,  situated  next 
to  the  Church,  with  certain  reservations  of 
life  interest  for  his  wife  and  her  sister,  to 
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St.  Stephen's  Church.  His  surviving 
relatives  and  beiiificiaries  having  died,  the 
fine  property  now  constituting  the  rectory 
came  into  the  possession  of  the  vestry  in 
1883,  and  was  occupied  by  the  Rev.  J.  S. 
Lemon,  Rector,  in  July  of  that  year. 

The  following  named  gentlemen  now 
compose  the  vestry  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church :  The  Rev.  W.  G.  Bentley,  Rector ; 
Mr.  George  Benton  and  Mr.  Wm.  Osborn, 
wardens;  Mr.  H.  T.  Austin,  Mr.  J.  B. 
Eraser,  Mr.  C.  D.  Getchel,  Mr.  E.  D. 
Lyon,  Mr.  Richard  Reed,  Mr.  J.  V.  H. 
Scovill,  Mr.  E.  C.  Smith  and  Mr.  Breese 
Stevens,  vestrymen.  Mr.  George  Benton 
is  treasurer,  and  Mr.  Stevens  is  clerk  of 
the  vestry.  The  present  Rector  has  been 
in_charge  of  the  parish  since  November  1st, 
1898,  the  longest  Rectorship  in  its  history. 

There  have  been  in  all  23  Rectors,  be- 
sides numerous  supplies  who  have  minis- 
tered in  the  Church  in  New  llartf ord  since 
its  organization  in  1824. 

Among  the  most  prominent  of  these  may 
be  mentioned  the  Rev.  William  E.  Eigen- 
brodt,  D.D.,  afterwards  a  professor  in  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  New  York ; 
William  A.  Matson,  D.D.,  one  of  the  for- 
mer editors  of  the  Gospel  Messenger,  and 
Charles  Wells  Hayes,  the  learned  and 
eminent  historian  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York. 

The  phenomenal  growth  which  marked 
the  early  years  of  the  parish  existence  has 
not  been  maintained.  New  Hartford  being 
an  industrial  community  the  character  of 
the  inhabitants  is  somewhat  migratory. 
The  frequent  changes  of  Rectorship  have 
not  been  generally  conducive  to  healthy 
growth.  The  division  of  large  estates 
among  heirs  who  have  taken  their  share 
of  the  property  which  they  have  inherited, 
and  moved  to  other  communities,  has  served 
to  impair  the  financial  ability  of  the 
parish.  The  proximity  to  Utica,  and  the 
larger  attractions  which  the  city  Churches 
can  offer  draw  many  people  of  means  away 
from  the  suburban  Church.  Were  it  not 
for  the  generosity  of  Judge  Sanger,  and 
other  early  friends  of  the  Church,  who  with 
great  and  prudent  foresight  left  money  to 


endow  the  parish,  St.  Stephen's  Church 
would  now  be  one  of  the  weakest  among 
our  Diocesan  .Missions.  The  regular  con- 
tributions of  the  present  congregation  are 
not  sufficient  to  pay  the  various  Diocesan 
assessments,  and  to  provide  for  the  expense 
of  janitor,  organist,  heating  and  lighting 
the  Church,  and  other  incidental  expenses. 
Still,  in  spite  of  many  discourageinoi it- 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  St.  Stephen's 
Church  has  justified  her  existence  in  New 
Hartford.  Including  Chadwicks,  when 
it  was  under  the  care  of  the  mother  parish, 
there  has  been  842  persons  baptized,  and 
545  confirmed.  Under  the  blessing  of  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church,  St.  Stephen's 
Parish  has  been,  and  still  is,  a  spiritual 
force  in  the  community  in  which  it  exists, 
— Laus  Deo.

By  James  Orr,  D.D.,  Professor  of 
Apologetics  and  Systematic  Theology, 
United  Free  Church  College,  Glasgow. 

Tli is  is  a  very  learned,  complete  and 
most  satisfactory  exposition  of  what  true 
criticism  of  Holy  Scripture  should  be,  and 
of  the  inconsistencies,  assumptions  and 
mistakes  of  the  irreverent  and  unbelieving 

o 

school  of  critics,  which  some  believing 
Christians  are  unfortunately  trying  to 
follow. 

It  consists  of  the  treatise  which,  though 
not  written  with  reference  to  such  a  com- 
pletion, was  awarded  the  "Bross  Prize"  by 
the  Trustees  of  Lake  Forest  College, 
Illinois,  in  11)05.  The  author  is  thoroughly 
familiar  with  his  subject,  knows  all  that 
the  critics  of  every  school  have  written, 
ami  takes  a  very  fair  and  moderate  atti- 
tude towards  those  whose  conclusions  he 
proceeds  to  contradict. 

We  shall  not  attempl  to  follow  Prof.  Orr 
through  his  very  exhaustive  treatise,  but 
recommend  it  to  the  Clergy  particularly 
as  ;m  instructive  and  helpful  work  in  these 
when  the  Word  of  God  in  the  Old 
and  New  Testamenl  is  suffering  from  the 
most  insidious' attacks  that  have  ever  been 
made  upon  it. 


THE  MISSIONARY  THANK-OFFERING. 

The  central  committee  who  are  organiz- 
ing the  movement  for  a  great  thank-offering 
to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention 
in   Richmond   in  gratitude   for   the  three 
hundred    years    of    English    Christianity 
since  the  first  service  at  Jamestown,  have 
issued  a  Trinity  Bulletin.     They  promise 
another  bulletin  in  Advent,  and  hope  by 
that  time  the  movement,  which  is  already 
gaining  momentum,   will   show  more   re- 
markable results.     At  present    it    appears 
that   1,554   parochial   agencies  have  been 
established.     As  there  were  reported  in  the 
last  annual  7,480  parishes  and  missions, 
the  organization  of  the  thank-offering  has 
evidently  room  to  grow.    In  many  dioceses, 
however,   it  is  nearly  complete.     In  Ala- 
bama, for  instance,  90  out  of  106  parishes 
and  missions  have  established  agencies,  and 
in  Arkansas  every  one  of  the  fifty-five  has 
an  agency.    Florida  too  has  an  almost  com- 
plete organization    and    the    condition  in 
Central  Pennsylvania,   Pittsburgh,   South 
Dakota  and  Los  Angeles  is  excellent.     In 
New  York  200  out  of  257  parishes  have 
effected  an  organization;  in  Pennsylvania 
110  out  of  203.     Massachusetts,  however, 
reports  no  parochial  agencies  at  all,   and 
there  are  forty-nine  other  Dioceses  and  dis- 
tricts in  the  same  situation.     The  organ- 
izers of  the  movement  have  endeavored  to 
cover  both  the  Dioceses  and  the  Missionary 
jurisdictions,  foreign  and  domestic,  eighty- 
eight  in  all.     In  seventy-four  of  them  dis- 
trict   committees    have    been    already    ap- 
pointed.     Those  that  have  not  yet  taken 
this  action  are,  in  alphabetical  order,  Cali- 
fornia,   Cape   Palmas,     Easton,     Fon    du 
Lac,    Hankow,    Llonolulu,    Kyoto,    Mar- 
quette, Mexico,  Philippine  Islands,  Porto 
Pico,    Salina,    Shanghai,  Springfield  and 
Tokyo.     In  seven  Dioceses  or  districts  in 
which     district     committees     have     been 
appointed,   they   are,   apparently,   not  yet 
organized.     Such  is  the  condition  in  Boise, 
Colorado,    Harrisburg,    Louisiana,    North 
Dakota,  Quincy  and  Spokane.     From  ten 
Dioceses  or  districts,  in  which  no  district 
committee  was  appointed  there  is  unofficial 
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report  that  work  is  progressing.  In  four 
there  has  apparently  been  as  yet  no  effort, 
but  the  committee  are  prosecuting  their 
work  so  systematically  and  it  will  not  be 
their  fault  if  every  parish  in  the  Church 
has  not  its  organized  agency  at  work  by 
Advent. — The  Churchman. 


Why  They  Went. 

A  missionary  and  his  family,  after  a 
little  rest  in  the  far  American  home,  were 
returning  to  their  place  of  labor  on  the 
high  plains  of  Iran.  They  had  toiled  long 
and  wearily  up  through  a  mountain  pass, 
and  at  last  a  panoramic  view  of  the  plain 
burst  upon  them. 

It  was  dusty  and  cheerless.  Far  away, 
on  a  distant  hillside,  blistering  in  the  sun, 
lay  the  city  which  was  to  be  the  scene  of 
their  future  labors,  as  it  had  been  "the 
scene  of  their  past. 

As  they  gazed  upon  it,  one  of  the  dear 
little  ones  of  the  family  looked  up  into  his 


mother's  face,  and  said  most  pathetically, 
"Mamma,  it  is  not  as  nice  as  America." 

With  the  heart  of  a  true  missionary,  she 
calmed  her  own  emotion,  and  looking  lov- 
ingly into  his  face,  said,  "No,  dear,  that  is 
why  we  have  come." 


Saving  by  Spending. — To  take  time 
for  needed  prayer  is  not  only  to  use  that 
time  profitably,  but  it  is  sure  to  save  time 
later.  It  is  often  hard  to  realize  this  truth 
at  the  moment;  but  there  are  many  who 
can  bear  witness  to  it  as  a  truth.  When 
one  is  faced  by  a  day  in  which  tasks  aro 
heavy  and  crowding,  it  is  natural  to  grudge 
the  giving  of  a  minute  to  anything  but 
those  tasks.  Yet  the  very  pressure  of  a 
crowded  day  is  added  reason  for  giving 
time,  at  the  start  of  the  clay,  to  prayer — 
more  time,  indeed,  than  one  would  on  a  day 
less  burdened.  This  need  has  been  well 
phrased  in  the  words,  "when  it  is  hardest 
to  pray,  pray  hardest !"

THE  ARCHDEACON. 

The  Diocesan  Convention  in  June  con- 
vinced of  the  importance  of  systematizing 
and  quickening  the  missionary  work  of 
the  Diocese,  adopted  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Canon  X,  calling  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  Archdeacon.  A  few  of  the 
Clergy  were  opposed  to  the  change  for 
various  reasons,  some  feeling  that  the 
increased  assessment  needed  for  the  Arch- 
deacon's salary  would  prove  a  hardship, 
and  some  fearing  that  the  Archdeacon  him- 
self might  prove  a  terror.  The  latter  ap- 
prehension we  believe  to  be  entirely  un- 
founded. Many  of  our  dioceses  have  such 
oificers,  and  have  had  for  years,  and  no 
complaints  of  archidiaconal  tyranny  or 
meddling  have  disturbed  the  harmony  of 
their  successful  progress.  The  former 
dread  may  have  more  reason  in  it,  unless 
the  Churchmen  of  Central  New  York  shall 
prove  themselves  equal  to  those  in  our 
sister  dioceses  in  bearing  the  burdens  that 
are  laid  upon  us.  But  we  certainly  believe 
that  they  will  do  so.  The  matter  should 
be  looked  at  in  a  calm  and  reasonable  way. 

This  Diocese  is  not,  and  has  not  been 
for  years,  particularly  deficient  in  the 
amount  that  it  appropriates  to  its  own 
missions.  The  assessments  up  to  this  time 
have  been  quite  large,  many  self-support- 
ing parishes  have  found  them  burdensome, 
and  some  of  the  missionary  parishes  have 
claimed  that  they  could  not  meet  them. 
But  on  the  whole  they  have  been  fairly 
well  met.  It  is  to  be  remembered,  how- 
ever, that  we  have  not  depended  solely 
upon  the  annual  offerings,  but  have  had 
the  income  of  a  permanent  fund,  and  for  a 
few  years  past  have  also  had  an  uninvested 
legacy,  the  principal  of  which  has  supplied 
deficiencies.  It  is  because  that  legacy  is 
now  exhausted  that  we  are  falling  behind 
at  this  time.  There  was  a  deficiency,  it  will 
bo  remembered,  shown  in  the  Treasurer's 
report  at  the  Convention,  and  the  amount 
borrowed    by  him   to   pay   the  stipends   in 
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Hay  was  included  in  the  assessments  for 
the  ensuing  year.  He  paid  that  loan  with 
money  that  came  in  afterwards,  but  about 
the  middle  of  August  the  Treasurer  writes 
to  the  Bishop:  "Perhaps  it  would  be  well 
to  mention  in  The  Gospel  Messenger  that 
I  have  been  obliged  to  borrow  $682.00  to 
pay  August  stipends,"  and  then  he  adds: 
"It  would  seem  as  if  provision  should  be 
made  for  a  larger  permanent  missionary 
fund,  that  we  might  not  be  so  dependent 
on  the  offerings  of  parishes." 

Now,  what  does  all  this  go  to  show  ?  Is 
it  not  that  Ave  have  for  years  been  drawing 
our  missionary  revenue  from  two  sources, 
partly  from  the  small  frequent  but  offer- 
ings of  the  many,  and  partly  from  the 
large  gifts  of  the  few?  The  monthly  col- 
lections come,  not  by  any  means  from  all 
the  people,  because  they  do  not  all  contri- 
bute: but  from  rich  and  poor  alike  who 
assemble  in  our  Churches.  The  permanent 
fundsand  the  uninvested  legacies  come  from 
a  few  of  the  more  wealthy  individuals, 
interested  in  the  support  and  extension  of 
the  ( Jhurch,  who  give  during  their  life-time 
or  after  their  death  by  the  hundreds  and 
thousands.  And  certainly  this  is  as  it 
should  be.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
people  generally  do  not  give  as  liberally  as 
they  ought,  and  many  stipendiary  parishes 
might  be  self-supporting  if  they  did.  But 
ii  is  equally  true  that  the  great  inequality 
of  fortune  which  has  always  prevailed  in 
the  world,  and  now  more  than  ever,  makes 
it  really  incumbent  on  the  few,  who  hold 
the  hulk  of  the  wealth,  to  make  up  by  larger 
contributor  the  deficiencies  of  the  many 
whose  fortunes  are  small.  In  fact  the  due 
proportion  can  only  be  maintained  in  that 
way,  for  the  smaller  gifts  of  the  poor  equal 
'"    proportion    the    Larger    gifts     of     the 

wealthy. 

It  is  in  entire  accordance  with  this 
principle  that  two  suggestions  have 
recently  been  made  for  tin;  relief  of  our 
present  needs  in  this  Diocese.  First,  that 
of  'lie  Treasurer,  quoted  above,  (hat  the 
permanent  missionary  i'wwd  should  be  in- 
creased. That  would  help  the  situation  for 
,1|('  years    to   come.      Second,    that  of   the 


rector  of  one  of  our  parishes,  that  the  salary 
of  the  Archdeacon  for  the  first  year  be 
raised  by  special  subscription,  towards 
which  that  Rector  very  generously  pledges 
his  parish  for  $400.  That  would  be  an 
immediate  relief.  Will  the  Clergy  and 
people  of  Central  New  York  take  this 
matter  up  at  once,  and  try  to  act  on  these 
suggestions  ? 


With  reference  to  the  subject  mentioned 
above  of  increasing  the  permanent  mission- 
ary fund  of  the  Diocese,  we  regard  it  as 
an  excellent  proposal.  The  village  and 
country  Churches  are  not  likely  ever  to 
become  self-supporting,  at  least  so  long  as 
the  present  tendency  to  move  to  the  cities 
prevails ;  on  the  contrary,  many  of  them 
are  continually  growing  weaker.  And  yet 
it  is  important  to  keep  them  up.  They  are 
still  the  nurseries  of  the  Church,  and  help 
to  swell  the  number  of  those  who  become 
its  adherents  in  the  cities.  City  parishes 
owe  much  of  their  present  strength  to 
people  who  were  born  and  brought  up  in 
village  Churches.  Let  us  suggest,  there- 
fore, to  all  those  who  have  money  to  give' 
away  in  their  life-time,  and  to  those  also 
who  desire  to  bequeath  legacies  to  religious 
purposes  in  their  wills,  that  they  remem- 
ber this  object.  Let  them  make  their  be- 
quests to  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 
Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Permanent  Mission- 
ary Fund  of  the  Diocese. 

We  have  heretofore  asked  the  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese  if  they  Avould  not  always  kindly 
remember  the  Gospel  Messenger ,  whenever 
they  have  any  bit  of  personal  or  parochial 
news,  by  sending  it  in  for  publication. 
Some  of  them  have  done  so,  and  to  them 
Ave  are  duly  grateful.  But  it  happens  every 
once  in  a  while  that  Ave  learn  of  very 
interesting  occurrences  in  the  Diocese  from 
outside  sources,  and  if  the  Messenger  gets 
hold  of  them  at  all  it  has  to  take  them  from 
other  publications  which  Avere  not  sent  for 
the  purpose.  Let  us,  therefore,  repeat  the 
request,  in  the  confidence  that  the  people 
are  glad  to  read  of  Avhat  is  going  on  among; 
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ps,   and    that   our   diocesan   paper   is  thus 
made  more  useful  and  attractive. 

And  while  we  are  on  the  subject,  per- 
haps the  Clergy  will  bear  patiently  with 
another  exhortation,  and  that  is,  that  they 
should  take  some  means  of  informing  the 
people  that  there  is  such  a  paper  as  The 
Gospel  Messkngek.  We  were  assured 
within  the  past  month  by  an  officer  in  one 
of  our  city  parishes,  that  he  had  never 
heard  of  the  paper  before;  and  we 
wondered  whether  there  could  be  any  con- 
nection between  the  lack  of  interest  of 
which  we  complain,  and  the  lack  of  interest 
which  Ave  ourselves  sometimes  manifest. 
Let  us  remind  the  people  of  Central  New 
York  that  there  is  probably  not  another 
diocesan  paper  in  the  country  that  has  the 
same  long  and  dignified  history  as  The 
Gospel  Messenger.  Started  and  continu- 
ing for  many  years  as  a  successful  general 
Church  newspaper,  it  has  now  for  many 
more  years  been  the  organ  of  this  Diocese. 
The  late  Bishop  considered  it  an  important 
agency  in  his  work,  and  the  present 
diocesan  has  the  same  opinion  about  it, 
with  a  strong  conviction  that  it  might  be 
made  more  useful  than  it  is.  We  could 
wish  that  the  Clergy  would  contribute 
articles  to  it  from  time  to  time,  signed 
with  their  own  names,  and  expressing  their 
ideas  of  the  matters,  whether  of  doctrine 
or  of  practice,  in  which  we  are  all  inter- 
ested. The  Rev.  Mr.  Casey  has  made  a 
good  beginning  of  such  a  custom  with  his 
article  on  the  Report  of  the  English  Royal 
Commission  on  Ecclesiastical  Discipline,  a 
part  of  which  will  be  found  in  this  num- 
ber. Of  course  wre  could  not  be  responsible 
for  the  special  teaching  of  such  articles, 
but  we  should  be  glad  to  publish  them  pro- 
vided they  be  not  too  long,  nor  too  extreme. 
And  then,  if  a  copy  of  the  paper  could  be 
put  near  the  door  of  the  Church,  on  a  stand 
or  a  bulletin  board  in  the  vestibule,  where 
it  could  be  seen,  as  is  already  done 
in  some  places,  it  would  at  least  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  people,  and  they  could 
not  so  easily  sav  that  thev  had  never  heard 
of  it. 


PAROCHIAL  NOTES. 

Gift  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Longloy. — At  a 
Vestry  meeting  of  Trinity  Church,  Syra- 
cuse, several  months  ago,  the  question  was 
asked,  "What  have  we  done  for  Mr. 
Longley  V  The  answer  was  "Nothing — as 
yet."  Since  everybody  knows  what  Mr. 
Longley  has  done  for  us,  there  will  be 
general  app  obation  of  the  action  which 
Avas  immediately  taken  in  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  to  procure  and  present  to 
him  a  suitable  expression  of  our  thanks 
for  his  splendid  work  in  the  Parochial 
Mission  of  February.  This  expression 
will  come  to  him  in  the  form  of  a  very 
handsome  loving-cup  of  sterling  silver. 
The  cup  is  eight  inches  in  height,  with 
circular  base  and  deep  oval  bowl  sur- 
mounted with  three  slender  handles.  The 
design  is  simple,  artistic  and  graceful,  and 
the  workmanship  is  a  fine  example  of  the 
silversmith's  art.  Mr.  Charles  H.  Miller 
was  instrumental  in  enabling  the  commit- 
tee to  obtain  so  satisfactory  a  gift.  The 
cup  bears  the  following  inscription:  "To 
the  Reverend  Harry  S.  Longley,  in  grati- 
tude for  Mission  Services,  February  1 1-18, 
1006.  From  the  people  of  Trinity  Parish, 
Syracuse,  IST.  Y." 


The  Rev.  David  C.  Huntington,  Rector 
of    All    Saints1    Church,    Syracuse,    has 

tendered  his  resignation  to  take  effeel 
October  1st,  Inning  accepted  a  call  t<>  Si. 
Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  I  ml.,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Indianapolis. 


Mr.  James  B.  Copland,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  has  presented  Calvary  Church, 
Homer,  with  a  beautiful  brass  ewer  for  the 
font,  and  also  a  finely  finished  oak  shelf, 
in  memory  of  his  little  daughter,  who  was 
buried  last  year  in  Homer  cemetery.  Mr. 
Copland's  ancestors  wen1  prominent  people 
in  Cortland  County  during  the  middle  of 
last  century — his  grandfather  was  Rector 
of  Homer  for  a  lone  time. 
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During  August  Emmanuel  Church, 
Adams,  was  closed  for  repairs.  Services 
will  be  resumed  on  the  first  Sunday  of  this 
month,  with  a  beautifully  renovated  build- 
ing and  a  new  organ. 


The  Altar  spoken  of  in  the  Trinity 
Church  Chronicle,  Syracuse,  in  May,  as 
follows,  has  been  erected  and  is  now  in  use : 

'"The  Few  Altar. — Throughout  the 
parish  a  general  and  enthusiastic  interest 
has  been  shown  toward  the  proposition  for 
a  new  ill  tar  and  reredos.  Subscriptions 
have  been  made  in  sufficient  amount  to 
justify  the  placing  of  an  order,  and  after 
studions  comparison  of  six  designs  sub- 
mitted by  ecclesiastical  architects  and 
furnishers,  the  committee  has  selected  that 
of  the  Gorham  Company  of  New  York. 
With  slight  modifications  it  is  the  same 
Gothic  design  which  was  published  in  the 
Lent  number  of  the  Chronicle.  Reredos 
and  altar  are  to  be  built  of  quartered  oak 
embellished  with  much  carving  and  tracery 
and  brightened  in  certain  parts  by  the 
application  of  gold  leaf.  The  dimensions 
have  been  increased  to  twelve  feet  of  height 
and  eight  feet  of  breadth. 

The  pledges  of  subscribers  are  payable 
in  dime,  and  if  the  entire  cost  is  met  by 
October  first,  it  will  be  possible  to  have 
the  altar  solemnly  dedicated  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  at  a  Parish  Jubilee  in  that 
month    to    celebrate    our    semi-centennial 


year. 


The  committee  in  particular  charge  of 
the  selection,  construction  and  erection  of 
the  altar  and  reredos  is  composed  of  Messrs. 
Stuart  M.  Carroll,  Thomas  M.  Walton, 
Chas.  H.  Fenner,  Gordon  IT.  Giddings 
and  the  Elector.  The  greater  task  however 
of  securing  subscriptions  and  pledges  has 
been  shared  by  all  the  members  of  Trinity 
Guild,  and  their  work  has  been  splendidly 
done.  The  cordial  responsiveness  of  the 
parish  has  made  their  task,  while  a  large 
one,  a  task  of  neighborly  pleasure." 


Removal  of  a  Chuech, 
[nasmuch    as   the    landing  has   for   S()11|(, 
time  been  abandoned  by  the  boats  at  Dey's 


Landing,  the  population  has  so  changed 
and  depreciated  that  there  is  not  a  Com- 
municant within  easy  reach  of  the  beauti- 
ful little  Church  standing  there.  The 
result  has  been  that  for  several  years 
almost  no  congregation  could  be  gathered. 
At  Kendaia,  one  and  a  half  mile  distant 
is  a  settlement  of  300  people  with  a  rail- 
road station,  where  services  have  been 
maintained  in  an  inconvenient  upper 
room  with  gratifying  results.  Inasmuch 
as  there  is  not  a  Church  building  of  any 
kind  in  the  village,  and  also  none  nearer 
than  one  mile,  the  inhabitants  are  giving 
their  loyal  support  to  the  services  of  the 
Church.  The  consent  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  has  been  given  to  the 
removal  of  St.  iVndrew's  Church,  Dey's 
Landing,  to  Kendaia,  (either  whole  or  in 
sections  as  may  be  best)  and  the  people  of 
Kendaia  have  already  raised  $200  for  the 
purpose.  As  the  cost  is  far  beyond  the 
financial  ability  of  the  people  of  this  little 
village  an  appeal  is  directed  to  all  loyal 
Communicants  to  give  something  to  aid 
these  people.  Contributions  may  be  sent 
to  the  Rev.  Willliam  B.  Clarke,  Dean, 
Seneca  Falls,  INT.  Y.  The  whole  cost  will 
probably  be  $600  or  $700.  Who  will  give 
liberally  ? 


The  Church  of  the  Evangelists,  Oswego, 
of  which  the  Rev.  LI.  S.  Sizer  is  Rector, 
celebrated  its  fifty-sixth  anniversary  on 
Sunday,  July  29th,  it  having  been  founded 
in  1858  as  an  offshoot  from  the  parish  of 
Christ  Church.  It  began  with  sixty-four 
communicants,  and  now  has  over  three 
hundred.  During  Mr.  Sizer's  rectorship 
the  debt  has  been  very  much  reduced  and 
the  interior  of  the  Church  greatly  im- 
proved. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

The  Rev.  Henry  M.  Brown,  one  of  the 
retired  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  now  resid- 
ing at^  East  Aurora,  Erie  County,  K  Y., 
sent  his  annual  report  to  the  Bishop  while 
he  was  away  from  home,  and  rather  too 
late  for  insertion  in  the  Journal.     He 
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states  that  lie  has  been  growing  weaker  in 
body,  owing  to  the  passing  of  the  years, 
bnt  has  attended  the  services  of  the  Church 
quite  regularly,  and  is  not  suffering  from 
any  actual  disease. 


The  Journal  of  our  Convention,  190G, 
came  out  a  week  or  two  ago,  which  is  very 
prompt  action  on  the  part  of  secretaries 
and  printers.  It  is  somewhat  larger  than 
usual,  containing  some  important  items 
not  necessarily  repeated  every  year,  and  is 
a  fine  looking  volume,  comparing  very 
favorably  with  the  journals  of  other 
dioceses.

in  the  TJ.  S.  Army. 

Extracts  from  the  Annual  Report  to  the 
War  Department  of  Saint  John's  School, 
made  by  Capt.  Harry  C.  Hale,  II.  S.  A., 
General  Staff,  as  the  result  of  an  inspection 
made  May  5  and  6,  1906. 

"The  appearance  of  the  cadets  at  inspec- 
tion was  superior  to  what  1  would  reason- 
ably expect  in  a  similar  organization  of 
regular  troops.  More  precise  in  drill  but 
with  less  freedom  of  movement. 

The  class  of  students  is  superior  in 
natural  intelligence,  birth  and  breeding. 
The  number  admitted  is  small  and  the 
result  is  a  highly  efficient  military  organ- 
ization and  an  accurate,  as  well  as  compre- 
hensive, course  in  military  science  and 
tactics. 

In  every  instance,  whether  it  was  drill, 
ceremony  or  quarters,  the  inspection  re- 
vealed the  most  satisfactory  excellence; 
the  few  minor  imperfections  noted  only 
serving  to  accentuate  the  generally  highly 
perfect  state  of  discipline  and  training. 

It  is  superfluous* to  comment  on  this  ad- 
mirable  and    invaluable   military    institu- 
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turn  in  extenso.  In  its  general  scheme  of 
instruction,  as  well  as  in  every  detail  of 
the  execution  of  that  scheme,  it  closely 
approximates  perfection."

We  received  the  following  letter  too  late 
for  insertion  in  the  last  number.  It  has 
since  appeared  in  all  the  papers  of  the 
country: 

"Boston,  Mass,  July  26„  1906. 

My  Hear  Bishop — For  some  time  past 
copies  of  the  following  'Endless  Prayer 
Chain  Letter'  from  correspondents  all  over 
the  United  States,  from  Maine  to  Cali- 
foiniii.  have  been  received  in  the  mail  of 
Bishop  Lawrence  of  this  Diocese: 
Endless  Chain  of  Prayer." 

( )  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  implore  thee, 
0  eterna]  God,  to  have  mercy  on  all  man- 
kind. Keep  us  from  all  sin  and  take  us  to 
be  with  thee  eternally.    Amen. 

This  prayer  was  sent  by  Bishop 
Lawrence,  who  recommend  it  to  be  sent  to 
nine  other  persons.  He  who  will  not  say 
it  will  be  afflicted  by  some  misfortune.  The 
person  who  pays  no  attention  to  it  will  meet 
with  ;i  dreadful  accident. 

Ele  who  will  rewrite  this  prayer  for  nine 
days  and  distribute  it  to  nine  other  persons, 
commencing  on  the  day  it  is  received,  and 
Bending  one  each  day  only,  will,  on  or  after 


the  ninth  day,  experience  great  joy.  At 
Jerusalem,  during  the  holy  feast,  it  was 
said,  'he  who  will  rewrite  this  prayer  will 
be  delivered  from  every  calamity.' 

It  is  needless  to  state  that  Bishop 
Lawrence  of  Massachusetts  has  no  con- 
nection with  this  letter,  and  that  it  is 
evidently  the  work  of  some  irresponsible 
person. 

This  statement  has  been  made  in  The 
Churchman,  The  Church  Standard,  and 
The  Living  Church.  Also  in  the  columns 
of  the  local  press,  but  many  copies  of  the 
letter  are  still  being  received  through 
interested  friends  who  wish  to  know  the 
truth  about  the  matter. 

As  Bishop  Lawrence  is  abroad,  I  write 
to  ask  if  you  will  do  all  within  your  power 
to  stop  the  circulation  of  this  letter,  which 
is  calculated  to  inflict  much  annoyance 
and  harm,  and  oblige,  Yours  sincerely,

A  Church  that  grows  faster  than  the 
population,  and  that  is  supported  by  the 
free-will  offerings  of  the  people,  can  hardly 
be  called  "dead"  or  even  dying.  These 
are  some  facts :  The  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  had,  in  1877,  sixty-three  bishops; 
now  we  have  ninety-six.  Then  we  had 
3,082  clergy;  now  we  have  5,149.  Then 
we  had  forty-five  dioceses ;  now  sixty-two. 
Then,-  nine  missionary  jurisdictions ;  now, 
twenty-six.  Then,  297,377  communicants  ; 
now,  804,308.  It  took  our  Church  a  hun- 
dred years  of  organized  life,  with  a  feeble 
colonial  heritage,  to  reach  the  former 
figures,  yet  in  the  last  twenty-seven  year's 
she  has  much  more  than  doubled  her  com- 
municants. 

We  quote  from  the  New  York  Tribune 
the  following:  "Nearly  all  religious 
bodies,  as  their  figures  of  growth  for  the 
last  year  are  being  announced,  show  that 
the  percentage  of  such  growth  was  larger 
last  year  than  in  previous  years,  and  in 
several  of  the  bodies  the  ratio  of  growth 
exceeded  the  ratio  of  increase  in  the  popula- 
tion. This  was  notably  the  case  in  the] 
Episcopal  Church,  which  last  year  gainedf 
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;>  per  cent.,  on  its  membership  of  the 
previous  year.  The  poplation  growth  is 
estimated  at  about  2  per  cent.  The  Epis- 
eopal  Church  has  added  25,915  to  its  mem- 
bership, making  its  present  figures  807,- 
151." — St.  Paul's  Messenger,  Council 
Bluffs,  Iowa.

communicant.  The  information  is  to  be 
given  to  the  College  Chapter  of  the 
Brotherhood,  the  College  Church  Society 
or  the  Hector  of  the  nearest  parish,  so  as  to 
diminish  as  far  as  possible  the  number  of 
young  men  who  are  annually  lost  to  the 
Church,  and  too  often  to  any  religious 
influences,  in  the  transition  from  home  or 
Church  influence  to  College  or  Boarding 
School. 

Parents  and  Rectors  will  confer  a  great 
favor  on  us,  and,  we  hope,  be  of  great 
service  to  their  sons  or  parishioners,  if  they 
will  give  us  the  fullest  and  promptest  in- 
formation. AVe  especially  desire  the  exact 
address  of  the  young  man's  future  room  in 
College,  because  in  the  larger  Colleges  it 
is  some  weeks  after  the  term  begins  before 
a  particular  man  can  be  found  easily  unless 
his  room  is  known.

CHRIST  CHURCH,  SHERBURNE,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

The  Church  was  first  organized  in  July, 
1828.  In  1829  the  parish  purchased  of 
Samuel  Williams  four  and  three-fourths 
acres  of  land,  the  present  site  of  the 
Church,  rectory  and  cemetery.  In  Decem- 
ber of  the  same  year  a  resolution  was 
passed  by  the  vestry  to  proceed  to  the 
erection  of  a  Church.  It  was  commenced 
on  the  first  of  April,  1831,  and  finished 
on  the  24th  of  December  of  the  same  year, 
just  in  time  to  hold  the  Christmas  services. 
The  Rev.  Edward  Andrews  was  the  first 
Rector. 

In  1832  Bishop  Onderdonk  made  his 
first  visitation  and  confirmed  36  persons. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Andrews  resigned  in  May, 
1832,  and  was  followed  bv  the  Rev.  John 
W.  Woodward.  The  Rev.  L.  A.  Barrows 
was  the  next    Elector,  and  remained  until 
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1838.  He  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  I.  Ruger.  In  June,  1839,  the 
Rev.  L.  A.  Barrows  was  re-called  to  the 
rectorship  and  remained  until  April,  1846. 
In  May  of  the  same  year  the  Rev.  W.  D. 
Wilson  was  chosen  Rector,  and  stayed  until 
1850,  when  lie  resigned  to  accept  a  pro- 
fessorship in  Hobart  College,  Geneva.  On 
the  8th  of  May,  1850,  the  Rev.  Levi  H. 
Corson  became  the  Rector.  During  his 
ministry,  on  the  ll)th  of  June,  1850,  the 
records  of  the  parish  were  burned.  He 
resigned  May  8th,  1854.  Then  came  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Applegate.  After  him  the 
Rev.  G.  S.  Foote,  April  1,  1856— April, 
1858.  The  Rev.  Joshua  L.  Burroughs, 
May,  1858— June,  1863.  The  Rev.  A.  H. 
Rogers,  1863— July,  1864.  The  Rev.  J. 
L.  Burroughs,  1864—1874.  The  Rev.  T. 
L.  Randolph,  1874—1883.  The  Rev.  .T. 
A.  Stevenson,  1883—1891.  The  Rev.  W. 
E.  Allen,  1892—1896.  The  Rev.  F.  B. 
Keable,  1897—1900.  The  Rev.  A.  G. 
Singsen,  1900—1901.  The  Rev.  T. 
Haydn,  four  months.  The  Rev.  A.  G. 
Wilson,  1901—1903.  The  present  Rector, 
the  Rev.  C.  J.  Lambert,  took  charge  of  the 
parish,  Xovember  1,  1904. 


THE  ROYAL  COMMISSION  ON  ECCLESIASTI- 
CAL DISCIPLINE. 

The  Clergy  are  doubtless  familiar  with 
the  fact  that  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Ecclesiastical  Discipline  in  the  Church  of 
England,  appointed  some  two  years  ago, 
has  at  last  sent  in  its  report.  The  Rev. 
W.  II.  Casey,  of  Union  Springs,  has  pre- 
pared a  digest  of  the  report  for  The 
Gospel  Messenger  which  will  be  given 
in  serial  form  from  month  to  month.  It 
begins  in  this  number,  as  follows: 

The  publication  of  this  report  pacifies 
the  natural  eagerness  with  which  it  was 
awaited  and  completely  disposes  of  the 
ill-born  suggestion  thai  its  delayed  ap- 
pearance  was  due  to  grave  differences  of 
opinion  among  the  Commissioners  and 
their  disinclination  to  bring  them  into 
prominence,     As  ;i  matter  of  fact  there  has 


been  neither  delay  nor  difference  of  opin- 
ion. On  the  contrary,  and  whatever  may 
be  its  consequences,  the  Report  will  be  for 
ever  memorable  for  the  absence  of  those 
minority  recommendations  generally  as- 
sociated with  Church  Commissions. 
Bishops  and  Presbyters,  Tractarian's  and 
Evangelicals,  "ecclesiastical  laymen"  and 
laymen  to  whom  no  one  would  ever  dream 
of  applying  that  adjective,  have  all  signed 
it,  or,  to  cite  their  own  Avords,  "the  report 
has  been  agreed  to,  and  without  reservation 
or  dissent  on  the  part  of  a  single  commis- 
sioner." It  is  unnecessary  to  point  out 
at  any  length  how  enormously  this  fact  has 
added  to  its  weight. 

The  Commission  was  appointed  on 
April  23rd,  1904,  to  "inquire  (A)  into  the 
alleged  prevalence  of  breaches  or  neglect 
of  the  law  relating  to  the  conduct  of 
Divine  services  in  the  Church  of  England, 
and  to  the  ornaments  and  fittings  of 
clmrches;  (13)  to  consider  the  existing 
powers  and  procedure  applicable  to  such 
irregularities;  (C)  and  to  make  such 
recommendations  as  may  be  requisite  for 
dealing  with  the  aforesaid  matters." 

The  composition  of  the  Royal  Com- 
mission has  abundantly  justified  itself. 
Lord  St.  Aldwyn  was  its  chairman,  and  no 
better  one  could  have  been  found.  The 
Primate,  as  every  one  acknowledges,  is  a 
trained  statesman,  but  it  has  for  some 
time  been  an  open  secret  that  his  services 
to  the  Commission  have  meant  much  more 
tli an  an  exhibition  of  mere  "fineness,"  and 
that  they  include  a  most  elaborate  and 
scholarly  study  of  the  High  Church  move- 
ment. The  other  prelates  at  the  board 
were  the  bishop  of  Gloucester  whose  eccles- 
iological  attainments  are  probably  mi- 
equalled,  and  the  Bishop  of  Oxford  who 
is  often  called  "the  sanest  man  in  Eng- 
land." Both  of  these  prelates,  it  should 
he  remembered,  are  prominent  representa- 
tives and  energetic  exponents  of  the  High 
Church  movement.  Among  the  Evan- 
gelicals were  Sir  John  Kennaway  and  the 
Principal  of  Ridley  Hall,  scholarly  and 
staunch  low  Churchmen,  about  whose 
leadership    in    the    party  to  which  they 
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Belong  there  is  no  dispute.  On  its  legal 
side  the  Commission  was  as  strong  as  it 
could  be  made,  for  it  included  the  Lord 
Chief  Justice  of  England,  Sir  Edward 
Clarke,  Sir  Erancis  Jeune,  until  his 
death,  and  the  Dean  of  Arches.  The 
other  members  of  the  Commission,  (four 
of  them  laymen  and  three  clergymen) 
are  men  whose  names  are  not  very 
widely  known  in  this  country,  but 
about  whose  fitness  for  the  work  in  hand 
the  Church  in  England  has  never  enter- 
tained a  shadow  of  doubt. 

Before  dealing  with  those  parts  in  the 
report  which  have  quite  as  much  value  for 
the  Church  in  this  country  as  for  the 
Church  in  England,  it  will  be  well  for  a 
moment  to  look  at  their  recommendations 
as  a  whole. 

The  first  remedy  which  they  propose  is 
a  general  revision  of  rubrics  and  particul- 
arly that  ' 'palpable  obscure,"  the  Orna- 
jments  Rubric,  including  afto  the  one  which 
enjoins  the  use  of  the  "Quicunque  vult," 
and  the  preparation  of  a  new  rubric  regu- 
lating the  ornaments,  (that  is  to  say,  the 
vesture)  of  the  ministers  of  the  Church,  at 
the  times  of  their  ministrations :  and, 
secondly,  the  framing  of  such  modifications 
in  the  existing  law  relating  to  the  conduct 
of  Divine  Service  and  to  the  ornaments 
and  fittings  of  Churches  as  may  tend  to 
secure  the  greater  elasticity  which  a 
reasonable  recognition  of  the  comprehen- 
siveness of  the  Church  of  England  and  of 
[its  present  needs  seems  to  demand. 

Such  revision,  they  think,  should  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Convocations  in  consultation 
with  the  Houses  of  Laymen. 

The  rest  of  their  remedies  resolve  them- 
selves into  an  effort  to  make  the  Episcopate 
more  extensive,  more  effective,  and  more 
united.  We  want,  say  they,  more  Bishops 
and  more  power  for  them  over  persons  and 
in  causes.  We  would  like  the  State,  they 
add,  to  recognize  the  undeniable  fact  that 
even  the  judicial  members  of  the  Privy 
Council  lack  that  "nescio  quid"  of  spiritual 
authority  essential  to  a  court  whose  decis- 
ions on  spiritual  matters  are  to  receive  full 
respect.     They  recommend,  therefore,  that 


questions  of  ritual  and  doctrine  should  be 
referred  to  the  Bishops  as  a  body.  They 
want  their  decisions  to  be  final,  and  the 
reference  to  the  Bishops  to  be  final.  It  is, 
of  course,  of  a  piece  with  this  recommenda- 
tion that  the  "jus  liturgicum"  should  be 
dismissed  as  a  phantasy  and  the  episcopal 
veto  be  condemned  to  a  speedy  decease. 

And  they  further  recommend  that  for 
such  teachings  and  such  practices  as  are 
legally  declared  to  be  contrary  and  repug- 
nant to  the  articles  and  formularies  of  the 
Church  of  England  no  quarter  sV-^J  be 
given.  Such  teachings  and  ^^^^ 
must  cease,  or  prosecutic.  ^^^^\..,iio\\*. 
This  is  plain  speaking  with  a  vengeance. 
Nor  is  this  the  end  of  it.  The  Commis- 
sioners— as  strong  a  consultative  body  as 
could  be  found  in  the  English  Church — 
were  appointed  to  perform  a  task  which 
meant  in  the  last  resort  an  arraignment  of 
the  Bishops,  and  they  were  not  the  kind  of 
men  to  shrink  from  a  duty  because  it  was 
disagreeable.  And  accordingly  they  have 
reproached  certain  Bishops  whom  they 
name,  to  wit,  the  late  and  present  Bishops 
of  London  and  the  Bishop  of  South wark, 
for  not  having  kept  their  clergy  in  order. 
But  though  individual  Bishops  are  held 
to  be  worthy  of  blame,  the  Episcopate  as 
a  system  is  held  to  be  worthy  of  still  greater 
power  and  responsibility.  Whether  Parlia- 
ment will  or  will  not  grant  to  the  Bishops 
the  greater  disciplinary  power  which  the 
Commissioners  believe  to  be  necessary 
remains  to  be  seen.  But  whether  it  does 
or  not,  the  Eeport  contains  a  recommenda- 
tion that  the  Bishops  most  nearly  concerned 
should  take  immediate  judicial  action  and 
show  the  stuff  of  which  they  are  made. 
The  Eeport,  though  it  asks  for  added 
powers,  clearly  recognizes  the  truth  that 
the  Bishops  have  already  sufficient  author- 
ity to  maintain  discipline  in  their  dioceses. 
The  cases  needing  such  action  are  not 
many,  but  they  involve  a  distinction 
between  loyal  Anglicanism  and  traitorous 
Romanism,  and  if  only  to  make  ir  clear 
who  is  for  the  Church  and  who  for  its  ad- 
versaries, they  hold  that  such  action  should 
be  taken  without  delay.

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STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

There  is  an  interesting  point  concern- 
ing the  method  of  saying  or  singing  the 
Gloria  Patri.  It  is  used  sometimes  as  a 
versicle  and  response,  sometimes  as  the 
doxology  at  the  close  of  Psalms  and 
Canticles.  When  intended  for  versicle 
and  response,  as  in  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer  after  "Our  Father/'  and  in  the 
discretionary  part  of  the  Litany,  it  is 
always  printed  with  the  word  "answer" 
before  the  second  verse;  and  in  that  case 
there  is  no  question,  of  course,  as  to  how 
it  i*  to  he  said.  The  minister  says  the 
first  verse,  and  the  choir  or  congregation 
say  or  sing  the  second  verse.  But  Avhen 
used  after  Psalms  and  Canticles,  the  word 
"Answer"  is  omitted,  and  the  two  verses 
are  printed  like  any  other  verses  of  the 
Canticle  or  Psalm,  as  e.  g.,  after  the 
"Yen itc"  on  the  6th  page  of  the  Prayer 
Book,  or  after  the  51st  Psalm  in  the  Peni- 
tential Office  on  the  49th  page.  Evidently 
in  this  case  it  is  not  intended  to  he  a 
versicle  and  response,  and  consequently 
the  usual  custom,  when  it  is  sung,  is  for 
the  choir  and  congregation  to  sing  hoth 
verses.  Whether  the  Psalms  he  read  or 
chanted  antiphonally,  the  minister  reading 
one  verse  and  the  congregation  another,  or 
the  Decani  choir  singing  one  verse  and 
the  Cantoris  the  other,  the  Gloria  is  always 
sung  entirely  through  by  all.  There  is  no 
rubrical  direction  concerning  it,  as  there 
is  not,  indeed,  for  the  antiphonal  reading 
<»r  chanting  of  the  Psalter,  hut  both  cus- 
tojns  are  manifestly  survivals  of  the  old 
methods  in  vogue  before  the  Book  was  put 
into  English,  and  by  our  continued  prac- 
tice we  have  shown  our  opinion  that  the 
customs  are  good.  Ami  there  is  a  peculiar 
appropriateness  in  this  uniting  of  all  the 
worshippers  in  the  special  ascription  of 
praise  to  the  Blessed  Trinity  which  the 
Gloria  contains.  It  seems  to  say:  "We 
can  repeat  the  other  parts  responsively,  but 
this  glorifying  of  Father,  Son  and  Holy 
Ghost  should  be  done  with  one  accord, 
with  one  heart  and  oik;  voice."  Why  is  it, 
then,  thai   we  omit  this  good  custom  when 


no  choir  is  present,  and  no  music  is  used  % 
Almost  invariably,  under  those  circum- 
stances, the  Gloria  is  turned  into  a  versicle 
and  response  again.  People  seem  to  think 
that  it  must  be  so  unless  it  is  sung,  and 
that  the  minister  and  people  cannot  unite 
in  saying  it  just  as  they  do  in  singing  it. 

JSTow,  while,  as  has  been  said,  there  is  no 
explicit  rule  stating  how  it  shall  be  done, 
there  seems  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the 
method  of  printing  the  Gloria  in  the 
Prayer  Book  indicates  the  use  to  which  we 
are  accustomed  in  singing  as  the  proper 
one,  and  that  our  habit  when  there  is  no 
music  is  not  quite  regular. 

The  permission  to  sing  the  Gloria  in 
excelsis  instead  of  the  Gloria  Patri  after 
the  Psalms  for  the  day  is  peculiar  to  the 
American  Prayer  Book,  and  as  a  custom 
there  are  few,  at  least  in  this  part  of  the 
country,  who  take  advantage  of  it.  In  the 
early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century  it  wTas 
quite  a  common  practice,  but  has  fallen 
almost  entirely  into  disuse.  And  it  is 
better  so.  For  many  ages  the  Gloria  in 
excelsis  has  been  an  integral  part  of  the 
Communion  Service,  and  seems  to  belong 
there.  Moreover,  it  is  too  long  for  a 
doxology  after  the  Psalms,  and  adds 
rather  too  much  to  the  length  of  the  service, 
especially  in  these  days  when  so  many 
other  anthems  and  hymns  are  used.  Fifty 
years  ago  we  used  no  anthems,  and  only 
two  hymns,  now  we  have  four  or  five  alto- 
gether, and  yet  we  want  short  services. 


OBITUARY. 

Mrs.  Juua  Elizabeth  Pitkin  McKnight. 

Mrs.  Julia  Elizabeth  Pitkin  McKnight 
passed  from  this  life  in  the  full  assurance 
of  the  Christian's  faith.  Many  years  she 
patiently  and  hopefully  bore  invalidism 
and  her  last  days  were  marked  by  extreme 
physical  weakness  and  spiritual  strength. 
Mrs.  McKnight  was  born  in  Rochester, 
N".  Y.,  in  IS 30.  Her  parents  were  William 
Pitkin  and  Elizabeth  Morgan  Pitkin.  Iler 
father  was  prominent  in  the  early  history 
of  Rochester  and  was  honored  by  his  fellow 
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citizen*  by  an  election  as  first  Mayor  of  the 
city.  Miss  Pitkin  was  married  to  the  Kev. 
George  Hamilton  McKnight  in  August, 
1851.  He  was  at  the  time  assistant  to  the 
Rector  of  St.  Luke's  parish,  where  Miss 
Pitkin's  father  was  warden  for  forty  years. 
Soon  after  the  marriage  the  Kev.  Mr. 
McKnight  was  called  to  the  Rectorship  at 
Leroy,  K".  Y.,  where  they  had  many  happy 
years  of  Church  work.  From  Leroy  they 
went  to  Madison,  Ind.,  and  from  there  to 
Springfield,  Mass.  After  a  rectorship  of 
ten  years  in  the  'New  England  town  the 
Rector  of  Christ  Church  was  called  to 
Trinity  parish  in  this  city,  and  after  a 
ministry  of  nearly  forty  years  died  in  Dec- 
ember last.  Since  1869  Mrs.  McKnight 
has  been  engaged  in  Church  and  charitable 
work  in  Elmira.  She  was  one  of  the  found- 
ers of  the  Industrial  School.  She  was 
instrumental  in  establishing  the  small  -be- 
ginnings which  under  wise  leadership  are 
about  to  become  one  of  the  greatest  interests 
in  the  city,  the  Federation  of  Charities. 
In  a  small  house  on  West  Second  Street 


she,  with  other  noble  women  of  her  genera- 
tion, many  of  whom  rested  from  their 
labors  long  since,  labored  faithfully  for 
the  poor  children  of  the  street  and  the 
mothers  who  had  but  little  of  the  neces- 
saries to  make  a  home.  Eventually  Mrs. 
McKnight  was  made  president  of  the 
Association,  and  for  many  years  directed 
the  work  in  the  larger  and  more  substantial 
surroundings  of  the  home  on  East  Church 
street.  But  above  her  interest  in  com- 
munity life  was  her  devotion  to  family  and 
Church.  Self-sacrificing  to  the  noblesl 
degree  in  the  family  life,  she  Avas  full  of 
constant  expression  for  love  of  her  Church. 
So  few  have  so  great  a  love  as  she  for  the 
services  of  the  Church  that  it  was  difficult 
for  many  to  understand  how  real  was  the 
deprivation  when  prevented  from  attend- 
ing the  services.  The  last  moments  of  her 
life  were  passed  in  listening  to  the  com- 
fortable words  of  the  Church  in  the  service 
of  the  Holy  Communion  which  she  loved 
with  her  whole  heart  and  in  which  she 
found  consolation  and  peace.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

The  Canticles  of  the  Prayer  Book,  as  they 
are  called,  are  well  worthy  of  our  study. 
They  are  the  songs  interspersed  through- 
put the  services  which  have  a  permanent 
place  and  a  definite  significance.  Most  o\' 
them  are  taken  from  Holy  Scripture,  and 


all  of  them  are  full  of  Scriptural  teaching. 
They  are  generally  called  by  the  first  one, 
two  or  three  words  of  their  Latin  form-. 
doubtless  because  they  were  similarly  used 
in  the  old  offices  before  the  Reformation, 
which  were  entirely  in  Latin ;  and  the 
people  of  the  English  Church  were  accus- 
tomed to  distinguishing  them  in  that  way, 
another  of  the  many  indications  of  the  con- 
tinuity of  the  Church,  and  of  her  worship 
in  England.  People  sometimes  speak  of 
the  canticles  as  "chants,"  but  that  is  not  a 
strictly  correct  name,  because  the  chant 
is  the  music  to  which  the  Canticle  is 
usually  sung,  and  does  not  apply  to  the 
words  of  the  Canticle  itself. 

The  first  of  the  Canticles  is  Venite 
exultemus  Domino — aO  come  let  us  sing 
unto  the  Lord."  It  is  the  "Invitatory"  of 
our  English  offices,  coming  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Morning  Prayer,  and  calling;  the 
people  to  worship.  And  were  it  not  well 
that  we  should  all  think  of  its  words  and 
give  heed  to  its  definite  meaning  ?  If  there 
is  one  thing  more  than  another  that  we  need 
to  emphasize  to-day  with  regard  to  Church 
attendance,  it  is  the  purpose  for  which 
we  go.  The  exaltation  of  the  pulpit  above 
the  Altar  in  recent  times  has  produced 
its  natural  result,  and  people  have  come  to 
feel  that  the  purpose  of  Church  going  is 
to  hear  a  sermon.  And  of  course  it  is  not 
possible  to  stop  there.  If  the  sermon  be 
the  one  thing  for  which  we  ought  to  go  to 
Church,  and  the  sermon  be  not  to  our 
liking,  not  of  an  edifying  nature — if  we 
can  read  better  sermons,  or  if  we  have 
other  more  edifying  literature  at  home, 
then  why  go  to  Church  at  all  \  The  idea 
of  worship,  of  rendering  our  duty  to  God 
in  His  House  and  in  the  midst  of  His 
people,  is  lost  sight  of,  and  the  conscience 
is  no  longer  concerned  in  the  matter,  nor 
to  speak  of  the  joy  and  the  privilege  that 
are  involved  in  it. 

It  is  a  sign i ilea nt  thing,  therefore,  to 
have   at    the  beginning    of    the    morning 


service  such  earnest,    stirring    wor 


ds 
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these  of  the  Psalmist — a0  come,  let  us  sing 
unto  the  lord,  let  us  heartily  rejoice  in  the 
strength  of  our  salvation — O  come  let  us 
worship  and  fall  down,  and  kneel  before 
the  Lord  our  Maker*.  O  worship  the  Lord 
in  the  beauty  of  holiness;  let  the  whole 
earth  stand  in  awe  of  Him !"  Let  there  be 
sermon  or  no  sermon,  and  if  a  sermon,  let 
it  be  eloquent  or  dull,  here  is  the  purpose 
of  coming  plainly  and  unequivocally  set 
forth.  God  is  our  Maker,  we  are  His 
people  and  the  sheep  of  His  hand ;  in  Llim 
we  find  our  perfect  joy,  to  Him  we  owe 
our  hearts'  best  love ;  and  when  we  assemble 
as  a  congregation  in  His  House  it  is  for 
the  purpose  of  expressing  to  Him  our 
appreciation  of  these  facts  and  of  giving 
to  Him  the  honor  due  unto  His  Name, 
with  the  best  member  that  we  have.  This 
is  the  lesson  of  the  Venite  exultemus 
Domino. 


PAROCHIAL  NOTES. 

After  many  legal  requirements  and 
technicalities,  rendered  necessary  by  the 
decadence  of  the  parish  of  St.  John's,  Clay- 
villo,  the  old  Church  has  at  length  been 
disposed  of  for  $1,600,  and  the  money  is 
now  in  hand  for  the  erection  of  a  small 
building  more  suitable  to  the  needs  of  the 
little  handful  of  people  that  are  left  to 
assemble  in  it.  A  lot  has  been  secured, 
plans  adopted,  a  contract  made,  and  the 
work  is  now  in  progress.  The  expectation 
i-  that  the  Chapel  will  be  ready  for  use 
by  December  1st.  The  Rev.  Geo.  H. 
Edgar  is  now  in  charge  of  this  mission, 
with  those  at  Chadwicks  and  Bridgewater. 


The  Rev.  James  Winslow  Clarke,  Rector 
of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Utica,  preached 
a  special  sermon  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
September,  being  the  tenth  anniversay  of 
his  connection  with  that  parish.  The  old 
building  has  been  moved  on  to  the  lot  in 
the  rcai',  and  a  new  Church  is  now  in 
process  of  erection,  the  corner  stone  of 
which  it  is  proposed  to  lay  on  October  7th. 


All  Saints'  Church,  Syracuse,  on  Monday, 
the  10th  of  September,  when  eight  persons 
received  the  Apostolic  Rite.  This  class 
was  the  last  work  of  the  Rev.  David  C. 
Huntington,  who  was  Rector  of  All  Saints' 
for  several  years,  before  leaving  for  his  new 
field  of  labor  in  Indiana.  Although  the 
appointment  had  to  be  made  during  the 
week  of  the  State  fair,  yet  the  attendance 
was  encouraging.  The  Right  Rev.  the 
Bishop  spoke  from  the  words  of  St.  Luke's 
Gospel,  ''That  thou  mightiest  know  the 
certainty  of  those  things,  wherein  thou 
hast  been  instructed." 

A  farewell  reception  was  tendered 
by  the  parishioners  to  the  Rector 
on  Wednesday  evening,  September 
19th.  About     three     hundred     parish- 

ioners and  friends,  including  the  clergy 
of  the  city,  gathered  to  wish  him  farewell 
and  God-speed  in  his  new  field  of  labor. 
Mr.  Huntington  was  presented  with  a 
beautiful  gold  watch  and  chain,  a  gold 
signet  ring,  a  suit  case  and  a  purse  of 
gold.  While  Rector  of  All  Saints'  he  has 
endeared  himself  to  a  host  of  friends,  both 
in  and  out  of  the  Church.  Mr.  Huntington 
assumed  the  rectorship  of  Richmond, 
Indiana,  and  began  there  on  the  fifteenth 
Sunday  after  Trinity. 


Onondaga  Castle,  Indian  Mission. — 
The  Rev.  W.  S.  Hayward,  Missionary. 
The  Rev.  J.  II.  Stirling,  Rector  of  Christ 
'Chnrch,  Jordan,  excanged  with  the  Mis- 
sionary on  August  27th,  and  baptized  an 
Indian  infant,  descendant  of  Cornplanter. 
On  September  7th  and  9th,  the  Rev.  W. 
L.  Hayward,  B.  D.,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
assisted  his  father,  preaching  three  times, 
addressing  the  Sunday  School  and  cele- 
brating the  Holy  Communion.  The  Mis- 
sionary has  received  a  birthday  present 
of  a  f  aid  stool,  the  handiwork  of  the  Indian 
who  made  the  Rood  Screen,  and  like  that 
a  churchly  exhibition  of  the  dexterous  use 
of  the  pocket  knife.

The  latest  gift  of  this  kind  is  a  beauti- 
ful altar  rail  of  antique  oak  with  brass 
standards,  presented  by  the  family  as  a 
memorial  of  the  late  Mrs.  Lucia  A.  Clark. 


Calvary  Ctiuecii,  Utica.  The  Eev. 
Edward  II.  Coley,  Eector. — By  the  will 
of  the  late  Miss  Katherine  Jones  of  this 
parish,  the  sum  of  $2,000  was  left  for  its 
use,  as  was  the  residuary  estate.  The 
Eector  of  the  Parish  was  also  generously 
remembered.  The  subscription  to  the 
parish  debt  has  been  completed  and  $3,750 
has  been  paid.  The  remaining  $2,000 
will  be  paid  about  January  1,  1907.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  the  Parish  House  has  been 
put  in  thorough  order,  a  large  room  has 
taken  the  place  of  several  small  ones  on 
the  second  floor,  and  the  kitchen  has  been 
enlarged  and  fitted  with  new  plumbing 
throughout.  This  last  improvement  was 
the  gift  of  a  liberal  parishioner. 


The  Eev.  D.  D.  Waugh,  who  for  five 
years  has  been  Assistant  Minister  at  Grace 
Church,  Utica,  has  accepted  a  call  to  the 
rectorship  of  Trinity  Church,  Coll  insvi  lie, 
Connecticut,  and  expects  to  leave  for  his 
new  work  some  time  in  the  latter  part  of 
this  month. 


Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  Con- 
secration of  Trinity  Church,  Utica. 
The  Eev.  John  E.  Harding,  Pastor. — 
On  the  Sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
September  30th,  Trinity  Church,  Utica, 
celebrated  the  centenial  anniversary  of  its 
consecration.  The  services  of  the  day 
were,  8  a.  m.,  Holy  Communion;  11  a.  m., 
Morning  Prayer,  Sermon  and  Holy  Com- 
munion;  7:30  p.  m.,  Evening  Prayer  and 
Historical  Address.  Eight  Eev.  Charles 
T.  Olmsted,  S.  T.  D.,  was  the  preacher 
and  celebrant  at  11  a.  m.,  and  in  the  even- 
ing the  Eector,  Eev.  John  E.  Harding, 
made  the  address.  Large  congregations 
testified  their  interest  in  this  historic 
Church,  and  united  in  thanking  the  Giver 
of  All  for  His  blessings  upon  the  parish 
during  the  century  since  its  consecration. 

There  was  special  music  both  morning 
and  evening,  two  of  the  chants  having  been 
written  by  the  choir  leader,  Mr.  I.  T. 
Daniel,  and  dedicated  by  him  to  Bishop 
Olmsted  and  the  Eector. 

The  Church  building  and  entire  paroch- 
ial plant,  consisting  of  Churchy  Eector y 
and  Parish  House,  have  been  thoroughly 
renovated  during  the  past  four  months. 
The  actual  anniversary  of  the  consecration 
was  earlier,  but  for  various  reasons  the 
services  were  delayed  until  the  30th.  It 
was  on  September  7th,  1806,  that  the 
Eight  Eev.  Benjamin  Moore  set  apart  this 
edifice  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God. 
ordained  the  Eev.  Amos  T.  Baldwin,  and 
confirmed  eighteen  persons. 

The  Churchman's  'Mac/a zinc,  a  religious 
monthly  printed  in  New  Haven  early  in 
the  nineteenth  century,  has  in  its  issue  of 
September,  180(5,  the  following  notice  of 
this  event,  "Thus  we  see  and  cannot  but  bo 
impressed  with  gratitude  and  admiration 
at  the  sight;  places  of  public  worship 
rapidly  increasing  with  our  increasing 
population  and  prosperity  in  the  very 
heart  of  our  country,  which  but  a  few 
years  still  was  a  rude  and  howling  wilder- 
ness." Such  words  sound  strange  to  a 
citizen  of  the  Empire  State  to-day.  This 
parish  was  founded  in  1  7 ^ S  hv  Rev.  Phil 
ander  Chase,  then  a  deacon,  afterwards 
the  pioneer  Bishop  oi  Ohio  and  Illinois. 
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The  centenial  of  tliis  foundation  was 
observed  in  June,  1898,  in  connection  with 
the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
and  the  Seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
consecration  was  held  in  1881. 

The  list  of  Rectors  is,  Rev.   Jonathan 
Judd,  1804-1806;  Rev.  Amos  G.  Baldwin 
180T-1818;  Rev.  Henry  M.   Shaw,  1819 
1821;    Rev.    Henry   Anthon,    1821-1829 
Rev.   Benjamin    Dorr,    1829-1835;    Rev 
Pierre    Alexis    Proal,     1836-1857;    Rev 
Samuel   Hanson    Coxe,    1857-1877 ;    Rev 
Charles    H.     Gardner,     1878-1886;    Rev 
William    D.     Maxon,     1887-1894;     Rev 
John  R.  Harding,  1894.     In  this  Church 
August   22   and   23,    1838,   was   held   the 
Special  Convention  of  the  Old  Xew  York 
Diocese,    at    which  the  first  division  was 
made  forming  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York. 

Here  also  on  November  10,  1868,  con- 
vened another  Special  Convention  to 
divide  the  territory  of  Western  Xew  York, 
carving  out  of  it  the  present  Diocese  of 
Central  New  York. 

The  building,  yet  well  preserved,  is  a 
typical  Colonial  Church  with  pointed 
windows  and  side  galleries.  The  interior 
has  l)con  somewhat  changed  during  the 
century  bringing  it  into  keeping  with 
modren  ideas,  but  in  most  particulars  it 
retains  all  the  characteristics  of  its  first 
erection  in  1804.  The  mother  parish  of 
ETtica,  it  is  now  in  a  down  town  location, 
but  holds  its  own  to  a  marked  degree, 
ministering  to  a  congregation  scattered 
over  the  entire  city.  With  the  exception 
of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Paris  Hill,  it  is  the 
oldest  in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

On  Friday  afternoon,  September  28th, 
at  the  call  of  the  Bishop,  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  Diocesan  Missions  met  at 
Grace  Church,  Plica.  The  special  pur- 
pose of  the  meeting  was  the  appointment 
of  Mil  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese,  in  accord- 
ance  with  the  amendment  to  Canon  X, 
adopted  <\\  the  hist  Convention.  That 
amendment   is  contained    in   paragraph  1 


of  Section  III,  and  reads  as  follows :  "At 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
after  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  held 
in  June,  1906,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
convenient,  and  every  succeeding  fourth 
year,  an  Archdeacon  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  be  in 
Priest's  Orders,  and  shall  hold  his  office 
for  four  years,  unless  his  incumbency  be 
terminated  sooner  by  resignation  or  other- 
wise." 

After  the  routine  business  of  the  Board 
was  concluded,  the  Bishop  announced  that 
he  had  decided  to  appoint,  "with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Board,  the  Rev. 
William  Cooke,  Rector  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Whitesboro,  and  Dean  of  the 
Second  Missionary  District  of  this 
Diocese. 

The  Bishop  said  that  he  had  given  much 
thought  to  the  subject,  had  carefully  con- 
sidered it  on  all  sides,  and  had  reached 
his  decision  for  the  following  reasons :  1st, 
Mr.  Cooke's  familiarity  with  the  Diocese 
and  with  its  missionary  work  in  every 
part.  He  was  ordained  by  Bishop  Hunt- 
ington twenty-five  years  ago,  and  has 
served  in  the  northern,  central  and  south- 
western parts  of  the  Diocese;  and  having 
been  for  several  years  the  Assistant  Sec- 
retary of  the  Convention,  helping  the  Sec- 
retary in  all  the  statistics  and  in  making 
out  the  Journal,  he  has  acquired  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  whole  field  which  is  possible 
only  to  a  few.  2nd — His  Missionary 
spirit  and  enterprise,  which  have  been 
manifested  in  the  several  parishes  or  mis- 
sions in  which  he  has  worked,  and  espec- 
ially in  the  office  of  Dean  of  the  Second 
District.  He  is  afraid  of  no  labor  which 
the  work  seems  to  require,  and  is  always 
ready  to  go  and  to  do  when  the  call  comes. 
3rd — His  discretion  and  personal  accept- 
ability. Mr.  Cooke  has  been  well  tried  in 
these  ways,  and  is  known  to  be  a  man  of 
modesty,  courtesy  and  tact,  who  will  not 
act  rashly,  nor  rudely,  nor  make  himself 
disagreeable  by  personal  assertion. 

The  Bishop  also  announced  that  he  had 
raised  by  subscription    very    nearly    the 
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whole  salary  of  the  Archdeacon  for  the 
first  year,  about  half  the  amount  being  al- 
ready paid  in  and  deposited  in  the  bank 
for  the  purpose,  thus  enabling  the  Mission- 
ary Board  to  devote  all  the  offerings  during 
the  year  to  the  filling  up  of  the  treasury 
and  the  meeting  of  other  obligations. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson, 
seconded  by  several  of  the  Deans,  the 
appointment  of  the  Rev.  William  Cooke 
as  Archdeacon  was  unanimously  ratified 
by  the  Board  of  Managers. 


The  office  of  Dean  in  the  Second  District 
being  made  vacant  by  the  appointment  of 
the  Archdeacon,  the  Bishop,  in  accordance 
with  the  Canon,  has  appointed  the  Rev. 
Edward  H.  Coley,  Rector  of  Calvary 
Church,  Utica,  to  that  position.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  Mr.  Coley  was  elected 
Dean  in  1900,  and  was  compelled  by  sick- 

I   ness  to  resign  in  1902,  when*  the  Rev.  Mr. 

]  Cooke  was  appointed  in  his  place.  Now, 
Mr.  Coley' s  health  being  entirely  restored, 
he  is  willing  to  serve  out  his  full  time. 


The  Sunday  Schools  of  the  various 
parishes  of  Syracuse,  resumed  their  ses- 
sions after  the  summer  vacation  on  the 
Thirteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  with 
excellent    attendance. 


ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  SYRACUSE, 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

When  the  work  of  opening  the  Erie 
Canal  was  begun  in  1817,  the  site  of  the 
present  city  of  Syracuse  was  a  cedar 
SAvamp.  Among  the  first  settlers  were 
three  families  who  were  communicants  of 
the  Church.  At  their  invitation  the  Rev. 
Lucius  Smith  came  from  Auburn  in  Dec- 
ember, 1821,  and  officiated  in  the  parlor 
of  the  Syracuse  House.  This  was  the  first 
Church  service  held  in  Syracuse. 

During  the  two  following  years,  clergy 
from  neigboring  towns  officiated  a  few 
times,  and  in  October,  1824,  a  parish  was 
organized,  although  not  legally,  and  steps 
were  taken  toward  the  building  of  a  Church 
edifice. 

The  following  autumn  saw  the  first  St. 
Paul's  Church  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old 


Granger  Block  and  regular  services  started 
in  connection  with  the  parish  at  Onondaga 
Hill.  It  was  not  till  May  22nd,  1826, 
however,  that  St.  Paul's  parish  was  legally 
organized  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  district 
school-house  on  Church  Street.  The  Rev. 
John  McCarthy  presided  and  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected:  John  Dnrnford 
and  Samuel  Wright,  Wardens;  Amos  P. 
Granger,  Archy  Kasson,  James  Mann, 
Matthew  W.  Davis,  Mather  William-, 
Barent  Filkins,  Othniel  H.  Williston  and 
Jabez  Hawley,  Vestrymen. 

Early  in  the  next  year  the  Rev.  William 
Barlow  became  the  first  resident  in issi< Hil- 
ary. On  September  19th,  the  Church  was 
consecrated  by  Bishop  Hobart.  For  a  time 
the  work  prospered,  but  in  the  autumn  of 
the  next  year  the  parish  was  left  without 
a  minister. 

The  next  twelve  years  were  marked  by 
debts,  discouragements  and  failure.  Fre- 
quently the  mission  was  without  a  clergy- 
man. At  one  time  a  year  and  a  half 
elapsed  with  hardly  a  service.  From  ls-'5<> 
to  1840  ten  different  men  were  placed  in 
charge.  Under  the  last  of  these,  the  Rev. 
John  B.  Gallagher,  there  was  so  marked  a 
growth  in  interest  and  attendance  that 
when  the  Rev.  Henry  Gregory  of  Homer. 
~N.  Y.,  was  cajled  to  be  Rector  of  the  parish 
in  November,  1840,  plans  were  already 
under  way  for  a  larger  and  more  substan- 
tial building.  On  the  second  of  July, 
1841,  the  corner  stone  of  a  new  stone 
Church  was  laid  on  the  lot  at  Warren  ami 
Fayette  Streets,  the  site  of  the  present 
Post  Office;  and  one  year  later,  July  5th, 
this  second  Church  was  consecrated  by 
Bishop  De  Lancey. 

The  next  six  years  were  marked  by  a 
wonderful  growth  and  general  prosperity. 
The  Church  was  open  more  frequently  for 
the  observance  of  Holy  days.  The  Com- 
municant Roll  more  than  doubled.  A 
nourishing  parochial  school  was  opened 
and  conducted  under  the  direct  supervis- 
ion of  the  Rector.  For  two  years  an 
assistant  minister  was  employed. 

In  ISIS,  a  Free  Chapel  was  erected  in 
the  old  Fourth  Ward,  ami  on  August  17th. 
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Dr.  Gregory  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St. 
Paul's,  and  became  Eector  of  this  new  St. 
James. 

On  December  1st,  the  Kev.  William 
Bliss  Ashley  became  Eector.  Under  his 
leadership  the  work  of  the  parish  steadily 
increased.  The  Church  building  was  en- 
larged and  many  improvements  made.  In 
1853,  a  house  and  lot  were  presented  by 
Mr,  Horace  White  for  a  rectory.  Two 
years  later  a  Mission  Chapel  was  built  in 
the  Fifth  Ward  of  the  city  to  meet  the 
needs  caused  by  rapid  growth  in  that  sec- 
tion. On  November  24th,  1855,  this  was 
consecrated  by  Bishop  DeLancey,  by  the 
name  of  Trinity  Church. 

On  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Ashley  in  1857,  the  Bev.  George  Morgan 
1 1  ills  was  called  to  the  rectorship  from 
Trinity  Church,  Watertown,  K  Y.  He 
entered  on  his  duties  May  3rd.  During 
that  year  the  financial  affairs  of  the  parish 
wore  put  on  a  better  basis  and  a  floating 
indebtedness  of  over  $1,600.00  was  paid. 
In  1858,  a  more  churchly  chancel  was 
added  and  fitted  with  new  furniture. 

Though  the  fourteen  years  of  Dr,  Hill's 
connection  with  the  parish  were  trying 
ones  in  the  national  life  and  in  the  finan- 
cial Avorld,  under  his  wise  administration 
the  work  of  the  Church  steadily  increased. 
Peril aps  the  most  marked  growth  was  in 
the  Sunday  School,  which  from  a  member- 
ship of  65  grew  to  over  260.  The  services 
were  multiplied  and  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  parish  deepened. 

The  following  excerpts  from  the 
records  of  the  Church  for  1866,  give  a 
glimpse  of  conditions  at  that  time. 

"March  11th,  Mid-Lent  Sunday,  8  a.m., 
early  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion 
for  the  first  time  in  St.  Paul's;  the  Bight 
Rev.  Bishop  Cox  being  the  celebrant. 
About  130  communicated.  At  10 J  a.  in., 
the  Bishop  preached,  and  confirmed  fifty- 
eight    persons." 

"Easter   Da  v.     Early  service  7   a.  m., 


first  held  in  Syracuse,  with  Easter  Saluta- 
tion and  Paschal  Benediction.  A  large 
attendance.  At  3  p.  m.,  Plain  Song 
Litany,  first  sung  in  Syracuse,  followed  by 
Catechism,  and  an  address  to  the  Sunday 
School." 

In  August,  1870,  Dr.  Hills  resigned  to 
go  to  St.  Mary's  Church,  Burlington,  E". 
J.,  having  "the  good  report  of  all  men  and 
of  the  truth  itself." 

The  Bev.  Simon  Greenleaf  Puller  was 
next  called  to  the  parish,  but  when  he  had 
served  scarcely  two  years  sudden  death 
brought  his  promising  career  to  a  close. 

January  19th,  1873,  the  Bev.  Henry  B. 
Lockwood  began  the  longest  and  in  many 
ways  the  most  notable  rectorship  in  the 
history  of  St.  Paul's  Church. 

Under  his  leadership  the  present  stone 
edifice  was  built  and  opened  on  the  13th 
of  December,  1885,  as  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  the  Diocese.  In  a  few  years, 
however,  with  the  development  of  full 
cathedral  systems  elsewhere  in  our  country 
that  title  was  found  to  stand  for  so  little 
reality  that  it  was  deemed  inexpedient  to 
hand  the  misnomer  down  to  posterity. 

During  the  thirty-three  years  of  Dr, 
Lockwood's  ministry  here,  St.  Paul's 
stood  a  power  for  righteousness  in  Syra- 
cuse, and  the  surrounding  community. 
With  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city,  he  saw 
his  Church  become  a  "down  town"  parish. 
Alone  and  unaided  until  the  last  two  years 
of  his  rectorship,  he  cared  for  a  large  and 
widely  scattered  congregation.  The  num- 
ber of  communicants  increased  from  400 
to  600  under  these  adverse  conditions. 
Over  $250,000  was  given  for  objects  out- 
side the  parish.  On  September  20th,  of 
last  year,  when  it  seemed  as  if  he  soon 
could  enjoy  the  fruits  of  his  labors,  death 
called  him  to  a  well-earned  rest. 

By  the  earnest  efforts  of  his  devoted 
parishioners,  the  longstanding  debt  of 
$31,000  was  paid  last  Easter,  and  on 
October  11th,  St.  Paul's  Church  will  be 
consecrated  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.

THE  ROYAL  COMMISSION  ON  ECCLESIASTI- 
CAL DISCIPLINE. 

BY  REV.  W.  H.   CASEY. 

Illegal  Practices  Within  the 
Church. 
In  dealing  with  the  very  large  number 
of  illegal  practices  more  or  less  common  in 
the  Church,  the  Commissioners  have  been 
no  less  thorough,  and,  be  it  noted,  no  less 
at  one  with  each  other.  It  is  probable  that 
this  remarkable  unanimity  results  mainly 
from  the  clearness  of  those  principles 
which  have  guided  their  deliberations  and 
helped  to  reveal  both  the  source  of  their 
disorders  and  the  road  to  a  remedy.  The- 
oretically, the  Church  of  England  stands 
committed  to  a  rigid  standard  laid  down 
by  Acts  of  Parliament  remote  in  date  from 
the  present  time  and  from  present  circum- 
stances. The  Commissioners  frankly 
accept  the  fact  that  this  rigid.,  standard 
never  can  be,  and  never  ought  to  be,  rigidly 
enforced.  Their  first  need  then  was  to 
which  classify  the  numerous  deviations 
range  ail  the  way  from  the  customary 
use  of  hymns  and  addresses  of  Bishops 
at  Confirmation  Services  to  the  ceremony 
of  Benediction  and  the  cult  of  the  Sacred 
Heart.  On  what  principle  was  the  classi- 
fication to  be  made  ?  With  the  wisdom 
which  was  to  be  expected  from  them  and 
a  firm  determination,  once  and  for  all,  to 
have  done  with  the  worn  out  notion  that 
ceremonies  as  a  rule  "mean  nothing,  they 
decided  in  favor  of  the  "principle  of  sig- 
nificance." Of  course  some  of  these  devia- 
tions from  the  standard  have  varied  greatly 
in  their  causes,  their  natures  and  their 
importance.  Some,  while  they  have  a 
doctrinal  significance,  illustrate  truths 
which  the  English  Church  has  definitely 
received  to  hold.  Some  signify  doctrines 
not  expressly  set  forth  in  the  Church's 
formularies,  yet  admitted  by  a  large  pro- 
portion of  her  members  and  by  many  of 
her  greatest  divines  to  be  not  inconsistent 
with  the  main  body  of  her  teaching;  such 
doctrines,  in  fact,  are  not  essentially  ob- 
jectionable, but  they  have  hitherto  received 
no  definite  sanction.  For  some  such  varia- 
tions "which  may  reasonably  be  regarded 


as  significant  of  teaching  legally  declared 
not  to  be  contrary  to  or  repugnant  to  r lie- 
Articles  and  formularies  of  the  Church  of 
England,"  the  Commissioners  would  like 
to  make  room,  "though  only,"  under  con- 
ditions of  efficient  regulation  and  with 
careful  regard  for  the  opinions  and  feel- 
ings of  congregations.  But  where  the 
"thing  signfied"  is  contrary  to  Anglican 
beliefs  they  propose  that  no  quarter  should 
be  given.  These  practices  must  cease  or 
prosecution  must  follow. 

These  deviations  the  Commissioners 
have  divided  into  two  groups  which  they 
call  respectively, 

(1)  Breaches  non-significant  of  doc- 
trine, and 

(2)  Breaches  significant  of  doctrine. 

In  group  ~No.  1  they  include  all  those 
illegal  practices  (whether  acts  or  defaults) 
which  do  not  appear  to  have  any  signific- 
ance beyond  that  which  belongs  to  them  as 
showing  a  disregard  for  the  exact  require- 
ments of  the  law,  that  is  to  say,  all  those 
deviations  from  the  legal  standard  in  the 
services,  ceremonies  and  ornaments  used  in 
public  worship  (A)  which  have  been 
adopted  on  the  ground  of  convenience,  (  1>) 
which  have  resulted  from  negligence  or 
inadvertence;  and  (C)  which  have  become 
common  for  reasons  less  easy  to  define. 

In  group  No.  2  they  include  all  those 
illegal  practices  which  either  from  their 
nature,  from  historical  association,  or, 
from  some  other  cause,  appear  to  have  a 
significance  beyond  that  which  the  prac- 
tices in   themselves  possess. 

The  distinction  which  is  constituted  by 
the  significance  of  some  illegal  practices 
and  the  non-significance  of  others  they  hold 
to  be  a  very  real  distinction  to  which  great 
regard  should  be  had,  although,  say  they, 
it  cannot  always  be  drawn  with  precision. 
It  is  necessary,  therefore,  in  their  judg- 
ment to  recognize  an  area  of  uncertainty 
— a  disputable  zone — between  the  two 
groups,  the  significant  and  the  non-signi- 
ficant. But  the  main  components  oi  these 
two  groups,  and  the  real  contrast  between 
them,  are  nevertheless  clear  and  important 
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The  Non-significant  Breaches. 
These  are  subdivided  into  three  classes: 

(A)  Practices  adopted  on  the  ground  of 
convenience,  amongst  them  may  be  be 
mentioned  the  omission  of  the  two  longer 
exhortations  in  the  Communion  Service. 

The  saving  of  the  words  of  administra- 
tion at  the  Holy  Communion  to  a  row  of 
communicants  instead  of  to  each  individ- 
ual. 

The  saying  of  the  first  part  only  of  the 
words  of  administration  to  each  communi- 
cant. 

The  performance  of  special  services  con- 
taining prayers  not  taken  from  the  Prayer 
Book  and  including  special  collects, 
epistles,  and  gospels,  e.  g.  services  for 
harvest  festivals,  et  cetera. 

(B)  Practices  which  have  resulted  from 
negligence  or  inadvertence — e.  g.,  the 
omission  of  daily  service  and  the  non- 
observance  of  Holy  days. 

(C)  Practices  which  have  become  com- 
mon— e.  g.,  the  omission  in  whole  or  part 
of  the  Ante-Communion  Service,  and 
particularly  in  the  case  of  Evening  Com- 
munions which  are  common  in  many 
dioceses. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  in  passing  that  the 
Commissioners  do  not  condemn  Evening 
( Communions.

SOME  REASONS  WHY  I  AM  A  CHURCHMAN. 

(A  paper  read  by  Mr.  John  I,areombe,  of  Emmanuel  Church, 
Adams.  N.  Y.,  at  the  meeting-  of  the  Jefferson  County  As- 
sembly of  the  Brotherhood  of  S.  Andrew. 

I  am  a  Churchman,  not  from  mere  feel- 
ings which  are  easily  changed,  nor  from 
any  motives  of  worldly  interest  of  con- 
venience, but  on  firm  principles,  being 
clearly  and  strongly  convinced,  by  reasons 
founded  on  the  Holy  Scriptures,  that  I 
ought  to  be  a  Churchman,  believing,  in- 
deed, that  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that 
it  is  even  necessary  to  my  salvation  that  I 
should  be  a  Churchman. 

I  am  a  Churchman  in  the  first  and  chief 
place  on  account  of  the  Divine  origin  and 
institution  of  the  Church.  For  I  read  in 
the  New  Testament  that  our  Lord  and  only 


Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  with  His  Apostles, 
instituted  and  established  the  Church  as 
a  visible  Society  upon  earth,  in  which  all 
His  disciples  should  live  together  in  one 
body.  The  Church  is  surely  just  as  much 
a  "Divine  Institution"  now  as  it  was  under 
the  Jewish  Dispensation.  The  Church  is 
as  much  a  "Divine  Gift"  as  the  Bible 
itself  is. 

I  am  a  Churchman  because  I  love  and 
pray  for  unity,  for  I  read  in  the  Bible 
many  plain  precepts  and  earnest  exhorta- 
tions concerning  the  duty  of  Christian 
Unity,  and  many  strong  condemnations  of 
division  and  separation. 

I  am  a  Churchman  because  I  dare  not 
sanction  and  countenance  the  modern 
principle  that  any  number  of  men  who 
please  may  join  themselves  in  a  new 
religious  society,  and  originate  a  new 
brotherhood  independently  of  the  Church 
of  the  Living  God,  and  then  call  that  new, 
self-made  Society  or  Brotherhood  a  new 
branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  This 
appears  to  me  to  be  quite  destructive  of  all 
order,  rule  or  discipline.  Where  in  the 
New  Testament  is  there  to  be  found  the 
slightest  authority  for  this  principle — to 
forsake  the  Church  already  established  by 
divine  authority  and  to  originate  a  new 
society  instead?  This  surely  is  to  put  a 
human  invention  in  lieu  of  Divine  institu- 
tion ;  a  human  sect  in  the  place  of  the 
Church  purchased  with  His  own  blood. 
Where  do  we  ever  read  in  any  part  of  the 
New  Testament  of  more  than  one  Church 
in  any  place  ? 

I  am  a  Churchman,  because  I  find  in 
the  Acts,  and  in  the  epistles  to  St.  Timothy 
and  St.  Titus,  the  apostolic  institution  of 
the  three  orders  in  the  ministry  of  the 
Church,  and  because  this  form  of  ecclesias- 
tical government  has  been  preserved  in  the 
Church  alone.  There  is  no  trace  or  hint  of 
any  other  method  for  preserving  a  con- 
tinual succession  of  ministers  to  be  found 
in  the  New  Testament.  This  continual 
succession  of  ministers  having  been  kept 
in  the  Church,  by  this  divinely  appointed 
method  from  the  days  of  the  Apostles  to 
the  present  day,   I  feel  myself  strongly 
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bound  to  regard  as  truly  binding  the 
Sacred  Authority  of  the  Episcopal  form 
of  Church  government.  For  fifteen  hun- 
dred years  after  the  Apostles  there  was  no 
pretence  of  the  existence  of  any  Church 
without  Bishops,  who  thus  derived  their 
spiritual  authority  from  the  Master 
through  the  Apostles.  The  other  forms  of 
Church  government  have  all  been  invented 
by  this  or  that  man  in  very  modern  times, 
and  are  entirely  without  any  warrant  from 
Holy  Writ, 

T.  am  a  Churchman  because  I  wish  to 
be  guided  by  the  Bible,  and  the  Bible  tells 
us  very  distinctly  that  the  Church  is  the 
Pillar  and  Ground  of  truth  (1  Tim.  3: 
15.)  If  I  should  leave  the  Church  to 
which  of  the  many  sects  should  I  go  for  the 
Truth  ?  One  teaches  one  doctrine  and 
another  teaches  contrary.  In  every 
different  sect  I  hear  a  different  doctrine, 
each  sect  interprets  the  Bible' according  to 
the  private  judgment  of  its  own  particular 
''founder."  What  truth  of  the  Bible  is 
there  that  is  not  contradicted  by  some  one 
of  the  hundred  and  more  sects  by  which 
we  are  surrounded.  What  grievous  and 
dangerous  misunderstanding  of  the  Bible 
there  is  among  the  sects.  What  partial 
views  of  the  Truth.  What  a  fearful 
ignorance  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Holy 
Sacraments.  To  which  of  them  shall  I  go 
for  the  Truth  ?  Must  I  not  rather  follow 
the  express  direction  of  the  Bible,  and 
believe  that  the  Church  is  the  Pillar  and 
Ground  of  the  Truth  ?  Has  not  God  given 
us  the  Bible  ?  Surely  I  have  no  more 
right  to  reject  the  Church  than  I  have  to 
reject  the  Bible.  For  without  Church, 
without  Bible. 

I  am  a  Churchman  because  if  I  were  to 
leave  the  Church  I  should  leave  all  sure 
and  certain  Sacraments,  and  this  I  dare 
not  think  of  doing,  because  the  Bible 
teaches  me  that  the  Holy  Sacraments  of 
Christ  are  means  of  grace  for  my  salvation. 
The  persons  who  administer  the  Holy 
Sacraments  among  the  sectarians  have 
never    received   the   least   real   or   lawful 


authority  to  do  so,  they  take  upon  them- 
selves to  do  so,  or  by  a  pretended  ordina- 
tion they  think  they  give  the  power  of 
doing  so  to  another. 

Lastly,  I  am  a  Churchman  because 
whatever  faults  there  may  be  in  the  Church. 
I  am  not  thereby  justified  in  forsaking 
the  Church.  Many  imperfections  and 
abuse's  will  always  be  found  in  everything 
that  is  administered  by  such  weak  and  im- 
perfect agents  as  men  are.  In  which  one, 
indeed,  of  all  the  various  sects  themse ho- 
ar e  there  not  many  serious  imperfections 
and  manifest  evils  arising  from  this  very 
cause  ? 

In  the  foregoing  reasons  for  being  a 
Churchman  I  am  not  presuming  to  sit  in 
judgment  on  those  who  may  be  hindered 
from  being  convinced  by  these  reason-, 
through  inveterate  prejudice  or  through 
want  of  proper  instruction.  The  question 
is  not  what  loss  others  may  suffer,  that  is 
not  for  me  to  judge ;  but  for  myself,  I  am 
firmly  convinced  that  I  should  endanger 
my  salvation  if  I  were  to  forsake  the 
Church  and  join  myself  instead  to  one  of 
the  human  sects  around.  2v"or  do  I  think 
it  any  want  of  charity  to  endeavor  to  show 
my  neighbors  the  truth  on  this  point. 
However  bigoted  they  may  fancy  me  to 
be,  or  however  much  I  may  displease  them 
at  first  by  telling  them  that  their  mistakes 
on  this  matter  are  very  serious,  for  this  1 
do  in  sincere  love  towards  them.  I  do  not 
overlook,  or  undervalue  the  good  which 
there  is  among  the  sects.  I  greatly  admire, 
love  and  reverence  many  of  them  for  many 
good  qualities  in  which  they  far  oxool 
many  Churchpeople,  but  all  this  does  Dot 
prove  to  me  that  they  arc  right  in  the 
matter  of  Church  membership.  The  wrv 
good  points  which  they  possess  only  make 
me  more  desirous  to  serve  their  host 
interest  by  showing  them  how  entirely  un- 
scriptural  their  present  position  is  in 
regard  to  the  Church  purchased  hy  the 
Blood  of  the  Living  Goo.

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Died,  in  Guilford,  September  16,  1906, 
Mrs.  Amanda  Merchant,  aged  96  year,  5 
months  and  17  days. 

Mrs.  Merchant  suffered  long  and 
severely,  but  with  remarkable  fortitudJe 
and  patience,  from  neuralgia,  being  con- 
fined to  her  bed  for  most  of  the  time  dur- 
ing the  past  14  or  15  years.  Her  first 
husband  was  the  Rev.  Seth  S.  Rogers,  who 
died  at  the  age  of  37  years  while  Rector  of 
the  Church  in  Guilford,  with  whom  she 
had  two  children,  Samuel  and  Ellen.  Her 
second  husband  was  Orrin  G.  Merchant, 
with  whom  she  had  three  children,  Ossian 
and  Marco,  and  Lucia,  now  Mrs.  George 
H.  Baldwin  of  Norwich. 

In  her  death  one  of  the  few  visible  links 
connecting  the  early  history  of  the  Church 
in  America  with  the  present  has  been 
severed,  for  when  a  young  girl  she  walked 
several  miles  to  attend  a  service  by  the 
Venerable  Bishop  White,  of  whom  she 
always  retained  a  very  pleasant  remem- 
brance, often  repeating  the  text  of  his  ser- 
mon, which  was  the  21st  verse  of  the  23rd 
chapter  of  Job,  "Acquaint  now  thyself 
with  him  and  be  at  peace,  thereby  good 
shall  come  unto  thee." 

Although  living  to  such  an  advanced 
age,  she  retained  most  of  her  faculties  un- 
impaired, and  was  cheerful  and  hopeful 
to  the  end.  She  was  a  devoted  and  loyal 
( Jhurch  member,  and  most  highly  esteemed 
bv  all  who  knew  her. 


It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  record 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Grant,  wife  of  the  Rev. 
Alex.  II.  Grant,  Rector  of  Zion  Church, 
Fulton.  We  have  not  received  the  par- 
ticulars of  her  illness,  but  she  passed  away 
"ii  Monday,  September  24th,  and  her 
funeral  took  place  on  the  Wednesday  fol- 
lowing. Mrs.  Grant  was  a  young  woman, 
of  great  attractiveness  of  manner  and 
sweetness  of  disposition,  useful  in  the  work 
of  the  Church,  and  beloved  by  many 
friends.  We  extend  our  sympathy  to  her 
afflicted  husband  and  family.

No  boy  is 
more  thoroughly  mistaken  than  the 
one  who  thinks  that  he  may  be  dis- 
courteous to  his  mother  and  sisters  and 
still  be  manly.  A  blustering,  independent 
disregard  of  others  shows  no  kind  of 
superiority.  Gentle  courtesy,  which  is  but 
kindly  thought  for  others,  is  always  ex- 
pected from  strength,  and  a  manly  boy 
never  fails  to  show  it. — S.  S.  Times. 


The  Rector  will  be  glad  to  respond  to 
calls  upon  his  services  in  cases  of  sickness 
or  death,  but  he  does  not  feel  that  he  has 
been  negligent  of  his  duty  when  the  family 
fail  to  notify  him.  There  seems  to  be  a 
feeling  very  widespread  that  a  clergyman 
has  some  mysterious  way  of  discovering 
the  cases  of  sickness  in  his  parish,  and  that 
when  he  does  not  call  soon  after  some  mem- 
ber of  the  family  has  been  taken  sick,  it  is 
because  of  some  disinclination  to  go  to 
that  house.  It  is  surprising  how  fre- 
quently members  of  a  parish  feel  "hurt" 
because  the  clergyman  has  not  been  there, 
though,  it  is  true,  the  physician  did  not 
come  until  summoned,  the  nurse  had  to 
be  sent  for,  and  relatives  had  to  be  wired, 
but  the  clergyman  hears  of  it  casually  as  he 
makes  his  round  of  visits,  or  some  member 
of  the  parish,  knowing  the  customary  care- 
lessness, telephones  him,  and  then  he  visits 
the  house  of  the  sick,  and  the  family  think 
he  is  very  slow  in  coming.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  it  is  grave  discourtesy  for  a  member 
of  a  family  to  be  seriously  ill  and  the 
clergyman  not  notified.  Personally  I  want 
to  say  that  not  one  of  my  pastoral  duties 
is  nearer  my  heart  than  to  be  with  the 
members  of  our  parish  in  times  of  trouble, 
of  sickness  or  death,  and  when  you  do  not 
send  for  me  I  would  be  justified  in  feeling 
that  either  you  do  not  want  me,  or  are  so 
utterly  indifferent  to  the  ministrations  of 
the  Church  that  you  forgot  it. — The  Parish 
Outlook,  Zion  Church,  Borne. 
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Cheating  Ourselves  of  Life. — Morn- 
ing prayer  cannot  safely  be  deferred  until 
to-night  or  to-morrow.  Many  a  to-day  has 
been  seriously  harmed  by  such  deferring. 
The  temptation  to  weaken  ourselves  in  this 
way  by  lack  of  spiritual  oxygen  is  increas- 
ingly present  in  these  complex  days  of 
crowding  pressure,  when  man's  business 
as  well  as  the  king's  business  require th 
haste.  To  yield  to  the  temptation  is  to 
lose  both  time  and  strength.  And  hurried 
or  abbreviated  prayer  is  almost  as  weaken- 
ing as  no  prayer  at  all.  If  the  summons 
Home  should  come  to-night,  we  should  be 
sorry  to  have  to  face  the  King  without 
having  had  our  full  loving  conference  with 
him  early  in  the  day.  It  would  be  a  poor 
memory  for  our  last  day  on  earth.  It  is 
a  poor  memory  for  any  day  on  earth. — 
S.  S.  Times. 

Mistaken  Fear  of  Mistakes. — There 
is  risk  at  every  step  in  life/  We  cannot 
escape  that ;  but  we  can  choose  whether 
Ave  will  let  the  risk  in  doing  right  hold  us 
back  from  making  any  attempt.  The  fear 
of  making  a  mistake  is  a  healthy  fear  so 
far  as  it  steadies  our  judgment;  it  is  a 
block  on  our  progress  if  it  holds  up  when 
we  ought  to  act.  "Don't  you  forget/'  said 
a  keen-headed  Christian  business  man 
when  a  friend  referred  to  him  as  one  who 
never  made  a  mistake,  "that  the  man  who 
never  makes  a  mistake  never  makes  any- 
thing else, — and  I'm  not  Oslerized  yet!" 
The  worst  mistake  may  be  the  unwilling- 
ness to  risk  a  mistake.  The  man  who  is 
willing  to  make  a  few  mistakes  while  doing 
his  best  is  most  likely  to  earn  the  reputation 
of  never  making  a  mistake. — S.  S.  Times. 

How  to  be  Enthusiastic. — Enthus- 
iasm without  conviction  is  a  temporary 
affair.  Yet  for  almost  every  sort  of  weak- 
ness and  lanquid  endeavor  in  Christian 
work  the  common  prescription  is  "more 
zeal,"  "more  enthusiasm."  More  than  one 
guilty  conscience  has  sought  peace  in  a 
forced  activity  that  soon  became  distaste- 


ful and  was  in  its  turn  dropped,  leaving 
the  last  state  of  that  man  worst  than  the 
first.  Enthusiasm  is  an  effect,  not  a  cause  : 
and  to  stir  up  enthusiasm  without  a  true 
cause  is  to  set  the  pyramid  on  its  apex. 
Tireless  zeal  is  nothing  less  than  the  effect 
of  rigid  conviction.  You  do  not  have  to 
urge  the  ordinary  man  to  make  all  the 
money  that  he  can ;  he  is  always  zealous 
about  that  because — right  or  wrong — he  is 
convinced  that  money  is  a  good  thing  to 
have.  The  majority  of  parents  do  not 
have  to  be  constrained  to  take  an  interesl 
in  their  children;  love  makes  them  zeahm-. 
When  conviction  is  present,  zeal  will  not, 
be  lacking.  And  enthusiasm  is  one  of  the 
most  certain  measures  of  conviction.  The 
basis  of  Christian  zeal  is  the  overmaster- 
ing conviction  that  Christ  is  a  nece<-ity 
for  every  human  soul.  If  we  would  pos- 
sess enthusiasms  worth  cultivating  we 
must  be  possessed  by  right  convictions.  To 
have  right  convictions  is  binding  upon  all. 
—S.  S.  Times.

Exporting  Our  Religion. 
is  a  thing  that  spoils  by  keeping.  It  is  as 
little  meant  to  be  bottled  and  preserved 
as  is  the  air  of  heaven.  In  the  year  1S12, 
The  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
Foreign  Missions  asked  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  for  a  charter,  and  it  was  re- 
fused. The  main  objection  was  that  this 
organization  was  designed  to  afford  means 
of  exporting  religion,  whereas  there  was 
none  too  much  of  that  article  to  spare  from 
amongst  ourselves.  To  this  the  petitioners 
made  the  unanswerable  reply  that  religion 
Avas  an  article  of  which  the  more  we  ex- 
ported, the  more  we  had.  Finally  their 
request  was  heeded,  to  the  eternal  benefit 
of  the  home  field  as  well  as  the  foreign. 
Neither  churches  nor  men  can  live  spirit- 
ually unless  they  export  their  religion. 
All  the  good  we  have  must  be  kept  mov- 
ing. He  may  take  of  Christianity  who 
will,  but  he  that  hoards  it  loses  it,  while 
ho  that  gives  it  out  has  it  the  more 
abundantly. — S.  S.  Times.

CHRISTMAS  FUND. 

The  last  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  it 
pvill  be  remembered,  voted  in  favor  of 
merging  the  diocesan  fund  for  Aged  and  In- 
firm  Clergy,  known  as  the  Christmas  Fund, 
with  the  General  Clergy  Eelief  Fund  of  the 
whole  Church  in  the  United  States.     The 


proposition  had  been  before  the  Convention 
for  several  years,  and  consequently  the 
action  was  not  hasty,  but  deliberate  and 
well  considered.  Let  it  be  remembered 
also  that  the  merger  does  not  involve  the 
giving  up  of  invested  funds,  but  only 
the  administration  of  funds  to  be  dis- 
tributed, and  that  with  every  assurance 
of  attention  to  the  needs  of  our  benefici- 
aries. The  only  thing  that  we  have  to  do, 
therefore,  is  to  remember  those  needs  and 
be  liberal  in  our  gifts. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Christmas  Fund  the  Treasurer  stated 
that  the  offerings  had  fallen  off,  and  that 
he  was  hardly  able  to  pay  the  last  quarter's 
stipends.     It  was  decided,  therefore,  that 
an  earnest  appeal  be  sent  to  the  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese,  entreating  them  not  only  not 
to  forget  the  offering  for  the  purpose  on 
the   coming   Christmas  Day,   but   to  urge 
upon  their  people  also  the  great  necessity 
of  being  generous  in  the  matter.     The  de- 
crease in  the  amounts  received  by  our  own 
Treasurer  may  be   due  to   the   fact,   that 
some  of  the  Clergy  have  sent  their  Christ- 
mas collections   directly    to    the    General 
Clergy      Eelief      in      Philadelphia       in- 
stead    of     sending     them     to     him.        If 
so      Ave       would       say       that       no       ad- 
vantage is  gained  by  so  doing,  while  our 
own  beneficiaries   suffer    a     great     disad- 
vantage.     They   really   need   more   rather 
than   less ;    and   while  no   doubt   we   shall 
gain  by  the  merger,  we  certainly  have  not 
gained  up  to  this  time  by  the  partial  trans- 
ference to  the  general  fund  of  money  upon 
which. our  diocesan  officers  have  depended 
to  pay  the  pensions.      After   tins   it    will 
not  make  much  difference,  because  all  oi 
our  present  beneficiaries  will  bo  placed  on 
the  list  of  the  general   Treasurer;   bur   it 
will  be  more  canonical  to  send  the  Christ- 
mas  offering    to    the    diocesan    Treasurer. 
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If  another  offering  be  made  on  Quinqua- 
gesima  Sunday,  according  to  the  general 
canon,  that  may  be  sent  to  Philadelphia. 
Let  us  at  least  take  care  of  our  own  poor, 
and  in.  order  to  do  so  we  shall  have  to  be 
more  mindful  of  them  than  we  have  been. 


STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

Before  we  leave  the  subject  of  the  Can- 
ticles in  the  daily  offices,  there  are  one  or 
two  points  to  be  considered.  First,  with 
regard  to  the  permissive  use  of  alternative 
canticles,  what  is  the  best  principle  of 
choice?  Shall  we  use  the  Benedictus  or 
the  Jubilate  after  the  second  lesson  in 
Morning  Prayer?  And  in  Evening 
Prayer  shall  Ave  take  the  Magnificat  and 
Nunc  Dimittis,  or  the  psalms  that  are 
given  as  alternates?  The  Prayer  Book 
itself  indicates  its  own  preference  by  plac- 
ing the  "Evangelical  Canticles,"  as  they 
are  called,  first,  and  directing  {hem  to  be 
used  unless  there  may  be  good  reason  for 
substituting  others.  The  Benedictus. 
Magnificat,  and  Nunc  Dimittis  are  called 
evangelical  canticles  because  they  are  found 
in  the  Gospels,  and  were  all  uttered  in 
close  connection  with  the  Birth  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  They  constitute,  there- 
fore, perpetual  memorials  of  the  Incarna- 
tion of  the  Son  of  God;  and  doubtless  it 
was  for  that  reason  that  they  were  first 
adopted  in  the  service  of  the  Church,  to 
glorify  God  for  His  mercy  in  sending  his 
Only  begotten  Son  to  redeem  the  world. 
Certainly  this  is  a  very  beautiful  and  de- 
votional thought,  and  it  would  help  the 
worshippers  very  much  to  keep  it  in  mind 
when  these  canticles  arc  used.  The  alter- 
nates are  all  of  them  splendid  songs  of 
praise,  and  may  he  appropriately  Used  on 
occasions  when  a  variation  is  desired;  but 
they  are  after  all  only  psalms  from  the  Old 
Testament,  with  nothing  specially  Christ- 


ian about  them;  they  have  their  regular 
place  in  the  Psalter  where  they  are  repeated 
in  due  order,  and  they  can  never  quite 
supply  the  place  of  those  which  are  the  full 
expression  of  ~New  Testament  worship. 

Secondly,  a  word  about  the  rendering  of 
the  canticles  in  music  may  not  be  inap- 
propriate in  this  connection.  With  regard 
to  singing  them  as  anthems  we  would 
simply  say,  that  it  is  much  to  be  desired 
that  they  be  not  too  florid,  nor  too  long 
drawn  out.  In  these  days  people  object 
to  long  services,  and  many  are  kept  away 
from  Church  by  them;  and  it  is  not  the 
sermons  that  make  them  long.  The  Clergy 
have  had  it  pretty  well  drilled  into  them 
that  the  pulpit  must  not  make  itself  too 
prolix ;  and  when  the  time  is  over-run  now- 
a-days  it  is  usually  due  to  the  music.  The 
interminable  Te  Deums,  Jubilates,  and 
offertory  anthems  are  sometimes  very 
wearisome.  But  as  to  what  is  called 
"chanting,"  the  ordinary  method  of 
rendering  the  canticles,  the  great  need  of 
the  day  in  our  Churches  generally,  both 
in  city  and  country,  is  training.  The  choirs 
need  to  be  taught  how  to  chant,  particularly 
in  three  points — 1st  the  proper  selection 
of  chants  ;  2nd,  the  pointing  and  emphasis ; 
and  3rd,  the  time.  Strictly  speaking,  the 
chanting  is  intended  to  be  musical  reading, 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  congregation  as 
well  as  the  choir  should  take  part  in  it. 
There  are  many  Churches  in  England  in 
which  one  will  find  the  chanting,  not  only 
of  the  canticles,  but  of  the  whole  Psalter, 
carried  on  by  the  people  with  the  choir, 
and  in  some  of  them  the  congregation  will 
do  it  if  there  be  no  choir.  But  in  order  to 
make  this  possible  the  chants  must  be  such 
as  people  generally  can  sing,  simple,  not 
too  high,  nor  too  elaborate.  Some  of  the 
fanciful  double  chants  that  one  occasion- 
ally hears  are  not  fit  for  the  purpose  at  all. 
Then,  if  we  would  have  our  chanting  in- 
telligent and  edifying  it' is  very  important 
not  to  put  an  absurd  and  unmeaning  em- 
phasis on  syllables.  Alas !  that  Dr. 
Hutchins  and  his  Committee  of  General 
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Convention  ever  set  forth  the  authorized 
pointing  with  italicised  syllables  at  the 
pauses !  They  acted  on  the  supposition 
that  there  would  always  he  somebody  to 
train  the  choirs,  who  would  understand 
that  those  italicised  syllables  were  not  to 
be  long  drawn  out  and  made  the  only 
prominent  sound  in  the  verse,  but  they 
forgot  that  even  musical  teachers  do  not 
all  know  the  proper  method  of  chanting, 
and  that  many  choirs  about  the  country 
have  to  do  the  best  they  can  without  pro- 
fessional instruction.  The  result  is  that 
the  words  of  the  canticles  generally  are 
rushed  and  run  together  so  as  to  be 
scarcely  heard  at  all,  while  the  emphatic 
syllable  is  dwelt  upon  in  such  a  way  as  to 
destroy  the  meaning  altogether,  and  we 
have  frequently  something  like  this :  aHe 
ha,  scater' —  prou'n  —  madge — 'nation' 
their  hearts."  It  would  seem,  however, 
that  all  this  might  be  corrected  by  simply 
ignoring  the  marks  of  emphasis  in  the 
music  books,  and  trying  to  sing  straight 
along  as  we  read,  only  observing  the  com- 
mas and  other  punctuation  marks,  and 
learning  by  practice  where  the  cadences 
begin.  The  third  point  to  which  we  refer 
is  that  of  the  time,  or  the  rapidity  with 
which  the  words  are  uttered.  There  is  in 
this  case  a  happy  medium  between  two 
extremes.  Sometimes  the  chanting  is  ted- 
iously slow,  so  that  it  sounds  almost  like 
drawling.  In  other  instances  it  is  so  rapid 
-as  to  be  undignified,  and  gives  the  impres- 
sion that  the  singers  are  in  a  great  hurry 
to  be  done  with  it.  Some  experts  approve 
of  a  very  deliberate  utterance  of  the  words 
of  the  recitative,  and  a  rapid  cadence ;  but 
the  best  method  would  seem  to  be  that 
which  makes  no  great  distinction  between 
these  two  parts,  and  goes  straight  forward 
in  an  intelligent  utterance  like  good  read- 
ing, as  Ave  said  before.  It  certainly  is  a 
matter  worthy  of  attention  by  all  the 
Clergy  and  all  the  choirs,  because  it  has 
to  do  with  the  best  and  most  devotional 
rendering  of  a  very  important  part  of  the 
service. 


PAROCHIAL  NOTES. 

Semi-Centennial  Celebration. 

Trinity  Church,  Syracuse,,  of  which 
the  Rev.  Henry  N".  Hyde  is  Rector,  celeb- 
rated its  fiftieth  anniversary  on  Sunday, 
October  14th,  and  several  days  following. 
On  the  evening  of  Saturday,  the  13th,  a 
preparatory  service  to  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion was  held  in  the  Church,  at  which  the 
Rev.  H.  S.  Sizer,  of  Oswego,  gave  the 
address.  The  first  celebration  the  next 
morning  was  at  eight  by  the  Rector,  and 
at  10 :45  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
preached  and  celebrated,  and  the  Rev.  J.  A. 
Staunton  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Hudson, 
both  of  them  former  Rectors  of  the  parish, 
were  present  in  the  Chancel.  At  4 :30  p.  m. 
there  was  choral  Evensong,  at  which  the 
Bishop  was  again  present,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Staunton  gave  an  historical  address. 
There  were  services  again  on  Monday,  and 
in  the  evening  a  general  reception  was 
given  in  the  parish  house. 

After  many  trials  and  vicissitudes 
Trinity  Church  seems  now  to  be  quite  well 
established,  and  its  people  are  looking  with 
hope  to  the  time  when  they  can  have  a  more 
beautiful  and  substantial  building. 


Consecration  of  St.  Paul's,  Syracuse. 

Last  month  we  gave  the  history  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  with  illustration,  bringing 
it  in  before  its  due  order  of  time,  because 
others  of  earlier  organization  were  not 
ready  for  publication. 

This  month  we  have  the  pleasure  of 
recording  the  Consecration  of  the  beautiful 
building  erected  in  188 5,  of  which  we 
then  gave  the  picture.  The  large  debt  of 
$31,000  having  been  raised,  chiefly  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Hon.  Chas.  Andrews, 
Senior  Warden  of  the  Parish,  the  service 
of  Consecration  was  arranged  for  Thurs- 
day, October  11th.  The  Bishop  and  a 
large  number  of  the  Clergy  in  surplices, 
followed  by  the  vested  choir,  went  in  pre- 
cession from  the  vestry  room  to  the  main 
entrance   on   Fayette   Street,   outside   the 
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Church,  where  they  were  met  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  who  preceded 
them  up  the  aisle  to  the -chancel.  The  Rev. 
Almon  A.  Jaynes,  minister  in  charge,  read 
the  sentence  of  Consecration ;  the  Rev.  W. 
DeL.  Wilson,  D.D.,  said  Morning  Prayer; 
the  lesson  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  B. 
Clarke,  and  the  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  Geo.  T.  Linsley,  Rector  of  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Hartford, 
Ct.  His  text  was  from  Rev.  11 :  1,  "Rise 
and  measure  the  temple  of  God,  and  the 
altar,  and  them  that  worship  therein."  It 
was  an  able  discourse,  most  appropriate 
to  the  occasion.  The  offering's  were  devoted 
to  the  general  missions  of  the  Church. 
After  the  service  luncheon  was  served  at  a 
hall  across  the  street  to  the  Clergy  and 
other  invited  guests,  and  later  in  the  after- 
noon a  reception  was  given  at  the  same 
place  to  which  all  the  congregation  were 
invited  to  meet  the  Bishop  and  Mrs. 
Olmsted,  and  the  Clergy  and  Vestry  of  the 
parish.  It  was  altogether  a  very  pleasant 
occasion ;  the  congregation  was  large,  and 
everybody  seemed  to  enter  into  the  spirit 
of  the  day,  and  to  rejoice  with  the  parish 
in  the  consummation  of  the  work.  During 
the  service  mention  was  made  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lock- 
wood,  the  late  Rector,  and  of  the  joy  which 
such  an  event  would  have  given  him,  and 
hymn  404,  "I  heard  a  sound  of  voices," 
was  sung  as  a  memorial  of  him. 

We  congratulate  St.  Paul's  on  this  ac- 
complishment, and  look  forward  with  hope 
to  its  taking  the  leading  part  in  the  work 
of  the  Church  which  naturally  belongs  to 
it  in  the  largest  city  of  our  Diocese. 


The  Rectorship  of  Trinity  Church, 
Watertown,  became  vacant  on  October  1st 
by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  J.  Sanders 
Reed,  D.D,,  who  had  held  that  position 
for  thirteen  years. 

A  purse  was  presented  to  Dr.  Reed  on 
his  departure  by  the  vestry  and  congrega- 
tion containing  about  $4,000,  which  was 
certainly  very   liberal.     But  a  still  more 


generous  provision  was  made  by  two  mem 
bers  of  the  congregation,  by  which  a 
principal  sum  of  $40,000  is  given  to  the 
vestry,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  paid 
to  the  late  Rector  and  his  wife,  so  long  as 
either  of  them  shall  live,  and  is  to  be  kept 
as  an  endowment  of  the  parish  after  their 
decease. 

It  is  not  often  that  the  Clergy  are 
treated  so  liberally,  and  we  commend  this 
action  to  other  parishes  where  the  ability 
exists  to  follow  the  example. 


St.  John's  Church,  Clayville. — The 
Rev.  Geo.  E.  Edgar,  Missionary.  The  new 
Church  being  built  for  St.  John's  Parish 
not  needing  so  large  a  bell  as  the  one  used 
for  so  many  years  in  the  old  Church,  it  was 
advertised  for  sale  in  the  Church  papers 
and  in  the  Messenger,  and  has  been  pur- 
chased for  $200  by  St.  Joseph's  Church 
Rome.  The  bell  is  of  fine  tone,  and  weighs 
1,400  pounds. 


Emmanuel  Church,  Redfieed. — A 
new  roof  is  being  put  on  the  Church  build-  j 
ing,  and  other  repairs  made,  which  will 
place  the  property  in  good  condition. 
Regular  services  have  been  held  during 
the  summer  and  fall  by  Mr.  M.  E. 
McLellan,    of   Camden.

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The  work  of  taking  down  the  Church  at 
Dey's  Landing,  and  the  transportation  of 
the  timber  to  Kendaia,  where  the  horse- 
sheds  have  heen  put  up,  and  furnish  pro- 
tection for  it,  is  alraedy  practically  com- 
pleted at  the  date  of  writing,  October  23. 

The  cellar  for  the  new  Church  has  been 
dug  and  the  foundations  are  being  laid.  It 
is  expected  that  the  Bishop  will  lay  the 
corner  stone  on  Tuesday,  October  30th. 

The  people  of  Kandaia  and  vicinity  are 
very  much' interested  in  the  building  of  the 
Church,  and  are  doing  all  they  can  to  help 
with  their  limited  means,,  but  outside 
assistance  to  the  amount  of  at  least  $600 
is  yet  required. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  asks  for 
additional  subscriptions  which  may  be 
sent  to  the  Bishop  or  the  Dean  of  the  Dis- 
trict.

Upon  a  late  Sun- 
day two  more  Indian  infants  were  baptised 
by  the  Missionary,  making  since  the  first 
of  last  May  nine  that  have  thus  received 
that  Holv  Sacrament. 


St.  Andrew's  Church,  Utica. — The 
Rev.  J.  Winslow  Clarke,  Rector.  On  the 
afternoon  of  Sunday,  October  7th,  the 
corner  stone  of  the  new  Church,  which  is 
being  erected  in  this  Parish,  was  laid  with 
appropriate  services  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Charles  Tyler  Olmsted,  S.T.D.  On 
account  of  inclement  weather  it  was  neces- 
sary to  hold  part  of  the  service  in  the  old 
Church,  which  was  far  too  small  to  accom- 
modate all  who  had  come  to  witness  the 
laying  of  the  corner  stone.  The  procession 
entered  the  Church  repeating  the  122nd 
Psalm.  The  Lesson  was  read  by  the  Very 
Rev.  E.  H.  Coley,  and  the1  Prayers  said  by 
the  Rev.  J.  R.  Harding,  who  was  for  nearly 
three  years  in  charge  of  St,  Andrew's  when 
it  was  a  Mission  of  Trinity  Church.  The 
address  was  made  by  Bishop  Olmsted, 
who  while  Rector  of  Grace  Church  started 


St.  Andrew's  November  30th,  1800.  The 
Rector  read  the  list  of  articles  in  the  box 
to  be  deposited  in  the  corner  stone.  After 
the  Offertory  the  choir  and  Clergy  followed 
by  the  congregation  proceeded  out  of  doors 
to  the  floor  of  the  new  Church,  and  the 
corner  stone  inscribed  with  a  St.  Andrew's 
Cross  and  the  year  1906,  was  laid  by 
Bishop  Olmsted,  who  used  a  trowel  suit- 
ably engraved.  After  the  singing  of  the 
hymn,  "O  Lord  of  hosts,"  the  closing 
prayers  were  said  and  the  benediction  pro- 
nounced by  Bishop  Olmsted.  The  other 
Clergy  of  the  city  were  present  besides 
those  who  took  part  in  the  office. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  consented 
to  a  letter  to  be  sent  to  the  Clergy  by  the 
Church  Temperance  Society,  requesting 
sermons  to  be  preached  and  offerings  made 
for  that  Society's  work  on  Sunday  next 
before  Advent,  November  25th.  •  The  only 
thing  to  be  remembered  is  that  that  is  the 
day  appointed  for  the  offering  for  the 
Mission  to  Deaf  Mutes,  unless  it  shall 
have  been  taken  on  the  12th  Sunday  after 
Trinity. 


On  Thursday  evening;,  August  0th,  after 
Evening  Prayer  and  brief  address,  the 
Rev.  Theodore  Haydn  dedicated  the  new 
font  at  the  Chapel  of  the  George  Junior 
Republic. 

This  Font  is  a  handsome  piece  of  furni- 
ture, the  work  of  J.  &  R.  Lamb,  in  oak, 
finished  to  correspond  with  the  finish  of 
the  Chapel.  The  bowl  is  of  metal  in  the 
form  of  a  shell.  The  following  inscrip- 
tion is  upon  a  brass  plate,  attached  to  the 
Font,  ''Presented  bv  the  Babies'  Branch 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese 
of  Central  Xew  York." 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Commit- 
tee on  the  Men's  Missionary  Thank  Offer- 
ing, to  be  presented   at    the  General  Con- 
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vention  in  1907,  it  was  decided  to  suggest 
to  all  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  that  they 
make  a  personal  appeal  to  the  men  of  their 
parishes  to  contribute  to  this  offering,  and 
also  that  the  Bishop  appoint  a  Sunday  on 
which  the  same  men  be  requested  to  attend 
a  Corporate  Communion,  at  which  those 
who  are  communicants  should  receive,  and 
that  special  prayers  be  offered  for  the 
object.  The  Bishop,  therefore,  appoints 
the  First  Sunday  in  Advent,  December 
2nd,  for  the  purpose,  and  exhorts  all,  both 
Clergy  and  laity,  to  show  their  zeal  for  the 
cause.  Only  a  year  remains  before  the 
offering  is  to  be  presented. 


GENERAL  NEWS. 

Since  our  last  issue  two  Bishops  have 
been  consecrated  for  the  Church  in 
America. 

On  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael  and  All 
Angels  at  Emmanuel  Church,  LeGrange, 
111.,  the  Rev.  Charles  Scadding,  Rector  of 
the  Parish,  was  consecrated  Bishop  of 
Oregon ;  and  on  October  3rd  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Norfolk,  Va.,  the  Rev.  Beverly 
Dandridge  Tucker,  D.D.,  Rector  of  the 
parish,  was  consecrated  Coadjutor  Bishop 
of  Southern  Virginia. 


The  Most  Reverend  William  Bennett 
Bond,  of  Montreal,  Lord  Archbishop  and 
Primate  of  all  Canada,  died  in  his  see  city 
on  October  9th  at  the  advanced  age  of  92. 


The  Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  I.  J.  Scheres- 
chewsky,  D.D.,  sometime  Missionary 
Bishop  of  the  American  Church  in  China, 
died  October  14th  in  Tokyo,  Japan,  where 
he  had  resided  for  the  past  ten  years.

On  Wednesday,  at  9  :30  a.  m.,  Morn- 
ing Prayer  was  read  by  Messrs.  Hoffman 
and  Duck,  and  at  10  :30  Mr.  Fletcher  read 
the  Litany,  which  was  followed  by  the  Lloly 
Communion,  in  which  the  Dean  was  the 
celebrant,  Mr.  Duck  acting  as  Deacon  and 
Mr.  Trickett  as  preacher.  The  service  was 
well  attended  and  the  music  good. 

At  12  :30  p.  m.,  all  sat  down  to  a  bounti- 
ful collation  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Charles 
D.   Moore. 

At  2  p.  m.  Convocation  met  in  business 
session  and  was  opened  with  devotions  by 
the  Dean,  who  appointed  the  Rev.  Thos. 
Duck  Secretary  pro  tern. 

The  Dean  read  reports  from  the  Mis- 
sionaries in  charge  of  Adam's,  Alexandria 
Bay,  Champion,  Copenhagen,  Dexter, 
Sacketts  Llarbor,  Redwood  and  Theresa, 
all  of  which  were  full  of  encouragement 
and  hope. 

Antwerp  and  Evans  Mills  have  been 
vacant  since  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ford  left  for 
Binghamton  in  June  last. 

He  also  reported  that  the  people  of  Cape 
Vincent  were  already  taking  active 
measures  to  secure  a  successor  to  the  Rev. 
Charles  Noyes  Tyndall,  who  recently  re- 
moved to  Gloucester,  Mass.,  and  that  next 
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Sunday  would  be  Dr.  J.  S.  Heed's  last 
Sunday  as  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Watertown.

Mrs.  Annie  Andrews  Armstrong,  then 
a  devoted  worker  in  Christ  Church,  was 
one  of  the  first  to  respond  to  the  call  on 
the  women  of  the  Church  to  organize  into 
an  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 
Her  interest  in  the  missionary  field  was  at 
once  aroused  and  she  entered  into  the  work 
with  all  the  enthusiasm  of  her  arclent 
nature.  The  intellectual  and  religious 
aspect  of  mission  work  especially  appealed 
to  her  cultivated  mind  and  spiritual 
temperament. 

Lor  several  years  Mrs.  Armstrong  acted 
as  the  very  efficient  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  this  District,  giving  careful  thought  and 
oversight  to  its  material  prosperity,  and 
the  extension  of  the  missionary  spirit  and 
enterprise  in  the  various  branches.  After 
resigning  as  a  District  officer  she  was  for 
eight  or  nine  years  the  loved  and  honored 
President  of  Trinity  Church  branch 
which,  under  her  able  direction,  easily 
became  the  banner  branch  of  the  District. 

Affliction     and     subsequent     ill     health 
finally  compelled  Mrs.  Armstrong  to  leave 
the  active  work  in  which  she  was  engaged, 
but  her  prayers  and  alms  still  continue 
as  a  benediction  until  her  Lord  and  Maste 
called  her  to  Himself.

OBITUARY. 

On  Monday,  October  1st,  the  Rev. 
Osgood  E.  Herrick,  D.D.,  entered  into  his 
rest.  He  had  been  in  a  very  precarious  state 
of  health  for  a  month  or  more,  and  his  end 
was  looked  for  at  any  time.  Indeed  for  the 
past  year  it  had  been  evident  that  he  was 
failing,  and  the  death  of  his  wife,  to  whom 
he  was  devotedly  attached,  which  occurred 
last  spring,  had  broken  him  very  much. 
His  funeral  took  place  on  Thursday, 
October  4th,  from  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Watertown,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
officiating,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hayes, 
of  Geneva,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Saphore 
and  Shaw. 

Dr.  Herrick  entered  the  ministry  in  the 
old  Diocese  of  Western  ~New  York,  and 
officiated  at  Manlius  in  his  earlier  years, 
but  the  greater  part  of  his  ministerial  life 
was  spent  as  Chaplain  in  the  United  States 
Army,  and  chiefly  at  Fortress  Monroe,  Va. 
He  was  retired  at  the  age  of  sixty-four  in 
1890,  and  had  lived  from  that  time  in 
Watertown,  where  he  had  relatives.  He 
was  for  a  time  Dean  of  the  First  District. 


Sir  Walter  Raleigh  is  said  to  have  been 
the  first  contributor  to  missions  in  America.

On  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  February, 
in  1822,  a  number  of  ''persons  attached 
to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
village  of  Oswego,"  held  a  meeting  in  the 
school  house  and  organized  the  parish  of 
Christ  Church.  The  Rev.  .Vinos  Pardee 
was  chairman  of  that  meeting,  and  it 
elected  two  wardens  and  eight  vestrymen, 
James  Hill  1st  warden,  Win.  Dolloway, 
2nd  warden ;  vestrymen,  John  Moore, 
Jun.,  Eleazer  Perry,  Theophilus  S.  Mor- 
gan, Nathan  Parnham,  Robert  Cooler, 
Thomas  Collins  and  Moses  P.  Hatch.  The 
time-stained  pamphlet  of  Church  Minute-, 
which  record  these  proceedings  are  still  in 
possession  of  the  parish.  Though  there  is 
no  mention  of  his  election  as  Rector,  Mr. 
Pardee's  name  is  signed  as  "Rector  of  the 
said  Church"  on  the  minutes  of  the  Easter 
meeting  on  Thursday  in  Easter  week  1822. 
On  November  29th,  182G,  Rev.  John 
McCarty,  as  he  himself  records  in  the  first 
parish  register  of  Christ  Church,  "entered 
upon  the  duties  of  this  missionary  station." 
On  the  16th  day  of  October,  following,  Mr. 
McCarty  was  ordained  priest  by  Bishop 
Hobart  in  Trinity  Church,  Xew  York. 

The  little  congregation  of  Churchmen 
worshipped  for  several  years  in  the  school 
house  which  stood  on  the  north-east  corner 
of  Franklin  Park  near  West  Third  and 
Seneca  Streets.  These  primitive  condi- 
tions were  terminated  when  a  Church  edi- 
fice was  erected  in  1828,  on  the  south-east 
corner  of  the  same  park.  Rev.  Mr. 
McCarty  himself  laid  the  corner  stone  on 
the  9th  of  May  ''with  appropriate  religious 
services,"  the  preacher  being  the  Rev,  Dr. 
Rudd  of  Auburn.  The  Church  was  con- 
secrated by  Bishop  Hobart  on  the  Feast  oi 
the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  January  25th, 
1829,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rudd,  Rev.  Mr. 
Pardee,  the  first  missionary,  and  Rev,  Mr. 
Keese,  beside  the  Rector,  being  present 
and  assisting.  In  that  year  Christ  Church 
had  only  31  communicants,  hut  on  the  day 
of  the  consecration  of  the  Church  37  per- 
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sons  were  confirmed.  Eev.  Mr.  McCarty  re- 
mained Rector  of  the  parish  until  the 
middle  of  July,  1845.  Rev.  J.  S.  Daven- 
port "took  temporary  charge  of  the 
parish"  on  September  14th.  Mr. 
McCarty's  record  of  his  acts  is  very  full. 
It  is  a  gratifying  exception  to  the  records 
kept  by  many  clergymen  in  those  old  days. 
On  January  1st,  Mr.  Davenport,  by  virtue 
of  election,  became  Rector  of  the  parish, 
and  continued  to  serve  until  April  18th, 
1852.  He  records  that  during  his  incum- 
bency 30  adults  and  261  children  had  been 
baptized,  71  marriages  celebrated,  and  81 
persons  confirmed.  The  total  number  of 
communicants  was  74.  Rev.  Anthony 
Schuyler,  D.D.,  began  his  rectorship  in 
September,  1852.  It  was  during  his 
rectorship  that  the  present  magnificent 
Gothic  edifice  was  erected.  The  corner 
stone  was  laid  on  October  12,  1854,  by 
Rev.  W.  B.  Ashley,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Syracuse.  The  new  Church  was 
opened  for  public  worship  on  January  20, 
1857.  The  number  of  communicants  who 
went  into  it  was  132.  A  chapel  was  built 
in  1858  to  meet  the  demands  of  a  Sunday 
School  room  and  Lenten  services.  Rev. 
Dr.  Schuyler  resigned  in  October,  1862. 
After  a  vacancy  of  about  five  months  Rev. 
Amos  B.  Beach,  D.D.,  was  called  to  the 
rectorship.  On  the  29th  of  April,  1865., 
the  Church  being  free  from  debt,  it  was 
consecrated  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  A.  C.  Coxe, 
D.D.  This  was  the  first  Episcopal  act  of 
I)]-.  Coxe  within  the  diocese  after  the  death 
of  Bishop  DeLancey.  Dr.  Beach  was 
instituted  on  April  30th,  1865.  He  is  the 
only  Rector  of  the  parish  who  was  ever 
instituted. 

After  Dr.  Beach's  rectorship,  which 
terminated  September  30,  1876,  the  Rev. 
W.  8.  Parker  was  chosen  to  carry  on  the 
work.  Mr.  Parker  had  a  large  and  inter- 
esting  Sunday  School.  During  his  rector- 
ate  a  larger  and  more  commodious  chapel 
replaced  the  old  one.  After  Mr.  Parker's 
death,  which  occurred  November  30,  1888, 
the  Rev.  Phillip  X.  Meade  succeeded  to 


the  vacant  cure  May  22,  1889.  His  long 
and  faithful  service  was  only  ended  by  his 
death,  which  took  place  Nov.  9,  1899.  On 
the  20th  of  May,  1900,  Rev.  Lewis  G. 
Morris  assumed  the  duties  of  Rector. 
Under  his  administration  the  building, 
which  had  been  used  as  a  parish  house,  was 
refitted  as  a  rectory,  and  a  parish  house 
built  in  the  rear  of  the  Church.  Rev.  Mr. 
Morris  resigned  August  27th,  1905,  and 
on  February  29,  1906,  Rev.  Richmond  H. 
Gesner  entered  upon  the  vacant  field.  The 
parish  has  now  a  very  complete  plant. 
The  parish  house  is  not  yet  finished,  but  the 
rectory  has  been  enlarged  and  improved 
recently  at  an  expense  of  about  $1,400. 

In  its  long  and  honorable  history  are 
preserved  the  names  of  devoted  laymen 
now  gone  to  their  rest.  Among  them  we 
may  mention  the  following:  George 
McWhorter,  James  Sloane,  Henry  Fitz- 
hugh,  Albert  Crane,  James  Cramp,  Wm. 
Dolloway,  Rudolph  Bunner,  Nathan  Farn- 
ham,  Thomas  Collins,  Theophilus  S.  Mor- 
gan, Daniel  Marsh,  Charles  S.  Phelps, 
James  Cochran,  Moses  P.  Hatch,  Leander 
Babcock,  John  M.  Casey,  Orville  J.  Har- 
mon, Abraham  P.  Grant,  Stephen  H. 
Lathrop,  Charles  H.  Butler  and  George  B. 
Sloane.  Mr.  Sloane  left  the  parish  a  legacy 
of  $4,000,  the  interest  to  be  used  for  the 
poor  of  the  parish  and  the  city.

THE  ROYAL  COMMISSION  ON  ECCLESIASTI- 
CAL DISCIPLINE. 

BY  REV.  W.  H.   CASEY. 

Breaches  Having  Significance. 
With  this  group  (No.  2)  they  deal  at 
far  greater  length,  and  they  have  included 
in  it  all  those  deviations  from  the  standard 
which  either  from  their  nature,  from 
historical  association,  or  from  some  other 
cause,  have  in  them. a  significance  over  and 
above  that  which  inheres  in  them  as 
infractions  of  the  law.  The  deviations  in 
this  group  have  also  been  divided  into 
three  classes  and  are  of  very  different 
degrees  of  gravity. 
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(A)  In  this  class  of  this  group  are  in- 
cluded those  deviations  from  the  legal 
standard  which  are  not  significant  of 
doctrine  at  all,  or  may  reasonably  be  re- 
garded as  significant  of  doctrine  which  has 
been  formally  defined  and  adopted  by  the 
Church  of  England. 

The  deviations  comprised  in  this  class 
are  altogether  free  from  objection  on  the 
ground  of  their  significance,  though  they 
may,  in  some  cases  offend  against  the 
Church  of  England's  condemnation  of  ex- 
cess and  obscurity  of  ceremonial. 

(B)  In  this  class  are  included  those 
deviations  which  may  reasonably  be  re- 
garded as  significant  of  teaching  legally 
declared  not  to  be  contrary  or  repugnant 
to  the  articles  and  formularies  of  the 
Church  of  England.  The  deviations  con- 
tained in  this  class  cannot  be  said  to  have 
of  necessity  a  harmful  significance,  3?ut 
as  they  represent  doctrines  which  Church- 
men are  neither  required  to  hold  nor  for- 
bidden to  contradict,  they  can  claim  no 
sanction  under  the  rule  laid  down,  both  by 
episcopal  and  judicial  authority,  that  such 
forms  of  worship  as  are  prescribed  for 
general  use  should  embody  those  beliefs 
only  which  are  assumed  to  be  generally 
held  by  members  of  the  Church.  The 
principle  which  underlies  this  rule  ought, 
say  the  Commissioners,  to  be  maintained ; 
but  inasmuch  as  experience  has  shown  that 
a  rigid  enforcement  of  uniformity  is  apt 
to  hinder  the  healthy  progress  of  religious 
life  under  such  conditions  as  those  of  our 
day,  they  regard  it  as  probable  that  cases 
will  arise  in  which  some  practices  sig- 
nificant of  teaching  legally  declared  not  to 
be  contrary  to  the  Articles  and  formularies 
of  the  Church  of  England  may  reasonably 
be  allowed.  They  are,  however,  careful 
to  add  that  this  should  only  be  done  under 
efficient  regulation  and  never  be  forced  on 
unwilling  congregations. 

(C)  In  this  class  are  included  those 
deviations  from  the  legal  standard  which 
are  significant  of  doctrine  or  teaching  con- 
trary  or   repugnant   to   the   Articles   and 


formularies  of  the  Church  of  England,  and 
which  must  therefore  be  seriously  mislead- 
ing to  the  faith  and  devotion  of  its  mem- 
bers. 

It  is  obvious  that  irregularities  in  this 
class  are  far  more  serious  than  those  com- 
prised in  the  other  two.  "The  only 
question,"  say  the  Commissioners,  ''which 
can  properly  arise  as  to  them  is  not  whether 
they  can  be  sanctioned,  but  how  they  can  be 
most  effectively  dealt  with  so  as  to  be 
made  to  cease." 

At  this  point  in  the  report,  the  Commis- 
sioners, while  disclaiming  the  responsi- 
bility of  settling  doctrine,  "think  it  right 
to  state  that  the  question  whether  a  practice 
falls  under  the  third  category  or  not  indi- 
cates a  principle  of  paramount  importance 
which  ought  to  govern  all  actions  with 
regard  to  ritual  irregularities." 

They  then  proceed  to  consider  in  detail 
34  illegal  practices  that  were  brought  to 
their  notice.  This  portion  of  the  report 
is  of  great  historical  value;  the  growth  of 
the  various  practices  is  traced  to  its  origin, 
with  the  result  that  much  that  seemed 
doctrinally  obscure  or  unimportant  is 
brought  into  its  true  light  by  the  historical 
method. 

x 

Being  a  Christian  does  not  mean  that  a 
man  will  never  again  fall  into  sin.

LETTERS  OF  TRANSFER. 

One  of  the  difficulties  which  the  Clergy 
of  the  Church  often  have  to  contend  with 
is  the  unwillingness  of  many  of  the  lay 
people  to  take  letters  of  transfer  when  they 
move  from  one  parish  to  another.  It  is 
usually  a  mere  matter  of  sentiment  with 
those  who  thus  refuse  to  take  such  letters, 
and  they  probably  do  not  consider  that 
they  are  acting  contrary  to  law,  and  fre- 
quently make  a  great  deal  of  trouble  by 
their  inconsiderate  self -gratification. 

Canon  VII.  of  the  Diocese,  Section  6, 
reads  thus :  "Communicants  removing 
from  one  parish  to  another,  in  the  Diocese, 
shall  procure  a  certificate  as  provided  for 
in  Canon  39,  Section  1,  of  the  Canons  of 
the  General  Convention.'7 

Sensible  people  will  understand  that 
there  is  a  good  reason  for  the  enactment  of 
such  a  Canon,  both  by  the  Diocese  and  by 
the  general  Church,  and  those  who  desire 
to  be  law-abiding  people  will  endeavor  to 
ascertain  the  reason  for  it,  and  will  pea 
that  it  is  for  the  preservation  of  good  arcler 
in  the  Church,  and  the  avoidance  of  con- 
fusion in  pastoral  relations,  and  of  error 
in  the  tabulation  of  statistics.  And 
religious  minded  people,  such  as  the  com- 
municants of  the  Church  profess  to  be, 
will  not  be  willing  to  make  trouble  merely 
for  the  gratification  of  a  bit  of  sentiment, 
which  might  be  well  enough  if  it  did  nor 
interfere  with  the  purposes  of  the  law,  but 
is  distinctly  wrong  in  view  of  the  fact  thai 
the  Church  has  found  it  necessary  to  legis- 
late in  the  matter,  and  that  the  sentiment 
and  the  law  do  not  agree.  There  are  - 
few  Canons  bearing  en  the  Laity,  and  those 
few  are  generally  quite  simple  and  easily 
observed.  What  would  they  think  of  a 
Clergyman  who  refused  to  obey  the  law 
iA'  the  Church  1 
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STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

"The  Psalter,  or  Psalms  of  David,"  to 
use  the  words  of  the  title  page  of  the 
Prayer  Book  itself,  and  also  of  the  title  of 
that  particular  part,  constitutes  what  we 
may  descrihe  as  the  gist  of  the  daily  offices, 
the  centre  about  which  the  other  parts  are 
gathered.  This  was  particularly  true  of 
the  old  services,  before  they  were  put  into 
English  for  our  modern  use,  and  it  is  not 
so  apparent  now  that  the  Psalter  is  divided 
into  sixty  portions  for  each  day  of  the 
month,  and  still  less  when  we  use  our 
American  ''Selections"  consisting  in  some 
cases  of  only  one  short  Psalm.  The 
original  idea  of  the  daily  offices  was  that 
of  worship  and  praise,  combined  with  sup- 
plication, which  is  found  so  abundantly 
illustrated,  and  so  well  expressed,  in  the 
sacred  language  of  the  Psalter ;  and  the 
other  features  of  Scriptural  readings, 
canticles,  hymns,  creed  and  prayers,  were 
added  in  the  course  of  their  development, 
adapted  in  each  case  to  the  time  of  the 
day  and  to  the  day  of  the  year.  It  would 
seem  best,  then,  to  make  as  much  of  this 
important  part  of  the  service  as  we  con- 
veniently can,  and  not  to  shorten  it  too 
much  nor  too  often,  but  only  when  necessity 
seems  to  require. 

With  regard  to  chanting  the  Psalter  it  is 
well  to  exercise,  as  in  everything  else,  an 
enlightened  common  sense.  If  our  congre- 
gations could  be  prevailed  upon  to  unite  in 
it,  as  they  do  in  some  English  Churches, 
that  would  be  a  great  step  towards  the 
adoption  of  the  custom.  But  to  have  the 
choir  do  the  chanting  alone,  and  the  people 
standing  silent  taking  no  part  in  it,  is  not 
very  edifying,  even  when  the  choir  is 
trained  and  does  it  well;  and  if  the  choir 
makes  a  botch  of  it,  it  is  distinctly  lin- 
ed i  lying.  The  purpose  of  worship  is  much 
more  Likely  to  be  promoted  by  reading  ;he 
Psalter  and  have  the  people  do  their  part 
in  an  audible  voice;  notwithstanding  the 
fact  thai  the  Psalms  are  songs  and  were 
probably  intended  to  be  rendered  music- 
ally. Some  people  complain  that  many  of 
the  responses  arc  now  taken  out  of  their 
months  })v  the  choir;  let  us  not  give  them 


still  more  cause  for  complaint  by  depriving] 
them  of  the  privilege  of  taking  part  in  the 
Psalter.  One  of  the  things  that  needs  most 
emphasis  in  these  days  is  the  fact,  that  urn 
go  to  Church  to  worship;  and  the  best  way 
to  impress  it  on  their  minds  is  to  give  them 
their  full  share  in  it. 

The  Lessons  as  now  arranged  in  air 
Calendar  are  very  much  longer  than  they 
vrere  in  the  old  office  books.  There  they 
consisted  only  of  a  verse  or  two  sometime! 
not  much  more  than  a  text  or  an  antiplionl 
But  the  word  lesson  as  here  used  comes 
from  the  Latin  word  "lectio  "  which  means 
a  reading ;  and  our  English  reformers  wenj 
back  to  the  still  older  custom  of  the  Syna- 
gogue, in  which  the  Scriptures  were  rr-ac 
in  longer  portions  both  from  the  Law  and 
from  the  Prophets ;  and  it  was  intention- 
ally arranged  that  the  whole  Bible  should 
be  practically  read  through  each  year] 
This  being  so,  the  Bible  has  to  be  used  as 
wrell  as  the  Prayer  Book;  a  fact  which  of 
itself  suggests  the  division  of  the  service 
when  there  are  two  to  conduct  it,  one  tak 
ing  the  office  as  given  in  the  Prayer  Book

arch,  a  mosaic  setting,  having  a  gilt  back- 
ground, with  a  figure  of  die  mitre  and 
crossed  stall's  in  other  colors.  It  is 
designed  to  correspond  with  the  mosaic 
panels  above  the  arcade,  ami  is  very  hand- 
some and  effective. 


St.  James.  Cleveland. — The  Rev. 
Thomas  Stafford,  Rector.  The  interior  of 
the  Church  building  has  been  recently 
greatly  improved  and  beautified.  The  roof 
ceiling,  rafters,  bracing,  wainscot,  floor 
and  doors  have  been  painted  with  best 
quality  of  paint,  in  a  workmanlike  manner, 
and  in  rich  and  appropriate  colors,  repre- 
senting light,  medium  and  dark  oak  and 
cherry.  The  walls  of  the  nave  are  frescoed 
a  light  terra  cotta  color,  the  chancel  a 
medium  terra  cotta,  and  the  trimmings  a 
dark  terra  cotta.  The  stencil  borders 
above  the  wainscot  and  around  the  arches 
of  windows  and  doors  are  in  white. 

A  new  and  fine  carpet  has  been  placed 
in  the  chancel  and  choir.  These  improve- 
ments give  the  Church  a  very  attractive 
appearance. 

The  total  cost  amounted  to  $330.00. 
Of  this  the  Ladies'  Guild  contributed 
$60.00,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  furnished 
the  carpet,  about  $60.00,  the  Easter  Offer- 
ing contributed  $83.00,  and  the  balance 
was  the  generous  gift  of  Mr.  Silas  V. 
Potter. 

Much  praise  is  due  to  the  various  parish 
organizations,  as  well  as  to  the  individual 
members  of  the  Church  for  the  labor,  self- 
denial  and  generosity  in  effecting  these 
improvements. 


The  Rev.  A.  L.  Byron-Curtiss  writes  as 

follows  : 

To  the  Gospel  M  essengeb  : 

Seeing  that  mention  lias  been  made  in  the 
columns  of  our  Diocesan  paper  of  the  pur- 
chase of  the  bell  of  the  Clayville  Church 
for    v'8t.    Joseph's,"     Rome,     I    desire    to 
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explain  how  and  why:  The  money  for  its 
purchase  was  furnished  hy  a  friend  of 
mine  in  Xew  York.  Another  friend  met 
the  expenses  of  its  removal  and  transporta- 
tion to  Rome.  It  was  tested  to-day  hy  an 
expert  from  the  Meneely  &  Co.  Foundry  at 
Watervliet,  who  was  passing  through 
Rome  and  stopped  off  for  this  purpose.  As 
I  expected,  it  harmonizes  perfectly  with 
the  hell  already  in  the  tower  of  aSt. 
Joseph's/'  being  one  tone  lower.  From 
these  two  bells  it  is  intended  to  build  up 
a  "peal,"  the  additional  bells  being  given 
by  individuals,  who  will  give  money  for 
this  purpose,  but  would  not  for  any  other 
object. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  this  churchly 
"luxury"  will  be  provided  without  expense 
to  the  local  flock,  or  by  diverting  any 
monies  from  other  and  more  pressing, 
necessary  or  commendable  objects.  I  am 
only  anxious  to  have  it  understood  that  we 
are  not  indulging  in  extravagance.  This 
explanation,  I  think,  will  show  that  we 
are  not  doing  so. 


St.  Paul's  Chtjkch,  Holland  Patent. 
— The  Rev.  Edward  Bur  dick  Doolittle, 
Rector.  During  the  month  of  October 
there  was  placed  in  the  chancel  of 
this  Church  a  Memorial  Window,  and  fol- 
lowing the  completion  of  this  work  the  re- 
decorating and  painting  of  the  Church 
interior  Avas  taken  up  under  the  skillful 
direction  of  Carl  C.  W.  Dabelstein,  of 
TJtica.  In  addition  to  the  above  named 
improvements  the  pews  have  been  re- 
arranged making  center  and  side  alleys, 
the  organ  and  choir  placed  on  a  suitable 
elevation,  ami  the  chancel  newly  carpeted 
throughout.  The  Memorial  AVindow  is  a 
representation  of  the  Resurrection — the 
angel  appearing  to  the  holy  women — as 
described  in  the  Gospel  according  to  St. 
Mark.  The  panel  at  the  base  of  the 
window  in  which  the  inscriptions  and 
Scripture  texts  appear  read's  as  follows) 
-He  Ls  risen,"  "He  Is  not  here,"  "To  the 
Glory  of  God  and  in  loving  memory  of  the 
Reverend  George  Little  Neide,  Rector  of 
this  parish — 1895-1900,    and    of    Emma 


Louisa,  his  wife,  erected  by  their  children, 
1906."  "Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead 
and  become  the  first  fruits  of  them  that 
slept."  The  window  was  furnished  by  Chas. 
P.  Hogemann,  of  ^ew  York.  The  open- 
ing services  were  held  the  Sunday  next 
before  Advent. 


The  Rev.  Wm.  D.  Manross,  having  been 
called  to  Martha's  Vineyard,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Massachusetts,  has  resigned  his  position 
as  Rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  John  the 
Divine,  Syracuse,  and  also  as  Chaplain 
of  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  He 
began  his  work  at  Edgartown  and  Vine- 
yard Haven  about  November  first. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Merlin j ones  is  acting  as 
minister  in  charge  of  St.  John's  until  May 
1st,  1007,  when  it  is  expected  that  a  Rector 
will  be  appointed.  The  Bishop  has 
nominated  the  Rev.  H.  G.  Coddington, 
D.D.,  as  Chaplain  of  the  Hospital  to  suc- 
ceed the  Rev.  Mr.  Manross. 


The  Rev.  Walter  E.  Cook,  who  has  been 
in  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany, 
Trumansburg,  for  the  last  two  years  has 
accepted  a  call  to  St.  John's  Church,  Cape 
Vincent,  and  will  begin  there  December 
0th. 


The  Rev.  Norton  T.  Houser,  of  East 
Mauch  Chunk,  Central  Pennsylvania,  has 
accepted  a  call  to  the  position  of  Assistant 
Minister  of  St,  Peter's  Church,  Auburn, 
and  will  enter  upon  his  duties  there  the 
first  Sunday  in  Advent,  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Brainard,  who  still  retains  the  rectorship 
of  the  parish,  is  about  the  same  in  health 
as  he  has  been  for  some  time  past,  and 
commits  the  active  work  of  the  parish  to 
his  assistant. 


It  is  expected  that  the  Rev.  William  A. 
Braithwaite,  now  officiating  in  Astoria, 
Long  Island,  will  take  charge  of  Em- 
manuel Church,  Adams,  early  in  the  new 
year.  This  parish  has  been  without  a 
settled  minister  for  a  long  time,  though 
services  have  been  kept  up  and  considerable 
life   shown   in   the   recent  repairs   of  the 
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Church  building.  It  is  hoped  that  Mr. 
feraithwaite  will  find  a  hearty  welcome 
when  he  comes. 


The  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Key.  William  Cooke,  has  removed  from 
Whitesboro  to  Utica,  and  now  resides  at 
43  Miller  Street  in  that  city,  to  which 
address  all  communications  for  him  should 
be  sent. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Wadsworth  has  been 
appointed  to  carry  on  services  at  Whites- 
boro  in  connection  with  his  other  work  at 
Westmoreland  and  Deerfield. 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

Clerical  Club. 
By  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond. 

The  Clerical  Club  of  Syracuse,  organ- 
ized 1888,  has  regular  meetings  at  11.30 
a.  m.  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month, 
except  August  and  September.  Present 
>mcers  are:  The  Rev.  W.  M.  Beauchamp, 
D.D.,  President;  the  Rev.  W.  Del,  Wil- 
son, D.D.,  Yice  President ;  the  Rev.  Henry 
K.  Hyde,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.. 

The  subject  on  November  5,  1906,  was 
The  Sunday  School  in  Relation  to  Church 
Membership,  with  Hints  of  Sunday  School 
Methods."  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond  was  the 
appointed  writer;  Rev.  F.  T.  Henstridge 
the  speaker  to  lead  in  discussion.  The 
writer  called  attention  to  the  suggested 
need  of  Sabbath  Schools  in  the  exhortations 
of  Moses,  and  also  of  prophets  and  teachers. 
The  pious  Jews  took  great  pains  with 
their  childrens'  education.  It  Avas  enjoined 
that  children  should  study  the  Bible  at 
Eve  years,  the  Mishna  at  ten,  the  Talmud 
at  fifteen  years. 

The  Rabbins  would  say,  "The  world  is 
preserved  by  the  breath  of  the  children  in 
the  schools ;  or  u  Jerusalem  was  destroyed 
because  the  education  of  children  was 
beglected."  Instance  was  cited  of  a.  Sab- 
bath School  in  our  Lord's  time  remarkably 
similar  to  the  Sunday  Schools  of  to-day. 
Christian  schools  in  Apostolic  times  were 
a  continuation  of  and  improvement  upon 


the   Jewish  schools   in   teaching  religious 

truth   and   Christian   Doctrine 

All  baptized  children  are  Church  mem- 
bers. Awaken  interest  and  expectation  for 
that  time  when  they  shall  be  promoted  to 
higher  duty  and  privilege  in  the  Church 
by  the  laying  on  of  hands  of  the  Bishop, 
the  chief  pastor  of  all  the  flock.  The  chil- 
dren of  a  parish,  of  the  Sunday  School, 
come  conveniently  into  five  grouping-  "i- 
grades:  Infants,  Primary,  Junior,  Inter- 
mediate, Senior.  Infants  in  cabs  or  cradles 
at  home  are  the  Rector's  class,  accurately 
listed  and  strictly  remembered  at  festival 
seasons.  One  real,  devoted,  talented 
Teacher  for  each  of  the  other  four  grades 
is  sufficient  for  any  number  of  scholars, 
such  teacher  to  appoint  any  desired  assist- 
ants. Each  grade  should  be  in  its  own 
separate  room  for  class  instruction.  When 
the  Bishop  sends  notice  of  visitation,  the 
Rector  has  for  a  few  weeks  a  distinct  class 
to  receive  final  instruction.  Show  them 
the  Parish  Register.  Ask  what  is  the 
"Church  Catechism?"  "What  is  the 
Church?"   (Art,  XIX.) 

Rev.  Mr.  Henstridge  strongly  favored 
something  like  the  Sulpician  method  of 
instruction;  the  teaching  of  real  doctrine 
and  duty  in  the  Church  and  in  the  world, 
towards  God  and  towards  men  in  direct, 
simple  and  intelligible  language.  The 
teaching  of  true  Christian  life  is  more 
important  than  a  discussion  of  local  events  ; 
and  what  a  child,  or  any  oilier,  must  do  to 
be  saved,  is  of  more  value  than  any  earthly 
rewards  or  society  entertainments.  A 
father  had  come  to  the  Church  to  receive 
baptism  because  his  child  from  the  Sunday 
School  had  told  him  thai  no  one  could  he 
a  Christian  or  a  Church  member  unless  he 
is  baptized. 


On  Sunday  afternoon,  November  17th, 
a  bronze  tablet,  which  has  heen  placed  in 
the  chapel  in  the  House  o(  the  ii^oA  Shep- 
herd, Utica,  in  memory  o\'  Mr-.  Brand< 
was  unveiled  and  blessed  by  the  Chaplain, 
the  Rev.  J.  W.  Clarke.  The  tablet  hears 
the  following  inscription,  "In  Loving 
memory  of  Martina  L.  Brandegee,   L826- 
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190-1,  in  humble  thankfulness  to  Almighty 
God  for  her  beautiful  life  and  noble 
example.  This  tablet  is  erected  by  the 
managers.*' 

Some  months  ago  a  silver  baptismal 
bowl  was  placed  in  the  Font  by  a  friend  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Brandegee,  who  for  many 
years  was  a  member  and  treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  deeply  interested 
in  the  children  who  found  a  home  in  the 
House  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 


At  the  late  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Xcw  York  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  called 
attention  to  the  establishment  of  Juvenile 
Courts,  and  the  obligation,  if  this  experi- 
ment is  to  be  successful,  which  rests  upon 
other  Churches  to  do  what  Roman 
Catholics  have  long  been  doing,  in  provid- 
ing institutions  in  which  delinquent 
children  may  be  instructed  in  the  religious 
faith  of  their  parents.  Is  it  permitted  for 
an  officer  of  the  Shelter,  Syracuse,  to  re- 
mind the  readers  of  the  Gospel  Messen- 
ger that  this  is  the  only  place  where 
Protestant  girls  may  be  sent  from  Central 
New  York,  and  that  they  also  receive  in 
that  institution  instruction  and  training 
in  the  Church  and  its  sacraments,  while 
reclaimed  and  made  self-supporting? 
Very  little  assistance  is  rendered  to  the 
Shelter  either  from  Parishes  or  from 
CI  lurch  people  in  the  Diocese  and  even  the 
valuable  supplies  sent  from  Women's 
Societies  have  gradually  diminished. — 
Arria  S.  Huntington,  Vice  President.

GENERAL  NEWS. 

The  following  amendments  to  the 
religious  corporations  law  relative  to 
special  meetings  of  Protestant  Episcopal 
Parishes  or  Churches  and  to  the  number 
of  Vestrymen  thereof,  adopted  by  the 
Legislature  of  Rfew  York,  became  a  law 
May  21,  1900 : 

Section  30  provides  that  the  number  of 
Vestrymen  may  be  three,  six,  nine,  twelve, 
fifteen,  eighteen,  twenty-one  or  twenty- 
four. 

Section  33  provides  that  "Special  meet- 
ings of  any  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
heretofore  or  hereafter  incorporated  may 
be  held  on  any  secular  day  fixed  by  the 
Vestry.''  The  notice  of  a  special  meeting 
shall  specify  the  matter  or  question  to  be 
brought  before  such  meeting,  and  no  mat- 
ter or  question  not  specified  in  such  notice 
shall  be  acted  on  at  such  meeting. 

Section  31-  provides  for  special  meetings 
to  consider  the  changing  the  number  of 
Vestrymen,  which  meetings  shall  be  held 
not  less  than  six  months  before  the  time 
for  holding  the  next  animal  election.

The  CHI.  Convocation  of  the  Fifth 
Missionary  District  was  held  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Aurora,  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
November  12th  and   13th,   1906. 

The  first  service  was  held  on  Monday 
evening,  when  a  strong  and  forceful 
sionary  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Bishop.  After  the  sermon  a  class  of  - 
persons  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Leonard 
J.  Christler,  the  Priest  in  charge,  for  Con- 
firmation. 

After  the  service,  a  reception  was  gi 
the  Convocation,   the  parishioners 
Paul's,   Wells'  College  and  Wells'   School 
at  the  home  of  Mis-  Edith  P.  Morgan. 

The  business  session  of  Convocation 
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held  on  Tuesday  morning,  and  at  9  :o0 
o'clock,  and  was  presided  over  by  the 
Dean. 

On  roll  call  the  following  named 
brethren  responded  to  their  names :  The 
Rev.  William  Cooke,  Archdeacon;  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Bours  Clarke,  Dean;  the  Rev. 
Leonard  J.  Christler,  the  Rev.  Henry  F. 
Hubbard,  the  Rev.  Chas.  W.  MacNish, 
the  Rev.  Harry  Idle  and  the  Rev.  G.  P. 
Sommerville,  D.D.  The  Convocation  was 
also  favored  by  the  presence  of  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  Hutchinson  from  the  Sixth  Dis- 
trict, and  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Ebersole  from 
the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  who, 
on  motion,  were  invited  to  honorary  scats 
in  the  Convocation. 

The  Dean  gave  a  verbal  report  of  his 
work  for  the  past  six  months,  the  Secretary 
read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  and 
reports  of  Missionaries  of  an  encouraging 
character  were  made. 

The  Rev.  H.  E.  Hubbard  reported  for 
the  Committee  that  was  appointed  by  the 
Convocation  to  look  after  the  removal  of 
St.  Andrew's  Church  from  Dey's  Landing 
to  Kendaia,  that  a  lot  had  been  donated 
for  the  Church  at  Kendaia,  that  the 
Church  had  been  deconsecrated  and  the 
structure  taken  down  and  the  material  re- 
moved to  Kendaia,  and  that  the  frame- 
work was  already  up  again  on  the  new 
foundation,  and  that  the  building  was 
being  pushed  on  to  completion  as  fast  as 
possible. 

This  has  been  made  possible  by  contri- 
butions from  liberal  Church  people 
throughout  the  Diocese,  all  which  will  be 
duly  acknowledged  in  the  Gospel  Mes- 
senger. The  people  at  Kendaia  are  also 
commended  for  their  earnestness  and 
Bpirit  of  self  sacrifice. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  the  Dean, 
and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hubbard  and  Church, 
was  appointed  to  consider  and  report  at 
the  next  meeting  of  Convocation,  the  best 
method  Of  re-arranging  the  missionary 
appropriations  in  the  District. 

It  was  decided  thai  a  Mission  should  be 
held  in  the  Church  at  Port  Byron  early  in 
the   new  year,  under  the  auspices  of  the 


Archdeacon  and  the  Dean  of  this  District. 

At  the  Communion  Service,  the  Rev. 
Henry  E.  Hubbard  preached  the  sermon, 
the  Dean  wa's  Celebrant  and  was  assisted 
by  the  Secretary. 

At  one  o'clock,  p.  m.,  the  members  of 
Convocation  were  invited  to  the  home  of 
Air.  and  Mrs.  Alonzo  Zabriskie,  where  a 
sumptuous  luncheon  was  spread  and  par- 
taken of. 

At  the  afternoon  Conference  the  Con- 
vocation was  addressed  by  the  Archdeacon 
on  the  subject  of  Missions  in  general,  lay- 
ing much  stress  on  the  movement  that  has 
been  inaugurated  by  the  Church  and 
known  as  the  Men's  Thank  Offering,  which 
is  to  be  presented  at  the  time  of  the  holding 
of  the  next  General  Convention  of  our 
Church  in  October  next,  wdien  the  Three 
Hundredth  Anniversay  of  the  founding 
of  the  Church  at  Jamestown,  Va.,  will  be 
held. 

This  address  of  the  Archdeacon  was 
supplemented  by  a  number  of  other 
addresses  by  the  Clergy  present. 

On  adjournment  of  Convocation  an 
interesting  visit  was  made  to  the  several 
buildings  of  Wells'  College  for  young 
ladies. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  one  and  all  that 
this  Convocation  was  one  of  the  most 
interesting  and  satisfactory  ones  that  has 
been  held  for  years.  The  attendance  was 
good  at  all  the  sessions,  the  offerings  were 
liberal  and  the  entertainment  was  most 
hospitable.

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  BROWNVILLE,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  oi  Illustration.) 

On  May  27,  1819,  the  following  article 
of  association  was  adopted  by  the  citizens 
of  Brownville,  K  Y. : 

"In  convenience  we  are  subjected  to  for 
the  want  of  a  suitable  building  for  public 
worship,  as  well  as  of  the  profits  antici- 
pated from  the  sale  of  pews  and  slips  on 
the  completion  of  such  a  building,  it  is 
hereby  mutually  agreed  that  such  an  one 
shall  be  built  in  the  village  of  Brownville, 
on  such  site  as  shall  be  fixed  upon  by  a 
majority  of  us  with  as  little  delay  as  is 
consistent  with  the  nature  of  the  case." 

The  stone  Church  was  erected  the  next 
year,  1820,  without  any  reference  to  any 
particular  denomination.  Several  attempts 
were  made  to  have  this  building  deeded  to 
the  Presbyterian  Society,  but  they  were  in 
every  case  resisted  by  a  majority  of  the. 
stockholders.  If  was,  however,  dedicated 
in  the  Presbyterian  form,   and  the  desk 


was  habitually  occupied  by  Air.  Wells, 
Pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Society,  and 
the  only  settled  clergyman   in  the  place. 

But  it  was  always  freely  opened  for  any 
services  by  any  religious  denomination. 

in  August,  1820,  a  casual  visit  from 
Bishop  Hobart  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Anthon 
was  followed  by  an  invitation  to  the  Rev. 
William  Keese,  who  accompanied  them,  t<» 
officiate  among  us.  He  immediately  com- 
menced his  ministry  as  missionary, 
officiating  alternately  at  Brownville  and 
Sackets  Harbor.  He  was  so  eminently 
successful  in  conciliating  opinion  that  oil 
the  thirtieth  day  of  October,  1826,  at  a 
highly  respectable  meeting,  an  Episcopal 
Society  under  the  designation  of  St. 
Paul's  Church  received  its  organization. 
and  the  following  named  persons  were 
chosen  members  of  the  vestry,  to  wit : 
Thomas  Y.  How,  Thomas  Loomis,  Ward- 
ens; Asa  Whitney,  Tracey  S.  Knapp,  Syl- 
vester Reed,  Samuel  Brown,  William  S. 
Ely,  Peleg  Burchard,  Edmund  Kirbv,  and 
Hoar  Lawrence,  Vestrymen. 

Easter  Monday  was  fixed  as  the  time 
for  the  annual  election  of  the  vestry. 

Early  in  the  year,  1828,  it  appeared 
that  the  ownership  of  the  building  resided 
almost  entirely  with  those  attached  to 
the  Episcopal  Church,  and  by  an  amicable 
arrangement  the  stockholders  opposed  to 
its  becoming  exclusively  devoted  to  the 
services  of  the  Church  were  bought  oul 
and  the  consent  of  the  proprietors  obtained 
to  its  becoming  deeded  in  fee  simple  to  the 
Corporation  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  ami 
accordingly,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  dime. 
1828,  the  lot  on  which  the  Church  stands 
was  deeded  by  Edmund  Kirby  to  the  Cor- 
poration of  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  a  com- 
mittee appointed  to  devise  and  superintend 
the  alterations  proper  to  adapt  the  building 
to  the  Episcopal  form  of  worship,  which 
were  accomplished  at  an  expense  of  about 
$350.00,  defrayed  by  subscription,  ami 
on  the  twelfth  day  o{'  August.  L828,  the 
Church  was  solemnly  consecrated  to  the 
services  of  Almighty  God  by  the  Right 
Rev.  Bishop  Hobart,  assisted  by  the  Rev, 
Messrs.     Anthon.     Rogers     ami     Keese, 
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On  the  next  day,  August  13th,  1828, 
the  Bishop  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Keese ;  administered  the  rite  of 
Confirmation  to  seventeen  persons,  and 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per. This  was  an  auspicious  era  in 
the  annals  of  our  dear  Church.  From  this 
time  the  future  success  of  the  Church 
seemed  to  he  assured.  Jfe 

Nineteen  Clergymen  have  served  as 
Rectors  of  this  Parish  during  the  85  years 
of  its  history. 

703  persons  have  heen  baptized;  304: 
have  been  confirmed;  202  have  assumed 
the  obligations  of  the  married  life,  while 
326  have  closed  their  eyes  to  the  scenes  of 
earth  and  their  forms  been  laid  to  rest. 
The  Rev.  Gilbert  A.  Shaw  is  now  in 
charge. 


Getting  Ready  foe  Bigger  Things. 
— Most  of  us  think  that  we  could  do  bigger 
things  than  we  are  doing.  Many  a  man 
thinks  so  much  about  those  bigger  things 
that  he  has  not  time  or  patience 
to  do  well  the  things  which  he  has 
been  set  to  do.  As  a  consequence,  he 
never  gets  the  opportunity  he  longs  for, 
to  show  what  he  might  do.  For  it  isn't 
the  thing  a  man  "could  do"  that  counts; 
it's  the  thing  he  does.  And  the  young  man 
in  business  who  neglects  the  trifling  details 
of  his  everyday  work  because  he  is  con- 
fident that  his  ability  deserves  a  much 
more  responsible  position,  is  judged,  after 
all,  by  those  trifling  details,  and  is  passed 
by  when  promotion  day  comes.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

The  devout  recitation  of  the  Creed  in 
the  worship  of  the  Church  is  one  of  the 
highest  acts  of  praise.  Whatever  con- 
troversies have  been,  or  are  now,  connected 
with  the  statement  of  our  Christian  faith, 
it  is  not  in  a  controversial  spirit  that  we 
rehearse  it  in  the  congregation,  but  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  loving  service  that  we 
offer  to  Him  that  created,  redeemed  and 
sanctifies  us.  For  what  can  be  more  pleas- 
ing to  God  than  to  have  His  children 
solemnly  profess  their  faith  in  Him  and 
in  the  glorious  things  that  He  has  done 
for  them?  It  is  the  very  spirit  of  the 
inspired  Psalms,  which  have  been  the  songs 
of  the  Church  for  so  many  generations,  to 
"tell  of  all  His  wondrous  works;"  and 
when  our  Lord  was  on  earth  nothing 
seemed  to  give  Him  more  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  than  the  expression  of  faith 
on  the  part  of  those  that  came  to  Him. 
The  acceptance  of  the  articles  of  the  Creed 
is  by  no  means  a  merely  intellectual  pro- 
cess, as  one  might  imagine  from  the  recent 
controversy  in  the  Church;  it  is  a  moral 
and  spiritual  act  as  well.  It  shows  that 
self-conceit  and  self-sufficiency,  ami  the 
doubts  which  they  engender,  have  boon 
struggled  with  and  overcome,  and  that  a 
man  has  schooled  himself  to  a  condition 
of  humility  and  readiness  t<»  accept  that 
which  God  lias  taught  us.  Jesus  was 
pleased  with  the  expression  of  the  man  who 
cried,  "Lord,  I  believe,  help  Thou  mine 
unbelief!"  and  He  granted  His  petition. 
Indeed  lie  distinctly  approved  and  en- 
couraged the  humility  and  the  teachable- 
ness of  the  little  children,  and  still  de- 
mands that  spirit  in  all  who  come  to  Him. 
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We  frequently  sing,  versifying  Psalm  131 : 

"Meekly  may  my  soul  receive. 
All  Thy  Spirit  hath  revealed; 
Thou  hast  spoken — I  believe, 
Though  the  oraele  be  sealed. 

Humble  as  a  little  child, 

Weaned  from  the  mother's  breast, 
By  no  subtleties  beguiled, 

OnThy  faithful  word  I  rest." 

— but  we  hardly  mean  it,  if  so  be  that  Ave 
reject  as  "interpolations''  in  Holy  Scrip- 
ture those  passages  which  teach  what  we 
do  not  believe.  The  repetition  of  the 
( 'reed,  therefore,  in  our  worship  is  at  once 
an  expression  of  our  trust  in  God  and  our 
acceptance  of  all  His  mercies,  and  also  an 
offering  to  Him  of  our  victorious  struggles 
in  the  conflict  with  self.  And  certainly 
in  (tiling  can  be  finer  or  more  impressive 
than  the  sound  of  many  voices  which  goes 
up  from  the  standing  congregation,  when 
with  one  consent  they  give  audible  utter- 
ance to  the  venerable  Creed,  especially  the 
Nieene,  "I  believe  in  One  God  the  Father 
Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven  and  earth,  and 
of  all  rhing-  visible  and  invisible." 
That  Creed  of  Xicaea  has  been  used  for 
ago-  as  a  part  of  the  Communion  Office, 
and  in  the  English  Book  it  is  only  to  be 
found  there.  The  placing  of  it  after  the 
Apostles'  ('rood,  as  an  alternative  form 
in  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  is  an 
Aniericaii  innovation;  and  until  the  revis- 
ion of  1892  it  was  not  printed  in  our  Com- 
munion Service  at  all.  Fortunately  we 
have  it  there  now,  with  the  rubric  requir- 
ing its  use  on  five  greater  festivals;  and 
that  is  a  greal  improvement  on  the  old 
Book,  which  allowed  the  Apostles'  Creed 
al  any  time  instead  of  the  Xicene.  Of 
course  there  is  no  discrepancy  between 
the  two  forms;  bul  the  more  concise  state- 
ments of  the  shorter  form  give  opportunity 
tor  what  is  now-a-days  called  "spiritual 
interpretation"  to  be  pleaded  with  fewer 
qualms  of  conscience. 


"Prayer  for  the  Senate  and  Representa- 
tives of  these  United  States  in  Congress 
assembled,''  appointed  to  be  said  during 
their  session.  It  is  very  seldom  heard  in 
our  services  now-a-days.  And  yet  it  is  a 
very  important  prayer.  Certainly  Con- 
gress should  be  prayed  for  as  well  as  the 
President,  for  its  power  is  co-ordinate  with 
his,  and  it  is  quite  as  likely  to  make  mis- 
takes. The  rubric  requiring  its  use  is  very 
indefinite,  and  no  doubt  would  be  technic- 
ally fulfilled  by  saying  it  once;  but  that 
can  hardly  be  the  intention  of  it,  and  once 
a  week  would  undoubtedly  be  more  in 
accord  with  the  spirit  of  it.

MEMOIRS  AND  LETTERS  OF  BISHOP 
HUNTINGTON. 

By  his  daughter,  Miss  ArriaS.  Huntington. 

We  regretted  very  much  the  oversight 
by  which  a  notice  of  this  interesting  book 
was  omitted  in  our  last  number.  We  are 
sure  that  all  our  readers  will  be  delighted 
to  learn  from  it  more  than  they  already 
know  of  the  venerable  prelate,  who  went 
in  and  out  among  them  for  so  many  years, 
and  particularly  about  his  early  life.  He 
must  have  been  a  most  attractive  boy;  and 
one  can  see  that  he  came  naturally  by  his 
deep  religious  spirit  from  what  is  told  of 
his  father,  the  Rev.  Dan  Huntington,  and 
especially  of  his  mother,  who  was  a  most 
devout  woman,  full  of  faith  and  piety. 
Between  that  mother  and  himself  there 
was  a  very  strong  bond  of  sympathy  and 
affection.  The  writer  of  this  article  re- 
members well  rceiving  a  letter  of  condol- 
ence  from  Bishop  Huntington,  on  the 
death  of  his  mother  more  than  eighteen 
years  ago,  in  which  the  Bishop  said  that 
he  knew  how  to  sympathize  in  such  a  loss, 
because  the  death  of  his  own  mother  had 
caused  a  pain  from  wdiich  he  had  never 
entirely  recovered.  One  is  glad  to  find 
in  the  book,  too,  a  reference  to  the  Bishop's  j 
strong  love  of  nature,  which  was  cultivated 
and  strengthened  by  the  quiet  lovely 
scenery  about  his  country  home,  among 
the  hills  and  meadows  and  beautiful  trees 
of    the    Connecticut:    Valley.       Another 
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reminiscence  conies  to  us  in  this  connec- 
tion, of  driving  with  the  Bishop  one  cold 
wintry  day,  and  his  calling  attention  to 
the  beauty  of  the  trees  in  winter,  when 
every  leafless  branch  and  twig  is  etched 
upon  the  sky. 

Tt  is  well  to  read  in  these  days,  more- 
over, of  the  strong  sense  of  honor  and 
morality  by  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hunting- 
ton was  moved  to  refuse  the  urgent  request 
of  many  friends,  that  he  should  remain 
in  his  position  in  Harvard  University  after 
breaking  away  from  the  Unitarian  theology 
and  conforming  to  the  Church.  It  was 
urged  that  he  had  accepted  the  professor- 
ship as  an  independent,  and  therefore  had 
a  perfect  right  to  stay  in  spite  of  the 
change.  But  he  very  properly  felt  that  he 
could  no  longer  be  considered  an  inde- 
pendent, that  his  remaining  might  be 
offensive  to  some,  and  that  it  would  not 
be  strictly  honorable  for  him 'to 'retain  the 
place.  TVc  have  lived  to  see  a  different 
standard  of  morality  advocated  in  our  day. 
and  it  seems  most  appropriate  that  Dr. 
Huntington's  example  of  more  than  forty 
years  ago  should  be  recalled  at  this  time. 

We  wish  to  congratulate  the  author  of 
this  book  also  on  her  successful  use  of 
letters  in  this  volume.  It  has  become  the 
fashion  in  these  days  to  make  biographies 
almost  entirely  out  of  letters,  and  this 
seems  to  us  to  be  somewhat  tiresome. 
Miss  Huntington  has  given  enough  to  ac- 
complish her  purpose,  but  has  not  overdone 
the  matter.

HOW  SHALL  WE  IMPROVE  OUR  MISSIONS. 

rhe  amendment  of  Canon  X  providing 
for  the  appointment  of  an  Archdeacon, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  last  Convention 
of  the  Diocese,  was  a  step  towards  the  im- 
provement of  our  missionary  work.  But 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
in  September,  when  the  Archdeacon  was 
appointed,  there  was  a  good  deal  said 
about  other  possible  methods  of  systematiz- 
ing the  work,  and  making  better  use  of  the 
funds  at  our  disposal  than  is  now  done. 
Jt  is  thought  that  the  distribution  of  ser- 


vices should  be  more  closely  conformed  to 
the  offerings  of  the  people,  and  to  the 
amount  of  the  stipend  paid  in  each  par- 
ticular case;  and  there  is  a  strong  feeling 
in  the  Board  in  favor  of  making  Buch 
changes  in  these  respects  as  the  needs  of 
the  work  seem  to  demand.  Such  changes 
will  necessarily  take  time  for  their  ac 
plishment,  but  Ave  shall  doubtless  move 
towards  them  as  rapidly  as  we  can.  In 
the  meantime  it  may  be  well  to  consider 
by  what  means  we  can  improve  the  w<>rk 
as  individuals,  each  one.  Clergyman  and 
layman,  in  his  own  particular  sphere. 

1st.  What  can  the  Clergy  do  \  In  at- 
tempting to  answer  this  question  we  would 
not  imply  that  the  things  suggested  are  not 
done  by  some,  perhaps  some  of  them  by 
all  of  the  Clergy;  but  to  remind  all  of 
what  can  be  done  in  case  they  have  here- 
tofore overlooked  any  of  the  methods  pro- 
posed. The  Canon  calls  for  an  offering  for 
the  mis-ions  of  the  Diocese  on  the  -3rd 
Sunday  of  each  month.  The  Clergy  can 
give  notice  of  this  offering,  and  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  people  to  contribute,  and 
then  if  they  do  not  contribute  the  responsi- 
bility is  theirs,  not  that  of  the  Clergy.  It 
is  possible,  moreover,  to  manifest  a  mis- 
sionary spirit,  taking  an  interest  in  all 
genuine  efforts  for  the  extension  of  the 
Church;  being  ready  to  do  anything  in 
one's  power  to  promote  it :  not  allowing 
the  love  of  ease,  nor  the  disinclination  to 
bestir  oneself,  to  prevent  the  improvement 
of  opportunities ;  not  "despising  the  day 
of  small  things  nor  counting  it  useless  to 
minister  to  a  few;  and,  perhaps  more  than 
all.  exercising  discretion  and  tact  and  a 
duo  consideration  for  the  feelings  and  pre- 
judices of  people,  and  sometimes  even  for 
their  whims.  It  is  very  helpful,  moreover, 
to  do  one's  work  in  a  cheerful  spirit, 
whether  in  mission  or  parish,  and  to  be 
hopeful  rather  than  despondent  and  dis- 
couraged. Nothing  is  more  destructive 
than  a  habit  ^\  growling  and  fault-rinding 
and  seeing  no  good  anywhere  or  in  any- 
thing. Occasionally  one  comes  across 
Clergyman  oi'  this  temper,  and  to  judge 
from  his  talk  it  is  not  worth  while  I    g 
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on  any  longer — the  parish,  the  mission, 
the  Convocation,  the  Diocese,  the  Church 
at  large,  are  all  going  to  the  clogs,  and 
there  is  no  hope.  Of  course  such  men  are 
usually  better  than  their  talk,  and  may 
accomplish  something  by  their  earnest 
efforts ;  but  the  general  effect  of  their  con- 
versation is  like  that  of  "wet  blankets," 
or  of  pailfulls  of  "cold  water." 

2nd.  What  can  the  laity  do  ?  Before  all 
things  they  can  show  that  they  care  to 
have  something  done.  The  indifference  of 
the  laity  is  the  most  serious  obstacle  that 
the  Church  has  to  contend  with  in  every 
department  of  its  work.  They  can  think 
it  worth  while  to  do  something  for  the 
salvation  of  people  beyond  the  limits  of 
their  own  parishes,  and  can  make  use  of 
the  opportunities  offered  to  contribute  to 
that  object.  They  can  encourage  their 
own  Minister  to  give  such  time  as  he  can 
spare  from  his  own  work  at  home,  to 
ministering  to  those  outside.  Keeping  all 
for  self  is  no  more  lovely  in  corporations 
than  in  individuals,  and  it  is  particularly 
unlovely  in  religious  corporations.  The 
people  who  belong  to  the  missions  can  ask 
themselves  whether  they  are  doing  their 
best  to  support  them,  or  are  willing  to  get 
all  they  can  from  the  large  parishes 
through  the  missionary  funds,  while  their 
own  resources  are  being  hoarded.  It  is 
often  said  that  this  or  that  mission  could 
be  self-supporting  if  it  would.  They  can 
help  wonderfully  also  by  encouraging  their 
ministers,  attending  the  services  regularly, 
putting  u])  without  complaint  with  little 
things  that  happen  to  be  not  quite  to  their 
liking,  and  showing  themselves  to  be  truly 
religous  and  to  have  somewhat  of  the 
spirit  of  Christ  in  them. 

Bishpp  Morrison,  of  Iowa,  says,  "The 
Church  will  grow  in  almost  any  community 
if  the  people,  the  laymen,  will  take  hold, 
and  in  a  spirit  of  devotion  to  Christ  and 
Mi-  teachings,  begin  an  aggressive  work 
themselves.  One  thing  is  lacking,  a  body, 
large  or  small,  of  people  consecrated  to 
make  Chrisl  and  \\\<  Church  a  power  in 
tli'-  souls  of  men:  willing  to  make  any 
personal  sacrifice  of  time  and  inclination, 


ease  and  comfort,  to  set  a  good  example 
and  to  rouse  the  indifferent.  If  any  parish 
or  mission    is    to    grow,  the  people  must 


make  it  grow.'

The  gift  is  especially  appropriate  as 
both  the  lectern  and  the  Bible  were  given 
to  the  parish  by  Mrs.  Barnes  and  her  son's 
and  her  sister,  Mrs.  Vincent  Delnoce  of 
lew  York. 


St.  George's  Church,  Utica. — The 
Rev.  Jesse  Higgins,  Rector.  At  intervals 
during  the  past  summer  and  fall  an  ex- 
tensive renovation  has  been  made  at  St. 
George's  Church.  An. entire  new  roof  has 
been  put  upon  the  Church  building,  the 
exterior  has  been  newly  painted,  the 
interior  calcimined  and  painted  through- 
out, the  cushions  renovated,  besides  minor 
improvements. 

"  The  entire  expense,  aggregating  upward 
of  $800,  was  met  without  any  resort  to 
suppers,  sales,  or  other  worldly  devices, 
the  money  being  given  voluntarily  by  the 
parishioners.  As  each  part  of  the  work 
was  finished  the  money  was  in  hand  to  pay 
for  it.

Paul's  Church,  Watertown,  to  fill  his 
place.     Mr.  Saphore  has  accepted  the  call, 
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and  begins  his  new  work  the  first  of  this 
month.  Onr  best  wishes  go  with  him  and 
with  his  parish,  which  ought  to  have  a 
bright  future  before  it,  if  we  can  judge 
from  location,  present  appearances  of 
growth  in  population,  and  from  the  past 
history  of  the  parish  itself.

GENERAL  NEWS. 

American  Church  Institute  For, 
Negroes. 

This  is  an  organization  created  by  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  General  Church, 
for  the  more  active  prosecution  of  mission 
work  among  the  colored  people  of  the 
south:  and  a  special  appeal  has  been  put 
forth  in  its  behalf.  The  personnel  of  the 
Institute  is  particularly  strong,  including 
among  its  officers  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
New  York,  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts, 
the  Bishop  of  Newark,  Captain  Mahan, 
Mr.  Francis  Lynde  Stetson  and  others. 
Such  an  assemblage. of  men,  ready. to  take 
up  the  work,  indicates  a.  real  determina- 
tion to  do  something  positive  concerning 
it.  And  certainly  it  is  time.  It  has  been 
calculated  that  this  Church  of  our  gives 
less  than  one  cent  a  year  for  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  each  colored  person  in  the  country. 
Our  resources  ought  not  to  be  exhausted 
by  such  an  effort  as  that,  and  the  time  has* 
come  to  retrieve  our  poor  reputation  in  the, 
matter.  The  Bev.  Samuel  H.  Bishop,  500 
W.  122nd  Street,  New  York,  is  the  Field 
Secretary  of  the  Institute,  who  will  be  glad 
to  address  congregations  whose  Rector's 
will  invite  him,  or  to  receive  any  contri-

The  Rt.  Rev.  George  Franklin  Seymour, 
D.D.,  Bishop  of  Springfield,  111.,  passed 
away  at  his  home  on  December  8,  after  an 
illness  of  some  weeks.  He  was  in  his  78th 
year  of  age,  and  had  been  Bishop  28  years. 
Funeral  services  were  held  in  Springfield, 
and  again  in  Trinity  Church,  Xew  York, 
where  he  was  consecrated,  and  he  was 
buried  in  Greenwood  Cemetery.  His  death 
recalls  the  violent  struggles  of  the  early 
seventies  between  the  parties  in  the 
Church ;  for  in  1874  he  was  elected  Bishop 
of  .Illinois,  and  his  election  came  before 
the  General  Convention  of  that  year  for 
confirmation.  The  House  of  Deputies  sat 
for  eiffht  davs  with  closed  doors  debating 
the  matter,  and  finally  rejected  him.  After 
the  "love  feast"  .of '  1877  at  Boston,  the 
Standing  Committees  passed  Dr.  Seymour 
in  1878. 

HISTORY  OF  ZION  CHURCH,  MC  LEAN,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

In  the  year  1817  the  Eev.  Wm.  A. 
Clark,  a  misionary  residing  at  Manlius 
visited  Locke  and  Dryden,  about  which 
time,  presumably  through  his  efforts,  a 
congregation  was  organized  by  the  name 
of  St.  Matthew's  Church  in  the  village 
then  called  Moscow,  but  since  McLean. 
The  services  were  maintained  for  several 
months  by  lay-reading,  but  were  discon- 
tinued on  account  of  the  illness  of  the  lav- 
reader,  Mr.  Ileber  Foot. 

When  the  Rev.  Henry  Gregory  look 
charge  of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Moravia, 
at  the  request  of  Mr.  Foot,  he  held  a  service 
in  the  school-house  near  Rigg's  Corners. 
Among  those  present  at  this  service  was 
Mr.  Samuel  II.  Starr  o\  McLean.  At  his 
roquosi  Mr.  Gregory  made  an  appointment 
to  preach  on  the  20th  oi'  October  at   the 
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village  of  McLean.  Mr.  Gregory  says, 
"The  day  was  very  stormy,  but  I  rode  on 
horse-back  (18  miles)  and  arrived  at  the 
hour.  I  found  that  the  people  had  mis- 
understood the  hour  and  had  dispersed.  I 
left  another  appointment  for  the  4th  of 
November,  which  I  fulfilled  and  preached 
in  the  Baptist  Meeting  House."  In  Feb- 
ruary of  1831  Mr.  Gregory  began  to  hold 
week-day  services,  and  on  April  17, 
officiated  on  Sunday,  baptising  one  adult 
and  one  infant.  On  August  11th  two 
candidates  from  McLean  were  confirmed 
in  Calvary  Church,  Homer.  The  first 
Celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  was 
on  December  12,  1831,  at  which  nine 
persons  received. 

In  September,  1832,  Mr.  Gregory  de- 
termined to  discontinue  services  because  of 
the  small  number  who  were  interested,  but 
rinding  an  unusually  large  congregation 
was  encouraged  to  go  on.  About  this  time 
a  two-story  school-house  was  erected  and 
services  were  held  in  the  upper  room  on 
Sunday  evening  every  three  weeks.  In 
1833  Mr.  Gregory  removed  to  Homer  and 
began  to  hold  services  in  McLean  every 
other  Sunday  evening. 

Mr.  Gregory  makes  the  following  inter- 
esting  record:  aOn  Sunday,  September 
8th,  Mr.  Erastus  Bradley  was  confirmed 
al  Homer.  He  had  been  for  many  years  a 
communicant  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  when  the  services  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  were  first  held  at  McLean  he 
showed  no  partiality  for  them,  although 
lie  generally  attended.  Examination,  re- 
flection and  the  reading  of  Dr.  Chapman's 
sermons  led  him  to  believe  it  his  duty  to 
unite  with  the  Episcopal  Church.  The 
Society  with  which  lie  had  been  connected 
gave  liim  (with  only  one  dissenting  vote) 
;i  general  loiter  of  dismission.  I  mention 
it,  not  a-  of  any  importance  to  the  Church, 


but  as  a  rare  instance  of  lenity  and  for- 
bearance. The  grandfather  of  this  same 
Mr.  Bradley  Avas  excommunicated  by  the 
Congregation alists  in  Massachusetts  for 
joining  the  Episcopal  Church."  On  the 
evening  of  this  same  day  the  Bishop  made 
his  first  visit  to  McLean,  preaching  in  the 
Baptist  Church." 

Zion  Church,  McLean,  was  incorporated 
September  23,  1833,  and  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Convention  on  October  4th 
of  the  same  year  with  the  following 
officers :  Samuel  Starr  and  Heber  Eoot, 
Church  Wardens;  Miles  Biggs,  Alvah 
Jarvis,  Adolphus  Jarvis,  Richard  Lan- 
ing,  Wm.  Brabrook,  Philo  Beers,  S.  H. 
Starr,  and  Erastus  Bradley,  Vestrymen. 

On  November  4,  1S35,  the  Rev.  K  S. 
Bnrgess  took  charge  of  the  parish  in  con- 
nection with  Richford,  Tioga  County. 
(The  Church  which  was  in  Richford  was 
afterward  moved  to  Speedsville).  His 
annual  salary  from  McLean  was  $75.00. 

About  this  time  a  subscription  was 
circulated  to  build  a  Church,  but  only  $500 
being  pledged  the  effort  was  abandoned. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Burgess  gave  up  the 
charge  in  October,  183G.  The  Rev.  John 
Bailey  was  in  charge  from  October  14, 
1837,  to  June  1,  1838. 

He  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  Humphrey 
ITollis,  who  remained  from  September  8, 
1839,  to  October  1,  1840. 

During  this  time  the  following  entry 
occurs  in  the  Parish  Record:  "The  Rt. 
Rev.  Wm.  II.  DeLancey,  D.D.,  visited  this 
parish  for  the  first  time  on  May  31st,  and 
preached  in  the  Methodist  Church." 

Idie  Rev.  E.  B.  Eoot,  Rector  of  Calvary 
Church,  Homer,  took  charge  of  Zion, 
McLean,  in  August,  1842,  and  devoted 
one-third  of  his  time  to  the  parish  until 
April,  1843,  when  he  left  Homer  retaining 
charge  at  McLean  until  October  8,  1843. 
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The  Rev.  S.  Goodale  was  the  next  mis- 
sionary, from  May  19,  1844,  until  June 
■L,  1S46. 

The  Rev.  Gardner  Skinner,  residing  at 
Hortlandville,  with  charge  of  Homer,  also 
fegan  to  devote  one-fourth  of  his  time  to 
McLean  on  March  14,  1847,  continuing 
mtil  April  23,  1848. 

At  a  vestry  meeting  held  on  March  2, 
1848,  it  was  resolved  to  proceed  "to  build 
i  House  of  Public  Worship,"  the  sittings 
o  be  forever  free. 

S.  H.  Starr,  James  Foot  and  Dr. 
Richard  Laning  were  chosen  as  building 
ommittee. 

On  April  3rd  a  site  was  purchased  "on 
the  eastern  limb  of  the  village,"  consisting 
f  25-J  rods  of  land,  for  which  $51.00  was 
laid. 

The  first  service  in  the  Church  Avas  on 
July  8,  1849,  when  the  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Foot 
p  Moravia,  officiated,  baptising  one  adult 
ind  four  children. 

The  Church  was  consecrated  by  Bishop 
DeLancey  on  Tuesday,  August  21,  1849. 
)n  the  same  day  six  persons  were  con- 
firmed. 

An  unusual  circumstance  is  thus  re- 
brded:  "Sunday  evening,  November  18, 
1S49,  the  Rev.  Chas.  E.  Phelps  from 
Homer  held  evening  service  and  preached 
a  matrimonial  sermon  and  married  Mr. 
ind   Miss  ." 

On  April   9,   1849,  the  vestry  accepted 


from  Mr,  James  Foot  a  deed  of  sift 


convey- 


ing the  house,  buildings,  and  land  con- 
tiguous to  the  Church  for  a  Rectory, 
valued  at  $400. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  L.  Foote  was  the  first 
resident  minister.  His  stipulated  salary 
was  as  follows:  "The  use  of  the  house 
and  land  of  the  parish,  and  the  use  of  eight 
acres  of  land  adjoining,  to  be  cultivated 
by  the  members  of  the  parish,  with  ten 
cords  of  wood,  and  not  less  than  $100  in 
money  and  as  much  more  as  could  be 
obtained  on  the  subscription,  together  with 
an  outfit  of  $75.00." 

Mr.  Foote  began  his  labors  April  7, 
1850,  and  remained  until  March  30,  1856. 

Since  June,  1901,  the  parish  has  been 
under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Theodore 
Haydn,  in  connection  with  other  neigh- 
boring missions. 

During  this  period  the  Church  has  been 
beautified  by  the  addition  of  stained  glass 
windows,  also  a  new  Altar  with  hangings 
and  furniture,  all  of  which  are  memorials. 

Zion  Church  has  always  been  a  small 
parish,  and  the  future  before  it  seem>  to 
be  that  of  most  of  our  little  missions  in 
small  and  decreasing  communities.  The 
largest  number  of  communicants  reported 
seems  to  have  been  47,  at  the  close  of  the 
Rew  Geo.  L.  Foote's  ministry. 

The  parish  has  furnished  one  priest  i<> 
the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  IT.  E.  Hubbard,  ^i 
Waterloo,  and  also  a  medical  missionary 
to  Japan,  in  the  person  oi'  Dr.  Henry 
Laning1.

ASSESSMENTS  FOR  DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

There  seems  to  be  quite  a  wide-spread 
misapprehension  throughout  the  Diocese 
with  regard  to  the  amount  called  for  by 
the  last  Convention  for  diocesan  missions. 
There  is  usually  a  deficiency  in  the  offer- 
ings, and  for  some  years  past  that  has  been 
made  up  from  a  fund  given  by  an  individ- 
ual, which  the  Board  of  Manangers  was 
at  liberty  to  use  in  that  way.  That  fund 
having  been  exhausted,  it  became  necessary 
last  summer  to  increase  the  amount  assessed 
upon  the  parishes  to  provide  for  the  defic- 
iency, and  consequently  ten  per  cent,  was 
added  for  that  purpose.  At  the  same  time 
the  Convention  adopted  the  amendment  to 
Canon  X  requiring  the  appointment  of  an 
Archdeacon,  and  the  amount  of  his  salary 
was  fixed  by  the  same  authority,  for  which 
an  additional  assessment  of  fifteen  per 
cent,  was  needed,  and  this  was  also  put  on 
to  the  fund  for  Diocesan  Missions.  After- 
wards the  Bishop  feeling-  that  so  large  an 
increase  would  be  burdensome,  if  allowed 
to  come  all  at  once  upon  the  parishes,  and 
encouraged  by  the  offer  of  assistance  from 
one  Rector,  asked  for  individual  gifts  to 
provide  for  the  Archdeacon's  salary  for 
one  year,  and  was  very  successful  in  secur- 
ing it,  so  that  the  fifteen  per  cent,  increase 
was  not  needed.  But  the  first  mentioned 
ten  per  cent,  increase 'still  remained  to  bo 
assessed;  and  it  Avas  expected  that  each 
Convocation  would  have  provided  for  that 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  Convention. 
In  some  unaccountable  manner,  however, 
this  wns  not  done  in  certain  eases,  and  now 
when  the  increased  assessment  is  spoken 
of,  it  is  supposed  to  be  for  the  salary  of 
the  Archdeacon  ! — and  in  the  meantime 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  having  t<> 
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every  quarter  for  the  missionary  stipends, 
while  the  salarv  of  the  Archdeacon  is  taken 
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care  of  for  the  present  by  the  Bishop,  and 
the  Treasurer  is  not  troubled  about  it,  nor 
are  the  parishes  in  any  way  burdened  by 
it.  We  trust  that  this  is  clear  enough  to 
be  comprehended  by  everyone,  and  that  all 
those  in  authority  will  try  to  put  the  neces- 
sary machinery  in  Operation  at  once,  to 
secure  the  offerings  required  to  remove  the 
debt  from  the  missionary  fund,  so  that  we 
may  start  with  a  clean  sheet  on  May  1st, 
1907,  and  be  ready  at  the  next  Convention 
ro  assume  the  whole  amount  required  for 
the  Archdeacon  as  well  as  for  the  mission- 
aries. 


And  we  may  also  say,  now  that  we  are 
on  the  subject, 'that  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  at  their 
meeting  last  September,  decided  that  the 
time  bad  come  when  it  was  necessary  to 
administer  the  funds,  given  by  the  people 
for  their  work,  with  especial  reference  to 
making  them  as  affective  as  possible.  The 
feeling  was  expressed  and  approved, 
that  when  large  stipends  are  given 
to  the  missionaries  they  should  be 
expected  to  do  a  correspondingly  large 
work;  that  is,  that  they  should  not 
limii  their  exertions  to  single  places — 
and  that  when  small  parishes  are  enabled 
to  have  Rectors  by  the  help  of  mission 
stipend^,  they  should  be  expected  to  allow 
those  [lectors  to  share  their  time  and 
services  with  still  weaker  stations.  It  is 
also  hoped  thai  when  the  Rector  of  a  small 
parish  can  get  a  support  by  combining 
a  neighboring  Church  with  the  parish 
Church,  he  will  be  persuaded  of  his  duty 
to  do  so,  even  when  no  stipend  is  paid  by 
the  Hoard,  but  the  amount  paid  by  the  two 
Churches  is  enough  to  give  him  a  living. 
\o  parish  of  Less  than  one  hundred  com- 
municants can  possibly  exhaust  the  ener- 
gies of  a  man  in  full  strength;  and  the 
only  way  thai  the  wort  of  Christ  can  be 
successfully  done,  in  Central  Xew  York 
al  least,  Is  by  the  generous  willingness  of 
both  priests  and  people  to  give  themselves 
and  what  they  have  for  the  extension  and 
up  building  of  the  Kingdom  of  God, 


The  following  resolutions  were  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Managers  for  Diocesan 
Missions  September  28th,  1906: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convocations  take 
into  consideration  some  plan  for  combining 
the  Mission  Stations  of  the  Diocese,  and 
report  their  action  to  the  Bishop. 

Resolved.  That  it  shall  be  the  future 
policy  of  the  Mission  work  to  -combine 
stations,  where  the  Bishop  finds  it 
practicable,  under  the  ministrations  of  one 
Missionary. 


Tor  the  information  of  Vestries,  when 
their  Churches  become  vacant,  and  when 
they  are  electing  new  Rectors,  we  give  here1 
with  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the 
general  Church  relating  to  those  occasions. 
And  we  would  suggest  to  the  Clergy  that 
they  call  the  attention  of  the  Vestries  to  j 
these  Canons,  and  especially  when  they 
themselves  are  about  to  change  their 
parishes. 

The  first  is  Canon  XV  of  the  Diocese. 

Of  Vacant  Parishes. 

"Section  1.  Whenever  a  Church  becomes 
vacant  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry 
to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the 
Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those 
of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese,  who  can  with 
most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to 
supply  such  vacant  parishes  as  have  been 
reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as  may  be 
deemed  convenient  and  proper.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus 
supplied  to  defray  all  expenses  incident  to 
such  occasional  services." 

Then  comes  a  part  of  Canon  11-  of  the 
General  Church — 

"Sec.  II.  No  election  of  a  Hector  shall 
be  had  until  the  name  of  the  Clergyman 
whom  it  is  proposed  to  elect  has  been  made 
known  to  the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  and 
sufficient  time,  not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
has  been  given  to  him  to  communicate  with 
the  Vestry  thereon! 

See.  III.  Written  notice  of  the  elcc- 
lion,  signed  by  the  Chnrch  Wardens,  shall 
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be  sent  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese.  If  the  Ecclesiastical  Author- 
ity be  satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen 
is  a  duly  qualified  Minister,  and  that  he 
lias  accepted  the  offce,  the  notice  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 
who  shall  record  it.  And  such  record  shall 
l»e  sufficient  evidence  of  the  relation 
between  the  Minister  and  the  parish." 

We  are  quite  convinced  that  the  oc- 
casional failures  to  observe  these  rules 
arise  from  lack  of  knowledge  concerning 
them,  and  our  only  desire  in  printing  the 
Canons  at  this  time  is  to  diseminate  that 
knowledge  as  widely  as  possible  among  our 
people. 

BOOK  NOTICES, 

Inspiration.  —  By  the  Rev.  Frederick  Watson 
D.  D.,  Fellow  of  St.  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge, England,  and  Hulsean  Lecturer  1882. 
London,  S.  P.  C.  K.  New  York,  E.  S.  Gorhani. 
$1.25  net,  pp.  248. 

This  is  a  very  reverent  effort  by  a  devout 
believer  to  reconcile  the  complete  inspira- 
tion of  the  Bible  with  the  well  established 
and  generally  acknowledged  results  of 
criticism  ;  and  as  snch  we  doubt  not  it  will 
be  found  helpful  by  many  who  are  not 
quite  sure  how  that  reconcilation  is  to  be 
made.  Dr.  Watson  wishes  to  show  that 
the  Holy  Scripture,  which  he  firmly 
believes  to  be  the  Word  of  God  written,  is 
like  the  Personal  Word  of  God,  both  divine 
and  human;  that  in  every  part  it  speaks 
to  us  God's  truth  ;  and  yet  that,  having  the 
human  as  well  as  the  divine  element,  we 
are  not  to  be  surprised  that  it  contains 
things  which  are  sources  of  difficulty  to 
those  who  expect  to  find  it  in  every  respect 
divine.  If  it  be  true  that  there  is  much 
in  the  Old  Test  anient  taken  from  other 
documents,  that  the  code  of  Moses  contains 
some  things  that  were  in  the  older  code  of 
Hammurabi,  and  that  the1  Babylonian 
records,  which  tell  of  creation  and  the 
Hood,  ante-dated  that  of  Genesis,  the 
author  points  out  that  ii  was  the  "inspira- 
tion of  selection"  which  guided  the  choice 
of  such  things  for  the  sacred  Scriptures, 
and  omitted  from  them  all  the  polytheistic. 


idolatrous  and  impure  elements,  and  chose 
only  such  things  as  were  true  and  would 
tend  t<>  promote  the  true  religion  of  the 
One  holy  God,  If  there  he  th<-  manifesta- 
tion of  a  spirit  of  revenge  on  the  part  of 
God's  people,  <is  of  Jael,  or  Samuel,  or  the 
writers  of  some  of  the  Psalms,  it  i-  to  be 
attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  Spirit  of 
God  was  working  with  such  human  mater- 
ial as  He  had,  and  that  it  was  necessary,  if 
lie  would  speak  to  man  at  all,  lie  should 
speak  through  the  instruments  that  were 
at  hand.  .V  revelation  coming  through 
men  could  not  fail  to  share  something  of 
man's  weakness. 


The  Little  Pilgrim  and  the  Book  Beloved.— 
By  Marie  E.  J.  Hobart.  New  York,  Long- 
man's, Green  &  Co..  pp.  5;5. 

We  have  here  a  modern  "Mystery  Play," 
intended,  as  such  plays  were  in  the  Middle 
Age-,  to  teach  religious  truth.  This  is  the 
second  in  a  series  which  .Mr-.  Hobart  is 
preparing,  the  previous  one  being  entitled 
"Lady  Catechism — The  Child;"  and 
both  of  them  have  been  acted  out  in  fuli  in 
St.  Agnes'  Hall,  St.  Agnes'  Chapel,  New 
York,  of  which  Mrs.  Hobart  is  a  member. 
In  the  "Little  Pilgrim"  the  characters 
represented  are  Mother  Church,  Chris- 
topher, a  servant  of  hers,  two  Little  Pil- 
grims fr<>m  the  land  of  darkness,  and  then 
Matins,  Evensong,  Litany,  Eucharist,  &c, 
including  all  the  offices  of  the  "Book 
Beloved,"  which  of  course  i-  the  Prayer 
Book.  Each  one  of  these  appears  in  order, 
carrying  a  banner  appropriately  inscribed, 
and  delivers  his  or  her  message,  and 
throughout  the  whole  movemenl  there  is 
a  sound  of  chimes  playing,  and  hymns  are 
sung  which,  are  mosl  skilfully  chosen  to 
express  the  particular  lesson  ^>\  each  part.

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The  Vestry  of  Grace  Church  have  called 
the  Rev.  IT.  W.  Foreman,  now  with  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Smith  at  Boonville,  as  the 
Assistant  Minister  of  the  parish,  and  he 
expects  t<>  begin  his  work  as  such  on  March 
1st.

It  was 
well  attended  and  enjoyed  by  all  very 
much. 


(track  Chcbcit,  Elmtra. — The  Rector 
of  this  parish,  -the  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Rudd, 
was  taken  ill  while  visiting  his  parents^ in 
Poughkeepsie,  and  it  was  found  that  he 
was  suffering  from  prostration,  of  the 
nervous  system,  so  that  his  physician 
prescribed  entire  rest  for  two  months.  It 
is  probable  that  the  long  strain  and  un- 
usual responsibility  of  building  the  new 
Church  has  been  more  than  he  conld  stand. 


St.  Joiix's  Church,  Oxeida. — The 
Rev.  Win.  R.  McKim,  Rector.  A  hand- 
some hand-carved  reredos,  the  gift  of  the 
Misses  .Martha  C.  and  Florence  A.  Carter 
in  loving  memory  of  their  mother,  the  late 
Mrs.  Flora  Josephine  Carter,  has  been 
placed  in  this  Church.     (See  illustration.) 

The  reredos  is  of  heavy  dark  quartered 
oak,  the  color  and  grain  matching  the 
other  memorials.  There  is  a  large  panel 
on  cither  side  of  the  altar  reaching  beyond 
the  line  of  the  window  sill  above,  with 
panel  posts  or  pinacles  extending  some 
throe  or  four  feet  higher.  The  upper 
portions  of  the  latter  art1  handsomely 
carved,  the  finials  being  the  graceful  rleur- 
de-lis,  symbolic  of  the  Trinity.  Over  the 
altar  arc  two  large  exquisitly  carved 
Romanesque  panels  of  grapes,  and  above 
these  and  extending  up  to  the  window  arc 
a  Beries  of  panels  and  carved  work,  the  final 
arch  being  Gothic  te  harmonize  with  the 
architecture  of  the  Church,  and  the  surface 


overlaid  in  oak  leaves  in  bold  relief,  the 
whole  with  the  window  framed  clear 
between  the  stately  pinacles,  two  on  cither 
side,  giving  a  beautiful  effect 

In  consecretating  the  gift,  the   Re 
Rev.    William   R.    MeKim,    referred   ten- 
derly and  feelingly  to  Mrs.   Carter's  life 
as  one  of  beautiful  love  and  devotion.

W.  W.  Way,  Rector.  The  present  R 
completed  six  years'  rectorship  of  this 
parish  December  1st.  During  that  time  the 
parish  ha-  grown  almost  fifty  per  cent 
Tlie  -alary  of  the  Rector  was  substantially 
raised  just  before  Christmas,  and  plans 
have  been  secured  for  a  parish  house,  which 
it  is  hoped  will  be  built  in  the  near  future.

Peter's,  Bainbridge,  sending  provisions  to 
the  Rectory,  and  the  Dean  of  the  5th  Dis- 
trict  and  the  Junior  Auxiliary  of  Trinity 
Church,  Boonville,  sent  pictures,  candies 
and  presents  for  the  Sunday  School 
"Christmas  Tree."  which  was  largely  at- 
tended on  the  Festival  of  St  John. 


Timxitv  Ciuum  ii.  AYatkrtowx. — This 
parish,  which  lias  been  vacant  since 
October  1st,  has  been  supplied  with  services 
most  of  that  rime  by  the  Rev.  (ha-.  II. 
Snedeker,  of  rhe  Diocese  ^\  Southern  Ohio. 
The  Vestry  has  now  called  as  Rector  the 
Rev.  Francis  W.  Eason,  Rector  of  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity.  Lincoln. 
Xeb..  and  he  has  accepted,  and  expects  to 
begin  his  residence  in  Watertown  on  the 
1st  of  March. 


MclV.Nori,ii.  Cai.vaky  Crxkch. — The 
Rev.  R.  M.  Duff,  WW,  in  charge.  Hand- 
some, substantial  pews  were  placed  in  this 
Church  at  Christmastide.  For  many  years 
chairs   had   been    used.      During   the   past 
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year  strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  pur- 
chase the  pews  and  to  put  the  Church  in 
complete  repair,  both  inside  and  outside. 
The  Church  has  been  kept  open  every  Sun- 
day for  more  than  three  years,  though 
clerical  services  are  available  only  once  in 
four  or  five  weeks.  The  Sunday  School, 
with  a  large  Bible  Class,  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  now  numbering  33  persons. 

Though  there  are  but  32  communicants, 
the  average  attendance  at  the  monthly 
communion  is  23.  Ten  miles  beyond 
McDonough,  over  the  rough  and  mighty 
hills  of  Chenango,  is  the  little  village  of 
Son  ill  Otselic.  This  place  is  said  to  have 
the  largest  fishing-tackle  factory  in  the 
country.  It  is  about  10  miles  from  the 
nearest  railway  station.  Here  there  are 
two  or  three  Church  people.  The  oc- 
casional services  held  there,  in  the  Method- 
ist Church,  are  very  largely  attended. 


St.  Timothy's  Church,  Brookfield, 
Madison  Co. — At  this  place  recently,  at 
the  request  of  the  Seventh  Day  people,  who 
are  without  a  pastor,  a  Church  service  was 
hold  bv  the  Rev.  Dr.  Duff,  on  the  "Sab- 
bath" day  (Saturday),  at  their  Church. 
The  people  were  much  interested  in  the 
service.  \\  is  safe  to  say  that  the  great 
majority  of  them  had  never  been  present 
a i  an  Episcopal  service  before,  though 
services  are  maintained  once  a  month  at 
"Mir  little  St.  Timothy's  Church,  on  the 
First  Day.  One  of  (hem  once  remarked 
thai  he  had  no  objection  to  the  "Episcopal 
robes"  provided  the  man  inside  of  them 
was  all  right. 

1 1  is  -aid  thai  there  are  over  200  of 
these  singular  sectaries  in  and  around 
Brookfield.  In  our  little  mission  there  we 
(lave  about  10  communicants.  A  Sunday 
School  has  recently  been  formed,  and,  on 
I  lie  Sunday  a  tier  Christmas,  there;  were 
1  fi  present. 

At  the  Christmas  Sunday  School  Festi- 
val service  and  tree,  the  little  Church  was 
filled  lo  overflowing — many  of  our 
Seventh  Day  friends  being  present.  They 
"allowed"    that    the    Episcopalians  knew 


how    to    make     Christinas     services     and 
Christina's  trees  interesting".

Tuesday,  at  7:45  p.  m.,  Evening  Prayer 
was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Bronghton 
and  Longley.  The  Dean  read  his  report, 
and  the  Archdeacon  preached  the  sermon. 

After  the  service  the  men  of  St.  Paul's 
Guild  entertained  the  clerical  and  lay 
delegates  in  the  parish  house. 

Wednesday  morning,  at  7 :30  o'clock, 
there  was  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. The  Archdeacon  was  the 
celebrant. 


At  10  o'clock  Litany  was  -aid  by  the 
Rev.  \Y.  K.  Tanner. 

At  the  10:30  oYlock  there  was  a  choral 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  The 
Rector  was  the  celebrant.  The  Archdeacon 
read  the  Epistle  and  the  Dean  read  the 
Gospel.

REREDOS  IN  ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  ONEIDA. 
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HISTORY  OF  ZION'S  CHURCH,  ROME,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

Several  of  the  inhabitants  of  Rome, 
anxious  to  have  in  their  midst  the  Church 
of  the  living  God,  agreeably  to.  the  ordin- 
ances of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
met  at  the  Court  House  of  the  said  town, 
on  the  15th  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1825. 
The  Rev.  Algernon  S.  Ilollister  was  called 
to  the  chair,  and  Hiram  Denio,  Esq., 
chosen  secretary.  An  act  of  incorporation 
was  then  drawn  up,  and  a  society  organ- 
ized by  the  name  and  title  of  Zion  Church, 
Rome.  The  same  is  of  record  at  the 
Clerk's  office,  County  of  Oneida,  Book  A, 
folio  175.  The  society  then  proceeded  to 
elect  wardens  and  vestrymen  for  the 
portion  of  the  ecclesiastical  year  ensuing 
to  the  next  Easter  Monday,  the  day  fixed 
for  future  annual  elections ;'"  and  Messrs. 
Jay  Hatheway  and  Henry  Hayden  were 
choesn  wardens,  and  Numa  Leonard, 
Hiram  Denio,  Horatio  !N\  Carr,  Jas.  B. 
Read,  Jas.  A.  Canfield,  Richard  Butler, 
Peter  White,  vestrymen.  The  Rev.  A.  J. 
Ilollister,  missionary,  took  pastoral  charge, 
preached  in  the  Court  House,  and  con- 
tinued his  services  for  the  ensuing  year — 
beginning,  as  is  supposed,  just  fifty  years 
ago — at  which  time  there  were  three  com- 
municants, Mr.  Butler,  Mr.  Canfield,  and 
Miss  A.  L.  Hatheway.  Leave  was  soon 
after  obtained  of  Rome  Lodge,  owning 
Masonic  Hall  corner  of  Liberty  and  Wash- 
ington Streets,  to  furnish  the  lower  story 
of  said  hall,  to  he  occupied  as  a  chapel,  for 
the  term  of.  eight  years.  The  sum  of  $300 
was  raised,  and  the  work  was  done  in  a 
plain  manner;  a  reading  desk,  chancel 
rail,  communion  table,  and  two  tiers  of 
sca^s,  with  center  aisle,  being  provided. 
The  Rev.  Marcns  A.  Perry  performed 
divine  service  and  preached  at  the  opening 
of  the  chapel,  on  a  Sunday  early  in  the 
year  1826.  On  .the  day  following,  the 
Right  Rev.  John  Henry  llobart,  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  which  then  included  the 
whole  State  of  New  York,  preached  in  the 
chapel,  confirmed  fourteen  persons,  and 
baptized   two   children.      "Then   were   we 


glad.1'     The  Rev.    Mr.    Perry  accepted  a 

eall  of  the  vestry,  and  took  pastoral  charge 
for  one  year  August  1st,  1^<>,  preaching 
alternately  at  Holland  Patent  and  this 
place.  Zion  Church  Sunday  School  was 
organized  on  Sunday,  June  3,  ls27,  the 
Rev.  M.  .V.  Perry  in  charge.  There  were 
35  scholars  in  attendance,  and  the  teachers 
were  J.  Hatheway,  M.  Rowley  and  L. 
Hatheway  for  boys,  and  A.  L.  Hatheway. 
R.  Judd,  A.  Gates  and  M.  Healey  for 
girls.  At  the  Diocesan  Convention  held 
this  year,  J.  Hatheway  being  a  delegate 
from  this  parish,  the  Church  was  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Convention,  and  a 
missionary  stipend  was  applied  for. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Perry  seems  to  have  con- 
tinued his  ministration  here  until  some 
time  in  1832,  when  on  his  resignation  he 
was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  George  Fiske. 
During  the  following  year,  Messrs.  Hathe- 
way and  Dr.  Harold  Pope,  who  succeeded 
Mr.  Hayden  as  junior  warden,  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  purchase  from 
Rome  Lodge,  the  building  of  which  the 
lower  story  had  been  used  as  a  chapel,  and 
make  the  necessary  alterations  to  convert 
the  whole  of  it  to  use  as  a  church.  On 
Sunday,  July  2T>,  1833,  the  enlarged  build- 
ing was  opened  for  divine  service:  sermon 
by  Rev.  Parker  Adams,  of  Xew  Hartford, 
to  t  thronged  audience.  And  on  the  15th 
day  of  August,  being  the  15th  Sunday  after 
Trinity  of  that  year,  Zion  Church  was  con- 
secrated to  the  service  of  Almighty  God, 
Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost,  In-  the  Right 
Rev.  Benjamin  T.  Onderdonk,  who  had 
succeeded  the  lamented  llobart,  as  Bishop 
of  Xew  York.  The  clergymen  present 
were  the  Rev.  Geo.  Fiske,  Rector,  the  Rev. 
Amos  G.  Baldwin,  and  the  Rev.  Orsamus 
Smith.  Tin4  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Bishop,  who  also  administered  the  rite  k*\ 
confirmation.     Lans  Deo. 

In  September,  L834,  at  the  instance  t^\ 
Rev.  Mr.  Fiske,  the  Society  agreed  to 
accept  the  services  oi'  ihe  Rev.  Wm.  W. 
Niles,  to  alternate  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fiske 
at  Oriskanv,  they  sharing  the  missionary 
stipend.  This  arrangement  continued  till 
December.    Rev.  Mr.  Fiske  then  resigned 
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the  appointment,  and  recommended  Mr. 
Xiles  in  his  ])laee.  This  generous  move- 
ment called  forth  a  vote  of  thanks,  and 
.Mr.  Xiles  took  sole  charge.  In  November, 
1836,  Rev.  Xathan  B.  Burgess  "was  called 
to  the  Rectorship,  and  resigned  in  Novem- 
ber, 1839-,  the  vestry  engaged  the  Rev. 
Hobart  Williams,  Deacon,  until  Easter, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Burgess  remaining  and 
officiating  a  portion  of  the  time.  In 
November,  is 40,  the  Rev.  Henry  Lock- 
wood,  priest,  to<»k  charge  of  the  parish, 
remaining  until  May  10,  1812.  In  June 
of  that  year  the  Rev.  Stephen  Battiii  be- 
came the  Rector,  being  ordained  to  the 
priesthood  here  on  the  19th  of  December, 
184-3,  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kirmest,  by 
Bishop  Delancey,  who,  on  the  division  of 
the  diocese  in  1839,  had  been  elected 
Bishop  of  Western  New  York.  During 
this  year  occurs  the  first  mention  of  a  fair 
held  by  the  ladies  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Church.  Such  records  afterwards  are  of 
very  frequent  occurence.  So  that  if  at  our 
dav  the  expedient  is  employed,  as  it  has 
been,  to  the  great  enlargement  of  our 
means,  there  is,  it  must  be  admitted,  ample 
warrant  and  precedent  for  it  in  the  early 
history  of  our  parish. 

On' April  1,  1845,  the  Rev.  Seth  Davis 
became  Rector  of  the  parish.  During  his 
incumbency,  there  being  a  debt  upon  the 
( Jhurch  of  over  .$'500,  a  large  sum  for  those 
days,  a  monthly  subscription  was  gotten 
up,  and  Airs.  Davis  zealously  and  per- 
sevoringly  made  the  collections  until  the 
debt  was  paid.  On  October  4,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Davis  resigned,  to  establish  a  school 
;ii  Buffalo,  the  Rev.  Almon  Gregory  suc- 
ceeding hi  in.  In  November,  1849,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Gregory  removed,  and  the  Rev. 
Henry  B.  Whipple  was  unanimously  called 
by  the  restry  to  take  parochial  charge.  lie 
(lid  so  "ii  Advent  Sunday,  December  2, 
L849,  ;ii  n  salaary  of  $500  per  annum.

I  have  road  with  great,  interest  the 
aecounl  in  your  current  issue  of  the  history 
of  Zion  Church,  McLean.    It  is  a  valuable 


record,  and  its  facts  and  items  are  Avorthy 
of  preservation,  along  with  the  others  in 
the  interesting  series  on  the  old  Church 
landmarks  in  the  Diocese,  which  you  are 
publishing,  hi  the  interest  of  justice  I 
would  like  to  see  some  mention  of  that  lonff 
period  between  1856  and  1901  in  Zion's 
history.  Surely  there  was  continuous  life. 
Services  and  sacraments  were  supplied  by 
the  Rectors  of  Calvary  Church,  Homer, 
and  Grace  Church,  Cortland.  In  that 
period  three  families  had  large  part  in  the 
work  and  worship.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Laning 
were  devoted  members,  and  their  son 
Henry  went  direct  from  his  medical  studies 
to  he  for  many  years  the  only  medical  mis- 
sionary the  Church  had  in  Japan.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hubbard  were  faithful  members 
of  the  small  band  in  McLean,  and  the  full 
story  of  Mrs.  Hubbard's  personal  influence 
has  never  been  told  and  probably  could  not 
be.  Her  faith  and  loyalty  has  been  won- 
derfully shown  in  other  lives  and  not  least 
in  her  son,  Mr.  Henry  B.  Hubbard,  long 
the  honored  Senior  Warden  of  Grace 
Church,  Cortland.  Another  family  whose 
name  is  inseparable  from  any  true  account 
is  that  of  Benedict.  Mrs.  Ann  M.  Benedict 
Avas  a  strong  character,  made  beautiful  and 
consecrated  by  the  example  and  precepts 
of  Mrs.  Hubbard.  Her  convictions  and 
sense  of  responsibility  to  God  Avere  traits 
'that  impressed  and  strengthened  all  about 
her.  Though  limited  in  means  and  op- 
portunities she  '"did  Avhat  she  could." 
Zion  has  manifested  the  Christ  or  mission- 
ary spirit,  and  you  Will  find  no  blank 
space  opposite  its  name  in  the  annual 
report  of  offerings  for  Missions.  As  in  so 
many  of  the  real  inner  histories  of  our 
feeble  parishes,  life  and  zeal  were  kept 
alive  by  devoted  women.  I  remember  how 
the  women  of  Zion  once  had  a  uBee"  to 
paint  the  Church  fence.  I  notice  in  the 
illustration  there  is  no  fence  uoav.  So  also 
there  is  no  boundary  here  below  in  the 
witness  and  labors  gratefully  remembered 
which  can  only  be  known  and  fully 
recorded  on  high.

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OBITUARY. 

Mrs.  Emma  Jerome  Jackson,  widow  of 
William  Jackson,  of  Syracuse,  died  at  her 
home,  No.  5,  The  Snowdon,  at  half-past  10 
o'clock  Saturday  evening,  December  22. 

Mrs.  Jackson  sustained  a  fall  in  her 
home  two  years  ago  and  had  been  somewhat 
of  an  invalid  since  the  occurrence.  Her 
death  was  the  result  of  old  age.  Her 
physical  system  was  worn  out  and  death 
came  as  a  natural  result.  Her  mind  was 
clear  to  the  last  and  she  passed  away  as  one 
who  lay  down  peacefully  to  sleep.  Mrs. 
Jackson  was  born  in  Geddes,  now  the 
Tenth  Ward  of  Syracuse,  January  8,  1817. 

In  183 G  she  was  united  in  marriage  to 
William  Jackson,  a  prominent  business 
man  of  this  city.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the 
village  of  Syracuse,  and  was  postmaster 
of  this  city  under  Presidents*  Tyler  and 
Fillmore.  Later  he  was  an  officer  of  the 
Salt  Company  of  Onondaga.  Mr.  Jackson 
died  in  1885. 

Mrs.  Jackson  was  the  oldest  communicant 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  of  which  her  husband 
for  many  years  was  a  vestryman.  She  was 
married  by  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  and 
in  her  early  life  she  was  active  in  all  parish 
work.  She  was  also  an  active  worker  in 
the  charities  of  the  city,  was  prominent  in 
the  establishment  of  the  Old  Ladies'  Llome 
and  the  Employment  Society;  was  a  char- 
ter member  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Associa- 
tion, a  life  member  of  the  Onondaga 
Historical  Societv  and  a  member  of  the 
1).  A.  P. 

Mrs.  Jackson  was  a  woman  of  unusual 
mentality  and  her  powers  of  observation 
and  perceptive  faculties  were  most  keenly 
developed.  She  was  a  most  interesting 
conversationalist,  and  Avas  held  in  high 
esteem  by  members  of  the  older  families  of 
the  city,  who  looked  upon  her  as  a  con- 
spicuous type  of  the  citizenship  of  Syra- 
cuse in  its  village  and  early  city  days. 
Sli;>  enjoyed  greatly  the  companionship  of 
her  friends  and  relatives  and  took  an  active 
Interest  in  events  of  daily  occurrence  in 
the    life    of    the    city,    the    State    and    the 


nation.  Of  a  large  family  of  brothers  and 
sisters  she  is  survived  by  hut  one,  <\  sister, 
Mrs.  William  W.  Williams,  of  Toledo,  O. 
She  leaves  two  children,  Mary  Jerome 
Jackson  and  Mrs.  S.  Gurnev  La  pi  mm. 
Miss  M.  J.  Jackson,  her  daughter,  was  for 
many  years  the  Principal  of  Keble  School 
for  Young  Ladies,  and  is  now  the  very 
efficient  President  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary of  the  Fourth  District. 


Elizabeth  Delancey  Forey  died  a1  St. 
Luke's  Llome  in  the  city  of  Ltica  on 
January  12th,  at  the  age  of  !M>  years.  A 
highly  educated  woman  herself  she  mar- 
ried a  minister  of  the  Baptist  denomina- 
tion, who  was  for  a  long  time  engaged  in 
teaching  in  the  South,  and  who  died  many 
years  ago.  Mrs.  Forey  spent  the  last  six- 
years  of  her  life  in  St.  Luke's  Home,  where 
she  astonished  all  who  came  in  contact  with 
her  by  her  retentive  memory,  not  only  for 
the  distant  past,  but  for  recent  events.  Her 
sense  of  humor  was  keen  and  her  interesl 
in  people  and  in  current  events  never 
flagged.  The  writer  has  spent  hours  listen- 
ing to  her  reminiscences,  which  were  un- 
usually interesting,  as  her  experience  had 
been  varied. 

Her  sight  and  hearing  indeed  were  de- 
fective, but  her  intellect  was  untouched  hy 
the  long  years  of  her  pilgrimage.  She  will 
be  greatly  missed  at  the  Home  by  all  who 
were  accustomed  to  visit  her  and  whom 
she  always  heartily  welcomed. 

Her  decline  was  gradual  and  almost 
painless,  and  she  quietly  fell  asleep  at  11 
o'clock  on  Saturday  morning.  The  funeral 
services  viae  held  in  St.  Barnabas'  Chapel 
in  St.  Luke's  Home  and  Hospital,  on  Sun- 
day afternoon,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bellinger 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  officiating.

Tier  experiences  differ  and 
It  is  not  necessary, 
therefore,  to  be  discouraged  by  the  tend- 
ency that  happens  to  be  strongest  in  any 
particular  period,  for  we  may  be  sure  on 
the  one  hand  that  it  is  not  new,  and  on  the 
other  that  it  will  pass  in  due  course  of 
time.  We  may  have  tendencies  now-a-days 
which  seem  to  be  dangerous,  and  one  of 
them  is  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
young  men  who  offer  themselves  for  the 
Holy  Ministry.  It  is  found,  however,  on 
investigation,  that  the  deficiency  is  chiefly 
among  the  sons  of  the  more  wealthy  and 
well-to-do  class.  Most  of  our  candidates 
now  come  from  families  in  very  moderate 
circumstances.  This  is  not  surprising  in 
an  age  like  this,  when  Baal  and  Moloch 
are  so  assiduously  worshipped,  and  we 
shall  only  have  to  wait  until  harder  times 
come,  when  the  Lord  shall  have  overthrown 
those  idols  once  more,  and  men  have  come 
back  again  to  an  appreciation  of  a  better 
inheritance  and  a  higher  success  than  those 
which  the  world  gives.  Such  a  change  will 
come,  we  may  be  sure.  And  in  the  mean- 
time we  must  make  the  best  of  present 
conditions.  Many  excellent  Clergymen 
come  from  the  families  of  the  poor;  bur 
since  the  educational  standard  of  the 
Church  for  her  Ministry  is  high,  the  po»  it 
young  men  often  need  help  in  reaching  ir. 
Some  of  them  are  very  brave  and  self- 
denying,  and  work  i'ov  their  own  support 
during  the  years  of  study  ;  hut  ir  is  not 
possible  for  all  oi'  them  to  pull  through  un- 
aided. In  years  gone  by  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese  had  his  own  Divinity  School,  for 
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which  he  required  assistance.  That  is  no 
longer  in  existence,  but  the  present  Bishop 
has  students  in  Hobart  and  St.  Stephen's 
Colleges  and  in  the  General  Seminary,  for 
several  of  whom  he  has  to  make  partial 
provision,  and  the  offerings  for  the  pur- 
pose have  fallen  off  very  much.  One  lady 
in  the  Diocese  has  given  a  very  generous 
scholarship  during  the  past  year,  which  is 
devoted  to  one  student.  Will  not  the 
Clergy  and  people  remember  that  an  offer- 
ing for  this  purpose  is  expected  in  this 
Diocese  "on  Easter  or  some  other  con- 
venient Sunday  ?" 

Tt  is  distressing  to  note  in  the  report  of 
offerings  for  general  missions,  from  this 
Diocese,  that  they  have  fallen  off  more 
than  four  hundred  dollars  from  the  com- 
paratively poor  accomplishment  of  last 
year.  To  the  1st  of  February,  1906,  the 
amount  was  $1,100.70 — to  the  same  date 
this  year  it  was  only  $763.87.  What  is 
the  matter?  Is  it  that  so  much  less  has 
been  contributed,  or  is  it  that  the  parish 
treasurers  a*re  keeping  the  money  back? 
In  either  case  can  not  the  Clergy  see  that 
there  shall  be  a  forward  movement,  and 
that  wo  do  not  fall  farther  behind  than  we 
have  been  heretofore?  Our  humiliation 
has  been  enough  already,  let  us  not  have 
to  bear  any  more  of  it.

We  would 
only  say  that,  while  we  want  all  important 
items  of  news,  we  cannot  spare  room  for 
too  many  details. 


The  Church  of  St.  John  the  Divine, 
Byeactjse. — The  Rev.  I.  M.  Merlinjones, 
Priest  in  charge.  At  this  Church,  on 
February  5th,  the  Rev.  I.  M.  Merlinjones 
held  a  service  for  the  Mothers'  Society, 
with  the   benediction   of   a   Litany   Desk, 

1  presented  in  memory  of  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  parish  and  a  faithful  communicant 
for  thirty-six  years.  A  brass  'tablet  bears 
the  inscription :  In  memory  of  Sarah  Land. 
"Lord,  I  have  loved  the  habitation  of 
Thine  house  and  the  place  where  Thine 
honor  dwell  eth." 

The  Memorial  was  provided  for  in  the 
will  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Sabine,  who  origin- 
ally built  the  Guild  House  at  St.  John's 
in  remembrance  of  her  husband,  Joseph 
Sabine,  and  left  a  small  fund  for  its  main- 
tenance. The  Mother's  Society,  of  which 
only  one  of  the  early  members   survives, 


was  begun  in  1871. 


St.  Joseph's  Chttkch,  Rome. — The 
Rev.  A.  L.  Byron  Curtiss,  Rector.  The 
somewhat  remarkable  cosmopolitan  char- 
acter of  the  work  as  it  is  now  carried  on  at 
St.  Joseph's,  was  illustrated  at  a  recent 
social  gathering  in  the  Guild  Hall.  At 
the  suggestion  of  the  Rector,  the  Vestry,  to 
promote  good  fellowship,  arranged  a 
banquet  for  the  members  of  the  choir  and 
officials  of  the  Church.  Over  fifty  people 
sat  down  to  the  tables.  Speeches,  recita- 
tions and  music  made  a  pleasant  evening 
pass  quickly.  Besides  native  born 
Americans  present,  the  following  countries 
were  represented  by  native  born  people: 
Germany,  Denmark,  Scotland,  England 
and  Wales.     "America"  was  sung  by  all, 


standing.  The  Dane  wielded  the  baton, 
the  Welsh  subject  of  Edward  VII  playing 
the  accompaniment. 

Time  was,  as  the  older  Church  people 
of  the  Diocese  know,  when  St.  Joseph's 
was  exclusively  German.  Xow  there  are 
not  above  a  dozen  of  the  original  congrega- 
tion living.  The  work  so  peculiarly  begun 
nearly  forty  years  ago  would  have  gone 
back,  or  down  altogether,  but  for  the 
vigorous  work  carried  on  general  lines 
the  last  few  years.  Each  year  now  sees 
the  parish  take  on  added  life  and  increased 
usefulness  in  its  administrations.  Ac- 
quisitions from  the  unattached  and  affilia- 
tions on  the  part  of  new  comers  to  Rome, 
are  the  ways  by  which  the. work  is  being 
gradually,  but  surely  strengthened  and 
enlarged.

E.  Warren  Saphore,  Rector  of 
All  Saint's  Church,  Syracuse,  with  his 
wife  and  her  mother,  had  a  narrow  escape 
from  tire  on  Sunday  morning,  February 
10th.  They  were  stopping  temporarily  at 
the  Hotel  Mowry  in  that  city,  awaiting 
the  settlement  of  their  new  residence,  hav- 
ing recently  moved  from  Watertown. 
Some  time  after  midnight  an  alarm  of  fire 
sounded  through  the  hotel,  and  they  had 
time  only  to  save  themselves.  Mr.  Saphore 
writes:  "I  went  out  without  shoes,  hat, 
coat  or  vest,  and  the  ladies  were  very 
scantily  clad.  Fortunately  we  had  sent 
our  trunks  to  our  house,  but  had  taken  to 
the  hotel  our  best  clothing  and  the  articles 
we  valued  most,  all  of  which  were  lost. 
But  I  feel  like  saying  that  we  saved  every- 
thing, for  we  escaped  with  our  lives,  un- 
injured, and  did  not  have  the  thrilling 
experience  that  some  of  the  guests  en- 
dured." 


The  Rev.  Ernest  Melville,  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Fayettville,  recently  had 
two  wonderful  escapes  from  possible 
injury.  Ash  Wednesday,  when  going  down 
the  hill  at  Jamesville,  where  he  had  been 
conducting  service  in  the  Church  of  which 
he  also  has  charge,  a  large  bob-sled  with 
about  a  dozen  young  people  on  it  ran  into 
him,  knocked  him  down,  and  threw  him 
behind  it.  Fortunately  no  bones  were 
broken,  and  lie  was  aide  to  get  up  and  pro- 
ceed on  his  homeward  way.  On  the  follow- 
ing Saturday,  when  he  was  on  a  train  on 
the  K.  W.  &  O.  R.  R.,  a  collision  occurred 
near  Adams,  in  which  one  man  was  killed 
and  a  great  many  severely  shaken  up. 
Mr.  Melville  writes:  "I  was  not  hurt  in 
either  ease,  and  I  thank  God." 


The  Rev.  E.  F.  H.  J.  Masse,  Rector  of 
St.  Luke's  Memorial  Church,  TJtica,  has 
been  very  ill  recently,  and  is  still  confined 
to  his  bed  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital  in  that 
city.

He  produced  a  very  pleasant  im- 
pression  wherever   he   went,    and   carried 
with  him  from  Utica  about  $200  for  his 
Church  building  scheme,    for    which    he 
made  special  appeal.

The  report  of  the  treasurer,  Mr.  Tilden, 
showed  some  of  the  self-supporting  parishes 
to  be  very  much  in  arrears  in  their  assess- 
ments for  Diocesan  Missions,  but  the  gener- 
ous offerings  of  Trinity  Church,  Water- 
town,  made  the  total  amount  good.

Sixth  District. 

The  100th  meeting  of  the  Convocation 
of  the  Sixth  Missionary  District  was  held 
at  Grace  Church,  Elmira,  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  February  5th  and  6th.

At  10  a.  m.  on  Wednesday  the  Holy 
Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Crydenwise,  at  which  service  the  Arch- 
deacon again  delivered  the  sermon. 

Immediately  after  this  service  the  Con- 
vocation assembled  for  a  business  session. 

After  the  opening  devotions,  the  roll  was 
called.  The  following  Clergy  were 
present  during  all  or  a  part  of  the  sessions 
of  the  Convocation  :  The  Archdeacon  ;  the 
Rev.  X.  S.  Boardman,  Dean;  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Crydenwise,  Mclvnight,  Hutchin- 
son and  Haydn. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the 
stipend  granted  to  Epiphany  Church, 
Truinansbiirg,  should  be  reduced  from 
$100  to  $72,  because  of  the  connection  of 
that  place  with  Romulus  and  AVillowdale. 


A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  thei 
assessment  for  Diocesan  Missions  as  levied 
by  the  District  be  reduced  to  $1,210,  which 
amount  includes  the  10  percent,  advance 
required  over  last  year,  and  that  this  re- 
duction be  distributed  pro  rata  among  the 
parishes  and  missions  of  the  District.  This 
action  was  taken  because  the  Sixth  District 
at  its  June  meeting  assessed  the  full 
amount  of  the  25  per  cent  increase,  a  part 
of  which  is  now  unnecessary,  the  salary  of 
the  Archdeacon  having  been  provided  from 
other  sources  for  the  first  year. 

The  Archdeacon  called  the  attention  of 
the  Convocation  to  the  resolutions  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Managers  requesting  the 
several  Districts  to  suggest  plans  for  com- 
bining the  Mission  Stations,  to  the  Bishop. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the 
Dean  appoint  a  Committee  of  three  to  in- 
clude himself  as  Chairman  to  carry  out 
the  suggestions  of  the  Board. 

The  Dean  accordingly  appointed  the 
Secretary  of  the  District  (Rev.  Mr. 
Haydn),  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  McKnight. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the 
thanks  of  the  Convocation  be  extended  to 
Grace  Parish  for  their  cordial  hospitality, 
and  that  the  regrets  of  the  Convocation  be  j 
expressed  to  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  at  his  ] 
inability  to  be  present,  with  assurances  of 
their  deep  sympathy  with  him  in  his  ill- 1 
ness. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  read  and 
accepted.  Many  of  the  Clergy  being  absent 
through  illness  and  other  causes,  it  was 
decided  to  omit  the  discussion  that  had 
been  planned. 

The  Convocation  then  adjourned.

Miss  Usher,  Treasurer,  reported  that  the 
District  had  paid  $3.03  more  than  its 
pledges,  all  but  three  parishes  having  con- 
tributed, and  all  but  one  parish  had  given 
something  toward  the  United  Offering, 
$266.80  having  been  given  this  year. 

Mrs.  C.  (>.  Irish,  Diocesan  President, 
made  a  most  earnest  and  interesting  ad- 
dress, calling  at  lent  ion  to  the  need  of 
workers  in  the  mission  field,  and  calling 
upon  every  woman  to  do  her  share  ot  the 
work,  in  her  own  parish,  by  her  prayers. 
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her  interest  and  gifts,  and  to  remember 
what  the  United  Offering  was — a  Thank 
Offering,  and  so  continuous,  not  an  offer- 
ing to  be  made  at  the  end  of  the  third  year, 
but  to  extend  over  three  years,  every  day 
or  week,  or  month. 

A  rising;  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Mrs. 
Irish  for  her  very  able  and  helpful  address. 

A  collection  amounting  to  forty  dollars 
was  taken  for  Rev.  F.  W.  Merrill — letters 
having  been  read  telling  of  his  resigning 
his  successful  work  in  Wisconsin  because  of 
failing  health. 

Prayers  were  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Shaw, 
Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer, 
and  the  meeting  adjourned. 

A  meeting  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  was 
held  at  four  o'clock,  when  Mrs.  Irish  made 
an  address  to  the  children. 


OBITUARY. 

John  D.  Bakrow. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Onondaga 
Historical  Association  recently  Dr.  John 
Van  Duyn  was  elected  a  director  for  one 
year  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  late 
John  D.  Barrow.  The  Association  adopted 
the  following  resolution  in  honor  of  Mr. 
Barrow : 

Wheras,  our  esteemed  friend  and  fellow 
director,  John  D.  Barrow,  has  been  taken 
from  us  in  the  fullness  of  years  and  useful- 
ness, this  Historical  Association  desires  to 
place  on  record  some  expression  of  its  deep 
sense  of  the  loss  sustained.  His  pure  and 
noble  life,  his  generous  and  genial  charac- 
ter, Id's  fondness  for  nature  in  every  place, 
his  arl  isl  lc  ability  and  poetic  taste,  his  deep 
interest  in  local  history  and  literature,  his 
unswerving  devotion  to  the  right,  are  traits 
well  known  and  read  of  all  men.  For  more 
than  sixty  years  a  citizen  of  Onondaga 
County,  he  was  proud  of  his  home,  and  it 
lias  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  him.  His 
frequenl  presence  in  our  councils  was  a 
mental  delight,  nor  did  his  plans  for  our 
pleasure  confine  themselves  to  these  rooms. 
Substantial  memorials,  Linked  with  his  work 
and  inline,  will  keep  his  memory  green, 
but  his  best  memorial  is  in  the  hearts  of  his 
friends.     To  express  their  esteem  and  love 


words  are  loo  cold.  Artist,  historian,  poet 
and  friend,  all  who  knew  him  will  miss 
him  greatly.  His  peaceful  departure  was 
the  fitting  end  of  a  quiet  and  loving  life. 
Tie  "came  to  the  grave  in  a  full  -age,  like  a 
shock  of  corn  cometh  in,  in  his  season.'7 

Resolved,  that  this  brief  memorial  be 
spread  on  our  minutes,  and  a  copy  be  sent 
to  the  family  of  our  departed  brother." 

Mr.  Barrow  was  a  resident  of  Skan- 
eateles  and  a  member  of  that  parish. 


Mrs.  Susan  Eliza  Clark. 

Although  some  time  has  elapsed  since 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Clark,  yet  it  is  never  too 
late  to  bear  witness  to  a  noble  and  saintly 
life,  and  for  that  reason  this  tribute  is 
recorded.  St.  Paul's  Church,  Oxford,  and 
the  Church  Militant  at  large,  lost  a  dear 
and  good  friend  when  God  in  His  infinite 
wisdom  called  this  loyal  Church  woman 
to  the  Church  expectant  in  Paradise. 

Mrs.  Clarke  was  born  in  Oxford  April 
9th,  1816.  Her  father,  the  Hon.  John 
Tracy,  was  at  one  time  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  the  State,  and  ivas  interested 
in  all  good  works  for  the  welfare  of  Oxford 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Vestry  and  Warden 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  will  ever  be  held  in 
faithful  remembrance.  His  spirit  of 
loyalty  to  the  Church  was  well  carried  out 
in  his  daughter,  for  during  her  life  she  was 
most  devoted  to  the  "faith  of  her  fathers," 
and  was  liberal  in  her  gifts  for  the  support 
and  enlargement  of  the  Church's  work. 
She  married  James  W,  Clark  of  Oxford,  a 
man  also  most  devoted  to  the  Church.  Mr. 
Clarke  was  the  founder  of  the  "J.  Winslow 
Clark  Scholarship,"  one  of  the  funds  of 
the  Diocese. 

it  is  worthy  of  note  that  Bishop  Brewer, 
as  a  young  man,  was  a  tutor  to  Mr.  Clark's 
son  Winslow.  After  Mrs.  Clark's  removal 
from  Oxford  to  New  York,  she  always 
maintained  her  connection  with  the  old 
home  and  Church,  and  took  great  interest 
in  their  life.  Her  influence  also  in  the 
growtli  and  well-being  of  the  Church  in  the 
great  center  was  marked,  as  one  of  the 
city  clergy  .has  well  said,  "A  sincere 
believer  in  the  principles  of  the  Gospel 
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and  a  consistent  member  of  the  Church;,  her 
Christian  faith  was  made  manifest  by  con- 
tinuous deeds  of  Christian  duty.'7 

After  ninety  years  of  a  well  spent  life, 
this  saintly  woman  entered  into  rest 
eternal  October  15th,  190G. 


Mr.  Charles  Williams  Mott. 

St.  John's  Church,  Oneida,  is  bereaved 
of  its  beloved  Senior  Warden,  Mr.  Charles 
Williams  Mott,  who  passed  into  the  rest  of 
Paradise  from  the  Algonquin,  Buffalo, 
!N\  Y.,  early  on  the  morning  of  February 
7th.  His  body  was  brought  home  and  the 
funeral  held  from  St.  John's  Church,  Sat- 
urday, February  9th,  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Wm.  R.  McKim,  being  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
George  G.  Perrine  of  Guilford,  a  former 
Rector,  and  for  years  a  warm  friend^of 
Mr.  Mott.  ,.    ,. 

For  35  years  Mr.  Mott  was  a  member  of 
the  vestry,  and  for  24  years  a  warden  of 
the  parish,  and  ever  a  faithful,  consistent, 
painstaking  Christian  and  official. 

One  of  the  sweetest  characters  one  could 
wish  to  know,  the  whole  principle  of  his 
life  seemed  to  be  self-effacement.  He 
many  times  represented  the  parish  in  the 
Diocesan  Convention  and  had  served  upon 
some  of  its  standing  committees. 

A  sad  fact  in  connection  with  this  notice 
is  that,  just  seven  days  and  fourteen  hours 
later,  Mr.  Mott's  youngest  brother,  who 
together  with  the  Rector  had  been  at  the 
bedside  in  Buffalo,  passed  away  at  his 
home  in  Oneida;  this  second  funeral  from 
the  same  family  taking  place  while  Mr.  C. 
W.  Mott's  widow  was  apparently  at  death's 
door  with  pneumonia. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  Mrs.  Mott  has 
since  improved  and  is  now  considered  out 
of  danger. — Wm.  R.  McKim. 


CHRIST  CHURCH,  GUILFORD. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

This  parish  was  organized  September 
9th,  1830.  Occasional  services  had  been 
held  here  previous  to  that  time  by  the  Rev. 
[Norman  H.  Adams,  Missionary  at  Una- 
dilla  and  Bainbridge,  and  others.  In  May, 
1830,   the  membership  had   increased  so 


largely  that  it  was  deemed  expedient  to 
have  regular  sendees,  and  the  Rev. 
Ephraim  Penderson  was  invited  to  take 
charge  of  the  work.  The  results  of  his 
labors  were  so  encouraging  that  on  Sep- 
tember 9th  of  that  year  a  parochial  organ- 
ization Avas  effected  under  the  name  of 
Christ  Church,  Guilford.  The  sermon  on 
that  occasion  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
Leverett  Bush.  The  parish  was  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Convention  in  the  year 
following,  October,  1831. 

~For  the  first  four  years  of  its  existence 
the  records  of  the  parish  are  incomplete, 
but  from  the  records  of  baptisms  it  appears 
that  after  Mr.  Penderson's  retirement  the 
parish  enjoyed  the  services  of  the  Reverend 
Messrs.  Huntington,  Pardee  and  Blakslee. 
During  this  interval  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  Bishop  Onderdonk,  visited  Guil- 
ford, and  not  only  confirmed  a  class  of  21 
but  added  a  considerable  number  to  the 
Church  by  baptism. 

On  September  31,  1S33,  a  movement 
was  begun  for  the  erection  of  a  Church 
building,  the  corner  stone  of  which  was 
laid  on  June  11th,  1834,  the  Rev.  F. 
Tremain  being  Rector,  on  a  salary  of  $1  ">v. 
In  1S35  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tremain  was  suc- 
ceeded by  the  Rev.  Seth  S.  Rogers,  who 
held  the  position  until  his  death  in  1838. 
The  Church  was  consecrated  during  Mr. 
Roger's  rectorship,  by  Bishop  Onderdonk, 
June  11,  1831,  on  which  occasion  the 
Bishop  expressed  much  pleasure  at  the 
growth  and  condition  of  the  parish. 

In  1839  the  Rev.  Mr.  Huntington  be- 
came Rector  of  the  parish  for  a  second 
term,  and  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  Asa 
Griswold  in  1811,  and  he  by  the  Rev.  R. 
F.  Bnrnham  in  1842, 

On  July  13th,  1845,  the  Rev.  ferae! 
Poote  became  Rector,  and  held  that 
position  for  nine  years.  During  his  rector- 
ship a  Rectory  was  purchased  and  the 
interior  of  tin1  Church  remodeled.  The 
first  arrangement  oi  the  interior  had  been 
what  Avas  known  as  the  "Three-decker" 
arrangement  of  pulpit,  desk  and  altar,  a 
style  commanded  by  Bishop  Elobart  as 
"affording  the  congregation  an  opportunity 
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to  see  every  part  of  the  service."  During 
this  period  contributions  for  Church  pur- 
poses were  greatly  increased,  being  in  1845 
$236.64,  almost  double  the  amount  of 
many  previous  years. 

The  succession  of  Rectors  since  Dr. 
Foote,  who  resigned  in  1854,  has  been  as 
follows :

1860;  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Saunders,  1860-

Hunter,  November,  1865,  to  Easter,  1868; 
Rev.  C.  M.  Mckerson,  July,  1868,  to 
August,  8,  I860 ;  Rev.  Geo.  Heaton,  M.A., 
May  1,  18T0,  to  'Nov.  1,  1872 ;  Rev.  H.  V. 
Gardner,  Jan.  1,  1873,  to  July  1,  1875  ; 
Rev.  W.  DeL.  Wilson,  July  1,  1875,  1880; 
Rev.  H.  M.  P.  Pearse,  Dec.  25,  1880,  to 
June,  1884:  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Berry,  Oct. 
1,  1884,  to  May  30,  1888:  Rev.  William 
J.  Wilkie,  July,  1888-1889;  Rev.  J. 
Hollister  Lynch,'  1889,  to  June,  1892; 
Rev.  Geo.  G.  Perrine,  Sept.  1,  1892. 

When  we  come  to  speak  of  the  lay  mem- 
bers of  this  Church  it  is  with  a  feeling 
of  regret  that  so  little  has  been  recorded  of 
"That  noble  army,  men  and  boys, 
The  matron  and  the  maid," 
Who  by  labor  and  gifts  have,  from  the 
first,  contributed  so  greatly  to  its  pros- 
perity. The  first  vestry  was  composed  of 
Xathan  P.  Holt  and  Charles  Bolt,  wardens, 
and  Daulphin  Murray,  Benj.  S.  Twitchell, 
John  F.  Whitney,  Eleazer  II.  Fitch,  Aaron 
Htayden,  Thomas  Dickinson,  Daniel  S. 
Dickinson  and  Jonah  Moses,  vestrymen. 
The  first  members  in  additional  to  those 
above  named  were  Benj.  Skinner,  Daniel 
T.  Dickinson,  Ellsworth  Phelps,  A.  E. 
Knapp,  J.  R.  Dickinson,  A.  C.  Moses, 
Eiram  Birdsall,  Clark  Dickinson,  Samuel 
A.  Smith,  Erastus  P.  Smith,  Orin  G. 
Merchant,  Alpheus  Johnson,  Tunis  Sharts, 
W.  Cable,  Daniel  P.  Cable,  William  D. 
Gilbert,  Orlando  S.  Gilbert,  Hiram  R. 
Merchant,  Zimri  Belden,  Caleb  Winsor, 
Wm.  Engersoll,  Roswell  A.  Morse,  W.  A. 
Starkey,  Geo.  Sharts  and  Jno.  D.  Lara- 
way. 


While  the  names  of  men  only  are 
recorded  here  it  is  safe  to  conclude  that  the 
better  half  of  the  membership  of  the 
Church  was,  as  so  often  happen,  made  up 
of  the  women. 

Erastus  P.  Smith  was  lay  reader  for  30 
years,  and  received  orders  in  the  Church 
after  he  became  60  years  of  age.  His 
sister,  Lucia  A.  Smith,  who  married  Dr. 
John  Clark,  and  was  a  most  earnest  and 
sincere  Christian,  died  about  a  year  ago 
in  her  90th  year.  The  time  would  fail  to 
tell  of  all  the  members  of  this  parish  who 
out  of  weakness  were  made  strong,  and 
many  of  whom  are  still  doing  good,  but 
mention  must  be  made  of  Louis  J.  Burton, 
M.  V.  B.  Winsoi,  Nathan  Delavan  and 
Charles  W.  Hayes,  who  for  long  time 
served  as  wardens ;  and  Andrew  P.  Mer- 
chant and  Wm.  O.  1ST  ash,  who  are  the 
present  holders  of  that  office.  Geo.  Brad- 
bury did  faithful  service  for  many  years 
as  lay  reader. 

Through  the  assistance  and  good  will  of 
many  former  members  co-operating  with 
the  earnest  efforts  of  the  present  friends 
and  members  of  this  parish,  many  great 
improvements  and  additions  have  been 
made  in  the  Church  and  Rectory.  A 
chapel  has  been  added  to  the  Church,  the 
chancel  deepened,  the  organ  chamber 
'enlarged,  the  interior  has  been  entirely 
ceiled  with  Georgia  pine,  beautiful  stained 
glass  windows  procured,  a  solid  oak  rereclos 
with  Mosaic  panels,  brass  pulpit,  lectern, 
prayer  desk,  font  cover,  altar  book-rest, 
new  chancel  rail  with  brass  standards  and 
Bible  and  Prayer  Books  for  lectern  and 
altar.  These  and  many  other  improve- 
ments both  to  Church  and  Rectory  have 
beeii  obtained  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $6,000. 

HISTORY  OF  ZION  CHURCH,  ROME,  N.  Y. 

(Continued  from  February  issue.) 

On  April  1,  1850,  the  vestry  voted  to 
purchase  a  lot  or  lots  on  which  to  build  a 
Church.  They  bought  at  the  corner  of 
Liberty  and  Washington  Streets ;  the 
portion  on  Liberty  Street  vacant ;  the  north 
end  on  Washington  Street  had  a  house  of 
two-stories  upon  it,  henceforth  to  be  the 
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rectory.  By  vote  of  the  vestry,  Messrs. 
Stryker,  Hatheway,  Bissell,  Hill  and 
Thomas  were  chosen  a  building  committee 
to  contract  with  builders  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  Church,  funds  to  pay  therefor  to 
be  raised  by  subscription,  Richard  Upjohn, 
architect,  of  'New  York,  was  consulted,  and 
agreed  to  furnish  plans  and  details,  May, 

1850.  The  building  committee  proceeded 
to  advertise,  and  consequently  contracted 
with  Joel  Gray  and  W.  Gawn  to  build  a 
stone  edifice,  and  with  Daniel  B.  Prince 
for  the  carpenters'  and  joiners'  work,  to  be 
completed  by  the  1st  of  May,  1851. 

The  work  was  commenced  about  15th  of 
August,  1850.  The  corner-stone  was  laid 
with  the  usual  ceremonies,  on  the  5th  of 
September,  a  large  concourse  of  people 
being  present. 

The  new  edifice  wras  open  for  divine 
service  on   Sunday,   the   16th  of  August, 

1851,  being  the  ninth  Sunday  after 
Trinity.  Service  and  sermon  were  by  the 
Rector.  Right  impressive  and  joyful  were 
the  services  of  that  day,  and  gladsome 
hearts  poured  forth  their  thanksgivings  to 
Almighty  God. 

The  completed  building  was  solemnly 
set  apart  and  consecrated  to  the  worship 
of  Almighty  God,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  W.  IT. 
Delancey,  on  the  25th  of  September,  1851, 
in  the  presence  of  a  goodly  company  of  the 
clergy,  and  a  large  concourse  of  people. 
The  following  day  the  Rev.  IT.  B.  Whipple 
was  instituted  Rector  of  the  parish  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson,  of  Geneva 
College,  preaching  the  sermon. 

On  January  22,  1852,  the  first  marriage 
vows  were  pronounced  in  the  new  Church, 
the  Rev.  Gurdon  Huntington  being  mar- 
ried to  Miss  Sarah  Sill,  of  Rome,  by  the 
Rector  of  the  parish. 

On  February  22,  a  notice  wTas  received 
from  the  vestry  of  Trinity  Church  of  a 
gift  of  $1,000,  to  enable  Zion  Church  to 


pay  off  its  indebtedness,  This  was  the 
second  gift  from  the  same  always  generous 
source,  bringing  its  donations  now  up  to 
the  sum  of  $1,500,  and  a  cordial  vote  of 
thanks  was  passed  by  the  vestry. 

By  leave  of  the  vestry,  the  Rector  of 
the  parish  spent  the  winter  of  1853  in 
Florida,  for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  im- 
paired by  overwork,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon 
M.  Bradley  supplying  his  place  while 
absent.  His  resignation  being  tendered  in 
March  succeeding,  the  vestry  on  vote, 
declined  to  receive  it,  and  tendered  to  him 
an  increase  of  salary. 

In  1856,  March  10,  the  Rev.  Rector 
sent  a  communication  to  the  vestry  an- 
nouncing a  call  to  Chicago,  and  his  con- 
clusion to  accept  it ;  whereupon  the  vestry, 
deeply  regretting  his  determination,  voted 
to  submit.  The  resolutions  passed  are  in 
full  in  the  Book  of  Minutes,  expressive  of 
their  sorrow. 

By  call  of  the  vestry  on  April  12,  lvr>7. 
the  Rev.  N".  Barrows  succeeded  to  the  rec- 
torship. During  the  first  year  of  his  in- 
cumbency a  new  and  superior  organ  was 
purchased  by  a  committee,  to  be  paid  by 
avails  of  a  subscription.  The  ladies  of  the 
society  lent  their  aid,  and  contributed 
largely  to  the  end.  A  beautiful  silver 
paten  for  the  Communion  was  also 
presented  to  the  Church  by  Mrs.  Barrows. 

In  August,  1863,  a  mortgage  for  about 
$1,000,  standing  against  the  Church,  was 
paid  by  subscription,  mostly  raised  by  the 
efforts  of  the  senior  warden.  On  the  5th 
of  March,  1864,  after  seven  years  of  faith- 
ful and  devoted  service,  the  Rev.  Rector 
tendered  his  resignation,  stating  that  reel 
from  parish  labor  was  absolutely  necessary. 
An  offer  of  rest  for  six  months,  or  even 
longer,  being  declined,  the  vestry  were 
contsrained  at  last,  sorrowfully,  to  accept 
his  resignation.

EASTER  GREETING. 

The  Gospel  Messenger  comes  to  its 
readers  at  this  time  with  a  joyful  Easter 
Greeting.     Easter  is  the  great  consumma- 
tion towards  which  we  have  been  looking 
during  Lent,  because  it  brings  the  assur- 
ance of  that  which  our  hearts  most  desire. 
If  we  be  dead,  indeed  unto  sin,  we  would 
rise  again  unto  righteousness.      If  for   a 
time  death  hath  dominion  over  our  mortal 
bodies,  we  long  to  know  that  that  dominion 
is  not  to  be  forever.     The  Resurrection  of 
our  Blessed  Lord  is  the  victory  over  death 
in  every  form.      Death  has   always  been 
man's  fear,  his  dread;  it  is  the  wrench  of 
the  spirit  from  the  body,  which  seems  to 
be  unnatural ;  and  though  it  is  really  the 
mercy  of  God  which  thereby  gives  rest  to 
the  weary  flesh,  yet  it  has  generally  been 
looked  upon  as  an  "enemy."     It  is  thus 
that  the  Apostle  characterizes  it,  when  lie 
'says,     "the     last    enemy    that     shall    be 
destroyed  is  death."      This  is  the  point, 
therefore,  which  gives  to  our  Lord's  resur- 
rection its  peculiarly  joyful  characteristic, 
it  is  the  completeness  of  its  victory,  that  in 
Him  the  old  enemy  Avas  not  able  to  carry 
on  its  most  distressful  work,  and  mankind 
is  assured  that  its  work  was  not  eternal.  He 
died — the    separation    between    soul    and 
body  took  place,  but  His  flesh  saw  no  cor- 
ruption, and  in  three  days  lie  was  restored 
again  to  the  completeness  of  His  manhood 
by  the1  re-uniting  of  His  Soul  and  Body, 
alive  for  evermore.      Not  only  alive,  but 
renewed  ;    His   body   Mas    "changed,"   and 
made  glorious,  spiritualized  and  lit  ted  for 
an  immortal  existence.     Indeed,  anything 
less  than  this  would  have  been  no  resurrec- 
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tion  at  all.  The  Jews  of  our  Lord's  day 
were  perfectly  familiar  with  the  idea  of 
the  existence  of  the  soul  after  death,  and 
in  fact  there  were  those  among  them  who 
believed  in  the  resurrection  of  the  body. 
Did  not  Martha  say  to  Christ,  speaking  of 
her  brother  Lazarus,  "I  know  that  he  shall 
rise  again  in  the  resurrection  at  the  last 
day  V  And  for  ages  before  Israel  came 
out  of  Egypt  the  people  of  that  ancient 
land  believed  in  the  continued  existence  of 
the  human  soul,  and  their  purpose  in  em- 
balming the  bodies  was  that  they  might  be 
of  use  to  the  souls  again  when  they  should 
come  back  to  live  in  them  once  more.  How 
absurd,  then,  to  imagine  that  all  the  excite- 
ment of  the  Apostles  and  other  Christians 
on  the  first  day  of  the  week  after  the  Cruci- 
fixion, all  the  change  that  took  place  in 
them  from  fear  and  discouragement  to 
boldness  and  confidence  and  willingness  to 
die  for  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and 
all  their  insistence  on  the  evidential  value 
of  the  Resurrection  in  their  preaching  of 
the  Gospel,  arose  from  the  fact  that  they 
had  seen  a  rjltost  which  they  imagined  to 
be  that  of  their  crucified  'Lord  !  Such  an 
idea  is  absolutely  ludicrous,  it  makes  fool- 
ishness of  the  Gospel  records  and  of  the 
whole  story  of  apostolic  work.      St.   Paul 


probably  knew  what  he  was  talking  about 
when    he   said,    "If 
your  faith  is  vain." 


Christ    be   not   raised 


Wo  would  call  attention  to  the  notice  in 
another  column  of  the  Church  at  Kendaia, 
of  which  constant  reports  have  recently 
been  given  showing  the  progress  of  the 
building  and  of  the  subscriptions  to  meet 
the  expense  of  it.  The  Church  is  now 
complete  and  in  use,  and  is  said  to  he  ex- 
ceedingly pretty  and  satisfactory;  but  the 
whole  cost  of  it  has  not  yet  been  made  up. 
The  Rev.  Win.  B.  Clarke,  Dean  of  the 
Fifth  District,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  E. 
Hubbard,  of  Waterloo,  have  very  bravely 
taken  the  burden  of  raising  f]1(.  money,  and 
have  made  themselves  responsible  for  the 
balance-,  in  order  to  secure  the  gift  of  $200 
from  the  American  Church  Building 
Fund,    The  people  of  the  village  have  done 


all  they  can  towards  it,  and  it  does  seenl 
as  if  there  must  be  a  good  many  throughout 
the  Diocese  from  whom  nothing  has  as  yet 
been  received,  who  might  soon  accomplish 
the  result  if  they  would  but  take  it  to  heart 
for  a  moment.  Thanks  are  due  to  those 
who  have  already  contributed,  and  we  hope 
some  of  those  who  have  not  will  be  heard 
from  before  April  17th. 


STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

The  versicles  and  responses  immediately 
following  the  Creed  in  Morning  and  Even- 
ing Prayer,  liturgically  called  suffrages 
or  preces,  are  considerably  altered  from 
those  in  the  English  Book.  In  that  there 
are  six  for  each  service,  and  the  language 
is  somewhat  different  from  our  American 
use.  At  first  we  had  but  two  in  each 
service,  as  we  have  now  in  Morning 
Prayer,  but  in  1892  the  six  were  restored 
in  Evening  Prayer,  with  certain  changes 
of  expression.  Instead  of  "O  Lord,  save 
the  King,"  we  have  "O  Lord  save  the 
State;"  a  form  which  does  not  need  to  bw 
changed  on  the  death  of  a  ruler.  Instead 
of  our  response,  "For  it  is  Thou,  Lord, 
only  that  makest  us  dwell  in  safety,"  thei 
English  Book  has,  "Because  there  is  none 
other  that  fighteth  for  us  but  only  Thou,  Cj 
God."  It. was  felt  by  our  revisers  that, 
while  these  words  may  have  a  spiritual 
interpretation,  and  may  be  applied  to  our 
internal  struggles,  they  have  rather  too 
belligerent  a  sound,  and  do  not  sufficiently 
accord  with  the  growing  sentiment  of  I 
Christian  people  against  war.  No  matter 
how  unrighteous  a  war  may  be,  every; 
nation  is  disposed  to  think  its  cause  is  just 
and  that  God  is  on  its  side.  It  is  not  well 
that  the  Prayer  Book  should  encourage 
any  such  feeling,  because  wars  for  conquest 
and  for  gain  are  by  no  means  done  with 
in  the  world  yet;  we  have  had  to  contem- 
plate their  horrors  in  very  recent  times. 
Another  change  from  the  English  Book  is 
that  the  Kyrie  and  Lord's  Prayer  are 
inserted  before  these  suffrages,  and  that, 
though  the  people  kneel  when  the  Minister 
says  "Let  us  pray,"  he  does  not  kneel  him- 
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felf  until  lie  comes  to  the  Collects.  This 
eeins  very  queer  to  Americans  when  they 
irst  see  it,  hut  it  is  a  remnant  of  the  old 
jkstom  that  the  Minister  stands  in  prayer 
ps  the  leader  and  representative  of  the 
>eople,  a  custom  which  we  still  retain  in 
he  Communion  Office,  where  the  one  who 
>fficiates  must  he  a  priest  and  where  his 
function  is  especially  emphasized.  It  is 
rue  that  the  English  Book  is  not  consistent 
n  this  point,  because  it  requires  the 
Minister  to  kneel  in  the  Collect's  and 
payers,  hut,  as  Mr.  Blunt  says,  the  revival 
)f  the  old  custom  throughout  "would  he 
■epugnant  to  natural  feelings  of  humility, 
vhile  at  the  same  time  the  established  usage 
nakes  a  good  ritual  distinction  between 
die  prayers  of  the  ordinary  offices  and 
lose  of  the  Eucharistic  Service." 

What  the  English  Prayer  Book  calk 
:he  "three  Collects"  are  those  for  "the 
ay,"  for  "peace,"  and  for  "grace"  or  "aid 
igainst  perils."  That  book  requires  all  of 
hese  to  be  said  both  morning  and  evening 
wery  day,  whereas  our  American  Book 
)mits  the  Collect  for  the  day  when  the  Holy 
uommunion  is  to  follow  immediately  after. 
That  collect  is  a  part  of  the  Communion 
Service,  and  the  using  of  it  in  the  daily 
ffices  is  the  link  which  connects  them 
with  it.  To  quote  again  from  Blunt,  "The 
:entral  point  of  all  Divine  Worship, 
owards  which  all  other  services  gravitate, 
md  around  which  they  revolve  like  planets 
round  a  sun,  is  the  great  sacrificial  act 
)f  the  Church,  the  offering  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist.  The  ordinary  services  are, 
therefore  connected  with  it  ritually  by  the 
use  of  the  Collect  for  the  day.  In  this  way 
the  Collect  fulfils  a  two-fold  office — it  con- 
nects Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  with 
the  Communion  Service,  and  it  strikes  the 
memorial  keynote  of  the  season,  linking 
on  the  daily  services  to  that  particular 
phase  of  our  Blessed  Lord's  Person  or  work 
which  has  been  offered  to  our  devotion  in 
the  Gospel  and  Epistle." 

The  difference  will  here  be  noted 
)etween  Collects  and  prayers,  as  the  words 
are  liturgically  used  in  the  Prayer  Book. 
"Collects"  are  short  forms  of  prayer  having 


reference  to  some  grace  for  which  we  ask, 
or  to  some  event  in  the  Christian  Year,  of 
which  we  seek  the  spiritual  benefit. 
"Prayers"  are  generally  intercessions  in 
behalf  of  persons,  particular  or  general, 
for  whom  we  desire  to  pray,  as  e.  g.,  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  the  Clergy 
and  People,  and  All  Conditions  of  Men ;  or 
else  they  are  petitions  for  special  occasions.

PAROCHIAL  NOTES. 
7aon  Church.,  Fulton. — The  Rev. 
Alex.  IT.  Grant,  Hector.  The  Rev.  Harry 
Sherman  Longley,  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Binghamton,  conducted  a  parish 
mission  in  Zion  Church,  Fulton,  for  eighl 
days,  beginning  February  4th.  The 
attendance  Avas  excellent  from  first  to  last, 
and  the  results,  so  far  as  man  may  judge, 
most  satisfactory.  The  niissioner,s  earnest 
and  straightforward  preaching  made  a 
deep  impression  upon  the  congregations, 
and  he  certainly  left  an  abiding  reputation 
in  this  city.  During  the  mission  he  ad- 
dressed the  men  of  one  of  the  large  manu- 
facturing establishments  at  the  noon  hour, 
and  everywhere  left  the  same  impression 
of  wholesome  Christian  manhood.  The 
Confirmation  class  of  twenty-three,  two 
weeks  afterward,  was  in  part  due  to  the 
mission  preaching,  and  the  entire  parish 
appears  aroused  and  quickened. 


T  junit  y  Church,  Fay  ett  i  ■:  v  1 1 .  i .  e. — 
On  Wednesday  evening,  March  6th,  the 
Eev.  Ernest  Melville,  Rector  of  this  parish, 
passed  away  very  suddenly  with  an  attack 
of  neuralgia  of  the  heart.  A  year  or  more 
ago  Mr.  Melville  was  ill  for  some  time  and 
compelled  to  take  a  rest  from  his  work. 
The  trouble  seemed  to  ho  with  the  heart, 
but  the  physician  said  that  there  wa- 
ne organic  disease  oi'  that  organ.  lie 
improved  very  much,  and  was  again 
carrying  on  his  work  as  usual,  with  no 
apprehension  of  so  sudden  an  ending.  'He 
had  a  meeting  of  one  oi'  the  parochial 
societies,  and  then  o(  the  Vestry,  and  was 
at  the  house  of  one  of  the  parishioners 
when  the  attack  came  on,  and  he  died  in 
twenty  minutes. 
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The  funeral  was  held  in  the  Church  on 
Saturday,  March  9th.  The  Bishop,  Drs. 
Coddington  and  Merlinjones,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Hyde  officiating.  The  other  Clergy 
present  were  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Burd,  Raynor,  Raymond, 
Saphore,  Johnson,  Empringham,  W.  B. 
Clarke,  Grant,  Hayward  and  Tanner.

It  depends  upon  the  Auxiliary  Branches, 
Parishes  and  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese 
whether  the  full  amount  is  in  hand  so  that 
the  $200  grant  from  the  Church  Building 
Eund  can  be  claimed  before  April  17. 
There  are  certain  parishes  and  whole  cities 
in  the  Diocese  which  have  not  done  any-1 
thing  for  this  Church.  Remember  it  is 
a  diocesan  matter,  and  the  whole  Diocese! 
ought  to  respond. 


Trinity  Church,  Syracuse.  —  The 
Rev.  H.  1ST.  Hyde,  Rector.  This  parish 
has  sustained  a  serious  loss  in  the  departure 
for  the  Canadian  North- West  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  H.  H.  Young.  Both  were  active 
and  self-sacrificing  workers  in  many  de 
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partments  of  Christian  activity.  Mrs. 
Young  was  organist  and  teacher  in  the 
primary  division  of  the  Sunday  School, 
and  was  particularly  zealons  and  energetic 
in  Woman's  Auxiliary  work.  She  had  just 
completed  a  term  of  office  as  President  of 
the  Trinity  Branch.  Mr.  Young's  helpful- 
ness was  of  noteworthy  scope,  and  may 
serve  to  show  how  much  a  truly  consecrated 
layman  can  do  for  the  cause  of  Christ  in  a 
city  parish.  As  Vestryman  and  Clerk  he 
was  always  present  at  meetings  and  always 
on  time;  moreover  he  invariably  dis- 
charged with  business-like  efficiency  the 
individual  or  committee  duties  assigned  to 
him.  He  sang  in  the  choir  until  appointed 
Lay  Reader  at  the  Shelter;  then  he  read 
service  and  a  sermon  there  every  Sunday 
morning  at  ten  o'clock,  rain  or  shine,  re- 
turning to  the  Parish  Church  in  time  Jor 
the  offertory  and  in  time  to  miake  his 
presence  felt  substantially  in  that  part  of 
the  worship.  After  church  he  taught  the 
largest  class  of  boys  in  the  Sunday  School 
— when  he  began  with  it,  one  of  the  small- 
est.. Sunday  afternoons  he  frequently 
read  service  at  some  one  of  the  missions  in 
town  or  out  of  town.  In  the  evening  he 
was  again,  without  fail,  in  church,  this 
time  to  act  a,s  usher,  to  collect  the  offering 
and  to  say  a  word  of  courteous  cordiality 
to  visiting  men.  Twice  a  month  he  con- 
ducted the  Brotherhood  meeting  after 
evening  service.  The  parish  chapter  of 
the  Brotherhood  owes  its  resumption  of  life 
entirely  to  him,  and  at  the  same  time  he 
organized  and  established  the  Junior 
Chapter,  giving  to  the  latter  every  one  of 
his  Wednesday  evenings  out  of  a  strenuous 
business  life.  He  was  always  present  at 
the  State  Conventions  of  the  Brotherhood, 
usually  with  a  delegation  of  boys  to  look 
after,  and  sometimes  with  important  com- 
mittee work  to  do.  He  was  also  President 
of  the  Syracuse  Local  Assembly.  In  the 
Diocese  Mr.  Young  was  a  frequent  attend- 
ant at  Convention,  though  only  once  dele- 
gate, lie  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  Diocesan  Missions  and  was 
Treasurer  of  the  Fourth  Convocation. 
This  is  an  exceptional  record  of  usefulness, 


and  it  is  doubtful  if  it  can  be  equalled, 
much  more  surpassed,  by  any  one  layman 
in  the  American  Church.  The  Rector  and 
people  of  Trinity  Church  are  justified  in 
feeling  that  a  great  gap  is  made  in  their 
parish  life  and  work  by  the  removal  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Young. 

Two  new  Vestrymen  have  been  elected 
to  fill  vacancies  in  the  board  of  Trinity 
Church,  Syracuse,  Mr.  J.  W.  Bustin  and 
Dr.  George  R.  Kinne.  Both  have  come 
into  the  Church  and  have  been  confirmed 
during  the  incumbency  of  the  present 
Rector  of  the  parish. 

A  system  of  pledges  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions has  been  put  in  operation  in  this 
parish,  and  is  bringing  very  gratifying 
returns.  Without  any  general  solicitation 
of  the  parish  ninety  persons  have  pledged 
to  give  one  dollar  a  year  for  this  object; 
the  pledge's  being  payable  in  monthly  con- 
tributions of  ten  cents  for  ten  months  of 
the  year. 

Popular  lectures  are  given  in  Trinity 
Parish  House  on  alternate  Mondav  niffhts 
and  bring  out  a  good  attendance  of  parish- 
ianers  and  neighbors,  a  majority  being 
men.  Among  recent  speakers  and  subjects 
have  been  the  following:  Dr.  John  Van 
Duyn  on  "Education  and  Athletics;"  Mr. 
Geo.  W.  Driscoll  on /'Non-partisanship  in 
Municipal  Politics;''  the  Rev.  Karl 
Schwartz  on  "The  Causes  of  the  Crus- 
ades;" Prof.  Earl  E.  Sperry,  Ph.D..  on 
"The  Crusades  and  their  Results;"  the 
Rev.  Jeremiah  Zimmerman,  \).\).,  on 
'Three  Months  in  the  Holy  Land:"  the 
Rev.  Ivan  M.  Merlinjones,  D.D.,  on 
"Catholic  Usages;"  and  the  Rev.  A.  A. 
Jaynes,  B.D.,  on  "Student  Life  in  \Y\\ 
York." 

Mr.  David  jST.  Phinney  will  soon  com- 
plete his  thirty-fourth  year  of  service  on 
the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church.  Ho  tries 
to  resign  occasionally,  but  both  Elector  and 
people  moan  that  he  shall  be  Senior 
Warden  as  long  as  ho  lives,  or  at  least  until 
he  lias  served  fifty  years. 


The  new  St,  John's  Church,  Clayville, 
was  opened  for  Divine  Worship  on  Sun- 
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day,  March  3rd.  The  Archdeacon  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion,  and 
preached  the  sermon. 


Tjuxity  Church,  Seneca  Tales. — 
The  Rev.  W.  B.  Clarke,  Eector.  During 
the  last  four  years  this  Church  of  many 
memorials  has  been  further  adorned  by 
important  additions  to  its  beauty  and  use- 
fulness. The  close  of  the  tenth  year  of  the 
present  Rectorship  was  marked  by  the  gift 
of  Mrs.  DeLancey  Partridge  of  a  large 
transept  window  in  memory  of  her  mother, 
Mrs.  Fanny  M.  Morris,  one  of  the  oldest 
communicants  of  the  parish.  The  window, 
from  the  Tiffany  Studio,  is  a  copy  of  Hoff- 
mann's painting  of  the  three  holy -women 
at  the  sepulchre  on  the  first  Easter  morn- 
ing. Soon  after  the  chancel  was  enlarged, 
newly  carpeted  and  furnished  with  seven 
quartered  oak  choir  stalls,  gifts  of  individ- 
uals and  organizations  of  the  parish. 
Three  of  the  stalls  are  memorials,  one  hav- 
ing been  given  by  the  Trinity  Church 
Guild  in  memory  of  a  loyal  and  devoted 
member,  Harriette  L.  Lathrop  ITtley,  one 
in  memory  of  the  Hon.  Frederick  S.  Gibbs, 
given  by  Mrs.  Gibbs,  and  the  other  given 
by  Mrs.  Philo  Cowing  in  memory  of  her 
son,  Charles  Herbert  Cowing.  Vestments 
were  provided  for  a  choir  of  forty  choris- 
ters ;  a  memorial  processional  cross,  of  brass 
with  oaken  staff,  was  given  as  an  Easter 
offering  by  the  Misses  Scheline  in  memory 
of  their  father,  and  a  pulpit  of  rare  beauty 
in  carved  oak  and  brass  was  presented  by 
Mrs.  X.  H.  Becker  in  memory  of  her  hus- 
band, who  died  and  was  buried  at  sea.  At 
the  last  Advent  season  a  lancet  window, 
also  of  Tiffany  make,  (and  the  thirteenth 
memorial  window  in  the  Church,)  was 
placed  in  the  nave,  by  Mrs.  M.  R.  Silsby 
in  remembrance  of  her  little  grandson, 
Jack  Silsby  Feck,  who  died  after  months 
of  patient  suffering.  It  represents  our 
Lord  laying  His  hand  in  blessing  on  the 
hear]  of  a  little  child,  whose  upturned  face 
expresses  trustful  adoration.  At  the  same 
time  with  these  interior  improvements  a 
very  important  work  has  been  accomplished 
in   the  building  of  the  great  stone  tower, 


which  replaces  the  one  erected  when,  the 
Church  was  built  in  1885,  and  which  had 
been  pronounced  unsafe.  The  present  one 
is  square  with  battlemented  top  surmounted 
by  the  cross,  and  is  a  "lesson  in  stone"  of 
strength  and  stability.  Another  improve- 
ment has  been  the  decoration  of  the  chapel 
in  the  basement  of  the  Church.  The  money 
for  this  purpose  was  given  by  the  Sunday 
School. 


ORDINATION. 

On  Friday,  March  1st,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  the 
Rev.  Harrison  W.  Foreman,  Assistant 
Minister  of  Grace  Church,  Utica,  where 
the  Ordination  took  place.  There  were 
present  of  the  Clergy,  besides  Dr.  Bellim 
ger,  Rector  of  the  parish,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Harding,  Coley,  Cooke,  Bentley,  Burd, 
Higgins,  Clarke,  Doolittle  and  F.  C. 
Smith.  The  service  began  with  Morning 
Prayer  at  half-past  nine,  which  was  said 
by  Messrs.  Coley  and  Burd.  Archdeacon 
Cooke  preached  the  sermon  from  the  text 
St.  Luke  10 :  2,  CiPray  ye  therefore  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  would  send 
forth  laborers  into  His  harvest."  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Smith,  with  whom  the  candidate  had 
been  working  for  the  past  eight  months  in 
Boonville  and  its  vicinity,  presented  him 
to  the  Bishop.  The  ladies  of  the  Volunteer 
Choir  came  in  just  at  that  time,  and  sang 
in  the  Veni  Creator  Spiritus,  and  hymns, 
and  all  the  Clergy  united  in  the  laying 
on  of  the  hands.  The  newly  ordained 
Priest  began  his  work  in  Grace  Church 
from  that  time. 


PERSONALS. 

The  Rev.  Russell  Todd,  at  one  time  a 
Missionary  in  this  Diocese,  died  at  his 
home  in  Lansing,  Michigan,  February  25, 
1907,  aged  77  years.  Among  other  places 
Mr.  Todd  had  charge  of  the  Missionary 
station  of  Augusta,  Oriskany  Falls, 
Clark's  Mills,  and  Chenango  Forks,  and  it 
was  during  his  incumbency  that  the 
Churches  in  those  places  were  built;  Mr. 
Todd — having  learned  the  art  of  carving 
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- — doing  the  greater  part  of  the   interior 
decorations  with  his  own  hands. 


The  Rev.  E.  F.  PI.  J:  Masse,  Rector  of 
St.  Luke's  Church,  ITtica,  of  whose  illness 
we  spoke  last  month,  lias  improved  very 
much,  and  is  hopeful  of  being  soon  restored 
to  his  usual  health.  He  will  not  be  able, 
however,  to  take  charge  of  his  parish  work 
for  some  weeks,  and  the  Rev.  John  M.* 
Rich  Avill  supply  services  during  the 
present  month. 


The  Rev.  Dr.  R.  M.  Duff  has  been 
prevented  by  serious  illness  from  holding 
any  services  in  his  jurisdiction  since  the 
first  of  February.  He  is  now  recovering, 
and  hopes  to  be  soon  able  to  resume  his 
duties.

HISTORY  OF  TRINITY  CHURCH,  SENECA 
FALLS. 

The  parish  was  organized  January,  13, 
1831,  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  Franklin 
Institute  of  "male  persons  of  full  age,  who 
worship  according  to  the  rites  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,"  and  who 
assembled  in  accordance  with  a  notice 
legally  given.  The  Rev.  Reuben  Hubbard 
was  called  to  the  chair;  John  Morgan 
acted  as  secretary,  and  on  motion  of  Gary 
V.  Sackett,  a  resolution  was  passed  to  in-

corporate  under  the  name  or  title  of  "The 

"Rector,   Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen 

of  Trinity  Church  of  Seneca  Falls. 

The  Rev.    Reuben'  Hubbard   was   then 
I 

made  Rector ;  Lewis  Bixby  and  John 
Isaacs  were  elected  wardens,  and  Gary  V. 
Sackett,  Anthony  Dey,  John  Morgan, 
Samuel  Payne,  Senter  M.  Giddings, 
George  E.  Freeman,  Stephen  B.  Gay,  and 
Chancey  F.  Marshall,  Vestrymen.  A  cer- 
tificate of  incorporation,  signed  by  the  Rev. 
Reuben  Hubbard,  Abner  !N\  Beardsley, 
and  Stephen  S.  Viele,  was  drawn  up,  and 
on  the  11th  of  February  was  duly  acknowl- 
edged before  Luther  F.  Stevens,  "First 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for 
the  County  of  Seneca,"  and  recorded  in  the 
Seneca  County  Clerk's  Office  on  the  25th 
day  of  March,  1831. 

From  this  time  services  were  regularly 
held  in  "Bixby's  school-room-,"  in  the 
second  story  of  "Hill  and  Peck's  building, 
which  still  stands  on  Cayuga  Street,  two 
doors  above  the  Stanton  House. 

On  the  7th  day  of  August,  1831,  the 
Rt  Rev.  Benj. '  T.  Onderdonk,  D.D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  visited 
the  parish  and  administered  the  rite  of 
confirmation,  the  service  on  that  occasion 
being  held  in  the  Baptist  Church. 

At  the  Easter  election  in  1832,  Senter 
M.  Giddings  was  elected  warden  in  place 
of  John  Isaacs,  the  latter  becoming  one  of 
the  Vestrymen,  and  the  names  of  J.  M. 
Woodward,  George  Arnold  and  Abram 
Bartlett  first  appear  as  Vestrymen.  The 
Rev.  Reuben  Hubbard  resigned,  and  was 
succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Seth  Davis. 

On  the  26th  of  December,  J.  M.  Wood- 
ward, Anthony  Dey  and  Samuel  Payne 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  "draw  up  a 
subscription  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
new  Church  in  Seneca  Falls,"  and  in 
January,  1833,  a  lot  on  Bayard  Street  was 
purchased  of -Ansel  Bascom  for  $500,  one- 
half  the  amount  being  paid  in  money  and 
the  other  half  in  "Church  scrip."  Two 
weeks  later  a  building  committee  was  ap- 
pointed, consisting  of  three  of  the  Vestry- 
men, and  James  Shethar,  and  it  was 
decided  to  build  the  Church  of  stone;  but 


the  Vestry  afterwards  voted  to  build  the 
basement  of  stone  and  the  superstructure 
of  wood,  the  "plan  of  the  Church  at  Ged- 
desburg"  being  adopted  for  the  new  edi- 
fice. 

In  July  of  this  year,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis 
was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Jesse  Pound  ; 
the  work  of  building  was  actively  com- 
menced, and  on  the  18th  day  of  November, 
1833,  the  corner  stone  was  laid  with  ap- 
propriate ceremonies  by  the  Rev.  J.  C. 
Rudd,  D.D.,  Auburn.  Xew  names  on  the 
vestry  at  this  date  were  those  of  Moses  I.. 
Doming,  S.  L.  H.  Ward  and  Elijah  Web- 
ster. 

From  December,  1833,  up  to  the  time 
of  the  completion  of  the  church  edifice, 
services  were  held  in  "the  large  room  over 
the  Post  Office,"  in  the  building  now  stand- 
ing on  the  north-east  corner  of  Bayard  and 
Ovid  Streets.  On  Sunday,  July  27,  1834, 
the  new  Church  was  opened  for  divine 
.service,  and  on  the  morning  of  September 
10,  it  was  consecrated  by  Bishop  Onder- 
don,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Jesse  Pound,  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Lucas  of  Auburn,  and  the  Row 
Richard  S.  Mason,  D.D.,  of  Geneva.  In 
the  evening  a  class  of  fifteen  persons  was 
confirmed  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Pound  resigned  in  April. 
1835,  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev 
Robert  Campbell,  who  officiated  as  mis- 
sionary until  October,  1836,  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  Rev.  Henry  Tullidge,  who 
also  officiated  at  Montezuma  during  a  por- 
tion of  the  year  1838.  With  five  lay  dele- 
gates, Mr.  Tullidge  represented  this 
parish  in  the  primary  Convention  of  the 
first  Diocese  of  Western  Now  York,  which 
convened  at  Geneva  on  November  1st, 
1838,  and  elected  the  Rev  William  11. 
De  Lancey  first  Bishop  oi'  the  new  Dio    - 

The  Rev.  Charhs  (J.  Aviv  came  to  the 
parish  in  L839;  and  was  made  Elector  in 
April,  1810.  In  the  following  year,  Dex 
tor  E.  Bloomer  took  the  place  oi'  Anthony 
Dey  as  Warden,  and  Joeiah  T.  Miller 
became  Vestryman,  holding  that  office  con- 
tinuously up  to  the  time  of  his  removal  to 
the  neighboring  parish  of  Waterloo  in 
1883.     The  Rev.  Den  jam  in  Franklin  sue- 
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ceeded  Mr.  Acly  in  August,  1844,  but 
resigned,  because  of  ill  health,  in  July, 
1845.  In  1844,  John  Fitch,  who  had  been 
a  member  of  the  Vestry  since  1835,  was 
made  warden,  and  retained  that  office  until 
his  departure  for  the  West  in  1884. 

The  Rev.  Ruins  Murray  became  Rector 
in  1846,  and  was  followed  in  1849  by  the 
Rev.  Malcolm  Douglass.  In  1851  the  Rev. 
Charles  Woodward  was  made  Rector  and 
remained  untill  1855.  In  May,  1854,  a 
new  bell  was  placed  in  the  tower  of  the 
Church,  and  some  needed  changes  and  im- 
provements were  made.  In  1855,  the  Rev. 
John  M.  Guion  was  called  to  the  rectorship 
of  the  parish,  which  now  became  self- 
sustaining,  no  longer  receiving  the  mission- 
ary stipend  heretofore  allowed.  In  1856, 
a  new  organ  and  font  were  purchased,  and 
three  years  later  the  Church  was  enlarged 
and  improved  at  an  expense  of  about 
$2,000.00.  A  recess  chancel,  vestry  and 
organ  chamber  were  added,  and  the  seat- 
ing capacity  of  the  Church  increased  by 
the  addition  of  more  than  thirty  pews.  At 
the  same  time  a  stained  glass  window  was 
placed  in  the  chancel. 

When  in  the  early  days  of  1861,  there 
rang  through  the  land  a  call  for  volunteers 
to  defend  and  maintain  the  integrity  of  the 
Union,  the  sons  of  ever-loyal  Trinity  were 
among  the  first  to  respond.  Three  full 
companies  were  speedily  enrolled  in  Sececa 
Falls,  and  upon  the  eve  of  departure,  by 
special  invitation,  the  command,  in  which 
two  sous  of  the  Rector  had  enlisted,  at- 
tended service  at  the  Church  in  a  body. 
With  full  ranks  and  even  tread  they  filed 
slowly  info  the  sacred  edifice,  and  placing 
their  banner  upon  the  steps  of  the  altar, 
benl  reverently  the  knee  before  the 
eternal  Cod  of  battles,  while  the  white- 
robed  priest  invoked  His  blessing  upon 
their  flag. 

As  the  parish  continued  to  grow  and 
prosper,  in  1863  it  was  decided  to  build  a 
rectory  upon  a  lot  donated  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Junior  Warden,  Mr.  Frederick  I. 
Swaby.  The  projeel  was  ma  tori  ally  aided 
by  l lie  generosity  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Ahunford, 
a  former  member  of  the  parish,  who  by  her 


will,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  $2,000  to  be 
used  for  that  object. 

In  18(37  occurred  the  death  of  Carlton 
W.  Seeley,  who  since  1838  had  been  an 
active  member  of  the  Vestry. 

The  first  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese 
of  Central  ATew  York  was  held  at  Utica  in 
1868.  Trinity  parish  was  represented  by 
Edward  Wynderse,  George  M.  Guion  and 
Lansing  S.  Hoskins,  the  Rector  being  also 
present  and  preaching  the  Convention  ser- 
mon. 

In  1870,  a  mission  was  started  in  the 
north-western  part  of  the  village,  and  was 
maintained  with  success  until  in  1879  it 
was  merged  into  the  regular'  congregation 
of  the  parish,  many  of  its  members  becom- 
ing active  and  influential  supporters  of  the 
Church. 

In  the  spring  of  1873,  the  Rev.  Warren 
C.  Hubbard,  then  in  Deacon's  Orders,  was, 
by  the  request  of  the  Rector,  made  assist- 
ant, and  by  his  earnest  labors  in  the  parish 
very  materially  advanced  its  interests. 
During  this  same  year,  the  Vestry  resolved 
to  solicit  funds  for  the  puropse  of  building 
a  new  Church,  but  after  something  like 
$14,000  had  been  promised,  the  attempt, 
owing  to  the  extreme  financial  depression 
existing  at  the  time,  was  abandoned,  and 
the  old  Church  edifice  somewhat  repaired 
and  beautified  continued  to  be  used. 

In  1874  the  parish  was  called  upon  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  another  influential  mem- 
ber of  the  vestry,  Mr.  Charles  B.  Keeler, 
who  in  1867  had  been  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Seely. 

Two  years  later,  warned  by  failing 
health,  Dr.  Guion  felt  compelled  to 
relinquish  the  rectorship,  and  in  February, 
1876,  after  nearly  fifty  years'  service  in 
the  ministry,  twenty-one  of  which  had  been 
spent  in  earnest,  faithful  and  efficient 
labor  in  this  parish,  which  during  that 
period  had  grown  from  weakness  to 
strength  and  become  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant in  the  Diocese,  he  tendered  his 
resignation  to  take  effect  May  1st.  At  a. 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  after 
full  consultation  with  the  members  of  the 
parish,  it  was  in  a  series  of  very  compli- 
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mentary  resolutions,  unanimously  voted 
"that  Dr.  Guion  be  declared  Rector 
emeritus,  with  an  annual  salary  of  four 
hundred  dollars  and  the  full  uses  of  the 
Rectory  so  long  as  he  shall  remain  in  the 
parish."  At  the  same  time  an  invitation 
was  extended  to  the  assistant,  the  Rev. 
Warren  C.  Hubbard,  to  become  Rector, 
which  being  accepted,  the  new  Rector 
entered  upon  his  dutoies  May  1st,  1876. 
On  February  1st  of  the  following  year, 
however,  he  resigned  to  accept  the  rector- 
ship of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Brooklyn.  Dur- 
ing his  brief  rectorship  occurred  the  death 
of  the  Hon.  George  R.  Daniels,  a  Vestry- 
man of  twenty-two  years'  standing,  and  one 
of  the  most  influential  citizens  of  Seneca 
Falls. 

At  Easter,  April  1,  1877,  the  Rev.  C. 
Mcllwaine  ^Nicholson  became  Rector.  For 
the  preceding  two  months  the  parish  being 
without  a  Rector,  the  Rev.  W.  D'Orville 
Doty,  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Waterloo,  in 
addition  to  his  own  parish  duties  not  only 
held  weekly  services  in  the  Church,  but,  at 
the  request  of  the  Vestry,  instructed  and 
prepared  a  large  class  for  confirmation. 

In  duly,  1878,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Guion 
finished  his  earthly  labors  and  was  called 
to  the  rest  of  Paradise.  His  character  and 
work  still  bear  fruit.  The  record  of  his 
life  was  so  deeply  graven  in  the  hearts  of 
his  parishioners,  and  his  many  virtues  were 
held  in  snch  estimation  by  the  entire  com- 
munity, that  even  to  this  day  he  being  dead 
yet  speaketh.  The  spontaneous  tributes  to 
his  memory  tendered  at  the  time  of  his 
death  by  the  various  Churches,  not  only  of 
his  own,  but  differing  creeds,  as  well  as  by 
civic  organizations  in  this  and  other  local 
ities,  together  with  the  eulogies  of  the 
secular  and  religious  press,  proved  con- 
clusively that  he  Avas  loved  and  respected 
by  all.  " 

Mr.  Nicholson  resigned  in  August,  1880, 
and  until  December  of  the  same  year  the 
parish  was  temporarily  in  charge  of  the 
Rev.   S.  W.   Strowger.     In  December  the 


Rev.  R.  G.  Quennell  assumed  the  rector- 
ship and  applied  himself  vigorously  to  the 
upbuilding  of  the  parish. 

The  year  1883  being  the  semi-centennial 
of  the  parish,  the  anniversay  was  fittingly 
celebrated  by  the  inauguration  of  a  move- 
ment for  a  new  building,  which  finally 
culminated  in  the  present  stone  structure 
on  East  Fall  Street,  the  lot  being  donated 
by  Mrs.  George  M.  Guion.  The  corner 
stone  was  laid  June  2,  1885,  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  John  Brainard  of  Auburn,  The  Rev. 
Joseph  M.  Clarke,  D.D.,  uncle  of  the 
present  Rector,  preaching  the  sermon.  The 
completed  Church  was  opened  on  Easter 
Sunday,  April  25,  18SG,  with  impressive 
services.  The  edifice  is  architecturally  one 
of  the  finest  in  the  county.  The  entire 
cost  of  building,  site  and  foundation,  was 
$40,000,  and  a  debt  of  $13,000  remained 
at  the  time  of  its  completion. 

In  1884  Mr.  Quennell  was  called  to 
Christ  Church,  Binghamton,  and  the 
parish  passed  temporarily  under  the  care 
of  the  Rev.  Franklin  W.  Bartlett.  In 
May,  1SS5,  Mr.  Lansing  S.  Hoskins  waa 
made  Senior  Warden;  Mr.  Wm.  B. 
Lathrop,  a  Vestryman  since  1877,  being 
elected  Junior  Warden. 

On  July  5,  1SS5,  the  Rev.  II.  M". 
Denslow  assumed  the  rectorship,  and  under 
his  wise  and  efficient  leadership  the  parish 
continued  its  prosperous  growth.  By 
strenuous  efforts  the  debt  was  raised  and 
the  Church  was  consecrated  September  UK 
1800,  by  the  Jit.  Rev.  F.  D.  Huntington, 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  a  num- 
ber of  clergymen,  in  the  presence  of  a  large 
congregation.  In  the  spring  of  ls'.,*>>.  Mr. 
Denslow  received  a  call  to  become  chaplain 
of  Kenvon  College,  Gambier,  Ohio,  and 
resigned  his  rectorship  dune  15. 

The  Rev.  Win.  Hours  Clarke  became 
Rector  September  15,  1893.  Of  his  rector- 
ship the  most  significant  fact  is  that  it  is 
the  longest  hut  one.  in  the  history  of  the 
parish,  being  exceeded  onlv  by  that  of  Dr. 
Guion.

We  have  had  applications  from  two 
ladies  for  remunerative  parish  work. 
They  are  both  accustomed  to  visiting, 
carrying  on  guilds  and  societies  of  various 
sorts,  looking  after  the  poor  and  the  sick, 
and  ministering  in  many  ways  under  the 
direction  of  the  Rector.  If  there  be  any 
parishes  in  the  Diocese  in  which  such 
workers  are  needed,  we  should  ho  glad  t<» 
hear  from  them,  and  to  put  them  in  com- 
munication with  one  or  other  of  the  per- 
sons desiring  positions. 

PARISH  REGISTERS. 
The  importance  of  parish  records  and 

of  their  careful  preservation  has  been 
spoken  of  in  our  columns  more  than  oner. 
There  is  one  feature  in  connection  with 
the  subject  which  presents  itself  par- 
ticular^ at  this  time,  when  so  many  of  the 
Clergy  are  changing  their  parishes;  and 
thai  is,  the  list  of  communicants  and  parish- 
ioners with  addresses.  Such  a  list,  as 
every  Clergyman  must  know,  is  o\  the 
greatest  possible  assistance  to  an  incoming 
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Rector,  and  it  is  really  most  unjust  to  him. 
to  leave  him  without  it.  His  work  in  call- 
ing upon  and  becoming'  acquainted  with 
his  parishioners  is  made  ten  fold  more 
difficult  if  there  be  no  such  list  for  his 
use.  And,  of  course,  the  Parish  Register 
should  be  left  with  the  Senior  Warden, 
when  the  parish  becomes  vacant,  and  never 
taken  away,  lest  it  should  be  lost.  A  Lay 
Reader  conducted  services  in  one  of  our 
missions  for  two  or  three  summer  months 
a  few  years  ago,  and  when  he  left  took  the 
Register  with  him,  and  it  was  lost.  Of 
course  it  was  a  mistake  to  allow  a  Lay 
Reader  to  take  the  book  away  from  the 
Warden's  house ;  it  should  be  kept  there 
until  a  Rector  or  Missionary  comes  to  take 
charge,  and  then  put  into  his  care.  In 
every  parish  that  is  able  to  have  a  fire- 
proof safe  in  the  Parish  House,  or  Vestry- 
room,  the  Register  should  be  kept  there, 
and  when  the  Rectorship  becomes  vacant 
let  the  Warden  take  the  key.  Records 
are  valuable  property,  and  require  the 
same  safe-keeping  as  other  valuables. 

The  Clergy  are  jealous,  and  rightly  so, 
about  intrusions  into  their  parishes  by 
other  Clergymen  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
forming religious  services  of  one  sort  or 
another,  and  especially  marriages.  One 
ot  our  Rectors  in  the  country  writes: 
"Twice  within  a  year  1  have  had  'my  dig- 
nity ruffled'  by  intrusions  into  my  (aire 
by  priests  of  the  Diocese  who  ought  to  know 
bettor."'  Of  course  such  intrusions  are  un- 
canonical,  and  equally  of  course  they  arc 
discourteous.  Each  one  should  be  par- 
ticular to  ascertain  whose  jurisdiction  he 
wishes  to  invade,  and  ask  permission  of 
the  Elector  in  charge  before  consenting  to 
take  part  in  services  beyond  his  own 
sphere. 


THE  HAGUE  PEACE  CONFERENCE, 

The  following  letter  was  received  last 
month,  and  the  Bishop  al  once  appointed 
a  Committee,  consisting  of  Hie  Rev.  \Y.  W. 
Bellinger,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  A.  R.  15.  Hege^ 
man,  Mud  the  Hon.  Cha's.  Andrews,  to 
draft  suitable  resolutions  to  be  presented 


to  the  approaching  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  which  resolutions  will  also  be 
found  below. 

The  following  prayer  is  authorized  for 
use  in  the  Churches  of  this  Diocese  until 
the  close  of  the  Conference  in  June: 

uO  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  our  only  Savior,  the  Prince  of 
Peace,  give  us  grace  seriously  to  lay  to 
heart  the  terrible  evil  and  the  unnecessary 
Avickedness  of  war.  Make  us  to  understand 
that  Thine  own  principle  of  arbitration 
applies  to  national  dissension  as  well  as 
to  individual  strife;  and  so  rule  the  minds 
and  govern  the  hearts  of  the  peoples  of  the 
world,  that  the  time  may  speedily  come 
when  war  shall  be  no  more,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.     Amen.

The  interest  of  the  churches  in  the  Con- 
ference of  1899  was  most  influential 
towards  its  success.  At  a  critical  moment 
in  its  proceedings,  when  the  German  mem- 
bers declined  to  co-operate,  the  government 
authorities  at  Berlin  were  told  of  numer- 
ous letters  and  were  shown  cablegrams  of 
approval  from  America,  which  testified  to 
widespread  sympathy  for  its  purposes.  A 
prayer  set  forth  in  its  behalf  by  the  Bishop 
of  West  Texas  is  said  to  have  had  great 
weight  in  impressing  the  authorities  with 
American  earnestness.  Accordingly  the 
German  delegates  were  instructed  to  act 
with  their  colleagues,  and  the  most  benefic- 
ent peace  assembly  in  history  was  enabled 
to  accomplish  its  work. 

1  £  the  Second  Conference  can  be  brought 
before   the    Diocesan    Conventions   of  the 
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Church  in  the  form  of  addresses  and 
resolutions,  or  if  special  prayers  for  its 
work  are  set  forth  for  use  in  public 
worship,  the  cause  of  international  justice 
and  fraternity  will  he  greatly  promoted 
and  perhaps  this  Conference  will  he  made 
even  more  beneficial  than  the  first.  The 
assistance  of  the  Bishops  as  influential 
leaders  of  public  opinion  is  therefore 
urgently  solicited. 

Resolutions  or  other  messages  should  be 
addressed  to  the  State  Department  at 
Washington  or  to  the  American  delegation 
at  the  Hague.

The  Bishop,  Clergy,  and  Laky  of  the 
Diocese  of  Central  New  York  in  Conven- 
tion assembled,  desire  to  place  upon  record 
an  expression  of  their  hearty  sympathy 
with  the  efforts  of  the  Hague  Conference, 
to  promote  peace  among  the  nations, 
through  arbitration  of  national  differences. 
The  interests  of  the  world  are  largely  con- 
nected with  securing  the  peaceful  settle- 
ment of  international  controversies. 
Christianity  and  civilization  alike  demand 
that  wars  shall  cease,  and  if  this  cannot  be 
fully  accomplished,  their  evils  may  be 
greatly  mitigated  by  the  adoption  by 
nations,  of  rules,  having  for  their  purpose 
such  a  modification  of  the  laws  of  war 
as  shall  protect  neutral  powers  and 
property,  and  encourage  humane  treatment 
of  those  exposed  to  its  casualties.  This 
Convention  hails  the  Hague  Conference1 
as  a  sign  of  peace,  and  an  omen  of  the  ap- 
proach of  a  time  when  nations  will  cease 
to  seek  pretexts  for  war,  but  will  seek  to 
adjust  their  differences  through  the  arbi- 
tration of  an  impartial  tribunal.  It  is 
directed  that  this  minute1  be  entered  in  full 
in  the  records  of  the  Convention,  and  ho 
published.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 
Tin;  Litany. 
Before  the  Reformation  the  Litany  was 

generally  used  in  processions  around  the 
Church,  and  included  many  invocations  of 
the  saints.  When  it  was  put  into  English, 
however,  and  became  a  part  of  the  Bo<<k 
of  Common  Prayer,  those  invocations  were 
omitted,  and  it  was  ordered  to  be  said  at 
one  place  "in  the  midst"  of  the  Church. 
This  was  the  origin  of  the  Litany  Desk 
"between  the  porch  and  the  altar." 

The  Litany  proper  consists  of  four  parts, 
called  the  invocations,  deprecation-.  <>l>- 
secrations  and  supplications.  The  invoca- 
tions are  the  first  four  addresses  to  the 
Holy  Trinity;  and  are  to  be  said  respon- 
sively  by  minister  and  people,  as  they  are 
printed,  not  at  the  same  time  by  both. 
This  is  so  plainly  intended  in  the  Prayer 
Book  that  there  is  no  direction  given  to 
that  effect.  When  the  congregation  is  r<> 
join  with  the  minister  the  rubric  directs 
it  so,  and  consequently  when  the  words 
are  repeated  in  italics  it  is  taken  for 
granted  that  they  will  be  said  separately. 
The  almost  universal  custom  in  the 
Church,  received  by  tradition  from  the 
fathers,  confirms  this  view. 

The  deprecations  are  the  petitions  which 
immediately  follow  the  invocations,  and 
have  the  response,  "Good  Lord,  deliver 
us."  They  include  the  things  that  we 
dread  and  Avish  to  avoid.  In  commenting 
on  the  response  in  this  part  of  the  Litany. 
Bhml  says  in  his  Annotated  Prayer  Book, 
"It  is  much  to  be  observed  that  this  suppli- 
cation and  the  whole  of  what  follows  down 
to  the4  words,  ()  Christ,  hear  us,'  is  one 
continuous  act  of  worship  offered  to  our 
Blessed  Lord  ;  and  it  is  this  which  gives 
the  Litany  such  peculiar  value  in  days 
when  His  Divinity  is  too  of  ten  but  faintly 
realized."  We  may  learn  from  this  fact, 
also,  what  the  emphasis  ought  to  be  on  the 
woivU,  "Son  of  God,  we  beseech  Thee  to 
hear  us."  Since  we  have  been  addressing 
the  Son  of  CiO(\  all  along  till  we  reach  these 
words,  there  is  certainly  no  change  in  them 
which  requires  to  be  emphasized. 

The     obsecrations     arc     those    petitions 
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Avliicli  call  for  deliverance  by  the  great 
saving  events  in  our  Lord's  life,  "By  the 
mystery  of  Thy  holy  Incarnation,  etc," 
and  the  fact  just  stated  of  the  whole  being 
addressed  to  Him  is  confirmed  by  them. 

The  supplications  include  the  remain- 
der of  the  Litany  down  to  the  Agnus  Dei 
and  the  .  Suffrages,  as  that  part  is  called 
which  concludes  the  whole.  The  name 
"Litany  and  Suffrages"  which  was  given 
to  the  office  in  the  First  Prayer  Book  of 
Edward  VI.  implies  that  there  was  orig- 
inally a  distinction  between  the  two  parts ; 
but  the  whole  has  been  included  under  the 
title  of  aThe  Litany"  since  1552.  The 
General  Thanksgiving  is  not  attached  to 
this  office  in  the  English  Book ;  and  in  the 
Ordinal  the  office  concludes  with  the 
prayer,  "We  humbly  beseech  Thee,  O 
Father,  etc,"  so  that  we  may  regard  what 
follows  that  prayer  in  our  ordinary  use  of 
the  Litany  as  not  strictly  belonging  to  it, 
though  we  may  not  omit  that  ending  of  it, 
seeing  it  has  been  attached  to  it  by  the  au- 
thority of  our  American  Church. 

People  who  have  not  been  brought  up  in 
the  Church,  and  consequently  are  not  fa- 
miliar with  the  use  of  the  Litany,  are  apt 
to  feel,  when  they  first  hear  it,  that  it  has 
too  many  "vain  repetitions."  But  it  is  not 
really  so,  because  it  is  only  the  people's 
response  that  is  repeated  many  times.  The 
special  petition  offered  by  the  Minister  is 
different  every  time,  and  the  separating  of 
those  petitions  into  many  short  utterances 
is  merely  an  extension  of  the  principle 
adopted  in  the  Collects,  which  are  short 
prayers,  each  one  followed  by  the  people's 
Amen;  the  purpose  being  to  keep  the  at- 
tention of  the  worshippers  and  to  engage 
them  in  the  devotions  with  earnestness  and 
thoughtf nlness.  Those  who  become  accus- 
tomed to  the  Litany  and  enter  into  its 
spirit  find  it  a  very  helpful  and  inspiring 
form  of  prayer.

Trinity  Church,  Syracuse. — The 
Rev.  Eenry  X.  Hyde,  Rector.  Shortly 
after  Easter  we  had  the  following  news 
from  the  Rector  of  this  Parish:    "We  had 


a  most  delightful  Easter  Day,  with  all  the 
evidences  of  parochial  prosperity — three 
large  congregations,  278  Communions, 
$750  in  offerings.  Our  Organist,  Mr. 
Eenner,  has  accepted  a  position  in  St. 
Mary's  Church,  Buffalo,  and  his  place  is 
to  be  supplied  by  Mr.  Howard  E.  Bailey. 
At  the  Easter  election  Mr.  Phinney  in- 
sisted on  withdrawing  from  the  Vestry, 
and  Mr.  StansfLeld  was  made  Senior  War- 
den in  his  place,  Mr.  J.  L.  Humbert  com- 
ing in  as  Junior  Warden.  Mr.  G.  C. 
North  has  been  elected  to  the  Vestry.  At 
one  time  Mr.  North  was  a  Vestryman  of 
the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Divine  in 
Syracuse.  In  early  years  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Sunday  School  in  the  parish  of 
which  he  has  now  become  one  of  the  of- 
ficers. 


Christ  Church,  Guilford. — The  of- 
ferings in  this  Church  on  Easter  Sunday, 
for  General  Missions,  were  sufficient  to 
pay  the  balance  of  the  apportionment  for 
the  year,  $43.81 ;  in  addition  to  which  the 
Sunday  School  gave  $12  ;  and  the  offer- 
ings during  Lent,  amounting  to  $10,  were 
sent  to  Bishop  Brewer.  On  Tuesday  even- 
ing in  Easter  Week  a  farewell  reception 
was  given  by  the  members  of  the  parish 
and  others,  to  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  George 
G.  Perrine,  and  his  family,  when  gifts 
amounting  to  $54  were  presented  to  them.

While  it  is  with  the  feeling  of  sorrow 
that  we  sever  the  tie  that  bound  us  to- 
gether, yet  we  cannot  but  wish  you  and 
your  family  godspeed  in  your  departure 
from  Guilford  and  express  the  fervent 
prayer  that  God  will  abundantly  bless 
your  labors  in  your  new  field  of  work,  and 
give  you  there  such  affection  and  love  as 
you  and  your  family  have  won  for  your- 
selves among  the  people  of  Christ  Church,'

St.  Andrew's  Church,  Utica. — The 
Rev.  James  Winslow  Clarke,  Bector.  The 
new  Church  erected  by  this  Parish  was 
opened  on  Easter  Day.  From  its  projec- 
tion in  1890  as  a  Mission  of  Grace 
Church,  St.  Andrew's  has  grown  rapidly, 
until  to-day  it  has  one  of  the  handsomest 
Churches  in  the  city.  Ground  for  the  new 
building  was  broken  August  6,  1906,  and 
the  erection  of  the  edifice  was  placed  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  architect,  Mr.  G. 
Edward  Cooper.  The  foundation  is  of 
bluestone  rising  seven  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  ground;  the  style  is  Gothic.  The 
Church  has  a  seating  capacity  of  300. 
Two  memorials  were  used  for  the  first 
time  on  Easter  Day,  a  brass  lectern,  given 
in  memory  of  Mrs.  Louise  Tompkins  Doo- 
little,  and  brass  vases  in  memory  of  Mrs. 
Martha  Ann  French.  The  offering, 
which  was  for  the  building  fund,  was 
$1,300.  The  old  dhiirch  has  been  re- 
moved to  the  rear  of  the  lot  and  will  be 
used  as  a  Parish  House. 


Church  of  St.  John  the  Divine. 
Syracuse. — The  Bev.  I.  M.  Merlinjones, 
D.  D.,  Bector.  Dr.  Merlinjones,  who  has 
been  in  charge  of  St.  John's  for  several 
months  and  has  done  a  very  satisfactory 
work,  has  recently  accepted  an  appoint- 
ment to  the  Rectorship. 


St.  Pail's  Church,  Holland  Pat- 
k-xy. — The  Rev.  Edward  Burdick  I )<»<»- 
little,  Rector.     On  Easter  Day  this  Parish 

was  the  recipient  of  a  beautiful  solid  silver 
Flagon  for  the  Communion,  the  gift  of 
Miss  Clara  C.  Fuller,  a  communicant  of 
St.  Paul's,  in  memory  of  her  uncle.  Im- 
mediately following  the  Introit,  the  Rector 
announced  the  gift  to  the  congregation  and 
offered  a  suitable  prayer  of  consecration. 
The  Flagon  is  a  splendid  addition  to  the 
Communion  vessels  of  the  Parish,  and 
bears  the  engraving  I.  H.  S.  and  also  the 
inscription,  In  Memory  of  Charles  Mer- 
row  White,  Easter,  1907.

Calvary  Church.,  Utica. — The  Rev. 
E.  Huntington  Coley,  Rector.  The  tenth 
anniversary  of  the  Rectorship  of  the  Rev. 
Mr,  Coley  Avas  observed  by  an  appropriate 
service,  held  on  the  first  Sunday  after 
Easter.  On  that  occasion  the  Rector 
preached  a  sermon  in  which  he  reviewed 
the  wTork  done  during  his  incumbency  and 
spoke  of  the  many  evidences  of  growth  and 
prosperity  in  the  present  life  of  the  Parish. 
On  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  April  9th,  a 
reception  was  held  at  the  Parish  House, 
which  was  attended  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Clergy  of  Utica  and  several 
hundred  parishioners  and  friends.  At  a 
recent  meeting,  the  Vestry  adopted  resolu- 
tions of  hearty  congratulations  and  appre- 
ciation of  Mr.  Coley 's  faithful  and  efficient* 
labors,  and  voted  a  substantial  increase  of 
salary. 


St.  John's  Mission,  Phoenix. — This 
Mission  was  established  in  February,  1903, 
by  the  Rev.  H.  G.  Coddington,  D.D.,  of 
Syracuse,  and  a  regular  Sunday  service  has 
been  maintained  since  that  time  by  the 
Rev.  James  Empringham,  the  Rev.  Karl 
G.  Heyne,  the  Rev.  Wm.  W.  Raymond, 
Mr.  Wallace  Burch  and  Mr.  Luther  L. 
Weller,  with  occasional  help  from 
other  Clergymen  and  Lay  Readers.  The 
first  service  was  held  in  Grange  Hall,  and 
for  short  periods  the  little  company  of 
worshippers  assembled  in  Masonic  Hall, 
Windsor  Opera  House,  and  the  Congrega- 
tional Church,  until  in  1906,  a  dwelling 
house  belonging  to  Mrs.  Cornelia  Dean  and 
Mrs.  Lucy  Smith,  members  of  the  Church,, 
was  secured  at  a  price  considerably  below 
its  A^alue.  By  their  own  efforts,  and  aided. 
by  the  Bishop  and  other  friends,  the  parish- 
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loners  were  enabled  to  fit  the  first  floor  of 
this  building  foT  purposes  of  public 
worship.  It  is  centrally  located  and  the 
interior  is  comfortahle  and  attractive.  The 
members  of  the  Mission  are  anxious  to 
secure  funds  with  which  to  pay  the  balance 
>f  $600.00  due  on  the  purchase  price,  and 
hope,  in  time,  to  be  able  to  erect  a  Church 
building  on  the  site.  In  March,  1007,  the 
Mission  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Arch- 
deacon, and  the  Dean  of  the  District,  and 
at  present  is  being  served  by  Mr.  Luther 
L.  Weller,  Lay  Reader  and  Candidate  for 
Holv  Orders.  "  Phoenix  has  1,500  or  1,800 
inhabitants,  and  is  fifteen  miles  north  of 
Syracuse  on  the  northern  branch  of  the 
Xew  York  Central  Railroad. 


PERSONALS. 

The  Rev.  Oliver  Owen,  Rector  of  St. 
Tames'  Church,  Clinton,  died  suddenly  at 
the  Rectory  on  Saturday  evening,  April 
13th.  Mr/ Owen  went  to  Clinton  in  18S2 
and  was  for  a  few  years  engaged  in  teach- 
ing. He  became  Rector  of  St.  James  in 
1886,  and  was  Dean  of  the  Second  District 
for  eight  years  from  1892.  The  funeral  was 
held  from  the  Church  on  Wednesday,  April 
7,  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bell- 
inger, otficiating.  A  large  number  of 
friends  were  present,  including  the  follow- 
ing Clergy:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Allen, 
Bentley,  Burd,  Clarke,  Coley,  Cooke,  Doo- 
little,  Foreman,  Higgins,  Harding,  Par- 
er,  Rogers  and  Stafford.

Eor  the  last  three  years  of  her  life,  J 
though  confined  to  her  home  the  greater  I 
part  of  the  time  by  a  painful  illness,  her  I 
gentle  patience  and  submission  to  God's  I 
will  were  an  inspiration  to  all  who  had  I 
the  blessed  privilege  of  her  acquaintance. 

The  remains  were  taken  to  her  home  in  j 
Jacksonville  and  the  funeral  services  held  I 
from  her  parish  Church  at  Trumansburg. 


Isr  Memoeiam. 

The  Rev.  Ernest  Melville, 

Eayetteville,  K   Y. 

The  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Central 
!New  York  and  other  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
present  at  the  funeral  of  their  late  friend 
and  brother,  the  Rev.  Ernest  Melville, 
Rector  of  Eayetteville  and  Jamesville, 
K  Y,  on  the  ninth  day  of  March,  1907, 
desire  to  record  their  affection  and  respect. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Melville  was  admitted  to 
Holy  Orders  after  many  years  of  useful- 
ness as  a  preacher  in  the  Baptist  De- 
nomination. In  consequence  of  careful 
and  prayerful  investigation  he  was  led  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  seek  admission  into  the 
sacred  ministry  of  the  Church,  and  he  was 
ordered  Deacon  in  1895,  and  advanced  to 
the  Priesthood  in  1896,  by  the  Right  Rev. 
the  Bishop  of  Albany.    With  ripe  scholar- 
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ship,  and  in  the  sweet  spirit  of  the  Divine 
Master,  he  served  the  Church  efficiently 
and  well.  He  was  a  man  of  gentle  dis- 
position and  large  sympathy.  He  was 
wise,  patient  and  trustful,  and  was  a  loyal 
friend.  But  the  chief  characteristic  of  his 
life  was  the  simplicity  and  purity  of  his 
faith  in  God  and  man. 

His  influence  will  long  be  felt  in  the 
parishes  which  he  has  served.  The 
memory  of  his  Christian  character,  of  his 
|odly  life  and  sudden  death,  cannot  fail 
to  awaken  in  the  hearts  of  men  a  desire  to 
diow  forth  in  behalf  of  the  living,  while 
mind  and  heart  may  be  cheered  and 
kindled  thereby,  those  tokens  of  love  and 
respect  and  saintly  fellowship  which  are 
often  withheld  in  silence  until  evoked  by 
an  open  grave. 

To  the  bereaved  widow  we  have  little  oi 
this  world's  consolation  to  offer:  -we  com- 
mend her  to  the  care  and  tender  mercy  of 
our  Heavenly  Father,  Who  is  too  Avise  to 
err,  and  too  kind  to  afflict  willingly  the 
children  of  men;  Who  alone  with  sustain- 
ing comfort  relieveth  the  fatherless  and 
widow.

HISTORY  OF  ZION  CHURCH,  GREENE,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

Zion  Church  was  organized  March  12, 
1833,  under  the  title  of  The  Rector, 
Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  Zion 
Church,  in  the  town  of  Greene  and  the 
County  of  Chenango.  Frederick  Juliand, 
D.  W.  Garrett,  Francis  Tremayne,  Charles 
Squires  and  Charles  Cameron  witnessed 
the  articles  of  organization.  The  names  of 
the  first  Vestry  are,  Charles  Cameron  and 
Joseph  Juliand,  Wardens;  Robert  Mouell, 
Klijah  Rathbone,  William  Hatch,  Charles 
Squires,  Alvah  Hunt,  George  R.  Lyon, 
John  Winter,  Adam  (i.  Ramsom,  Vestry- 
men. Soon  after  the  organization,  steps 
were   taken   to  build   a   suitable   Church. 


Application  for  aid  was  made  on  August 
1st,  1833,  to  Trinity  Church,  New  York. 
which  resulted  in  a  donation  of  $500. 
Inspired  by  this,  the  Vestry  passed  a 
resolution  on  September  0th,  1833,  to 
build  a  Church,  and  Charles  Cameron, 
Joseph  Juliand  and  Elijah  Rathbone  were 
appointed  the  building  committee.  To  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Xew  York  in 
October,  1831,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tremayne 
reports  that  the  Church  is  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  Bishop  Onderdonk,  in  his  ad- 
dress to  the  same  Convention,  says:  "On 
the  24th  of  August,  1831,  it  being  the 
thirteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  the 
Methodist  Chapel  at  Greene,  Chenango 
County,  1ST.  Y.,  I  ordained  to  the  Prio-r- 
hood  the  Rev.  Francis  Tremayne,  mission- 
ary there."  .  The  parish  register  states  that 
the  Bishop,  on  that  day,  baptized  John  and 
Margaret  Winter,  Willis  and  Evelina 
Sherwood  and  Margaret  Crandall,  adults. 
These  five  with  nine  others  were  confirmed 
by  him  on  that  day.  This  is  the  first  record 
of  a  confirmation  in  Zion  Church.  In  this 
class  were  confirmed  two  from  Bainbridge 
and  one  from  Binghamton.  The  first 
Senior  Warden,  Charles  Cameron,  with 
his  wife,  and  Frederick  and  George  Jul- 
iand were  members  of  this  class. 

The  Church,  40x55  feet  with  tower,  was 
completed  at  the  close  of  the  year  18:51  at 
a  cost  of  $2,187.00.  An  organ  was  pur- 
chased in  1831  for  $100.  The  labors  oi 
the  Rev.  Francis  Tremayne  ended  with 
February  Gth,  1835.  During  his  ministry 
of  a  little  over  three  years  lie  baptized  nine, 
buried  eight,  and  presented  fourteen  for 
confirmation. 

On  the  first  day  of  August.  1835,  began 
the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  John  Visger  Van 
Ingen  "at  a  salary  o(  $300  and  any  excess 
of  pew  rent  above  thai  sum/*  Through  his 
indefatigable  efforts  in  behalf  of  the 
Church,  it  grew  in  strength  very  rapidly, 
lie  was  advanced  to  the  Priesthood  by  the 
Rt  Rev.  B.  T.  Onderdonk.  0.0.,  in  Zion 
Church,  June  7th,  L836.  The  debt  mi  the 
Church  Inning  been  extinguished,  it  was 
consecrated  on  the  day  before  the  ordina- 
tion. 
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At  this  visitation,  which  was  his  second, 
Bishop  Onderdonk  baptized  two  adults  and 
two  children,  confirmed  twelve  presented 
hv  the  vouno-  deacon,  one  of  which. 
William  Wilson,  is  still  a  communicant  of 
Zion  Church. 

On  November  14th,  1839,  Frederick 
Eugene  Barnard,  then  a  young  man,  re- 
turned from  New  York  and  took  charge  of 
the  choir.  In  18-12  the  Vestry  received 
for  the  erection  of  a  parsonage  thereon  a. 
lot  valued  at  $350  from  the  Hornby  estate 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Hon.  John 
Greig.  The  Rectory  was  soon  completed 
at  a  cost  of  over  $1,000,  $50  of  which  was 
"given  by  Trinity  Church,  Coventry,  as  an 
acknowledgment  for  the  services  of  the 
Rector  in  the  past  seAren  years." 

In  1830,  when  the  Diocese  of  New  York 
was  divided  by  the  eastern  boundary  of 
the  Diocese  of  Central  New  Y"ork  into  the 
two  Dioceses,  New  York  and  Western  New 
Yrork,  Zion  Church,  Greene,  was  honored 
by  having  its  Rector  elected  Secretary  of 
the  Primary  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
AYestern  New  York.  In  Bishop  De- 
Lancey's  Convention  address,  October  4th, 
1839,  is  the  mention  of  the  institution  of 
the  Rev.  J.  V.  Van  Ingen  as  the  Rector  of 
Zion  Church.  The  Rev.  Dr.  P.  A.  Proal, 
Plica,  preached  the  sermon  on  that  occa- 
sion. The  rectorship  of  the  Rev.  J.  V. 
Van  Ingen  closed  on  April  15th,  1844. 

Without  delay  the  Rev.  Alfred  Louder- 
heck,  formerly  Missonary  at  Owego  and 
Richford,  Tioga  County,  N.  Y.,  took  up 
the  work  and  remained  in  charge  until 
May  26th,  1845.  The  parish  was 
vacant  until  August  1st,  1845,  when  the 
Rev.  William  E.  Eigenbrodt  of  New  Hart- 
ford, X.  Y.,  was  called  to  the  rectorship. 
1 1  is  duties  closed  on  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1846.  The  Rev.  William  D.  Wil- 
son, afterward  most  prominent  in  educa- 
tional and  clerical  work  in  the  Diocese  of 
Central  New  York,  became  locum  tenens 
September  4th,  1840,  and  remained  in 
charge  until  the  Rev.  Ferdinand  Rogers 
was  called  from  Brownville  and  Dexter, 
Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  on  October  12, 
1846.       During    these    short    rectorships 


twenty-four  were  baptized,  and  the  Rev. 
W.  D.  Wilson  presented  three  for  confirma- 
tion. 

With  the  rectorship  of  the  Rev.  Ferdin- 
and Rogers  began  twenty-nine  and  one- 
half  years  of  steady  growth  and  spiritual 
advancement.  He  was  a  man  whose  parish 
was  his  whole  village,  and  all,  especially 
children,  were  his  most  intimate  friends. 
Always  gentle,  always  earnest,  always 
zealous,  he  was  very  dear  to  the  heart  of 
every  one. 

In  1850  was  the  enlargement  of  Zion 
Church  by  the  addition  of  eighteen  feet 
on  the  rear  at  a  cost  of  $1,800.  A  new 
bell  was  purchased  at  this  time  and  placed 
in  the  tower. 

In  1858  the  family  of  Mr.  Frederick 
Jn  liand  presented  a  beautiful  marble  Font 
to  the  Church,  "The  memorial  of  a  beloved 
child  transferred  to  the  world  of  blessed- 
ness." The  Convention  Journal  of  1802 
has  this  note  of  interest  to  the  older  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation :  "A  neat  memor- 
ial tablet  has  been  placed  in  the  space 
above  the  altar  (with  the  Creed,  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Commandments 
inscribed  upon  it)  by  the  liberality  of  a 
member  of  the  congregation." 

Joseph  Juliand,  Senior  Warden,  dying 
on  February  13,  1870,  Frederick  E. 
Barnard  was  elected  Senior  Warden. 
Frederick  Juliand  was  made  Junior 
Warden.  In  the  Convention  Journal  of 
this  year  occurs  these  words :  "The  parish 
has  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  decease,  of 
the  venerable  Senior  Warden,  Joseph  Jul- 
iand, identified  with  it  from  its  organiza- 
tion and  ever  seeking  its  welfare  and 
prosperity.  The  year  1870  also  brought 
sorrow  into  the  Rector's  family  through 
the  death  of  a  daughter,  Maggie,  in 
January. 

For  several  years  now  there  seems  to  be 
nothing  to  record  other  than  the  steady 
thrift  of  the  parish,  and  the  regular  main- 
tenance and  careful  regulation  of  services 
for  the  spiritual  Avelfare  of  the  people. 

As  Dr.  Rogers  was  returning  with  his 
wife  and  some  parishioners  on  the  evening 
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train  from  Norwich  on  January  11th, 
1870,  lie  died,  and  the  sad  news  was  soon 
carried  through  the  town,  that  the  beloved 
Rector  of  Zion  Church  had  passed  on  into 
the  larger  life.  It  was  a  time  of  great 
mourning  when  the  village  gathered  to  lay 
the  mortal  remains  of  their  Rector  in  Syl- 
van Lawn  Cemetery  overlooking  the  vil- 
lage to  which  he  had  devoted  nearly  his 
whole  ministry. 

At  his  death  followed  the  already  men- 
tioned temporary  ministry  of  Dr.  Van 
Ingen  till  May  14th,  1876,  when  the  Rev. 
A.  \V.  Snyder  became  the  acceptable 
Rector  of  Zion  Church,  Greene.  During 
his  charge  he  laid  the  corner  stone  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Chenango  Forks.  His 
resignation  took  effect  December  4th,  1877. 

The  Rev.  James  Ferdinand  Taunt  was 
called  from  ISTew  London,  Conn. r- and  took 
charge  of  Zion  Church  March  10th,  1878. 

On  May  13,  1886,  the  Rev.  Alexander 
H.  Rogers,  of  Candor,  N".  Y.,  took  charge 
of  Zion  Church.  About  a  month  before, 
Mr.  John  H.  Sherwood,  of  K  Y.  City,  by 
reason  of  his  affection  for  Zion  Church 
and  its  people,  communicated  to  the  Vestry 
his  desire  to  give  $25,000  with  which  to 
build  a  stone  Church  in  which  they  could 
better  worship  God.  This  gift  was  ac- 
cepted, and  at  Mr.  Sherwood's  suggestion 
the  Vestry  appointed  F.  E/  Barnard,  W. 
F.  Russell,  and  J.  E.  Juliand  a  building 
committee.  On  July  1,  1886,  Mr.  Sher- 
wood communicated  his  desire  to  increase 
his  gift  to  $80,000  for  the  Church  and  Lot. 
The  Church  grounds  were  laid  out  on 
August  30,  1886,  and  the  Church  and 
(dm pel  were  finished  and  occupied  for  the 
first  time  June  24-th,  1888.  The  generous 
benefactor,  John  II.  Sherwood,  lived  to 
see  the  building  of  the  Church  but  begun. 
He  died  and  was  buried  from  old  Zion 
Church  March  22,  1887. 

The  Church  was  consecrated  dune  26th, 
1SSS,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Frederick  Dan 
Huntington,  Bishop  of  Central  New  York, 
amidst  the  rejoicing  of  many  thankful 
hearts. 

Christmas,  1890,  Mr.  William  E. 
Russell  gave  a  thank  offering  of  $50  as  n 


nucleus  of  a  fund  to  be  called  the  "Endow- 
ment Fund  of  Zion  Church"  the  income 
of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  the  services  in  the 
Church.  At  the  death  of  Miss  Rachel 
Smith,  a  fund  was  started  by  her  many 
friends  to  be  known  as  "The  Rachel  Ann 
Smith  Christmas  Fund/''  the  income  of 
which  should  be  applied  to  the  Christmas 
offering  for  the  aged  and  infirm  clergy  and 
widows  and  orphans.  Two  hundred  dol- 
lars was  raised  and  placed  at  interest  in 
memory  of  this  indefatigable  Sunday 
School  worker  and  consistent  Church- 
woman. 

September  24th,  1895,  Mrs.  Nancy  L. 
Sherwood  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Blodgett  gave  to 
Zion  Church  $2,000  to  be  a  permanent 
insurance  fund,  the  interest  of  which  pays 
the  premium  on  the  Church  insurance 

After  a  rectorship  of  11  years,  the  Rev. 
Alexander  H.  Rogers  resigned  on  May  13, 
1897. 

The  Rev.  Henry  E.  Hubbard  entered 
upon  his  duties  as  Rector,  August  5,  1897, 
and  served  the  parish  until  September  15, 
1906.  During  his  Rectorship  a  well 
equipped  Parish  House  has  been  built,  a 
fund  for  which  was  started  by  the  Rev, 
A.  II.  Rogers.  Mrs.  J.  II.  Sherwood  gave 
$1,300  for  the  purchase  of  the  site.  A 
pulpit  of  ash  with  brass  finishings  was 
given  by  the  parishioners  as  a  memorial  of 
the  Rev.  J.  F.  Taunt,  and  was  consecrated 
July  9,  1900. 

The  present  Rector,  the  Rev.  Percy  T. 
Olton,  was  called  to  the  parish  November 
1st,  190'),  since  which  time  a  new,  modern, 
and  substantial  Rectory  has  been  built 

On  August  3,  1  !»(),">,  occurred  the  death 
of  Mr.  Eugene  Barnard,  one  of  the  oldest 
and  most  faithful  communicants  in  the 
parish.  By  his  will  the  endowment  fund 
of  Zion  Church  was  increased  $2,000.  On 
Easter  Day,  April  L5,  L906,  Mr-.  Fred'k. 
Juliand  gave  $1,000  in  memory  <A  her 
husband  to  endow  the  family  pew. 

On  Easter  Day,  March  31,  L907,  a  silver 
communion  service  was  used  for  the  first 
time,  the  gifl  of  Mi',  ('has.  1..  Rogers  in 
memory  of  his  parents,  the  Rev.  Ferdinand 
Rogers,  D.D.,  and  Jennette  Sylvia  Rogers,

CANON   II. 
Section  2.     The  appointment  of  a  Lay  Dele- 
gate to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be 
certified  in  writing  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish 
or  Church  of  which  he  is  a  delegate,  or  by  one 


of  the  Wardens,  or  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry, 
or  Trustees,  and  the  Certificate  shall  be  for- 
warded by  mail  or  otherwise,  to  the  Secretary 
not  later  than  forty-eight  hours  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention.  This  Certificate 
shall  state  in  all  cases  that  the  person  so  certi- 
fied is  entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men— or  would  be  so  entitled  if  the  Church 
which  he  is  appointed  to  represent  were  not 
otherwise  organized  or  incorporated — and  that 
the  said  Parish  or  Church  is  not  in  arrears  in 
payment  of  its  assessment  for  the  Diocesan 
Expense  Fund,  or  (if  it  be  in  arrears)  that  it 
prays  the  Convention  to  remit  the  sum  in 
arrears  for  the  good  and  sufficient  reasons 
presented  in  a  paper  annexed.  The  form  of 
said  certificate  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
vention, and  when  so  prescribed  no  other 
certificate  of  the  appointment  of  any  Lay  Dele- 
gate or  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  shall  be  allowed  or  received. 


STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 
The  Lord's  Prayer. 
Any  one  who  has  not  carefully  exam- 
ined and  compared  the  rubrics  preceding 
the  Prayer  Book,  will  be  surprised  to  learn 
how  diverse  they  are  and  apparently  a1 
variance  with  each  other.  No  doubt  most 
of  our  people  suppose  that  the  direction 
given  in  Morning'  Prayer,  that  the  people 
shall  "repeat  it  with  the  Minister  both 
here  and  wheresoever  else  it  is  used  in  Di- 
vine Service,''  is  intended  to  govern  its  use 
everywhere  and  on  all  occasions.  If  thai 
were  so,  we  should  naturally  expecl  that 
there  would  be  no  further  rubric  required 
before  the  Lord's  Prayer  anywhere  in  the 
Prayer  Book;  or  else  that  the  rubrics 
would  be  identical  wherever  it  occurs.  Hut 
that  is  by  no  means  the  case.  Even  in 
Evening  Prayer  the  rule  occurs  again. 
"the  people  repeating  it  with  him."  In  the 
Litany  it  is,  "the  Minister  and  the  people 
with  him;"  after  the  Communion,  "the 
people  repeating  after  him  every  peti- 
tion;" in  Forms  o\'  Prayer  to  he  used  at 
Sea,  "then  shall  they  together  say  the 
Lord's  Prayer,"  while  in  the  Baptismal 
offices  we  have  it,   "then  shall   he  said,  all 
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kneeling;"  in  the  Confirmation  service, 
"the  Bishop  shall  add;"  in  the  Marriage 
service,  "the  Minister  shall  say;"  and  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Communion  service, 
"the  Minister  shall  say  the  Lord's  Prayer 
and  the  Collect  following,  the  people 
kneeling."  Eow  this  repetition  and  va- 
riety of  rubrics  prove  several  different 
things — first,  that  the  Prayer  Book  is  an 
inheritance  and  a  growth,  not  a  thing 
made  up  all  at  once  at  any  particular  pe- 
riod ;  second,  that  it  is  a  combination  of 
several  books,  once  used  separately,  and 
then  brought  together  into  one ;  and,  third, 
that  when  these  several  books  were  united 
in  one  volume,  the  rubrics  in  each  were 
not  made  to  conform  strictly  with  the 
others.  Doubtless  the  reason  for  this  over- 
sight was  the  fact,  that  the  Clergy  and  peo- 
ple who  used  the  newly  compiled  Prayer 
Book  were  entirely  familiar  with  the  cus- 
tom 3  which  it  Avas  intended  to  perpetuate, 
and  did  not  need  to  pay  much  attention  to 
the  rubrics ;  just  as  our  people  now  are  ac- 
cns coined  to  our  old  American  ways,  and 
do  not  observe  whether  they  agree  with  the 
rubrics  or  not.  For  example,  it  used  to  be 
understood  among,  us  that  Morning 
Prayer,  Litany,  and  Ante-Communion,  all 
glued  tightly  together,  constituted  the 
proper  worship  of  the  Church  on  Sunday 
morning;  that  was  known  as  "full-serv- 
ice," and  it  came  to  be  regarded  as  one 
thing.  It  was  not  until  the  revision  of 
1892  that  the  statement  was  made  in  the 
Book  itself  that  Morning  Prayer,  Litany, 
and  Holy  Communion  "are  distinct  serv- 
ices, and  may  be  used  either  separately  or 
together,  provided  that  no  one  of  them  be 
habitually  disused."  This  fact,  then,  ex- 
plains the  diversity  of  the  rubrics  concern- 
ing the  Lord's  Prayer;  though  we  may  still 
wonder  why  in  our  last  revision  this  di- 
versity was  net  either  explained,  or  done 
awav  with;  for  it  introduces  more  or  less 
confusion  into  our  praetieo. 

li  is  contended  hy  some  liturgical 
scholars  thai  the  words  "Divine  Service" 
before  the  "Our  Father"  in  Morning 
Prayer  refer  only  to  what  used  to  be  called 
the    "choir  offices,"    that  is,  Matins  and 


Evensong,  which  are  said  in  the  choir  and 
not  at  the  Altar;  and  that  they  do  not  in- 
clude the  Communion  service,  nor  the  oc- 
casional offices,  such  as  Baptism,  Con- 
firmation, etc.  And  certainly  the  diversity 
of  rubrics  to  which  we  have  referred  seems 
to  justify  that  conclusion.  If  this  be  so, 
we  must  look  to  the  rubric  for  our  practice 
in  each  case. 

Now  it  is  unquestionably  true  that  the 
Lord's  Prayer  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Communion  office,  used  to  be  in  the  olden 
time  a  part  of  the  priest's  private  devo- 
tions, and  was  said  by  him  in  a  low  voice 
before  the  audible  part  began.  Reading 
the  rubric,  therefore,  with  this  under- 
standing, and  on  the  supposition  that  the 
one  in  Morning  Prayer  does  not  prevail 
here,  it  would  seem  to  be  the  intention 
that  the  old  custom  should  be  continued, 
and  that  "the  Minister  shall  say  the  Lord's 
Prayer  and  the  Collect  following,  the  peo: 
pie  kneeling"  but  not  saying  the  words 
with  him.  This,  at  all  events,  is  the  way 
it  is  generally  understood  nowadays,  and 
there  are  some  people  who  follow  the  same 
rule  in  the  Confirmation  and  Marriage 
services.

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OBITUARY. 
Mrs.  Carlos  Doolittle  died  at  Paris  Hill 
mi  Saturday,  April  27th,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  96  years.  She  was  in  many  respects 
a  woman  of  remarkable  character.  Her 
lather,  David  Stiles,  came  with  his  family 
to  Paris  Hill,  in  1799.  Soon  after  lie 
settled  upon  the  farm  where  Mrs.  Doolittle 
■ras  horn  in  1811,  and  where  she  spent 
nearly  her  entire  life.  Her  father  died  in 
INTO,  aged  90.  A  few  years  later  her 
sister,  Mrs.  William  Osborn,  passed  away 
at  the  age  of  94.  In  1832  she  married 
Carlos  Doolittle,  and  soon  after  settled 
upon  the  farm  where  she  died.  Two 
children  were  horn  to  them,  a  daughter 
Caroline,  who  died  in  18(30,  and  a  son 
Edward,  who  died  a  year  ago.  She  was 
confirmed  at  an  early  day,  and  for  80  years 
was  a  most  helpful  member  of  St.  PauFs 
(Church.  In  the  community  , .her  cheery 
bresence  was  enjoyed  by  a  large  circle  of 
friends — the  gift  of  making  friends  and 
keeping  them  being  one  of  her  notable 
traits.  It  was  in  the  home,  however,  that 
die  proved  her  largest  worth.  Her  quiet, 
unassuming,  gentle  way,  gave  a  character 
to  the  home  fold  that  is  rarely  equalled.  It 
was  her  throne,  and  she  graced  it  with  a 
qneenliness  that  everybody  loved.  The  hos- 
pitality of  her  home  was  widely  known,  and 
she  never  seemed  happier  than  when  she 
was  making  others  happy  .under  her  home 
roof.  Her  well  stored  mind  held  the  past 
of  our  hill  country  history  as  a  vital  part 
of  her  life.  The  folk  lore  of  old  Paris  Hill 
was  at  her  command,  and  how  graciously 
she  dispensed  it  was  knowledge  greatly 
enjoyed  by  us  all.  Pure,  peaceable,  gentle, 
so  she  passed  to  her  rest,  a  servant  surely, 
in  whom  no  shadow  of  guile  seemed  to 
linger,  ''Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in 
the  Lord."

member  for  twenty- four  years. 

He  filled  the  office  of  Dean  of  this  Con- 
vocation for  two  terms,  during  which  time 
he  had  careful  oversight  of  the  Mission 
Stations,  and  held  services  in  many  of  the 
Churches  within  the  District.  Combined 
with  his  profound  scholarship  and  great 
zeal  were  deep  humility  and  true  spirit- 
uality. By  his  wise  counsels  and  dilligent 
labors  he  promoted  the  welfare  of  the 
Church  and  ''earnestly  contended  for  the 
faith  which  was  once  delivered  unto  the 
saints."  While  we  mourn  his  sudden 
departure  and  extend  our  sympathy  to  \\i< 
bereaved  family,  we  thank  God  for  the 
good  example  of  our  brother,  who  having 
served  God  constantly  here  on  earth  now 
rests  from  his  labors.'" 


Trinity  Church,  Binghamton,  as  well  as 
the  Diocese  at  large,  has  lost  one  of  its 
most  prominent  laymen — Mr.  E.  C. 
Delevan — avIio  died  Thursday,  May  1  < *> 1 1  i . 
and  was  buried  from  the  Parish  Church 
on  the  afternoon  of  Whitsunday.  We  hope 
to  be  able  to  publish  more  details  in  our 
next  issue.

§2 
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HISTORY  OF  ST.  THOMAS'  CHURCH, 
HAMILTON. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

On  a  Saturday  afternoon  in  early  spring 
of  1835,  the  Kev.  L.  A.  BarroAvs,  Rector 
of  Christ  Church,  Sherburne,  came  to 
Hamilton  with  a  letter  of  introduction  to 
one  of  its  business  men,  not  a  Churchman 
as  yet,  Mr.  Ferdinand  Walker,  proposing 
to  start  our  Church  services  here  on  the 
following  day.  Mr.  Walker  at  once 
interested  himself  in  the  enterprise,  invited 
a  number  of  persons  to  meet  Mr.  Barrows 
at  his  house  in  the  evening  to  receive  some 
needed  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  Prayer 
Book. 

Mr.  Barrows  continued  services  once  in 
four  weeks  for  several  months,  using  after 
a  while  the  Congregational  house. 

''Then  it  was  decided  that  something 
definite  should  be  done ;  and,  after  due 
notice  a  meeting  was  held  on  St.  Matthew's 
day,  September  21st,  1835,  in  the  Ladies' 
Academy,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a 
parish  and  having  it  incorporated.  At  this 
meeting  Rev.  Mr.  Barrows  presided,  a 
parish  was  formed  under  the  name  of  St. 
Thomas'  Church,  and  was  duly  recorded 
with  the  Clerk  of  Madison  County." 

The  first  wardens  were  Alanson  Munger 
and  G.  B.  Stevens;  and  the  vestrymen, 
Geo.  Williams,  John  D.  Blish,  Peter  B. 
Havens,  Ferdinand  Walker,  Lewis  Wick- 
wire,  W.  H.  R.  Treadway,  John  Atwood 
and  Kelson  Eairchild. 

At  the  same  meeting  delegates  were 
chosen  to  attend  the  Convention  to  be  held 
in  IJtica  in  the  following  month. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  vestry  in  October  it 
was  decided  that  $200  'should  be  raised 
and  a  room  fitted  up  for  services.  The 
Rev.  L.  A.  Barrows  was  asked  to  supply 
the  new  parish  with  services  in  connection 
with  his  work  i\t  Sherburne,  which  he  con- 
sented to  do.  The  old  Toadies'  Academy 
was  rented  and  fitted  up  in  a  suitable  man- 
ner, and  there  for  several  years  the  infant 
parish  worshipped. 

On  Monday  in  Whitsun  Week  of  the 
your  following  (1836)  Bishop  Onderdonk 
visited  the  parish  and  confirmed  twelve. 
In  the  same  year  eleven  were  baptized  by 
immersion. 


A  year  later  a  movement  was  started 
towards  procuring  the  needed  means  for 
building,  a  Church  edifice,  but  went  no 
farther  at  the  time  than  the  purchasing 
and  paying  for  a  lot.  Mr.  Barrows  soon 
relinquishing  his  services  in  Hamilton  on 
account  of  failing  health.  October  11, 
1838,  the  Rev.  Johnson  A.  Br  ay  ton  was 
called  as  resident  minister,  and  began  his 
work  in  the  following  January.  After  two 
or  three  years  he  retired  owing  to  lack  of 
support.  A  strong  feeling  of  opposition 
to  the  Church  seems  to  have  arisen  in  the 
community.  Services  were  given  up,  and 
there  was  an  interregnum  from  1841  to 
1844.  Then,  by  the  efforts  of  a  few 
earnest  and  devout  Churchwomen,  the 
work  of  building  a  Church  edifice  was  re- 
newed; and,  through  much  toil  and  self- 
sacrifice,  occupying  some  three  or  four 
years,  the  matter  so  far  progressed  that  on 
September  4th,  1846,  the  corner-stone  of 
the  present  edifice  was  laid  by  Bishop 
DeLancey,  and  the  building,  minus  tran- 
septs and  tower,  was  completed  after 
designs  of  the  Elder  Upjohn,  and  conse- 
crated on  June  8,  1847.  July  18,  1847, 
the  Rev.  Edward  de  Zeng  ivas  called  to  the 
rectorship.  In  the  following  year,  how- 
ever, he  resigned  the  parish  "on  account 
of  severe  family  affliction,"  much  to  the 
regret  of  all  concerned.  He  was  succeeded 
in  a  short  time  by  the  Bev.  D.  C.  Millett, 
who  also  resigned  January  1,  1850.  In 
July,  1851,  the  Bev.  S.  H.  Norton  became 
Rector.  During  his  time  much  progress 
was  made.  The  Church  was  enlarged  by 
the  addition  of  transepts  and  tower ;  a 
school-house  was  built,  and  a  parish  school 
started  of  an  excellent  character,  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  S.  E.  Proal,  and  others 
succeeding,  among  whom  was  Miss  Caro- 
line S.  Pearl,  now  the  widow  of  the  late 
Air.  George  H.  Williams,  residing  in 
7)uffalo,  N.  Y.  The  same  edifice  is  now 
the  Parish  House.  A  residence  adjoining 
the  Church  was  also  purchased  for  a 
rectory,  and  paid  for.  Air.  Norton  was 
succeeded  in  Alay,  1854,  by  the  Rev.  C. 
W.  Hayes,  now  of  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  who 
remained  one  year.  Next  came  as  Rector 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Applegate  from  Christ 
Church,  Sherburne,  but  at  one  time  pastor 
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of  the  Baptist  Society  in  Hamilton.  He 
was  succeeded  in  July,  1858,  by  the  Rev. 
Gcinont  Graves.  The  Records  show  a  good 
deal  of  activity  during  his  stay  on  the  part 
both  of  the  minister  and  people,  particul- 
arly of  the  ladies. 

At  this  time  also  many  students  of  the 
Iniversity  (Madison  now  Colgate)  fre- 
quented the  services  of  the  Church,  and 
seats  were  assigned  for  their  use.  Two  of 
the  students,  a  Mr.  Warren  and  Mr.  War- 
riner,  became  candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
in  the  Church  and  were  ordained.  A  num- 
ber of  the  students  came  to  the  services  to 
help  decide  the  question  of  the  superiority 
of  Forms  of  Prayer  over  the  extemporan- 
eous. 

After  nearly  five  years'  faithful  labor, 
Mr.  Graves  gave  up  his  Avork  and  went  .Jo 
Vermont.  Under  his  care  the  .financial 
condition  of  the  parish  was  much  im- 
proved, and  it  has  been  said  that  his  work 
was  the  'most  heartfelt  of  all.'  ' 

He  was  soon  succeeded  by  the  Rev. 
Alfred  Louderback,  for  whom  the  rectory 
was  enlarged  by  a  second  story  to  the  wing. 
He  remained  until  July,  1865,  when  he 
was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  W.  IT.  D'L. 
Grannis,  who  staved  only  until  November, 
1866. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  P.  Tyler,  D.D.,  next 
came,  and  remained  until  the  summer  of 
1870,  when  he  resigned  on  account  of  ill 
health.  After  a  time,  his  health  improv- 
ing, lie  consented  to  return,  at  the1  desire 
of  his  Bishop  and  of  the  people,  but  was 
able  to  continue  his  labor  only  for  a  short 
time. 

The  lamented  Dr.  Tyler  was  succeeded 
for  a  short  time  by  the  Rev.  Henry  R. 
Pyne,  and  then  by  the  Rev.  E.  P.  Smith  in 
June,  1873,  who  continued  with  the  parish 
until  his  death,  which  "occurred  very  sud- 
denly on  February   9,   1876.      He   was  a 


man  much    respected   and   beloved  by  the 

people.  The  marble  font  now  in  use  wsto 
placed  in  the  Church  as  a  memorial  to 
111111." 

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Porter,  D.D.,  next  fol- 
lowed in  June,  1870 — aide,  scholarly  and 
courteous  in  the  extreme,  winning  soon  the 
affection,  and  especially,  the  respect  of  the 
people.  He  resigned  the  parish  in  Janu- 
ary, 1870.  One  of  the  encouraging 
features  of  Dr.  Porter's  work  was  the  Sun- 
day School,  which  numbered  about  ninety. 

The  Rev.  James  Byron  Murray,  I).  I)., 
was  afterwards  called  to  the  rectorship, 
and  entered  upon  his  duties  July  1,  1879. 
Dr.  Murray  remained  with  the  parish  until 
July  15,  1884. 

The  next  in  charge  was  the  Rev.  James 
E.  Wilkinson,  during  whose  stay  the  parish 
celebrated  its  fiftieth  anniversary  with 
much  enthusiasm.  Mr.  Wilkinson  was 
soon  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Hobarl 
DeMille,  and  he  shortly  again  by  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Cross,  D.D.,  and  he  again  too  soon 
by  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Tindell,  and  he 
temporarily  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Maccomb 
Duff. 

January  1,  189:),  the  Rev.  Frank  P. 
Harrington  entered  upon  his  duties  as 
Rector,  and  remained  until  November  27, 
1896. 

Just  after  his  departure  the  parish 
suffered  a  most  saddening  l»ss  in  the  death 
of  Mr.  LeRov  Fairchild,  son  of  one  (^'  the 
original  vestry,  and  like  his  father  a  most 
faithful  and  efficient  helper  in  all  thai 
concerned  the  Church's  welfare.  He  left 
means  for  the  purchase  of  two  handsome 
chanced  chairs  as  memorials  to  his  mother 
and  to  a  sister  still  living.  To  him  and 
others  of  the  family  the  parish  is  indebted 
for  the  greater  part  of  its  permanent  fund 
invested  for  the  parish  sustenance. 

The  present  Rector  began  his  services  on 
Whit-Sundav,    1>!>7.

CONVENTION  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Convention 
Avas  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Utica — The 
Rev.  John  E.  Harding,  D.I).,  Rector — on 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  June  11th  and 
12th,  eighty-nine  Clergymen  and  ninety- 
eight  Lay  Delegates  representing  fifty 
parishes,  being  present. 

On  Tuesday,  Evening  Prayer  was  said 
by  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Eason,  the  Lessons  being 
read  by  the  Rev.  William  A.  Braithwaite. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  the  Litany 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  John  C.  Jagar,  and 
the  Holy  Communion  was  administered 
by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  W.  W.  Bellinger,  D.D.,  the  Rev. 
A.  H.  Rogers  reading  the  Epistle,  and  the 
Rev.  George  G.  Perrine  reading  the  Gos- 
pel; at  this  service  the  Bishop  read  bi- 
annual address. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  the  Bishop  and 
Mrs.  Olmsted  gave  a  reception  to  the 
Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  in  the  Parish 
House  of  Trinity  Church,  which  was 
largely  attended  and  greatly  enjoyed  by 
all   present. 

The  Rev.  James  K.  Parker  was  elected 
Secretary,  the  Rev.  James  Winslow 
Clarke,  Assistant  Secretary,  and  Mr. 
Frank  L.  Lyman,  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese.  Other  officers  elected  were  the 
Rev.  J.  A.  Staunton  as  Registrar,  and 
also  a  Trustee  of  the  Diocese;  Messrs.  C. 
W.  Andrews  and  Louis  Krnmbhaar. 
Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund;  Mr. 
Frank  L.  Lyman,  Trustee  <A  the  Christ- 
mas Fund;  Messrs.  P.  C.  J.  DeAngelis, 
Alfred  Coxe,  Egbert  Bagg,  ami  Chas,  A. 
Miller,   Trustees  o(  the   Bible  and 
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Standing  Committee  oi  the  Diocese,  the 
Rev.  John  R.  Harding,  D.D.,  Robert  M. 
Duff,  D.D.,  W,  D.  l.amvv  Wilson,  P.P.. 
ami  the  Rev.  K.  B.  Coley,  an.!  Messrs. 
William  D.  Dunning,  George  T.  Jack, 
John  R.  VanWauvnen  and  E.  E.  Emerson. 
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Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
were  chosen  as  follows:  Clerical,  the 
Revs.  William  W.  Bellinger,  D.D.,  Herbert 
G.  Coddington,  D.D.,  Harry  S.  Long- 
ley  and  William  Bonrs  Clarke.  Lay, 
Messrs.  Charles  Andrews  of  Syracuse, 
Anson  R.  Flower  of  Watertown,  William 
H.  Watson,  M.D.,  of  Utica,  and  Edward 
L.  Pierce  of  Syracuse. 

The  Provisional  Deputies  are  the  Rev. 
[Messrs.  Frank  K".  Westeott,  James  K. 
Parker,  John  A.  Staunton,  and  E.  W. 
Saphore,  and  Messrs.  Geo.  M.  Weaver  of 
Utica,  W.  II.  Shaw  of  Binghamton, 
George  Underwood  of  Auburn,  and  Thos. 
H.  Stryker  of  Rome. 

The  Rev.  Robert  M.  Duff,  D.D.,  and 
Mr.  Geo.  M.  Weaver  were  nominated  as 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  Examining 
Chaplains,  the  Rev.  John  R.  Harding, 
D.D.,  W.  W.  Bellinger,  D.D.,  H.  1ST.  Hyde, 
A.  R.  B.  Hegeman,  W.  DeL.  Wilson, 
D.D.,  Harry  S.  Longley  and  William  M. 
Beauchamp,  D.D. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  was  very  gratifying,  showing  a 
balance  in  hand  for  each  fund,  $28,051.63, 
having  been  received  by  him,  and  $2,889 
on  hand  with  which  to  begin  the  new  year. 

A  number  of  changes  were  made  in  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  and  Rules  of 
Order,  the  principal  of  which  were  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  ratifying 
the  action  of  the  last  Convention  in  chang- 
ing the  time  of  holding  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention from  the  second  Tuesday  in  June 
to  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  and  another 
which  was  voted  upon,  and  laid  over  for 
ratification  at  the  next  Annual  Convention, 
providing  that  the  number  of  lay  delegates 
to  the  Convention  should  net  exceed  three 
from  parishes  in  union  with  the  Conven- 
tion. A  change  was  made  in  the  Rules  of 
Order  shortening  the  time  of  the  recess  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Convention  recommended  to  the 
authorities  of  the  Sunday  Schools  through- 
out the  Diocese,  that  they  promote  in  their 


schools  voluntary  offerings  for  Diocesan 
Missions  during  the  Advent  Season  every 
year,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev. 
John  C.  J  agar,  to  carry  out  the  plan 
recommended. 

The  Convention  expressed  its  thankful- 
ness for  the  indication  that  has  been  given 
during  the  year  just  past  of  the  soundness 
in  the  faith  of  the  American  Church  in 
the  judicial  decisions  of  our  Ecclesiastical 
Courts  and  in  the  manifest  approval  of 
those  decisions  by  the  several  other 
Diocesan  Conventions. 

The  Reports  of  the  Archdeacon  and  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  for  Diocesan  Mis- I 
sions  shoAved  that  the  missionary  work  of 
the  Diocese  was  in  a  healthy  condition, 
and  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Arch- 
deacon and  the  Deans  of  the  six  Convoca- 
tions was  appointed  to  unify  the  assess- 
ments and  appropriations  for  Diocesan 
Missions  throughout  the  Diocese.  A  Com- 
mission was  also  appointed  consisting  of 
the  Archdeacon  and  Messrs.  Edward  L. 
Pierce,  Anson  R.  Eknver,  George  M. 
Weaver,  George  Underwood  and  W.  H. 
Shaw,  to  enquire  into  the  condition  of 
clerical  support  in  the  Diocese  and  report 
to  the  next  Annual  Convention  such  facts 
and  recommendations  as  may  be  suggested 
by  such  enquiry. 

After  prayers  and  benediction  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Convention  adjourned  at  5  :00 
o'clock  Wednesday. 

Bishop's  Address. 
Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  th 
Laity : 

Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  Go 
our  Eather  and  from  the  Lord  Jesu 
Christ ! 

Since  our  last  Convention  we  have  lost 
by  death  from  among  the  Clergy  of  on 
Diocese,     the    Rev.     Osgood,    E.    Herric 
D.D.,  of  WTatertown,  the  Rev.  Ernest  Mel 
ville,  of  Fayetteville,  and  the  Rev.  Oliver 
Owen,  of  Clinton.     Of  the  faithful  laity 
there  have  died  Mrs.  McKnight,  widow  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.   McKnight,  of  Elmira,  and 
Mrs.   Grant,  wife  of  the  Rector  of  Zion 
Church,  Eulton,  Mrs.  Merchant,  of  Guil 
ford?    Mrs.    Jackson,     of     Syracuse,   Mrs, 
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Forey,  of  Utica,  Mrs.  Clarke,  of  Oxford, 
Mrs.  Congdon,  of  Trumansburg,  and 
Mrs.  Boolittle,  of  Paris  Hill,  and  Messrs. 
John  D.  Barrow,  W.  Parry  Kcnnard, 
Charles  W.  Mott,  B.  D.  Gilbert,  John 
M.  Hawkins,  and  E.  C.  Delavan, 
men  whose  names  and  faces  have  been 
well  known  in  times  past  in  this  Con- 
vention. Three  of  the  Bishops  of  the 
American  Church  have  also  been  taken 
away,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Nicholson,  of  Mil- 
waukee, the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Seymour,  of 
Springfield,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr. 
Schereschewsky,  retired  Bishop  of  the 
China  Mission.  This  is  not  the  time  to 
speak  particularly  of  the  good  deeds  of 
these  departed  ones,  whom  we  now  reckon 
among  the  saints  of  God,  but  we  may  com- 
memorate them  in  our  prayers,  and  ask  for 
grace  to  follow  their  good  examples,  for 
which  we  praise  His  Holy  Name.  (Let 
us  pray.  Here  follows  the  prayer  from 
the  Burial  Office:  "Almighty  and  Ever- 
living  God,  &c") 

My  official  acts  since  the  last  Convention 
have  been  as  follows :  Baptized  one  adult 
and  seven  infants.  Confirmed  9G2 
persons,  and  received  three,  making 
a  total  of  965,  added  to  the  possible 
communicants  of  the  Diocese.  Officiated 
at  three  funerals.  Eour  Candidates 
have  been  ordained  to  the  Diaconate, 
viz. :  Messrs.  Franklin  .  Lee  Metcalf, 
Walter  E.  Jones,  Roy  Irving  Murray,  and 
Luther  L.  Weller.  Four  Deacons  have 
been  ordained  to  the  Priesthood,  viz. :  The 
Rev.  Messrs.  Harry  Idle,  Chas.  W.  Hakes, 
M.D.,  Harrison  W.  Foreman,  and  Howard 
C.  Ackerman.  Messrs.  Chas.  II.  L.  Ford, 
Jos.  Ray  Totten,  Raymond  Lawrence, 
Elwyn  II.  Spear,  Leo.  T.  Wilcox,  and 
Wm.  S.  Stevens  have  been  received  as 
Postulants,  and  the  last  named,  Mr. 
Stevens,  has  been  admitted  as  a  Candidate 
for  Holy  Orders.

(•ration  of  the  Rev.  Chas.  Scadding,  D.D., 
as  Bishop  of  Oregon,  and  the  Rev.  Beverly 
Dandridge  Tucker,  I).

B.  Pitcher  to  Western  New  York,  the  Rev. 
Frederick  T.  Ilenstridge  to  Los  Angeles, 
the  Rev.  Leonard  J.  Christler  to  Montana, 
the  Rev.  Arthur  C.  Clarke  to  Vermont,  the 
Rev.  Julian  E.  Ramsdell  to  Chicago,  the 
Rev.  Samuel  D.  Day  to  Georgia,  and  the 
Rev.  Ransom  M.  Church  to  Ohio.  The 
following  Clergy  have  been  received  into 
the  Diocese,  viz.:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  ( leo. 
E.  Edgar,  from  Tenessee,  Norton  T. 
Houser  from  Cen.  Pennsylvania,  Wm.  A. 
Braithwaite  from  New  York,  Francis  W. 
Eason  from  Nebraska,  John  Carl  Jagar 
from  South  Carolina,  Thomas  Dnck  from 
Western  New  York,  and  John  T.  Lewis 
from  Q'Appelle,  Canada. 

You  will  observe  in  this  report,  brethren, 
an  appearance  of  falling  away  from  the 
prosperous  condition  of  last  year,  and 
possibly  some  of  you  may  be  disposed  t«> 
think  that  affairs  are  o-oinc;  badlv  in  the 
Diocese.  But  I  beg  of  you  not  t<>  be 
alarmed.  Do  not  allow  the  statistical 
critics,  who  draw  dreadful  conclusions 
every  year  from  their  comparisons  i  I 
figures,  to  frighten  you.  In  our  last  repoii 
the  number  of  Confirmations  was  un- 
usually large — and  every  one  who  i- 
familiar  with  parish  work  knows  how 
frequently  it  happens,  that  the  large 
classes  of  one  year  are  apt  to  be  foil  >we  1 
by  smaller  ones  the  year  after.  The  move? 
ment  among  the  Clergy,  too,  which  has 
been  phenomena]  since  the  last  Convention, 
would  necessarily  tend  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber confirmed,,  because  the  work 
parishes  is  broken  in  upon,  the  services 
become  more  or  loss  irregular,  the  Sunday 
School,  the  visiting,  and  the  teachil  . 
the  people;  are  interrupted. 

And  now  this  thought  leads  us  to  the 
question  whether  the  Clergy  generally  peat 
ize  the  effect  upon  the  Church's  work  which 
the  excessive  tendency  to  change  from  place 
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to  place  inevitably  produces.  I  would  not 
have  you  imagine  for  a  moment  that  I  do 
not  sympathize  with  the  Clergy  in  some 
of  the  reasons  which  prompt  them  to 
move.  Unfortunately  there  is  at  times 
such  a  lack  of  interest  in  their  work  on  the 
part  of  the  people,  and  so  much  adverse 
criticism  of  them,  that  they  are  not  always 
able  to  bear  up  under  the  unhappy  con- 
ditions— and  above  all,  they  are  frequently 
compelled  to  live  and  to  bring  up  their 
families  in  such  straitened  circumstances, 
that  no  one  can  blame  them  for  reaching 
out  for  something  better.  It  is  an  old  cry, 
no  doubt,  but  it  is  all  the  more  urgent  for 
that  reason,  and  must  be  perpetually  re- 
peated, that  there  is  no  class  of  educated 
people  so  poorly  paid  for  their  faithful 
work  as  the  Ministers  of  the  Gospel — and 
should  any  one  be  disposed  to  say,  "it  is 
only  what  men  might  expect  who  put  their 
hands  to  the  plow  in  the  work  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  it  will  make  saints  of  them'' — 
the  obvious  reply  is,  "yes,  but  what  will 
it  make  of  the  people  who  allow  it  to  be  so, 
who  likewise  have  taken  up  the  cross  to 
follow  the  same  Master  ?  Is  it  making 
saints  of  them  V  Alas  !  no,  dear  friends. 
And  let  me  say  to  the  laity  with  all 
affectionate  earnestness,  that  while  this 
state  of  things  undoubtedly  exists,  I  am 
quite  sure  that  it  arises  more  from  lack  of 
thought  and  consideration  on  their  part, 
than  from  any  unwillingness  to  make  their 
Ministers  comfortable.  As  the  Psalmist 
says,  "Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the 
poor  and  needy."  It  is  a  matter  that  needs 
considering,  that  is,  looking  into,  and  when 
you  find  that  the  Clergy  are  really 
straitened,  then,  if  necessary,  deny  your- 
selves in  some  of  your  luxuries,  that  you 
may  be  able  to  supply  some  of  their  neces- 
sities.  Indeed,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure 
to  inform  you  that  in  three  or  four  cases 
recently  the  salaries  of  our  city  Clergy 
have  been  generously  increased,  thus  not 
only  making  them  more  comfortable  in 
material  things,  but  also  making  them 
happier  in  the .  consciousness  that  they 
are  appreciated  by  their  people,  which 
is     worth     far     more      to      them      than 


the  value .  of  the  money.  There  is 
nothing  equal  to  that  in  stimulating 
them  to  renewed  effort,  and  in  prolong- 
ing the  pastoral  relation ;  and  I  would  that 
in  these  prosperous  times,  when  the  cost  of 
living  is  increased,  the  same  thing  might 
be  repeated  in  the  country  places,  where 
it  is  needed  even  more  than  in  the  cities. 
And  at  all  events,  if  an  increase  of  salary 
be  not  possible,  the  payment  of  what  is 
given  should  be  prompt  and  on  the  day  that 
it  is  due.  It  is  not  only  unjust  to  the 
minister  to  keep  him  waiting,  nobody 
knows  how  long,  for  the  money  that  is 
owing  him,  but  it  is  really  unkind.  He 
has  his  obligations  which  he  has  promised 
to  meet  at  a  certain  date — there  are  ad- 
vantages accruing  to  him  if  he  can  pay 
at  that  time,  and  it  is  simply  cruel  to  cause 
him  to  forego  those  advantages,  and  to 
make  his  heart  sick  with  hopes  deferred 
and  disappointed  again  and  again.  The 
money  is  his,  he  has  probably  more  than 
earned  it.  If  it  be  not  in  the  parish 
treasury  at  the  time,  it  should  be  borrowed 
by  the  authorities  of  the  parish  until  it 
comes  in  from  the  people.  It  is  very  hard 
to  work  among  those  who  seem  to  care  but 
little  for  their  pastor's  comfort  and  happi- 
ness. 

But  while  all  this  is  eminently  true, 
it  does  seem  to  me  as  if  the  idea  of  the 
pastoral  relation  had  become  dim  in  the 
American  Church.  In  the  older  countries, 
particularly  in  England,  the  Priest  goes  to' 
his  parish  with  the  understanding  that  the 
people  of  that  parish  are  his  flock,  which 
the  Chief  Shepherd  has  committed  to  his 
care — that  he  is  there  for  the  purpose  of 
ministering  to  them  in  holy  things,  and 
that,  as  the  Ordinal  says,  he  is  "never  to 
cease  his  labor  to  bring  all  of  them  unto 
that  agreement  in  the  faith  and  knowledge 
of  God,  and  to  that  ripeness  and  perfect- 
ness  of  age  in  Christ,  that  there  be  no  place 
left  among  them  either  for  error  in  relig- 
ion, or  for  viciousness  of  life."  It  is  not, 
therefore,  a  missionary  work  that  the 
parish  priest  is  called  to  primarily,  but  a 
pastoral  work — his  chief  duty  is  the 
ministering   to   those   already   there,    and 
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lie  bringing  in  of  new  adult  recruits  is  a 
econdary  duty.  While,  therefore,  in  this 
ountry,  and  under  the  present  condition 
f  a  divided  Christianity  which  leaves  so 
lany  unbaptized,  unconverted,  and  un- 
aught,  every  faithful  Clergyman  must  be 
a  a  measure  a  missionary,  yet  the  pastoral 
elation  is  really  first  in  organized  parishes. 
Jut  how  often  do  we  hear  the  pastor  say, 
Iter  a  very  short  residence  in  a  parish: 
Well,  I  have  done  all  I  can  do  in  this 
lace — there  is  no  possibility  of  growth 
ere.  I  must  be  going  elsewhere !"  Of 
ourse,  when  the  Chief  Shepherd  calls  a 
lan  to  another  place,  he  is  bound  to  go; 
ut  does  the  Chief  Shepherd  need  to  be 
eminded,  as  if  He  had  forgotten  ?  Can 
e  imagine  John  Keble,  so  many  years^ 
ricar  of  the  rural  parish  at  Ilur-sley,  com- 
laining,  when,  let  us  say,  ten  years  of  his 
rvice  there  had  passed,  that  there  was 
othing  more  for  him  to  do  in  that  parish  ? 
to  take  the  highest  example,  can  we 
nagine'the  Blessed  Lord  complaining  that 
erusalem  and  little  Palestine  were  too 
nail  for  His  great  powers,  when  Rome, 
nd  Athens,  and  Corinth,  and  Antioch  and 
Damascus,  were  lying  out  in  the  great 
orld,  all  in  the  direst  need  of  His  teach- 
lg  ? 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
>iocese  for  the  action  taken  by  the  last 
onvention  in  the  appointment  of  an  Arch- 
Bacon,  and  also  to  those  friends  who  so 
indly  assistcdnie  in  providing  his  salary 
>r  the  first  year.  1  do  not  know  what  I 
lould  have  done  in  this  year  now  closing, 
hicli  I  may  call  "the  year  of  the  exodus," 
it  had  not  been  for  the  Archdeacon — and 
give  you  to  understand  that,  having  once 
ljovod  the  comfort  of  such  assistance  in 
ie  Mission  work  of  the  Diocese,  I  shall 
per  know  how  to  get  along  without  it. 
here  were  a  few,  I  believe,  last  year,  who 
id  apprehensions  lest  the  Archdeacon 
oiild  bo  a  terror  to  the  missionaries;  but, 
nsidering  the  fact  that  most  of  our 
|oce3es  have  such  officers,  I  could  not 
iderstand  why  it  should  be  so;  and  at  all 
ents,  the  personality  of  the  present  Arch- 
iacon  of  Central  New  York  has,  I  think, 


removed  the  last  vestige  of  such  a  fear,  and, 
so  far  as  I  am  aware,  everybody  is  satisfied 
that  we  made  no  mistake  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  an  officer.  The  purpose  of 
providing  one  year's  salary  for  the  Arch- 
deacon by  subscription  was  chiefly  to  enable 
the  Diocese  to  catch  up  in  the  missionary 
funds,  and  to  meet  the  deficiency  existing 
at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year.  This,  I 
am  happy  to  learn  from  the  Treasurer's 
report,  has  resulted  successfully,  and  since 
the  amount  subscribed  will  suffice  until 
next  October,  the  burden  for  the  ensuing 
year  will  not  be  excessive,  when  the  Diocese 
shall  become  responsible  for  the  Arch- 
deacon's support.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  the  assessment  for  that  purpose  be  a 
separate  one,  and  not  incorporated  with 
that  for  Diocesan  Missions,  and  I  am 
inclined  to  think  that  the  plan  is  a  wise 
one.  I  commend  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Convention  the  necessary  amendment 
to  the  Canon  which  such  a  change  of  plan 
would  require.  And  another  improvement 
which  it  seems  to  me  it  would  be  well  to 
make  is  the  appointment  by  Canon  of  an 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  of  which  committee  it  shall  be 
the  duty  to  unify  and  arrange  the  parochial 
assessments  for  Missions  and  the  stipends 
to  be  paid  to  the  missionaries,  and  thus 
avoid  the  confusion  and  lack  of  uniformity 
that  are  apt  to  arise  when  half  a  dozen 
committees  work  separately  and  without 
consultation  in  different  parts  of  the 
Diocese.  The  Diocese  is  really  the  unit, 
not  the  District.  The  districts  are  simply 
convenient  arrangements  for  more  fre- 
quent consultation  among  the  Clergy,  and 
for  a  nearer  oversight  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Diocesan  officers,  but 
the  offerings  oi'  the  people  arc  for  the  Mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese,  not  oi'  the  District  ; 
sometimes  the  same  missionary  works  in 
two  districts  at  once;  and  the  same 
principle  of  assessment  obtains  or  should 
obtain  in  them  all  alike.  A  general 
Executive  Commit  tec,  therefore,  composed 
of  men  from  each  district,  could  collate 
and  compare  the  reports  of  the  several 
District  Committees  and  remove  anv  dis- 
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crepancies  that  might  occur  in  their  pro- 
positions. An  amendment  to  Article  III 
of  the  Constitution  is  also  necessary,  in 
order  to  restore  to  that  instrument  the  re- 
quirement that  lay  delegates  to  the  Con- 
vention shall  come  only  from  parishes  in 
union  with  the  Convention,  and  shall  not 
exceed  three  in  number — provisions  which 
must  have  been  inadvertently  omitted 
when  the  latest  amendment  was  adopted. 
We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  a  national 
celebration  which  is  of  immense  interest 
to  all  Americans,  and  indeed  to  all  the 
peoples  of  the  world.  The  discovery  of 
Columbus  was  of  vast  importance,  of 
course,  as  leading  up  to  the  greater  events 
that  were  to  come,  but  it  was  the  settle- 
ment at  Jamestown  which  fixed  the  charac- 
ter of  the  institutions  that  were  to  govern 
this  new  world;  that  they  should  be 
English  and  not  Spanish,  institution's  of 
freedom,  and  not  those  of  despotism.  And 
as  our  Puritan  brethren  do  not  hesitate  to 
make  the  very  most  they  possibly  can  of 
the  glorious  principles  and  deeds  of  their 
spiritual  progenitors  in  New  England, 
usually  overlooking  the  fact  that  America 
had  any  other  forefathers,  it  certainly 
is  not  an  unseemly  act  of  pride 
on  our  part  to  call  attention  to  the  truths 
which  the  celebration  of  1907  emphasizes, 
that  the  first  Englishmen  to  gain  a  foot- 
hold within  the  territory  of  the  United 
Slates  were  those  of  Jamestown — the  first 
Clergyman  to  be  settled  here  was  a  Priest 
of  the  Church  of  England — the  first 
services  of  worship  in  the  English  tongue 
established  within  our  borders  were  those 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  the 
first  free  legislative  assembly  held  its  ses- 
sions in  that  Church  in  Virginia,  more 
than  a  year  before  the  Mayflower  came  to 
anchor  in  Massachusetts  Bay.  It  is  not, 
I  assure  yon,  in  any  partisan  spirit,  that 
I  call  attention  to  these  historical  truths, 
but  in  order  that  they  may  be  understood, 
that  honor  may  be  given  where  lienor  is  due 
—that  if  there  be  any  prognostications  in 
history  they  may  have  their  proper  con- 
sideration, and  especially  that  Ave  may  be 
duly  thankful  for  the  heritage  which  has 


descended  to  us  in  the  Doctrine,  Discipline 
and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church.  And  if  so  be  that  we  be  truly 
thankful,  we  will  not  neglect  to  express 
our  gratitude  in  that  Thank  Offering 
which  is  to  be  presented  at  the  General 
Convention  in  Richmond  in  October  next. 
Let  us  not  be  so  paltry  as  to  complain  that 
the  Church  is  always  looking  for  more 
money,  but  rather  let  us  recognize  that  in 
this  matter  particularly  the  Church  is  say- 
ing, in  the  words  of  the  Apostle,  "I  seek 
not  yours,  but  you." 

Another  thing  for  which  we  have  to  be 
thankful  during  the  year  that  is  past,  is 
the  indication  that  has  been  given  of  the 
soundness  in  the  faith  of  this  American 
Church  in  the  judicial  decisions  of  our 
ecclesiastical  courts,  and  in  the  manifest 
approval  of  those,  decisions  by  several 
Diocesan  Conventions.  And  surely  we 
may  be  pardoned,  in  this  connection,  if  we 
here  express  our  appreciation  of  the  fact, 
that  the  able  paper,  in  which  the  decision 
of  the  Court  of  Review  was  set  forth,  was 
from  the  hand  of  our  eminent  jurist,  the 
distinguished  Chancellor  of  Central  New 
York.  The  developments  which  have  since 
taken  place  in  the  career  of  the  accused  in 
that  trial,  have  entirely  vindicated  the 
wisdom  and  the  importance  of  such  a 
decision.  Eor,  my  brethren,  we  have  come 
to  the  point  where  the  tide  of  individualism 
in  the  Church  must  take  a  turn,  if  the 
Church  is  to  maintain  the  trust  which  has 
been  committed  unto  her.  It  is  interesting, 
and  sometimes  quite  awful,  to  observe  how 
principles  once  adopted,  possibly  without 
a  full  and  definite  understanding  of  their 
far-reaching  tendencies,  always  work  them- 
selves out  by  means  of  an  inexorable  logic. 
It  may  take  centuries  for  them  to  come  to] 
their  climax,  but  they  always  get  there 
when  the  time  is  ripe.  This  is  the  case 
to-day  with  what  has  been  called  "private 
judgment"  in  things  religious.  When 
Luther  and  the  other  Protestant  leaders 
on  the  continent  of  Europe  enunciated  that 
principle  of  private  judgment,  they  chiefly 
meant  by  it  that  the  individual  had  a  right 
to  choose  whether  he  would  be  a  Catholic 
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or  a  Protestant.  They  had  no  idea  of  set- 
ting a  man  free  from  all  authority,  for  they 
held  their  members  in  strict  allegiance  to 
the  several  "Confessions/'  so-called,  of 
Augsburg,  or  of  Dort,  or  of  Westminster, 
as  the  case  might  have  been,  and  he  who 
denied  the  statements  of  those  Confessions 
was  as  severely  denounced  for  heresy  as  he 
would  have  been  in  the  old  Church.  The 
saying  sometimes  heard  now-a-days,  that 
"those  men  exchanged  the  infallibility  of 
the  Church  for  the  infallibility  of  the 
Book,"  is  not  strictly  accurate ;  for  at  first 
the  Protestant  bodies  enforced  their  own 
conciliar  interpretations  quite  as  much  as 
the  Roman  Church  did ;  and  of  course  there 
was  very  little  private  judgment  about  that. 
But  as  time  went  on  the  principle  began  to 
assert  itself  more  fully.  It  'came  to  be 
said  after  a  while,  "the  Bible  and  the  Bible 
only  is  the  religion  of  Protestants" — and 
as  that  idea  began  to  grow  in  men's  minds 
sects  began  to  increase.  Any  zealous  man 
who  thought  he  found  something  in  the 
Bible  that  was  not  sufficiently  emphasized 
by  the  societies  already  existing,  or  who 
became  convinced  that  all  of  those  societies 
were  teaching  something  that  the  Bible 
does  not  warrant,  broke  away  from  the 
connection  in  which  he  was  born,  and 
started  a  neAV  denomination.  Thus  private 
judgment  was  developed,  yet  always  in 
supposed  conscious  subjection  to  the 
authority  of  Scripture.  But  individual- 
ism pure  and  simple  is  not  complete  so  long 
as  it  is  subject  to  any  outward  authority, 
whether  of  a  book  or  of  an  organization. 
Private  judgment  reaches  its  climax  in  the 
sovereignity  of  the  individual,  and  in  the 
assertion  of  his  entire  sufficiency  to  think 
and  to  act  as  he  pleases  about  everything. 
That,  and  that  alone,  is^private  judgment 
pure  and  scientific — and  we  have  lived  to 
see  the  assertion  of  it.  Anarchy  is  de- 
manded in  the  State;  "freedom"  is  de- 
manded in  the  Church  for  each  individual, 
no  matter  what  vows  he  may  be  under ; 
and  the  theological  professor  teaches  his 
classes  to  find  their  criterion  of  Christian 
truth  not  in  the  Church,  not  in  the  Bible, 
but  each  one  simply  in  his  own  conscious- 


ness. And  so  the  intoxicating  thought, 
suggested  to  man  so  long  ago,  i-  sought  to 
be  realized:  "God  made  a  mi -take — ye 
shall  not  surely  di( — but  if  ye  (.-at  of  the 
fruit  of  this  tree  ye  shall  be  as  gods,  each 
one  of  you,  and  shall  of  yourselves  know- 
good  and  evil."  I  say,  brethren,  it  is  time 
for  this  tide  to  turn,  for  it  has  reached  the 
flood.  Would  that  we  might  say  that  it  is 
only  in  the  intellectual  and  theological 
realm  that  this  tendency  has  shown  itself; 
but  man  is  not  made  that  way.  The  intel- 
lectual part  of  man  needs  the  restraint  of 
God's  law  as  well  as  the  moral,  for  they 
work  together  invariably;  and  when  the 
principle  of  lawlessness  is  admitted  in  one 
realm,  it  is  perfectly  sure  to  extend  to  the 
other.  As  the  Bishop  of  Albany  recently 
said,  after  speaking  of  the  loss  of  faith 
among  some  people  in  the  Church,  "Is 
there  not  beside  and  behind  all  this,  in 
some  quarters  at  least,  the  determination 
to  be  rid  of  the  obligation  upon  characti  r 
of  all  religious  authority,  whether  in  Holy 
Scripture  or  in  the  Church?  Certainly 
there  is  in  some  minds  a  subtle  substratum 
of  a  sense  of  relief  in  the  escape  from  all 
the  moral  restraints  of  belief."  "It  is  not 
surprising,"  said  the  late  editor  of  the 
Church  Standard,  "on  the  contrary,  it  is 
a  natural  accompaniment  of  the  process 
moral  degeneracy  both  in  England  and 
America,  that  men  who  have  sworn  to 
teach  the  Christianity  of  the  simple  old 
creeds,  are  now  claiming  the  right  bo  for- 
swear themselves  by  denying  the  creeds, 
while  they  smilingly  retain  their  places 
and  emoluments  in  the  Churches  which 
they  betray."  To  any  sane  mind,  familiar 
with  the  large  liberty  under  the  law  which 
is  now  granted  to  the  Clergy  of  this 
Church,  one  would  think  ii  would  appear 
quite  unnecessary  to  write  a  hook  demand- 
ing "freedom  in  the  Church."  The  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  has  been 
described,  and  sometimes  sneered  at.  as 
"the  roomiest  Church  in  Christendom;" 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  those  men  who 
want  more  room  in  it  are  simply  trying  to 
knock  down  its  walls  altogether.  In  other 
words,  they  are  rejecting  all  authority,  no 
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matter  how  gentle  and  restricted  it  may  be, 
and  are  seeking  to  bring  in  pure  individual- 
ism, which  is  anarchy.  An  intellectual 
and  learned  College  professor  said  in  this 
city  the  other  day,  "we  want  men  who 
think  for  themselves."  So  we  do, 
but  we  want  them  also  to  think  sanely, 
to  think  soundly,  and  not  to  think 
themselves  infallible,  not  to  think  that 
liberty  is  license,  not  to  forget  that 
there  are  other  people  in  the  world  who 
also  have  a  right  to  think,  and  whose 
thoughts  about  the  necessary  human  rela- 
tions may  be  better  than  theirs.  And  as 
for  the  Christian  Church,  it  wants  men 
who  recognize  the  very  first  principle  of 
its  origin,  that  it  comes  from  an  accredited 
Teacher,  and  did  .not  originate  with  them ; 
that  they  have  "received"  it,  as  St.  Paul 
says,  and  did  not  invent  it  themselves,  and 
since  that  is  the  case,  that  it  must  have 
some  authoritative  sources,  which  their 
own  individual  "imaginations,  or  reason- 
ings," cannot  alter.  In  short,  while  we 
must  exercise  each  one  of  us  his  own  reason 
in  the  acceptance  of  the  revelation  of  God 
in  Christ,  and  are  free  to  accept  or  to  reject 
it  as  we  shall  decide,  we  must  not  imagine 
that  our  reason  is  a  solvent  which  can 
change  the  character  of  the  authorities 
from  which  we  receive  that  revelation.  In 
every  relation  of  life  we  should  recognize 
and  honor  the  authority  by  which  that 
relation  is  legitimately  controlled,  and  not 
sot  up  our  own  unrestrained  private  judg- 
ment against  it;  or,  as  the  Apostle  well 
expresses  the  principle,  "casting  down 
imaginations  and  every  high  thing  that 
exalteth  itself  against  the  knowledge  of 
God,  and  bringing  into  captivity  every 
thought  to  the  obedience  of  Christ." — 
(II  Cor.  x.  5.) 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missions 
of  the  Diocese  mot  as  usual  immediately 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention, 
and  appointed  the  Executive  Committee 
in  accordance  with  the  new  canonical  pro- 
vision. The  time  being  too  short  to  con- 
sider the  whole  matter  of  the  assessments 


for  the  Districts,  it  was  referred  to  that' 
Committee  with  power,  and  a  meeting  of 
the  Committee  was  called  for  Friday, 
June  21st,  at  Calvary  Parish  House, 
Utica.  At  that  time  and  place  the 
Executive  Committee  came  together  and 
had  a  full  and  satisfactory  meeting,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Archdeacon  and 
the  Deans  of  the  several  Districts  all  being 
present.  After  very  careful  consideration 
and  full  discussion,  the  following  assess- 
ments and  apportionments  were  made.

ARCHDEACON'S  REPORT  TO  THE  BOARD  OF 
MANAGERS. 

Having  already  given  a  somewhat  de- 
tailed account  of  my  work  in  the  Gospel  - 
Messenger,  it  will  be  necessary  for  me  to 
give  but  a  summary  of  that  work.  My 
time  during  the  eight  and  a  half  months 
since  my  appointment  as  Archdeacon,  has 
been  chiefly  occupied  in  becoming  ac- 
quainted with  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Diocese,  supplying  vacancies  in  missionary 
parishes  and  station's,  and  presenting  the 
cause  of  Diocesan  Missions  to  a  number 
of  the  self-supporting  parishes.  I  have 
visited  87  of  the  99  missionary  parishes 
and  stations,  2G  of  them  twice,  G  three 
times,  and  5  four  times,  and  20 
of  the  self-supporting  parishes.  I 
have  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  44 
times  in  public,  and  once  in  private,  held 
145  public  services,  attended  11  meetings 
of  Convocations,  met  vestries  and  commit- 
tees on  33  occasion's,  conferences  with 
other  committees  21  times,  and  sundry 
other  meetings  47  times,  delivered  114 
sermons  and  addresses. 
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The  Board  is  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  condition  of  the  Treasury,  which  shows 
last  year's  indebtedness  paid,  and  a  balance 
in  hand  with  which  to  begin  the  new  year ; 
the  sum  of  $975.53  more  being  raised  this 
year  than  last. 

By  certain  combinations  which  have 
been  made,  and  which  are  in  process  of 
being  made,  quite  a  sum  will  be  saved  to 
the  Board,  but  in  no  case  has  a  combina- 
tion been  made  to  the  detriment  of  the 
work,  or  the  reduction  of  any  missionaries' 
salary,  on  the  contrary,  in  every  case  where 
such  combinations  have  been  made,  or  are 
in  contemplation,  the  missionary's  stipend 
has  been  considerably  increased. 

It  may  seem  somewhat  premature  for 
me,  so  early  in  my  work,  to  suggest  any- 
thing differing  from  the  established  order 
of  things,  yet  having  studied  the  situation 
as  a  whole,  I  may,  perhaps,  be  allowed  to 
bring  before  your  attention  a  few  matters, 
calling  for   consideration: 

1st.  Our  aim  should  be  to  provide  for 
every  missionary  a  living  salary,  even 
though  his  work  has  to  be  spread  out  over  a 
larger  field.  Xot  taking  into  account  several 
missionaries  who  are  aged  or  infirm,  and 
unable  to  do  full  work.  We  have — One 
receiving  $950  and  house;  two,  $950; 
one,  $925  and  house ;  two,  $900  and  house ; 
one,  $875;  one,  $825  and  house;  three, 
$800  and  house;  two,  $800;  six,  $750  and 
house;  two,  $750;  two,  $700  and  house; 
four,  $050  and  house;  two,  $050;  four 
$G00  and  house;  three,   $000;  one,  $550 


parishes,  able  to  pay  only  a  small  pa] 
the  missionary's  salary,  and  others  unable 
to    maintain    services    without    having    a 
mission  station,  receiving  a  stipend,  seem 
to  claim  the  right,  to  call  their  own  Rector. 

It  should  be  the  recognized  principle  of 
•the  Board  not  to  give  a  missionary  stipend 
to  a  parish  not  willing  to  accept  the 
Bishop's  appointment  of  the  missionary. 

4th.  There  should  be  a  greater  uni- 
formity in  the  assessments  and  appropria- 
tion's for  Diocesan  Missions. 

5th.  It  should  be  required  that  all 
offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions  taken  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year,  should  be  forwarded 
by  the  District  Treasurers  to  the  Diocesan 
Treasurer  before  the  close  of  that  vear. 


PAROCHIAL  NOTES. 

Trinity  Church,  Elmiba. — The  [lev. 
C.  II.  McKnight,  Rector..  A  notably  Long 
and  worthy  career  in  the  service  of  the 
Church  has  been  commemorated  by  the 
parishioners  of  Trinity  Church,  in  honor 
of  their  late  Rector,  Rev.  George  II. 
McKnight,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  parish  for 
thirty-six  years,  by  the  dedication  of  a 
Memorial  Altar  on  the  Third  Sunday  after 
Trinity  by  the  Kt.  Rev.  II.  C.  Potter,  D.D., 
of  New  York,  June  16th.  Several  months 
ago  notices  were  sent  to  the  members  of  the 
congregation  that  opportunity  was  pres- 
ented for  subscriptions  to  raise  funds  fotf 
some  suitable  memorial,  and  \\  i 1 1 1  » i i t 
further  solicitation  a  large  sum  was  pro- 
vided by  voluntary  subscription,  and  a 
committee  appointed  to  lake  charge  of  the 
work.  This  memorial,  a  beautiful  ex- 
ample of  modern  work  in  tin1  combination 
of  marble  and  mosaic,  has  just  been  placed 
in  the  east  end  of  the  historic  edifice.  The 
altar  is  of  the  finest  white  Italian  marble, 
the  length  being  seven  feet,  standi]  g 
a  pace  aboul  nine  feel  long.  The  Mensa 
proper  has  in  it  an  inlaid  cross  In  - 
marble,  and  is  supported  in  front  at  the 
ends  by  two  massive  columns  of  white 
marble  with  carved  capitals  o{  the  Lily 
motif  in  high  relief.  The  panel  in  front 
of  altar  is  of. Venetian  Mosaic,  the  field 
being  gold,  with  the  Resurrection  Lili 
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pure  white,  and  leaves  and  stems  of  rich 
green.  In  the  center  of  the  field  is  a  Cross 
with  the  Eternity  circle,  treated  in  red 
with  a  superimposed  Chalice  in  silver,  the 
whole  producing  a  rich  and  beautiful 
effect  in  tone  and  color. 

The  retable  is  of  the  same  material  as 
the  altar  and  bears  in  relief  the  Trisagion, 
and  the  Epistle  end  of  the  altar  has  on  it 
a  brass  plate  with  inscription  as  follows : 

"Erected  by  the  congregation  to  the 
honor  and  glory  of  God,  in  loving  memory 
of  George  Hamilton  McKnight,  Doctor  of 
Divinity,  Rector  of  this  Parish  36  years. 
1869—1905." 


St.  Mark's  Church,  Candor, — The 
Rev.  E.  C.  Hoskins,  Rector.  A  pair  of 
beairtiful  brass  candlesticks  for  the  altar 
have  been  recently  presented  to  this 
Church  by  the  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Rudd,  of 
Elmira.  One  of  them  is  given  as  a  thank 
offering  for  spiritual  blessings,  and  the 
other  "in  loving  memory  of  a  Christian 
father,  Zebulun  Rudd,.  1824-1906."

HISTORY  OF  CALVARY  CHURCH,  HOMER,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

In  the  month  of  February,  1831,  the 
Rev.  Henry  Gregory,  at  that  time  mision-j 
ary  at  Moravia  and  Genoa,  in  Cayuga 
County,  visited  Homer,  and  on  Monday 
evening,  February  14th,  held  divine 
service  in  the  upper  room  of  the  "Old 
Academy." 

There  were  at  that  time  three  or  four 
families  of  Church  people  residing  in 
Homer,  and  several  families  and  individ- 
uals scattered  through  the  surrounding 
country. 

The  interest  shown  in  this  service  and  in 
several  others,  which  were  held  during  the 
succeeding  weeks,  led  the  people  to  make 
an  arrangement    by    which    Mr.    Gregory  j 
was  to  officiate   regularly   at  Homer  one-  J 
third    of    the    time,    beginning  with  the  j 
second  Sunday  in  May  and  continuing  one 
year.     Soon  after  it  Avas  thought  expedient 
to  organize   a   congregation.      Due  notice, 
according  to  law,  was  given  of  an  intention 
so  to  do  on  Sunday,  May  29th,  and  on  the 
following  Lord's  Day.     On  Monday,  June; 
6th,  the  congregation  assembled  pursuant 
to    the    above    notice ;    the    Rev.    Henry 
Gregory  was  appointed  to  preside,  and  Mr. 
John  C.  Marvin  and  Augustus  Donnelly 
Esq.,   were   appointed  to  certify  the  pro 
eeedings    of    the    meeting.       Mr.    Danie 
Glover  and  Augustus  Donnelly,  Esq.,  wer 
duly  chosen  wardens,  and  Messrs.  Lyman! 
Kendal,    John    C.    Marvin,     Asa     Austin, 
Ammil  Burs,  Hiram  Bliss,  Joel  Hibbard, 
Marsena  Ballard  and  Albert    F.    Boland 
were  elected  vestrymen.       The    name    of 
"The  Rector,   Churchwardens   and  vestry 
of  Calvary  Church  in  the  town  of  Llomer, 
Cortland  County,  N.  Y.,  was  fixed  on  a: 
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tli at   by  which  the  congregation  shall  be 
known  in  law. 

The  above  proceedings,  duly  certified, 
were  acknowledged  before  Judge  Dickson 
the  same  day,  and  recorded  in  the  County 
Clerk's  Office  August  16th,  1831,  and  in 
the  following  October  Calvary  Church  was 
received  into  union  with  the  Convention 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  that  body. 

On  the  5th  day  of  December,  1831,  a 
meeting  was  held  to  consider  the  question 
of  building  a  Church,  and  committees  were 
appointed  to  ascertain  what  site  could  be 
obtained  and  the  probable  expense.  Some 
time  later  the  committee  reported  that  a 
site  had  been  secured,  and  in  March,  1832, 
a  subscription  paper  was  circulated  and 
funds  were  speedily  subscribed  to  an 
amount  that  warranted  the  Vestry  in  tak- 
ing the  necessary  measures  for  the  erection 
of  a  house  of  worship. 

The  work  of.  building  progressed 
rapidly,  and  on  June  21st  at  10  o'clock 
a.  m.,  the  corner  stone  was  laid  with  the 
usual  religious  service  in  the  presence  of  a 
large  congregation,  and  an  address  was 
delivered  by  the  officiating  minister,  the 
Rev.  Henry  Gregory.  .The  first  service 
was  held  in  the  new  Church,  entirely 
finished  and  furnished,  on  Advent  Sunday, 
December  2,  1832.  The  Kev.  Thomas 
Meachem  being  at  that  time  in  charge  of 
the  parish,  locum  tenens. 

The  first  confirmation  in  the  parish  was 
held  August  0th,  1831,  before  the  Church 
building  was  erected,  when  the  Et.  Rev. 
Benjamin  T.  Onderdonk  made  his  first 
visitation,  and  conferred  the  rite  on  ten 
candidates. 

For  nearly  two  years  after  the  founding 
of  the  parish  the  congregation  were  unable 
to  secure  a  settled  pastor,  and  services  were 
maintained  by  different  clergymen  who 
could  give  them  occasional  visits. 

On  February  14,  1833,  the  Rev.  Henry 
IGregory  took  charge  of  the  parish  as  ils 
first  Rector,  and  began  a  ministry  in 
Calvary  Church,  which  extended  over 
eight  years — fruitful  years  of  faithful 
service,  the  influence  of  which  is  felt  even 


at  the  present  day.  The  record-  of  succes- 
sion in  the  parish  are  far  from  complete, 
but  from  various  sources  we  are  able  to 
give  the  following  list  of  Rectors  from  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gregory  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1840 : 

The  Revs.  *E.  B.  Foote,  D.  Goodale,  G. 
M.  Skinner,  Chas.  E.  Phelps,  Reuben  Hub- 
bard, Geo.  L.  Foote,  11.  V.  Gardner,  Pey- 
ton Gallagher,  C.  S.  Percival. 

The  Rev.  C.  S.  Percival  resigned  the 
rectorship  of  the  parish  at  Easter,  1864, 
and  the  Church,  which  was  greatly  in  need 
of  repairs  was  closed. 

In  March,  18  05,  Lewis  B.  Henry,  Esq., 
removed  from  New  York  City  to  Homer. 
To.  Mr.  Henry  this  Church  owes  a  lasting 
debt  of  gratitude  for  his  untiring  Chirstian 
zeal  in  her  behalf. 

This  Godly  layman,  when  he  arrived  in 
Homer  found  the  Church  closed  and  unfit 
for  use  as  a  place  of  worship.  He  was 
filled  with  deep  and  prayerful  concern  for 
the  house  of  God,  and  at  once  began  exhort- 
ing the  people  to  ''remember  Zion,  and  to 
rebuild  the  walls  of  Jerusalem."  Having 
called  the  people  together  at  the  houfi 
one  of  their  number  he  held  a  lav  service 
on  March  10th,  (Friday),  and  gave  notice 
of  regular  services  to  be  held  od  Wednes- 
day and  Sunday  evenings  during  the  suni- 
mer.  Twenty-four  lay  services  were  held 
by  this  lay  worker  from  May  LOth  to  Aug- 
ust 13th,  1865.  Mr.  Henry  inten 
friends  in  New  York  City,  and  from  them 
obtained  in  money  and  oilier  gifts  the  sum 
of  more  than  $450.00,  which  was  used  to 
clean,  repair  and  refurnish  the  Church, 
and  on  Sunday  evening,  Augusl  13th,  he 
held  service1  in  the  building  which  had  been 
closed  for  more  than  a  year. 

In  September,  1865,  an  arrangement 
was  made  with  the  Kev.  Geo.  S.  Teller. 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Cortland,  by 
which  he  was  to  administer  Holy  Commun- 
ion from  time  t'>  time,  ami  also  hold 
services  on  Thursday  evenings  during 
Lent  ami  on  Good  Friday.

Lambeth  Conference  is  to  be  held  in  the 
summer  of  1908.  The  last  one  was  in 
1S!>7,  commemorating  the  1300th  anniver- 
sary of  the  coming  of  St.  Augustine  to 
England,  and  but  for  the  fact  that  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  our  American  Church 
occurs  (his  year,  doubtless  the  next  Con- 
ference would  have  boon  in  1907,  ten  years 
being  the  usual  interim,    A  now  feature  is 


to  be  added  to  the  Conference  this  time, 

viz.:  an  International  Pan-Anglican 
Congress,  in  which  other  Clergymen  be- 
sides Bishops,  and  also  laymen  will  take 
part,  and  even  the  ladies  will  have  a  place 
too. 

This  Congress  is  to  be  held  in  London 
from  June  15th  to  24th,  1908.  It  will 
begin  with  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion in  Westminster  Abbey  on  June 
15thj  a  service  of  Intercession  for  the 
workers,  and  a  Reception  for  Delegates  in 
the  evening,  and  will  close  on  St.  John 
Baptist's  day  with  a  celebration  in  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral.  Great  popular  meetings 
will  be  in  Albert  Hall  every  evening  dur- 
ing the  session,  besides  the  daily  meetings 
of  the  Members  and  Delegates  in  the  morn- 
ing and  afternoon  of  each  day.  Six  main 
subjects  will  be  discussed,  viz..  The  Church 
and  Human  Society;  The  Church  ami 
Human  Thought;  The  Church's  Ministry; 
The  Church's  Missions  in  non-Christian 
lands;  The  Church's  Mis-ions  in  Christen- 
dom; The  Anglican  Communion.  1 
of  these  six  great  subjects  is  to  be  disc 
for  six  days  in  the  mornings  and  after- 
noons. They  are  in  fact  great  sections 
sitting  simultaneously  in  six  centre-  after 
the  model  of  the  sectional  meetings  "t"  the 
British    Association."

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STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

We  come  now  to  treat  particularly  of 
the  Communion  Service,  and  there  are 
certain  points  which  concern  it  as  a  whole, 
of  which  it  may  be  well  to  speak  before  ' 
going  into  its  details.  One  of  these  is  the 
time  of  day  at  which  it  may  be  celebrated. 
And  here  let  us  remember  that  we  get  into 
the  region  of  controversy.  In  what  we 
have  gone  over  hitherto,  the  differences  of 
custom  referred  to  have  been  chiefly  mat- 
ters of  taste  or  of  individual  preference, 
about  which  there  is  no  reason  to  have  any 
feeling  or  serious  debate.  But  around  the 
Altar  Service  disputes  have  raged,  and  a 
good  deal  of  passion  has  at  times  been  dis- 
played. It  will  be  necessary  for  us  to 
avoid  this  as  much  as  possible.  Our 
desire  is  to  speak  dispassionately,  calmly, 
reverently,  and  to  make  an  earnest  effort 
to  ascertain  the  mind  of  the  Church  as  it 
is  expressed  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer.  First,  then,  let  us  consider  the 
question :  What  does  the  Prayer  Book 
indicate  concerning  the  time  of  day  for 
Holy  Communion  ?  We  all  understand, 
of  course,  that  the  institution  of  the  Sacra- 
ment took  place  at  night,  after  the  Paschal 
Supper  was  concluded.  We  know,  too, 
that  for  reasons  which  the  Church  con- 
sidered imperative,  it  became  in  early 
ages  the  universal  rule  to  restrict  the 
service  to  the  morning  hours.  We  see  some 
of  the  reasons  for  this  even  in  the  New 
Testament,  where  St.  Paul  rebukes  the 
Corinthians  for  their  irreverence  and  the 
disrespect  which  they  showed  to  the 
"holy  mysteries."  They  treated  it  as  if  it 
were  a  common  meal,  and  did  "not  discern 
the  Lord's  Body."  And  as  time  went  on 
this  tendency  naturally  spread,  and  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  that  the  Church 
was  scandalized.  What  was  to  be  done? 
The  Church  is  the  keeper  and  guardian 
of  the  holy  gifts  which  God  has  bestowed 
upon  her,  and  it  is  always  her  duty  to  take 
measure's  to  protect  them  from  profana- 
tion. The  Jewish  Passover  was  at  night, 
because  it  commemorated  an  event  that 
took  place  at  night;   but  the  redemption 


Resurrection,  which  occurred  in  the  morn 
ing.     It  is  always  on  Easter  Day  that  we 


"The  Day  of  Resurrection, 
Earth  tell  it  out  abroad; 
The  Passover  of  gladness, 
The  passover  of  God!" 

That  is  the  difference  between  the  Jewish 
and  the  Christian  dispensations — the  one 
was  the  symbolic  promise  given  in  th 
night,  the  other  was  the  fulfilment  which 
came  with  the  rising  of  the  sun.  It  was 
necessary,  therefore,  that  the  Eucharist 
should  have  been  instituted  in  the 
night  following  the  conclusion  of  the 
older  rite,  but  there  was  evidently  nothing 
to  indicate  that  our  Lord  meant  that  it 
should  be  perpetuated  at  that  time ;  and 


the  Church  taking  counsel  and  action  for 
its  reverent  continuance,  decreed  that  it 
should   alwavs   be   celebrated  before  mid- 


day, in  order  to  bless  the  beginning

day  and  avoid  the  hours  when  people  are' 
given  to  heavy  eating  and  carousing. 
Thisj  then,  was  the  general  law  and  cus- 
tom of  the  whole  Church  when  the  Prayer 
Book  was  translated  into  English  and  ar- 
ranged in  its  present  shape. 

And  now  the  question  arises,  does  the*' 
Prayer  Book  indicate,  either  directly  o» 
indirectly,  that  a  change  in  that  customjj 
was  to  be  allowed  in  the  English  or- 
American  Churches  ?  Is  there  a  word  to 
show  that  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Com-j 
munion  might  sometimes  be  expected  in* 
the  afternoon  or  evening?  Not  one.  On 
the  contrary,  the  indications  and  the  in- 
ferences are  entirely  in  the  other  direction, 
Eor  example,  the  first  Lord's  Prayer  anc 
the  Creed  may  be  omitted  if  they  hav< 
"been  said  immediately  before  in  Morning 
Prayer."  It  does  not  say  in  either  place 
"in  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer."  Again, 
in  all  the  occasional  services  to  which  the 
Holy  Communion  is  attached,  e.  g.,  for 
Thanksgiving  day,  for  Ordination,  Con 
secration  of  a  Church,  Institution  of  a 
Minister,  provision  is  made  invariably  for" 
Morning  Prayer  to  precede  the  celebra- 1 
tion;  the  only  case  in  which  it  is  not  ex 
pressly  spoken    of    as    Morning    Prayer, 
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jeing  in  the  Consecration    of    a    Church, 

from  which  the  rubric  which  so  dis- 
tinguished it  until  1892,  was  omitted  in 
the  revision,  because  it  referred  to  the 
'Psalms    in    Metre,"     which    were     also 

ropped  from  the  Book;  but  that  omitted 
rubric  still  proves  that  it  was  intended  to 
lave  the  service  in  the  morning.  It  is 
rerv  evident,  therefore,  from  the  Prayer 
Book  itself,  that  if  the  Communion  is  to 
)e  immediately  preceded  by  any  service, 
hat  service  is  to  be  Morning  Prayer;  and 
>f  course  the  inference  is  plain  to  every 
aim  and  unbiased  mind,  that  the  time  of 
lay  in  which  the  Prayer  Book  contem- 
plates and  provides  for  celebrations  of  the 
Sacrament  is  the  morning. 

And  now  someone  may  say,  but  what  is 
he  use  ?  Why  should  we  be  so  strict,  ancl 
un  the  risk  of  depriving  peaple  of  the 
dessing,  when  they  cannot  come  in  the 
norning,  or  when  the  Priest's  time  is  so 
trranged  that  he  cannot  celebrate  in  the 
norning?  The  real  question  in  such 
ases  is,  are  these  things  impossibilities, 
>r  are  they  only  inconveniences  ?  Much 
night   be   granted  by  way   of  temporary 

ccommodation  to  actual  impossibilities; 
Hit    is    the   well-considered   order   of   the 

hnrch  to  be  cast  aside  merely  for  the 
ake  of  convenience,  especially  if  it  is 
ecu  red  through  a  self-indulgent  unwilling- 
less  to  take  a  little  trouble  ?  It  is  ours  to 
uotect  the  divine  gifts  of  grace  and  truth, 
nd  to  hand  them  on  to  future  generations 

s  we  have  received  them,   and  we  must 
•eware  not  to  contravene  any  time-honored 
aws  intended  for  their  preservation.

Church  building  has  fallen  into  more  or 
loss  of  decay.  The  village,  however,  i- 
looking  up  a  little  in  those  days.  It  i< 
pleasantly  situated  on  the  north  shore  "t' 
Oneida  Lake,  and  a  trolley  line  i-  soon  t.» 
he  built  from  Syracuse,  which  will  bring 
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many  people  there  for  the  summer,  and 
the  time  seems  to  have  come  for  the  Church 
to  he  opened  again.  There  is  a  very  nice 
property  of  two  acres  of  land  in  the  centre 
of  the  village,  and  the  building  is  well 
worth  repairing.  During  the  past  month 
the  Archdeacon  was  there  and  held  a 
service,  which  was  quite  well  attended,  and 
the  people  are  sufficiently  desirous  of  re- 
opening the  Church  to  be  willing  to  do 
inside  repairs,  if  they  can  get  help  in  put- 
ting on  a  new  roof.  That  will  cost  $130.00, 
and  the  Bishop  has  promised  that  it  shall 
be  done.  Are  there  any  who  would  like 
to  contribute  towards  the  expense  ? 


St.  Joseph's  Church,  Rome. — The 
Rev.  A.  L.  Byron-Curtiss,  Rector.  At  St. 
Joseph's  Church  two  improvements  and 
some  very  necessary  repairs  will  be  made 
this  summer.  One  improvement  will  be 
the  installing  of  a  new  and  powerful  fur- 
nace to  replace  an  old  one  that  gave  out 
completely  about  Easter  time.  The 
Rector,  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Byron-Curtis,  sug- 
gested to  the  vestry,  that  instead  of  having 
a  fair  to  raise  money  for  a  new  one,  a  can- 
vass of  the  parish  be  made  and  the  money 
thus  secured.

An 
illustration  of  the  positive  sacrifice  the 
families  of  wage-workers  must  make  in 
being  generous  in  their  Church  support  is 
seen,  in  that  while  all  ivillingly  pledged, 
many  specified  that  the  same  was  to  be 
paid  when  the  canning  factories  opened 
and  extra  money  is  earned  by  the  women 
and  children.  The  other  improvement  will 
be  the  placing  of  a  hard  wood  floor  in  the 
Chancel  to  replace  an  old  carpet  nearly 
worn  out.  The  money  for  this  was  raised 
by  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  at  "apron 
Sale3,"  etc  The  congregation  having  done 
30  well,  the  Rector  felt  justified  in  appeal- 
ing 1(»  outside  friends  in  making  repairs 
to  \\\c  fewer  and  roof  of  the  Church,  and 
is  meeting  with  such  encouragement  that 
this  will  be  done;  also.

BISHOP  DE  LANCEY. 

Remains  of  Bishop  DeLancey  will  be 

Removed  to  Geneva. 

Geneva,  May  23. — Final  decision  was 
made  at  the  Diocesan  Council  of  Western 
New  York,  held  at  Batavia,  that  the  re- 
mains of  Rt.  Rev.  William  H.  DeLancey, 
first  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  should  be 
removed  from  their  present  resting  place 
at  Mamaroneck,  Westchester  County,  and 
brought  to  Geneva  and  placed  in  a  tomb 
to  be  constructed  under  the  altar  of  St. 
Peter's  Church. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  which  stands  at  the 
corner  of  Lewis  and  Genesee  Streets,  was 
erected  as  a  memorial  to  Bishop  Do 
Lancey,  and  it  has  been  contemplated  for 
years  that  the  final  resting  place  for  his 
body  should  be  under  the  altar  of  the 
Church.  The  subject  has  been  broached 
several  times,  but  no  action  was  taken  until 
this  week. 

The  matter  was  presented  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Walter  North  in  his  report  as  secretary 
of  the  Standing  Committee.  He  stated 
that  the  old  DeLancey  burying  ground  at 
Mamaroneck  was  in  an  advanced  stage  of 
dilapidation.  He  urged  that  a  more  ap- 
propriate resting  place  be  provided  for  the 
remains  of  Bishop  DeLancey  and  the 
members  of  his  family. 

The  members  of  St.  Peter's  and  Trinity 
parishes  consider  it  most  fitting  that  the 
remains  of  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
ho  brought  to  Geneva,  for  most  of  his 
wort  was  in  this  city  and  vicinity.  He 
was  elected  Bishop  in  Trinity  Church,  at 
the  convention  hold  for  the  organization 
of  the  old  Diocese  of  Western  New  York, 
on  November  1,  1838.  He  was  consecrated 
at  Auburn  the;  following  May  and  estab- 
lished liis  residence  in  Geneva,  making 
Trinity  Church  his  pro-Cathedral.  For 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  he 
directed  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  from 
here.     He  died  here  April  9,  1865.  . 


In  connection  with  the  above,  which  il 
quoted  from  "The  Democrat  and  Chron-j 
icle"  of  Rochester,  May  23,  1907,  it  mJ 
interest  our  readers  to  see  the  following 
account  of  Bishop  DeLancey's  funeral 
taken  from  The  Gospel  Messenger  oj 
April  13th,  18(35,  a  copy  of  which  wa^ 
recently  sent  to  us  by  our  good  friend  Mrj 
D.  ISF.  Phinney,  of  Syracuse: 

"Funeral   of   the   Bishop   at   Genev 
Tuesday,  the  11th  inst. 

At  1  o'clock  p.  in.  the  Right  Rev.  Bisho 
Coxe,  now  Diocesan,  and  a  large  numbe 
of  Clergy  assembled  at  the  College  Chape 
where  the  funeral  procession  formed  unde 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Wm.  B.  Douglas,  M 
A.    L.    Chew    and    G.    W.    Nicholas 
Marshals,  whence  they  walked  to  the  res: 
dence  of  the  Bishop,  where  they  receive 
the    body    and    thence    proceeded  to   th 
Church.     The  order  of  the  procession  wasf 
as  follows :    1.  The  Chief  Marshal ;  2.  Th 
pupils  of  Walnut  Hill  School  (the  Rev.  D 
Reeds')   with  the  Principal  and  Instru 
tors;   3.   The  Students  of  Hobart  C 
and  Lay  Members  of  the  Faculty;  4.  Thi 
Wardens  and  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church I 
5.   The  officiating  clergy;   6.  The  clerical 
bearers   as  follows :     Rev.   Drs.   RankineJ 
Foote,    Schuyler,    Gibson   and   Coxe,    an 
Rev.  Messrs.  Ayrault,  Matson  and  Plat 
This  part  of  the  procession  constituted  t 
escort.     Next  came,  7th.  the  Body,*bor 
on  the  shoulders  of  six  men,   relieved 
short  intervals ;  8th.  The  Pall  Bearers, 
follows :     The  Rev.  Drs.  Ingersoll,  Jac 
son,    Bolles,    Van   Rensselaer,   Beach   an 
Hull ;    9th.    The    Family  and  Relation 
10th.     The     Attending  Physicians;    lit 
Delegations  of  Clergy  from  other  Dioceses 
12th.  Clergy  not  in  surplices;  13.  Deacon 
and  Junior  Clergy;  14th.  Senior  Clergy 
15th.  Friends  of  the  family  and  citizens 

It    was    a    most,    imposing  and  solem 
scene,  the  pall  bearers  in  white  scarfs  wit 
rosettes  trimmed  with  black,  the  long  lid 
of  Clergy  in  surplice's,  the  large  coffin  (a 
metal ic  case  enclosed  in  rose-wood)   with 
its    deep    black   pall    surmounted   with   a 
purple  mitre,  over  which  was  laid  a  gilt 
crosier  wreathed  with  flowers,  a  large  cross 
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in  flowers,  a  chalice  and  paten,  and  an  ex- 
quisite crown  wrought  in  the  most  beauti- 
ful white  flowers,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Ell- 
wanger  of  Rochester/  all  borne  on  the 
shoulders  of  men,  while  the  streets  were 
lined  with  crowds  of  people  not  able  to 
enter  the  Church,  standing  in  the  solemn 
stillness  of  reverence  and  respect,  while  the 
bells  of  all  the  places  of  worship  were  toll- 
ing their  slow  and  sad  requiem,  and  the 
places  of  business  were  very  generally 
closed — the  whole  left  an  impression  on 
the  heart  that  can  never  be  effaced — and 
testified  the  universal  consciousness  that  a 
great  and  revered  Father  in  God  had 
fallen  in  Israel. 

On  reaching  the  Church  the  coffin  was 
surrendered  into  the  hands  of  the  clerical 
bearers,  who,  preceded  by  the  officiating 
Clergy,  bore  it  up  to  the  chancel  and  there 
reversing  position,  placed  it,  the  head 
toward  the  altar  and  foot  toward  the  main 
west  entrance.  The  sentences  Avere  read 
by  the  Eev.  Dr.  Bissell ;  the  portion  of  the 
39th  Psalm  was  chanted  by  the  Choir ;  the 
fcrtion  of  the  90th  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Metcalf;  the. Lesson  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Ingersoll;  the  13th  selection  of  Psalms  in 
metre  was  given  out  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hull ; 
the  address  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van 
Tngen ;  the  6th,  7th  and  8th  verses  of  the 
34th  selection  were  then  given  out  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Van  Rensselaer  and  sung  to  the 
Old  Hundredth ;  the  opening  part  of  the 
grave  service  was  then  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Jackson,  the  committal  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Bissell,  the  dust  being  springled  upon  the 
coffin  by  the  Rev.  George  Morgan  Hills ; 
the  sentence,  "I  heard  a  voice,"  was  sung 
by  the  choir,  and  the  Lord's  Prayer  and 
concluding  collects  said  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Rolles  of  Boston. 

The  Church  was  compactly  filled,  and 
we  observed  many  of  the  prominent  laity 
of  the  Diocese,  several  Clergy  from  abroad, 
and  several  ministers  of  other  denomi na- 
tions. There  seemed  but  one  deep  feeling 
of  grief  in  that  whole  assembly,  welling  up 
in  copious  tears  every  now  and  then  ;is 
that  most  finished  and  eloquent  address  <y( 
Dr.    Van    Ingen's    described   the  various 


graces  and  noble  qualities  of  our  late  In- 
loved  Bishop. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  promise  <>\w 
readers  this  most  able  and  interesting  ad- 
dress on  the  first  page-  of  onr  nexl  number. 

A  large  number  of  the  congregation  lin- 
gered after  the  service-  to  look  at  the  coffin 
and  its  emblems,  which  remained  in  the 
Church  until  7  :30  p.  m.,  when  it  was  taken 
to  the  cars  to  be  conveyed  to  the  family 
burying  place  at  Mamaroneck,  Westchester 
County,  whither  it  was  accompanied  by 
the  late  Bishop's  three  sons,. and  by  lit. 
Rev.  Bishop  Coxe,  (whose  only  part  in 
these  sad  offices  had  been  that  of  a  mourn- 
er,) Rev.  Dr.  Rankine,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Van 
Rensselaer,  the  last  two  being  commis- 
sioned by  the  Standing  Committee  tor  that 
purpose.

Wc  hope 
all  that  will  be  made  up,  and  -till  inon  .  - 
that  wc1  may  come  nearer  our  apportion- 
menl  than  we  have  ever  done  before.  Our 
apportionment  is  $10,700,  and  las!  year 
we  gave  $5,08  L40. 
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HISTORY  OF  TRINITY  CHURCH,  LOWVILLE,  N.Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

In  January,  1818,  Bishop  Hobart 
received  an  address  from  the  chiefs  of  the 
Oileida  Nation  thanking  him  for  sending 
a  Missionary  "to  instruct  them  in  the 
religion  of  the  Blessed  Jesus,  and  asking 
him  not  to  forget  them.  This  address  was 
written  by  a  young  Indian  convert,  a  com- 
municant of  the  Church/  and  signed  by 
thirteen  chiefs  by  "their  mark."  To  this 
address  the  Bishop  returned  a  reply  dated 
"first  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1818,  and  in  the  seventh  year  of  my 
consecration."  In  the  reply  he  says:  "It 
is  my  purpose,  if  the  Lord  will,  to  come 
and  see  you  next  summer,"  and  in  his  ad- 
dress to  the  Convention  of  that  year  is  a 
lengthy  account  of  this  visit.  Undoubtedly 
while  the  Bishop  was  at  the  "Oneida  Re- 
servation" lie  took  the  opportunity  to  visit 
the  surrounding  country.  The  Missionary 
mentioned,  both  in  the  address  of  the 
Indians,  and  the  reply  of  the  Bishop,  was 
Eleazar  Williams,  who  was  ordained 
Deacon  by  Bishop  Hobart  July  18,  1826. 
He  died  August  28th,  1858.  The  parish 
records  show  that  Trinity  Church  was 
legally  organized  September  24,  1838. 

Among  those  who  took  an  active  part  in 
the  early  work  of  the  Church  were  a  num- 
ber of  persons  who  had  come  to  the  village 
from  the  vicinity  of  Cooperstown,  Otsego 
County.  They  had  received  the  ministra- 
tions of  that  pioneer  Missionary,  Father 
Nash,  and  could  not  forget  the  Church  of 
their  youth.  Of  these  we  find  such  names 
as  Kent  Jarvis  and  his  sister,  the  wife  of 
William  A.  Chase;  Henry  Butler;  Merritt 
M.  Norton,  and  his  brothers  Samuel  II. 
and  Levi  W. ;  also  Ambrose  W.  Clark  and 
his  family. 

After  five  years  of  interregnum  a  new 
start  was  taken — the  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Ackley, 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Watertown, 
reported  to  the  Bishop,  1839,  "I  have 
preached  twice  at  Lowville,  and  aided  in 
the  organization  of  a  Church  at  that  place." 
A  meeting  was  held  September  24,  1838, 
and  the  first  vestry  elected,  consisting  of 
Kent  Jarvis  and  Geo.  Lyman,  Wardens; 


Leonard  Harding,  Leonard  S.  Stranding, 
Albert  Strickland,  George  D.  Ruggles, 
Henry  Butler,  Lemuel  Wood,  Ambrose 
W.  Clarke  and  Merritt  M.  Norton,  Vestry- 
men. All  of  these  took  a  great  interest  in 
the  enterprise,  but  after  the  organization, 
scarcely  anything  was  done  until  the  spring 
of  1839^  Then  Mr.  Levi  W.  Norton,  the 
youngest  brother  of  Merritt  M.  Norton, 
'who  was  one  of  those  baptized  by  Father 
Nash,  in  Otsego  County,  and  at  this  time 
a  student  in  the  Academy,  consented  to 
read  the  service  of  the  Church.  The  first 
regular  service  was  held  Good  Friday, 
1839,  in  Merritt  Norton's  parlor.  Bishop 
DeLancey  visited  the  infant  parish  in  the 
summer  of  1839,  shortly  after  his  conse- 
cration, and  held  the  service  in  the 
Methodist  House  of  Worship,  where  he 
confirmed  one,  Mr.  L.  W.  Norton,  and 
baptized  one  child,  Merritt  Williams.  The 
subject  of  erecting  a  Church  edifice  was 
agitated  in  184-3,  but  little  was  done  until 
the  following  year.  The  corner  stone  of 
the  Church  was  laid  June  13th,  1846,  and 
on  November  7th  of  the  same  year,  the 
Church  was  consecrated  by  Bishop  De 
Lancey.  January  9th,  1847,  a  new  organ, 
valued  at  $300  was  first  used. 

'In  1857,  the  vestry  determined  to  build 
a  rectory,  a  lot  and  $500.00  in  money  being 
given  by  Mrs.  I.  W.  Bostwick  for  that  pur- 
pose. In  1863  it  was  resolved  to  build  a 
new  Church,  and  the  vestry  appointed  a 
committe  to  carry  out  the  proposed  plan. 

In  September,  1877,  an  opportunity 
came  to  purchase  a  very  excellent  and  ex- 
pensive organ,  which  originally  cost 
$4,000.00. 

In  1879  the  property  of  the  Church  was 
valued  at  $22,000.00.  ' 

The  present  Rector  came  to  the  parish 
April  1,  1906,  since  which  time  the  steeple 
which  had  been  out  of  repair  for  several 
years,  has  been  entirely  restored,  a  new  bell 
has  been  purchased  and  the  Rectory  fitted 
with  modern  plumbing,  and  other  necessary 
improvements  and  repairs  made.

HISTORY  OF  CALVARY  CHURCH,  HOMER,  N.  Y. 

On  Easter  Day,  1866,  the  Rev.  Augustus 
W.  Cornell,  of  Jamaica,  L.  L,  visited  the 
parish  and  officiated  both  morning  and 
evening,  and  on  April  2 2d,  being  the  third 
Sunday  after  Easter,  at  a  lay  service  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  Henry,  it  was  decided  to 
extend  a  call  to  Mr.  Cornell  to  take  charge 
of  the  parish.  Mr.  Cornell  accepted  the 
call,  and  on  the  second  Sunday  in  May  took 
charge  of  the  work  and  entered  upon  his 
duties  as  Hector.  He  resigned  and  left 
the  parish  in  the  spring  of  18*71/  and  for 
some  time  after  that  they  had  no  settled 
Rector,  but  were  supplied  regularly  from 
Syracuse  and  other  places,  until  the  Bishop 
sent  to  them  the  Rev.  J.  W.  H.  Weibel. 

Mr.  Weibel  left  the  parish  in  1876,  and 
after  that  date  for  a  period  of  more  than 
twelve  years  the  Church  was  closed  and  no 
service  was  held. 

In  1889,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Arthur,  Rector  of  Grace  Church, 
Cortland,  a  movement  was  started  which 
resulted  in  the  re-organization  of  the 
parish,  and  on  Trinity  Sunday  the  first 
service  was  held  in  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  Hall, 
on  the  ground  where  the  Rectory  is  at 
present  located.  The  Bishop  appointed 
Mr.  George  F.  Clover,  lay  reader  and 
candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  to  take  charge 
of  the  parish,  the  Church  building  was 
borough ly  repaired  and  refitted,  and  on 
the  tenth  day  of  December,  1889,  was  re- 
dedicated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Frederick  Dan  Hunting- 
ton. The  Rev.  Parker  Fenno  succeeded 
.Mi-,  Clover  in  1893. 


During  Mr.  Eenno's  administration 
Mrs.  Ardelia  Johnson  gave  to  Calvary 
Church,  by  her  will,   $7,500.00,   to   be   a 

permanent  endowment,  the  interest 
which  was  to  be  paid  to  the  Clergyman 
maintaining  regular  services  in  the  Church. 
This  money  was  turned  over  to  and  i-  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  of  the  Paroch- 
ial Fund  of  the  Diocese. 

In  1895  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Robinson  seems 
to  have  been  in  charge  for  a  short  time,  and 
in  December,  1896,  the  Rev.  L.  J.  Christ- 
ler  entered  upon  his  duties  as  minister  in 
charge,  serving  acceptably  for  ab oul  four 
years. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Lee  Tanner  was  senl 
to  Calvary  Church  by  Bishop  Huntington, 
October,  1900.     Mr.  Tanner  was  ordered 

Deacon  and  advanced    to    the    Priest! 1 

during  his  term  of  office  at  Homer,  which 
ended"  June,  1903. 

In  1901  a  Mrs.  Williams  gave  to 
Calvary  Church,  $2,000.00,  which  was 
invested  by  the  Vestry  and  is  still  ad- 
ministered by  them. 

In  1902  a  new,  modern  and  substantial 
Rectory  was  built  on  a  lot  adjoining  the 
Church.  This  Rectory,  furnished  through- 
out, was  the  generous  gift  of  Mr.  Win.  (J. 
Hibbard,  of  Chicago,  111.,  as  a  memorial  t«. 
his  father,  Mr.  Joel  Hibbard,  who  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  Calvary  Church  and  ;i 
member  of  the  first  Vestry.  Mr.  Tanner 
was  succeeded  by  the  Kev.  -1.  Hamilton 
Stirling,  who  came  to  the  parish  in  June, 
1903.  He  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  V.  W. 
Peary  in  1901,  who  had  charge  for  about 
one  year.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

Last  month  we  treated  of  the  time  of 
my  at  which  the  Prayer  Book  evidently 
ntends  that  the  Holy  Communion  shall  be 
•elebrated.  Another  point  which  also  con- 
ferns  I  lie  whole  office  was  suggested  to  us 
>y  the  following  question  recently  received 
Tom  <»no  of  our  Clergy: 


"I  should  like  to  know  how  to  interprel 
these  words,  'We  most  heartily  thank  Thee 
for  that  Thou  dost  vouchsafe  to  feed  uss 
who  have  duly  received  these  holy  my 
ies,  &c.'  I  have  always  supposed  that  they 
referred  to  those  who  had  really  and 
literally  received  the  Sacrament  at  the 
time."  Of  course  the  supposition  of  the 
inquirer  in  this  case  is  correct.  Not  only 
all  the  language  of  the  office  shows  that 
such  an  interpretation  is  the  natural  one, 
but  the  whole  history  of  the  case  proves  il 
to  be  unavoidable.  It  i  s  a  fact  well  known 
to  the  student  of  the  Reformation  period, 
that  in  the  matter  of  communion  there  had 
come  about  during  the  preceding  agi 
wider  and  wider  departure  from  the 
Scriptural  and  primitive  Catholic  us 
Instituted  by  our  Lord  as  a  sacrificial 
of  which  undoubtedly  the  early  Christians 
regarded  it  as  their  privilege  to  partake 
on  every  Lord's  day,  it  had  beet  .mo  chiefly 
a  thing  to  he  present  at  without  receiving 
more  than  once,  or  at  the  most  three  times, 
in  the  year.  Nay,  more  than  that,  the  rule 
had  also  come  to  be  enforced  that  every 
priest  should  "say  mass"  every  day,  and, 
since  it  was  difficult  to  secure  a  congrega- 
tion so  often,  it  came  about  that  what  were 
called  "solitary  masses"  became  customary, 
the  priest  celebrating  alone,  or  with  only  ;i 
boy  to  serve  him,  no  one  bur  the  priest 
receiving   the   Sacrament. 

N~ow   the    Church    o\'    England    had    DO 
idea  of  altering  the  original  institution  of 
Christ,  making  of  the  Eucharist  a  sacri- 
ficial memorial  ot'  \\\<  Death  and  Passion; 
but  it  was  her  very  evident   intention  to 
restore  to  its  due  importance  the  id< 
Communion.      The   title  of   the   office   in 
Edward's  First  Book  plainly  indicated  this; 
tor  while  it  speaks  ot'  the  service  a-  that 
which   was  "commonly  called   the    Mass, 
showing  that    it    was   intended   to  be  in   all 
essential  points  the  old  service  of  the 
the  principal  title  is,  "The  Supper  ot  the 
Lord    and    Holy    Communion ;"    and    the 
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body  of  the  office  itself  plainly  expects  that 
there  will  be  communicants  at  every  cele- 
bration. Those  parts  of  the  service  in- 
tended for  communicants,  such  as  the 
Confession,  Absolution,  Comfortable 
Words,  and  Prayer  of  Humble  Access, 
though  they  are  more  logically  placed  than 
in  the  present  office,  are  all  there  and  are 
mandatory  at  every  service.  There  is  no 
permission  given  in  the  rubrics  to  omit 
those  parts  in  the  event  of  there  being  no 
communicants,  nor  yet  the  post-commun- 
ion thanksgiving,  which  is  practically  the 
same  as  now;  the  words  being,  "we  most 
heartily  thank  Thee,  for  that  Thou  hast 
vouchsafed  to  feed  us  in  these  holy  myster- 
ies." But  even  if  it  could  be  claimed  that 
some  slight  authority  might  be  inferred 
from  that  First  Book  for  a  celebration 
without  communicants,  which  we  think  it 
cannot,  certainly  the  matter  is  quite  settled 
in  the  later  action  of  the  Church  in  revis- 
ing that  Book,  and  after  the  various  at- 
tempts which  stretched  over  a  period  of 
one  hundred  and  ten  years — 1552  to  1662 
— finally  establishing  it  in  its  present 
form,  which  is  practically  that  of  our  own 
American  Book,  so  far  as  the  point  to 
which  we  are  referring  is  concerned.  The 
idea  of  communion  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  office,  for  at  least  a  portion  of  the  con- 
gregation, was  strongly  emphasized  in 
those  revisions.  The  title  of  the  office 
became  "The  Administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  or  Holy  Communion" — the  words 
"commonly  called  the  Mass"  being  omitted. 

The  Confession,  Absolution,  etc.,  were 
placed  before  instead  of  after  the  Conse- 
cration prayer,  thus  confusing  somewhat 
the  two  aspects  of  the  Offering  and  the 
Communion  which  had  previously  been 
distinct;  a  change  evidently  intended  for 
the  purpose  of  emphasizing  the  commun- 
ion idea.  And  not  the  least  important  and 
significant  change  was  the  rubric  added  to 
the  Communion  of  the  Sick,  requiring  the 
presence  of  at  least  two  persons  to  receive 
with  the  sick  person. 

Xow  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  comment 
on  these  facts,  nor  to  go  into  the  theo- 
logical argument  to  justify  the  Church  of 


England  in  her  attempt  to  restore  wha 
was  believed  to  be  the  true  nature  and  pur 
pose  of  the  Holy  Sacrament.  The  word 
of  our  Lord  Himself  in  the  Institution 
"Do  this,  as  oft  as  ye  shall  drink  it,  in 
remembrance  of  Me,"  and  of  St.  Paul 
"As  often  as  ye  eat  this  Bread  and  drink 
this  Cup  ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death  til 
He  come,"  seem  to  give  sufficient  justifica- 
tion, without  referring  to  any  later  history 
The  fact  which  ought  to  be  sufficient  t< 
regulate  our  custom  is  plain  enough,  that 
the  Church  to  which  we  have  given  in  ous 
allegiance  intends  that  her  highest  act  of 
worship  in  the  congregation  shall  be  I 
complete  act,  complete,  that  is,  on  the  part 
of  the  congregation  as  well  as  of  the  priestj 
and,  as  every  theologian  knows,  the  Euj 
charist  is  not  complete  without  communion; 
Unfortunately  it  was  the  work  of  the  medi- 
aeval Church  in  the  west  to  mutilate  tha 
Sacrament,  first  by  refusing  the  Cup  tJ 
the  laity,  and  then  by  giving  the  people  tqj 
understand  that  "assisting  at  Mass,"  as  it 
was  called,  that  is,  being  present  without 
receiving,  was  all  that  was  necessary  in 
the  way  of  worship  on  fifty  Sundays  oul 
of  fifty-two  each  year.  Both  of  thesJ 
things  it  was  the  intention  of  the  English 
Church  to  correct,  if  possible;  and  ther© 
is  no  question  that  the  service  of  both  the 
English  and  American  Prayer  Books  ii 
entirely  unfitted  to  the  perpetuation  of 
either  of  these  customs.  In  our  nexl 
article  Ave  shall  speak  of  the  othefi 
extreme  into  which  we  have  fallen  in  ouij 
effort  to  restore  the  primitive  usage. 


MARRIAGE  LICENSES. 

We  are  glad  to  know  that  the  Legisla 
tare  of  this  State  has  passed  and  the  Gov- 
ernor has  signed  a  law  requiring  a  -license 
for  every  marriage  from  this  time  forth. 
It  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  tending 
to  re-establish  the  sanctity  of  the  marriage 
relation  and  to  stop  the  run-aways  who 
flock  over  our  borders  from  other  States.  | 
The  law  is  in  part  as  follows : 

"It  shall  be  necessary  for  all  persons 
intending  to  be  married  to  obtain  a  mar- 
riage license  from  the  town  or  city  clerk 
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f  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  woman 

[o  be  married  resides  and  to  deliver  snch 

icenso  to  the  clergyman  or  magistrate  who 

to  officiate  before  the  marriage  can  be 
)erformed.  If  the  woman  or  both  parties 
o  be  married  are  non-residents  of  the 
">tate,  such  license  shall  be  obtained  from 
le  clerk  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the 
narriage  is  to  be  performed.  The  town  or 
ity  clerk  of  each  and  every  town  or  city  in 
lis  State  is  empowered  to  issue  marriage 
icenses  to  any  parties  applying  for  the 
ame  who  may  be  entitled  under  the  laws 
)f  this  State  to  contract  matrimony, 
uthorizing  the  marriage  of  such  parties. 

The  license  issued  and  the  certificate, 
uly  signed  by  the  person  who  shall  have 
olemnized  the  marriage,  shall  be  returned 
>y  him  to  the  office  of  the  town  or  city 
erk  who  issued  the  same  on  or' before  the 
Oth  day  of  the  month  next  succeeding  the 
ate  of  the  solemnizing  of  the  marriage, 
nd  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  will- 
ully  neglect  to  make  snch  return  within 
le  time  above  required  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con- 
iction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
f  not  less  than  $25  or  more  than  $50  for 
ach  and  every  offense." 


THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Our  readers  generally  are  aware,  no 
oubt,  that  the  General  Convention  of  the 
hurch  in  the  United  States  is  to  be  held 
lis  year  in  October  in  Richmond,  Va. 
^he  last  Convention  before  the  Civil  War 
vas  held  in  that  city  in  1859,  and  the  same 
lace  was  chosen  for  the  approaching 
ession  because  of  the  historical  associa- 
ions  with  the  State  of  Virginia  in  this 
00th  anniversary  of  the  settlement  at 
amestown.  It  was  with  that  first  coming 
f  English  people  to  live  permanently  in 

merica  that  the  Prayer  Book  began  to 
e  nsed   on   this   continent;   and   the   off- 

oot  of  the  Church  of  England  which  was 

en  planted  on  American  soil  came  under 
le  supervision  of  the  Bishop  of  London, 
ntil  our  independence  was  secured  by  the 
tevolutionary  War.  During  the  18th 
entury,  moreover,  the  Colonial  Church  in 


America  was  greatly  aided  in  its  difficult 
task  by  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  founded  in 
the  beginning  of  that  century.  It  is  with 
great  pleasure,  therefore,  that  we  are 
enabled  to  announce  that  the  present 
Bishop  of  London,  and  also  Bishop  .Mont- 
gomery, the  Secretary  of  the  S.  P.  G.,  are 
both  expecting  to  be  present  at  the  Con- 
vention in  Bichmond.  America  had  never 
seen  an  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  until 
the  Bt.  Bev.  Dr.  Davidson  came  to  the 
Boston  Convention  in  1004;  and  Dr. 
Winnington-Ingram,  the  popular  prelate 
who  now  presides  over  the  Church  in  Lou- 
don, will  be  the  first  Bishop  of  that  See 
who  ever  set  foot  on  our  shores.  The 
Bishop  of  St.  Albans,  the  Bt.  Bev.  Dr. 
Jacob,  is  also  expected  as  a  guest  in  Bich- 
mond. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  beforehand  exactly 
what  will  be  the  most  prominent  subject  of 
interest  and  discussion  before  the  Conven- 
tion. The  establishment  of  a  Court  of 
final  appeal  will  doubtless  come  up  a-  a 
matter  of  unfinished  business  from  the  last 
session;  and  the  question  of  a  more  efficient 
administration  of  the  work  of  the  Church 
among  the  colored  people  of  the  south,  in- 
cluding the  proposal  to  provide  negro 
Bishops,  either  as  suffragans  or  as  His 
sionary  Bishops,  will  certainly  be 
broached.  But  while  it  is  very  important 
that  something  should  be  done  in  that 
matter,  we  trust  that  it  will  be  only  a  part 
of  a  larger  whole,  in  which  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  missions  throughout  the  world  will 
be  made  prominent.  We  know  thai  the 
chief  function  of  the  General  Convention 
is  to  legislate:  but  it  seems  hardly  worth 
while  that  all  the  time  should  be  given  to 
the  enacting  of  laws  to  take  shape  in  Con 
stitutions  and  Canons:  and  wo  could 
wish,  especially  at  this  time,  when  these 
English  Bishops  are  here  who  art1  s«>  much 
interested  in  city  and  foreign  missionary 
work,  that  more  time  might  ho  occupied  in 
studying  the  missionary  situation  ami 
arousing  interest  in  it.  We  trust  that  con- 
stant prayers  for  the  Convention  will  be 
otfered  by  the  Clergy  and  people  during 
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the  session,  which  will  probably  last  three 
weeks. 


In  connection  with  the  above  reference 
to  the  Jamestown  anniversary,  the  follow- 
ing facts  published  by  The  Southern 
Churchman  of  August  3rd,  and  taken 
from  an  address  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  R.  H. 
McKim,  of  Epiphany  Church,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  will  be  found  interesting — 
indeed  ,we  commend  the  whole  address  to 
those  who  care  to  be  further  informed  on 
the  subject: 

"Remember  that  the  greatest  thinkers, 
orators  and  organizers,  as  well  as  the  one 
supreme  soldier  of  the  Evolutionary  epoch 
were  the  sous  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Is 
it  necessary  to  confirm  this  strong  asser- 
tion ?  Then  listen  to  the  proof,  and  say 
if  it  is  not  overwhelming ! 

It  was  a  son  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
that  same  George  Mason,  the  friend  and 
meutor  of  Washiugton,  who,  June,  1776, 
drafted  that  profouud  and  wonderful  doc- 
ument, the  Virginia  Bill  of  Rights,  the 
first  written  Constitution  of  a  free  State, 
upon  which  the  Massachusetts  Bill  of 
Rights  was  modeled,  and  all  succeeding 
instruments  of  the  kind  adopted  by  the 
different  Colonies. 

It  was  a  son  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
Thomas  Jefferson,  who  wrote  that  world- 
famous  document,  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence. It  was  a  son  of  the  Epis- 
copal Church,  Richard  Henry  Lee,  who 
proposed  in  Congress,  and  eloquently  ad- 
vocated that  audacious  resolution,  "That 
these  Colonies  are,  aud  of  right  ought  to 
be,  free  and  independent  States." 

It  was  also  a  son  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Peyton  Randolph,  who  presided 
over  the  first  Congress  of  Patriots  which 
organized  the  Revolution. 

It  was  a  son  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
Patrick  Henry,  whose  matchless  eloquence 
fired  the  hearts  of  Americans,  not  only  in 
Virginia,  but  all  over  the  land,  to  take  up 
arms  against  the  king. 

It  was  a  son  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
Benjamin  Franklin,  who  was  confessed 
the    sage    and    philosopher    of    the   Revo- 


lution, who  rendered  at  the  Court  of 
France  such  inestimable  service  to  the 
struggling   Colon ies. 

It  was  a  son  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
James  Madison,  who  earned  the  title  of 
Father  of  the  Constitution. 

It  was  another  son  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Chief  Justice  John  Marshall,  who 
became  the  most  illustrious  interpreter  of 
the  Constitution. 

It    was    the    Episcopal   Church  which 
furnished  thirty-six  out  of  fifty-six  signers 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  tha 
is  to  say,  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  whole 
number. 

It    was    again    the    Episcopal    Church 
which     furnished     twenty-seven     out     o 
thirty-seven  signers  of  the  Constitution  o 
the   United   States,   more   than  two-thirds 
of  the  whole  number,  not  counting  ten  orB 
twelve  Episcopalians  who  were  necessarily  I 
absent  at  the  time  of  signature. 

It  was  the  Episcopal  Church  that  gaveH 
to  the  Revolution  and  to  the  young  Re-H 
public  that  brilliant  financier  and  illus-B 
trious  statesman,  Alexander  Hamilton. 

And  finally,  it  was  a  son  of  the  Epis-B 
copal  Church,  George  Washington,  thcH 
Father  of  his  Country,  who  first  won  ourB 
independence  by  his  sword,  and  then,  byB 
his  patient  and  far-seeing  statesmanship,™ 
consolidated  the  Republic  under  the  aegisH 
of  the  Constitution. 

Time  would  fail  me  to  speak  of  the 
illustrious  service  rendered  by  other  Epis- 
copalians such  as  Robert  Morris,  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  John  Jay,  of  New  York, 
our  first  Chief  Justice,  and  Rufus  King 
and  Elbridge  Gerry,  of  Massachusetts, 
William  S.  Johnson,  of  Connecticut,  Cae- 
sar Rodney,  of  Delaware,  and  John  Rut- 
ledge  and  Charles  C.  Pinckney,  of  South 
Carolina,  and  George  Wyth,  Benjamin 
Harrison,  General  Wood,  and  General 
Thomas  Nelson,  of  Virginia.  But  I  will 
sum  up  the  case  for  the  Anglo-Saxon 
Church,  in  one  word ;  to  wit :  John  Fiske, 
the  Massachusetts  historian,  has  told  the 
world  that  there  were  five  great  men  of 
that  epoch  who  may  be  said  to  have  made 
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the  nation :  Washington,  Jefferson,  Hamil- 
ton. Madison  and  Marshall. 

Now  all  five  of  these  makers  of  the 
kepublic  were  sons  of  the  Episcopal 
Chnrch. 

It  is  not  too  much  then  to  say,  that  this 
Church  led  the  way  in  the  making  of  the 
Republic !  It  was  her  voice,  through 
these  her  sons,  that  taught  the  people 
the  first  rudiments  of  liberty !  It  was  her 
influence  that  was  most  puissant,  through 
those  great  men,  in  establishing  onr  free 
institutions ! 

Let  the  historian  who  would  estimate 
the  place  which  the  Anglo-Saxon  Church 
ought  to  occupy  in  the  annals  of  the 
Republic — let  him,  I  say,  look  at  the 
stature  of  the  patriots  whom  the  Episcopal 
Church  gave  to  the  Revolution^.  Let  him 
observe  that  they  are  not  only  among  the 
giants  of  that  remarkable  epoch — they  are 
the  greatest  of  the  giants !  And  then  let 
lim  ask  himself  how  the  story  of  the 
Republic  would  read  if  the  names  of 
Peyton  Randolph,  Richard  Henry  Lee, 
George  Mason,  Thomas  Jefferson,  Patrick 
Henry,  John  Jay,  James  Madison,  Alex- 
ander Hamilton,  Benjamin  Eranklin, 
John  Marshall  and  George  Washington 
were  blotted  from  our  annals  ? 

The  answer  to  that  question  will  gauge 
the  debt  of  America  to  the  Anglo-Saxon 
Church." 


CONGREGATIONAL  SINGING. 

There  has  been  much  talk  in  recent  years 
about  attractive  services  in  the  Church,  and 
great  efforts  have  been  made  to  render  them 
so,  not  without  success  in  many  particulars. 
But  the  thing  that  we  still  need  to  cultivate 
more  than  anyhing  else  in  most  of  our 
parishes,  is  the  part  which  the  people 
themselves  bear  in  the  worship.  The 
vested  choirs  which  have  been  so  exten- 
sively introduced,  have  done  much  to 
Brighten  up  the  service  and  make  it  more 
life-like;  but  the  people  in  the  pews  have 
not  been  sufficiently  encouraged. to  join  in 
the  music,  and  it  is  felt  in  some  places  that 
they  have  been  distinctly  discouraged  in 
doing  so j  while  there  are  congregations  in 


which  even  the  spoken  responses  are 
uttered  in  so  low  and  Lifeless  a  tone,  that 
the  impression  of  coldness  and  indiffer- 
ence is  produced  upon  the  stranger  who 
happens  to  be  present.  This  is  particularly 
the  case  with  the  responses  that  are  -aid  on 
the  knees  in  prayer.  The  Psalter  and 
other  parts  that  are  said  standing  may  be 
read  in  a  fairly  audible  voice,  but  ;i~  soon 
as  the  kneeling  attitude  is  assumed  ir. 
drops  to  a  whisper  and  gives  the  impression 
that  the  people  have  quietly  dropped 
asleep.  Of  course  all  this  is  exceedingly 
unfortunate,  and  shows  a  thoughtless  for- 
getfulness  of  the  exceeding  beauty  <»f  the 
liturgical  service  and  of  the  impression 
which  it  is  capable  of  producing  upon  the 
worshippers  themselves,  and  upon  others 
who  come  in  merely  to  hear  and  t<>  see.  It 
is  the  fault  that  opponents  of  the  liturgy 
find  with  it  that  it  becomes  a  mere  formal; 
perfunctory  process;  but  we  kn<»w  that  the 
formalism  is  in  the  worshipper  and  no1  in 
the  liturgy,  and  it  should  be  our  earnest 
and  constant  endeavor  to  arouse  the 
worshippers,  ourselves  included,  t<>  a  sense 
of  what  we  are  losing  by  our  negligence. 

It  is  with  the  purpose  1<>  help  on  the 
accomplishment  of  this  result  that  the  book 
has  been  prepared  and  published,  of  which 
notice  will  be  found  below;  and  we  take 
great  pleasure  in  commending  it  to  all  "t" 
our  Clergy,  choir  masters,  organists  and 
people,  in  the  hope  that  they  will  consider 
it,  and  make  some  definite  effort  to  pur. 
its  principle  into  practice  in  the  worship 
of  the  Church. 

"The  Chubcb  Service  Book/' 
Edited  by  G.  Edward  Stubbs,   Mfos, 
Introduction   by    the    Rev.    William    T. 
Manning,    S.    T.    P..    Assistant    Rector 
of  Trinity  Church,    New  York.      Pub- 
lished hy'll.  W.  Gray  Co.     Price,  $1.25. 
Dr.  Manning  says  in  his  Introduction: 
"The  Church  Service  Book  i<  issued  with 
the  hope  that  it  may  promote  the  caus 
congregational  singing.     In  very  many  "t" 
our  congregations   to-day  there  is  a   con- 
spicuous and  painful  absence  oi  that  hearty 
participation  in  the  service  by  the  people 
which  should  he  the  glory  of  the  Church's 
worship.     There  can  be  no  question  as  to 
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the  grievous  spiritual  loss  resulting  from 
this  silence  in  the  pews,  nor  as  to  the  need 
of  a  revival  among  us  of  congregational 
singing  in  its  true  and  highest  meaning/' 
and  this  "cannot  he  left  to  hap-hazard  or 
secured  without  work."  And  Dr.  Stubbs 
says  in  his  Preface: 

" There  are  two  conflicting  theories  re- 
lating to  public  worship.  One  calls  for 
artistic  singing  by  a  highly-trained  choir. 
Carried  too  far,  this  results  in  what  has 
very  aptly  been  termed  "the  supremacy  of 
the  choir."  The  other  calls  for  the  undue 
suppression  of  choirs  and  musical 
aesthetieism,  and  results  in  the  'supremacy 
of  the  congregation.7  Both  are  wrong, 
because  both  aim  at  extremes.  There  is 
plenty  of  room  for  hearty  congregational 
singing,  and  artistic  choir  singing.  With- 
out the  former  the  Church  service  becomes 
cold  and  lifeless;  without  the  latter  there 
can  be  no  progress  in  the  higher  forms  of 
ecclesiastical  music. 

If  the  singing  of  the  people  is  a  matter 
of  such  importance,  evidently  some  pains 
should  be  taken  to  improve  it.  A  congre- 
gation is  in  a  distinct  sense  a  choir.  Its 
members  should  make  due  provision  for 
their  musical  efforts,  as  the  results  must 
necessarily  be  in  direct  proportion  to  such 
preparation.  Hence  the  advisability  of 
congregational  rehearsals." 

The  Church  Service  Book  is  intended  to 
make  it  easier  to  carry  out  these  sug- 
gestions. It  contains  chants  and  hymn 
tunes,  with  the  whole  text  of  the  Prayer 
Book  in  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  and 
Holy  Communion,  the  Canticles  and 
Psalms  pointed,  and  the  notes  for  render- 
ing all  of  these  services  chorally.  Direc- 
tion* are  also  given  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  are  not  highly  educated  in  music, 
making  it  easy  to  conduct  rehearsals  in 
small  parishes,  where  there  is  not  a  great 
array  of  musical  talent.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  book  will  have  the  effect  of  call- 
ing the  attention  of  our  Church  people 
to  the  pressing  need  in  this  matter,  and  of 
instigating  them  to  undertake  an  improve- 
ment in  the  heartiness  with  which  the 
service  of  the  Church  is  rendered. 


PAROCHIAL  NOTES. 

St.  John's  Church,  Whitesboeo, 
K  Y.— The  Bev.  Geo.  C.  Wadsworth, 
Missionary.  Extensive  repairs  and  im- 
provments  have  been  made  at  this  point  to 
both  the  Church  and  Bectory.  One  side 
of  the  roof  of  the  Church  has  been  shingled 
and  two  new  porches  built  on  the  rectory. 
The  interior  of  the  Church  has  been  made 
as  good  as  new,  all  the  old  and  loose  plaster 
having  been  removed  and  the  walls  and 
ceiling  re-plastered.  The  walls  have  been 
painted  and  decorated  in  three  shades, 
which  harmonises  beautifully.  The  floor 
has  been  filled  and  painted  to  match  the 
new  two-tone  red  velvet  brussels  carpet  in 
the  aisle,  baptistry,  choir,  chancel  and 
sanctuary.  The  altar,  reredos  and  cred- 
ence table  have  been  stained  a  dark  oak 
to  match  the  res*t  of  the  sanctuary  furni- 
ture. The  panels  in  the  reredos  and  cred- 
ence, which  were  formerly  painted  canvas, 
are  now  hard  wood  handsomely  carved. 
The  altar  cross  has  been  reguilded  and  the 
vases  lacquered.  The  pipe  organ  has  been 
taken  completely  apart  and  thoroughly 
overhauled  and  tuned  by  Morey  of  Utica. 
The  rectory  has  had  several  rooms  painted. 
Quite  a  sum  has  been  expended  on  these 
repairs,  nearly  all  of  which  was  in  hand 
before  commencing  the  work.  At  the  first 
service,  which  was  held  August  21,  hand- 
some cut  flowers  were  furnished  for  the 
occasion  by  one  of  the  parishioners,  Dr. 
W.  A.  Bowlands,  a  local  florist.  These 
were  afterwards  sent  to  the  inmates  of  St. 
Luke's  Home  in  Utica. 


A  small  silver  Communion  Service  has 
been  offered  as  a  memorial  gift  to  a  mission 
Church  in  the  Diocese.  If  there  be  any 
Church  not  yet  provided  with  such  vessels 
we  should  be  glad  to  hear  of  it  as  soon  as 
posihle. 


At  Grace  Church,  Elmira,  1ST.  Y, 
another  large  piece  of  beautiful  carved  oak 
screen  work  has  been  placed  in  position 
behind  the  choir  stalls,  which  now  com- 
pletes   the    screens    between    the    Church 
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iiditorium  and  the  chapels  on  eacli  side. 

The  screens  are  to  be  stained  and  finished, 

hnd  will  then  he  hacked  with  glass  in  order 

hat  the  small  chapels  may  he  heated  in 

he  winter  without  requiring  heat  for  the 

fetire  building.

ONONDAGA  NOTES. 

[Reprinted  from  the  Gospel  Messenger,  April  13,  1865.] 

The  Episcopal  Church — Its  Early! 
History — Father  Nash  and  Bishop 
Chase — Davenport  Phelps  —  Epis- 

copaliaktsm  in  syracuse hobart. 

The  first  Episcopal  service  held  in  Onon- 
daga County  appears  to  have  taken  place 
at  the  house  of  David  Hibbard,  Pompey, 
about  1795.  The  officiating  clergyman 
was  the  Rev.  Daniel  Nash,  known  in  the 
later  years  of  his  life  as  "Father  Nash," 
but  styled  since  his  death  the  "Apostle  of 
Otsego."  Nash  was  the  original  "Mr. 
Grant,"  the  clergyman  in  Cooper's  nOvel 
of  "The  Pioneers."  He  died  as  late  as 
1836.  He  also  visited  Onondaga  Valley 
in  the  early  days  of  its  settlement.  Subse- 
quently the  Rev.  Philander  Chase;  after- 
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wards  the  eminent  Bishop  of  Ohio, 
journeyed  in  the  Onondaga  region,  but 
without  stopping  at  any  point  between 
Btica  and  Auburn.  This  was  in  1798.  In 
Is  "Reminiscences/'  published  in  1848, 
bishop  Chase  says:  '"In  passing  through 
Inon'daga  County  the  writer  remembers 
feat  the  places  which  are  now  occupied  by 
hose  flourishing  and  busy  villages,  Salina 
tnd  Syracuse,  were  but  one  dreary  salt 
narsh.  Except  two  or  three  cabins  for 
feiling  salt — -most  unsightly  and  uncom- 
'ortable  because  tenanted  only  in  the 
winter — there  was  no  appearance  of 
dvilized  man." 

The  real  apostle  of  Onondaga,  however, 
vas  the  Rev.  Davenport  Phelps.  He  was 
)orn  in  Connecticut  in  1775,  and  was  the 
lephew  of  Dr.  Eleazer  Williams,  President 
)f  Dartmouth  College.  After  graduating 
it  Yale  he  engaged  for  a  considerable 
>eriod  in  secular  pursuits,  but  finally  be- 
anie a  convert  to  the  Episcopal  Church, 
nd  ultimately  took  Orders.  He  was  the  first 
•egularly  appointed  missionary  to  Western 
STew  York.  He  took  up  his  residnce  at 
Jnondaga  Hill  in  July,  1804,  where  he 
emained  until  the  winter  of  1807,  when 
ie  removed  with  his  family  to  Geneva.  In 
lis  report  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
f  Few  York  in  1806  he  states  that  "Since 
ntering  upon  the  mission  in  those  counties 
ix  churches  have  been  organized,  namely, 
>ne  at  Manlius,  styled  St.  Paul's,  consist- 
ng  of  Episcopalians  in  that  town,  and 
ompey,  one  in  Onondaga,  styled  St. 
fol  m's,  of  about  eighteen  or  twenty 
'aniilios  each.  These  two  Churches  are 
n  the  County  of  Onondaga."  St.  John's 
Jhurch,  at  Onondaga  Hill,  here  alluded  to, 
vas  the  earliest  Episopal  organization  in 
he  country,  it  having  been  formed  on  the 
mh  of  November,  1803.  The  Church  in 
IHanlius  Avas  organized  in  1804.  Phelps 
lied,  greatly  regretted,  at  Geneva,  on  the 
mh  of  June,  1813. 

As  far  as  we  can  learn  the  first  Kpis- 
•opal  visitation  of  Onondaga  County 
►ccurred  in  1815.  In  August  of  thai  year 
ho  celebrated  Bishop  of  New  York,  John 

enry  llobart,  was  at  Manlius,  the  Church 


of  which  place  would  seem  at  that  time  to 
have  abandoned  the  aame  <>\'  Si.  Paul, 
which  it  had  assumed  at  it-  original  ore 
ization  by  Phelps.  Bishop  ffobart,  in  his 
address  to  the  Convention,  notices  his  visit 
as  follows:  "A1  my  visitation  of  the  con- 
gregation at  Manlius  the  Church  in  that 
village,  which  is  a  very  neat  and  com- 
modious building,  was  conserated  by  the 
name  of  Christ  Church,  and  forty-four 
persons  were  confirmed.  The  congregation 
is  increasing  and  owes  much  t<>  the  labor 
of  the  Rev.  William  A.  Clarke."  Bishop 
Hobart's  next  visit  to  "Manlius  aid  Onon- 
daga West  Hill"  was  in  September,  1818, 
and  he  was  at  the  same  places  twice  in  the 
year  1821. 

The  first  Episcopal  service  in  what  was 
then  the  village  of  Syracuse,  was  held  in 
the  winter  of  1821-22,  at  which  time  the 
Rev.  Lucius  Smith  officiated  and  preached 
in  the  parlor  of  the  Syracuse  Bouse,  which 
was  kept  by  Mr.  James  Mann,  whose  wife 
was  a  communicant  member  of  the  ( Jhurch. 
In  1822  services  were  occasianally  held  by 
clergymen  from  places  in  the  vicinity. 
The  Rev.  Milton  Wilcox,  "Missionary  at 
Onondaga,  Onondaga  County,  and  parts 
adjacent,"  in  his  report  made  t<>  the 
Diocesan  Convention  of  1822,  says:  "In  ad- 
dition to  this  I  have  performed  occasional 
services,  some  more  and  some  less,  at  Man- 
lius, Salina,  Syracuse,  Geddis,  (so  spelt  ) 
Otisco,  Marcellus,  Jamesville,  Ithaca  and 
Canandaigua."  The  Rev.  William  J. 
Bulkley,  of  Manlius,  officiated  twice  at 
Syracuse  in  1824.  In  October  <>t'  that 
year,  a  society  oi'  Episcopalians  was  organ- 
ized in  Syracuse,  and  in  December  eleven 
hundred  dollars  were  subscribed  for  the 
erection  of  a  Church  edifice.  The  Rev. 
Augustus  L.  Converse  was  at  the  head  <>t 
this  Church,  and  he  wrote  to  the  Conven- 
tion of  1825,  as  follows:  "The  prospects 
of  the  recently  organized  Church  at  S 
cuse,  arc1  at  present  highly  flattering,  [ts 
supporters  compose  a  very  respectable  and 
tolerably  large  portion  y^\  that  community. 
Her  services  arc  well  and  generally  at- 
tended, and  the  attachment  to  them  appears 
to    be   strong.      This   attachment    is   in   no 
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small  degree  evinced  by  the  zealous  and 
liberal  exertions  already  made,  and  still 
making  for  the  erection  and  completion  of 
a  Church."  This  Church  was  old  St. 
Paul's,  a  wooden  edifice  which  stood  on 
the  Granger  Block  site — the  lot  having 
been  presented  by  the  Syracuse  Company. 
The  frame  was  raised  in  the  autumn  of 
1825,  but  the  building  was  not  completed 
until  two  years  later.  Its  size  was  origin- 
ally 41  by  52  feet.  When  the  present  St. 
Paul's  was  built  the  wooden  Church  was 
sold  to  the  Catholics,  by  whom  it  was 
removed  to  Montgomery  Street,  where  it 
now  stands  and  is  known  as  St.  Mary's. 
There  seems  to  have  been  some  technical 
irregularity  about  the  formation  of  the 
Society  of  1824,  for  a  formal  re-organiza- 
tion took  place  on  the  22d  of  May,  1826, 
from  which  St.  Paul's  Church  dates  its 
existence.  Its  Church  edifice  was  conse- 
crated by  Bishop  Ilobart  on  the  19th  of 
September,  18-27.  This  was,  however,  not 
the  first  visit  of  that  eminent  prelate  to 
Syracuse.  He  was  here  and  officiated  at 
a  service  held  on  the  afternoon  of  Septem- 
ber 6th,  1826,  administering  the  rite  of 
confirmation.  He  had  been  at  Onondaga 
J I  ill  in  the  morning  of  the  same  day,  that 
village  being  still  regarded,  both  on  account 
of  its  greater  age,  and  from  the  fact  of  its 
being  the  county  seat,  as  of  greater  import- 
ance than  Syracuse.  Not  long  after  its 
organization  .St,  Paul's  suffered  consider- 
ably by  the  suspension  of  its  pastor  from 
the  ministry,  and  the  edifice  was  for  some 
time  closed!  It  was  not  till  1830  that  the 
Church  began  to  be  at  all  prosperous.  We 
must  not  forget  to  say  something  of  the 
Rev.  Lucius  Smith,  whose  name  we  have 
jusl  mentioned  as  the  earliest  Episcopal 
preacher  in  Syracuse.  He  was  a 
native  of  Connecticut,  and  was  in  1822 
Rector  of  St.  Peter's,  Auburn.  He  subse- 
quently became  Rector  of  a  Church  at 
Batavia,  where  lie  Continued  for  many 
years,  and  finally  terminated  his  long 
career  as  ;i  missionary  ;it  Fredonia,  Chau- 
tauqua  County.      Among  the  others  who 


officiated  at  Syracuse  in  the  days  when  the 
town  was  a  mere  hamlet,  was  the  Rev. 
William  B.  Thomas,  of  Fishkill. 


HISTORY  OF  ST.  PETER'S  PARISH,  ORISKANY, 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

This  parish  wras  organized  in  1830  in 
the  month  of  May,  service  being  held 
every  other  Sunday  by  the  Rev.  Marcus 
A.  Perry,  who  also  officiated  at  Holland. 
Patent.  The  services  were  at  first  held  in 
the  school-house.  A  subscription  of 
$1,500  and  a  building  lot  were  obtained, 
also  a  lot  for  a  burying  ground.  During 
this  year  the  Holy  Communion  was  cele- 
brated once.  Among  the  communicants  in 
1832  appear  the  names  of  Samuel  Dexter, 
John  Wharram,  and  A.  S.  Johnson.  In 
the  year  1833  the  Church  was  built  and 
consecrated.  In  the  following  year,  1834, 
the  Rev.  George  Fiske  succeeded  Mr. 
Perry.  He  had  charge  of  Rome  and 
Oriskany.  The  number  of  communicants 
this  year  wTas  48,  of  baptisms  21.  There 
was  an  increase  of  22  in  the  list  of  com- 
municants over  that  in  1832.  Being  sick  in 
1836  Mr.  Fiske  secured  the  services  of 
the.  Rev.  Messrs.  Latham  and  Thomas 
Clarke,  and  in  April  of  the  following  year 
his  place  was  taken  by  the  Rev.  Stephen 
McHugh.  He  officiated  twice  on  Sunday 
and  also  at  Holland  Patent.  In  the  special 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York, 
held  in  Utica,  in  1838,  the  following  were 
lay  delegates  from  this  parish:  John 
Barber,  Charles  Green,  John  Wharran, 
Robert  Lindsley. 

Mr.  McHugh  mentions  in  his  report  the 
next  year,  1839,  having  held  services  at 
Hampton  and  having  had  an  oer  of  a  lot 
for  a  Church.  He  mentions  also  the  hard 
times  and  how  they  had  affected  a  factory 
village  like  Oriskany.  Yet  the  ladies  were 
raising  money  for  liquidating  a  debt.  In 
1841  the  offerings  amounted  to  one  hun- 
dred and  thirteen  dollars.  In  the  follow- 
ing year,  1842,  Mr.  McHugh  became  mis- 
sionary for  Hampton  and  this  parish,  re- 
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moving  from  Holland  Patent  in  May.  He 
speaks  in  his  report  of  having  started 
services  at  Clinton. 

In  this  year  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
Whitcher  took  charge,  and  in  the  following 
year  speaks  of  having  held  services  in 
Whitesboro.  In  1847  the  parish  was  with- 
out a  clergyman,  and  the  report  was  made 
by  the  wardens.  The  Rev.  O.  II.  Staples 
was  here  for  a  short  time  leaving  in  May 
of  the  year  1848.  The  Rev.  William  A. 
Matson  then  came,  holding  services  also  at 
Whitesboro  and  was  succeeded  at  Easter, 
1851,  by  the  Rev.  Erastus  Spalding.  In 
1864  the  Rev.  .Henry  Neely,  the  late 
Bishop  of  Maine,  had  charge.  During 
this  year  the  factories  were  stopped.  In 
1855  the  Rev.  William  Baker  came  aj±d 
presented  the  following  as  tfye  report  For 
the  twenty-fifth  year  of  the  parish :  Om- 
municants,  29 ;  Confirmations,  2 ;  Bap- 
tisms, 3;  individuals,  153;  Sunday  School 
teachers,  6 ;  Sunday  School  scholars,  80 , 
Offerings,  $45.60. 


lie  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  Jacob  S. 
Shipman,  afterwards  Elector  of  Chris! 
Church,  New  York  City.  In  IS60 
Rev.  Henry  Stanley  became  Elector.  i;i<i 
in  1865  the  Rev.  Elenry  Darby.  He  was 
followed  bv  the  Rev.  William  T.  Gibson, 
D.D.  In  1ST:],  at  Easter,  the  1' 
ander  H.  Rogers  entered  on  the  Rectorship, 
and  was  succeeded  on  the  firsl  of  February, 
1875,  by  the  Rev.  William  [risk  lie 
succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Wilfred  II.  I1 
who  officiated  until  January  1st,  L877. 
The  Rev.  Robert  L.  Mattison  became 
Rector  on  May  20th,  lv77.  and  continued 
until  the  following  year.  The  Rev.  T. 
Scudder  became  Rector  on  the  -With  of 
November,  1878.  At  a  meeting  of  tin- 
Vestry  March  21st,  1880,  it  was  resolved 
to  reduce  the  number  of  vestrymen  to  five. 
This  was  acted  upon  in  the  way  prescribed 
by  the  laws  of  the  Stale,  and  recorded  in 
the  County  Clerk's  office  in  Book  B., 
Religious  Societies,  page  342.

MISSIONARY  RALLY. 

It  is  proposed  to  have  one  or  two  Mis- 
sionary Rallies  in  this  Diocese  after  the 
General  Convention,  and  we  hope  the 
Clergy  and  people  will  do  their  utmost  to 
make  them  successful.  If  the  proper 
speakers  can  he  secured,  we  should  suggest 
that  they  he  held  in  Grace  Church,  Iftica, 
and  St.  Paul's,  Syracuse,  and  that  as  many 
of    the    surrounding  parishes  as  possihle 


should  take  part,  filling  those  large 
Churches  to  their  farthest  corners.  We 
very  much  need  a  kindling  of  enthusiasm 

on  the  subject  of  Church  extension — and 
if  the  Rectors  or  Lay  Deputies  from 
Watertown  and  Binghamton,  or  from  the 
other  cities  of  the  Diocese,  can  get  the 
speakers  to  go  to  them  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, so  much  the  better.  We  have  been 
sadly  deficient  as  a  Diocese,  brethren,  in 
meeting  our  apportionment — do  let  us  try 
for  a  better  showing  another  year.  Please 
be  ready  for  such  arrangements  for  meet- 
ings as  may  be  made  during  the  Conven- 
tion. 


In  our  May  number  we  called  attention 
to  the  occasional  intrusions  of  Clergymen 
into  the  parishes  of  others,  and  quoted 
from  a  complaint  on  the  subject  which 
had  reached  us  a  short  time  before.  Very 
recently  another  such  complaint,  still  mere 
indignant,  has  been  received  referring  to 
the  conducting  of  various  services  within 
the  cures  of  other  priests,  and  particularly 
insisting  on  the  injustice  of  the  custom  in 
the  case  of  marriages,  when  the  intruding 
minister  not  only  has  the  honor  attaching 
to  the  service,  but  also  pockets  the  fee. 

In  our  opinion,  while  emphasizing  the 
necessity  of  courtesy  and  of  obedience  t" 
Canon  law  in  the  matter,  it  is  not  well  for 
the  Clerey  to  be  too  stringent  in  refusing 
to  admit  their  brethren  to  ministrations 
within  their  jurisdictions,  when  ii  is  asked 
as  a  favor  by  either  party  to  the  service. 
There  are  many  associations  with  former 
Rectors  which  families  like  to  maintain, 
and  a  Minister  does  not  gain  anything  by 
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appearing  to  be  too  selfish  about  it.  But 
at  the  same  time  it  is  very  true  that  the 
custom,  if  constantly  maintained,  becomes 
unchurchly,  and  certainly  does  inter- 
fere with  the  cementing  of  the  pastoral 
relations  of  the  new  Rector,  keeping  him 
always  in  the  position  of  a  stranger  to  his 
people.  It  is  also  part  and  parcel  of  the 
tendency  to  make  little  of  the  Church  and 
much  of  the  person  of  the  Minister,  which 
is  so  predominant  in  these  days,  and  mani- 
fests itself  in  certain  more  pronounced 
forms  sometimes,  such  as  making  regular 
Church  attendance  dependent  on  the  par- 
ticular Minister  who  is  to  officiate.  This 
is  a  tendency  which  the  better  judgment  of 
earnest  Christian  people  will  not  approve, 
we  are  quite  sure,  if  they  seriously  con- 
sider the  logical  results  of  it ;  and  they  will 
see  that  it  is  best  to  check  ;it  in  its  begin- 
nings. And  at  all  events,  with  regard  to 
marriage  services,  to  which  a  fee  is  usually 
attached,  it  would  seem  right  that  the 
Minister  of  the  parish  should  at  least  have 
a  share  of  it,  if  not  indeed  the  whole  of  it. 
Sometimes  it  is  customary  for  the  bride- 
groom himself  to  give  a  fee  to  both. 

Some  years  ago  we  heard  of  a  case  in 
which  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
Elector  of  the  parish  were  both  invited  to 
officiate  at  a  marriage.  The  Bishop  asked 
the  Rector  beforehand  what  part  he  would 
take,  and  the  Rector  replied,  opening  the 
Prayer  Book  at  the  service,  "I  will  take 
from  here  down  to  here,"  that  is  from  the 
beginning  down  to  the  benediction.  The 
Bishop  pronounced  the  blessing! 


The  above  article  on  clerical  intrusions 
was  prepared  for  insertion  two  months 
ago,  hut  has  been  crowded  out  by  other 
matter  until  now.  And  as  time  goes  on 
the  case  seeme  to  grow  worse.  There  have 
been  during  the  Bummer  just  passed  sev- 
eral inexcusable  breaches  of  the  ('anon  in 
thie  matter,  of  a  very  flagrant  character, 
and  it  has  come  to  such  a  pass  that  the 
Bishop  of  thie  Diocese  wishes  to  give  no- 
tice to  Clergymen,  both  within  and  with- 
"iii  the  Diocese,  that  he  will  take  steps  to 
have  the  men,  who  offend  in  this  way  here- 


after, brought  to  trial  for  misconduct.  The 
habit  is  becoming  scandalous,  and  it  is  nec- 
essary to  put  a  stop  to  it. 

It  will  be  well  for  the  lay  people,  also, 
to  consider  this  matter,  and  refrain  from 
asking  Clergymen  to  do  things  that  will 
bring  them  into  trouble.  As  we  have  said 
above,  we  appreciate  the  sentiment  which 
leads  them  to  ask  others  besides  their  own 
Rectors  to  officiate  in  their  families;  but 
there  is  justice  in  all  things,  and  sentimenl 
must  not  ride  over  it  rouffh  shod. 


STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

The  Anglican  Church  has  been  ridi- 
culed, even  by  some  of  her  own  children, 
for  attempting  to  find  and  to  follow  the 
"Via  Media."  It  is  not  worth  while  for  ui 
to  attempt  to  thresh  out  again  that  wel 
threshed  subject;  but  the  facts  remain 
that  to  many  minds  the  truth  of  Holj 
Scripture  seems  to  follow  that  middle 
course  between  the  two  extremes,  and  thai 
the  Church  of  the  English  Reformatio! 
represents,  or  at  least  satisfies,  such  minds 
The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  is  the  ex- 
pression of  the  via  media  in  the  doctrine 
discipline  and  worship  of  the  Christiai 
Church.  We  have  found  it  time  ant 
again  in  these  "studies"  which  we  are  pur 
suing,  and  now  we  come  upon  it  once  mor( 
in  the  matter  of  the  character  and  purpose! 
of  the  Holy  Eucharist.  Last  month,  ii 
endeavoring  to  answer  the  question  of  on< 
of  our  Clergy  on  the  subject,  we  spoke  o: 
the  Eucharist  as  a  Communion,  a  feast  t< 
be  participated  in  by  people  as  well  a;j 
priest;  and  emphasized  the  fact  that  thJ 
Prayer  Book  requires  communicants  a 
every  celebration.  This  was  the  feature  ol 
phase  of  the  sacred  rite  which  the  Churclf 
in  England  found  it  necessary  to  mal 
emphatic  in  the  sixteenth  century,  becausl 
it  had  become  obscured  during  the  preced 
ing  ages.  But  now,  behold  how  exaggerj 
a  ted  that  feature  has  become  during  thJ 
ages  that  have  intervened  since  that  time  I 
With  many  people  now  it  is  Communioij 
and  nothing  but  Communion,  and  sincJ 
they  are  not  prepared,  or  do  not  desire,  t<  | 
communicate    very    often,    certainly    no] 
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every  Sunday,  the  service  lias  been  discon- 
tinued as  the  great  act  of  Christian  wor- 
ship every  Lord's  day,  and  is  to  be  had 
only  once  in  three  months,  or  at  most  once 
a  month,  on  that  modern  holy  day  the 
"First  Sunday."  We  do  not  find  that  day 
noted  in  the  Calendar,  nor  does  the  Prayer 
Book  anywhere  suggest  such  an  arrange- 
ment. Following  the  custom  of  the  Chris- 
tian ages,  from  the  time  when  we  are  told 
that  "the  disciples  came  together  on  the 
first  day  of  the  week" — not  the  first  Sun- 
day of  the  month — "to  break  the  Bread," 
down  to  the  day  when  the  Prayer  Book 
was  first  set  forth  in  English,  it  makes  pro- 
vision for  the  Eucharistic  feast  on  every 
Lord's  day.  Indeed,  permission  is  given 
for  every  day  if  it  is  desired,  but  each 
Sunday  has  its  special  prayer  and  read- 
ings from  Scripture  and  its  own  peculiar 
teaching.  It  is  true  that  there  is  authority 
for  the  omission  of  the  celebration,  and 
having  only  the  "Ante-Communion,"  as  it 
is  called;  but  this  is  only  a  discretionary 
rubric,  making  such  a  curtailed  service  al- 
lowable, while  the  complete  form  retains 
its  place  in  the  Prayer  Book,  and  is  at 
least  suggested  as  proper  for  the  perpetual 
use  of  the  Church.  And  it  is  encouraging 
to  observe  that  in  recent  years  there  has 
been  a  return  to  the  primitive  usage  in  a 
large  number  of  our  Churches;  probably 
it  is  safe  to  say  in  the  majority  of  them. 
Not,  by  any  means,  that  the  majority  of 
our  people  have  adopted  the  custom  of  at- 
tending that  service  every  Sunday,  but  the 
Clergy,  acting  on  the  conviction  that  it  is 
the  service  of  divine  institution  and  of 
chnrchly  custom,  have  arranged  for  its 
celebration  at  an  early  hour  on  every 
Lord's  day,  still  retaining  the  late  celebra- 
tion only  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month. 
And  doubtless  this  is  the  best  that  can  be 
done  under  the  circumstances,  until  the 
people  come  to  understand  that  the  Holy 
Eucharist  is  a  service  of  worship  as  well 
as  of  Communion,  setting  forth  God's 
highest  praise  in  the  memorial  of  the  Pas- 
sion  of  Ilis  Son — that  weekly  Communion 
is  the  ideal  of  the  Christian  man's  devo- 
tion, as  manifested  in  the  custom  of  the 


primitive  disciples — and  that  it  is  allow- 
able, so  long  as  there  are  some  communi- 
cants at  each  celebration,  for  those  who  do 
not  feel  prepared  to  receive,  to  remain  as 
worshipers  throughout  the  whole  service, 
and  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  them  t<>  gei 
up  and  leave  the  Church  before  the  most 
important  part  of  it  has  been  completed.

MARRIAGE  LICENSES. 

The  statement  in  our  last  issue,  that  the 
new  license  law  of  this  State  went  into  im- 
mediate operation,  was  a  mistake;  it  is  to 
become  effective  on  January  1st,  1908. 
The  following  items  of  the  law,  omitted 
last  month,  are  of  special  importance,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  Ministers  have  been 
known  to  solemnize  marriages  without 
even  asking  the  parties  whether  they  had 
been  married  before : 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  or  city 
clerk  wheri  an  application  for  a  marriage 
license  is  made  to  him  to  require  each  of 
the  contracting  parties  to  sign  and  verify 
a  statement  or  affidavit  before  such  clerk 
or  one  of  his  deputies,  containing  the  fol- 
lowing information:  From  the  groom: 
Full  name  of  husband,  color,  place  of  resi- 
dence, age,  occupation,  place  of  birth, 
name  of  father,  country  of  birth,  maiden 
name  of  mother,  country  of  birth,  number 
of  marriage.  From  the  bride:  Full  name 
of  bride,  place  of  residence,  color,  age.  oc- 
cupation, place  of  birth,  name  of  father, 
country  of  birth,  maiden  name  of  mother, 
country  of  birth,  number  of  marriage.  The 
said  clerk  shall  also  embody  in  the  state- 
ment, if  either  or  both  of  the  applicants' 
have  been  previously  married,  a  statement 
as  to  whether  the  former  husband  or  hus- 
bands or  the  former  wife  or  wives  oi  the 
respective  applicants  are  living  or  dead 
and  as  to  whether  either  or  both  of  said 
applicants  are  divorced  persons;  if  so. 
when  and  where  the  divorce  or  divorces 
were  granted,  and  shall  also  embody 
therein  a  statement  that  no  legal  impedi- 
ment exists  as  to  the  right  of  each  of  the 
applicants  to  enter  into  the  marriage  state. 

The  town  or  city  clerk  is  given  full 
power  and  authority  to  administer  oaths. 
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and  may  require  the  applicants  to  produce 
witnesses  to  identify  them  or  either  of 
them,  and  may  also  examine  under  oath  or 
otherwise  other  witnesses  as  to  any  mate- 
rial inquiry  pertaining  to  the  issuing  of 
the  license.  If  it  appears  from  the  affida- 
vits and  statements  so  taken  that  the  per- 
sons for  whose  marriage  the  license  in 
question  is  demanded  are  legally  compe- 
tent to  marry,  the  clerk  shall  issue  such 
license,  except  in  the  following  cases :  If 
it  shall  appear  upon  an  application  of  the 
applicants  that  the  man  is  under  21  years 
of  age  or  that  the  woman  is  under  the  age 
of  18  years,  then  the  town  or  city  clerk 
before  he  shall  issue  a  license  shall  require 
the  written  consent  to  the  marriage  from 
both  parents  of  the  minor  or  minors  or 
such  as  shall  then  be  living,  or  if  the  pa- 
rents of  both  are  dead,  then  the  written 
consent  of  the  guardian  or  guardians  of 
such  minor  or  minors.  If  there  is  no  pa- 
rent or  guardian  of  the  minor  or  minors 
living  to  their  knowledge,  then  the  town 
or  city  clerk  shall  require  the  written  con- 
sent to  the  marriage  of  the  person  under 
whose  care  or  government  the  minor  or 
minors  may  be  before  a  license  shall  be 
issued. 

Before  issuing  any  license  the  town  or 
city  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  $1, 
which  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicants 
before  or  at  the  time  the  license  is  issued. 
All  such  fees  received  by  the  clerks  of 
cities  shall  be  paid  over  monthly  to  the  city 
treasurer.  Any  town  or  city  clerk  who 
fails  to  follow  out  the  provisions  of  the 
law  and  permits  the  issuance  of  licenses 
to  ) untie-  qo1  legally  competent  to  marry 
shal]  I"-  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $100  for 
each  and  every  offense.  Any  person  who 
makes  false  statements  or  affidavits  to  pro- 
cure  the  issuance  of  illegal  licenses  is 
guilty  of  perjury. 

If  any  clergyman  or  other  person  au- 
thorized by  the  laws  of  ibis  State  to  per- 
form marriage  ceremonies  shall  solemnize 
or  presume  to  solemnize  any  marriage  be- 
tween any  parties  without  a  license  being 
presented  to  him  or  them,  or  with  knowl- 


edge that  either  party  is  legally  incompe- 
tent to  contract  matrimony,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  there- 
of shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $50  nor  more  than  $500  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  a  term  not  exceeding  one 
year.  Any  such  clergyman  or  officer  to 
whom  any  such  license  duly  issued  may 
come  and  not  having  personal  knowledge 
of  the  incompetency  of  either  party  there- 
in named  to  contract  matrimony,  may  law- 
fully solemnize  matrimony  between  them. 


PAROCHIAL  NOTES. 

St.  Luke's  Church,  Haepuesvilee. — 
The  Rev.  George  H.  Kirkland,  Minister  in 
charge.  This  old  building,  known  in  early 
days  as  "St.  Luke's,  Ouquaga,"  has  re- 
cently been  thoroughly  renovated  in  the 
interior.  The  plastering  was  broken  in  sev- 
eral places,  the  wall  paper  was  hanging 
loose,  and  the  old  west  gallery  in  the  tower 
was  only  a  place  for  the  dissipation  of  heat 
in  winter,  and  added  nothing  to  the  beauty 
of  the  Church  in  summer.  All  this  has, 
been  changed — the  gallery  closed  up,  the 
plastering  renewed,  the  paper  altogether 
removed,  and  a  warm  color,  with  stencil 
border,  now  tints  the  walls,  and  gives  a 
cheerful  and  comfortable  appearance  to 
the  whole  place.  The  Chancel  window, 
also,  which  was  too  low  before,  has  been 
raised,  thus  giving  space  for  a  dossal  and 
the  ornaments  of  the  Altar  beneath  it.  In 
every  way  the  improvement  is  great,  and 
the  good  people,  who  have  borne  the  ex- 
pense of  it  themselves,  are  happy  in  its  ac- 
complishment. They  are  happy,  too,  in 
the  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kirkland,  who 
has  been  with  them  now  something  more 
than  a  year,  and  under  whose  inspiration 
and  direction  these  repairs  have  been 
made.  They  hope  to  be  able  to  paint  the 
exterior  of  the  Church  next  year. 


Geace  Church,  Caethage.* — Although 
at  present  without  a  Rector,  Grace  Church 
Parish  has  not  been  idle  during  the  past 
summer.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
women  of  the  Parish  the  interior  of  the 
Church  has  been  entirely  changed  in  ap- 
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pearance.  Shanafelt,  a  decorator  of  repu- 
tation from  Watertown,  redecorated  the 
ceiling  and  the  walls,  the  body  of  the 
Church  in  old  rose  and  the  ceiling  in  ivory 
white  and  sienna.  The  old  chandeliers 
were  discarded  and  rows  of  lights  along 
the  transverse  beams  in  both  the  nave  and 
chancel  and  along  the  sides  of  the  building 
were  substituted.  This  change  gives  a 
beautiful  effect  in  the  lighting  of  the 
Church,  besides  diffusing  instead  of  cen- 
tralizing the  light  sources.  A  new  carpet 
was  procured,  old  rose  in  color.  New  ce- 
ment steps  for  both  of  the  front  entrances 
were  put  in  place.  All  of  the  woodwork 
on  the  exterior  of  the  building  was  re- 
painted and  a  new  furnace  installed.  To 
do  all  this  work  over  $850  was  required, 
which  was  raised  in  various  ways,,,  by  sub- 
scription, entertainments,  etc.  In  addi- 
tion, over  $300  was  raised  and  applied  on 
back  indebtedness.  The  parish  is  now  free 
from  debt,  the  small  sum  remaining  un- 
paid having  been  assumed  by  the  St. 
Agnes'  Guild.  The  rectory  is  in  good  con- 
dition, having  been  thoroughly  repaired  a 
year  ago.  It  is  hoped  to  call  a  Rector  soon. 
Carthage  has  a  population  of  over  5,000 
and  should  be  one  of  the  strongholds  of  the 
Church  in  Northern  New  York. 


*This  account  has  been  sent  to  us  for  pub- 
lication. The  Church  has  been  vacant  nearly 
a  year,  but  evidently  the  ladies  of  the  parish 
have  had  no  intention  that  it  should  remain  so; 
and  we  congratulate  them  on  their  efforts.

The  Rectory, 
Ovid,  K  Y.,  Sept.  25,  1007. 
Editor  Gospel  Messenger: 

I  desire  to  acquaint  some  of  the  good 
people  of  the  Diocese,  through  the  medium 
of  your  paper,  if  I  may,  with  some  of  our 
needs  at  Willard.  It  is  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Willard  State  Hospital  that  our  Church 
is  located,  and  where  some  five  hundred 
pepole  are  employed  in  the  care  of  the 
insane.  Most  of  these  are  non-Roman 
Catholics  and  are  comparatively  young. 
Though  most  of  them  are  coming  and 
going,  the  undersigned,  during  his  minis- 
tration for  the  past  thirty  years,  has  found 
it  a  field  for  the  Church  oi'  no  small  im- 
portance, and  that  in  addition  to  preaching 
and  sacraments,  these  people  need  other 
means  to  build  them  up  and  make  them 
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strong  in  the  Lord.  They  need  to  be  organ- 
ized into  men's  clubs,  and  guilds,  and  other 
auxiliaries  for  Church  work. 

But  for  nil  this,  and  for  a.  library  and 
reading  room,  as  well  as  for  Sunday  School 
purposes,  we  need  a  Parish  House.  To  this 
end  we  have  been  working  for  the  past 
fifteen  years.  At  last  we  have  begun  the 
erection  of  such  a  building  and  which  is 
now  inclosed.  But,  in  order  to  finish  it  off 
and  put  it  in  readiness  for  use,  we  feel 
obliged  to  call  for  help. 

We  feel  excused  in  doing  this,  first,  for 
the  reason  that  the  people  to  whom  we 
minister  are  employed  in  a  public  institu- 
tion. 

Secondly,  we  have  no  one  among  us  with 
any  means,  all  depending  on  their  salary 
for  their  own  support. 

And  lastly,  the  stay  of  these  people  being 
somewhat  transient,  in  their  departure  to 
other  fields,  they  become  feeders  to  other 
parishes. 

Trusting,  then,  that  many  who  read  this 
will  l>e  promted  to  help  us  in  our  present 
need,  and  so  become  co-workers  with  us.

ARCHDEACONS  REPORT.. 

Since  my  last  report,  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  at  the  time  of  the 
Diocesan  Convention  in  June,  I  have  vis- 
ited and  held  services  in  thirty-four  Mis- 
sionary Stations  and  seven  self-supporting 
parishes,  preached  thirty-six  times,  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  thirteen 
times,  baptized  three  infants,  met  with 
vestries  and  committees  sixteen  times,  and 
attended  two  meetings  of  Convocation. 
Regular  services  are  held  in  all  the  Mis- 
sionary Parishes  and  Stations  in  the  Dio- 
cese, there  being  but  one  vacancy,  which, 
it  is  expected,  will  soon  be  filled. 

Among  the  items  of  special  interest  may 
be  mentioned  a  visit  to  the  village  of  Inter- 
laken  with  the  Rev.  C.  W.  MacNish,  June 
17th.  Interlaken  is  a  large  and  prosper- 
ous village  near  Seneca  Lake,  where  were 
pound  about  twenty-six  families  more  or 
less  connected  with  the  Church,  but  with- 
out services.  Mr.  MacNish  now  holds 
services  on  alternate  Sunday  afternoons, 
and  there  is  every  prospect  of  a  flourishing 
mission  being  established. 

As  already  noted  in  the  Messenger,  a 
very  interesting  service  was  held  in  the 
old  Church  at  Constantia,  which  had  been 
closed  for  several  years,  on  June  27th.  The 
few  people  are  very  anxious  to  have  the 
services  renewed  and  are  making  mi  effort 
to  have  some  muck-needed  repairs  done  to 


the  interior  of  the  building,  and  a  new  roof 
put  on.  Any  assistance  from  the  outside 
will  be  greatly  appreciated  and  may  be 
sent  to  the  Bishop  or  the  Archdeacon.  The 
following  sums  have  been  received:  Mis- 
Sarah  Goodyear,  $2.00;  Miss  Mary 
Wolcott,  $10.00. 

Following  the  Mission  held  at  Port 
Byron,  where  the  Church  had  been  closed 
for  two  years,  regular  services  have  been 
maintained  every  Sunday,  and  the  Sunday 
School  reorganized.  The  outloook  at  pres- 
ent is  very  encouraging. 

The  flock  at  Weeclsport,  though  small, 
are  full  of  zeal,  and  have  undertaken  much 
needed  repairs  to  the  Parish  House  ad- 
joining the  Church.  The  building  was  old 
and  much  out  of  repair,  giving  the  whole 
property  a  dilapidated  appearance.  The 
cost  of  these  repairs  is  beyond  the  ability 
of  the  Mission  to  meet,  and  any  help  ac- 
corded them  will  be  well  bestowed. '

The 'bridegroom  was  the  Rev.  Wil- 
son E.  Tanner,  Rector  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Bairsbriclge,  and  the  bride  was 
Miss  Sarah  Elizabeth  Harpur,  a  resident 
of  the  village  which  gets  its  name  from  the 
family  to  which  she  belongs.  The  ushers 
were  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hegeman  and 
Crydenwise;  the  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Kirkland, 
Minister  of  the  parish,  took  the  betrothal 
at  the  choir  steps,  and  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  completed  the  solemnization  of 
marriage,  and  gave  the  benediction  at  the 
sanctuary  rail.  After  the  service  a  recep- 
tion was  given  at  the  house  of  the  bride's 
mother,  where  quite  a  number  of  guests 
sat  down  to  the  wedding  breakfast,  and  ad- 
mired the  useful  gifts  that  had  been  sent  in 
by  loving  friends.  Our  best  congratula- 
tions are  extended  to  the  newly  wedded 
couple,  and  wishes  for  a  long,  happy  and 
useful  life  together.

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OBITUARY. 

On  Tuesday,  September  10th,  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  B.  Standin,  of  Utica,  passed 
from  the  earthly  life  to  that  of  Paradise, 
in  a  good  old  age  and  full  of  faith.  Mrs. 
Standin  was  a  Southern  woman,  having 
lived  in  North  Carolina  until  after  the 
Civil  War,  but  for  many  years  she  had 
been  a  resident  of  Utica,  and  a  faithful 
member  of  Grace  Church  in  that  city.  She 
was  a  deeply  religious  woman,  and  much 
interested  in  the  Church  and  its  work. 
Missionary  enterprise  had  a  great  attrac- 
tion for  her,  and  to  the  extent  of  her  ability 
she  gave  both  of  time  and  money  to  its  sup- 
port. Bishop  Cheshire,  of  North  Carolina, 
is  a  relative  of  hers,  and  Mrs.  Chas.  G. 
Irish,  of  Utica,  President  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  in  this  Diocese,  is  her  daughter. 
Her  funeral  was  held  privately  from  her 
house,  with  only  her  own  family  present, 
and  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Bellinger,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  and  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  Our  sympathy  is 
hereby  extended  to  the  members  of  her 
bereaved  family. 

ST.  JAMES  CHURCH,  SKANEATELES,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

Among  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese  whose 
history  covers  a  century  or  therabouts  is 
the  parish  of  St.  James  at  Skaneateles, 
\.  V.  Its  early  history  is  intimately 
connected  with  that  of  the  village  itself i 
which  was  first  settled  by  a  few  English 
Families  of  culture  and  refinement,  whose 
devotion  to  the  Church  has  borne  fruit  in 
1 1 1  ( ■  founding  of  the  parish.  It  was  through 
the  efforts  of  these  people  that  the  first 
Church  services  wore  read  in  Skaneateles 
in  lso:;,  and  also  more  or  less  regularly 
front  that  time  on  until  1828,  during  which 
interval,  in  1810  the  parish  of  St.  James 
was  incorporated,  seventeen  years  before 
the  incorporation  of  the  village  itself. 

From  ilii-  time  until  1828  the  parish  was 
dependenl  on  the  ministrations  of  visiting 
clergymen  and  missionaries,  and  was  often 
cared  for  by  the  Clergy  of  St,  Peter's 
Church,  Auburn,  another  old  neighboring 
parish. 


The  first  Church  building  in  Skaneateles 
was  erected  in  1827  through  the  exertions 
of  a  feAV  faithful  Churchmen,  and  was 
conserated  in  1828  by  Bishop  Hobart,  who 
often  visited  the  parish.  The  building  was 
constructed  of  wood,  was  small,  and  its 
furnishing  was  arranged  according  to  the 
peculiar  fashion  of  the  day.  It  contained 
the  old  fashioned  box  pews,  those  in  front 
at  the  sides  of  the  Church  were  arranged 
with  seats  on  three  sides  of  the  space  in- 
closed, with  a  table  in  the  center  for  prayer 
books.  The  pulpit  was  high  in  the  center 
of  the  chancel,  with  the  reading  desk  below, 
and  the  altar  still  below  the  desk,  after  the 
manner  of  the  "three-decker"  arrangement 
at  that  time  quite  common.  A  semicircular 
communion  rail  inclosed  the  altar.  The 
building  was  used  with  various  improve- 
ments and  alterations  until  1873,  when  the 
present  Church  was  built.  The  new  build- 
ing constructed  of  stone,  and  for  its  clay 
built  on  remarkably  churchly  lines,  was 
constructed  in  1874,  by  Bishop  Hunting- 
'ton,  and  is  situated  as  its  prerecessor  was. 
on  one  of  the  most  beautiful  spots  on  the 
shore  of  Skaneateles  Lake.  It  contains 
many  handsome  memorials,  the  most  con- 
spicuous among  these  being  possibly  the 
new  sanctuary  which  was  recently  built 
and  furnished  with  a  fine  altar  and  high 
rereclos. 

The  parish  became  self-supporting  in 
1839,  and  since  that  time  has  had  nine 
rectors,  among  whom  are  the  names  of 
several  men  well  known  and  revered 
throughout  the  Diocese  and  the  Church. 
The  first  of  these  was  the  Rev.  Joseph  T. 
Clarke,  who  had  served  the  parish  as  a 
missionary  for  several  years  before  1839. 
His  name  stands  out  especially  upon  the 
list  because  of  his  faithful  services  at  a 
time  when  St.  James'  Church  was  under- 
going a  struggle  for  existence.  He  served 
the  parish  as  a  Rector  for  fourteen  years, 
and  will  always  be  remembered  as  a  de- 
voted Priest  and  a  saintly  character.  He 
came  of  a  family  which  has  given  many 
priests  to  the  Church,  who  have  become 
well  known  in  the  Diocese.  In  1845  he 
was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.   Charles  Sey- 
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mour,  who  continued  his  work  until  1851, 
when  he  was  followed  by  the  Eev.  A.  C. 
Patterson,  who  had  come  into  the  Church 
from  the  Unitarians  only  a  short  time 
before.  His  incumbency  continued  until 
1859,  and  was  followed  by  an  interregnum, 
during  which  the  parish  was  cared  for  by 
the  Kev.  K.  O.  Page,  Dr.  Henry  Gregory, 
and  his  brother,  Eev.  Almon  Gregory.  In 
18 GO  the  Kev.  Edward  Moyses  became 
Hector  3f  the  parish,  and  continued  his 
work  until  1866.  His  successor  was  the 
Eev.  K.  M.  Duff,  D.D.,  whose  successful 
work  continued  until  1872.  During  his 
incumbency  the  parish  showed  a  marked 
growth  in  spiritual  and  material  results, 
and  he  will  always  be  remembered  with 
gratitude  and  affection. 

The  next  Eector  was  the  Eev.  Thomas 
Smith,  who  remained  in  charge  for  two 
years.  He  was  followed  in  1874  by  Eev. 
John  A.  Staunton,  whose  rector  ate  con- 
tinued until  1880,  when  .he  was  succeeded 
by  Eev.  Cyrus  P.  Jennings,  M.D.  Owing 
to  failing  health  Dr.  Jennings  was  obliged 
to  surrender  the  care  of  the  parish  in  1884, 
and  was  followed  by  the  present  Eector,  at 
that  time  in  his  Diaconate,  the  Eev.  Frank 
K  Westcott, 

The  membership  of  St.  James'  parish 
numbers  at  present  about  three  hundred, 
nearly  one-fifth  of  the  population  of  the, 
village,  and  presents  the  comparatively 
rare  spectacle  of  being  much  the  strongest 
and  most  influential  ecclesiastical  organiza- 
tion in  the  town.  The  Church  is  out  of 
debt,  and  is  one  of  the  foremost  among  the 
country  parishes  of  the  Diocese  in  its  con- 
tributions to  missions.  Its  teaching  and 
worship  is  of  a  Catholic  character,  and  the 
parish  as  a  whole  has  been  singularly  har- 
monious and  united.

is  not  only  that  it  was  honored  by  the 

ence  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  the  Rt. 

.  Secretary  of  the  S.  P.  G.?  and  other 


English  and  Canadian  prelates — it  is  not 
only  that,  through  the  increase  in  the 
Episcopate  and  of  the  Dioceses,  the 
attendance  was  very  large — but  it  is 
because  of  the  enthusiasm,  the  mis- 
sionary interest,  and  the  spirit  of 
good  will  and  brotherly  concord 
through  many  delicate  situations,  which 
were  manifested  so  abundantly,  as  well 
as  for  some  of  its  legislative  acts,  that  this 
Convention  will  be  remembered  as  a  very 
noteworthy  gathering.  St.  Paul's  Church, 
"Richmond,  is  a  large  building,  with  six 
rows  of  pews,  and  it  was  entirely  occupied, 
except  the  last  pew  in  each  row,  by  the 
House  of  Deputies;  while  the  House  of 
Bishops,  for  whose  use  the  Governor  of  the 
State  most  kindly  opened  the  Hall  of  the 
House  of  Delegates  in  the  Capitol,  com- 
fortably filled  that  place  also,  each  Bishop 
having  the  seat  and  desk  of  one  of  the 
legislators  of  Virginia.  St.  Paul's  Church 
also  has  large  galleries  on  three  sides,  and 
these  were  occupied  every  day  by  large 
numbers  of  visitors,  interested  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  House  of  Deputies. 

We  expressed  the  hope  a  month  or  two 
ago  that,  whatever  else  the  Convention 
might  do,  it  would  give  attention  to  the 
pressing  missionary  interests  and  needs 
of  the  Church.  That  hope  has  been  fully 
realized.  It  was  really  inspiring  to  see 
the  large  attendance  at  all  the  missionary 
gatherings,  whether  in  the  joint  sessions 
of  the  two  Houses  assembled  to  hoar  the 
Missionary  Bishops  tell  their  story,  or  at 
other  assemblies  in  the  Auditorium  or  in 
the  several  Churches  of  the  city,  where 
other  missionaries  were  invited  to  speak 
of  their  work  and  its  requirements.  The 
places  were  filled  with  people,  who  stayed 
through  to  the  end,  and  listened  earnestly 
to  hear  what  was  said;  and  if  any  man 
spoke  beyond  the  half  hour  allotted  to  him, 
and  was  stopped  by  the  Chairman,  cries 
would  come  from  all  over  the  house,  "Go 
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on !  Go  on!"  and  somebody  would  move 
that  his  time  be  extended.  The  true  spirit 
of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  seemed  to  pervade 
the  crowds,  and  to  enable  them  to  realize 
that  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  among 
all  men  was  the  primary  object  of  the 
Church's  existence.  They  were  hearing 
from  the  broad  plains  of  our  western 
States  and  territories — they  were  hearing 
from  the  populous  nations  of  the  Orient, 
from  China,  Japan,  and  the  Philippine 
Islands — they  were  hearing  from  Africa 
and  Hawaii,  from  Mexico,  Brazil  and 
Porto  Pico — and  their  minds  were  drawn 
away  from  the  narrow  bounds  of  their  own 
diocesan  and  parochial  organizations  at 
home,  and  enabled  to  understand  that  there 
is  something  larger,  grander,  and  more 
noble  going  on  in  the  world  than  merely 
their  own  personal  salvation — and,  if  they 
never  realized  it  before,  they  seemed  to 
realize  it  then  and  there,  that  they  must 
have  some  personal  interest  and  share  in 
the  doing  of  it.  It  was  a  fit  occasion  for 
the  conversion  of  those  who  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  saying,  "We  take  no  interest 
in  missions" — and  if  we  are  not  mistaken, 
there  were  some  that  were  so  converted, 
and  wo  only  wish  that  their  number  could 
be  multiplied. 


The  presence  of  the  Bishop  of  London, 
both  at  the  laying  of  the  Foundation  Stone 
of  the  Cathedral  of  Washington  and  at  the 
General  Convention  in  Richmond,  was 
one  of  the  pleasant  and  interesting  features 
of  those  occasions.  His  cheerful  smile, 
always  ready  to  break  out  upon  his  face, 
his  cordial,  democratic  and  easy  manner, 
and  the  simple  but  effective  words  that  fell 
from  his  lips,  attracted  all  who  saw  and 
heard  him.  He  spoke  in  the  most  natural 
and  matter  of  fact  way  of  the  unbroken 
continuity  of  the  Church  of  England, 
illustrating  it  from  the  facts  which  exist 
in  his  own  surroundings  at  home.  "I 
hear,"  he  said,  "that  some  people  in 
America  think  that  the  Church  of  England 
was  started  by  Henry  VIII.  The  most 
effective  reply  to  such  a  mistake  as  that 
is  the  fact,  that  my  predecessors  in  the 
See  of  London  have  lived  without  a  break 


in  the  palace  at  Fulham  for  the  ] 
thirteen  hundred  years.  The  frogs  in  tb 
moat  at  Fulham  know  better  than  that 
and  the  jackdaws  in  the  steeple  of  it 
Church  are  laughing  at  such  an  idea !' 
And  as  for  the  Pishop's  sermon  at  th 
opening  service  of  the  Convention,  it  i 
one  that  ought  to  be  read  by  everybody,  a 
showing  what  the  Church  must  be  tha 
hopes  to  become  the  Church  of  the  nation. 


The   social   functions   during  the   Cor 
vention  were  numerous,  and,  though  the; 
were  very  much   enjoyed,   some   of   then 
took  a  good  deal  of  time  and  added  to  th 
superfluity   of   engagements   of   all   kind 
that  pressed  upon  the  members.     Centra

>resented  first,  on  the  second  day  of  the 
ession  as  usual,  and  the  sum  as  first  an- 
Lounced  was  $222,353.35.  It  was  after- 
wards said  that  it  would  probably  be  made 
ip  to  a  quarter  of  a  million.  The  Men's 
)ffering  came  on  October  9th,  the  seventh 
lay  of  the  session,  and  was  first  announced 
,s  $760,213.12;  but  was  at  once  made  up 
o  $775,000,  so  that  with  that  of  the 
vomen  the  grand  total  was  a  round  milion. 
The  men's  contribution  from  this  Diocese 
vas  $3,109.62,  while  that  of  the  women 
vas  $5,241.00.  Considering  that  the 
vomen  have  been  giving  thank  offer^ 
ngs  every  three  years,  and'  have  done  so 
plendidly  this  time,  it  was  hardly  gracious 
>r  opportune  to  say,  as  some  one  is  reported 
o  have  said,  when  speaking  of  the  men's 
ffering,  that  "the  ivomen  ivere  entirely 
mrred  out."  Perhaps,  as  an  offset  to  that 
t  may  not  be  amiss  to  repeat  another  witty 
emark,  that  "the  "children  make  an  offer- 
ng  every  year,  the  women  every  three 
rears  and  the  men  once  in  three  hundred 
rears !"  However,  we  have  made  a  begin- 
ling  of  corporate  action  by  the  men,  and 
hough  the  first  result  is  not  all  that  might 
lave  been  expected,  it  is  possible  to  hope 
hat  the  work  will  be  continued,  and  that 
he  men  of  the  Church  wTill  go  on  working 
ogether  in  a  definite  and  systematic  way 
'or  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 


STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

In  considering  the  Daily  Offices,  that 
s  to  say,  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer, 
ve  omitted  to  speak  of  the  binding  obliga- 
ion  of  the  due  order  of  those  services  as 
hey  are  arranged.  Is  it  not  manifest  that 
he  Clergy,  not  excepting  the  Bishops,  have 
lo  authority  to  alter  or  to  re-arrange  that 
rder?  It  is  the  evident  intention  of  the 
phurch,  for  example,  that  a  portion  both 
f  the  Old  and  of  the  New  Testaments 
hall  be  read  at  both  of  those  services ;  and 
10  indication  is  given  by  rubric  or  other- 
vise  that  either  of  those  Lessons  from  Holy 


Scripture  may  be  omitted  at  the  option  of 
the  Minister.  In  case  Evening  Prayer 
has  already  been  said  in  the  afternoon, 
then  it  is  permissible  to  have  a  shortened 
form  of  it  with  one  Lesson  and  one  Can- 
ticle, but  the  regularly  appointed  service 
must  precede  such  an  abbreviation.  We 
have  never  come  across  it  in  our  own 
Diocese,  but  in  other  places  we  have  seen 
the  shortened  form  used  for  the  only  even- 
ing service  of  the  day,  prefixed  to  quite  a 
long  sermon.  The  question  naturally 
arises  in  such  cases,  would  it  not  be  better 
to  give  two  or  three  minutes  more  to  the 
reading  of  God's  Word,  and  let  the  sermon 
be  correspondingly  abbreviated  ?  In  case 
the  full  service  is  to  be  said  in  the  evening, 
it  would  be  quite  within  the  spirit  of  the 
law  to  have  the  shortened  form  in  the 
afternoon,  if  for  any  reason  such  a  thing 
should  be  desirable.  The  intention  of  the 
Church  is  plainly  this,  that  the  whole 
service  with  both  Lessons  should  be  the 
rule  at  that  hour  when  the  congregation  is 
in  the  habit  of  assembling,  especially  on 
Sunday.  On  week  days  a  more  lax  inter- 
pretation of  the  law  might  be  allowed  if 
necessary;  but  even  then  it  should  be  con- 
sidered an  exception  proving  the  rule. 

All  this  applies,  of  course,  to  the  regular 
order  and  worship  of  the  Church.  In  the 
matter  of  occasional  services,  missionary 
or  otherwise,  naturally  variations  may  be 
adopted  to  meet  the  need.  These  stately 
forms  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer 
are  not  edifying  to  those  who  arc  strangers 
to  the  Church,  nor  to  the  illiterate,  until 
they  shall  have  been  educated  to  appreciate 
and  understand  them — but  to  the  children 
of  the  Church  the  two  Lessons  ought  never 
to  be  overmuch  Scripture.

If  it  be 
at  all  possible,  will  you  not  try  to  organize 
a  Chapter  of  the  Brotherhood  in  your 
congregation,  and  will  you  not  make  an 
earnest  effort  to  bring  all  the  male  com- 
municants in  your  parish  to  receive  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  on  the  First  Sunday  in 
Advent,  after  having  used  and  called  for 
special  prayer  during  the  week  preceding  ? 
Let  us  all  do  what  we  can  to  promote  this 
forward  movement  in  the  extension  of 
God's  kingdom  among  men.

My  Lord — 

I  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  late  Bev. 
John  Muir,  M.D.,  retired  clergyman  oi 
Central  New  York  Diocese,  was  this  day 
-buried  from  Trinity  Church,  Merrick- 
ville. The  Clergy  taking  part  in  the 
service  being  the  Bev.  W.  A.  Beade,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Ottawa,  and  the  Bev.  Canon 
Boberts,  the  Bev.  W.  E.  Kidd  and  myself 
of  the  Diocese  of  Ontario.  We  used  the 
Prayer  Book  of  the  American  Church 
throughout  the  service. 

T  enclose  a  newspaper  clipping  to  show 
the  esteem  in  which  Dr.  Muir  was  held  by 
the  community.  To  the  Church  he  was  a 
generous  helper,  and  to  her  Clergy  a  kind] 
and  loyal  friend,  and  although  I  have  not 
known  him  long  I  ^eel  his  death  to  be  a 
personal  loss.

The  following  is  taken  from  the  report 
in  the  Utica  Observer  of  October  14th: 
Mus.    Ephraim    Chamberlain. 

By  many  people  of  Utica  it  is  learned 
with  sincere  sorrow  that  Mrs.  Ephraim 
Chamberlain  has  passed  from  life.    Death 
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occurred  this  morning  at  1 :30  o'clock, 
terminating  an  illness  that  had  continued 
long,  but  that  had  not  been  regarded  as 
critical  until  within  a  few  days.  Rheuma- 
tism had  obliged  Mrs.  Chamberlain  to 
keep  to  her  home  on  Genesee  Street,  at 
Oneida  Square,  much  of  the  time  for  years 
past,  and  on  Thursday  last  the  illness 
reached  an  acute  stage,  marking  the  begin- 
ning of  a  steady  decline.  To  people  who 
for  years  have  known  and  admired  Mrs. 
Chamberlain  her  death  comes  as  a  personal 
affliction. 

Mrs.  Chamberlain's  maiden  name  was 
Theresa  W.  Carpenter,  and  she  was  born 
n  New  York  City  in  January  of  1835,  the 
laughter  of  Charles  L.  and  Elizabeth 
Carpenter.  On  September  13,  1860,  she 
became  the  wife  of  Hon.  Ephraim  Oham- 
>erlain,  an  honored  resident  of  Utica, 
ind  to  this  city  she  then  came  to  make  her 
lome  Mrs.  Chamberlain  was  ever  charit- 
bly  disposed  and  her  deeds  of  good  cannot 
>e  estimated.  For  a  long  period  of  years 
he  was  closely  identified  with  St.  Luke's 
lome  and  Hospital,  and  was  on  its  Board 
f  Managers  as  an  active  worker.  From 
he  time  that  she  came  to  Utica  Mrs. 
hamberlain  was  a  member  of  Grace 
hnrch,  and  the  interests  of  her  Church 
vere  very  dear  to  her.  Any  who  were 
nterested  in  a  charitable  undertaking 
:new  that  in  Mrs.  Chamberlain  they  had  a 
enerous  friend,  who  gave  freely  of  her 
ympathy  and  of  her  means. 


Mr.  John  A.  Gale. 

The  Rector  of  Christ  Chnrch,  Bingham- 
on,  writes  as  follows  in  his  parish  paper : 

On  Sunday,  September  15th,  the  Rector 
pas  called  to  Lake  Winola  to  the  bedside1 
f  a  member  of  the  Vestry  of  this  parish, 
Ifr.  John  A.  Gale.  Mr.  Gale  passed  away 
n  Tuesday  morning  about  nine  o'clock, 
nd  his  funeral  was  held  in  the  Church  on 
Friday  of  the  same  week.  The  Church 
ras  well  filled  with  a  congregation  of 
orrowing  friends.  Mr.  Gale  had  been  a 
lember  of  the  Vestry  of  this  parish  for 
lanv  years,  and  was  a  helpful  worker  in 


that  capacity.  He  will  be  missed  by  a 
large  circle  of  friends.  He  was  a  man  of 
genial  habits,  and  was  possessed  of  a  large 
and  generous  heart.  Mr.  Gale's  family 
have  been  active  workers  in  the  parish 
since  they  came  to  Binghamton,  and  the 
members  of  the  parish  extend  to  Mrs.  Gale 
and  her  afflicted  daughter  their  most  heart 
felt  sympathy  in  the  loss  which  has  come 
to  them. 


Grace  Gregory  Colwell. 

Grace  Gregory,  widow, of  Reuben  Col- 
well, died  in  Syracuse  September  15th. 

Grace  Gregory  Colwell  was  a  child  of 
the  Covenant,  brought  up  in  old  St.  James 
Church,  Syracuse,  under  the  ministry  of 
her  uncle,  who  founded  this  the  first  free 
Church  parish  in  Western  Xew  York. 
Her  father,  Rev.  Almon  Gregory,  was 
also  a  Presbyter  of  the  Church,  and  the 
spirit  of  the  home  was  one  of  generous 
service,  the  mother  especially  ever  active 
in  a  large-hearted  ministration.  After  her 
marriage  in  1881  Mrs.  Colwell  lived  in 
Newport  News,  Virginia,  where  she  was 
instrumental  in  the  establishment  of  St. 
Paul's  Parish.  Both  there  and  later  at 
the  Church  of  the  Saviour,  Syracuse,  her 
beautiful  and  expressive  voice  made  her 
helpful  in  the  choir.  Returning  after  her 
husband's  death  to  her  childhood's  home 
she  gave  valuable  aid  at  the  Shelter  for 
Unprotected  Girls,  training  the  inmates 
in  sacred  music  and  ever  full  of  deep 
sympathy  with  her  pnpils.  Under  the  trials 
of  early  widowhood  and  later  of  ill  health 
her  cheerfulness  and  unselfishness  did  not 
fail,  even  in  the  closing  days  of  her  life. 
She  was  buried  after  a  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Eucharist  from  the  Church  of  the 
Saviour,  on  September  19th,   L907. 


Word  has  been  received  of  the  death — 
in  a  Sanitarium  in  the  South — of  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Lewis  Bannister,  a  former  Pres- 
byter of  this  Diocese.  Mr.  Bannister 
served  at  Marcellus  and  Constableville, 
and  was  for  a  number  of  years  Elector  of 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  New  Hartford. 
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HISTORY  OF  ST.  MARK'S  CHURCH,  SYRACUSE. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

Prior  to  1832  services  of  the  Cliiircli 
had  been  held  in  the  District  School  House 
of  Geddes  Village  by  the  Rev.  Palmer 
Dyer,  then  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Syracuse. 

On  the  Feast  of  the  Circumcision,  1832, 
and  on  the  following  Sunday,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Dyer  gave  notice  that  a  meeting  would 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  January  10th,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  Church.  At  this 
meeting  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dyer  was  called  to 
the  chair. 

After  prayer,  Joel  Dickinson  was  ap- 
pointed secretary,  and  Robert  Gere,  with 
the  Rector,  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  sign  the  certificate  of  the  corporation. 
The  name  given  to  the  Church  was  "The 
Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the 
Apostolic  Church  of  Geddes." 

John  G.  Terry  and  Oren  Eddy  were 
elected  wardens,  and  Robert  Gere,  Jonah 
White,  Jr.,  Henry  Lake,  Joel  Dickinson, 
Chas.  L.  Skinner,  Simeon  Spaulding, 
Joseph  I.  Dunbar  and  Elijah  W.  Curtis 
were  elected  vestrymen. 

The  certificate  was  duly  executed  and 
recorded,  and  the  parish  was  received  into 
union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Western  Xew  York  the  same  year.  The 
Rt.  Rev.  B.  T.  Onderdook  being  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  at  that  time. 

At  the  annual  election  in  1833,  Ben- 
jamin G.  Avery  was  elected  warden  in 
place  of  John  G.  Terry.  His  son,  Cyrus 
D.  Avery  lias  been  vestryman  or  warden 
of  St.  Mark's  ever  since  the  reorganization 
in  1885. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of 
the  parish  in  1832  steps  were  taken 
towards  providing  a  place  of  worship,  and 
Robert  Gere,  Henry  Lake  and  Chas.  L. 
Skinner  were  appointed  as  a  building  corn- 
mil  tee,  a  lot  was  offered  the  Church  by 
Freeman  Hughes,  and  a  resolution  was 
passed  authorizing  the*  erection  of  a 
Church  30x40  feet. 

Later,  however,  this  action  was  rescind- 
ed, as  the  State  Legislature  on  April  9th, 
1832,  passed  a  special  act  authorizing  the 


parish  to  erect  a  Church  building  on  the 
public  square,  and  to  enclose  for  that  pur- 
pose a  lot  60  x90  feet. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  Church  was  laid 
by  the  Rev.  Thos.  Meacham,  of  Cortland, 
acting  for  the  Rector,  July  4th,  1832. 
The  Rev.  S.  W.  Beardsly  was  present  and 
assisted  at  the  service. 

The  Church  building  was  finished  and 
the  pews  sold  January  19th,  1833.  The 
building  was  constructed  of  wood,  after 
the  general  style  then  prevailing,  at  a  cost| 
of  $2,850.87,  and  when  finished  there  was 
a  mortgage  remaining  of  $1,000. 

In  January,  1834,  the  Rector,  wardens 
and  vestrymen  applied  to  Trinity  Church 
JSTew  York  for  aid,  and  received  the  gener- 
ous offer  to  pay  $500  toward  the  cancelling 
of  all  indebtedness  provided  the  people  of 
the  Apostolic  Church  would  raise  the  rest. 

By  the  exertions  of  the  vestry  this  con- 
dition was  met  within  the  year,  and  the 
parish  was  free  from  debt. 

In  1860  the  Church  building  was  in 
such  a  condition  of  decay  as  to  be  con- 
sidered beyond  repair,  and  removals  of 
parishioners  had  reduced  the  parish  so 
much,  it  was  considered  best  to  sell  the 
building  and  give  up  the  services,  though 
no  steps  were  taken  to  dissolve  the  cor- 
poration or  disband  the  parish. 

It  was  decided  to  give  the  bell  to  St. 
James'  Church,  Syracuse,  and  the  pro 
ceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  building  amounting 
to  $129.33,  were  given  to  the  Methodist 
Society  to  be  applied  on  their  Church  debt. 
The  Bibles,  Prayer  Books  and  Church 
records  were  assigned  to  the  care  of  the 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  and  the  Communion 
Service  was  given  to  St.  James.  The  bell 
served  for  many  years  to  call  the  congre- 
gations to  St.  James  until  that  Church  was 
destroyed  by  fire,  when  the  broken  frag- 
ments were  made  up  into  souvenirs,  and 
part  of  the  metal  has  been  recast  into  the 
processional  cross  that  is  now  used  in  St. 
Mark's. 

After  the  destruction  of  the  Church, 
services  were  held  occasionally  by  the  Rev. 
J.  M.  Clarke,  D.D.,  of  St.  James'  Churchy 
Syracuse,  and  by  others,  but  no  attempt 
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was  made  to  resume  regular  ministrations 
until  April  15th,  1883,  when  Bishop 
Huntington,  at  the  request  of  several 
hurch  people,  arranged  for  services  to  be 
leld  in  Good  Templar's  Hall. 

After  a  few  Sundays  an  offer  from 
:he  Methodist  Society  to  use  their  build- 
ng  in  the  afternoon  was  accepted  by  the 
Bishop,  .and  the  mission  was  organized. 

Steps  were  soon  taken  for  the  erection 
)f  a  suitable  Church,  and  a  committee 
consisting  of  Geo.  G.  Colton,  a  grandson  of 
;he  first  warden,  P.  Schuyler  Knapp,  a 
wn  of  one  of  the  first  vestrymen,  and  J. 
Wm.  Smith  was  appointed  .to  take  steps 
:o  that  end. 

At  this  time  the  organization  of  the 
Apostolic  Church  of  .Geddes  was  revived, 
when  Guy  Terry,  and  J.  P.  Shumway^ 
M.D.,  were  elected  wardens,  and  C.  D. 
Avery,  John  Halcher,  Geo.  G.  Colton,  P. 
Schuyler  Knapp,  D.  P.  Rhodes,  Mr. 
Smith,  E.  F.  Sim  and  Chas.  E.  Hubbell, 
were  elected  vestrymen.  The  name  of  the 
parish  was  changed  at  this  time  to  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Geddes.  The  Rev.  Ezekiel 
W.  Mundy,  M.A.,  was  elected  Rector. 

At  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
f 'Central  ]New  York,  held  in  Watertown, 
lelegates  were  given  seats  as  representing 
the  parish  under  its  new  name. 

The  right  to  use  the  lot  in  the  public 
square  now  known  as  St.  Mark's  Square, 
was  conceeded  to  remain  with  St.  Mark's 
3arish,  but  it  was  considered  advisable  to 
secure  a  separate  and  individual  site,  and 
the  lot  since  occupied  by  the  Church  was 
purchased. 


A  plan  of  a  Cruciform  Church  was 
adopted  and  the  same  was  erected  of  stone, 
and  first  used  for  worship  on  Christmas 
Day,  1885. 

The  little  congregation  grew  and  pros- 
pered under  the  ministration  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Mundy  until  Easter,  1802,  when  the 
debt  incurred  in  building  was  fully  paid, 
and  Mr.  Mundy  asked  to  be  relieved  of  his 
office  as  Rector,  as  his  duties  as  Librarian 
of  the  Syracuse  Public  Library  demanded 
his  whole  time.  The  vestry  asked  Mr. 
Mundy  to  continue  as  Rector  for  one  year, 
and.  the  Rev.  F.  P.  Thompkins  was  ap- 
pointed assistant  minister.  The  following 
year  Mr.  Mundy's  resignation  was 
accepted,  and  the  Rev.  H.  A.  R.  Cresser 
was  called  as  Rector,  and  continued  his 
services  one  year.  The  Rev.  William 
De  Lancey  Wilson,  D.D.,  succeeding  him 
August,  1894.  Steps  were  taken  at  once 
to  complete  the  Church  building  with  the 
exception  of  the  tower,  and  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  act  with  the  Rector,  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  Geo.  G.  Colton,  P. 
Schuyler  Knapp  and  J.  Wm.  Smith. 

It  was  proved  at  once  that  there  was 
not  land  enough  for  the  building  as 
planned,  and  the  adjoining  property, 
known  as  the  VanDusen  estate,  was  pur- 
chased by  mortgage.  The  house  has  be- 
come the  rectory,  and  a  vacant  lot  of  65 
feet  on  West  Genesee  Street  is  reserved 
for  the  erection  of  a  parish  house. 

The  Church  Avas  so  far  completed  as  to 
be  used  for  worship  Christmas  Day,  ls,.»4. 
at  a  cost  of  some  $8,500,  besides  various 
costlv  o-ifts  for  its  adornment.

CHURCH  SUPPORT. 

The  old  question  rises  up  from  time  to 
time  as  to  the  propriety  of  entertainments 
of  various  sorts  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  for  the  Church.  It  has  recently 
occurred  twice  in  this  Diocese.  "Is  it 
proper  to  have  dancing,  card-playing  and 
theatricals  for  the  support  of  the  parish  ?" 
To  such  questions  we  should  reply  as  fol- 
lows : 

I.  The  true.  Scriptural,  religious  way 
is  to  give  directly  of  our  means  as  God 
hath  prospered  us.  That,  moreover,  is  the 
high-minded,  noble  way,  and  would  be 
entirely  adequate  if  all  of  God's  people 
would  adopt  His  rule  of  giving  a  tenth  of 
their  income.  That  is  the  principle  and 
the  practice  which  He  has  promised  to 
bless — "Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the 
storehouse  .  .  .  and  prove  me  now 
herewith,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  if  I  will 
not  open  the  windows  of  heaven  and  pour 
you  out  a  blessing  that  there  shall  not  be 
room  enough  to  receive  it,"  (Malachi  3 : 
10.)  Eegular,  systematic,  conscientious 
giving  would  always  be  adequate  to  the 
Church's  support,  if  our  Christian  people 
would  only  measure  up  to  that  duty. 

II.  But  since  this  is  not  the  case,  and 
many  people  can  only  be  induced  to  con- 
tribute if  they  get  something  in  return,  i- 
it  ever  allowable  to  make  use  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  quid  pro  quo  \  Are  fairs  and 
sales  and  suppers  always  objectionable  %- 
From  what  lias  been  said  it  must  be  admit- 
ted that  they  are  a  descent  from  the  highest 
plane  of  Christian  giving;  but -if  certain 
inadmissable  features  be  carefully  barred 
out,  there  are  reasons  why  they  may  be 
resorted  to  without  rebuke.  Some  people, 
usually  women,  have  little  or  no  money  to 
give,  but  they  are  able  and  glad  to  give 
work  and  materials,  and  there  can 
be  no  objection  to  realizing  the 
value  of  those  for  the  benefit  of 
the    Church.      An    advantage    mav    also 
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be  gained  by  bringing  the  people  of  the 
•parish  together  occasionally  in  a  social 
way,  such,  as  is  offered  by  a  supper  or  a 
sale.  But,  of  course,  there  can  be  no 
raffling,  no  lotteries,  nothing  that  has  the 
appearance  of  gambling,  nor  yet  what  are 
sometimes  called  "f  air  prices,'7  which  mean 
exorbitant  charges  put  on  articles  at  a 
"fair."  The  law  of  the  land  forbids  lot- 
teries, and  consequently  the  Church  cannot 
resort  to  it,  if  for  no  other  reason.  But  if 
everything  be  conducted  in  a  legitimate 
way,  an  occasional,  not  too  frequent,  sale 
or  supper  may  be  permitted. 

III.  As  to  card-parties,  dancing  and 
theatricals,  there  is  at  least  one  reason  why 
it  might  be  best  to  avoid  them  all,  and  that 
is  that  a  good  many  Christian  people  con- 
sider them  wrong  in  themselves.  We  may 
not  agree  with  such  people,  and  may  make 
use  of  those  practices  for  our  own  personal 
amusement,  so  long  as  we  do  it  in  modera- 
tion; but  it  is  a  question  whether  under 
the  circumstances  it  is  wise  or  charitable 
to  use  them  for  the  support  of  the  Church. 
Moreover,  being  mere  amusements,  and 
ministering  as  they  do  to  the  rage  for  enter- 
tainment which  is  so  excessive  in  these 
days,  it  does  seem  more  than  a  trifle  un- 
dignified for  the  Church  to  have  to  resort 
to  such  methods  in  carrying  on  her  holy 
work.  And  with  regard  to  the  card-party 
there  is  the  additional  danger  of  illegiti- 
mate methods.  People  are  not  satisfied 
now-a-days  with  the  pleasure  to  be  derived 
from  the  winning  of  the  game,  they  also 
want  to  get  something  for  it;  and  if  there 
are  no  slakes,  after  the  fashion  of  the  gam- 
ing table,  then  they  must  have  a  prize, 
which  is  only  another  name  for  the  same 
thing.  Of  course,  this  should  not  be  per- 
mitted ;  and  yet  we  have  no  doubt  that  the 
people  who  buy  tickets  to  a  Church  card- 
party  would  think  themselves,  hardly 
treated  if  this  old-fashioned  rule  were  to  be 
enforced  upon  them.  It  does  grate  upon 
one's  liner  sensibilities,  too,  to  read  the 
notices  in  the  newspapers  of  "the  Dancing 
Party  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
forter," or  aSt.  Simon's  Game  of  Bridge — 
50c.   admission." 


On  the  whole,  it  can  hardly  fail  that  th 
world's  people,  while  they  may  freely  iij 
dulsre  in  these  things  themselves,  will  onl 
sneer  at  the  worldliness  of  the  Churc* 
which  makes  use  of  them ;  and  that  we  sha. 
find  it  hard  work  to  withdraw  our  ow 
people  from  the  excessive  love  of  frivolit 
and  to  lift  their  hearts  to  the  love  o 
spiritual  things,  if  we  make  a  practice  o 
encouraging  such  methods  in  the  ordinar 
way.  Our  conclusion  would  be,  therefore 
that  unless  the  circumstances  be  very  es 
ceptional  it  would  be  wiser  not  to  resor 
to  the  dance,  the  card  table,  or  the  stag 
for  the  support  of  the  Church  of  God. 


TWENTY-FIFTH  SUNDAY  AFTER  TRINITY. 

It  would  have  been  well  to  have  spokei 
in  our  last  issue,  of  the  Collect,  Epistle  ant 
Gospel  to  be  used  on  Sunday,  JSTovembe 
17th,  and  thus  secured  uniformity  through 
out  the  Diocese.  A  discussion  of  the  sub 
ject  has  taken  place  recently  in  the  cor  res 
pondence  of  The  Living  Church,  bu 
difference  of  opinion  was  expressed  an( 
nothing  decided  which  could  be  of  use  1 
those  who  are  doubtful  as  to  what  tha 
-should  do.  There  is  no  positive  rule  ii 
the  Prayer  Book  as  to  which  of  the  services 
from  the  Epiphany  season  shall  be  chosen 
The  rubric  says:  "If  there  be  more  thai 
twenty-five  Sundays  after  Trinity,  th( 
service  of  some  of  those  Sundays  that  werej 
omitted  after  the  Epiphany  shall  be  taker 
in  to  supply  so  many  as  are  here  wanting  i 
thus  leaving  it  optional  which  shall  be 
used.  But  when  we  come  to  examine,  we 
find  that  the  service  for  the  Sixth  aftei 
Epiphany  has  a  very  distinct  Advent  tone, 
suggesting  the  probability  that  it  was  ar- 
ranged with  the  intention  that  it  should 
come  in  just  preceding  the  Sunday  next 
before  Aclvent.  The  Collect,  for  example,: 
says :  "That  when  He  shall  appear  again 
with  power  and  great  glory  we  may  be) 
made  like  unto  Him,  &c. ;"  and  the  Gospel 
is  from  that  chapter  of  St.  Matthew  in 
which  the  Second  Advent  is  foretold  and 
described.  Evidently  it  was  the  purpose 
here  to  prepare  the  minds  of  worshippers 
for  the  approaching  solemn  season*   and 
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hence  if  there  be  but  one  extra  Sunday,  the 
service  should  be  that  of  the  Sixth ;  if  two, 
those  of  the  Fifth  and  Sixth,  after 
Epiphany.

CONVOCATIONS. 

Second  Distetct. 

The  119th  meeting  of  the  Convocation 
of  the  Second  Missionary  District  was  held 
in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  New  Hartford, 
on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  October  29th 
and  30th.  After  Evening  Prayer  on  Tues- 
day, the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  gave  an 
account  of  the  leading  features  of  the 
recent  General  Convention.  The  Arch- 
deacon spoke  of  the  importance  of  sustain- 
ing Diocesan  Missions. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  nine  o'clock 
on  Wednesday,  followed  by  an  informal 
conference  of  the  Clergy.  At  10  :30  the 
Litany  was  read,  followed  immediately  by 
a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  celebrant 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W. 
Curtiss  White,  Rector  of  St.  Mark's. 
Claries  Mills,  from  Rev.  21 :  2 ;  the  sub- 
ject being  "The  Ideal  of  the  Church. " 

Dinner  was  served  at  one  o'clock  by  the 
ladies  of  the  parish.  At  2  :30  p.  m.,  a  joint 
session  of  the  Convocation  and  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  was  held  in  the 
Church.  The  Dean  read  the  reports  from 
the  Mission  Stations,  making  supplement- 
ary comments.  The  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer was  read,  showing  receipts  of  $049.73 
for  four  months. 
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The  Convocation  retired  to  the  Rectory 
for  a  separate  session.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Harding  was  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
Bishop  and  arrange,  if  possible,  for  a  mis- 
sionarv  meeting  in  the  near  future.  The 
thanks  of  the  Convocation  were  voted  to 
the  Rector  and  people  of  St.-  Stephen's 
parish  for  their  generous  hospitality.

Fourth  District. 
The  Fourth  District  Convocation  held 
its  regular  fall  meeting  at  Grace  Church, 
Baldwinsville,  the  Rev.  J.  Malcolm  Smith, 
Rector,  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  Oct.

Doctrines  and  Principals  of  the  Church,' 
a  Avell  prepared  paper,  and  heartily  con 
mended  in  the  general  discussion  that  fo" 
lowed.

and  a  most  appreciative  vote  of  thanks  wa 
passed  for  the  hospitable  entertainmen 
received.

Second  District. 

On  the  30th  of  October  last  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Second  District  met  with 
the  Convocation  of  the  District  in  St.

The  weather  was  pleasant,  the  attend- 
ance from  surrounding  parishes  good,  the 
hospitality  of  the  people  of  St.  Stephen's 
unbounded  and  the  meeting  a  gratifying 
one  in  every  respect.  At  the  joint  session 
in  the  afternoon  reports  from  the  various 
missions  of  the  district  were  read  by  the 
Dean,  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Coley,  and  the  treas- 
urer's report  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Higgins. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Wom- 
an's Auxiliary  showed  the  amount  of  the 
united  offerings  of  the  Second  District  for 
the  three  years  ending  October  1,  1907, 
to  be  $1,179.69.  The  report  of  the  secre- 
tary was  as  follows : 

" Since  the  last  meeting  with  the  Con- 
vocation four  regular  meetings  have  been 
held,  the  summer  vacation  being  responsi- 
ble for  the  small  number.  At  the  annual 
meeting,  held  at  Calvary  Parish  House 
May  10,  1907,  the  present  officers  were 
re-elected  and  delegates  chosen  to  represent 
both  seniors  and  juniors  of  the  auxiliary 
at  the  annual  diocesan  meeting  at  Ithaca. 
Encouraging  reports  were  read  of  the 
work  done  during  the  year  by  the  different 
parishes;  the  amount  of  money  given  was 
$806.12;  the  value  of  boxes  sent,  $2,- 
553.94,  making  a  total  of  $3,360.16,  a 
slight  increase  over  the  amount  of  last 
year.  The  reports  from  some  of  the 
smaller  parishes  were  highly  creditable.

Gesner,  and  Miss 
Jackson  gave  reports  of  the  Auxiliary 
meetings  in  Richmond.  An  invitation  was 
accepted  to  hold  the  January  meeting  in 
All  Saints'  ( Jhurch,  Syracuse. 


CANON  19. 

Of    Persons    ^"ot    Ministers    of    Th] 
Church  Officiating  in  Any  Con- 
gregation Thereof. 

"]STo  Minister  in  charge  of  any  Congn 
gation  of  this  Church,  or,  in  case  of  yi 
cancy  or  absence,  no  Church  Warden: 
Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of  the  Congreg* 
tion,  shall  permit  any  person  to  officiat 
therein  without  sufficient  evidence  of  hi 
being  duly  licensed  or  ordained  to  mini; 
ter  in  this  Church ;  provided,  that  nothin 
herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  forbi 
Communicants  of  the  Church  to  act  as  La 
Readers." 

This  is  the  old  Canon  as  it  stood  unt: 
the  recent  General  Convention  made  a 
addition  to  it,  which  is  as  follows:  .  .1 
"or  to  prevent  the  Bishop  of  the  D'ioces 
or  Missionary  District  from  giving  pei 
mission  to  Christian  men,  who  are  nc 
Ministers  of  this  Church,  to  make  ac 
dresses  in  the  Church  on  special  occs 
sions." 

It  is  well  that  the  Clergy  and  peopl 
generally  should  be  familiar  with  the  pi 
cise  wording  of  this  amendment,  so  tha 
they  may  not  imagine  it  to  be  more  sweej 
ing  than  it  really  is.  Without  doubt  it  i 
an  intimation  of  good  will  and  larg 
mindedness,  and  a  desire  to  recognize  th 
benefits  that  may  accrue  from  addresse 
given  by  Christian  men  who  are  not  Mir 
isters  of  the  Church  on  certain  occasion 
when  they  seem  appropriate.  And  we  ar 
glad  to  welcome  any  indications  of  comitj 
which  do  not  infringe  upon  the  principl 
for  which  this  Church  stands.  But  ij 
should  be  observed  that  the  amendmen 
does  not  at  all  involve  the  "open  pulpit, 
as  it  is  called;  and  Bishops  are  not  eni 
powered  to  license  the  opening  of  the  puJ 
pit  at  all  times  and  to  everybody.  Indeed 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  permission  is  rcj 
stricted  to  "addresses"  not  "sermons,"  an 
that  on  "special  occasions,"  not  at  the  ordi 
nary  times,  nor  every  Sunday.  Whateve 
may  be  the  feeling  or  preference  of  th] 
Bishops  in  the  matter,  therefore,  it  is  evi 
dent  that  the  Canon  does  not  leave  then] 
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t  liberty  to  license  an  indiscriminate  in- 
erchange  of  preachers.

The  Rev.  Joshua  L.  Burrows,  Ph.  D.,  a 
tired  presbyter  of  the  Diocese,  died  in 
shtabula,  Ohio,  October  25th.

linrch,  Sherburne,  and  for  sixteen  years 
ector  of  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists, 
sw6go.  The  remains  were  brought  to 
awego  for  burial.     The  Rev.  Messrs.  H. 

Sixer  and  R,  II.  Gesner  officiated  at  the 
•ave. 


Mrs.  Lynch. 
On  Wednesday  evening,  October  30th, 
at  her  home  in  TJtica,  Mrs.  Sarah  Adams 
Johnson  Lynch,  widow  of  Mr.  James  S. 
Lynch,  passed  from  among  us  into  the 
other  life.  Her  departure  is  not  only  a 
source  of  grief  to  her  family  and  many 
friends,  but  it  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the 
Church  and  to  those  who  knew  her  only 
through  her  works.  For  Mrs.  Lynch  was 
both  personally  attractive  and  religiously 
devoted.  She  was  bright  and  witty,  and 
able  to  make  herself  most  interesting  in 
company;  and  at  the  same  time  she  had 
an  enthusiasm  for  humanity  growing  out 
of  her  faith  in  and  love  for  the  Savior  of 
the  world.  Whenever  she  heard  of  the 
hungry,  the  naked,  or  the  sick,  it  seemed 
as  if  she  at  once  remembered  His  saying, 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of 
the  least  of  these,  My  brethren,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  Me/'  and  she  went  and  did 
the  thing  that  was  needed.  She  was 
brought  up  in  Trinity  Church,  but  after 
her  marriage  she  began  going  to  Grace 
Church,  and  was  a  regular  attendant  on 
its  services,  except  for  a  few  years,  when 
she  went  to  St.  Luke's,  in  the  early  his- 
tory of  that  parish.  St.  Luke's  was  start- 
ed as  a  mission  of  Grace  Church  and  grew 
up  in  connection  with  the  Home  and  Hos- 
pital under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Van  Deusen,  Rector  of  that  Parish.  It 
was  doubtless  her  interest  in  that  charit- 
able institution,  of  which  she  was  one  of 
the  original  Board  of  Almoners,  that  took 
her  to  the  services  of  the  mission  for  a 
time ;  and  her  labors  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Home  and  Hospital  did  not  cease  so  long 
as  she  lived.  Indeed,  though  she  had 
reached  the  eightieth  year  of  her  life,  Mrs. 
Lynch  may  be  truly  said  to  have  died  in 
the  harness.  She  became  the  Presidenl  of 
the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  Grace  Church 
in  1886;  at  the  time  of  its  organization, 
and  through  all  the  twenty-one  years  since 
then  she  had  been  the  active,  energetic,  un- 
tiring leader  ami  mainspring  of  its  noble 
work.  For  that  society  is  not  for  the  pur- 
pose of  raising  money  for  the  Parish,  as  is 
usually   the    case    with    organizations    so 
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named,  but  its  chief  object  is  to  aid  the 
poor,  and  to  furnish  clothing  for  those 
missionaries  whose  small  stipends  are  not 
adequate  to  the  needs  of  their  families.  In 
this  way  it  does  for  the  Diocese  what  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  does  for  the  General 
Board  of  Missions.  And  it  was  a  fortu- 
nate thing  for  the  missionaries  when  Mrs. 
Lynch  took  the  lead  in  that  society.  She 
got  money  for  its  work  where  others  would 
have  utterly  failed;  nor  only  money;  but 
work  and  material  and  garments  ready 
made.  Xot  once,  nor  twice,  but  many 
times  did  she  go  to  her  friends  and  get 
from  them  the  clothes  that  they  had  on 
their  backs,  which  they  would  have  con- 
tinued to  wear  but  for  her  irresistible 
manner  of  making  the  suggestion.  She 
did  not  beg,  but  she  put  it  to  them  in  the 
right  way,  and  they  were  made  to  feel  that 
si  10  was  conferring  a  favor  on  them — as 
indeed  she  was.  It  will  probably  be  dif- 
ficult  to  fill  her  place  in  the  Ladies'  Aid 
Society,  and,  as  has  been  said  above,  she 
will  be  greatly  missed  in  every  circle  in 
which  she  moved. 

But  now  that,  the  Lord  has  given  her 
rest  from  her  labors,  her  works  do  follow 
her,  and  our  prayer  is  that  light  perpetual 
may  shine  upon  her  in  the  Paradise  of 
God,  and  that  we  who  knew  her  may  have 
grace  to  follow  her  good  example.     Amen. 


Hermon  Van  Veciiten  Bostwick. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  Saint 
John's  Church,  Ithaca,  New  York,  held 
November  0,  1907,  the  following  resolu- 
tion^ on  the  (loath  of  Ilermon  Van  Vech- 
ten  Bostwick  were  presented  and  unani- 
mously adopted  : 

The  Vestry  of  Saint  John's  Church  of 
[thaca,  New  York,  desire  to  record  their 
personal  grief  at  the  death  of  their  late 
associate,  Ilermon  V.  Bostwick,  and  their 
appreciation  of  his  oharacter  and  his  serv- 
ices to  the  Church,  extending  over  a  pe- 
ri od  of  thirty-seven  years. 

Mi'.  Bostwick  became  a  member  of  the 
Vestry  at  Easter,  1870;  was  chosen  Treas- 
urer in  April,  1878,  holding  this  offico 
continuously  until  the  day  of  his  death; 


at  Easter,  1888,  he  was  elected  JunicS 
Warden;  and  at  Easter,  1901,  he  becaul 
Senior  Warden,  which  position  he  nllel1 
until  his  death,  on  November  1,  1907. 

This  record,  although  it  comprises  moil 
than  half  of  the  span  of  Mr.  Bostwick! 
life,  feebly  represents  the  extent  of  h 
services  to  the  Church.  He  was  tireleil 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  of 
flees,  and  punctual  and  exact  in  all  hi 
business  dealings.  He  was  a  loyal  frienl 
and  supporter  of  his  Rectors,  a  value! 
counsellor  of  his  associates  of  the  Vestrl 
and  a  wholesome  influence  in  the  parisj 
and  community. 

But  beyond  the  services  rendered  by  til 
faithful  and  unselfish  discharge  of  his  o 
ficial  duties  must  be  reckoned  the  pow< 
of  a  consistent  Christian  character  di 
played  in  all  the  dealings  of  his  lif 
Reared  from  his  early  youth  in  reveren 
and  attachment  for  the  Church,  he  wi 
devoted  to  her  outward  services  and  ir 
bued  with  her  inward  spirit.  The  carj 
and  occupations  of  a  business  life  we 
not  allowed  to  divert  him  from  constat 
attendance  upon  her  services  and  unsd 
fish  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the  par  is 
His  influence  was  not  confined  to  IthaJ 
alone,  but  was  recognized  throughout  tl 
Diocese,  and  Mr.  Bostwick  was  chos( 
more  than  once  by  the  Diocesan  Conve 
tion  as  a  delegate  to  the  General  Conve 
tion  of  the  Church. 

In  his  public  and  private  life  Mr.  Bos 
wick  was  endeared  to  his  associates  ai 
friends  by  his  amiable  and  unselfish  cha 
acter,  and  the  example  of  his  devotion 
duty  will  long  serve  as  a  lofty  ideal  to  i 
who  knew  him.

This  is  another  of  those  instructive  mys- 
tery plays  for  children  by  Mrs.  Hobart, 
which  have  been  found  so  interesting  and 
helpful  at  St.  Agnes'  Chapel,  Xew  York. 
The  two  previous  ones,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, were  entitled  aThe  Lady  Catechism 
and  the  Child"  and  aThe  Little  Pilgrims 
and  the  Book  Beloved."  This  last  one, 
called  "The  Vision  of  St.  Agnes'  Eve,"  is 
intended  to  show  what  the  teaching  of  the 
Church  is  about  death  and  Paradise  and 
the  Church  Expectant ;  the  visions  alluded 
to  are  of  those  who  have  passed  on  to  that 
state,  who  are  shown  to  be  still  interested 
in  the  Church  Militant,  thus  bringing  out 
the  reality  of  the  Communion  of  Saints; 
and  the  accounts  that  they  give  of  their 
work  while  on  earth  furnish  a  fine  illus- 
tration of  the  missionary  idea,  and  of  the 
way  that  the  Kingdom  of  God  has  been 
extended  from  place  to  place.  Teaching 
of  this  kind,  presented  in  such  a.  way,  can- 
not fail  to  make  a  deep  and  lasting  impres- 
sion on  the  minds  of  children.

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HISTORY  OF  TRINITY  PARISH,  ELMIRA, 

On  examination  of  the  records  of  Trin- 
ity Church,  Elmira,  New  York,  it  is  dis- 
covered that  the  first  service  held  in  El- 
mira according  to  the  Prayer  Book  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  was  conduct- 
ed by  the  Et.  Rev.  Benjamin  Tredwell 
Onderdonk,  Bishop  of  New  York,  in 
1832.  Shortly  after  this  event  a  subscrip- 
tion paper  was  started  for  the  support  of 
a  missionary  by  Mrs.  Thomas  Hill,  to 
whom,  more  than  to  any  other  individual, 


as  being  the  first  marriage  celebrated 
the  place  according  to  the  rites  and  usa^ 
of  our  Church.  In  May  of  the  same  y< 
Daniel  E.  Brown,  a  candidate  for  HJ 
Orders,  held  services  here  for  several  St 
days  and  gave  the  Canonical  notice  : 
the  organization  of  a  parish.  This  orgi 
ization  was  completed  June  12th,  18; 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Carder.  I 
instrument  of  organization  was  signed 
James  D.  Carder,  Archibald  Heggie  a 
Jonathan  L.  Lawrence  in  the  presence

the  Episcopal  Church  in  Elmira  owes  its 
origin.  The  Village  of  Elmira  then  num- 
bered about  two  thousand  people.

In  the  win- 
ter of  1833  two  Church  families  moved  to 
the  place,  those  of  Damon  Hatch  and  Har- 
vey Luce.

Rev.  Arthur  Cleve- 
nd     Coxe,     Bishop     of    Western     New 
ork.     After  a  long  and  worthy  Rector- 
ip  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hull  resigned  in  1866 
id  was  followed  by  the    Rev.  William 
j  aret,  now  the  widely  known  and  promi- 
nt  Bishop  of  Maryland.      His  Rector- 
ip  of  Trinity,   Elmira,  was  brief,   but 
as  marked  by  decided  energy  and  ability. 


Dr.  William  Paret  resigned  in  1869 
and  the  Vestry  called  the  Rev.  George  H. 
McKnight,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Springfield,  Massachusetts,  on  the  nom- 
ination of  the  new  and  first  Bishop  of  Cen- 
tral ]STew  York,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Frederic  Dan 
Huntington.  Dr.  McKnight  enjoyed  one 
of  the  longest  Rectorships  in  the  history 
of  the  Diocese.  For  thirty-six  years  he 
administered  the  affairs  of  the  parish.  He 
accomplished  a  vast  amount  of  good  and 
was  instrumental  in  increasing  in  a 
marked  degree  the  offerings  of  the  parish 
for  outside  purposes.  He  stood  always 
for  the  great  cause  of  missions  and  spread 
of  the  Gospel  throughout  the  world..  And, 
now,  after  all  these  years  of  giving  of 
money  this  parish  will  this  year  give  a 
young  man  for  the  work  in  the  Par  East. 
Dr.  McKnight  is  the  only  Rector  in  the 
history  of  the  parish  who  has  continued  as 
such  to  the  end  of  his  ministry.  He  was 
Rector  of  the  parish  when  death  came  in 
his  85th  year,  December  14th,  1905. 

The  Rev.  Charles  H.  McKnight,  son  of 
the  former  Rector,  was  called  to  the  suc- 
cession in  April,  1906.

We  are  informed  by  the  Board  that  the 
contributions  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
work  laid  out  from  December  1st,  1907, 
to  September  1st,  1908,  will  be  for —

Foreign  Missions    553,879.04 


Total  required  to  Sep- 
tember,    1908, $1,069,489.15 

This  seems  a  large  sum,  but  we  may 
remember  that  the  apportionment  for  this 
Diocese  is  the  same  as  last  year, 
$10,700.00,  and  that  in  most  cases  the 
amount  asked  from  each  parish  and  mis- 
sion will  be  the  same.  It  is  humiliating 
to  have  to  acknowledge  that  we  gave  only 
about  half  that  was  expected  of  us,  and 
there  were  a  number  of  congregations 
which  gave  nothing  at  all.  Do  the  people 
think  that  this  is  right?  This  matter  is 
the  responsibility  of  every  member  of  the 
Church,  because  the  work  is  undertaken 
and  authorized  by  our  representatives,  we 
all  have  a  share  in  sending  the  mission- 
aries, and  of  course  we  all  ought  to  share 
in  supporting  them.  Equally  of  course 
there  would  be  little  trouble  in  securing 
such  support  if  all  would  work  together  in 
bearing  the  burden.  It  would  make  light 
work  indeed  if  the  many  littles  could  be 
gathered  from  many  to  make  the  much 
that  is  needed. 


SUNDAY  SCHOOL  RALLIES. 

Referring  to  the  report  in  another  col- 
umn of  the  Missionary  Rally  of  the  Sun- 
day  Schools  in  Utica,  we  would  call  the  at- 
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tention  of  the  Clergy  to  the  usefulness  of 
such  gatherings  of  the  children,  especially 
in  cities  where  there  are  two  or  more  par- 
ishes. It  is  not  only  to  emphasize  the  mis- 
sionary idea  in  the  minds  of  the  children, 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  offerings 
for  that  object,  but  also  to  eradicate  from 
them  the  narrow  notions  of  parochialism, 
to  enlarge  their  views  of  the  work  of  the 
Church,  and  let  them  see  that  theirs  is  not 
the  only  parish,  nor  the  only  Sunday 
School,  but  that  there  are  multitudes  of 
other  people  engaged  in  the  same  pursuit. 
Itwill  increase  their  esprit  du  corps,  and 
give  them  an  understanding  of  what  the 
Church  really  is  better  than  any  amount 
of  abstract  teaching  can  do.  This  is  the 
day  of  "object  lessons,"  and  we  must  not 
neglect  the  use  of  them  in  the  Sunday 
School,  our  only  agency  for  imparting 
religious  truths  outside  the  family  and  the 
private  day  school.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 
With  regard  to  the  side  of  the  Altar  at 
which  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion is  to  be  begun,  there  has  grown  up 
adifferonee  of  use  in  recent  years  from  that 
to  which  Ave  were  formerly  accustomed. 
The  Altar  desk  and  book  always  used  to 
stand  at  the  Gospel  side  or  end,  and  the 
service  was  begun  there;  a  custom  received 
without  doubt  from  the  English  Church, 
in  which  the  rubric  directs  the  Priest  to 
stand  at  the  "north  side;"  which  in  build- 
ings that  are  properly  orientated  as  they 
are  almost  invariably  in  England,  neces- 
sarily means  the  side  to  the  left  of  the  man 
who  faces  ibe  Altar,  that  is,  the  Gospel 
side.  Indeed,  as  all  our  older  people  re- 
member, it  was  the  method  in  the  early 
'ind  middle  years  of  the  last  century  to 
Btand,  not  in  front  of  the  Altar  at  all,'  but 
around  at  the  north  end.  But  now  in 
many  of  our  Churches  we  find  the  Altai- 
book  at  the  other  end,  at  the  right  of  the 
priest  as  he  faces  it.  Where  is  the 
authority  for  that  change,  and  whence 
does  it  arise?  We  suspect  the  real  origin 
of  it  is  a  certain  "other  use,"which  prevails 
in   other  parts  of  the  Church  Catholic — 


but  the  reason  sometimes  given  for  it  i 
that  our  American  Prayer  Book  change 
the  words   "north  side"    of    the    Englis 
Book,  to  the  "right  side,"  and  that  tha 
means  at  the  priest's  right  hand  when  fa( 
ing  the  Holy  Table.   That  sounds  plausibh 
but  a  little  study  of  the  matter  shows  the 
it  is  a  mistake;   and  that  our  America 
revisers    were    simply    changing,  not  th 
place  for  beginning  the  service,  but  th 
word  that  describes  it,   doubtless  becaus 
so  many  of  our  Churches  are  not  orien 
ated,  and  the  Gospel  side  is  frequently  i 
the  south,  or  perhaps  at  the  west,  and  or 
people   are   not   trained   to   think  of   tr. 
architectural  points  of  the  compass  instea 
of  the  real  ones.     It  so  happens  that  Hoi 
Scripture  speaks  of  "the  right  side  of  tl 
Altar  of  incense,"  in  the  account  of  tl 
vision  of  Zacharias    in    the    Temple,  St 
Luke  i.  11 ;  and  we  learn  from  that  learnc 
Jewish  Christian  writer,    Dr.    A.    Ederi 
heim,  author  of  "The  Life  and  Times  < 
Jesus  the  Messiah,"  what  side  was  mean 
It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Temple  if 
Jerusalem  faced  the  east  and  had  the  Ho' 
of  Llolies  or  sanctuary  in  the  west,  just  tl 
opposite  of  our  custom  of  having  the  fro) 
door  of  the  Church  at  the  west  and  tl 
sanctuary  in  the  east.     To  one  entering  tl 
Temple,   therefore,   the  north  was   at  h 
right  and  the  south  at  his  left  hand.    ~Nc 
it  happens  that  Edersheim  had  reason  fi 
calling  particular  attention  to  the  side  I 
the  Altar  on  which  the  Angel  Gabriel  stoo 
when  Zacharias  saw  him.     He  says :    "Tl 
celebrant  Priest,  bearing  the  golden  censd 
stood  alone  within  the  Holy  Place — befoj 
him  was  the  golden  altar   of  incense  <j 
which  the  red  coals  glowed.     To  his  rig* 
(the  left  of  the  altar,  that  is,  on  the  nor. 
side)  was  the  table  of  shew  bread;  to  l\ 
left,  on  the  right  or  south  side  of  the  alt] 
was  the  golden  candlestick."     Again :  "($ 
the  right   (or  south)   side    of    the    alts 
between    it    and    the    golden    candlestic 
stood  what  he  could  not  but  recognize 
an     angelic     form."       And     still     agai 
"Gabriel  was  regarded  in  tradition  as  ijt 
ferior  to  Michael;  and  though  both  wet 
connected  with  Israel,  Gabriel  was  rep:li 
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sented  as  chiefly  the  minister  of  justice, 
and  Michael  of  mercy ;  while  Gabriel  was 
supposed  to  stand  on  the  left,  and  not  (as 
in  the  evangelic  narrative)  on  the  right 
side  of  the  throne  of  glory.  Small  as  these 
divergencies  may  seem,  they  are  all  im- 
portant when  derivation  of  one  set  of 
opinions  from  another  is  in  question."  It 
is  manifest,  therefore,  as  this  Jewish 
scholar  shows,  that  in  the  ancient  worship 
the  altar  was  supposed  to  be  a  symbol  of 
God's  throne,  and  that  His  face,  not  His 
back,  was  towards  the  people,  so  that  "the 
right  or  the  left  side  of  the  altar  was 
determined  by  that  fact.  Doubtless  our 
American  revisers  were  scholarly  enough 
to  be  aware  of  this,  and  consequently, 
when  they  wished  to  describe  "the  nortli 
side  of  the  Holy  Table"  by  some  other 
word,  they  called  it  "the  right  side,"  and 
it  seems  needless  to  say  that  they  were 
perfectly  correct.  As  Edersheim  inti- 
mates, these  are  matters  too  small  to  spend 
much  time  or  thought  upon;  but  it  is  just 
as  well  to  understand  what  the  facts  in  the 
case  are,  in  order  that  so  much  of  our  con- 
duct in  divine  service  as  depends  upon 
hem  be  guided  by  knowledge. 


In  the  Baptismal  Service  it  is  well  that 
he  Clergy,  especially  the  new  beginners  in 
he  ministry,  should  observe  that  the 
questions  in  the  Baptism  of  Infants  are 
considered  as  addressed  to  the  Sponsors 
severally,"  so  that  each  one  is  expected 
to  answer ;  and  that  they  are  with  reference 
to  each  child  severally,  if  there  be  more 
than  one,  and  therefore  that  the  children 
must  not  be  considered  collectively.  It 
Kvill  be  noticed  that  the  word  "this  child," 
jn  the  first  question,  is  not  printed  in 
italics,  as  all  the  words  are  that  it  is  allow- 
able to  change  on  account  of  number  or  of 
gender.  Consequently  it  is  never  correct 
to  say,  "Dost  thou  in  the  name  of  these 
children  renounce  the  devil,"  &c. 
I  The  purpose  of  this  is  evident.  It  is  to 
fix  the  responsibility  for  each  individual 
flhild,  and  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  each 
pne  by  himself  and  for  himself  is  to  be 
| 'made  a  member  of  Christ,  the  Child  of 


God,  and  an  inheritor  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven."  That  sacramental  relationship 
is  distinctly  a  personal  one,  and  just  as 
one  does  not  undertake  to  graft  new  twigs 
into  a  vine  or  tree  in  bunches,  but  one  by 
one,  so  the  members  of  the  Church  are 
grafted  into  Christ,  the  True  Vine,  one  by 
one.

The  following  letter  has  been  sent  to  the 
Uergy  and  to  the  treasurers  of  the  parishes 
[and  Missionary  Stations  in  the  Diocese : 
Utica,  N".  Y.,  December  12,  1907. 
>ear  Brother — 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Diocesan 
Missions  recently  held  in  the  city  of  Syra- 
cuse, it  was  decided  to  request  the  Clergy 
jmd  the  parochial  Treasurers  to  make  an 
karnest  effort  to  remit  to  the  Treasurer  of 
'he  District,  their  offerings  for  Diocesan 
jMissions,  at  least  once  in  three  months,  so 
fhat  the   Treasurer   of  the   Diocese  may 
l-eceive  them  by  the  25th  of  the  month 
preceding  each  quarter  day,  that  is  to  say, 


the  25th  of  July,  October,  January  and 
April. 

The  purpose  of  this  request  is  the  charit- 
able one  of  enabling  the  Missionaries  to 
have  their  stipends  in  hand  promptly  on  the 
first  day  of  the  quarter.  And  in  the  con- 
fident expectation  that  this  loving  request 
will  be  attended  to,  the  Committee  pro- 
ceeded still  further  along  the  same  line  of 
encouragement  to  the  workers  in  the  field, 
and  adopted  the  following  resolution,  viz. : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Committee  to 
whose  charge  was  committed  the  sending 
out  of  a  letter  in  regard  to  offerings  for 
Diocesan  Missions  be  requested  to  incor- 
porate in  such  letter  information  to  the 
effect,  that  if  such  request  is  complied  with, 
it  is  the  sense  of  this  Committee  that  we 
make  a  move  to  have  Canon  X  of  the 
Diocese  amended,  so  that  payments  to  the 
Missionaries  can  be  made  monthly  instead 
of  quarterly." 

Trusting  that  we  are  not  asking  more  of 
the  brethren  than  they  all  will  be  entirely

Shelter  for  LTxprotected  Girls, 
Syracuse. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Shelter  for  Un- 
protected Girls  gives  the  receipts  from 
October  1,  1900,  to  October  1,  1907,  as 
$7,582:21;  Expenditure,  $7,373.30. 

There  have  been  in  all  ninety  inmates 
during  the  year.  Of  those  received  thirty- 
one  were  under  sixteen  years  of  age  and 
eleven  under  eighteen.  Six  were  sent  by 
parents  or  guardians,  three  by  Poor  Law 
Officers,  thirty-rive  by  Judicial  Commit- 
ment, five  were  held  as  witnesses  in  cases 
of  criminal  prosecution,  one  entered 
voluntarily. 
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Twelve  have  been  placed  in  good  situa- 
tions, fifteen  returned  to  parents  or 
guardians,  eleven  transferred  to  other 
institutions,  two  sent  out  of  the  State; 
leaving  a  total  of  fifty,  twenty  in  Faith 
Cottage  and  thirty  in  Hope  Cottage. 

The  Shelter  was  inspected  by  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  in  September  and  con- 
tinued in  Class  I,  which  signifies  practi- 
cally no  defects.  Among  improvements 
noted  in  this  official  report  is  a  teacher 
from  the  public  schools,  who  has  charge 
of  evening  classes  for  the  older  girls  who 
are  trained  in  domestic  work  during  the 
day.  This  gives  excellent  results,  and 
both  there  and  in  the  day  school  for  the 
children  in  Faith  Cottage  the  pupils  do 
credit  to  their  instruction.  The  walls  of 
the  lower  stories  have  been  varnished  by 
the  girls  whose  general  work,  clothing, 
health  and  dietary  are  favorably  noticed, 
as  well  as  the  practice  in  physical  culture 
and   out-of-door  recreation. 

A  record  is  kept  of  conduct,  on  which 
the  parole  system  is  based,  those  thus 
placed  out  reporting  regularly  to  the 
Superintendent. 

Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond  is  the  Chaplain 
of  the  Shelter,  visiting  the  house  for 
classes  during  the  month  and  celebrating 
the  Holy  Eucharist  at  the  Great  Feasts. 
Sunday  morning  services  are  maintained 
by  members  of  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood 
from  the  Syracuse  parishes.

THE  CHURCH  ON  THE  FUTURE, 


By  the   Bishop  of  London. 


What    are    the    characteristics    of    the 

hurch  which  would  possess  the  future? 

Vhat  are  the  conditions  under  which  alone 

he  mustard  seed  which  has  grown  so  high 

lready  shall  fill  the  world  ? 

(1)  And  first,  undoubtedly,  the  future 
an  only  belong  to  a  Church  which  believes 
nd  preaches  the  forthreaehing,  energizing 
nd  active  Love  of  God. 

God  forbid  that  I  should  deny  the  diffi- 
ulties  which  surround  a  belief  in  the  love 
f  God  or  ignore  the  stern  side  of  the  New 
Testament;  every  great  light  casts  a 
jhadow,  and  he  is  no  true  ambassador  who 
)elittles  the  shadow  cast  by  the  great  Sun 
>f  the  Love  of  God.  To  be  out  of  the 
varmth  of  the  Love  of  God  is  to  be  in  the 
larkness,  and  how  great  is  that  darkness 
10  one  painted  more  clearly  than  Jesus 
Christ  Himself.  But  I  have  found  in 
East  London,  and  I  am  sure  you  have 
'ound  in  every  quarter  of  this  great  conti- 
nent that  it  is  the  warmth  of  the  Sun 
vhich  makes  the  soul  cast  off  the  cloak  of 
I  ts  reserve,  and  not  the  terror  of  the  dark- 
ijiess. 

And  no  Church  will  save  the  world  and 

I  "specially    those    thousand    millions    who 

Wave  not  yet  had  a  chance  of  making  up 

rheir  minds  as  to  the  truth  of  Christianity, 

xcept  a   Church   that  believes   and   pro- 

laims  and  lives  out  the  love  of  God  to 

very  child  that  He  has  made. 


(2)  And  with  the  gospel  of  the  love  of 
God  must  go,  what  we  call  in  England,  the 
message  of  a  free  salvation. 

It  may  be  that  in  the  past  we  may  have 
allowed  a  legalizing  spirit  to  creep  over 
the  Church  and  therefore  lost  such  great 
communities  as  the  Wesleyans,  becauso 
they  thought  the  old  bottles  would  not  hold 
the  new  wine.  But  to-day,  High  Church 
and  Low  Church  vie  in  England  to  preach 
a  gospel  of  a  free  salvation. 

It  is  easier,  no  doubt,  to  .believe  thai; 
Jesus  Christ  was  only  a  good  man,  however 
difficult  to  reconcile  with  the  New  Testa- 
ment; it  is  more  comfortable  to  believe 
that  evil  is  an  undeveloped  form  of  good — 
that  "the  devil  is  a  vacuum;"  it  is  more 
intelligible  to  the  human  intellect  to  look 
upon  the  Atonement  as  the  appeal  of  self* 
sacrifice  to  the  selfishness  of  mankind;  but, 
while  the  human  heart  craves  to  know  what 
God  has  done,  while  this  so-called  "un- 
developed form  of  good"  is  making  havoc 
of  our  hearths  and  our  homes,  while  there 
are  sinners  who  long  to  know  if  they  can 
be  forgiven,  the  New  Theology  is  no 
gospel  which  will  win  the  world. 

(3)  But  it  may  be  said:  "Every  ortho- 
dox Christian  community  in  the  world 
preaches  the  gospel  of  the  Love  of  God 
and  of  a  free  salvation" — in  what  sense 
are  we  justified  to-day  in  the  Anglican 
Communion  in  keeping  our  own  organiza- 
tion separate  from  the  great  non-episcopal 
bodies  on  the  one  hand  and  the  Roman 
Church  on  the  other? 

We  do  not  keep  aloof  from  either  in 
any  spirit  of  un-brotherliness  or  pharasai- 
cal  pride.  We  long  to  be  one ;  we  pray  to 
be  one ;  we  honor  and  admire  all  that  they 
have  clone  for  the  cause  of  Christ. 

We  are  bound  to  maintain  in  opposition 
to  the  great  non-episcopal  bodies  that  the 
historical  ministry  can  not  lightly  bo  sot 
aside  in  the  Christian  Church,  that,  just, 
as  every  plant  has  lines  of  its  own  on  which 
it  develops,  so  the  divine  grain  of  mustard 
seed  carries  within  itself  the  organization 
by  which  it  was  meant  to  spread  through- 
out the  world.

Communion  is  to  preserve  the  exact  truth. 
She  must  protest  against  any  additions  to 
or  subtractions  from  the  teaching  of  Holy 
Scripture,  and  the  early  and  undivided 
Church. 

But,  after  all  is  said  and  done,  the  most 
Evangelistic,  the  most  Catholic,  the  most 
Orthodox  Church  on  earth  will  produce  no 
effect  upon  the  world  if  it  has  not  still  one 
further  characteristic.  It  must  clearly 
and  unmistakably  and  before  all  the  world 
be  unworldly  itself. 


GENERAL  NEWS. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Leigh  ton  Coleman,  D.D., 
LL.D.,  Bishop  of  Delaware,  died  very 
suddenly  on  Saturday,  December  14th. 
He  was  but  seventy  years  of  age,  and  was 
supposed  to  be  very  vigorous,  being  quite 
noted  for  the  long  tramps  that  he  has  been 
in  the  habit  of  taking  in  summer.  At  the 
General  Convention  in  October  he  seemed 
remarkably  well,  and  showed  no  signs  of 
breaking.  But  he  was  carried  off  by  some 
organic  trouble,  and  was  found  dead  in  his 
bed  by  his  son,  who  went  to  call  him.  His 
funeral  took  place  on  Tuesday,  December

The  Rev.  Frederick  E.  Reese,  D.D., 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
who  was  elected  Missionary  Bishop  of 
Wyoming,  has  declined.

Egbert  M.  Beeciier. 

On  Friday,  December  6th,  at  his  homo 
in  Syracuse,  Mr.  Robert  M.  Beecher,  who 
for  about  fifty  years  had  been  a  faithful 
and  devout  Churchman,  entered  into  rest. 
Mr.  Beecher  was  bom  October  10th,  1830, 
at  Pleasant  Valley,  X.  Y.  He  was  bap- 
tized in  Grace  Church,  Xew  York  City, 
and  was  confirmed  in  St.  James'  Church, 
Syracuse,  by  Bishop  DeLaneey.  Later  he 
was  transferred  to  St.  Paul's  Church.  Syra- 
cuse, and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  All 
Saints'  Parish,  Syracuse.  He  was  elected 
Senior  Warden  of  All  Saints'  Church  at 
the  time  of  its  organization,  and  continued 
to  serve  faithfully  in  that  office  until  about 
a  year  ago  when  he  resigned,  lie  was 
prominent  and  influential  both  as  a  citizen 
and  a  churchman. 
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HISTORY  OF  GRACE  CHURCH,  UTICA,  N.  Y. 

Trinity  Church,  Utica,  the  venerable 
and  honored  Mother  Parish  of  the  city, 
had  for  some  forty  years  or  thereabouts 
been  doing  her  good  work  alone,  "accord- 
ing to  the  Apostolic  order  of  our  Church," 
as  the  Rector  expressed  it — and  that  she 
had  done  it  well,  is  proved  by  the  vigorous 
colony  which  she  was  able  to  plant  in 
another  part  of  the  town  in  the  spring  of 
1838,  without  materially  injuring  her  own 
existence  and  prosperity.  It  certainly 
indicated  a  considerable  degree  of  strength 
on  the  part  of  Trinity  Church,  that  she 
could  spare  such  a  number  of  substantial 
men  and  women  as  came  together  for  the 
formation  of  this  new  parish  so  many  years 
ago ;  and,  no  doubt,  we  owe  it  to  the  faith- 
fulness of  the  early  Rectors  and  people  of 
Trinity  Church  in  laying  good  founda- 
tions, that  the  Church  is  to-day  exception- 
ally strong  in  Utica.  The  following  are 
the  names  of  the  men,  members  of  the  con- 
greg'ation  of  Trinity  Church  who  united 
in  a  letter  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Proal,  their 
respected  Rector,  stating  their  desire  to 
organize  a  new  Parish,  and  asking  his 
canonical   consent: 

Elisha  Wells,  Ziba  Lyon,  Simon  V. 
Oley,  James  Watson  Williams,  A.  Little, 
H.  S.  Bradley,  Gerry  Sanger,  Peleg  B.

Durkee.  In  a  very  courteous  and  kind 
reply,  still  on  record,  Dr.  Proal  gave  his 
full  permission  to  them  to  proceed  in  their 
undertaking,  while  at  the  same  time  he 
expressed  his  devout  prayer  that  "the 
Divine  Head  of  his  Church  would  further 
this  effort  for  extending  'Evangelical  truth 
and  Apostolic  Order,'  to  the  promoting  of 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  edifying  of  his 
people." 

There  was  then  living  in  this  town  a 
clergyman  with  no  parochial  charge.  He 
was  principal  of  a  school,  and  also  editor, 


as  he  was  the  originator,  of  The  Gosp: 
Messenger,  the  Rev.  John  C.  Rudd,  D. 
To  him  this  little  band  of  Church  peoj 
seem  to  have  looked  for  clerical  ministi 
tions  until  they  could  call  a  Rector.    The 
first  service,  however,  which  was  held 
April,  1838,  in  an  upper  room  of  No.  2 
Genesee  Street,  was  conducted  by  the  R( 
Stephen  McHugh,  of  Holland  Patent.    ( 
the  4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  13th J 
sermon  was  preached  before  the  new  ccl 
gregation   by   Mr.    McHugh,    intended  I 
encourage  them  to  proceed  with  the  orgs! 
ization  of  their  Parish,  and  on  MondJ 
May  21st,  a  meeting  was  held  when  tl 
Parish  was   duly  incorporated  under  tlj 
name  of  Grace  Church,  Utica,  and  a  vestK 
of  two  wardens  and  eight  vestrymen  \J 
elected,  as  follows:  Wardens,  Dr.  P.   I] 
Peckham  and  Ziba  Lyon;  Vestrymen,  J| 
Watson  Williams,    John    E.    Hinman,  [ 
Tiffany,   Chas.   S.   Wilson,  Eli  Maynal 
Alex.   S.  Johnson,  Jas.  M.   Stocking  al 
Jas.  M.  Lewi's,  the  last  two  names,  M 
Stocking  and  Mr.  Lewis  not  having  appel 
ed  in  the  subscription  of  the  letter  befci 
mentioned,  and  to  these  may  also  be  addl' 
Mr.     David    Wager    and    probably    1 
Henry  S.  Cole.     We  find,  therefore,  tl 
there  were  at  least  twenty-four  men, 
side  women  and  children,  who  were  actij- 
ly  interested  in  the  new  venture.     In  lb 
than  three  months  after  their  organizati<[, 
on  Aug.  16th,  the  vestry  elected  and  call 
as  Rector  the  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Halsey,  aty 
at  the  same  meeting  a  movement  was  inj 
gurated  for  the  "procuring  of  a  more  co 
modious  place  of  worship."     During  tl 
summer    the    Rev.    Clement    M.    Butljf 
whose  name  is  now  so  well  known  in  1B 
Church,  being  for  a  time  without  a  pari  I 
officiated  in  the  upper  room  on  Genejj 
street,  but  he  never  assumed  the  office  jf 
Rector  of  Grace   Church.      'Nor   did  M 
Halsey  fovonr  the  parish  with  his  ofncjl 
services.    For  some  reason  unknown  to  I 
he  declined  the  call  which  had  been  exteil 
ed  to  him,  and  the  little  congregation  wtl 
on  for  a  year  without  a  Rector.    At  last,! 
the  Spring  of  1839,  the  Rev.  Albert  Chi 
Patterson  accepted  that  position,  and  1 
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red  upon  his  duties  some  time  in  the 
limner.  The  scheme  for  the  building  of 
(Church,  which  had  naturally  dragged  a 
| tie  while  the  parish  was  without  a  leader, 
las  now  taken  up  with  greater  vigor.   Sub- 

•iptions  were  obtained  for  the  purpose, 

d  a  plot  of  ground  was  leased  from  Mr. 
polios  Cooper  for  a  term  of  ten  years, 
ith  the  privilege  of  purchase  at  the  ex- 
ration  of  that  period.  This  lot  was 
tuated  at  the  corner  of  Broadway  and 
olumbia  streets,   and  there,   during  the 

miner  of  1889,  the  first  Grace  Chursh 
as  erected,  and  was  opened  for  Divine 
rvice  in  August. 

The  Eectors  from  1839  to  this  time 
me  been  the  Eev.  Albert  C.  Patterson, 
ie  Eev.  Geo.  Leeds,  the  Rev.  John  J. - 
randegee,  the  Eev.  Edwin  'M:  Van 
Jeusen,  the  Eev.  Chas.  T.  Olmsted  and 
le  Eev.  W.  W.  Bellinger,  D.  D.  Mr. 
atterson  was  a  man  of  superior  culture 
id  winning  manners.  His  ministry  here 
as  short.  In  1843,  only  four  years  after 
3  came,  he  was  compelled  by  ill  health  to 
?sign. 

Dr.  Geo.  Leeds  was  a  man  among  a 
lousand,  and  no  one  who  ever  met 
im  could  fail  to  have  been  struck  by  the 
larm  of  his  presence.  He  had  a  strength 
f  his  own  which  always  made  itself  felt, 
nt  when,  after  a  Eectorship  of  ten  years, 
ie  building  of  a  more  permanent  and  ex- 
'iisive  Church  edifice,  for  which  the  funds 
ere  not  readily  forthcoming,  was  desired 
v  the  people,  he  shrank  from  entering 
pon  that  work,  and  having  been  called  to 
alcm,  Mass.,  he  resigned  this  parish  in 
ie  summer  of  1853. 

And  certainly,  if  ever  a  man  was  called 
b  do  a  special  work,  and  if  ever  a  man 
ave  his  life  to  the  accomplishment  of  his 
lission,  that  man  was  Dr.  Deed's  successor. 
[he  Eev.  Mr.  Brandegee  came  to  the 
arish  from  Connecticut  early  in  1854. 
te  came  not  only  to  build  up  the  spiritual 
pnple  in  the  souls  of  his  people,  but  he 
4imc  also  to  build  the  new  material  struc- 
ire — and  he  did  it !  The  new  Church  was 
poned  in  1860;  but  there  is  probably  no 
pubt  that  the  effort  cost  him  his  life.    For 


several  years  he  was  compelled  to  withdraw 
to  another  climate  for  months  at  a  time, 
and  there  are  few  passages  in  the  history 
of  any  parish  more  touching  than  that 
which  happened  in  the  spring  of  1864, 
when  the  Eector,  on  Easter  day,  even  then 
sick  unto  death,  presented  on  the  altar  the 
last  offerings  which  freed  the  Church  from 
debt,  and  within  two  weeks  his  own  funeral 
obsequies  were  celebrated  in  the  same 
sanctuary  and  before  the  same  altar.  It 
may  truly  be  said  that  his  real  offering 
was  himself,  and  that  the  Church  is  his 
enduring  memorial.  "Si  monumentum 
quaeris,  circumspice !" 

The  congregation,  being  so  comfortably 
settled  in  a  consecrated  Church,  was  then 
ready  to  undertake  some  work  beyond  the 
immediate  bounds  of  the  parish  itself,  and 
Dr.  Van  Deusen,  who  came  from  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Pittsburgh,  and  assumed 
the  Eectorship  in  the  autumn  of  1864, 
seems  to  have  been  the  man  fitted  to  lead 
the  people  on  in  missionary  work.  St. 
Luke's  Home  and  Hospital,  together  with 
the  vigorous  parish  of  St.  Luke's  Church, 
were  the  direct  results  of  his  labor  and  lov- 
ing care.  In  1883  his  health  and  strength 
gave  out,  and  he  Was  compelled  to  resign 
the  Eectorship  Feb.  1st,  18S4,  in  the 
twentieth  year  of  his  service. 

On  June  1st,  1884,  the  Eev.  Chas.  T. 
Olmsted  assumed  the  rectorship,  which  he 
held  until  April,  1899.  During  that  time 
the  steam  heating  apparatus,  tile  floor, 
parish  rooms,  and  a  neAV  Chancel  were  all 
added  through  the  munificence  of  Mrs. 
Jas.  Watson  Williams,  the  new  organ  by 
the  congregation,  and  the  corona  by  Mrs. 
Chas.  H.  Doolittle.  The  spire  Avas  erected 
by  Mrs.  Williams  in  1875. 

During  the  rectorship  of  Dr.  Van 
Deusen  a  Mission  Sunday  School  was 
started,  chiefly  by  workers  from  Grace 
Church,  which  has  since  grown  into  the 
parish  of  the  Holy  Cross;  and  in  1890 
another  one  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
city  has  become  St.  Andrew's  Church. 

The  preset  Eector,  the  Eev.  W.  W. 
Bellinger,  D.D.,  took  charge  in  October, 
1899/

St.  Agnes'  School,  Albany. 

Since  our  own  Keble  School  for  young 
ladies  is  no  longer  in  existence,  and  the 
Ealliol  School  in  Utica  is  about  to  close  its 
doors,  it  may  be  that  the  people  in  Central 
ISTew  York,  who  have  daughters  whom 
they  wish  to  send  to  a  boarding  school,  will 
be  glad  to  be  reminded  of  the  above 
mentioned  institution  in  Albany.  St. 
Agnes'  is  already  a  well  known  name  to 
many  in  this  region,  and,  so  far  as  we 
have  heard,  its  reputation  is  good. 

The  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  that  diocese 
says  of  it : 

"St.  Agnes'  was  never  in  better  con- 
dition than  it  is  at  present,  and  under  Miss 
Seabury's  efficient  management  it  is  draw- 
ing a  large  class  of  very  desirable  girls. 
Its  educational  standards  are  quite  equal 
to  the  best  schools  in  the  country,  and  its 
general  atmosphere  leaves  nothing  to  be 
desired." 

We  have  the  Lady  Jane  Gray  School  in 
Binghamton,  which  is  doing  an  excellent 
work ;  but  possibly  the  people  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  diocese  might  find  Albany 
a  more  convenient  place. 


STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  Eucharistic 
Service  presents  opportunity  for  greater 
elaboration  of  ritual  than  the  Daily  Offices, 
and  it  is  here  that  the  most  ornate  ceremon- 
ial is  to  be  found  among  those  who  indulge 
in  it.  And  considering  the  sacred  charac- 
ter of  the  office  it  is  natural  that  this  should 
be  so.  There  was  a  time  in  the  early  parr 
of  the  10th  century  when  it  became  evident 
to  the  minds  of  many  Churchmen,  that  the 
Communion  Service  must  be  recovered 
from  the  neglect  and  degradation  into 
which  it  had  fallen,  and  restored  to  the 
dignity  and  precedence  which  by  our 
Lord's  ordinance  belong  to  it.  It  had  be- 
come a  mere  occasional  addendum  to  Mora- 
ine: Praver  and  Liturgy:  and  when  it  was 
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celebrated,  not  only  the  majority  of  the 
congregation,  but  also  the  choir,  would 
leave  the  Church,  while  the  Priest  with 
the  handful  of  communicants  that  were 
left  would  go  through  the  remainder  with- 
out a  note  of  music.  Te  Deum  and 
Jubilate  were  elaborately  sung,  but  the 
Sanctus  and  Gloria  in  excelsis  were  not 
considered  of  sufficient  importance  to  be 
rendered  musically.  It  is  no  wonder  that, 
when  the  revival  began,  some  of  the  Clergy 
thought  it  worth  while  to  put  on  a  diff- 
erent vestment  in  which  to*  celebrate  the 
Eucharist,  in  order  to  emphasize  the  fact 
that  it  is  not  only  a  separate  service  from 
Morning  Prayer,  but  that  it  is  the  more 
sacred  service  and  of  greater  obligation. 
And  so  far  as  the  ceremonial  is  concerned 
our  ritual  law  is  so  uncertain  in  some 
points  and  so  elastic,  that  it  is  impossible 
to  lay  down  any  hard  and  fast  rules  so  far 
as  those  points  are  concerned.  The  rubrics 
are  confessedly  not  complete  enough  to 
cover  every  detail,  and  until  a  more  pre- 
cise directory  is  provided  there  will 
necessarily  be  much  diversity  of  use, 
according  to  the  convictions  and  the  taste 
of  the  Bector  and  congregation. 

But  there  is  one  point  in  which  the 
Prayer  Book  is  complete  and  expresses  the 
mind  of  the  Church  which  has  adopted 
and  set  it  forth  for  use,  and  that  is,  the 
words  which  it  is  allowable  to  make  use  of 
in  that  service.  Ritual  action  is  not  fully 
prescribed,  but  ritual  language  is  all  pro- 
vided for;  and  if  so  be  that  the  allowable 
words  are  not  in  the  Prayer  Book  itself, 
but  in  the  Bible  or  the  Hymnal,  permis- 
sion is  given  and  the  time  distinctly  noted 
when  they  are  to  be  used.  For  example, 
"When  the  Alms  and  Oblations  are 
presented,  there  may  be  sung  a  Hymn,  or 
an  Offertory  Anthem  in  the  words  of  Holy 
Scripture,  or  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
under  the  direction  of  the  minister." 
After  the  announcement  of  the  Gospel  for 
the  day,  Here  shall  be  said  or  sung, 
"Glory  be  to  Thee,  O  Lord."  After  the 
Consecration  prayer — "Here  may  be  sung 
a  Hymn."  Plainly,  then,  since  the 
Church  has  prescribed  the  words  and  the 


places  in  the  service  where  they  shall  1 
used,  there  can  be  no  question  of  the  unla1 
fulness  of  bringing  other  such  sentences  < 
hymns  into  different  parts  of  the  servic 
whatever  and  wherever  any  man  wishe 
It  is  quite  as  justifiable  and  as  loyal  to  tl 
Prayer  Book  to  introduce  an  extempc 
aneous  prayer  at  any  part  of  the  service,  | 
it  is  to  sing  a  hymn  between  the  Epistj 
and  the  Gospel,  or  " Thanks  be  to  Thee, 
Christ,"  after  the  Gospel,  or  "Blessed 
He  that  cometh,"  &c,  before  the  Prayer 
Consecration.  Indeed  the  "Thanks,"  &< 
after  the  Gospel  was  proposed  in  "Tl 
Book  Annexed,"  and  was  distinctly  d 
allowed  in  the  revision  of  1892.  T'j 
theory  of  the  original  revision  and  translj 
tion  of  the  English  Book  was  that  t) 
Church  of  England  had  a  right  to  a 
breviate  the  old  offices  and  set  them  for 
as  a  national  use.  That  was  a  dignifi-! 
and  proper  thing  to  do,  in  entire  accoj 
with  the  customs  of  the  Church  in  differel 
parts  of  the  world  from  the  earliest  daj 
And  the  American  Church  has  acted  J 
the  same  principle,  and  made  such  chand 
as  in  her  corporate  wisdom  seemed  goq 
It  is  difficult  to  understand  the  theory  |: 
loyalty  which  rejects  the  Prayer  Book  a: 
obeys  McGarvcy.

The  Church  of  St.  John  the  Divine, 
Syracuse. — The  Rev.  I.  M.  Merlin j ones, 
Rector.  Three  notable  events  to  the  parish 
were  celebrated  during  Christmastide  in 
connection  with  this  Church.  On  St.  John's 
Day  the  parishioners  observed  the  patronal 
day  by  assembling  in  the  Church  to  receive 
the  Holy  Communion.  During  the  after- 
noon the  various  chapters  of  the  parish 
guild  met,  when  reports  for  the  past  year 
were  presented  and  work  for  the  coming 
year  was  discussed.  During  the  past  year 
St.  Mary's,  St.  Katharine's,  Junior  Chap- 
ter of  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood,  Altar 
Chapter,  and  the  Royal  Order  of  St.  Max- 
imus  have  been  organized.  The  last  is  an 
order  for  boys  and  young  men  founded  on 
the  life  of  St.  Maximus,  erstwhile  bishop 
of  Reiz  in  the  early  Church.

Archdeacon  David  B.  Matthews,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg,  a  former  Rector 
of  St.  John's,  preached.  The  Church  was 
crowded.  The  Archdeacon  spoke  with 
much  earnestness  from  the  words,  "What 
is  that  in  thine  hand  ?  And  he  said,  A 
rod,"  (Ex.  4:2). 

The  secular  festivities  of  Christmastide 
culminated  in  a  "Christmas  Tree"  on  the 
Twelfth  Night  according  to  immemorial 
custom  of  our  forefathers.  The  tree  was 
on  the  stage  in  the  Guild  Hall  and  was 
illuminated  with  dozens  of  small  electric 
lights.  The  Sunday  School  children  each 
received  a  present,  and  a  good  programme 
was  supplied  by  the  primary  department. 
The  attendance  was  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  parish. 

The  Church  of  St.  John  the  Divine  is 
situated  in  the  very  heart  of  the  poorest 
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district  of  Syracuse,  and  if  properly  sup- 
ported could  be  the  means  of  accomplish- 
ing untold  good;  but  as  it  is  the  work  is 
sorely  hampered  for  the  lack  of  means.

The  following  is  an  official  paper  sent  to 
us  from  London : 
"Suggestions  for  the  choice  of  Delegates 

from  Dioceses  Outside  the  British  Isles. 


Delegates  from  outside  the  British  Isles 
are  Honorary  Members  of  the  Congress. 
Other  members  will  pay  a  subscription. 


The  leading  principle  of  the  Congresi 
namely,  "A  Congress  preceded  by  disci; 
sion  and  study,"  suggests  the  method  < 
choosing  persons,  whether  men  or  wome 
as  accredited  delegates  to  the  Congress. 

Qualification  of  Delegates. 

Clearly  they  should  be  persons  who  ha1 
seriously  studied    or    have  practical    ej 
perience  of  one  or  more  of  the  subject's 
be  handled,  and  are  therefore  qualified 
add   weight   to   the    deliberations   of   tl 
Congress. 

For  example,  the  meetings  of  tl 
Congress  in  the  mornings  and  afternooi 
are  to  be  sectional  meetings,  and  to  1 
attended  mainly  by  those  who  may  be  co) 
sidered  to  be  in  some  sense  experts  ( 
students  of  the  subjects  under  discussioi 
All  accredited  delegates  will  be  at  liberl 
to  attend  these  meetings. 

Method  of  Selection. 

Each  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdictic 
may  appoint  no  more  than  six  delegate 
No  delegates  should  represent  any  un 
less  than  a  Diocese  or  Missionary  Juri 
diction.  Each  Diocese  or  Missiona* 
Jurisdiction  is  left  completely  at  liberty  1 
appoint  its  delegates  in  its  own  wa; 
Women  are  eligible  for  election. 

Every  delegate  should  be  furnishe 
with  the  accompanying  document  dul 
filled  up  and  signed. 

On  the  receipt  of  this  document  a 
arrangements  will  be  made  to  receive  tt 
delegate,  and  if  possible,  he  or  she  will  t 
informed  of  the  details  of  the  arrangl 
ment. 

Privileges    of    a    Delegate    from 
Diocese  Outside  the  British  Isles. 

1.  Eree  hospitality  in  London  or  th 
suburbs  in  1908  from  June  15th  to  'Jun 
24th,  inclusive,  and  a  free  ticket  by  trail 
(if  needful)  for  traveling  from  the  plac 
of  hospitality  to  and  from  the  meetings  cj 
the  Congress. 

2.  A  free  place  in  the  Albert  Hall  an| 
at  Sectional  Meetings. 

3.  Free  access  to  all  rooms  set  apai 
for  members  of  the  Congress  and  to  a, 
functions  in  connection  with  it. 
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N.  B. — Traveling  expenses  to  and  from 
London  cannot  be  paid,  except  as  provided 
for  above  in  Section  I. 

Membees  of  Congeess. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  any  number 
of  persons  belonging  to  any  Diocese  or 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  will  be  welcome 
as  members  of  the  Congress ;  but  a  Diocese 
or  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  can  only 
appoint  six  official  delegates  entitled  to  all 
the  above  privileges." 

If  any  of  our  Clergymen  or  lay  people 
in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  desire 
to  attend  the  Congress  either  as  delegates 
or  members,  they  are  requested  to  notify 
the  Bishop  at  once,  as  the  time  is  getting 
short. 


The  Et.  Rev.  George  Worthington,  D.D., 
|Bishop  of  Nebraska,  died  very  suddenly  in 
Menton,  France,  early  in  January.     He 
jhad  gone  to  Europe  to  visit  the  American 
Chapels  on  the  continent,  and  was  spend- 
ing some  time  on  the  Riviera.    It  had  been 
known  for  some  years  that  he  had  a  weak 
heart,  and,  indeed,  it  was  that  which  made 
it  necessary  for  him  to  live  in  the  east,  as 
he  has  done  for  a  long  time,  the  altitude  of 
Nebraska  making  it  impossible  for  him 
to  stay  there.     A  Coadjutor-Bishop  was 
appointed  and  Bishop  Worthington  took 
jup  his  residence  in  New  York.     On  the 
i  day  of  his  death  he  had  gone  out  alone  to 
Cap  Martin,  and  in  one  minute,  after  ask- 
ing of  a  young  man  the  time  of  the  next 
train,  he  fell  backwards  and  died  on  the 
(spot.    His  Coadjutor,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Arthur 
JL.    'Williams,    is    now    the    Bishop    of 
I  Nebraska. 


The  Rev.  Edward  J.  Knight,  of  Tren- 
ton, N.  Y.,  who  was  appointed  Missionary 
Bishop  of  Western  Colorado,  was  con- 
secrated to  that  office  on  Thursday,  Decem- 
ber 19th.

We  take  the  liberty  of  quoting  the  fol- 
lowing from  the  Bishop  of  Vermont: 

"In  my  judgment  it  is  desirable  that 
the  formal  acts  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  certainly  amendments  of  the  canons, 
should  be  officially  set  forth  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  who 
should  not  be  left  to  learn  what  has  been 
done  from  the  frequently  and  almost  un- 
avoidably inaccurate  reports  in  news- 
papers. 

Accordingly  I  hereby  announce  to  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  the  follow- 
ing amendments  to  the  general  canons  of 
the  Church  (adopted  in  revised  form  in 
1904),  which  were  made  at  Richmond, 
and  which  come  into  force  on  January  1, 
1908,  grouping  them  as  far  as  possibe 
under  leading  heads. 

A.  Concerning  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders.  (These  are  specially  to  be  noted 
by  the  Standing  Committee  and  by  Exam- 
ining Chaplains.) 

1.  In  Canon  2,  IV,  i,  a  more  appro- 
priate form  of  testimonial  is  provided  for 
a  Postulant  who  has  been  a  Minister  in 
some  other  religious  body,  when  this  is 
signed  by  members  of  the  denomination 
from  which  the  applicant  comes : 

(1)  Neither  requiring  them  to  certify 
(which  is  manifestly  not  within  their  pro- 
vince) that  the  man  is  now  a  communicant 
in  good  standing  in  this  Church:  (2)  nor 
describing  the  signers  as  "Laymen,"  the 
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use  of  which  term  would  either  so  describe 
their  Ministers,  or  recognize  their  minister- 
ial character  and  office. 

2.  Canon  3,  IV,  lays  down  that  no  one 
who  has  been  refused  ordination  or 
dropped  from  the  list  of  Candidates  in  any 
Diocese  of  this  Church,  shall  be  ordained 
by  any  other  Bishop,  without  the  man 
being  admitted  afresh  to  candidateship, 
with  all  the  safeguards  of  testimonials, 
&c.  By  the  insertion  after  the  words  "of 
this  Church,"  of  the  clause  "or  of  any 
Church  in  communion  with  this  Church," 
the  rule  is  now  extended  so  as  to  cover 
candidates  from  any  sister  Church,  e.  g. 
in  Canada  or  England. 

3.  "The  principles  and  methods  of 
religious  education,  especially  as  applied 
to  the  Sunday  School,"  are  added  to  the 
subjects  in  which  a  Candidate  is  to  be 
examined  before  ordination  to  the  Diacon- 
ate  or  to  the  Priesthood.  Canons  4,  II,  i, 
and  6,  II,  ii. 

4.  Dispensation  from  a  knowledge  of 
Hebrew  need  not  be  (like  other  dispensa- 
tions from  any  part  of  the  full  canonical 
examinations)  a  bar  to  the  permitted 
shortening  of  the  prescribed  term  of  candi- 
dateship.    Canon  7,  II.

yet  it  is  most  fitting  that  we  set  forth  in 
these  few  words  the  praises  of  a  godly  man. 
Eesolved,  That  we  express  to  his 
family  our  sympathy,  and  assure  them  of 
our  prayers  that  God  may  comfort  them 
in  their  sorrow  and  give  them  peace ;  while 
we  pray  that  our  brother  who  has  passed 
to  life  may  rest  in  peace,  and  that  light 
perpetual  may  shine  upon  him. 


Mr.  William  G.  Doolittle,  until  recently 
a  resident  of  Utica,  and  Vestryman  of 
Grace  Church  in  that  city,  died  at 
Roosevelt  Hospital,  New  York,  on  Sunday 
morning,  January  26th.  He  moved  to

HISTORY  OF  GRACE  CHURCH,  WATERVILLE. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

Although  no  record  of  Church  services 
held  in  the  village  prior  to  the  organization 
of  the  parish  has  been  preserved,  yet  it  is 
a  matter  of  tradition  that  such  services 
were  occasionally  held  by  the  Clergy  of 
neighboring  towns.  Among  these  welcome 
visitors  was  the  Rector  of  St.  Thomas' 
Church,  Hamilton,  and  the  Rev, 
Mr.  Barrows,  Rector  of  a  Church 
in  Chenango  County.  These  service-  were 
held  in  the  school  house  of  the  village  en 
Sunday  afternoons.  The  first  recorded 
visit  of  a  Bishop  is  found  in  the  Conven- 
tion Journal  of  1840,  where  in  his  annual 
address,  Bishop  DeLancey  stated  that  on 
the  afternoon  of  July  15th,  he  preached 
at  Waterville  in  the  Baptist  House  of 
"Worship.  The  Bishop's  visit  proved  to  be 
a  means  of  strength  and  encouragement  to 
the  little  company  of  Church  people  for 
less  than  a  month  afterward  a  parish  was 
organized.  This  organization  took  place 
on  August  10th,  1840,  under  the  name  of 
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Grace  Church,  Waterville.  The  following 
were  then  chosen  parish  officers.  Timothy 
Babcock  and  George  W.  Cleveland,  M.D., 
Wardens;  C.  S.  Johnson,  A.  O.  Osborn, 
W.  B.  Stafford,  F.  B.  Nichols,  G.  H. 
Church,  John  Culbert,  Levi  Carpenter 
and  K.  Bavin,  Vestrymen.  It  is  worthy 
of  record  that  two  of  the  persons  present 
at  the  meeting  for  incorporation,  Mr.  Amos 
O.  Osborn  and  Mr.  John  A.  Berrill,  were 
for  fifty  years  afterwards  the  faithful  sup- 
porters of  the  Church,  serving  together 
during  most  of  the  half  century  as  its 
wardens,  and  also  that  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  pages  the  entire  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Yestry  was  written  by 
one  hand,  and  that  it  was  largely  due  to  the 
care  and  accuracy  of  the  writer,  Mr.  A.  O. 
Osborn,  that  a  record  of  important  events 
in  the  history  of  the  parish  was  preserved. 
At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  the  Rev. 
Fortune  C.  Brown  was  engaged  to  be  the 
minister  of  the  new  parish.  He  began  his 
labors  in  November,  1840,  and  continued 
in  charge  of  the  parish  for  about  five  years. 
At  the  next  annual  parish  meeting  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  raise  money  for 
the  building  of  a  chapel.  Grace  Church 
was  admitted  into  union  with  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Western  ~New  York 
in  1841.  In  his  first  Convention  report 
Rev.  Mr.  Brown  gives  the  number  of 
families  as  25  ;  babtisms,  6  ;  communicants, 
25.  In  the  autumn  of  that  year  a  contract 
was  made  for  the  building  of  a  chapel  suit- 
able to  the  needs  of  the  growing  congrega- 
tion. Bishop  DeLancey  made  his  second 
visitation  to  Waterville  in  the  summer  of 
1842,  when  he  confirmed  four  persons  in 
the  Baptisl  Church.  The  chapel  not  being 
completed  at  the  time,  the  Bishop  made 
a  second  visil  during  the  summer,  and  on 
August  20th,  1842,  he  consecrated  the  new 
building  and  confirmed  six  persons.  On 
the  following  day  the  minister  of  tho 
parish,  the  Rev.  Fortune  C.  Brown  was 
ordained  to  the  priesthood.  The  first 
Grace  Church  just  mentioned  was  a  small 
edifice  seating  about  175  persons,  and  cost- 
ing with  the  lot  about  $1,100.  In  1845, 
Rev.  Mr.  Brown  resigned  his  charge  and 


was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  D.  M.  Facklei 
whose  Rectorship  continued  but  a  fe^ 
months.  His  successor  was  the  Re-* 
William  A.  Matson,  who  remained  fo 
about  two  years.  In  1847  the  Churc. 
having  become  two  small  to  accommodat 
the  congregation  the  Yestry  resolved  t 
make  application  to  Trinity  Church,  ~Nei> 
York  City,  for  funds  to  enlarge  the  chape 
and  to  purchase  a  parsonage.  Rev.  Mi 
Matson  resigned  in  1848,  and  was  sin 
ceecled  by  the  Rev.  T.  IT.  Benedict,  wh 
remained  in  charge  for  about  two  years 
His  successor  was  the  Rev.  Samuel  Millei 
during  whose  rectorship  renewed  effort 
were  made  to  secure  more  room  for  th 
growing  congregation. 

On  Jan.  1st,  1853,  the  site  on  which  th 
present  Church  stands  was  purchased  at 
cost  of  $1,350.    In  August,  1853,  the  Re\ 
Albert  Wood  became  Rector.     During  hi 
brief  incumbency  a  new  Church  was  buil 
and  a  parsonage  was  given  to  the  parisb 
The  Church  is  of  Gothic  Architecture,  an 
was  designed  by  Mr.  Thomas  S.  JacksorF 
o£  New  York.     It  is  well  situated  on  th 
'  main  street  of  the  village,  and  its  cost  wal 
$2,660.     The  parsonage  was  built  by  Mi 
A.   O.   Osborn  and  Mr.   Joseph  Moss,  o 
jNVvv  Berlin,  and  was  their  generous  gif 
to   the  parish.      In   the  early  summer  o 
1854,  the  Rev.  William  T.  Gibson,  deacon 
being  then  in  charge,  the  new  Church  wa 
consecrated    on    June    15th    by    Bishoji 
DeLancey  in  the  presence  of  a  number  oj 
the    Clergy    and    Laity.       In    1856    th| 
Church  received  the  gift  of  a  font  of  Caeii 
stone   from   Rev.    Mr.    Matson,    a   forme: 
Rector,   as  a  thank  offering  for  recover 
from  sickness.     About  this  time  a  Ladies] 
Parish  Aid  Society,  which  still  exists,  wal 
organized,  and  proved  to  be  peculiarly  usel 
ful  in  parish  work.     When  the  Rev.  Mrl 
Gibson  resigned  his  charge  in   1859,  th<jl 
number  of  communicants  had  increased  t<| 
78,  and  the  Rector's  salary  to  $700,  ancjl 
the  parsonage.      The   next    clergyman    ill 
charge    was    the    Rev.   J.    Copeland  Leal 
Jones,     whose     pastorate     covered     aboujl 
eighteen  months.     In  1861  he  was  succeedi 
ed  by  the  Rev.  William  H.  Moffat.     ThiJ 
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^eirief  rectorship  was  marked  by  the  pur- 
chase of  a  beautiful  silver  communion  ser- 
vice, the  free  will  offering  of  some  of  the 
iojbmmunicants.  Eev.  Mr.  Moffat's  successor 
as  the  Eev.  Edwin  T.  Coan  who  continu-

During  his  rector- 
tliip    the    Church    and    Parsonage    were 
j  loroughly  renovated.     In  1865  a  call  was 
Extended  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Meachem 
If.  D.  ,  which  he  accepted,  continuing  in 
in  harge   until    1869.      Dr.    Meachem   was 
i  ucceeded   by   the  Eev.    Edward   Moyses. 
\  )uring  his  rectorship  the  pews  were  made 
ei  ree,  the  envelope  system  of  offerings  being 
rtl introduced,    and   the   parish   relinquished 
he  stipend  of  $125  which  it  had  before^ 
eceived  from  the  Missionary  Board  of  the 
diocese,  and  became  self  supporting.     At 
faster  1872  the  Eev.  Thomas  Bell  became 
ector  and  remained  in  charge  seven  years, 
during  this  time  over  $1800.  was  expend- 
;d  in  the  improvement  of  the  Church  pro- 
)erty.     In  1876  a  branch  of  the  Womans' 
\uxiliary  was  organized.   In  October  1879 
^ev.  Mr.  Bell  resigned  his  cure,  his  suc- 
cessor being  the  Eev.  William  J.  Miller, 
[n  1881  the  parish  received  several  valu- 
ible  gifts,  among  which  were  a  new  font, 
)f  altar  hangings,  an  altar  cross  and  vases, 
md  a  small  silver  communion  service.   The 
rear  following  the  basement  of  the  church 
was  fitted  up  at  considerable  expense  for 
the  sessions  of  the   Sunday  School.       In 
1884  ill  health  made  necessary  the  resig- 
nation of  the  Eev.  Mr.  Miller,  and  after  a 
vacancy  of  a  few  months  the  Eev.  Eichard 
II.  Nelson,  now  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Albany,  assumed  charge  of  the 
parish.     During  his  rectorship  many  im- 
provements were  made  on  the  Church  pro- 
perty.    An  organ  chamber  was  built  on 
the  east  side  of  the  chancel,   and  a  new 
organ    costing    $1,500     purchased    from 
Messrs.  Hook  &  Hastings.    The  old  rectory 
was  sold,  and  Jn  18 S 5  a  new  house  was 
built  at  a  cost  of  about  $4,000  on  a  lot 
given  to  the  parish  by  Mr.  William  Osborn. 
Eev.  Mr.  Nelson  resigned  in  1887,  and  for 
about  a  year  thereafter  the  parish  was  in 


charge  of  the  Eev.  J.  AY.  Hyde.  Eev.  Mr. 
Hyde  was  succeeded  by  the  Eev.  Eobert  E. 
Campbell,  who  contiued  as  Eector  until 
June,  1890.  Soon  after  that  time  the  Eev. 
James  B.  Avirett  took  charge  of  the  parish. 
During  the  three  and  one-half  years  of  his 
Eectorship  the  Church  building  was  much 
improved — the  vestibule  being  enlarged 
and  a  porch  built.  The  interior  was  also 
enriched  and  beautified,  by  the  gift  of 
handsome  carpets  and  cushions,  the  cost 
being  provided  for  by  Mrs.  Eichard  H. 
Lee.  Another  good  work  undertaken  was 
the  collection  of  funds  for  a  much  needed 
parish  house,  which  at  the  close  of  Mr. 
Avirett's  rectorship  amounted  to  $800.  In 
December,  1893,  the  Eev.  James  K. 
Parker,  the  present  Eector  of  the  parish, 
began  his  work.  In  1894  the  much  needed 
parish  house  was  built  at  a  cost  of  about 
$1,400.  During  the  present  rectorship  the 
Church  has  received  many  valuable  gifts, 
among  them  a  chancel  window,  a  window 
in  the  choir,  a  brass  pulpit  and  prayer 
desk,  tablets  in  memory  of  faithful  com- 
municants, besides  many  articles  for  use 
in  the  chancel  and  at  the  altar.  In  1901 
alteration's  were  made  in  the  chancel  to 
accommodate  a  vested  choir,  and  a  choir 
room  was  built  connecting  the  Church  and 
parish  house.  The  value  of  the  Church 
property  is  about  $13,000,  entirely  free . 
from  debt,  and  the  endowment  fund 
amounts  to  over  $6,000.

GOOD  FRIDAY  SERVICES. 

We  regret  that  we  did  not  refer  to  this 
matter  in  our  last  issue,  before  the  Lenten 
cards  were  prepared  in  our  parishes.  A 
question  has  recently  arisen  as  to  the  law- 
fulness and  propriety  of  the  Three  Hours 
Service  on  Good  Friday.  As  it  is  not 
prescribed  by  the  Prayer  Book,  some 
people  contend  that  it  should  not  be  held 
at  all.  Others  say  more  conservatively, 
and,  as  we  think,  more  reasonably,  that  it 
should  only  be  used  after  the  regular  offices 
provided  by  the  Prayer  Book  have  been 
said,  Morning  Prayer,  Litany  and,  the 
ante-Communion  Service.  These  contain 
the  proper  readings  from  Scripture,  the 
proper  Psalms  and  appropriate  devotions 
for  that  solemn  day,  which  we  hare  no 
right  to  omit,  but  after  they  have  been 
duly  said,  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason 
why  such  a  service  as  that  usually  provided 
for  the  Three  Hours  should  not  be  used. 
Good  Friday  is  the  one  day  in  the  year 
when  the  offices  of  the  Church  might  very 
properly  be  continuous,  it  the  terms  used 
be  authorized  by  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  diocese,  and  the  regular 
offices  be  not  omitted.  Of  course  it  is  not 
expected  that  all  the  people  should  attend 
the  whole,  but  that  everybody  who  desires 
may  be  able  to  have  part  at  some  time  dur- 
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ing  the  day.  And,  moreover,  at  least  in 
places  where  there  is  but  one  Church,  it 
would  seem  as  if  the  evening  service  should 
not  be  omitted,  because  there  are  always 
some  working  people  who  can  find  no 
other  time  to  attend,  and  they  should  not 
be  deprived  of  the  opportunity. 


To  the  Editor  of  The  Gospel  Messenger  : 
I  notice  in  your  February  number 
certain  directions  for  the  proper  celebra- 
tion of  the  Holy  Communion.  Allow  me  to 
point  out  two  omissions  in  the  Office  which 
seem  to  be  general.  The  first  is  the  ex- 
hortation, "Dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord," 
&c.  I  have  lived  in  this  place  several 
years,  and  I  think  I  have  never  heard  it 
once,  whereas  the  rubric  requires  that  it 
shall  be  said  once  a  month  on  the  Lord's 
day.  Again,  "When  the  minister  giveth 
warning  for  the  celebration  he  shall  say 
this  exhortation  following,"  &e. ;  but  this 
too  has  been  generally  discontiued.  I 
think  there  should  be  a  distinction  between 
giving  notice  of  the  Communion  and  of 
some  parish  meeting.  Please  call  the 
attention  of  the  Clergy  to  these  omissions 
in  your  paper.  I

We  print  the  above  letter  from  aC.  E 
Y.  gentleman,  to  show  the  effect  which  the 
omissions  referred  to  have  upon  some  of 
the  lay  people.  There  is  undoubtedly  a 
degree  of  truth  in  what  the  writer  says. 
The  "flexibility"  which  it  was  the  purpose 
of  the  recent  revision  to  give  to  the  Prayer 
Book  is  certainly  more  or  less  abused  in 
some  quarters.  One  cannot  help  being  a 
little  surprised  that  such  advantage  is 
taken  of  it.  Probably,  if  the  exhortation, 
"Dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord,"  is  never 
heard  at  a  late  celebration,  it  is  said  at 
an  early  service  once  a  month.  But  plainly 
that  is  not  quite  in  accordance  with  the 
spirit  of  the  rubric.  Those  who  are 
familiar  with  the  history  of  the  recent 
liturgical  revision  know  very  well,  that 
the  purpose  of  the  change  in  that  rubric 
was,  that  the  Priest  need  not  be  required 
to  read  the  exhortation  at  early  celebra- 


tions, nor  at  every  late  one,  but  only  at  th 
late  one  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month 
when  the  majority  of  the  people  are  1 
the  habit  of  receiving  the  Sacrament.  O 
course  it  is  not  distinctly  stated  that  i 
shall  be  on  the  first  Sunday,  nor  at  a  lat 
celebration,  and  it  may  happen  that  one 
in  a  while  advantage  would  have  to  b 
taken  of  the  liberty  to  have  it  at  othe 
times,  but  there  can  hardly  be  any  doub 
that  the  first  Sunday  was  in  the  minds  o: 
the  revisers  and  certainly  it  was  thei 
intention  that  the  large  congregation  ant 
not  the  little  handful  of  early  com 
municants,  should  hear  it.  At  all  events 
it  does  not  seem  worth  while  to  disturb  th 
mind  of  any  devout  communicant  merel; 
for  the  sake  of  the  two  or  three  minute 
saved  by  omitting  the  exhortation. 

As  to  the  other  one,  giving  notice  of  tin 
celebration,  the  best  method  would  seen 
to  be,  to  read  it,  or  a  part  of  it,  previously 
to  the  late  monthly  celebration,  where  thai] 
is  the  custom  of  the  parish.  It  is  true  tha 
a  strict  interpretation  requires  it  befon 
every  celebration  that  is  announced,  bu 
seeing  that  it  is  the  habit  of  very  few  o: 
our  people  to  attend  early  celebrations,  o: 
those  on  Saints'  days,  and  the  largi 
majority  come  to  the  late  monthly  Com 
munion's,  the  spirit  of  the  rubric  may  to! 
said  to  be  complied  with  by  a  monthb 
reading  of  the  exhortation,  while  the  read 
ing  of  it  every  Sunday  would  become  l 
mere  piece  of  formalism.

The  appointed  service  was 
held,  however,  in  hopes  that  Dr.  Lloyd 
would  come  at  any  minute,  and  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  being  present  made  a  mis- 
sionary address. 

Mr.  Wm.  A.  Haberstro,  the  field  sec- 
retary of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew, 
has  recently  visited  this  Diocese,  and  has 
made  addresses  in  quite  a  number  of  the 
Churches,  endeavoring  to  arouse  interest 
in  the  work  to  which  he  is  devoted.  He  is 
a  very  dignified,  earnest  man,  speaks  well, 
and  has  undoubtedly  done  much  good  by 
his  manly  words,  which  it  is  to  be  hoped 
will  be  shown  by  an  increased  zeal  in  the 
work. 


GENERAL  NEWS. 

The  old  Diocese  of  Georgia  having  been 
divided,  and  Bishop  Nelson  having  chosen 
the  new  part  which  is  called  Atlanta,  the 
new  Diocese  of  Georgia  held  its  Conven- 
tion for  election  of  Bishop  on  Wednesday 
and  Thursday,  February  12th  and  13th. 
On  the  fourth  ballot  the  Eev.  Frederick 
P.  Eeese,  D.D.,  of  Nashville,  was  elected, 
and  the  election  was  made  unanimous. 
Dr.  Eeese  is  the  man  who  was  elected  by 
General  Convention  as  Missionary  Bishop 
of  Wyoming,  but  declined  because  he  could 
not  live  in  the  climate  of  that  State.  So 
far  as  we  know  he  has  not  yet  signified  his 
acceptance. 


The  Diocese  of  Delaware  held  a  special 
Convention  last  month  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  successor  to  the  late  Bishop!

SYRACUSE  ITEMS. 

The  Church  of  the  Saviour  is  under- 
going a  process  of  improvement.  The 
basement  of  the  Church,  which  is  twelve 
[feet  in  height  and  well-lighted,  is  being 
'prepared  for  a  parish  work-shop.  When 
present  alterations  are  completed  this  will 
furnish  a  choir  room,  several  guild  rooms 
and  a  chapel,  all  of  which  may  be  used 
severally  for  Sunday  School  classes,  and 
Jean  then  be  thrown  into  one  general 
assembly  room  or  hall  for  the  entire  school. 
$1,600  have  already  been  expended  upon 
this  improvement,  and  as  much  more  will 
be  required  before  the  work  is  completed. 
This  is  altogether  independent  of  the  still 
Igreater  improvement  soon  to  be  made  in 
in  the  erection  of  a  suitable  chancel  to  the 
jmemory  of  the  late  Bishop  Huntington. 
'The  sum  of  $9,600  has  been  subscribed 
'toward  that  memorial  by  friends  of  the 
late  Bishop. 

The  Eector  of  St.  Mark's  Church  has 
made  arrangements  for  two  courses  of  ser- 


mons by  visiting  clergymen  during  Lent, 
one  on  Tuesday  evenings  and  the  other  on 
Sunday  afternoons.  The  latter  course  will 
be  devoted  to  an  exposition  of  the  distinc- 
tive doctrines  and  practices  of  the  Church. 


The  Associates  of  St.  Mark's  Parish 
have  sent  a  barrel  of  clothing  and  other, 
useful  articles  to  Mrs.  Wilkie  for  use  in 
her  work  among  the  negroes  in  the  Sea 
Islands  off  the  Carolina  coast. 


A  well  attended  meeting  of  the  Church 
Sunday  School  Institute  was  held  at  St. 
Mark's  Church  on  Monday  evening, 
February  17th.  The  address  was  made 
by  the  Eev.  Richmond  H.  Gesner,  of 
Christ  Church,  Oswego.  A  "Question 
Box"  followed,  and  this  elicited  a  lively 
and  interesting  discussion  of  many  Sun- 
day School  problems.  It  was  decided  at 
this  meeting  to  offer  Institute  certificates 
to  all  children  able  to  recite  the  Catechism 
perfectly. 


The  Men's  Club  of  Trinity  Church 
entertained  the  Bishop  on  Monday  even- 
ing, February  17th,  and  was  favored  with 
a  very  stimulating  address  on  the  subject 
"What  a  Men's  Club  Can  Do  for  Church 
and  ^Neighborhood."  The  president  of 
the  Men's  Club  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  was  also  a  o-uest  and 
delivered  very  interesting  remarks  on  the 
same  subject. 


Calvary  Church. — The  work  at  Calvary 
Church  is  rapidly  progressing.  There  are 
real  signs  of  increased  activity  all  along 
the  line.  Former  communicants  are  taking 
their  places  in  the  ranks  of  the  Church's 
forces.  The  attendance  at  the  services  has 
materially  increased,  not  forgetting  the 
early  morning  service,  at  one  of  which 
recently  abouty  ninety  people  received  the 
Sacrament.  During  the  past  month  five 
persons  have  been  baptized. 

Financially  the  parish  has  made  a  great 
advance.  All  bills  are  paid  including  the 
apportionments  for  Diocesan  and  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missions.  In  response  to  a 
parish  letter  sent  out  recently  sotting  forth 
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the  duty  and  privilege  of  making  regular 
weekly  contributions  for  the  work  of  the 
Church  many  replies  have  been  received 
and  the  amount  of  regularly  pledged  offer- 
ings has  increased  in  the  past  three  weeks 
nearly  $300  a  year,  and  returns  are  still 
coming  in. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  the  members 
of  this  parish  to  hear  the  Rev.  James  O. 
S.  Huntington,  O.  H.  C,  at  the  Evening 
Service  on  February  9th.  The  Rev.  Fr. 
Huntington  is  one  of  the  former  Rectors 
of  this  Parish. 

St.  John's  Mission  at  Phoenix,  which 
is  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the 
above  parish  is  prospering.  Two  adults 
have  been  baptized.  There  is  an  average 
attendance  of  forty  people  at  the  Sunday 
services.  The  prospects  for  the  Confirma- 
tion class  are  good. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  Feb. 
19th,  a  joint  meeting  of  the  senior  and 
junior  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Parish  House. 
Besides  representatives  of  all  the  city 
parishes  there  were  present  members  of 
the  Branches  from  Baldwinsville,  Manlius, 
Warners,  Fayetteville  and  Marcellu's. 
Deaconess  Drant  told  the  story  of  her 
work  among  the  Chinese  in  SanFrancisco. 
The  address  was  followed  by  a  social  hour. 

On  Wednesday,  February  19th  a 
reception  was  given  in  St.  Paul's  Parish 
House  by  the  Men's  Club  to  the  Rev.  R. 
I.  Murray  the  newly  installed  curate. 
Most  of  the  Clergy  of  the  city  were  present. 
Addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Rectoi; 
and  curate,  followed  by  music  and  refresh- 
ments. The  secretary's  report  showed  the 
club  had  almost  doubled  its  membership 
during  the  last  few  months. 

Ground  will  be  broken  for  the  new  St. 
Paul's  Parish  House  at  the  first  possible 
moment  in  the  spring  so  as  to  have  the 
new  home  of  the  parish  completed  before 
winter.  The  present  structure  will  be  left 
standing  till  the  middle  of  June  to  provide 
for  the  needs  of  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
work  being  carried  on  in  the  meantime 
to  the  south  and  rear.

Hareiette  E.  Buell. 
Miss  Harriette  E.  Buell,  of  Utica,  whose 
eath  was  reported  in  our  last  issue,  was 
ne  of  those  whom  the  Church  should  hold 
p  the  highest  esteem,  whose  memory  we 
jiould  all  delight  to  honor.  She  was  born 
ji  Fairfield,  Herkimer  County,  and  her 
ather  was  member  of  Congress  from  that 
istrict.  He  died  while  on  duty  at  Wash- 
agton,  and  after  a  few  years  Miss  Buell 
ame  with  her  mother  and  brother  to  Utica, 
mere  they  became  members  of  Grace 
Church;  and  to  that  parish  she  always  re- 
riained^  loyal  and  helpful,  interested  in 
ts  services  and  good  works.  She  was  one 
f  the  founders  of  the  Altar  Society  and 
erved  as  its  Treasurer  for  many  years, 
me  had  a  good  voice,  and  sang  in  the 
j.adies'  Volunteer  Choir,  so  long  as  her 
wealth  permitted.      Her    interest    in    the 


organization  of  the  vested  choir  of  men 
and  boys  was  intense,  and  she  never  ceased 
to  labor  for  its  equipment  through  the 
agency  of  the  Altar  Society,  which  under- 
took to  supply  its  vestments  and  to  keep 
them  in  order.  But  she  was  one  to  whom 
bereavement  and  ill  health  brought  many 
sorrows  and  deprivations.  The  death  of 
her  brother  nearly  twenty-five  years  ago, 
and  of  her  mother  a  few  years  later,  left 
her  the  only  surviving  member  of  her 
family;  and  her  delicate  health  through 
many  years  finally  culminated  in  a  period 
of  invalidism,  which  kept  her  in  the 
house  and  on  her  back  most  of  the  time 
since  the  autumn  of  1903.  Yet  her  cour- 
age and  cheerfulness  were  truly  remark- 
able, and  her  religious  faith  and  hope 
were  never  shaken.  Whenever  she  was 
able,  during  the  last  years  of  illness,  she 
would  take  a  carriage  and  go  to  Church 
for  the  short  week-day  Communion 
service ;  and  when  unable  to  rise  from  her 
couch  she  would  always  say  to  the  Clergy- 
man who  called,  "You  must  not  go  without 
a  prayer,"  and  she  never  objected  to  the 
whole  Prayer  for  the  Sick,  with  its  closing 
alternative,  "or  else,  give  her  grace  so  to 
take  Thy  visitation,"  &c.  Indeed,  she  was 
ready  to  live,  even  with  all  life's  pains,  it" 
God  so  willed;  and  she  was  ready  to  go.  if 
the  Lord  was  ready  to  take  her.  trVerily," 
as  some  friend  has  well  said  in  the  Fair- 
field newspaper,  "she  was  one  of  the 
polished  corners  of  God's  Temple,  Blessed 
are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord.',  And 
surely  we  shall  add,  "May  she  vest  in

Mrs.  Mary  A.  B;  Brown  died  in  Balti- 
more, February  11th,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
seven.

He  was 
honored  by  his  Bishop  in  being  appointed 
to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  Deputation  to  the 
General  Convention  held  in  Boston  in 
1904.  In  1007  he  was  elected  by  the 
Diocesan  Convention  as  a  Provisional 
Deputy  to  the  General  Convention  held  in 
Richmond,  Virginia.

The  Register  contains  n 
record  of  confirmations  at  the  visit. 

JSTov. — By  advice  of  the  Bishop,  and  ai 
invitation  extended  through  Gad  Wort! 
ington,  Esq.,  the  Rev.  John  Baily,  deacor 
held  his  first  service  for  the  parish  in  th 
Presbyterian  Session  Plouse,  a  small  builc 
ing  on  the  east  side  of  the  park.  Service 
were  continued  throughout  the  winter  one 
in  two  weeks.

[jev.   Wm.   H.    DeLancy,    Bishop   of   the 
iocese,   made  his   first   visit   and   conse- 
ated  the  edifice  by  the  name  of  St.  Paul's 
hurch,  administered  the  Holy  Commun- 
n  and  confirmed  three  persons. 
Services  of  the  minister  and  missionary, 
e  Rev.  John  Baily,  were  about  this  time 
ispended  because  of  his  failing  health  and 
ss  of  voice,  and  the  Church  was  tempor- 
'ily  supplied  by  the  Rev.   Isaac  Swart, 
ho  seems  to  have   remained   about  one 
?ar. 

The  minutes  of  the  vestry  were  destroyed 
v  a  fire  in  18-19.  For  this  reason  it  is  not 
ow  easy  to  ascertain  the  term  of  office  in 
ie  cases  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Swart,  the  Rev. 
[r,  Louderback  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Watson, 


The  Rev.  Isaac  Swart,  1841,  July  26,  a 
baptism;  1841,  March  21,  a  baptism. 

The  Rev.  Alfred  Louderback,  1841, 
Aug.  29,  a  burial;  1844,  April  15,  u 
baptism.  After  Mr.  Louderback  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Andrews  (Binghamton)  officiated  for 
about  six  months.  The  Rev.  G 
Watson,  who  followed  Mr.  Louderback, 
officiated  at  a  burial,  1844,  Oct.  5,  and  at 
a  baptism .1854,  Sept.  24.  His  resignation 
took  effect  1851,  Oct.  1,  when  the  Rectorate 
of  the  Rev.  James  Rankine  began.  He 
continued  until  on  Dec,  1860,  his  resigna- 
tion, to  go  into  effect  probably  at  Easter, 
was  accepted.  His  latest  official  record  is 
April  7,  1861. 

1861— April  14th,  Easter,  the  Rev. 
Monell  Eowler  entered  on  his  rectorship, 
which  continued  until  Easter,  1863.  He 
was  followed  by  the  Rev.  George  D.  John- 
son, whose  rectorship  continued  until 
Easter,   1866. 

1866 — June  12th.  The  vestry  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  Thomas  AY.  Street 
"minister  for  one  year"  beginning  Trinity 
Sunday. 

Dec.  27th.— Rev.  T.  W.  Street  was 
elected  Rector. 

1868 — May  10th.  The  resignation  of 
Mr.  Street,  to  take  effect  July  1,  was 
accepted. 

June  29th. — The  vestry  called  to  the 
Rectorship  the  Rev.  James  H.  Kidder,  of 
ITnadilla,  Xew  York,  who  entered  upon 
that  office  August  1,  in  which  he  continues. 
1892— April.  The  lot  on  the  north- 
west corner  of  Main  and  Liberty  Streets 
was  bought  for  a  new  Church  edifice  ac- 
cording to  plan  by  Wm.  Halsey  Wood, 
architect.  Oct  31,  the  corner  stone  was 
laid  by  the  Rector,  acting  by  the  Bishop's 
appointment  as  his  deputy;  and  the  Church 
was  consecrated  on  St.  Paul's  Pay.  L895, 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  F.  P.  Huntington'.  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 

Thomas  Farrington  was  elected  senior 
warden  for  sixteen  years  continuously  until 
his  decease,  and  since  the  completion  of  the 
new  Church  in  1S95,  for  twelve  years  the 
same  officers  have  been  re-elected,  except- 
ing as  removed  by  death.

THE  FIRST  PALM  SUNDAY. 

Some  writers  have  noticed  that  there 
is  a  connection  between  the  First  Palm 
Sunday  ami  the  feast  of  Tabernacles 
which  our  Lord  spent  in  Jerusalem  in  the 
lasl  year  of  His  ministry.  Thereby  is  sug- 
gested an  interesting  train  of  thought 

Of  the  first  Palm  Sunday  Si.  John 
tells  us  that  "much  people  that  were  come 
to  the  feast  (of  fhc  Passover),  when  they 
heard  that  Jesus  was  coming  to  Jerusalem, 
took  branches  oi  palm  trees,  and  wen; 
forth  to  meet  Him,  and  cried.  Hosanna: 
Blessed  is  the  Kino-  of  Israel  that  cometh 
in  the  name  o\  the  Lord."  The  carrying 
of  palm  branches  and  singing  the  Hosanna 
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psalm  (the  118th)  were  ceremonies  of  the 
Feast  of  Tabernacles,  which  gives  count- 
enance to  the  suggestion.  Let  us  accept  it. 
St.  John  tells  us  that  those  who  went 
to  meet  our  Lord  were  "much  people  that 
were  come  to  the  feast."  They  were  not 
inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  but  were  people 
from  all  parts  of  the  Holy  Land.  The 
last  time  these  strangers  had  seen  our 
Lord  was  at  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles  or  on 
the  journeys  connected  with  it;  for  the 
Passover  and  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles 
were  the  two  occasions  at  which  every  one 
who  was  a  true  Israelite  endeavored  to  be 
present  at  Jerusalem.  ]STow  that  partic- 
ular Feast  of  Tabernacles  was  the  climax 
of  our  Lord's  ministry;  it  was  the  occas- 
sion  on  which  He  solemnly  and  formally 
claimed  the  allegiance  of  the  nation  of 
Israel  as  the  fulfilment  of  the  types  of 
the  great  feast.  I  still  feel  the  thrill  which 
went  through  me  when  I  first  read  Dr. 
Edersheim's  account  of  it  in  his  book  on 
''The  Temple,  its  Ministry  and  Worship." 

"The  festivities  of  the  Feast  of  Taber- 
nacles," he  says,  "were  drawing  to  a  close, 
it  was  "The  last  day,  that  great  clay  of  the 
feast.'  It  was  on  that  day,  after  the  priest 
had  returned  from  Siloam  with  his  golden 
pitcher,  and  for  the  last  time  poured  the 
water  at  the  base  of  the  altar,  after  the 
II nllel  (the  proper  psalms)  had  been  sung 
to  the  sound  of  the  flute,  the  people  res- 
ponding and  worshipping  as  the  priests 
three  times  drew  the  three-fold  blasts  from. 
the  silver  trumpets — just  when  the  inter- 
est of  the  people  had  been  raised  to  its 
highest  pitch,  that  from  amidst  the  mass 
of  worshippers  who  were  waving  towards 
the  altar  a  forest  of  leafy  branches,  as  the 
lasl  words  of  the  118th  Psalm  were  being 
chanted — a  voice  was  raised  which  re- 
sounded through  the  temple,  startled  the 
multitude,  and  carried  fear  to  the  hearts 
of  their  leaders.  It  was  Jesus  who  stood 
and  cried,  c\i  any  man  thirst,  let;  him  come 
unto  Ale  and  drink.'  "  The  rite  then  just 
finished  was  commemorative  of  the  draw- 
it  ig  water  from  the  rock  in  the  wilderness, 
and  our  Lord  thus  proclaims  that  He  is 
the  Rock  of  their  salvation.     "For  they 


drank  of  that  spiritual  Rock  that  followed 
them,  and  that  Rock  was  Christ." 

"Jesus  stood  and  cried."  It  was  not  a 
conference  with  a  feAV  Jews  in  a  corner  of 
the  temple,  as  some  of  our  Lord's  dis- 
courses may  have  been.  He  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  which  rang  through  the  temple 
and  thrilled  the  vast  multitude.  It  was 
His  proclamation  of  Himself  to  th( 
assembled  nation  and  people,  and  Hi? 
challenge  to  them  to  receive  Him  as  then 
Lord  and  God  and  King.  It  was  what  H( 
had  been  preparing  for  by  His  ministry 
of  two  years  and  a  half  through  the  lengtl 
and  breadth  of  the  Holy  Land,  and  there 
was  not  a  person  who  heard  that  voice  wh< 
did  not  know  who  it  was  that  made  tha 
claim  upon  them.  I  believe  this  inciden 
was  the  particular  fulfilment  of  tha 
prophecy  of  Malachi :  "The  Lord  whon 
ye  seek  shall  suddenly  come  to  His  temple 
even  the  Angel  of  the  Covenant  whom  y 
delight  in;  behold,  He  shall  come,  saitl 
the  Lord  of  Hosts.  But  who  may  abid; 
the  day  of  His  coming  ?  or  who  shall  stan<; 
when  He  appeareth  ?" 

It  appears  from  St.  John's  narrativ 
that  after  this,  our  Lord  gradually  wit! 
drew  from  his  public  life,  and  at  length,' 
went  into  complete  retirement  at  "a  cit 
called  Ephraim."  The  multitudes  die, 
persed  to  their  homes,  and  would  not  se: 
Jesus  again.  If  they  thought  of  our  Lor- 
in  the  meantime,  the  memory  of  that  Feas; 
of  Tabernacles  would  be  strong  withi 
them.  And  so  when  they  came  up  to  thj 
Feast  of  the  Passover,  and  heard  tha 
Jesus  was  coming  to  Jerusalem,  they  r(j 
curred  to  the  rites  of  the  feast;  they  too  j 
the  branches  of  palm-trees  and  marche, 
in  joyful  procession  to  meet  and  escort  oni 
Lord  into  the  city  as  "the  King  of  Israel. 

The  three  great  feasts  of  the  Jewis; 
year,  besides  their  other  signification's,  wen 
feasts  of  the  harvests :  the  Passover  of  thi 
barley  harvest;  Pentecost,  of  the  whet1 
harvest;  and  the  feast  of  Tabernacles  c! 
the  final  harvest  of  the  year,  of  the  grap(; 
and  other  fruits.  In  this  aspect  the! 
typified  spiritually  the  Messianic  harvest: 
ingathering  of  the  people  into  ike  Kinj  i 
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ora  of  Christ — first  the  faithful  of  the 
ews,  next  the  converts  from  the  Gentiles, 
nd  finally  the  redeemed  of  the  whole 
vorld.  As  Edersheim  remarks,  in  the 
reast  of  Tabernacles  we  have  the  only  Old 
'estament  type  as  yet  unfulfilled ;  the  only 
ewish  festival  which  has  not  its  counter- 
art  in  the  cycle  of  the  Christian  year. 
But  is  this  altogether  true  ?  Have  we  not 
n  anticipation  of  the  final  fulfillment  in 
he  instinct  which  not  only  gives  the  name 
o  Palm  Sunday,  but  which  takes  the 
ccount  of  that  day  as  the  Gospel  for  the 
Lrst  Sunday  in  Advent  ?  As  we  remem- 
)er  the  procession  of  the  first  Palm  Sunday 
inging  Hosanna  to  the  King  who  was. 
hen  exercising  His  Kingly  office,  to  redeem 
s  by  His  death,  and  to  exalt  to  His  throne 
y  His  resurrection,  we  may  add  to  the 
mpression  by  remembering  also  the  Feast 
f  Tabernacles,  and  that  prophecy  of 
lechariah:  "And  it  shall  come  to  pass 
hat  every  one  that  is  left  of  all  the  nations 
vhich  came  against  Jerusalem  shall  even 
$o  up  from  year  to  year  to  worship  the 
King  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  to  keep  the 
Feast  of  Tabernacles."  And  then  we  may 
remark  how  the  Apostle  S.  John,  when 
imid  the  august  imagery  of  the  Revelation 
le  would  represent  the  joy  and  glory  of  the 
Redeemed  after  the  last  harvest  in  which 
'the  reapers  are  the  angels,"  draws  his 
figure  from  this  Palm  Sunday  and  the 
Feast  of  Tabernacles :  "After*  this  I  be- 
leld,  and  lo,  a  great  multitude  which  no 
nan  could  number,  of  all  nations  and 
undreds  and  people  and  tongues  stood 
tefore  the  throne  and  before  the  Lamb, 
slothed  with  white  robes  and  palms  in  their 
lands;  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying, 
Salvation  (Hosanna)  to  our  God  which 
itteth  upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the 
Land)."* 

Thus  the  Palm  Sunday  procession  down 
lie  Mount  of  Olives,  over  the  valley  of  the 
Kedron  and  up  the  heights  of  Jerusalem

CANON  ON  CHURCH  ATTENDANCE, 

It  was  stated  in  the  Pastoral  Letter  of 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  issued  at  the 
beginning  of  Lent,  that  the  custom  of  neg- 
lecting the  public  worship  of  God  on  the 
Lord's  Day  was  contrary  to  the  Canons  of 
the  Church.  Since  then  we  have  been  told 
by  a  very  welL  instructed  and  intelligent 
Church  woman  that  she  was  not  aware 
that  there  was  anv  Canon  bearino;  on  the 
subject ;  and  probably  a  great  many  others 
are  ignorant  of  its  existence  also.  It  is  a 
prevailing  opinion,  we  imagine,  that 
Canons  are  for  the  management  of  the 
Clergy,  and  have  little  or  nothing  to  do 
with  the  lay  people.  There  are  a  few,  how- 
ever, that  bear  upon  them;  notably  the 
Canon  on  Marriage  and  Divorce,  and  this 
one  to  which  we  noAV  refer,  which  is  as 
follows : 

Canon  43. 

Of  the  Due  Celebration  of  Sundays. 

All  persons  within  this  Church  shall 
celebrate  and  keep  the  Lord's  Day,  com- 
monly called  Sunday,  by  regular  participa- 
tion in  the  public  worship  of  the  Church, 
by  hearing  the  Word  of  God  read  and 
taught,  and  by  other  acts  of  devotion  and 
works  of  charity,  using  all  godly  and  sober 
conversation. 


It  is  not  to  be  expected,  perhaps,  that 
members  of  the  Church  who  do  not  attend 
the  Sunday  services  regularly  because  they 
love  to  do  so,  will  be  influenced  to  adopt 
the  habit  because  of  a  Canon  requiring  it. 


And  still,  it  is  possible  that  having  their 
attention  drawn  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
such  a  Canon  may  set  them  to  thinking 
about  the  matter.  It  may  occur  to  them 
that  every  society  to  which  one  gives  his 
allegiance  has  a  right  to  make  some  require- 
ments of  its  members ;  and  especially  that  a 
society  which  has  a  certain  claim  to  divine 
authority  may  properly  give  some  direc- 
tions as  to  the  conduct  of  those  who  belong 
to  it ;  that  he  can  hardly  be  considered  a 
loyal  member  who  pays  no  attention  to 
such  laws.  And  so  it  may  be  that  the  con- 
science will  be  aroused,  and  that  some  at 
least  of  the  negligent  ones  will  learn  to 
adopt  as  a  matter  of  duty  the  custom,  which 
as  a  matter  of  inclination  they  have  hei 
fore  disregarded. 

We  are  aware  that  some  people  in  these 
days  have  a  feeling — it  can  scarcely  be 
called  a  well-considered  opinion — that 
worship  as  a  matter  of  duty  i>  not  accept- 
able to  God.  Such  a  sentiment,  we  are 
convinced,  is  founded  on  or  rather  springs 
from,  a  mistaken  idea  of  what  duty  t 
is.  As  Browning  says  in  one  of  his  poems, 
"Love  is  duty,'7  and  the  most  certain  test 
of  love  to  our  Blessed  Lord  i>  that  which 
He  Himself  has  given  us  :  "If  ye  love  Mr. 
keep  My  commandments,"  a  saying  which 
St..  Paul  has  paraphrased,  "Love  is  the 
fulfilling  of  the  law."  Consequently,  he 
who  goes  to  Church  every  Sunday  and 
takes  a  reverent  part  in  the  worship  be- 
cause it  is  his  duty  both  to  (Joe1,  and  to 
his  neighbor,  is  performing  an  act  of  the 
highest  love. 


It  would  be  a  great  accommodation  to 
the  Bishop  if  the  Clergy  would  try  to  have 
the  lists  of  candidates  ready  at  the  time 
of  the  Confirmation.  Of  course  it  will 
sometimes  happen  that  certain  persons 
who  are  expected  fail  to  come,  but  in  that 
case  it  is  very  easy  to  erase  their  names. 
It  is  hardly  likely,  on  the  other  hand, 
that  any  will  come  who  are  not  expected. 
If  they  did  so  present  themselves,  is  it 
not  pretty  clear  that  the  Elector  should 
signify  the  fact  to  the  Bishop  before  he 
confirms   them,   lest   a   serious   mistake  be 
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made  \  And  even  in  case  they  should  be 
confirmed,  their  names  could  easily  be 
added.  And  in  making  out  the  lists  it  is 
important  that  the  names  be  written 
clearly,  and  that  the  first  names  of  mar- 
ried ladies  be  given,  and  not  merely  the 
names  of  their  husbands,  e.  g.,  it  should 
be  "Mary  Jane  Smith,"  and  not  "Mrs 
John  Smith."  Most  of  the  Clergy  are  in 
the  habit  of  earring  out  these  methods,  and 
it  is  only  for  the  few  who  have  not  thought 
of  them  that  the  suggestions  are  made.

From  first 
to  last  he  addresses  himself,  not  to  those 
who,  like  the  Jews,  wish  to  disbelieve,  but 
to  those  who,  like  St.  Thomas,  wish  to 
believe,  but  for  one  reason  or  another,  can- 
not. His  starting  point  is  that  ''all  relig- 
ious thinking  is  a  thinking  in  metaphor; 
and  that  all  our  formularies  of  belief  are, 
not  the  very  image  of  the  things  spiritual, 
but  only  'patterns  of  the  things  in  the 
heavens/  and  figures  of  the  true."  There 
are  few  of  us  who  can  read  this  book  with- 
out being  the  better  for  it ;  and  the  only  per- 
sons, 1  imagine,  who  will  regard  it  with  dis- 
approval are  the  hard-and-fast  literalists,

:  the  American  people  become  convinced 
at  the  Episcopal  Church  is  a  kindergar- 
n  for  Romanism,  they  will  not  be  apt  to 
>me  to  us  in  any  great  numbers ;  many  of 
ir  people  will  quietly  drop  away  from  us  ; 
ere  will  be  less  and  less  enthusiasm  for 
e  extension  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
ay  we  not  draw  a  lesson  from  certain 
ninous  condition-  in  the  Church  of 
ngland  to-day  ? 

It  is  not  at  all  probable  that  these  things 
ill  happen,  but  the  surest  and  quickest 
ay  to  hinder  and  stop  the  growth  of  the 
piscopal  Church  will  be  to  convince  our 


own  people,  and  the  American  public,  that 
the  face  of  the  Church  is  turned  towards 
Rome.

HISTORY  OF   GETHSEMANE  CHURCH,  WEST- 
MORELAND. N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

\'>\\t  nine  of  the  parishes  in  Oneida 
County  are  older  than  Gethsemane,  West- 
moreland. It  was  organized  in  1842, 
when  there  were  only  two  Church  congre- 
gations in  Utica.     Services  were  at  first 


conducted  in  the  DeLancey  Institute,  fa 
the  Rev.  Stephen  McHugh,  its  principal 
who  became  the  first  Rector  of  the  parish 
The  old  Institute  building  still  stands,  bu 
is  now  used  as  a  stable.  The  first  vestr; 
consisted  of  Truman  Enos  and  Bradfor< 
Seymour,  Wardens ;  Andrew  C.  Bettis 
Lowell  Clark,  Samuel  D.  Tracy,  Joshu; 
Benedict,  A.  II.  Halleck,  Richard  Smith 
Luke  Coan  and  Zenas  M.  Howes.  Tin 
first  person  to  be  baptized  and  also  th< 
first  confirmed  was  Nancy  Eliza  Halleck 
wife  of  A.  H.  Halleck.  Curiousb 
enough,  hers  is  also  the  first  recorded  bur 
ial,  having  taken  place  in  1848.  As  earl;! 
as  1839  a  lot  in  the  center  of  the  village 
then  known  as  Hampton,  had  been  offered 
for  a  Church  edifice,  but  the  projee: 
matured  slowly,  and  as  late  as  1848  wJ 
find  that  Bishop  DeLancey  'preached  ill 
the  Methodist  House."  However,  service 
continued,  thirty-six  being  reported  to  thi 
Convention  of  1843.  Worship  was  some 
what  irregular,  but  the  Rev.  O.  H 
Staples,  principal  of  DeLancey  Institute 
officiated  on  Sunday  mornings  at  Hamptoi 
during  the  summer  of  1847.  The  firs 
recorded  confirmation  service  took  plaa 
in  the  Methodist  Chapel,  April  5th,  1848 
when  four  person  were  confirmed.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

In  view  of  the  way  the  Clergy  arc  t're 
quently  thought  oi  and  spoken  of  in  these 
days,  and  in  view  of  the  purpose  which 
many  people  seem  to  have  in  attending 
Church,  it  is  interesting  to  note  how  very 
little  the  Prayer  Book  has  to  say  about 
"sermons."  The  Minister  is  thought  oi 
simply  as  a  "preacher" — such  and  such  a 
man  is  said  to  "occupy  the  pulpit"  in  a 
certain  Church,  ami  when  people  attend 
the  services  oi  God's  house  they  speak  of 
"going  to  hoar"  somebody-^— precisely  as 
if  the  one  function  oi  the  Ministry,  the  one 
use  of  the  Church  building,  and  the  one 
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object  of  going  to  it,  were  the  sermon. 

Xow  it  is  very  probable  that  a  goodly 
number  of  those  who  use  the  Prayer  Book 
now-a-days  have  never  observed  hoiv  com- 
pletely it  gives  correction  to  such  a  man- 
ner of  thinking  and  speaking  about  this 
matter.  In  the  four  principal  offices  of 
worship  which  the  Prayer  Book  sets  forth, 
viz. :  Morning;  and  Evening  Praver,  Litanv 
and  Holy  Communion,  the  word  '"sermon" 
is  used  only  once,  and  that  in  the  Commun- 
ion Service.  In  connection  with  those 
services  which  the  people  attend  most  fre- 
quently, Horning  and  Evening  Prayer, 
there  is  no  mention  made  of  preaching  at 
all,  and  the  custom  of  having  sermons 
attached  to  them  is  simply  a  usage  that  has 
grown  up  since  the  Eucharist  was  laid 
aside  as  the  regular  Sunday  worship,  and 
the  so-called  "choir  office"  subsituted  for 
it  iu  the  morning,  and  the  evening  also 
adopted  as  a  time  for  more  preaching. 
The  rubric  in  the  Communion  Office,  after 
the  notices  have  been  given,  says,  "then 
shall  follow  the  sermon,"  as  if  it  were  a 
function  to  be  sometimes  expected  at  that 
service  and  that  that  is  the  place  for  it; 
but  by  no  means  intimating  that  it  is  the 
one  thing  around  which  everything  else  is 
supposed  to  move.  The  only  other  rubric 
which  can  be  applied  to  ordinary  occasions 
f  worship  that  refers  to  sermons,  is  that 
jerning  Hymns  and  Anthems  on  page 
VI 1 1  of  the  Prayer  Book,  which  gives  per- 
mission to  use  such  songs  of  praise  "before 
and  at' lor  any  Office  in  this  Book,  and  also 
before^  and  after  Sermons." 

Now  the  inference  to  be  drawn  from 
these  facts  is  very  plain.  It  will  be  gener- 
ally acknowledged,  we  imagine,  that  the 
Prayer  Hook  is  intended  to  set  forth  and 
does  -ei  forth  the  purpose  of  Church-going, 
as  well  as  the  manner  of  conducting  one- 
self  when  there.  It  contains  what  is  called 
"The  Service  of  the  Church,"  that  is  to 
say,  the  service  which  the  congregation 
renders  to  God  when  attending  Bis  house. 
And  what  is  that  service?  Is  it  preaching 
or  listening  to  a  sermon?  Certainly  the 
inference  from  what  we  have  just  observed 
is   that  the    Prayer    Book  puts  the  sermon 
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in  a  very  small  corner — indeed,  it  is 
possible  to  infer  that  it  makes  too  little  of 
it.  Preaching  is  a  very  important  function, 
of  course,  and  to  read  the  controversy  that 
is  just  now  going  on  about  it,  arising  from 
the  amendment  to  Canon  19,  one  might 
imagine  that  the  Catholic  school  agreed 
with  the  Protestant  school  with  regard  to 
its  exceeding  pre-eminence.  But  it  is 
quite  unnecessary  to  make  any  mistake  as 
to  the  meaning  of  the  Prayer  Book  about 
it.  It  recognizes  the  preaching  function 
of  the  Ministry,  and  gives  it  a  due  place  in 
the  highest  office  of  worship,  and  allows  it 
to  be  exercised  also  at  other  times;  but  at 
the  same  time  it  makes  it  so  plain  that 
"the  wayfaring  man  though  a  fool  could 
not  err  therein,"  that  the  sermon  is  an 
incidental  exercise  attached  to  a  higher 
function,  and  that  the  primary  purpose  of 
Church  attendance  is  not  to  hear  preach- 
ing, but  to  ivorship  God,  and  in  connection 
with  that  worship  to  derive  all  the  benefit 
that  he  can  from  "hearing  His  most  holy 
Word,  and  asking  those  things  which  are 
requisite  and  necessary  as  well  for  the 
body  as  the  soul." 

These  are  considerations  which  ought  to 
weigh  with  those  who  use  and  love  the 
Prayer  Book,  and  to  influence  them  to 
avoid  that  risk,  which  many  seem  to  incur, 
of  making  Church-going  a  matter  of 
personal  preference  for  particular  Minis- 
ters, and  so  tending  to  man-worship  rather 
than  to  the  worship  of  God.

the  service,  if  possible,  so  that  the  problem 
f  seating  strangers  may  be  facilitated. 
Those  who  have  room  with  one  or  two 
strangers  in  with  them  will  be  acting 
thoroughly  in  accord  with  the  spirit  of 
hospitality  which  should  mark  the  Church 
by  letting  the  ushers  know  the  fact.  And 
above  all  things  if  yon  should  find  your 
pew  occupied  pray  God  for  a  spirit  jjf 
humble  service  that  yon  may  be  glad  that, 
you  can  serve  Him  upon  that  great  Bay 
by  yielding  your  seat  to  another.  If  any 
are  so  inhospitable  as  to  resent  crowding 
on  Easter  Day  it  would  be  better  not  to 
come,  for  to  disturb  the  holy  sentiments 
that  should  till  our  minds  upon  that  day  of 
great  rejoicing  is  nothing  less  than  a 
serious  offence  in  God's  sight." — The

The  windows  are  from  the  estab- 
lishment of  R.  Geissler,  New  York,  and 
are  made  of  English  glass,  excellent  in 
color  and  of  artistic  drawing. 


St.  John's  Church,  Oneida. — The 
Rev.  W.  R.  McKim,  Rector.  A  handsome 
silver  chalice,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Coles,  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  wTas  used  for  the 
first  time  on  Easter  Sunday. 


St.  Peter's  Church,  Auburn. — The 
Rev.  John  Brainard,  D.D.,  Rector;  the 
Rev.  Norton  T.  Ilouser,  Assistant  Rector. 
On  Palm  Sunday  the  extensive  improve- 
ments and  repairs  that  have  been  going 
on  in  St.  Peter's  Church  were  completed, 
and  the  new  vested  choir  of  forty-two  men 
and  boys  took  their  places  in  the  beautiful 
stalls  prepared  for  them.  The  alterations 
in  the  chancel  have  been  carried  out  under 
the  'I  i  red  ion  of  Cram,  Goodhue  &  Fergu- 
son of  Boston,  and  consist  of  a  floor  of  tile 
and  marble,  with  marble  steps  at  every 
pise,  and  a  parapet  and  choir  stalls  of 
carved  oak.  The  floor  of  the  choir  has 
been  lowered,  the  altar  raised,  and  the 
pulpil  taken  ou1  of  the  chancel  and  set  on 
the  floor  of  the  nave.  Vestment  cases 
bave  boon  built  in  the  chapel,  which  is 
used  as  }i  choir  room,  and  both  chapel  and 
chancel  have  boon  fitted  with  electric 
lights.  The  walls  of  the  sacristy  have  been 
freshly  tinted  and  the  walls  of  the  nave 
have  been  freshened  up.  The  beautiful 
church,  seating  000,  was  thronged  with 
worshippers  on  Palm  Sunday  when  the 
service-  were  beautifully  rendered  by  the 


new  choir  which  has  been  in  training 
under  Mr.  E.  E.  Scovill,  organist  and 
choir-master  since  October.  The  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Norton  T. 
Houser,  Assistant  Rector.  It  was  a  plea 
for  the  place  of  worship  in  the  religious 
life,  from  the  text  "I  tell  you  that,  if  these 
shall  hold  their  peace,  the  stones  will  cry 
out." 

The  Rev.  John  Brainard,  D.D.,  who  has 
been  the  honored  and  beloved  Rector  of  St. 
Peter's  for  forty- three  years,  still  retains 
the  title  of  Rector  and  occupies  the  rec- 
tory, to  which  increasing  years  and  in- 
firmities confine  him.  The  work  of  the 
parish  is  entirely  under  the  direction  of 
the  Assistant  Rector,  who  took  charge  in 
December,  1906. 

The  old  parish,  founded  in  1805,  was 
never  more  harmonious  and  prosperous. 
The  recent  improvements  in  the  Church, 
and  those  made  last  spring  in  the  parish 
house  have  all  been  completed  by  the  free- 
will offerings  of  the  people — rich  and 
poor  giving  as  they  were  able. 

Beside  the  vested  choir  there  have  been 
organized  within  a  year  a  Boys'  Athletic 
Club,  an  Altar  Guild,  and  a  Chapter  of 
The  Daughters  of  the  King,  and  the  Girls' 
Eriendly  Society  has  been  reorganized  and 
brought  into  harmony  with  the  general 
constitution  of  the  order.  The  outlook 
of  this  historic  parish  is  very  bright. 


The  Rev.  Mr.  MacNish  writes  as  fol- 
lows of  his  missionary  wTork  in  Seneca 
County : 

"I  am  sure  you  will  be  pleased  to  know 
that  everything  passed  off  most  "satisfac- 
torily in  my  cure  on  Easter  Day.  I  began 
with  a  sun-rise  service  at  Hayt's  Corners, 
which  was  very  well  attended  considering 
the  inclement  weather.  Reached  home  at 
7  :30  a.  m.,  and  after  breakfast,  drove  to 
Willard  for  Sunday  School ;  then,  at  10 :30 
we  had  our  delightful  Easter  Service  in 
Church.  A  new  and  interesting  feature 
at  this  time  was  our  vested  choir  of  boys 
and  girls  that  has  been  training  for  some 
time,  which  apeared  in  their  vestments 
for  the  first  time,  and  it  is  very  gratifying 
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to  be  able  to  report  that  the  children,  as 
well  as  their  instructors  did  themselves 
great  credit,  in  adding  to  the  joyful  inter- 
est of  the  gladsome  clay's  service. 

In  the  afternoon,  at  Interlaken,  an  un- 
usually large  congregation  assembled  at 
the  services  of  St.  John's  Mission.  This 
being  the  first  Easter  Service  that  onr 
Church  has  ever  held  in  this  place,  it 
seemed  to  be  a  delightful  surprise  to  many 
who  were  present.  The  favorable  com- 
ments afterwards  gave  evidence  of  the  new 
interest  that  has  awakened,  as  well  as  the 
joy  that  was  experienced. 

From  there,  I  returned  to  Hayts  Cor- 
ners for  the  usual  evening  service,  finding 
the  Church  beautifully  decorated  with 
flowers,  and  a  large  congregation  awaiting 
me.  You  will  also  be  interested  in  know- 
ing that  my  new  horse  made  the  thirty 
one  mile  drive  without  any  trouble,  giving 
the  best  evidence  that  I  made  no  mistake 
in  my  selection. 


Grace  Church:,  Carthage. — The  Rev. 
Frederick  W.  Feary,  Rector. 

Easter  day  was  an  occasion  of  great 
joy  in  Crace  Church  parish,  Carthage. 
On  that  day  the  new  vested  choir  of  24 
vioces  made  its  first  appearance.  This 
choir  has  been  under  the  training  of  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Weber  for  nearly  six  weeks,  assisted 
by  Miss  Jennie  Freeman,  organist  of  the 
parish.  In  preparation  for  its  institution 
the  choir  stalls  had  been  placed  in  the 
chancel  and  the  old  organ  loft  converted 
into  a  vesting  room.  The  choir  outers  the 
Church  from  the  rear  and  proceeds  down 
the  main  aisle  to  the  chancel. 

There  were  two  celebrations  Faster

service  and  55  at  the  la  it  or  one.  Morning 
prayer  was  road  at  0:45.  At  the  evening 
service  the  Church  Avas  crowded  to  the 
doors.  At  this  service  the  Rector,  the  Rev. 
F.W.  Feary,  was  assisted  by  the  lay  reader 
of  the  parish;  some  additional  singers  were 
in  the  choir  andIL  M.Stockwin,  cello,  sup- 
plemented the  organ.  Altogether  there 
were  30  vested  people  in  the  chancel  for 


this  service.  The  offerings  from  all 
sources  at  all  services  during  the  day 
amounted  to  $138. 

Grace  Church  is  making  rapid  progress 
under  the  rectorship  of  .Mr.  Feary.  All 
services  show  greatly  increased  attendance, 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  parish  is  much 
deeper  and  fuller  than  heretofore  and  the 
Church  fills  a  much  larger  place  in  the 
community  than  it  has  ever  filled  before.

The  Secretary  of  the  Pan  Anglican 
Congress  is  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Mynors, 
Church  House,  Westminster,  London, 
and  he  is  very  desirous  to  know  when  the 
Delegates  will  arrive,  and  whether  they 
wish  to  be  entertained.  He  says  in  a  letter 
of  April  3rd,  "You  will  be  interested  to 
know  that  at  present  we  have  only  heard 
of  one  diocese  out  of  the  251  which  will  be 
wholly  unrepresented.

HOW  MEN  COME  BACK  FROM  ROME.

To  the  Editor  of  the  Gospel  Messenger: 

Mav  T  ask  those  who  are  flooding  the 
Church  papers  with  letter-  on  why  men  go 
to  Rome,  t<>  wipe  their  eve-  long  enough 
to  read  -Mine  facts  about  "How  men  come 
hack  from  Rome"?  I  am  not  concerned 
now  with  th  -  ses  which  have  since 
seminary  days  come  under  our  observa- 
tion of  men  making  the  pilgrimage  and 
Bhortly  returning,  "bringing  a  tale  witli 
them."  We  know  a  number  of  th  -  -  - 
If  there  be  a  highway  t..  Rome,  there  is 
certainly  a  good,  broad  trail  hack  again, 
and  the  Roman-  know  it.  They  ar< 
siduoufl  in  covering  that  back-trail  with 
es!       Let    our    lachrymose    brethren 


pluck  up  courage  and  give  over  assaulting 
their  Mother  because  she  is  not  perfect. 
At  all  events,  she  is  the  truest,  best  and 
kindest  mother  a  Christian  could  have. 

I  regret  that  I  have  not  preserved,  each 
year,  the  number  of  those  who  have  left. 
Rome  for  a  purer  and  more  primitive 
faith.  In  1890  The  Enqlish  Church 
Review  gave  the  names  of  twenty-one 
priests  who  had  formerly  been  priests  of 
the  Church  of  Roine.  In  1895-96  the 
Church  of  England  received  eight  priests 
from  our  Latin  sister.  In  1895  the  Church 
in  the  United  States  received  thirty-eight 
ministers  of  other  communions,  of  which 
number  several  were  Roman  priests,  and 
in  1897  we  received  twenty-one  ministers 
of  whom  two  were  from  the  Pope's  obed- 
ience. I  doubt  if  there  has  been  a  year 
since  in  which  we  have  not  gained  an  even 
larger  number  from  our  foreign  sister. 
Within  the  past  year.  Bishop  Potter  lias 
received  four  or  rive  Roman  clergymen. 
I  had  occasion  recently  to  bring  this  latter 
fact  to  the  attention  of  one  of  my  Reman 
brethren  in  this  city,  and  he  was  not  a 
little  astonished  to  have  the  official  state 
ment  of  these  "versions  put  under  his  eyes. 
It  is  a  fact  that  the  Roman  clergy  them- 
selves do  not  realize  how  many  they  arc 
losing.  The  secular  papers  often  do  not 
mention  the  fact,  or  if  they  do.  tuck  it 
away  in  an  obscure  corner.  Such  facts  do 
not  feed  the  vanity  of  Roman  readers. 
Some  years  ago  Lather  Elliott,  of  the 
Paulist  Order,  being  asked  if  it  were  true 
that  the  Anglican  Church  was  feeder  to 
the  Church  of  Rome,  replied,  ''From  my 
observation  it  is  not  true  that  the  Anglican 
Church  furnishes  the  largest  number  of 
converts."  If  Father  Elliott  knew  the  im- 
mediate denominational  ancestry  of  the 
(•.inverts  he  would  have  been  even  more 
emphatic, 

I  wish  our  Church  Year  Books  would 
add  a  new  feature  to  their  bulky  pages. 
Lot  them  give  each  year  the  number  of 
proselytes  to  Rome,  and  converted  to  the' 
Church,  with  the  name  of  the  ecclesiastical' 
body  from  which  the  former  came.  The 
comparison  will  prove  interesting,  and  I 
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I  von  lure  the  prediction  that  the  perverts 
to  Rome  will  not  outweigh  the  accessions 
to  us.  In  time  it  may  be  possible  to  dis- 
cover the  ecclesiastical  antecedents  of  the 
men  who  leave  us.  That,  too,  would 
prove  a  delightful  and  illuminating  study. 
But  the  lapse  of  Romans  is  not  confined  to 
their  clergy.  There  is  not  a  parish  in  the 
land  which  does  not  count,  among  its  laity, 
(those  who  once  were  Roman  Catholics. 

It  is  rather  amusing  to  turn  over  the  files 
jof  that  strenuously  "Catholic"  paper,  The 
\P Hi  pit  of  the  Cross,  once  edited  by  Father 
[Wattson,  now  "advance  agent"  for  reunion 
Iwith  Rome,  and  note  the  array  of  facts 
|which  he  produces  to  show  the  leaks  in  the 
Roman  cistern!  On  June  29,  1897,  The 
Wulpit  of  the  Cross  made  the  following 
[statement:  "The  Bishop  of  Indiana  has 
kept  an  account  of  the  religious  training 
and  education  of  those  recently  confirmed 
in  his  diocese,  and  out  of  a  total  of  471, 
those  educated  within  the  American 
Church  were  24.2,  a  little  more  than  one- 
half."  Then  follows  a  list  of  those  re- 
ceived from  various  denominations.  The 
Roman  Church  furnishes  twenty-one  of 
Vhese  converts.     Upon  this  fact  the  editor 

•omments  thus:  "We  believe  this  average 
is  pretty  generally  maintained  throughout 
the  various  dioceses  of  the  United  States, 
and  it  would  indicate  that,  about  50  per 
cent,  of  those  confirmed  by  our  Bishops 
are  converts  to  the  American  Church  from 
the  Roman  Communion  and  sectarian 
bodies.  If  our  Latin  sister,  instead  of 
heralding  from  the  housetops  the  names 
and  number  of  those  who  pass  from  An- 
glicanism to  the  obedience  of  the  Pope, 
would  take  note  of  the  tens  of  thousands 

>f  her  own  children  who  go  astray,  a  goodly 
portion  of  whom  find  rest  at  last  for  their 
-onls  in  the  Anglican  household,  it  would 
be  more  in  keeping  with  the  old  proverb, 

People  who  live  in  glass  houses  shouldn't 
throw  stones.'  "     I  can  furnish  other  testi- 
ony  both  from  The  Pulpit  of  the  Cross 

nd  from  Roman  Catholic  sources  to  show 

he  leakage  in  Rome's  supposedly  "tight" 

ittle  house  of  faith. 
Meanwhile  I  hope  some  of  your  other 


correspondents  will  be  able  to  -Loo1  more 
light  on  the  topic  of  the  drift  from  Rome. 
We  have  had  enough  "twaddle"  about 
defections,  enough  "roasting  of  our  own 
flesh."  While  we  may  not.  and  must  not 
blink  at  disagreeable  facts,  1ft  D8  look  at 
the  other  side  of  the  shield  with  equal 
candor  of  gaze.  There  is  a  story  there 
which  I  have  not  begun  to  unravel.  Let 
the  light  of  truth  shine  in.

Kesolutions  passed  by  the  National 
Council,  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  in 
session  at  the  Church  Missions  House, 
New  York,  February  26,  1908: 

"The  Council  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St. 
Andrew  in  the  United  States  cordially 
adopts  the  suggestion  of  the  Conference  of 
Executive  Officers  of  lay  Brotherhoods  that 
the  week  beginning  with  Sunday,  Novem- 
ber 21),  1908,  be  observed  by  Christians 
throughout  the  world  as  a  season  of  special 
prayer  that  men  may  be  brought  to  Christ 
and  that  all  Christians  may  come  to  feel 
their  personal  responsibility  for  tlie  spread 
of   His  Kingdom. 

"The  President  of  the  Council  is  in- 
structed to  invite  the  Brotherhoods  of  St. 
Andrew  in  Canada,  the  West  Indies,  Eng- 
land, Scotland,  Japan  and  Mexico,  the 
Church  of  England  Men's  Society,  and  all 
other  similar  societies  to  unite  in  the 
observance  of  the  first  week  in  Advent 
next  as  a  season  of  special  prayer  that  men 
may  be  brought  to  Christ  and  that  all 
Christians  may  come  to  feel  their  personal 
responsibility  for  the  spread  of  His  King- 
dom, and  to  urge  them  to  invite  all  Christ- 
ians in  their  respective  countries  to  make 
such  observance. 

"The  President  of  the  Council  is  in- 
structed to  requesl  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  the  Protestanl  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
(  nited  States  and  all  missionary  organ- 
ization- of  Churches  in  communion  with 
it  to  urge  their  missionaries  throughout 
the  world  to  unite  in  the  same  observance. 

"While  the  Council  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  St.  Andrew  in  the  United  States  is 
heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  suggestion 
made    by    the    Conference  of  Executive 


Officers  of  lay  Brotherhoods  that  special 
evangelistic  services  be  held  throughout 
the  world  on  the  first  Sunday  in  December 
next  to  reach  men  not  connected  with  the 
Christian  Church,  it  believes  that  there 
will  not  be  time  enough  to  make  arrange- 
ments adequate  to  ensure  a  general  and 
effective  effort  this  year.  To  proclaim  a 
world  wide  effort  by  all  Christians  to  hold 
such  services  without  the  possibility  of 
making  due  provision  that  the  effort  shall 
in  fact  be  universal  and  effective,  would 
be  in  danger  of  belittling  the  effort. 

"This  Council,  therefore,  believes  that 
for  the  first  year  it  will  be  wiser  that  all 
the  Brotherhoods  should  concentrate  their 
strength  on  the  week  of  prayer,  in  order 
that  the  desire  for  the  spread  of  the  King- 
dom of  Christ  may  become  the  intense  and 
compelling  motive  of  every  Christian. 

"The  Council  will  urge  upon  its  local 
Chapters  the  holding,  wdierever  adequate 
arrangements  can  be  made,  of  evangelistic 
services  on  the  first  Sunday  of  December 
next.  In  order  that  the  wishes  of  the  Inter- 
Brotherhood  Conference  may  be  definitely 
carried  out,  we  shall  urge  our  Chapters  to 
take  the  greatest  care  to  see  that  such 
services  have  the  definite,  practical  and 
apostolic  object  of  inducing  men  to  repent 
and  be  baptized,  so  that  all  the  individuals 
of  society  may  be  bound  together  by  mem- 
bership in  Christ  and  that  His  Life  may  be 
made  the  life  of  each  individual  and  so  of 
society  at  large." 


Mr.  Robert  II.  Gardiner,  President  of 
the  Brotherhood,  in  communicating  the 
above,  says:  "I  should  add  that  there  is  no 
question  here  of  any  joint  meetings.  If 
you  approve,  and  any  of  your  Clergy  so 
desire,  such  joint  meetings  may  be  held, 
but  no  suggestion  to  that  effect  is  made 
in  the  votes  of  our  Council. 

It  has  seemed  wise  to  announce  this 
effort  so  long  beforehand,  because  we  all 
hope  that  it  will  be  made  literally  through- 
out the  world  and  that  all  Christians  will 
make  adequate  preparation  to  secure  a 
universal  outpouring  of  prayer." 
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HISTORY  OF  ST,  JOHN'S  CHURCH, 
CAPE  VINCENT,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

St  John's  Parish,  Cape  Vincent,  really 
iad  its  birth  July  20th  1820.  when  John 
Eesselstyn,  Buell  Fuller  and  Richard  M. 
Eesselstyn  organized  a  Sunday  School 
with  Richard  M.  Eesselstyn  as  Superin- 
tendent, lie  held  services  in  his  own 
louse  reading  from  the  Prayer  Book  each 
Sunday,  followed  by  an  extemporaneous 
prayer  by  Deacon  Kimball  of  Baptist 
persuasion. 

Rev.  J.  P.  Pish  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Watertown,  in  his  report  in  1840 
to  Bishop  Delancey  says :  I  have  preached 
sight  times  in  Cape  Vincent. 

Later  services  were  held  in  the  old  stone 
School   House. 

Certificate  was  issued  Dec.  20  1840  by 
Bishop  William  II.  Delancey,  ordering  the 
jrganization   of   a   Church   at   this   place. 

January  17  and  21,  1811,  Rev.  John 
Xoble,  the  first  Rector  read  a  notice  at  the 
V'hool  House  to  the  effect  that  there  would 
)e  a  meeting  of  the  members  for  the  pur- 
>osc  of  electing  two  Wardens  and  eight 
Vestrymen  in  order  to  organize  a  Parish, 
iccording  to  the  rites  and  usages  of  the 
Kpiseopal  Church  in  the  United  States. 
The  notice  was  sworn  to  by  Rev.  John 
Xoble  before  Nathaniel  Howland,  Justice 
»f  the  Peace,  on  Jan.  25,  1811.  The 
mile  members  met  and  elected  John  B. 
Kessolstyn  and  Nelson  B.  Williams. 
\Vardens.  Nelson  Potter,  Otis  P.  Starker, 
Robert  Bartlett,  Calvin  K.  Poole,  Judah 
C  Ainsworth,  Robert  Moore,  Rice  Parish 
md  William  Eesselstyn  were  elected 
vestryman.  The  above  election  was  sworn 
o  and  signed  by  John  Noble  and  Otis  P. 
ptarkey,  and  witnessed  by  "Nelson  B. 
Williams  and  William  Dory,  and  recorded 
n  the  County  Clerk's  Office,  dam  27. 
1811.     Daniel  Lee,  County  Clerk. 

All  these  orignal  documents  are  now 
|mi  file  with  the  Church,  including  many 
ettersfromBishopDelancey  and  Clergymen 
who  have  finished  their  work  on  earth  and 


gone  to  their  reward.  The  society  being 
fully  organized,  the  matter  of  a  serried 
place  of  worship  was  taken  up  at  a  meet- 
ing April  13,  1811.  A  building  commit- 
tee was  formed  consisting  of  Otis  P.  Star- 
key,  N.  B.  Wrilliams,  Calvin  H.  Pool  and 
Judah  T.  Ainsworth  with  power  to  give 
out  contract  and  raise  funds.  Previous 
to  this  a  subscription  had  been  started, 
liberally  signed  by  53  persons.  This  sub- 
scription is  still  in  existence  with  the 
names  of  subscribers  in  their  own  hand 
writing,  not  one  of  whom  is  living  to-day. 
What  may  seem  strange  is  there  is 
but  one  attending  St.  John's  Church  to-day 
who  is  a  representative  of  the  original 
subscribers.  A  lot  was  given  by  Otis  P. 
Starkey  and  the  building  commenced  and 
built  at  a  cost  of  $3,181X65. 

Rev.  Nathaniel  Watkins,  who  assumed 
its  rectorship  in  1812,  resigned  January. 
1815,  and  went  west.  Rev,  Samuel  II. 
Norton  was  Rector  to  1850.  Rev.  Samuel 
Adams  to  1851;  Rev.  James  Abercrombie, 
1852  to  1S55;  Rev.  Edward  Moyses  to 
1857;  Rev.  Edmond  Kennedy  to  1860; 
Rev.  Ammi  Merchant  Lewis  to  1863 ;  Rev. 
William  II.  Lord  to  1861;  Rev.  Nathan 
F.  Whiting  from  1864  to  1870:  Rev. 
John  Blair  Linn  to  1872;  Rev.  Geo.  G. 
Perrine  to  September,  1880  ;  Rev.  Samuel 
Strowger  to  189S,  over  seventeen  years  of 
faithful  work:  Rev.  J.  Howell  Ceare  to 
18D9;  Rev.  Evan  Thos.  Evans  began 
December,  1899.  During  Mr.  Evans' 
rectorship  the  church  was  newly  seated 
and  a  vested  choir  added.  The  money  for 
this  object  to  the  amount  of  $1,000  was 
raised  by  the  Ladies'  Aid,  while  Rev.  -1. 
Howell  Geare  was  rector,  and  during  the 
repairs  services  were  regularly  held  in  the 
Fireman's  Hall.  After  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Evans  resigned  in  1901  services  were 
supplied  by  various  clergymen  including 
Dr.  Herrickjj  Rev.  Messrs.  Doolittle  and 
Tyndal.  Rev.  Chas,  ISToyes  Tyndell  was 
called  and  accepted  October,  1901.  and 
served  acceptably  till  his  resignation  in 
1906.  The  present  Rector  is  the  Rev. 
Walter  Earl  Cook,  who  took  charge  in 
December,  1906,

At  the  morning  service  in  Calvary 
Church,  Utica,  INT.  Y.,  April  26tli, 
1908,  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Coley  ex- 
pressed to  the  congregation  the  great 
satisfaction  felt  by  himself  and  the  vestry 
over  the  generous  Easter  Offering.  It 
had  been  agreed  that  $610.  would  be  needed 
to  meet  the  obligations,  and  the  offerings 
reached  the  splendid  total  of  $608.  More 
than  enough  to  meet  the  sum  called  for 
was  received  in  additional  subscriptions. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Coley  presented  the  desir- 
ability of  making  some  improvements  to 
the  Church's  property.  The  Church  has 
some  valuable  real  estate  and  is  doing  a 
large  and  growing  work  that  will  compel 
the  use  of  this  property  to  its  best  advant- 
age at  some  later  period.  The  improve- 
ments mentioned  as  advisable  are  not  an 
immediate  necessity,  and  their  presenta- 
tion was  more  of  a  looking  into  the  future 
when  the  church  body  must  be  better 
equipped  to  meet  greater  responsibilities 
and  possibilities. 

The  importance  of  avoiding  debt  was 
strongly  urged  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Coley,  the 
willingness  of  the  people  to  prepare  for 
any  new  responsibility  being  sufficient  to 
make  such  a  course  unnecessary.  Mr. 
Coley  stated  that,  in  caring  for  the  reg- 
ular duties  of  rector  of  the  Church  his 
time  is  now  fully  occupied;  with  later 
growth,  the  need  of  an  assistant  rector 
must  be  considered.  Further,  the  Church 
would  feel  itself  called  upon  to  provide 


more  suitable  auxiliary  buildings  on  the 
property  it  owns — a  parish  house  and  Sun- 
day School  room  that  will  correspond  to 
the  beauty  of  the  edifice.  There  is  a 
beautiful  altar,  but  the  Church  walls  might 
be  made  far  more  pleasing  in  appearance 
with  new  wainscoting  and  redecorating. 
All  of  these  suggestions  are  recognized 
by  the  congregation  as  sound  ones,  and 
they  will  be  given  full  consideration.  It 
is  not  expected  that  an  era  of  large  ex- 
penditure will  be  immediately  inaugu- 
rated, but  the  plan  outlined  will  most 
certainly  be  fullfilled  later,  as  the  Church 
continues  in  strength  and  prosperity.

Second  District. 
The  121st  meeting  of  the  Convocation 
of  the  Second  Missionary  District  met  in 
St.  Mark's  Church,  Clark  Mills,  on  Tues- 
day and  Wednesday,  April  28th  and  29th, 
the  Rev.  E.  II.  Coley,  Dean,  presiding. 
On  Tuesday,  at  7 :30  p.  m.,  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  confirmed  a  supplementary 
class  of  seven,  presented  by  the  Rector, 
the  Rev.  W.  C.  White,  and  preached  a 
missionary  sermon  from  Rev.  22 :  2.  On 
Wednesday  at  7  a.  m.  there  was  an  earlv 


celebration  by  the  Hector  of  the  parish. 
At  nine,  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Wadsworth  and  Stevens, 
Deacons.

$250.00,  and  the  officers  voted  $200.00  -  f 
that  to  be  given,  as  a  gift,  $100.00  to  Si. 
Andrew's  School,  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  ami 
$100.00  for  Church  literature  for  Japan. 
A  list  of  pledges  was  prepared  to  be 
presented  at  the  business  meeting. 

At  one  o'clock  luncheon  was  served  in 
the  Parish  House. 

At  2:30  the  business  session  of  the 
Auxiliary  was  convened,  with  the  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Irish,  in  Hie  chair. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  the  Bishop, 
who  also  made  an  address  of  welcome,  in 
the'absence  o(  the  Rector  of  the  parish,  ex 
plaining  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kason  was 
obliged  to  be  absent,  much  to  his  regret 
owinff  to  ill  health.  One  hundred  and  fifty 
delegates  responded  to  roll  call,  every  His 
triel  being  represented.  An  unusually 
large  number  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
were  present,  including  the  Dean  of  the 
District. 

The  minutes  oi  the  last  meeting  vent 
read  and  approved.  The  Treasurer's  re- 
port was  accepted  ami  placed  on  tile. 
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The  Secretary  read  the  annual  report  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Hayward,  of  Onondaga  Mis- 
sion, giving  details  of  the  work  and  grate- 
fully acknowledging  the  assistance  the 
Auxiliary  had  given  him. 

The  report  of  the  Church  Periodical 
Club  was  read,  showing  that  240  period- 
icals were  being  sent  regularly,  and  eleven 
boxes  and  barrels  of  reading  matter  had 
been  sent  out.  A  gift  of  $25.00  to  the 
Clnb  was  acknowledged. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Miss  Emery, 
particularly  urging  the  formation  of 
classes  for  Bible  Study,  and  conveying  thq 
reports  of  missionary  meetings  to  those 
not  able  to  attend  such  meetings. 

Gratifying  reports  were  heard  from 
every  District,  showing  a  total  gain,  in 
boxes  and  money,  of  at  least  two  thousand 
dollars.

OBITUARY. 
The  Rev.  Morgan  Dix,  D.D.,  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  New  Fork,  died  quite 
suddenly  on  Wednesday,  April  20th,  and 
was  buried  from  the  Parish  Church  the 
following  Saturday,  May  2nd.  Dr.  Dix 
was  in  his  81st  year,  having  been  born  on 
All  Saints'  day,  1827,  and  had  been 
Rector  of  that  great  parish  for  nearly 
forty-six  years.  It  is  probably  known  to 
the  people  of  this  Diocese  generally  that 
ill"  present  Bishop  of  Central  New  York 
spent  the  greater  part  of  his  parochial 
mini-try  in  Trinity  Parish,  first  at  Trinity 
Chapel,  and  afterwards  at  St.  Agnes' 
Chapel,  and  he  is  happy  to  bear  witness 
now  to  the  fact  that  the  most  cordial  rela- 
tions  always  existed  between   the  Rector 


and  himself,  and  that  he  has  never  known 
any  preacher  whose  sermons  were  quite  so 
helpful  and  edifying  to  him  as  those  of 
Dr.  Dix.  The  rectorship  has  been  filled 
since  his  death  by  the  election  of  the  Rev. 
William  T.  Manning,  D.D.,  Vicar  of  St. 
Agnes'  Chapel. 


Mr.  E.  F.  Jewell,  Senior  Warden  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Oneida,  entered  into  rest 
on  Tuesday,  April  28th,  and  the  notice  of 
his  death  was  received  too  late  for  inser- 
tion in  our  May  number.  Mr.  Jewell  had 
been  in  poor  health  for  some  time  and  un- 
able to  attend  the  services  of  the  Church. 
Fortunately  his  Rector,  the  Rev.  W.  R. 
McRim,  who  had  been  abroad  for  several 
weeks,  returned  in  time  to  officiate  at  the 
funeral,  which  took  place  at  the  Church 
on  Thursday,  April  30th. 


The  Rev.  Robert  G.  Quennel,  who  died 
in  New  York  on  May  7th,  was  for  many 
years  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  had 
several  charges  here  before  becoming 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Binghamton, 
which  he  held  from  1885  to  1899.  In  the 
latter  year  he  went  to  New  York,  and  has 
been  connected  with  the  staif  of  the  Church 
of  the  Ascension,  and  also  with  that  of  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine.

TRINITY  CHURCH,  FAYETTEVILLE,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

But  four  parishes  in  Onondaga  County 
antedate  in  point  of  organization,  Trinity 
Parish,  Fayetteville.  On  Thursday, 
December  2nd,  1830,  the  male  members  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Fay- 
etteville and  vicinity  met  in  the  Presby- 
terian Meeting  House  in  that  village  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Church.  The 
Rev.  James  Sclkridge  presided,  and  Jacob 
R.  Depny  and  Scuyler  Pulford  were 
elected  Wardens;  and  Reuben  H.  Bangs, 
Caleb  Whitford,  Charles  Coats,  Albert 
Neely,  Abul  C.  Bliss,  William  M.  Red- 
field,  George  L.  Taylor  and  Hicks  Worden 
were  elected  Vestrymen.  The  meeting,  by 
resolution,  provided  that  the  Church 
should  be  known  as  Trinity  Church,  in 
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consideration  of  a  donation  by  Trinity 
Parish  of  New  York  of  $400.00,  and 
windows,  doors  and  Chancel  and  other 
furniture  for  a  Church  building;  which 
said  materials  were  conveyed  from  New 
York  to  Fayetteville  by  canal  boat.  One 
of  the  vestrymen  elect  giving  the  use  of 
his  boat  for  that  purpose  and  making  the 
trip  himself.  A  Church  edifice  was  there- 
after erected  calculated  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  society,  and  on  September  1st  ,1831, 
Bishop  Onderdonk  made  his  first  Epis- 
copal visitation  to  the  parish,  consecrating 
the  Church  and  confirming  twelve  persons. 
It  was  largely  through  the  generosity  of 
Mr.  Albert  ISTeely  that  the  parish  became 
free  from  debt.  Mr.  Neely  served  the 
parish  both  as  Vestryman  and  Warden. 
He  subsequently  removed  to  Chicago, 
where  he  died  in  1857.  Upon  learning  of 
his  death  the  vestry  adopted  suitable 
resolutions  in  honor  of  his  memory,  which 
were  forwarded  to  the  Gospel  Messenger 
for  publication.  Mr.  Neely  was  the 
father  of  the  Et.  Eev.  Henry  Adams 
Neely,  a  former  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maine. 

The  following  Clergymen  served  the 
parish  up  to  the  time  of  the  building  of 
the  new  Church: 

The  Eev.  Messrs.  Amos  Pardee,  James 
Selkridge,  A.  S.  Hollister,  B.  Northrup, 
Jesse  Pound,  G.  B.  Engle,  Floyd  Windsor, 
J.  P.  Fenner,  J.  M.  Bartlett,  William  W. 
Hickox,  M.  Gallagher,  S.  G.  Appleton, 
D.  Pise,  Jr.,  I.  S.  Townsend,  Eobert  Hor- 
wood,  Charles  Wells  Hayes,  Edward 
Moyses,  Henry  H.  Loring,  H.  G.  Wood, 
Moses  L-.  Kern  and  John  A.  Bowman. 
The  Eev.  Mr.  Appleton  in  addition  to  his 
regular  services  at  Fayetteville,  officiated 
at  Jamesville,  Pompey,  Bridgeport,  Liver- 
pool and  Geddes. 

On  June  30th,  1870,  the  vestry  author- 
ized the  placing  of  a  contract  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  edifice;  and  as  a  result  the 
present  Church  building  was  erected  at  a 
cost  of  $13,000.  The  building  is  of  gray 
limestone  and  the  interior  furnishings  are 
of  black  walnut.     The  Church  contains  a 


number  of  memorials,  including  a  brass 
pulpit,  altar  furnishings  and  ornaments, 
several  windows  and  a  large  tower  bell. 
The  window  in  the  Sanctuary  was  a  gift 
from  an  organization  of  men  in  the  parish, 
and  was  procured  at  a  cost  of  $350.00. 
The  first  service  in  the  new  Church  was  a 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  July 
31,  1871,  the  Eector,  the  Eev.  John 
Bayley,  officiating,  subsequently  the 
Church  was  consecrated  by  Bishop  Hunt- 
ington. The  Eev.  C.  H.  Gardner  suc- 
ceeded Mr.  Bayley  as  Eector  of  the  parish, 
and  during  his  incumbency  a  new  organ 
was  installed  at  a  cost  of  $1,000.00.  Since 
that  time  the  following  Clergymen  have 
served  the  parish.  The  Eev.  Messrs.  C.  J. 
Shrimpton,  Chas.  H.  Tindell,  G.  A.  Ott- 
mann,  J.  B.  Pittman,  A.  ,W.  Ebersole, 
Chas.  T.  Eaynor,  C.  J.  Lambert,  G.  C. 
Eichmond,  Ernest  Melville  and  Luther  L. 
Weller,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the 
parish  since  July  of  last  year.  The  Rev, 
Mr.  Melville  died  very  suddenly  on  the 
evening  of  March  6th,  1907,  at  the  home 
of  George  Sisson,  one  of  the  vestrymen  of 
the  Church,  after  having  attended  a  meet- 
ing of  the  vestry.  Mr.  Melville  Avas  buried 
from  the  Church  on  March  9th,  with  inter 
ment  in  the  village  cemetery.  The  Et. 
Eev.  Chas.  T.  Olmsted,  D.I).,  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  conducted  the  service,  assisted 
by  several  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  a 
number  of  whom  were  present. 

In  addition  to  the  charge  o\  the  Fayette- 
ville parish  the  Eev.  Mr.  Weller  is  also 
Missionary  at  Jamesville.

CONVENTION  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  fortieth  annual  Convention  was 
■M  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Syracuse — the 
ev.  James  Empringham,  Rector, — on 
uesday  and  Wednesday,  June  2nd  and 
•d.    Evening  Prayer  was  said  on  Tuesday 

4:30  o'clock,  and  the  Holy  Communion 
as  celebrated  on  Wednesday  morning  at 
:()()  o'clock,  the  Bishop  being  celebrant, 
id  assisted  by  the  Rev.  William  M. 
eauchamp,  1).  I).,  the  Rev.  John  II.  Egar, 
.D.,  and  the  Rector  of  the  parish.  At 
is  service  (he  Bishop  delivered  his  animal 
Idress. 

Eighty-nine    Clergymen,    and    eighty- 

ht  lay  delegates,  representing  forty-four 
Irishes,  were  present. 

The  election  of  officers  resulted  in  (lie 
ev.  James  K.  Parker,  and  the  Rev.  Janus 
Clarke  being  re-elected  Secretary  and 
ssisinnl  Secretary  respectively.  '  Mr, 
rank  L  Lyman  was  also  re-elected  Trea- 
rer  of  the  Diocese.  The  Standing  Com- 
ittee  of  the  Diocese  remains  (he  same  as 
si  year— The  Rev.  John  R,  Harding, 
•  I).,  William  DeL.  Wilson,  D.D.,  R.  m.

chosen.  The  Rev.  Robert  M.  Duff,  D.D., 
was  nominated  as  a  Trustee  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary.  Messrs.  W.  P. 
Hitchcock  and  W.  II.  Stansfield  were 
elected  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund, 
and  Messrs.  II.  M.  Greeley  and  G.  Howard 
Avery  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  Examining 
Chaplains  the  Rev.  Messrs.  John  R.  Hard- 
ing, D.D.,  John  II.  Egar,  D.D.,  W.  \Y. 
Bellinger,  D.D.,  W.  DeL.  WTilson,  D.D., 
William  M.  Beauchamp,  D.D.,  A.  R.  I). 
liegeman,  II.  S.  Longley  and  II.  X.  Hyde. 
Delegates  to  the  Missionary  Council  of 
the  Second  Missionary  Department,  to  be 
held  in  New  York,  in  November,  were 
chosen  as  follows:  The  Rev.  William 
Cooke,  the  Rev.  John  R.  Harding,  D.D., 
the  Rev.  A.  R.  B.  liegeman,  the  Rev.  II. 
N.  Hyde  and  Messrs  Frank  L.  Lyman, 
George  Underwood,  Charles  L.  Behm  and 
Walter  Jerome  Greene. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  showed  the 
Finances  of  the  Diocese  to  be  in  good  con- 
dition, each  account  having  a  balance  on 
hand.  The  Convention  voted  the  sum  <>t" 
$12,900  for  Diocesan  Missions,  and 
ordered  $11,500  of  that  sum  to  be  assessed 
upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions.  At  a  sub- 
sequent meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
the  amount  was  divided  between  the  var 
ions  Convocations,  and  the  salaries  o\'  the 
Missionaries  were  ordered  paid  monthly 
instead  of  quarterly  as  heretofore. 

A  resolution  io  change  Article  1  of  the 
Constitution  was  favorably  acted  upon  and 
laid  over  until  next  year  for  final  action. 
The  change  authorizes  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  to  call  the  Convention  to  meet  on 
any  Tuesday  in  May  as  he  shall  -elect  :  the 
present  time  for  the  meeting  being  the  first 
Tuesday  in  J  une. 

Among  the  important  changes  in  the 
CanonS  was  that  o(  the   Missionary  Canon 

X  changing  the  number  ot'  Convocations 
from  six  to  five.    By  the  new  arrangement 

the    Sixth     District     ceases    to    exist — th«* 
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Counties  of  Chemung  and  Tioga  being 
added  to  the  Third,  and  Tompkins  to  the 
Fifth.  Canon  VIII  was  also  amended  so 
as  to  provide  for  the  payment,  by  the  Con- 
vention, of  the  travelling  expenses  of  the 
Clergy  attending  the  same. 

The  report  of  St.  John's  School,  of 
which  Colonel  Verbeck  completes  his 
twentieth  year  as  headmaster  this  year, 
showed  an  appraised  value  of  $66,550, 
with  220  scholars  in  attendance. 

The  Committee  on  Clerical  Sup- 
port reported  that  of  the  46  mis- 
sionaries engaged  35  receive  annually 
less  than  $(800.00  and  a  house,  and 
recommended  that  no  married  priest, 
physically  able  to  do  full  duty,  should 
receive  less  than  $900  and  a  house,  the 
salaries  to  be  brought  up  to  this  standard 
by  rearrangement  of  the  missionary 
stations  and  increased  aid,  so  far  as 
practicable,  from  the  diocesan  board. 
Some  self-supporting  parishes  do  not 
pay  the  equivalents  of  the  amount 
suggested,  and  these  were  earnestly 
asked  to  consider  the  possibility  of 
an  increase.  The  report  Avas  adopted. 
The  Convention  instructed  its  Secretary 
to  telegraph  to  Governor  Hughes  its 
approval  of  his  course  in  trying  to  rid 
the  State  of  race-track  gambling.  The 
issue,  it  declared,  was  a  plain  one  of  right 
and  wrong,  and  the  Governor  was  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  fight  he  was  making. 

The  Bishop's  Address. 
Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the 
Laity : 

Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God 
our  Father  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ ! 

During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  by 
death  from  among  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  the  Rev.  John  Muir,  M.D.,  the 
Rev.  Joshua  L.  Burrows,  Ph.  D.,  the  Rev. 
John  Scott,  and  the  Rev.  John  J.  Andrew. 
Of  the  faithful  laity  we  have  lost  Mrs. 
Van  Brunt  and  Miss  Starbuck,  of  Water- 
town;  Mrs.  Standin,  Mrs.  Lynch,  Mrs. 
Chamberlain,  Miss  Buell  and  Mr.  W.  G. 
Doolittle,  of  Utica;  Mr.  Gale,  Mr.  Wells 
and     Mr.     Shaw    of     Binghamton;     Mr. 


Beecher  and  Miss  Colwell,  of  Syracuse 
Mrs.  McKim,  Mr.  Mott  and  Mr.  Jewell,  o 
Oneida;  Mr.  Bostwick,  of  Ithaca;  Mis 
Hill,  of  McLean;  and  Miss  Pease,  o 
Pierrepont  Manor.  Four  of  our  Bishop 
also  have  departed  this  life  since  th 
General  Convention  in  October,  viz. :  Th 
Bishops  of  Nebraska,  Delaware,  WTashim;

f erred  from  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angele 
Two  Postulants'  nave  withdrawn,  Messr 
Frank  O.  Hokerk  and  Earl  Leslie  Lor< 
Messrs.  W.  Frank  Allen,  L.  A.  Daviso 
and  Jesse  S.  Wicks  have  been  admitted  i 
Candidates.

I  have  licensed  to  officiate  the 
kev.  Arthur  P.  Kelley,  at  St.  John's 
Ichool,  Manlius ;  the  Eev.  T.  A.  Stevenson, 
It  Dryden  and  other  Missions  in  Tompkins 
lounty;  and  the  Eev.  John  IT.  Wilson  at- 
Ithaca. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  dear  brethren,  that 
lie  somewhat  sombre  character  of  our  last 
lear's  report  has  been  changed,  as  we 
pticipated  it  would  be,  and  that  with  the 
Blessing  of  God,  we  are  able  to  give  a  more 
ucouraging  account  of  ourselves.  The 
umber  of  incoming  Clergy  exceeds  that 
p  those  who  went  away;  for,  though  four 
lave  died  who  were  canonically  connected 
pith  the  Diocese,  onlv  one  of  them  was 
tigaged  in  active  work.  The  shifting 
bout  of  several  of  the  Clergy,  from  one 
arish  to  another  within  the  Diocese,  has 
een  generally  very  happy  in  its  results, 
Iiile  the  accessions  from  without  have  as 

rule  proved  so  acceptable,  that,  in  spite 
i  the  financial  stringency  of  the  past  year, 
re  can  truly  say  that  our  work  is  in  a  very 
itisfactory  condition.  The  number  of 
'onfirmations  has  come  up  again  to  at 
>ast  the  usual  average;  the  shepherding 
f  all  the  smaller  flocks  has  been  fairly 
ell  sustained,  with  the  help  of  our  faitlv 
il  Lay  Eeaders ;  the  stipends  of  the  Mis- 
onaries  have  been  in  a  measure  increased, 
nd  when  our  Commission  on  that  subject 
mil  have  gotten  their  report  before  the 
invention,  and  a  well-digested  plan  for  a 
3neral  increase  shall  have  been  put  into 
aeration,  I  am  quite  confident  that  the 
>iocese  will  be  seen  to  be  in  good  working 
Tier. 

There  are  one  or  two  points,  however, 
Inch  seem  to  me  to  call  for  action  by  this 
>dy.  We  have  in  this  Diocese  several 
arishes  organized  many  years  ago  under 
ie  old  law  with  two  Wardens  and  eight 
r  ten  Vestrymen,  which  have  so  dimin- 


ished in  strength  that  it  is  no  longer  pos- 
sible to  get  men  to  fill  those  offices,  and 
nobody  is  left  to  hold  the  property,  or  to 
give  title  if  it  be  sold,  or  to  take  title  if 
new  property  is  to  be  acquired.  In  one 
case  there  has  been  no  election  of  a  Vestry 
in  over  thirty  years,  and  there  are  not 
enough  men  to  make  a  Vestry  under  the 
old  law,  nor  to  vote  for  a  change  to  the 
new  law;  and  when  it  became  necessary 
recently  to  acquire  property  for  a  Eectory, 
we  were  compelled  to  have  a  woman  act  in 
her  personal  capacity  and  hold  it  until 
other  arrangements  could  be  made.  Will 
not  the  Convention  appoint  a  Committee 
to  look  into  this  matter  and  to  see  what  can 
be  done  to  extricate  us  from  this  perplexing 
situation  ? 

Another  matter  is  the  re-arrangement  of 
the  Districts  in  the  south-western  part  of 
the  Diocese.  Every  one  familiar  with  the 
work  in  the  5th  and  6th  Districts  is 
aware  of  their  comparative  feebleness  both 
in  numbers  and  in  financial  ability,  and 
that  there  has  been  talk  for  several  years 
of  remedying  this  difficulty  in  some  way. 
While  the  2nd  and  4th  Districts  have  from 
25  to  30  Clergy  each,  and  the  1st  and  3rd 
about  14  or  15  each,  the  5th  and  6th  have 
only  eight  or  nine  each;  and  unless  every 
member  is  present  at  Convocation,  it  be- 
comes a  very  small  body  and  makes  little 
impression  upon  the  community.  The  pro- 
position to  unite  the  two  has  not  been  alto- 
gether favorably  received,  because  of  the 
inconvenient  means  of  communication : 
but  it  is  thought  that  by  a  division  of  the 
6th  District,  and  adding  pari  to  the  3rd 
and  part  to  the  5th,  a  great  improvement 
might  be  made,  thus  reducing  the  number 
of  Districts  to  five.  I  commend  the  con- 
sideration of  this  subject  to  the  Conven- 
tion, with  the  reminder  that  this  is  the 
year  for  the  appointment  of  Deans,  and  a 
good  time  for  such  a  change  if  it  is  to  be 
made. 

We  are  happy  \o  be  able  to  say  that 
Central  New  Fork  remains,  as  it  usually 
has  been,  a  peaceful  household  within 
itself.  The  controversy,  or,  as  some  have 
called  it,  the  "panic,"  which  has  caused  so 
much  excitement  in  certain  parts  of  the 
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Church  since  the  General  Convention, 
concerning  Canon  19,  has  not  disturbed 
us  at  all. 

The  few  cases  in  which  I  have  been 
asked  to  license  speakers  "who  are  not 
Ministers  of  this  Church/7  have  been  dealt 
with  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  letter, 
as  well  as  with  what  I  believe  to  be  the 
spirit,  of  the  law,  and  my  decision  has 
been  accepted  without  complaint.  Once  or 
twice  the  license  was  asked  for  the  regular 
services  of  the  Church,  and  I  refused  to 
give  it.  Two  or  three  requests  have  been 
made  for  "special  occasions,"  and  I  have 
consented  to  the  making  of  "addresses"  on 
those  occasions  by  men  who  had  not 
received  episcopal  ordination.  And  it  does 
seem  to  me  that  if  people  would  be  willing 
to  accept  the  plain  meaning  of  those  terms 
— the  meaning  which  they  ordinarily 
bear,  the  meaning  which  was  manifestly 
intended  by  the  House  of  Bishops  when  it 
amended  the  amendment  of  the  House  of 
Deputies  and  then  adopted  it — there  need 
be  no  trouble  about  the  matter ;  for  under 
those  conditions  no  principle  of  the  Church 
would  be  infringed.  But  unfortunately 
there  are  certain  minds  which  seem  to  find 
it  impossible  to  do  that.  It  is  said  that 
"a  coach  and  four  can  be  driven  through" 
almost  any  law,  and  hence  it  would 
probably  have  been  better  not  to  have 
attempted  to  amend  the  Canon  at  all, 
because  it  has  produced  nothing  but  dis- 
cord in  our  own  ranks,  and  is  not  likely  to 
have  any  other  effect  as  between  ourselves 
and  other  Christian  bodies. 

There  is  nothing  that  I  more  seriously 
deplore  in  connection  with  our  holy  relig- 
ion than  the  disunity  of  Christians.  It  is 
the  fruitful  source  of  weakness  and  of 
manifold  evils.  The  Bampton  Lecturer, 
of  1007  has  called  our  attention  to  "the 
Reproach  of  the  Gospel"  in  its  failure  to 
secure  the  application  of  Christian  prin- 
ciples to  the  several  departments  of  conn 
merce,  politics,  and  social  relations;  but 
underneath  all  these  is  the  still  more 
fundamental  and  contributory  failure  to 
live  and  work  together  in  unity  of  spirit 
and  in  the  bond  of  peace.  The  flagrant 
contradiction   of  our  Lord's   will   and   of 


His  most  solemn  prayer  for  His  disciples, 
that  they  all  might  be  one  as  He  and  the 
Father  are  One,  is  a  perpetual  evidence 
that   in    the    divisions    of    Christians   the 
Evil   has   for   the   time   being  triumphed 
over    the    Good.      It    is    the    victory    of 
human  pride — the  pride  of  corporate  tyr- 
any  on  one  side,  and  the  pride  of  individ- 
ual self-will  on  the  other,   and  the  only 
wonder  is  that  the  Good  Lord  has  so  over 
ruled  the  effects  of  this  victory  during  the 
ages  of  division,  that  much  good  work  has 
been  done  under  circumstances  so  adverse. 
The    constant    hope    and    prayer    of    the 
Church  is  that  in  some  way  He  will,  by 
the  mighty  power  of  His  Holy  Spirit,  Who 
is  "the  God  that  maketh  men  to  be  of  one 
mind  in  an  house,"  bring  back  the  unity 
which  He  so  much  desires.    But  it  is  mani-i 
fest  to   thinking  men,   familiar  with  the 
history  of  the  Church,  that  such  unity  caB 
be  maintained  only  on  the  original  founda- 
tion    of     "the     Apostles'     doctrine     and 
fellowship."      It  can  never  rest  securely 
on    the    shifting    uncertainties    of    indi-i 
vidualism.      The  Church  of  Christ  is  an 
historical  institution,  which  has  its  roots 
in  the  ages  preceding  its  organization,  and 
grows  according  to  the  law  of  all  living 
organisms;  its  past  is  as  important  in  the 
general  view   as   are   its  present   and   its 
future,   and  these   are  all  as  closely  con- 
nected as  are  the  heredity,  the  infancy,  the 
childhood  and  the  manhood  of  each  and 
every   man.      The   unity   that   is    desirec 
among  the  living  members  of  the  ChurcD 
in  any  age  must  depend  upon  their  unitv 
with  the  previous  stages  of  its  growth,  just 
as  the  life  of  a  man  is  a  unit  from  begin 
ning  to .  end.     A  man  is  not  one  kind  oi 
creature  in  infancy,  another  in  youth,  and 
another  in  mature  years ;  he  is  one  person- 
ality, one  species,  in  every  period,  thoug 
he  may  vary  greatly  in  appearance  and  i 
size:  and  if  the  Church  be,  as  St.  PauJ 
says  it  is,  "One  Body,"  instinct  with  the! 
life    of    "One    Spirit,"    surely    it    is    un- 
scientific and  unphilosophical  to  suppo 
that  it  can  be  otherwise  with  it.     Its  well 
being  must  be  dependent  on  the  observance 
of  the  law  of  its  being;  and  no  seeming 
present  advantage  can  be  beneficial  whicl 
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sought  through  the  disregard  of  that 
tw. 
Now,  as  you  all  know  very  well,  this  is 
Le  principle  on  which  the  Protestant  Epis- 
>pal  Church  in  the  United  States  has 
ken  its  stand  from  the  beginning  of  its 
story  as  an  independent  national  organ- 
ation,  having  derived  it  from  the  Church 
:  England,  out  of  which  it  sprang.  Every 
eminent  act  that  contributed  to  its  estab* 
;hment  in  this  land  speaks  with  the  same 
)ice:  "The  Church  of  Christ  is  a  visible, 
|storical  institution,  coming  down  to  us, 
trough  the  ages  from  Christ  *  and  His 
Ipostles."  This  is  the  story  told  by  those 
fen  of  colonial  times  who  risked  their 
Ives  in  crossing  the  stormy  Atlantic  in 
filing  vessels  to  be  ordained  in  England ; 
hether  they  returned  safely  to  minister 
l  these  colonies,  or  lost  their  lives,  as 
(any  did,  in  the  attempt,  they  went  just 
le  same.  This  is  the  story  told  by  White, 
nd  Madison,  and  Provoost,  as  well  as  by 
babury  who  was  compelled  to  wait  a  year 
\  more  in  the  British  Isles  in  his  deter- 
lined  effort  to  obtain  the  same  commis- 
Jon.  Whatever  differences  there  might 
live  been  in  the  Churchmanship  of  these 
ien,  they  all  proclaimed  their  adhesion  to 
|e  same  conviction,  that  "it  is  evident 
Tito  all  men  diligently  reading  Holy 
fcripture  and  ancient  authors,  that  from 
je  Apostles'  time  there  have  been  these 
ijrders  of  Ministers  in  Christ's  Church, 
;.tshops,  Priests  and  Deacons,  and  that  no 
jian  might  presume  to  execute  any  of  these 
jices  except  he  were  first  admitted  thereto 
r  lawful  authority."  Whatever  shades 
4  opinion,  I  say,  these  men  might  have 
id  as  to  the  necessity  of  such  Ordination 
rt  the  "being,  or  to  the  ivell-being  of  the 
lliurch,  they  all  agreed  that  its  well-being 
His  the  thing  that  they  desired,  and  that 
Mey  were  willing  to  take  their  lives  in 
Heir  hands  in  order  to  secure  it  In  fact, 
Nat  is  the  fundamental  reason  for  the 
Uistence  of  this  Church  as  a  body  separate 
Mom  other  Christian  bodies  on  the  Pro- 
liant side.  There  are  other  things,  of 
Murse,  that  we  stand  for,  but  this  is  the 
pential  thing  that  gives  character  to  the 
fcviding  line.     And  now  this  controversy 


which  has  been  forced  upon  us  by  the 
amendment  to  Canon  19  and  its  illogical 
interpretation,  brings  us  face  to  face  with 
the  question:  Have  Ave  made  a  mistake  in 
the  principle  for  which  we  have  main- 
tained *our  separate  existence,  and  shall  we 
give  it  up  ?  If  the  principle  be  not  correct, 
surely  we  are  schismatics  of  the  worst  sort ; 
because  we  should  then  be  one  of  the 
smaller  Christian  bodies  standing  apart 
for  a  thing  that  is  not  essential,  keeping 
up  the  disunited  state  of  Christendom  for 
an  unnecessary  form,  and  the  sooner  we 
abandon  it  the  better.  But  if  the  principle 
be  scriptural,  if  it  be  historical,  if  it  be 
true  to  the  best  philosophy,  and  essentia) 
to  the  ultimately  highest  interests  of  the 
Christian  Church,  then  are  we  not  schis- 
matical,  not  bigoted,  not  narrow-minded 
in  maintaining  it  under  every  difficulty. 
And  that,  I  am  perfectly  sure,  is  the  pur^ 
pose  of  the  overwhelming  majority  of  the 
men  and  women  of  this  Church  to-day, 
and  it  was  not  the  purpose  of  those  who 
amended  the  19th  Canon  to  contradict  that 
principle  in  the  slightest  degree.  But 
at  the  same  time,  it  is  wise  to  observe  the 
signs  of  the  times,  the  movements  of 
thought  and  the  currents  of  popular  feel- 
ing, and  when  they  set  in  the  right  direc- 
tion, to  be  ready  to  co-operate  with  them, 
if  it  may  be  done  legitimately  and  wisely. 
And  no  one  can  fail  to  sec  that  there  is 
such  a  movement  towards  union  among 
the  various  Christian  bodies  to-day. 
Except  in  such  a  rare  instance  as  tho 
"Confessions"  of  a  certain  individual 
published  recently  in  one  of  our  magazines, 
one  does  not  hear  now-a-days  oi  the  great 
advantage  of  the  divisions  of  Christians, 
but  the  almost  universal  cry  is,  iet  us 
get  together — let  us  federate."  Ami 
though  the  tendency  has  scarcely  gotten 
beyond  the  desire  for  federation — which 
means  keeping  up  separate  establishments 
while  endeavoring  to  make  them  harmon- 
ious— yet  that  tendency  is  certainly  in  the 
right  direction;  and  we  have  already  heard 
a  voice  from  Connecticut  which  speaks  oi 
something  better  than  federation,  and 
seems  to  tell  of  a  vision  of  unity  rather 
than  of   mere  union.      Such   a   tendency 
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towards  a  thing  that  is  good,  towards  a 
result  for  which  the  Church  is  constantly 
praying,  must  be  inspired  by  the  Holy 
Spirit;  and  it  should  be  ours  to  promote 
it  in  every  way  consistent  with  the  prin- 
ciples for  which  we  stand.  It  does  not 
become  us  to  stand  off  in  spiritual  pride, 
ignoring  or  despising  the  Christian  charac- 
ter of  our  brethren  of  other  names,  or 
denying  the  acceptableness  of  their  labors 
and  their  good  works  for  Christ's  sake; 
and  we  shall  do  well  to  encourage,  so  far 
as  we  can  conscientiously,  every  effort  to 
break  down  the  feelings  of  antagonism 
and  of  bitterness  which  prevent  the  ap- 
proach  to  godly  union  and  concord.  In 
my  opinion  this  was  the  purpose  of  those 
who  sought  the  amendment  of  the  Canon, 
and  if  its  words  be  properly  interpreted,  it 
may  accomplish  something  in  that  direc- 
tion. But  if  those  within  the  Church, 
who  do  not  believe  in  its  own  principles, 
whether  they  be  Bishops  or  any  others, 
shall  persist  in  giving  to  the  amended 
Canon  a  meaning  which  it  will  not  legiti- 
mately bear,  and  so  produce  discord  among 
ourselves,  then,  it  seems  to  me,  it  were 
better  to  put  the  Canon  back  as  it  was 
before. 

There  were  other  things  connected  with 
the  Convention  in  Richmond  to  which  I 
should  like  to  call  your  attention,  but 
must  content  myself  with  saying  this,  that 
it  marked  the  highest  tide  of  missionary 
enthusiasm  which  has  ever  risen  in  this 
Church.  It  completely  cast  aside  the  old 
theory  that  the  Convention  is  merely  a 
Canon-tinkering  assembly,  and  rose  up  to 
a  consciousness  of  its  duty  and  its  oppor- 
tunity in  promoting  the  extension  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  ~No  man  who  was  there, 
were  he  Bishop,  Priest,  or  Layman,  could 
have  gone  back  home  possessed  any  longer 
with  the  idea  that  his  own  Diocese,  or  his 
own  parish,  marked  the  limit  of  his  sym- 
pathies, his  interests,  his  benefactions,  or 
his  prayers.  The  old  swaddling  clothes 
of  parochialism  and  diocesanism  wero 
burst  asunder  and  cast  aside,  and  every 
one  gained  a  larger  conception  of  the  love 
of  God  as  manifested  in  His  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Savior  of  the  world.     Let  us 


thank  God  and  take  courage,  for  by  Ilh 
grace  we  shall  yet  come  to  an  understand 
ing  of  what  Christianity  really  means.

SYRACUSE  ITEMS. 
Christ  Church  Rectory, 
Clayton,  X.  Y.,  June  22,  1908. 

My  Dear  Bishop: 

As  yon  may  know,  we  are  in  the  midst 
of  extensive  repairs  upon  St.  Paul's 
Church,  LaFargeville.  I  think  yon  will 
remember  the  very  inconvenient  vesting 
room,  less  than  rive  feet  wide  and  about 
ten  feet  long,  in  which  a  choir  of  from  ten 
to  sixteen  members  have  to  find  room  to 
vest!  To  better  these  conditions,  and  to 
provide  a  place  for  the  bell,  unsafe  in  it- 
present  position  upon  the  peak  of  the 
Church  a  tower  is  being  built,  the  second 
floor  of  which  will  be  used  as  the  choir 
room.  The  old  partition  will  be  taken 
down,  and  the  chancel  accordingly  widened 
and  re-arranged.  The  interior  of  the 
Church  will  be  retinished  throughout,  and 
electric  lights  will  replace  the  old  lamps 
with  their  primitive  and  unseemly  counter- 
poises. The  exterior  of  the  Church  will 
also  be  newly  painted.  For  those  improve- 
ments we  have  on  hand  in  cash  and  pledge- 
about  $800,  wholly  secured  within  the 
parish,  which  will  cover  the  entire 
cost.  If  we  can  obtain  $250  additional,  a 
furnace  with  necessary  chimney  can  be 
added  which  will  permit  the  removal  oi  the 
two  stoves  with  their  unsightly  piping,  and 
give  room  for  additional" pews,  which  we 
really  need  at  times.  On  Easter  Day 
several  stood  through  the  service  and  others 
left  for  lack  oi  seats,  an  occurence  that  is 
not  usual  in  a  country  mission,  as  far  as  my 
experience  goes,  1  am  exceedingly  anxious 
that  a  furnace  should  be  put  in  while  the 
Church  is  more  or  less  torn  np,  but  we 
have  about  reached  the  end.  oi  onr 
resources.  If  you  think  the  circumstances 
justify  an  apeal  for  outside  aid,  I  would 
ho  glad  if  yim  would  print  so  much  oi  this 
letter  as  may  seem  pertinent  in  the  Gospel 
Messenger  with  such  words  oi  commenda- 
tion as  it  mav  deserve. 
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And  I  would  also  like  to  ask  through 
the  columns  of  the  Messejtgeb  if  there  is 
not  some  Church  that  has  six  or  more  dis- 
used pews  which  they  would  give  us  to  be 
made  into  choir  stalls.

CHURCH  OF  THE  GOOD  SHEPHERD, 
ONONDAGA  CASTLE. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

The  first  publication  of  the  gospel  among 
the  Onondaga  Indians  is  said  to  have  been 
that  of  the  Jesuit  Missionaries,  and  as 
early  as  1055,  and  the  Mission  being  given 
the  name  of  St.  Jean  Baptiste,  and  it  is 
said  the  Mission  was  destroyed  by  toma- 
hawk and  fire  on  the  morn  of  All  Saints, 
1669. 

(See  Stone's  Life  of  Brant,  App.  18, 
of  Vol.  II;  also  Clark's  Onondaga.) 

Some  have  denied  the  truth  of  this 
assertion,  but  it  seems  sufficiently  sub- 
stantiated; at  any  rate  the  Mission  was 
given  up. 

In  June,  1700,  the  Earl  of  Belmont 
proposed  to  have  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lidius  of 
Albany  learn  their  language,  and  translate 
the  Bible  into  their  tongue. 

In  April,  1710,  five  Iroquois  Chiefs 
were;  presented  to  "the  gracious  Queen 
Anno,"  asking  for  missionary  teachers  and 
promising  their  support. 

This  Queen  presented  both  the  Mohawk 
and  Onondaga  Missions  each  with  a  Com- 
munion sot  of  solid  silver;  that  to  the 
Mohawks  said  to  be  in  use  by  them  to  the 
present  day;  and  that  to  the  Onondaga? 
(inscribed  "to  her  Indian  Chapel  of  the 
Onondagas,")  being  now  in  the  possession 
of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany.  It  would 
appear  thai  services  were  held  at  Onondaga 
in  connection  willi  the  ( hurch  at  Albany. 
Forty  years  later  David  Leisberger,  the 
Moravian  Missionary,  continued  his  labors, 
it  is  said,  for  upwards  of  ten  years,  com- 
posing also  a  Dictionary  and  other  works 
of  the  Onondaga  dialect. 

In  later  times  services  were  held  by  the 


Rev.  Timothy  Clowes  of  Albany,  as  also 
by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Clark  and  Geer,  and 
nearly  30  children  baptized;  and  further 
missionary  work  was  done  also  by  the 
pioneers — the  Revs.  Daniel  !Kash  and 
Davenport  Phelps,  the  later  residing  for  a 
time  (1802-3)  at  Onondaga  Valley. 

Mary  Doxtater,  the  widow  of  an  Oneida, 
taught  school  for  a  time,  about  1820. 

The  Rev.  Eleasar  Williams  (the. 
respected  Dauphin,  and  missionary  to  thei 
Oneidas,)  and  others,  may  also  have  visited 
the  Onondagas,  but  on  account  of  lack  of 
space,  we  must  hasten  to  speak  of  the* 
formation  of  the  present  Mission  of  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  begun  by 
Col.  James  P.  Poster,  as  a  lay  reader 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  George 
Morgan  Hills,  D.D.,  of  Syracuse,  and  those 
who  were  present  at  the  W.  N.  Y.  Con- 
vention in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Buffalo, 
August  19th  and  20th,  1868,  (of  whom 
the  writer  of  this  sketch  was  one,)  will 
remember  the  eloquent  appeal  of  one  of  the 
delegation  of  the  Onondaga  Indians, 
brought  by  Col.  Poster  to  that  Convention, 
desiring  the  religion  and  services  of  ouri 
Church,  and  that  the  Bishop  take  them 
under  his  spiritual  charge  and  jurisdic- 
tion ;  and  all  will  note  the  zest  with  which 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  Board  took  up 
the  work  of  the  Mission.  The  Bishop  call- 
ing the  whole  delegation  forward,  an- 
nounced to  them  that  he  had  received  them 
as  his  spiritual  children.  The  sight  was 
exceedingly  affecting,  and  no  one  present 
will  ever  for  get  it. 

(Sec  American  Churchman,  Aug.  27,

The  Wesley  an  Chapel  and  lot,  of  about 
two-thirds  of  an  acre  was  bought,  which 
has  since  been  improved  by  the  addition 
of  a  recess  chancel,  &c,  and  school-room, 
windows  of  colored  glass  and  furnace,  a? 
also  in  later  years  by  a  Rood  screen  and 
other  appointments. 

The  School  Room  erected  by  the  zeal- 
ous labors  of  the  Lay-Rear  der,  George  B. 
Walthart,  (who  died  Feb.  19,  1875,  from 
the  exposure  incident  upon  its  erection), 
was  for  the  purpose  of  a  parish  School,  od 
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Iccount  of  the  neglected  condition  as  to 
Ihe  educational  privileges. 

The  great  improvement  of  late  in  the 
State   School,    and   its   equipment,   makes 
Inch  a  Parish  School  superfluous. 
I   Our    State    authorities    are    now    also 
[uilding  a  large  Industrial  School,  to  be 
eady  for  occupancy  the  coming  Autumn. 
For  a  number  of  years  the  work  of  the 
'arish  School  was  carried  on  with  many 
LScouragements,     the     Misses     Elizabeth 
uiapp  and  Julia  E.  Remington  and  others 
iboring    zealously    and     diligently,     and 
lany  of  the  better  educated  Indians  owo, 
inch  to   the   diligence   of   those   faithful 
iborers. 

The  Rectory  or  Mission  House  was 
uilt  under  the  direction  of  the  earnest 
ly  reader,  James  G.  Cameron  (now  in 
Ioly  Order's,)  improved  since  by  others, 
rid  by  cellar,  furnace,  &c,  under  the  able 
ngineering  of  the  Rev.  W.  I).  Manross, 
nd  a  cistern  under  the  kitchen  has  been 
dded  and  other  improvements  since  our 
ccupancy. 

All  the  work  has  been  pushed  "against 
rind  and  tide"  by  our  late  Bishop  limit- 
ngton,  who  often  made  visitations  to  the 
lission,  and  at  much  expenditure  of 
Loney  and  muscle,  among  these1  few  lmn- 
red  (600  or  700  at  the  most)  sonls,  many 
f  whom  in  the  meantime  resisting  all 
ttempts  at  their  Ohristianizations  carried 
n  at  the  first  by  ihe  Diocesan  Missionary 
Soard,  at  great  sacrafice,  until  the  financial 
ressureof  L876,  when,  after  the  departure 
f  IIk  present  writer  from  the  field,  if  was 
i;idc  necessary  to  resort  again  for  a  while 
»  Ihe  use  of  lay  readers;  and  in  later  years 
y  Ihe  more  vigorous  prosecution  under  the 
V.  A.  of  C.  N.  Y.,  (here  onghl  to  be  a 
howing  of  more  abundant  fruitage. 

The  Historical  Records  of  the  parish 
re  quite  imperfect,  and  the  readers  of  the 
[essengek  must  be  satisfied  with  the 
ames  of  the  workers  as  they  occur  in  the 
baptismal  Register,  some  of  (hem  coining 
rom  their  charges  in  Ihe  city  of  Syracuse 
omo  eight  miles  distant.

Sybil  Carter,  backed  by  prominent  women 
(A'  Now  York  city,  inaugurated  the  Italian 
cut-work,  and  my  daughter  pays  the  Indian 
women  workers  on  the  average  of  over  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually.

PAN  ANGLICAN  CONGRESS  AND  DEFECTIONS 
TO  ROME. 

We  do  not  believe  that  many  of  our  people 
have  been  much   disturbed  by  the  recent 

secessions  to  the  Church  of  Rome.  Of 
course  there  are  some  who  will  deplore 
them,  and  the  departure  of  the  Superior 
of  the  Sisterhood  of  St.  Mary  is  un- 
doubtedly a  great  blow  to  that  society  of 
good  women,  who  have  done  such  line 
work  for  the  Church  in  several  of  our 
dioceses.  But  let  us  not  forget  the  things 
that  we  have  to  set  on  the  other  side  of  the 
question.  First,  the  general  fact  that  the 
Church  of  God  is  not  a  thing  of  yesterday, 
but  of  the  ages  past  and  to  come,  and  has 
weathered  many  a  storm  in  comparison  of 
which  this  is  but  a  very  little  breeze.  Then, 
the  renewed  proof  now  given  of  the  dom- 
ineering, devouring  spirit  of  the  Roman 
establishment,  so  plainly  showing  in 
descent  from  the  Empire  that  had  it- 
on  the  seven  hills  rather  than  from  the 
( Ihurch  of  ( Ihrist  at  Jerusalem.  The  words 
of  that  recantation  which  the  Verts  were 
required  to  make  remind  us  of  Daniel's 
vision   of  the  fourth  creatur<  -ling 

dreadful,"  which  ""brake  in  pieces  and 
stamped  the  residue  with  its  feet.''  Tl  i 
is  nothing  beautiful  or  attractive  about  it. 
Bui  above  all,  let  us  realize  the  fact  that 
while  this  little  secession  \\a-  taking  place 
here  in  America,  the  hosts  of  the  Church, 
which  has  been  mercifully  freed  from  that 
domination,  were  gathering  in  vast  num- 
ber- in  London,  from  every  country  in  the 
world,  to  take  counsel  for  the  better  ad- 
ministration of  the  work  which  has  grown 
so  marvellously  during  the  past  century. 
The  effecl  of  that  Congress  and  i;-  signific- 
ance are  plainly  shown  by  the  hysterical 
criticism  of  it  by  the  V<>}^  himself.  It"  it 
had  not  made  him  wince  be  would  have 
paid  no  attention  to  it,  and  his  remarks 
were  absurd. 
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GENERAL  MISSIONS. 

It  will  be  remembered  by  all  the  Clergy 
that  the  year  of  the  Apportionment  for 
General  Missions  closes  with  this  month; 
and,  as  usual,  no  doubt,  a  good  many  have 
waited  till  the  last  before  sending  in  their 
offerings.  There  is  a  little  encouragement 
for  us  in  this  Diocese  in  the  latest  report 
to  hand,  which  gives  the  amount  con- 
tributed up  to  June  1st  as  $3,924.64,  as 
contrasted  with  $3,766.98  to  the  same  date 
last  year.  But  when  one  notices  the  largo 
number  of  congregations  from  which 
nothing  had  been  received  at  that  time, 
and  the  many  that  had  given  but  a  small 
fraction  of  the  sum  requested  of  them, 
there  is  small  reason  to  hope  that  we  shall 
be  able  yet  to  take  our  stand  among  those 
that  meet  the  whole  Apportionment.  But 
that  July  report  contains  one  very  striking 
lesson.  It  shows  that  several  of  our  weaker 
parishes  and  missions  have  paid  the  whole 
amount,  as  well  as  some  of  the  stronger 
ones;  and  when  one  comes  to  look  closely 
into  the  record  he  finds  that  these  smaller 
places  are  under  the  charge  of  Clergymen 
who  have  more  than  one  Church ;  and  that 
each  of  the  Churches  of  certain  men  have 
paid  up,  while  not  one  of  the  Churches 
under  certain  other  men  has  given  any- 
thing at  all.  What  does  that  seem  to 
indicate  ?  Of  course  the  reports  for  August 
and  September  may  show  a  different  state 
of  things,  and  we  trust  they  will,  but  the 
report  for  June  seems  to  point  to  some- 
thing significant.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

It  has  been  our  effort  in  the  course  of 
these  "Studies"  to  make  clear  the  distinc- 
tion between  those  parts  of  the  service  of 
the  Church  and  its  accessories  which  are 
mandatory  and  not  subject  to  change  by 
individuals,  either  by  way  of  omission, 
substitution,  or  addition,  and  those  other 
parts  which  are  purposely  left  more  or 
less  indefinite  and  open  to  variation  accord- 
ing to  the  preferences  of  the  Minister  and 
Congregation.     This  is  a  distinction  which 


ought  to  be  very  manifest  to  those  who  are 
familiar  with  the  history  and  the  present 
structure  of  the  Prayer  Book,  who  keep 
their  minds  free  from  confused  and  illog- 
ical arguments.      The  distinction  consists 
chiefly  in  this,  that  the  words  which  are 
allowed  to  be  used  in  any  service  are  all 
prescribed,   while   the   vestments   of  Min- 
isters, the  postures,  the  personal  acts  of 
devotion,  and  the  method  of  rendering  the 
words,  are  not  all  prescribed,  but  are  left 
in   most   cases   to   each   man's    discretion. 
That  the  words  should  be  prescribed  is,  of 
course,  essential  to  any  orderly  liturgical 
service,  from  which  it  is  desired  to  exclude 
extemporaneous  prayers  and  all  false  or 
improper    personal    teaching    which    any 
Minister  might  be  disposed  to  introduces 
That  would  be  a  very  unsatisfactory  liturgy! 
to  which  any  man  might  add  anything  tha'j 
he    pleased,     or    from    which    he    conk1'; 
omit      what      he      pleased;       and      the 
plea      that      what      he      adds      is      hi; 
rightful    heritage    from    the    ages    past 
or  that  what  he  omits  is  uncatholic  on  onu 
side,   or  Romish  on  the  other  side,  is  i\ 
plea   that   cannot   be    admitted   as   eithe  j 
loyal  or  logical.     Years  ago,  previously  t< 
the  schism  of  the  Reformed  Episcopalians 
there  were  Priests  in  the  Church  who  re 
fused    to    use    the   word    "regenerate"    a 
applied  to  a  newly  baptized  infant.     No\ 
there  are  Priests  in  the  Church  who  ad 
words  to  the  Eucharistic  service  which  ar 
not  prescribed  by  the  Prayer  Book,   an 
one  sentence  thus  added  was  distinctly  rei 
fused    authorization    by    the    Church    i: 
General   Convention   assembled.        In  th 
one  case  conscience  forbade  the  use  of 
word  which  involves  a  doctrine  that  wa 
not  believed;  in  the  other  case  taste  di< 
tates  the  use  of  the  words  not  allowed,  an| 
the  law  is  broken  in  both  cases.     Is  it  n( 
manifest  that  confusion  worse  confounde] 
would  soon  follow  the  adoption  of  the  prii 
ciple  that  the  words  of  the  Prayer  Boo 
may  be  altered  at  discretion  ?     But  it  : 
not  so  with  the  other  matters  of  which  v 
have  spoken  as  being  largely  discretionar; 
The  American  Church  has  absolutely  I 
enactment  of  its  own  on  the  subject  of  ves 
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laents,  nor  of  the  ornaments  of  tlie  altar, 
Ind  its  prescription  of  postures  is  very  in- 
definite. The  congregation  are  not  told 
ilo  rise  at  the  beginning  of  the  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer,  nor  to  kneel  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Communion  Service,  nor  to 
ise  from  their  knees  after  the  Collect  for 
Die  day ;  nor  is  there  any  rubric  at  all  on 
pe  subject  of  bowing,  genuflecting,  or 
tossing  oneself.  In  fact,  the  principle 
Idopted  by  the  English  Church  so  far 
lack  as  the  Prayer  Book  of  1549  was  that 
pese  things  should  all  be  left  to  the  devo- 
lion  of  each  individual.  And  it  is  no  doubt 
pell  that  there  should  be  this  .liberty  in 
nich  matters,  because,  while  it  is  more  or 
,'ss  confusing  to  some  people  to  see  the 
treat  diversity  of  ritual  in  our  various 
Churches,  it  is  better  that  we  should  not 
lave  too  narrow  a  law  in  the  expressions 
f  devotion. 

1(  seems  to  us  illogical,  therefore,  to 
Iverlook  the  distinction  to  which  we  refer, 
Ind  lo  treat  the  two  things  as  equally 
[bligatory.

PAROCHIAL  NOTES. 

Calvary  Church,  TJtica. — The  Rev. 

E.  II.  Coley,  Rector.  The  parish  y.  sai 
book  of  Calvary  Church  from  May  1.  1907, 
to  May  1,  1908,  has  just  been  issued  and 
contains  much  valuable  information  not 
only  for  those  who  are  member-,  bur  for 
the  many  friends  who  are  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  this  progressive  Church.  In  the 
"Rector's  preface,  Mr.  Colev  savs,  among 
other  things:  "The  record  contained  in 
this  year  book  is  one  of  the  best  in  the 
history  of  the  parish.  It  is  sometimes  said 
that  a  Church  needs  to  be  in  debt  to  be 
prosperous,  but  the  contrary  seems  to  Iv 
true  of  Calvary.  The  parish  treasurer, 
for  the  first  time  in  the  Rector's  eleven 
years  of  service,  roporis  no  money  borrowed 
for  current  expenses  during  the  year,  and 
all  bills  paid  to  May  1.  1908.  Tlie  Church 
has  been  beautified  by  two  handsome  win- 
dows, one  in  memory  o\'  Mrs.  James  A. 
Reynolds  Garrett,  given  by  her  sister.  ICrs, 
Alice  L.  1\.  Williams,  representing  St. 
John:  the  other  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Sarah 
E.  Marsh  Plumb,  given  by  her  husband, 
11.  A.  Plumb,  representing  St  Luke. 
Those  windows  of  fine  English  glass,  are 
the  tirst  of  a  series  to  be  adopted  by  the 
vestry  tor  the  windows  in  the  nave  of  the 
Church."  Mr.  Coley  then  speaks  of  plans 
which  will  be  made  to  improve  the  property 
in  many  ways  and  concludes  by  expressing 
his  appreciation  of  the  consideration  o\ 
the  congregation  for  him  ami  the  active 
assistance  of  many  earnest  workers  in  all 
departments  of  the  parish."

repairs  begun  on  St.  Joseph's  Church  last 
year  are  being  completed  in  a  thorough 
manner  this  summer.  Aside  from  minor 
repairs    to    the    Rectory    ami    Guild    Hall 
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amounting  to  about  $10  0,  the  rest  is  to  the 
Church  proper.  They  include  the  roof, 
gutters  and  wood-work  of  the  exterior,  all 
to  preserve  the  building  from  deterioration 
and  decay.  While  several  hundred  dollars 
is  being  laid  out  for  this,  only  one  repair 
job  is  particularly  discernible  and  ap- 
reciated  by  the  casual  observer.  That  is 
the  cross  on  the  dome  or  tower.  Those  who 
have  seen  the  Church  doubtless  were  im- 
pressed with  the  great  dome  surmounted 
by  a  cross.  Several  years  ago  the  mould- 
ing at  the  foot  of  the  cross  was  struck  by 
lightning,  and  a  year  ago  the  wooden  cross 
was  observed  by  the  aid  of  a  field  glass,  to 
be  going  to  pieces.  It  has  now  been  re- 
placed by  a  copper  cross  an  exact  duplica-* 
tion  of  the  old  wooden  one  which  was 
eight  feet  high.  The  Rector  gave  this 
work  his  personal  attention.  He  bought 
the  copper  of  the  local  copper  mill,  had  it 
made  in  a  sheet  metal  working  shop  in  a 
most  strong  manner,  with  double  riveting 
and  soldering,  and  reinforced  with  brass 
angles.  He  had  it  painted  and  gold  leafed 
in  the  Sunday  School  room  under  his  con- 
stant vigilance,  and  then  caused  it  to  be 
wrapped  in  paper  and  crated,  when  it  was 
hoisted  to  its  place.  After  the  crating  had 
been  removed  and  the  paper  wrapping 
taken  off,  the  beauty  and  substantial 
character  of  this  repair  and  improvement 
wove  apparent  to  all.  Congratulations 
have  been  extended  to  the  Pastor  and  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation  by  many  Romans 
because  of  it.  A  considerable  share  of  the 
expense  of  the  repairs  is  being  contributed 
by  Romans  in  general.  The  rest  the 
Rector  is  seen  ring  from  old  friends  of  St. 
Joseph's.

The  structure  will  have  a  foundation  of 
Joncrete  with  pebble  surface,  the  building 
proper  is  to  be  constructed  of  gravel-face 
joncrete  blocks  with  trimmings  of  tapestry 
Irick,  the  wooden  trimmings  of  dark  chest- 
jut. 

i  The  principal  feature  of  the  building  is 
hade  up  of  three  large  windows  running 
jhrongh  two  stories  with  concrete  and  iron 
plconies  at  the  second  story.  Gothic  win- 
ows  will  be  placed  beneath  the  roof.  The 
jront  of  the  building  is  44  feet  in  width, 
nd  the  total  depth  126  feet. 

The  structure  is  composed  of  a  group, 
he  front  being  the  administration,  the 
bar  the  Sunday  School  building. 

The  administration  building  contains 
•he  office  rooms  for  the  Rector,  curate, 
'arochial  Society  and  Men's  Club.  The 
pcond  floor  will  have  rooms  for  the 
Voman's  Auxiliary,  Guild,  Girl's  Friendly 
society  and  the  Sunday  School  library. 
)n  the  third  floor  will  be  placed  the  rooms 
or  the  curate's  study,  bath-rooms  and  for 
.isiting  ministers. 

The  first  floor  of  the  Sunday  School 
hiilding  contains  the  parlor  and  eloak- 
ooms,  which  will  also  be  used  for  the 
hoir  room.  Here  is  located  the 
itchen  and  serving  room,  which  the  women 
ay  will  bo  most  completely  furnished. 

The  second  floor  will  have  the  Sunday 
School  and  Assembly  Rooms.    In  the  latter 

large  stage  will  be  constructed  with  dress- 
ng  rooms  overhead.  The  stage  is  to  be 
it  tod  with  foot  and  fly  lights,  curtains  and 
idings.     The  basement  will  contain   tho 


bowling  alleys  and  other  amusement  fit- 
tings. Front  and  rear  exits  will  be  pro- 
vided and  covered  passages  or  cloisters 
will  connect  the  Church,  chapel  and  parish 
honse. 

The  plans  have  been  prepared  by  Arr-lii- 
tect  Alfred  T.  Taylor,  and  construction 
will  be  begun  at  once. 

The  building  will  be  in  memory  of  Rev. 
Henry  R.  Lockwood,  D.D.,  who  for  many 
years  was  the  Rector  of  the  Church.  The 
societies  say  they  will  be  in  their  new 
quarters  before  winter.

At  the  District  Assembly  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  St.  Andrew,  held  last  February  in 
the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  Syra- 
cuse, a  committee  of  three  was  appointed 
to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  organize  a  Lay 
Readers'  League.

The  name  selected  is 
St.  Philip's  Society,  in  honor  of  St.  Philip 
the  first  great  evangelist.  The  membership 
is  limited  to  communicants  of  the 
Church.  The  following  were  elected 
the  Executive  Committee  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  in  Advent:  President, 
Joseph  H.  Osborne;  Vice  President,  the 
Rev.  Karl  Schwartz;  Secretary,  the  Rev. 
Ivan  M.  Merlin jones,  D.D. ;  Treasurer,

OBITUARY. 

The  Bishop  of  New  Yobk. 

The  Kt.  Kev.  Henry  Codman  Potter. 
D.D.,  Seventh  Bishop  of  Xew  York,  died 
at  his  summer  home  in  Cooperstown, 
E".  Y.,  on  Tuesday  evening,  July  2 1st, 
making  the  fifth  member  of  our  House  of 
Bishops  who  has  been  called  away  since  the 
Convention  in  Richmond. 

Bishop  Potter's  health  had  been  failing 
for  some  time,  and  his  death  was  almost 
hourly  expected  some  two  weeks  earlier 
than  it  came.  He  rallied  at  that  time, 
however,  and  hopes  were  entertained  of 
his  ultimate  recovery,  but  he  had  a  relapse 
on  Sunday,  the  19th,  and  from  that  time 
grew  weaker  till  the  end. 

His  death  ocurring  just  at  the  time  when 
so  many  of  our  Church  people  of  every 
order,  Bishops,  Priests  and  laymen  were 
abroad  at  the  great  meetings  in  London,  it 
was  decided  by  his  family  that  there  should 
be  only  a  preliminary  funeral  service  in 
Christ'  Church,  Cooperstown,  which  was 
held  on  Friday  morning,  July  24th,  and 
was  conducted  by  the  Bishop  o{  Central 
New  York,  Archdeacon  Nelson,  Canon 
Douglas,  and  the  Rev.  Percy  (Irani,  of 
New  York,  and  the  Rev.  Ralph  Birdsall, 
Rector  of  the  parish  in  Cooperstown. 
Several  other  Clergymen  acted  as  honorary 
pall-bearers.  Immediately  after  that 
service  the  remains  were  taken  by  train  to 
New  York,  and  placed  temporarily  in  the 
receiving  vault  at  Trinity  Cemetery.  It 
is  expected  that  the  interment  will  he  made 
in  the  grounds  o\'  the  Cathedral  of  St 
John  the  Divine,  in  October,  when  the  full 
office  for  the  Burial  of  the  Dead  will  be 
used.

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HISTORY  OF  EMMANUEL  CHURCH,  ELMIRA. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

When  the  Rev.  Dr.  McKnight  became 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Elmira,  X.  Y., 
in  July,  1869,  lie  found  that  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Paret  had  been  holding  services  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Chemung  River,  and  had  built  a  chapel 
on  the  land  and  site  now  occupied  by  the 
Centenary  Church.  A  mortgage  to  raise 
funds  to  build  the  chapel  had  been  placed 
on  the  rectory  of  Trinity  Church.  The 
31  i  --ion  was  then  known  as  Trinity 
Church  Mission.  The  services  were  con- 
tinued by  Dr.  McKnight  for  sometime. 
when  owing  to  the  small  number  of 
residents  in  that  section  and  the  isolated 
position  of  the  chapel,  Dr.  McKnight 
decided  that  it  would  be  better  to  discon- 
tinue the  services  on  the  South  Side,  which 
were  kept  up  with  great  difficulty,  and 
merge  the  members  of  the  Mission  with 
Trinity  Church.  With  the  consent  of  the 
Bishop,  the  chapel  was  sold  and  the  money 
used  to  liquidate  the  debt  on  the  Rectory 
of  Trinity  Church. 

We  cannot  find  that  any  attempt  was 
made  again  to  establish  services  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  until  Lent  of  IS  SO. 

The  Rev.  William  E.  Wright,  Rector 
of  Grace  Church,  Elmira,  began  holding 
cottage  services  in  the  fifth  ward,  which 
comprised  the  whole  section  south  of  the 
Chemung  River. 

Services  were  again  held  in  Lent,  1890, 
and  from  that  time  the  people  desired 
to  have  them  regularly.  At  their 
request  Bishop  Huntington  sent  the  Rev. 
James  P.  Foster  to  take  charge  of  the  work. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Foster  remained  one  year — 
Mayl,  1800,  to  1891. 

May  1,  1891,  the  Rev.  Cha^.  D.  Atwell 
being  appointed  by  Bishop  Huntington, 
took  charge  of  the  work.  lie  found  the 
congregation  worshiping  in  the  Eranklin 
Street  Presbyterian  Church,  holding  a 
Sunday  School  and  services  on  Sunday 
afternoons.  They  continued  to  worship 
here  until  Advent,  1891,  paying  rent  for 
the  privilege,  when  the  property  on  Aspen 
Ridge,  known  as  the  Judge  Loardman 
Smith  homestead  was  purchased.     The  old 


. 
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historic  house  was  fitted  up  as  a  conrfo 
able  and  churchly  place  of  worship  and  the 
regular  services  with  frequent  commn 
ions  were  established. 
-  When  the  first  service  was  held  in  t 
new  home  the  congregation  was  organized 
into  a  mission  by  Bishop  Huntington.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  McKnight  delivered  the  address 
and  the  choir  of  Trinity  Church  furnishej 
the  music.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  of 
Grace  Church,  and  Mr.  Atwell  officiated 
at  the  service.  This  newly  organized  Mil 
sion  was  named  Emmanuel  by  Bishop 
Huntington  after  his  first  parish. 

The  two  Episcopal  parishes  of  Elmira, 
Trinity  and  Grace  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment   to    pay    part  of  the  salary  of  the  ; 
minister  in  charge.     This  arrangement  did 
not  succeed  very  well,  so  the  Mission  was  j 
made  a  Mission  of  the  Diocese  with  the  \ 
missionary  stipend  paid  by  the  Missionary 
Board. 

June  3rd  1^97,  Mr.  Atwell  severed  his  I 
connection  with  the  Emmanuel  Church,  J 
and  during  the  vacancy  thus  made  Mr.  ( 
William  Pike,  a  lay  reader,  conducted  the  | 
services  and  kept  up  the  Sunday  School. 

December  1.  1897,  by  appointment  o|;i 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  L.  B.  I 
Thomas,  D.D.,  took  charge  of  the  Mission* ' 

January  15,  1002,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  j 
resigned.  During  his  four  years  as  mis- 
sionary in  charge  of  Emmanuel  the  debt 
on  the  property  placed  during  Mr.  At  well's 
time  was  raised  and  the  Church  put  on  a 
good  financial  ba-i-. 

Services  were  conducted  by  Mr.  Pike,( 
lay  reader,  until  Whitsunday,  1902,  when 
'the     Rev.     Norman     Smith     Boardman, 
M.A.,  was  appointed  by  Bishop  Hunting- 
ton to  take  charge. 

Early  in  the  following  year  efforts  we 
made  to  raise  a  fund  to  build  a  n 
Church,  and  committee-  were  appoint 
to  -elicit  aid  and  funds,  and  84.500. 
was  subscribed.  The  trustees  of  the  Mis- 
sion -nb-r-ribing  $1,000.00  and  the  people 
$1,500.00,  the  remainder  from  the  friencb 
in  the  Diocese  and  city. 

A-  the  Mission  house  stood  on  the  site 
desired  for  the  new  Church  it  was  decidec' 
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o  move  it.  It  was  moved  and  repaired 
Irito  a  fine  parish  house  with  a  chapel  at  a 
jjost  of  $1,500.00.  The  congregation 
moved  into  the  newly  repaired  chapel  and 
louse  in  August,  1904. 

In  May,  1907,  a  new  impetus  was  given 
jiroject  of  building  a  new  Church, 
trough  the  gift  of  $5,000.00  from  Mrs. 
\  E.  Bruce.  Measures  were  immediately 
bken  to  build  the  new  Church.  Mrj 
Joseph  Consedine,  architect,  furnished 
he  plans.  The  contract  to  build  the 
Dhurch  and  seat  240  people,  was  given  to 
fhurston  &  Haskel  for  $8,400.00.  The 
Dhurch  was  to  be  built  of  concrete  blocks.  ^ 

Ground  was  broken  September,  1907, 
ijnd  on  October  23,  the  corner  stone  of  the 
wince  was  laid  by  Bishop  Charles  Tyler 
plmsted,  the  successor  of  Bishop  Hunting- 
pn.  There  were  present  among  the 
Clergy,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Roberts,  of  Corning; 
\.  W.  Ebersole,  of  Watkins  ;  the  Rectors  of 
trinity  and  Grace;  Clergy  of  the  Sixth 
Missionary  District,  and  the  Dean  of  the 
District,  !N".  S.  Boardman,  Minister  in 
fharge  of  Emmanuel  Church. 

January  7th,  1908,  a  meeting  of  tho 
nembers  of  Emmanuel  Mission  was  held 
p  take  action  upon  the  proposition  to  in- 
prporate  the  mission  into  a  parish. 
fhe  legal  action  was  taken  and  Wardens 
[nd  Vestrymen  were  duly  elected. 
fhe  first  wardens  of  the  parish 
jlected  were  C.  W.  Young  and 
William  Pike ;  the  vestrymen  elected  were 
Clarence  Gascoigne,  Clerk  of  the  vestry; 
John  Kelly,  Jr.,  Richard  Goldsmith, 
Jharles  Thompson,  Lewis  Mutschler  and 
fhomas  Hewitt.  Permission  having  been 
banted  by  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
nittee  of  the  Diocese  to  incorporate,  the 
broper  legal  papers  were  drawn  up  and  the 
Mission  became  a  parish  under  the  State 
aw  and  in  accordance  with  the  Canon  law 
bf  the  Diocese,  but  inasmuch  as  the  stipend 
xom  the  Missionary  Board  was  still 
leeded  the  parish  was  not  declared  in 
inion  with  the  Diocese,  and  at  this  date 
las  no  representative  at  Convention  except 
lie  Rector. 

A  gift  of  $1,000.00  from  Mrs.  Bruce 


enabled  the  vestry  to  place  a  mortgag 
$2,500.00  on  the  parish  house,  thus  Leav- 
ing the  new  Church  free  and  clear  of  debt 

The  first  service  was  held  in  the  new 
Church  on  Whitsunday,  1908.  The  Arch- 
deacon of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  William 
Cooke,  was  present  and  consecrated  the 
altar,  a  gift  of  Mrs.  C.  E.  Bruce. 

Trinity  Sunday,  June  14,  at  the  even- 
ing service  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Right  Rev.  Charles  Tyler  Olmsted,  D.D., 
D.  C.  L.,  confirmed  a  class  of  five  men  and 
three  women  presented  by  the  Rector.  On 
June  15,  at  eleven  o'clock  a.  m.,  Bishop 
Olmsted  consecrated  the  new  Church 
under  the  name  of  Emmanuel  Church, 
Elmira.  There  were  present  among  the 
Clergy,  the  Rev.  C.  W.  McKnight  of 
Trinity  Church,  Elmira,  the  Rev.  A.  B. 
Rudd  of  Grace  Church,  Elmira,  the  Rev. 
A.  R.  B.  Haggerman  of  Trinity  Memorial 
Church,  Binghamton,  X.  Y..  the  Rev.  A. 
W.  Ebersole  "of  Watkins,  X.  Y.,  the  Rev. 
R.  E.  Roe  of  Troy,  Pa.,  the  Rev.  C.  T, 
Raynor  of  Waverly,  X.  Y.,  the  Rev.  John 
Dean  and  the  Rector. 

The  Rector  and  vestry  of  Emmanuel 
Church  acknowledge  with  thankfuUness 
the  many  donations  that  have  been  made: 
the  gift  of  the  altar  and  chancel  rail  from 
Mrs.  Bruce  together  with  her  great  aid 
financially  and  otherwise,  the  gift  of  the 
memorial  chancel  window  from  Mrs.  C.  W. 
Young  and  Mr.  Hill  in  memory  of  their 
mother,  the  window  from  St.  Martha's 
Guild,  the  window  at  the  side  of  the 
Church,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  William  Bike 
and  Miss  Lizzie  Pudge  in  memory  of  their 
father  and  mother,  the  gift  oi  the  brass 
lectnrn  from  a  friend,  and  the  candle 
sticks  from  the  Boys  Club,  the  gift  of  the 
organ  from  Grace  Church.  The  thanks 
of  the  Rector  and  vestry  are  also  extended 
to  the  contractors  and  builders  and  all  who 
have  been  engaged  in  the  work.

THE  LAMBETH  CONFERENCE. 

We  take  it  for  granted  that  our  readers 
understand  the  difference  between  the  Pan- 
Anglican  Congress,  which  met  in  London 
in  June,  and  the  Lambeth  Conference, 
which  was  held  at  Lambeth  Palace, 
London,  in  July  and  August.  The  latter 
consisted  only  of  Bishops,  while  the  former 
had  all  the  orders  of  the  Church,  Bishops, 
Priests,  possibly  Deacons,  and  both  laymen 
and  women,  as  its  members.  Two  hundred 
and  forty-two  Bishops  attended  the  Con- 
ference, from  all  parts  of  the  earth.  They 
had  two  sessions,  one  early  in  July  for 
consultation  and  appointment  of  commit- 
tees; the  other  from  July  27th  to  August 
6th,  when  the  Committees  reported  and 
action  was  taken.  The  Conference  had  no 
legislative  authority,  but  it  issued  an 
Encyclical  Letter  to  the  whole  Anglican 
Communion,  and  adopted  7S  resolutions 
on  important  subjects,  which  have  been 
published  and  sent  to  every  Bishop  of  this 
Church,  and  doubtless  to  many  other 
people.  The  .reports  of  Committee-  have 
also  been  printed  and  included  in  the 
pamphlet  with  the  Letter  and  Resolutions, 
It  is  our  purpose  to  reprint  these  Resolu- 
tions a  few  at  a  time  in  the  Messenger,  in 
order  that  our  people  may  be  sure  b 
them.  It  would  be  a  pity  that  any  Church- 
man should  fail  to  see  and  to  consider 
seriously  the  statements  which  our  Bishops 
throughout  the  world  have  sent  out  to  us. 
Though  the  Lambeth  Conference  is  not  a 
legislative  body,  it  lias  and  should  have  a 
tremendous  influence :  and  we  commend 
the  well-considered  resolutions  of  our 
Fathers  in  God  to  the  prayerful  attention 
of  all  the  faithful. 

Resolutions  ok  the  Lambeth 

('on  FERENt 

1.  The  Conference  commends  to  Christ- 
ian people  and  to  all  seekers  after  truth 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  The  Faith 

and  Modern  Thought,  as  a  faithful  attempt 
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to  show  how  that  claim  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  which  the  Church  is  set  to  present 
to  each  generation,  may,  under  the  charac- 
teristic conditions  of  our  time,  best  com- 
mand allegiance. 

2.  The  Conference,  in  view  of  tenden- 
cies Avidely  shown  in  the  writings  of  the 
present  day,  hereby  places  on  record  its 
conviction  that  the  historical  facts  stated 
in  the  Creeds  are  an  essential  part  of  the 
Faith  of  the  Church. 


3.  Whereas  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
His  apostles  made  it  of  first  importance 
that  the  Church's  ministers  should  be  men 
of  spiritual  character  and  power,  full  of 
faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  and  whereas 
our  Lord  has  taught  us  to  pray  to  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest  that  he  will  send  forth 
labourers  into  Llis  harvest ;  this  Conference 
cjesires  to  emphasise  the  need  of  more 
earnest  prayer  on  the  part  of  the  Church 
generally,  especially  at  the  Ember  seasons, 
that  God  would  call  and  send  forth  such 
men  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

4.  Whereas,  in  view  of  the  serious  de- 
cline in  the  number  of  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders,  it  is  clear  that  some  do  not  recog- 
nise that  call  and  others  are  either  unwill- 
ing or  unable  to  offer  themselves  for  the 
ministry,  we  recommend  that  Christian 
parents  be  urged  to  encourage  signs  of 
vocation  in  their  sons,  and  to  count  it  a 
privilege  to  dedicate  them  for  the  ministry, 
and  parish  priests  and  teachers  in  schools 
and  universities  to  foster  such  vocations. 

5.  Inasmuch  as  there  are  many  young 
men  who  appear  to  have  a  vocation  for 
the  ministry  and  to  be  hindered  from 
realising  it  only  by  lack  of  means  to  pro- 
vide their  training,  this  Conference  urges 
that  an  Ordination  Candidates  Fund  and 
Committee,  or  some  similar  organisation, 
should  form  part  of  the  normal  equipment 
of  the  Church,  to  assist  bishops  in  dis- 
covering such  men  and  enabling  them  to 
respond  to  their  call ;  and  that  all  Church- 
men should  be  taught  to  regard  it  as  their 
duty  to  contribute  to  this  object. 


6.  So  far  from  the  standard  for 
ordination  being  lowered  to  meet  the 
existing  deficiency  in  the  number  of 
candidates,  the  time  has  now  come, 
when,  in  view  of  the  development  of 
education  and  of  the  increased  oppor- 
tunities afforded  for  university  training, 
a  serious  effort  should  be  made  to  secure 
that  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  should 
normally  be  graduates  of  some  recognised 
university. 

7.  While  rules  must  of  necessity  vary  to 
suit  the  varying  conditions  in  different 
parts  of  the  world,  the  principle  ought 
everywhere  to  be  maintained  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  general  education,  all  candidates 
should  be  required  to  receive  special  theo- 
logical and  practical  training  under  some 
recognised  supervision. 

8.  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that 
the  -conscience  of  the  Church  at  large 
should  be  awakened  as  to  its  primary 
responsibility  for  providing  for  the  train- 
ing, maintenance,  and  superannuation  of 
the  clergy ;  and  we  recommend  that  united 
action  to  this  end  should  be  taken,  where 
possible,  by  the  provinces  or  national 
Churches  of  our  Communion. 

9.  Since  it  is  generally  acknowledged 
that  the  system  of  encouraging  men  to 
work  abroad  for  a  period  of  three  or  five 
years  has  proved  successful,  it  should  be 
continued  and  carried  out  more  thoroughly 
and  systematically,  and  a  greter  reciprocity 
of  service  might  be  established  to  the 
benefit  of  all  concerned. 

10.  In  view  of  the  embarrassment  aris- 
ing from  the  lack  of  uniform  usage  regulat- 
ing the  transfer  of  clergymen  from  one 
diocese  to  another,  it  is  necessary  that 
none  should  be  received  into  a  diocese  or 
missionary  jurisdiction  of  the  Anglican 
Communion  until  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  into  which  he  goes  has  received 
concerning  him,  in  addition  to  whatever 
other  Letters  Testimonial  may  be  required, 
a  direct  communication  or  a  letter  of  trans- 
fer from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  from 
which  he  comes. 
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FORTY  YEARS'  GROWTH. 

It  is  well  known,  no  doubt,  that  our 
Diocese  has  this  year  fulfilled  forty  years 
as  a  separate  organization;  and  as  with 
j  individuals,  so  with  the  Church  as  a  body, 

"  'Tis  greatly  wise  to  talk  with  our  past 

years, 
And  ask  them  what  report  they  bore 

to  heaven, 
And  how  they  might  have  borne  more 

welcome  news." 

In  another  column  will  be  found  a 
Table  of  Comparative  Statistics  from  1869 
I  to  1908  inclusive,  gathered  from  the  Con- 
vention journals,  and  this  will  help  us 
'wonderfully  in  carrying  on  that  conversa- 
tion with  ourselves  as  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Central  New  York.  It  will  be 
seen  in  that  list  that  there  are  some  things 
to  encourage  us,  and  some  that  ought  to 
make  us  humble,  if  not  actually  ashamed, 
j  The  increase  in  the  number  of  Clergy  is 
good;  the  increase  in  the  number  of  com- 
municants is  large;  the  increase  in  the 
amount  of  offerings  is  very  creditable. 
But  look  at  the  Sunday  School  work !  In 
1869,  with  only  65  Clergy,  and  108 
parishes  and  missions,  there  were  925 
teachers  and  6,795  scholars;  while  in 
1908,  with  115  Clergy  and  152  parishes 
and  missions,  there  are  only  906  teachers 
(and  8,280  scholars.  An  actual  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  Sunday  School  workers, 
and  less  than  25  per  cent  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  attending,  and  that  in 
one  of  the  most  important  branches  of  the 
(Church's  work.  What  does  it  mean  ?  If 
Kve  could  feel  that  the  parents  in  these  days 
hvere  more  diligent  and  faithful  in  teaching 
kheir  children  the  vital  truths  of  religion 
fthan  was  formerly  the  case,  we  might  en- 
courage ourselves  to  believe  that  it  was 
(better  so  than  to  leave  the  little  ones  to 
tlhe  more  or  less  uncertain  instruction  of 
(Sunday  School  teachers.  But,  alas!  it  is 
only  too  well  known  that  home  teaching 
jin  matters  of  religion  was  probably  never 
Imore  grossly  neglected  than  it  is  to-day. 
Fathers  almost  never  broach  the  subject 
to  their  children;  and  even  the  mothers 
too  often  ease  their  consciences  of  it  with 


the  thought  that  they  will  get  all  that  is 
necessary  in  the  Sunday  School.  Since, 
therefore,  it  is  not  possible  to  have  religious 
teaching  in  the  daily  public  schools,  there 
is  nothing  left  but  the  Sunday  School  to 
furnish  it.  How  comes  it  then,  that  we 
are  allowing  this  agency  for  the  perpetua- 
tion of  our  holy  religion  to  languish  ?  For 
surely  the  condition  of  our  Sunday  Schools 
in  Central  New  York  is  a  languishing  one, 
That  table  of  statistics  points  its  long 
fingers  at  us,  who  call  ourselves  "Church 
people"  here  in  this  region,  and  says,  <r5Tou 
are  neglecting  your  little  ones !"  Is  it 
because  of  the  desecration  of  the  Lord's 
clay  that  is  so  common  at  this  time  !  is 
because  the  people  sleep,  eat  and  drink, 
and  rise  up  to  play  on  Sunday  ?  Let  us 
consider,  brethren,  let  us  consider.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

When  we  come  to  the  Baptismal  Offices 
and  read  the  rubrics  at  the  beginning  both 
of  that  for  Public  and  that  for  Private 
Baptism  of  Infants,  one  cannot  but  pause 
and  ask  oneself,  "Why  are  these  obsolete 
laws  left  in  the  Prayer  Book  ?"or  at  least. 
"What  do  these  laws  mean,  and  was  there 
once  a  need  for  them  which  has  now  pi  sa 
away?"  Listen,  for  example,  to  this: 
"The  People  are  to  be  admonished  that  it 
is  most  convenient  that  Baptism  should 
not  be  administered  but  upon  Sundays  and 
other  Holy  days,  or  Prayer  days. 
When  there  are  children  to  be  baptized, 
the  parents  or  sponsors  shall  give  knowl- 
edge thereof  before  the  beginning  oi 
Morning  Prayer  to  the  Minister  .  .  .  and 
be  ready  at  the  Font  either  immediately 
after  the  last  Lesson  at  Morning  Prayer, 
or  the  last  Lesson  at  Evening  Prayer." 
And  again:  "The  Minister  o\  every 
parish  shall  often  admonish  the  people 
that  they  defer  not  the  Baptism  of  their 
children  longer  than  the  rirst  or  second 
Sunday  next  after  their  birth,  or  other 
Holy  day  falling  between,  unless  upon  a 
great  and  reasonable  cause.  And  also  he 
shall  warn  them,  that  without  like  great 
cause  and  necessity,  they  procure  not  their 
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children  to  be  baptized  at  home  in  their 
houses." 

It  is  perhaps  an  exaggeration  to  say  that 
these  rubrics  are  positively  obsolete;  but 
it  is  true  that  they  are  so  very  largely.  One 
seldom  hears  of  a  Baptism  on  Sunday ;  and 
the  feeling  is  very  prevalent  that  it  is  a 
mistake  to  prolong  a  Sunday  service  by 
introducing  it  then;  and  as  the  majority 
of  our  Churches  have  very  few  week-day 
services,  except  in  Lent,  the  people  gen- 
erally never  see  a  Baptism  administered. 
Indeed,  the  rules  which  the  first  clauses  of 
these  rubrics  are  intended  to  establish  are 
almost  entirely  overlooked,  and  the  ex- 
ceptions which  are  allowed  in  cases  of 
great  necessity  have  taken  the  place  of  the 
rules. 

The  question  arises,  therefore,  is  there 
any  sense  in  these  rules  ?  Do  they  mean 
anything  worthy  of  consideration  ?  Let 
us  see. 

Holy  Baptism  is  the  Sacrament  of 
Regeneration,  and  also  the  means  whereby 
a  person  is  "grafted  into  the  body  of 
Christ's  Church;"  that  is  to  say,  it  is  the 
initiation  into  membership  in  the  Church. 
Well,  now,  the  Church  in  any  place  con- 
sists of  the  Minister  and  the  congregation 
— indeed,  the  Greek  word  for  Church 
means  the  congregation — it  is  ecclesia,  the 
calling  together,  the  assembly.  When, 
therefore,  a  new  member  is  to  be  initiated 
into  the  congregation,  is  it  not  fitting  that 
the  congregation  should  be  assembled  to 
receive  him  ?  Do  any  of  the  Fraternities, 
of  which  we  have  so  many  both  for  men 
and  women  in  these  days,  receive  new 
members  in  private  at  their  respective 
homes  ?  Are  not  their  exercise's  of  initia- 
tion always  conducted  in  the  presence  of 
the  assembled  society?  We  understand 
that  they  are,  and  of  course  there  is  every 
reason  why  they  should  be.  So  in  like 
manner,  when  the  Minister  of  Baptism  is 
required  to  say:  "We  receive  this  child, 
or  this  person,  into  the  congregation  of 
Christ's  flock,"  it  would  seem  to  be  the 
natural  and  proper  thing  for  the  congre- 
gation to  be  present.  But  that  is  not  all, 
for  it  is  a  very  edifying  thing  to  the  mem- 


bers of  the  congregation  to  witness  a  Bap- 
tism, and  to  hear  the  vows  repeated  which 
they  themselves  have  made,  and  to  take 
part  in  the  prayers  that  are  offered  in 
behalf  of  all  who  have  been  so  initiated 
into  the  Church.  It  may  be  objected  by 
some  that  this  is  not  necessary  at  the  time 
of  Baptism  because  Confirmation  is  \he 
act  of  "joining  the  Church,"  and  of  course 
that  is  always  administered  in  public, 
But  that  is  precisely  where  they  make 
their  mistake.  We  are  made  members  of 
the  Church  in  Baptism,  and  Confirmation 
is  a  strengthening  of  the  tie  already 
formed.

HISTORY  OF  ST.  PETER'S  CHURCH,  CAZE- 
NOVIA. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

Bishop  Onderdonk  held  services  in 
Cazenovia  as  early  as  1834.  Bishop 
DeLancey  and  various  Missionaries  held 
services  later  at  various  times,  but  little 
work  of  a  permanent  character  had  been 
accomplished  before  the  Rev.  Mason 
Gallagher  assumed  charge  of  the  Mission 
in  1844.  After  this  the  permanence  of  the 
Church  in  Cazenovia  was  assured.  There 
had  been  years  of  waiting  and  times  of 
uncertainty,  then  there  had  come  a  brighter 
day  and  a  time  of  hopefulness,  and  at  the 
Christmas-tide  of  1848  hope  obtained 
fruition.  A  Church  had  been  built,  paid 
for,  and  upon  December  28th,  1848,  was 
consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty 
God.  The  Church  was  consecrated  by  the 
Right  Rev.  Dr.  DeLancey,  Bishop  of  what 
was  then  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gallagher  had  re- 
moved from  Cazenovia  in  June,  1846. 
The  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Cox,  Jr.,  assumed 
charge  of  the  Church  early  in  the  following 
year,  and  was  the  Rector  at  the  time  of  the 
consecration  of  the  Church  building. 
Among  others  there  is  one  name  which  is 
especially  identified  with  the  planting  and 
growth  of  the  Church  in  Cazenovia,  and 
that  is  Mrs.  Charles  Stebbins,  Sr.  Per- 
sistent in  her  efforts,  unwearied  in  labors/ 
constant  in  prayers,  she  lived  to  see  the 
fulfillment  of  her  hopes,  and  to  enjoy  the 
ministrations  of  the  Church  in  a  con- 
secrated building.  Four  generations  be- 
longing to  the  family  of  this  "Mother  in 
Israel''  have  been  constant  and  faithful 
in  their  support  of  St.  Peter's  Church. 
Children,  grandchildren  and  great-grand- 
children rise  up  to  call  her  blessed,  and 


her  works  do  follow  her.  Among  thoi 
who  were  intimately  associated  with  Mrs 
Stebbins  in  the  earliest  work  of  the  Chure 
were  Mrs.  Ledyard  Lincklaen,  Mrs.  Ales 
ander  Krumbhaar,  Mr.  William  Greer 
land,  Mr.  M.  J.  Trowbridge. 

Mrs.   Lincklaen   and  Mrs.   Krumbha 
possessed  an  interest  in  the  parish  and 
zeal  for  its  welfare  which  fitly  and  effk 
iently  seconded  the  labors  of  Mrs.   Stel 
bins. 

Mr.  Greenland  was  one  of  the  fef 
Church  people  who  was  here  before  th 
organization  of  the  parish,  coming  !' 
Cazenovia  in  1843.  Upon  the  organization 
of  the  parish  Mr.  Greenland  was  elected  ! 
warden  and  was  continued  in  that  offic 
by  the  suffrages  of  the  parish  until  hi 
death  in  1866.  A  long  record  of  servic 
and  devotion  to  the  Church  and  the  parisrt 
Of  him  we  may  say,  "Well  done  good  anl 
faithful  servant."  Mr.  Trowbridge  fri 
quently  read  the  service  in  the  absence  of 
Clergyman,  and  there  is  upon  the  record 
a  minute  of  the  Vestry  thanking  him  fc 
his  services  as  a  lay  reader. 

The  parish  was  legally  organized  upo1 
November  17,  1845.     Easter  Tuesday  wa 
designated  as  the  day  for  the  annual  paris 
meeting,  and  upon  the  Tuesday  in  Easte: 
week  following  the  legal  incorporation  int 
the   Diocese,  viz. :      Tuesday    in    Easte: 
week,  1846,  the  following  named  persor 
were    duly    elected:       Wardens,   Williai 
Greenland,  M.  J.  Trowbridge;  Vestrymei 
Charles   Stebbins,   Anson  W.   Spencer,   £

The  late  Henry  Ward  Beecher,  after 
attending  the  Prayer  Book  Service  in  one 
of  the  Churches  of  England,  wrote  as  fol- 
lows to  a  friend :

It  is  a  matter  of  much  regret  to  the 
Bishop  and  many  of  the  Clergy  in  tho 
Diocese,  that  by  some  mistake  the  offerings 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Aged  Clergy  and  tho 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergymen  were 
not  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Clergy  Relief  Fund  until  a  very 
recent  date.  The  Trustees  of  that  fund 
have  been  exceedingly  generous  to  our 
beneficiaries,  and  have  made  it  quite  mani- 
fest that  we  have  gained  a  good  deal  by  the 
merger  of  our  diocesan  fund  with  that  of 
the  general  Church.  It  is,  therefore, 
particularly  to  be  regretted  that  any  mis- 
understanding should  have  arisen  about  the 
forwarding  of  offerings,  but  the  Clergy 
may  be  sure  that  great  effort  will  be  made 
to  avoid  any  such  mistake  in  future,  and 
we  trust  they  will  not  allow  it  to  dampen 
the  interest  of  the  people  in  this  important 
work.

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

With  regard  to  Holy  Baptism  it  is  well 
known  that  the  large  majority  of  Christ- 
ians baptize  infants.  We  will  not  attempt 
at  this  time  to  give  all  the  arguments  in 
favor  of  that  custom;  let  it  suffice  to  say 
that  the  Old  Testament  institution  by 
which  the  children  were  made  members 
of  the  covenant,  and  our  Lord's  own  words, 
"except  any  one  be  born  again  of  water 
and  of  the  Spirit  he  cannot  enter  into  the 
Kingdom  of  God,"  give  the  scriptural 
authority  for  the  custom  which  the  Church 
has  practiced  from  the  earliest  times.  The 
fact  that  Christ  said,  "he  that  believeth 
and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved,"  does  not 
necessarily  imply  that  faith  on  the  part  of 
the  person  baptized  is  absolutely  essential 
before  the  Sacrament  can  be  received, 
because  the  faith  of  the  parents  and  the 
sponsors  is  sufficient  for  the  time,  until  tho 
child  shall  come  to  the  age  when  he  can 
exercise  faith  himself.      And   that   is   the 
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promise  which  the  sponsors  make,  that  the 
baptized  child  shall  "believe  all  the  articles 
of  the  Christian  faith." 

But  here  it  is  very  important  to  observe, 
that  the  child  can  keep  this  promise  only 
on  condition  that  he  be  taught  what  the 
faith  is.  That  is  the  charge  which  the 
Minister  of  Baptism  is  required  to  give  to 
the  sponsors  after  it  has  been  administered. 
"You  must  remember  that  it  is  your  parts 
and  duties  to  see  that  this  child  be  taught, 
so  soon  as  he  shall  be  able  to  learn,  what  a 
solemn  vow,  promise,  and  profession  he 
has  here  made  by  you."  It  is  a  very  serious 
responsibility,  therefore,  which  sponsors 
take  upon  themselves,  and  it  is  sad  to  think 
that  the  habit  of  neglecting  it  has  grown 
upon  us  in  this  generation,  and  that  we  act 
as  if  we  expected  the  children  to  imbibe 
their  religious  instruction  from  the  atmos- 
phere, or  some  other  source  which  may 
happily  relieve  us  of  the  trouble  of  giving 
it.  This  is  a  matter  that  is  disturbing  the 
authorities  of  the  Church  a  good  deal  in 
these  days,  and  our  attention  has  been 
recently  called  to  the  fact  that  Infant 
Baptism  should  not  be  administered  where 
it  is  doubtful  that  the  proper  teaching  will 
follow  it;  and  those  resolutions  of  the 
Lambeth  Conference  published  in  this 
number  of  the  Messenger  Avill  show  how 
the  minds  of  the  assembled  Bishops  are 
exercised  on  the  subject  of  the  careful- 
religious  instruction  of  the  children  of.  the 
Church.  It  would  almost  seem  as  if  some 
people  thought  it  as  well  to  let  religion  go, 
in  the  teaching  of  the  young;  but,  in  spite 
of  the  many  failures  to  follow  the  instruc- 
tions of  childhood,  the  scriptural  rule  of 
training  up  the  child  still  remains  correct.

Grace  Church,  Cortland,  of  which  the 
Rev.  Warren  W.  Way  is  Rector,  was 
closed  during  the  summer'  months  for  re- 
pairs, and  for  certain  very  considerable 
improvements  which  the  Rector  and  people 
have  had  in  contemplation  for  some  time.

Handsome  new  oak  choir-stalls  re- 
placed the  old  ones;  a  new  brass  altar  rail 
of  beautiful  design  added;  also  new  Clergy 
stalls  and  prayer  desk.  The  chancel  is 
lighted  with  electricity  and  newly  cush- 
ioned, and  the  walls  and  ceiling  have  been 
colored  throughout  the  Church. 

The   floor  of  the   Church   was   stained 
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afresh  and  new  carpet  laid.  ~New  solid 
oak  doors  have  been  ordered  for  the  vesti- 
bule. All  these  chnrchly  and  valuable  im- 
provements are  the  work  of  a  loyal  and 
united  congregation. 

The  altar  and  reredos  are  memorials  to 
the  Rev.  James  A.  Robinson  and  wife. 
Mr.  Robinson  was  Rector  of  the  parish 
from  1875  to  1885. 

The  altar  rail  is  a  memorial  to  Bishop 
Huntington,  and  the  brass  alms-basin  to 
Miss  Alma  O'Brien. 

All  the  work  within  the  sanctuary  was 
done  by  Oscar  Luethe,  and  both  in  design 
and  appearance  is  highly  satisfactory  and 
appropriate. 

The  choir  stalls  and  triple-light  window 
were  furnished  by  R.  Geissler,  and  add 
greatly  to  this  now  appropriate  and  hand- 
some chancel. 

The  oak  floor  was  donated  by  the  Sunday 
School.  One  bequest,  one  generous  gift 
and  many  smaller  ones  have  enabled  this 
favored  parish  to  enjoy  these  permanent 
and  extensive  improvements. 


The  two  following  items  are  taken  from 
The  Parish  Outlook,  of  Zion  Church, 
Rome,  the  Rev.  Douglas  Matthews,  Rector : 

"During  the  month  of  August  while  the 
Church  was  closed  a  number  of  needed 
repairs  were  made.  Several  places  in  the 
ceiling  were  repainted,  a  leak  in  the  roof 
over  the  chancel  was  mended,  a  new  wood 
furnace  was  bought  and  has  taken  the 
place  of  the  old  one  on  the  right  side  of  the 
Church.  The  old  wood  furnace  has  been 
in  as  long  as  the  Church  has  stood  and 
when  it  was  taken  down  it  was  something 
of  a  curio,  riddled  with  cracks  and  holes, 
through  which  the  smoke  last  winter  did 
not  hesitate  to  find  its  way — to  the  annoy- 
ance of  the  congregation.  In  fact  last 
winter  we  had  many  trials  and  tribulations 
in  connection  with  the  heating  of  the 
Church,  which  this  coming  season  will  not 
annoy  us.  Storm  windows  arc  to  be  placed 
all  along  the  east  side  of  the  building,  and 
the  chilly  members  of  the  congregation 
may  take  comfort  in  the  promise  that  they 
will  be  kept  warm.     It  was  something  of  a 


consolation  recently  to  learn  that  while 
some  of  our  people  have  praised  the  com- 
fortable temperature  of  a  neighboring 
Protestant  Church  because  it  is  al way- 
well  heated,  some  members  of  that  particu- 
lar congregation  have  been  envying  the 
"even  sufficient  heat  of  Zion  Church."  So 
wags  the  world.  "Distance  lends  enchant- 
ment." 

"Recently  a  Memorial  Tablet  was  placed 
on  the  west  wall  of  Zion  Church  with  the 
following  inscription : 

In  Memory 
Peter  Quintard  White, 

Born  May,  1796, 

Died  December,  1863. 

Harriet  Tubbs, 

His  Wife, 

Born  September,  1801, 

died  August,  1831. 

Peter  Quintard  White, 

was  one  of  the  incorporators  of 

Zion  Church  in  1825 
And  a  member  of  its  first  vestry. 
This  tablet  is  erected  in  1908  in  loving 
memory  by  their  son,  Peter  White,  of  Mar- 
quette, Michigan." 


DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

The  Sunday  School  Advent 
Offering. 

The  committee  having  this  in  charge 
recommend  to  the  Rectors  and  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
Diocese  that  they  promote  the  Offering  in 
their  respective  schools  for  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Syracuse,  during  this  Advent.  The 
amount  received,  up  to  $200.00,  the  ap- 
propriation for  that  mission,  will  be  sent 
in  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  as  a 
designated  offering,  and  the  remainder  for 
Diocesan  Missions. 

It  is  hoped  that  every  school  have  part  in 
the  Offering  this  year.  The  committee  ask 
that  the  authorities  notify  that  member  of 
the  committee,  who  represents  the  District, 
of  the  number  of  boxes  required.  If  this 
is  done  immediately  the  work  oi'  the  com- 
mittee will  be  greatly  facilitated,  and  the 
expense  account  of  the  Offering  lessened.

Mr.  Mark  Levy,  a  Hebrew  Christian  lay- 
man, and  a  member  of  the  General  Con- 
vention Commission  on  the  subject  of 
Hebrew  Christianity,  has  been  licensed  to 
speak  on  that  subject  in  the  Churches  of 
this  Diocese,  when  a  special  occasion 
can  be  arranged  for  him  by  the 
Clergy.  Notice  must  be  given  before- 
hand, on  the  previous  Sunday,  if  possible, 
or  at  least  by  a  newspaper  adver- 
tisement, and  at  the  time  of  his  address 
the  Rector  should  make  a  few  preliminary 
remarks,  explaining  the  purpose  of  his 
coming  before  introducing  him  to  the  con- 
gregation. It  is  preferable  to  have  such  an 
occasion  in  the  evening. 


At  the  request  of  the  Commission  having 
charge  of  the  $5,000,000  Pension  Fund 
for  the  General  Clergy  Relief,  a  committee 
has  been  appointed  for  conference  in  this 
Diocese  as  follows:  The  Rev.  Messrs. 
Erancis  W.  Eason  and  Douglas  Matthews, 
and  Messrs.  H.  B.  Hubbard,  L.  S.  Hoskins 
and  F.  P.  Taber.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee will  be  indicated  to  them  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Commission,  and  will 
consist  chiefly  of  advising  and  assisting 
him  in  the  plans  adopted  by  the  Commis- 
sion. 


The  Bishop  has  appointed  the  Rev.  W. 
R.  McKim,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Oneida,  a  member  of  the  committee  on  the 
Advent  Sunday  School  Offering,  in  place 
of  the  Rev.  E.  F.  II.  J.  Masse,  who  has  re- 
moved from  the  Diocese. 


A  Quiet  Day. 
Several  of  our  Clergy  have  had  under 
consideration  for  some  time  the  organizing 
of  a  Parochial  Missions  Society  for  work 
in  the  Diocese.  It  is  their  desire  especially 
to  aid  in  the  much  needed  work  of  arous- 


ing new  life  in  the  decayed  parishes  and 
missions  about  the  country.  At  the  recent 
Convention  in  Syracuse  some  eight  or  ten 
of  them  conferred  together  on  the  subject, 
and  requested  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to 
•hold  a  Quiet  Day  for  them  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Oneida.  The  Bishop  agreed  to 
do  so,  and  on  Thursday,  September  24th, 
the  plan  was  carried  into  operation.  Only 
five  Clergymen  were  present  besides  the 
Bishop,  several  of  those  who  wanted  to 
come  being  unavoidably  detained.  After 
the  exercises  were  over  the  Clergy  held  a 
meeting  and  organized  a  society,  the  details 
of  which  will  be  published  in  the  next  issue 
of  the  Messenger.

GENERAL  NEWS. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
Mr.  George  C.  Thomas,  and  the  special 
Sunday  School  Agent,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Her- 
man L.  Duhring,  announce  that  the  Lenten 
Offering  from  3,617  schools  has  amounted 
to  $136,896.30. 


It  will  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St. 
Andrew  is  to  be  held  in  Milwaukee  this 
month  from  the  15th  to  the  18th.  We 
trust  that  the  chapters  in  this  Diocese  will 
be  as  fully  represented  as  possible. 

It  will  also  be  remembered  that  a  Week 
of  Prayer  is  to  begin  on  Advent  Sunday, 
for  which  Ave  published  certain  suggestions 
last  month.  This  is  intended  particularly 
for  men,  that  they  may  be  aroused  to  a 
sense  of  their  duty  in  the  matter  of  relig- 
ion; and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Clergy  will 
do  all  that  they  can  to  promote  its  useful- 
ness, for  which  end  preparation  is  neces- 
sarv. 


The  American  Church  and  the  Church 
of  England  Sunday  School  Institute  has 
appointed  St.  Luke's  Day,  Sunday,  October 
18th,  and  Monday,  the  19th,  as  days  of 
intercession  in  behalf  of  Sunday  Schools. 
The  committee  in  charge  of  the  matter 
make  the  following  suggestion's,  some  of 
which  they  trust  may  be  found  practicable, 


viz. : 
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1.  A  Special  Celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion  for  the  teachers,  with  an  ad- 
dress. 

2.  A  Devotional  Meeting  for  the  teachers 
on  Sunday,  and  on  Monday  a  similar  meet- 
ing, to  which  the  parents  of  Sunday  School 
scholars,  and  the  congregation  generally, 
may  be  invited. 

3.  Sermons  by  the  Clergy,  showing  the 
importance  of  Sunday.  School  work,  invit- 
ing parochial  interest  in  it,  and  the  per- 
sonal help  of  all  duly  qualified  persons 
(especially  young  men  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  St.  Andrew)  as  teachers,  and  pointing 
out  to  the  parents  of  scholars  how  they  may 
further  the  teacher's  efforts. 

The  first  of  the  days  might  be  observed 
as  "Sunday  School  Sunday,"  and  a  special 
children's  service  made  one  of  the  features 
of  the  proceedings.

Bishop 
Carmichael  was  an  eloquent  preacher  and 
had  great  influence  in  his  diocese  and 
throughout  the  Canadian  Church. 


Miss  Sybil  Carter,  better  known  as 
Deaconess  Carter,  was  taken  ill  on  a  rail- 
road train  when  on  her  way  to  her  home 
in  Yonkers,  and  had  to  be  removed  to  a 
hotel  in  New  London,  Conn.,  where  she 
died  on  August  28th.  Miss  Carter  Was 
well  known  in  various  parts  of  the  country 
through  her  interest  and  activity  in  the 
spread  of  the  lace  industry  among  Indian 
women,  in  which,  as  noted  in  The  Spirit 
of  Missions,  though  it  was  no  easy  matter, 


The  people  of  the  Church,  who  have  been 
aware  of  and  lamented  the  difference  here- 
tofore existing  between  the  Bishops  of  the 
American  and  English  Churches  in  China, 
will  be  glad  to  know  that  they  have  agreed 
upon  a  plan  of  arranging  their  respective 
jurisdictions,  which  it  is  hoped  will  prove 
to  be  permanent.

SYRACUSE  ITEMS. 

Mr.  Mark  Levy,  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mission for  "  Church  Work  among  the 
Jews,"  appointed  at  the  last  General  Con- 
vention, paid  Syracuse  a  visit  during  the 
early  part  of  September.  On  account  of 
the  absence  of  nearly  all  the  Rectors  from 
the  city  he  was  able  to  speak  but  twice 
here.  The  work  among  the  Jews  is  an 
important  undertaking,  and  far  from  being 
popular,  but  Mr.  Levy  does  much  to  help 
to  solve  the  question  in  a  practical,  Christ- 
like way. 


At  the  first  "session"  of  the  "school"  for 
lay  readers,  under  the  auspices  of  St. 
Philip's  Society,  the  Rev.  J.  Malcolm- 
Smith,  of  Baldwinsville,  gave  instructions 
Thursday  evening  in  the  vestry  room  of 
St.  Paul's  Church.  The  next  "session" 
will  be  held  in  the  Sunday  School  room  of 
the  Church  of  the  Saviour  sometime  this 
month,  when  the  Rev.  Karl  Schwartz  will 
give  the  instructions. 

A  Mission  Station  has  been  established 
in  Eastwood,  a  growing  suburb  of  Syra- 
cuse. Sunday  School  and  services  are 
held  each  Sunday  afternoon  at  3  and  4 
o'clock,  respectively,  in  the  town  hall  until 
a  chapel  shall  be  erected.  The  work  was 
undertaken  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of 
St.  John  the  Divine.  The  first  service  was 
held  on  the  Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity. 


THE  LAMBETH  CONFERENCE. 

[Continued] 

11.  In  the  judgment  of  the  Conference 
it  is  our  duty  as  Christians  to  make  iti 
clear  to  the  world  that  purely  secular 
systems  of  education  are  educationally  as 
well  as  morally  unsound,  since  they  fail 
to  co-ordinate  the  training  of  the  whole 
nature  of  the  child,  and  necessarily  leave 
many  children  deficient  in  a  most  import- 
ant factor, for  that  formation  of  character 
which  is  the  principal  aim  of  education. 

12.  It  is  our  duty  as  Christians  to  main- 
tain that  the  true  end  of  Bible-teaching  ii 
a  sound  and  definite  Christian  faith,  real- 
ising itself  in  a  holy  life  of  obedience  and 
love,  and  of  fellowship  in  the  Church  of 
Christ  through  the.  sanctifying  grace  of 
the  Holy  Ghost;  and  no  teaching  can  be 
regarded  as  adequate  religious  teaching 
which  limits  itself  to  historical  informa- 
tion and  moral  culture. 

13.  It  is  our  duty  as  Christians  to  be 
alert  to  use  in  all  schools  every  opportunity 
which  the  State  affords  us  for  training  our 
children  in  the  faith  of  their  parents,  and 
to  obtain  edquate  opportunities  for  such 
teaching  in  countries  where  they  do  not 
already  exist. 

14.  There  is  urgent  need  to  strengthen 
our  Sunday  School  system,  and  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  is  respectfully  re- 
quested to  appoint  a  committee  to  report 
to  him  on  the  best  methods  of  improving 
Sunday  School  instruction,  and  on  the 
right  relations  between  Sunday  Schools 
and  the  various  systems  of  the  catechising 
in  church. 

15.  It  is  of  vital  importance  that  the 
Church  should  establish  and  maintain 
secondary  schools,  wherever  they  are 
needed,  for  children  of  the  English  speak- 
ing race  in  all  parts  of  the  Anglican  Com- 
munion :  and  the  Conference  earnestly 
supports  the  plea  which  reaches  it  for  the 
establishment  of  such  schools. 

1(3.  The  Conference  draws  attention  to 
the  pressing  need  of  the  services  of  men 
and  women  who  will  consecrate  their  lives 
to  teaching  as  a  call  from  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church. 
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17.  The  regligious  training  of  teachers 
should  be  regarded  as  the  primary  duty 
of  the  Church,  especially  in  veiw  of  the 
right  use  to  be  made  of  the  light  thrown 
on  the  Bible  by  modern  research ;  and 
teachers  should  be  encouraged  in  all  their 
efforts  to  associate  themselves  for  the  pro- 
motion of  their  spirituel  life. 

IS.  The  Church  should  endeavour  to 
promote  and  cultivate  the  spiritual  life 
of  the  students  in  secondary  schools  and 
universities,  and  should  show  active 
sympathy  with  all  wisely  directed  efforts 
which  have  this  end  in  view. 

19.  The  Conference  desires  to  lay 
special  stress  on  the  duty  of  the  parents  in 
all  conditions  of  socail  life  to  take  personal 
part  in  the  religious  instruction  of  their 
own  children,  and  to  show  active  interest 
in  the  religious  instruction  which  their 
children  receive  at  school. 


Report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Lambeth  Conference  —  Appointed 
to  Consider  and  Report  upon  the 
Subject  of  Marriage  Problems. 

xour  Committee  appointed  to  consider 
arriagi 
follows : 


Marriage  Problems  beg  leave  to  report  as 


I. 
Divorce. 

The  successive  Lambeth  Conferences 
have  grown  more  and  more  emphatic  in 
utterance  on  the  sanctity  of  marriage  as 
the  root  of  the  family  life,  and  the  family 
life  as  the  basis  of  social  order. 

The  Conference  of  1908  finds  itself  in 
presence  of  a  sharp  contrast.  From  all 
parts  of  the  Mission  field  the  fact  is  borne 
in  upon  them  that  the  missionary  treats 
the  development  of  the  ideas  of  sanctity  of 
marriage  and  family  life  as  the  foundation 
on  which  he  builds  the  social  regeneration 
of  the  race.  On  the  other  hand,  the  sanctity 
of  marriage  is  being  violated  openly  in 
civilized  societies;  and  there  is  an  avowed 
determination  on  the  part  of  persons  of 
extreme  opinions  to  press  to  the  front  their 
advocacy  of  the  complete  abolition  of  the 
tie  of  marriage. 


The  function  of  the  Church  in  these 
matters  can  be  stated  quite  simply.  The 
Church  does  not  make  the  marriage.  The 
marriage  is  made  by  the  man  and  the 
woman,  their  consent  being  duly  certified. 
The  function  of  the  Church  is  three  fold  : 
To  bear  public  witness  to  the  fact  of  the 
marriage;  to  pronounce  the  blessing  of  Al- 
mighty God  upon  the  pair  who  have  of  their 
own  accord  entered  upon  the  holy  estate  of 
matrimony,  instituted  by  God  Himself; 
and  ever  after  to  guard  the  sanctity  of  the 
marriage  bond  so  long  as  they  both  shall 
live. 

It  is  impossible  to  note  with  other  than 
the  greatest  pain  and  the  gravest  condemna- 
tion the  ease  with  which  in  these  modern 
times  divorces  are  obtained,  and  the  fre- 
quency of  the  cases  in  which  the  husband 
and  the  wife  are  in  collusion  in  the  appeal 
to  the  courts  of  law. 

So  far  as  alleged  reasons  for  divorce  are 
concerned,  the  Committee  unhesitatingly 
declare  that  in  their  judgment  there  is  ar 
most  but  one  cause  for  which  a  marriage 
rightly  performed  and  also  consummated 
ought  ever  to  be  broken  by  a  court  of  law. 
That  cause  is,  to  employ  without  discussion 
a  phrase  of  a  former  Conference,  "fornica- 
tion or  adultery."  In  some  States  of  the 
United  States  of  America  the  causes  for 
which  divorce  is  allowed  are  so  numerous 
and  so  frivolous,  that  a  rising  wave  of  op- 
position has  been  called  into  existence. 
The  steady  pressure  of  the  cleanest  public 
opinion  in  favor  of  a  diminution  in  the 
number  of  causes  is  being  applied  to  the 
legislatures,  already  with  no  inconsider- 
able success.  We  would  counsel  our 
brethren  there,  and  wheresoever  in  the 
world  there  is  such  necessity,  never  to  rest 
until  they  have  purified  the  law  of  divorce 
by  the  excision  of  all  causes  save  the  one. 

For  the  formation  of  a  clean  public  opin- 
ion, and  for  its  practical  outcome  in  the 
refusal  to  be  in  social  relations  with 
adulterers  and  adulteresses,  the  Commit- 
tee would  most  earnestly  appeal  to  clean- 
living  women  in  all  the  many  ranks  and 
grades  of  life.  Pure  women  are  the  great 
human  power  for  good  in  this  cause,  and 
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not  in  this  cause  only.  They  can  apply  a 
punishment  which  will  soon  prove  to  be 
remedial  in  its  effect;  they  can  refuse  to 
have  social  relations  with  adulteress  or 
adulterer.  If  they  will  be  brave  in  this 
vital  matter,  the  Committee  are  clearly  of 
opinion  that  the  flood  of  evil  can  be 
stemmed  and  turned. 

It  is  well  known  that  there  is  a  difference 
of  opinion  on  the  question  whether  the 
really  (or  technically)  innocent  person 
should  be  allowed  to  marry  in  Church  with 
the  Church's  Service.  It  appears  to  a 
majority  of  the  Committee  that  the  objec- 
tion to  saying  the  solemn  words  over  a 
person  whose  wedlock  man  has  sundered, 
" Those  whom  God  hath  joined  together  let 
not  man  put  asunder/'  is  very  great.  It  is 
a  grievous  misfortune  that  in  so  many 
cases  the  really  innocent  person  does  not 
exist.  The  suggestion  that  the  guilty 
person  might  be  allowed  to  marry  in 
Church,  the  Committee  unanimously  con- 
demn. 


We  quote  the  following  from  the  Address 
of  the  Bishop  of  Los  Angeles,  entitled 

First    Principles. 

I  have  been  thinking  a  good  deal  lately 
about  a  remark  of  a  young  priest  to  a 
fellow-priest  and  myself.  "It  is,"  he  said, 
"a  hard  thing  to  be  an  Anglican."  And. 
as  I  have  turned  the  remark  over  in  my 
mind,  I  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that 
this  must  be  true,  and  the  fact  accounts  for 
much  that  distresses  us  in  these  present 
days.  On  the  one  side  are  those  who  con- 
ceive that  the  Church  would  be  more 
Catholic  did  they  succeed  in  popularizing, 
within  the  Anglican  Communion,  customs 
and  theories  which  are  distinctively  illegal 
and  Roman.  It  is  not  a  question  of  the 
value  of  these  practices  or  doctrines,  but 
that  they  are  Roman  no  one  can  deny. 
This  may  not  be  to  their  discredit.  There 
are  some  practices,  modern  and  Roman^ 
which  are  admirable  and  excellent.  I 
hesitate  to  say  that — not  because  it  is  not 
true,  but  because  it  seems  to  me  as  absurd 
to   appear    to   commend    a   great    Church 


which  has  produced  Thomas  A-Kempis, 
Catherine-of-Sienna  and  Thomas  Aquinas, 
and  a  host  of  others  as  devout  and  learned 
as  these ;  but  unquestionably  these  and  their 
ecclesiastical  descendants  stand  for  certain 
views  about  Christian  doctrines  which  are 
distinctively  their  own.  The  Roman 
Church  has  deliberately  adopted  these 
views  concerning  the  Papacy,  concerning 
the  relation  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  to  the 
scheme  of  redemption,  and  concerning 
ceremonial  uses  of  the  Holy  Sacrament  of 
the  Altar,  and  it  has  honestly  supported 
them.  The  Anglican  Church,  however,  on 
the  other  hand,  has  had  its  views  upon 
these  subjects,  and  it,  in  turn,  has  honestly 
supported  them.  And  yet  it  is  the  Roman 
theories  and  practices  and  devotions  that, 
in  certain  assemblages  in  the  East,  uneasy 
souls  have  said  they  would  teach  and  use, 
whether  legal  or  not. 

I  can  understand  a  man  who  after  fresh 
study  decides  to  change  his  ecclesiastical 
allegiance.  I  greatly  deplore  the  fact  that 
some  have  thought  it  necessary  to  do  so. 
I  do  not  belong  to  the  class  of  ecclesiastics 
who  attribute  wrong  motives  to  those  who 
differ  with  them.  'Nov  do  I  immediately 
charge  those  who  leave  us  as  a  Christian 
body,  to  go  elsewhere,  with  illiteracy  or 
insanity.  Many  who  have  taken  this  step 
have  been  intelligent  and  devout,  and  they 
have  followed  the  dictates  of  their  con- 
sciences. A  man  at  a  certain  point  must, 
sometimes,  break  from  a  past,  however 
cherished  it  may  be,  if  he  is  to  retain  his 
self-respect.  If  his  convictions  have 
changed,  that  is  the  only  thing  he  can  do. 
He  certainly  ought  not,  in  honesty,  to  re- 
main where  he  is,  out  of  harmony  with 
the  standards  of  his  own  Communion,  seek- 
ing to  use  methods  which  belong  to  a  Com- 
munion alien  to  the  one  with  which,  by  his 
own  volition,  he  is  connected. 

Let  me  ,  also,  remind  you  that  time  hafi 
not  changed  another  series  of  facts.  There 
has  always  been  a  difference  of  opinion 
between  the  Churches  of  the  Anglican  Com- 
munion and  the  reformed  and  Protestant 
bodies  of  England  and  the  Continent.  Our 
Church   in  her   Ordinal   and   its   preface

states  her  grounds  in  unequivocal  terms. 
She  may  be  altogether  wrong,  and  if  I  may 
judge  by  what  they  say  and  do,  I  should 
think  that  there  were  those  who,  although 
partakers  of  and  ministers  at  her  altars, 
beleive  that  she  is  wrong.  I,  for  my  part, 
however,  beleive  that  she  is  right  in  her 
theory  about  the  Ministry  and  the  Sacra- 
ments and  that  those  are  wrong  who  have 
questioned  her  position  upon  these  sub- 
jects. I  can  see  no  breach  of  chartiy  in 
this  position  but,  thinking  as  I  do  and 
pledged  as  I  am  to  our  standards,  I  should 
feel  that  I  not  only  stultified  myself  but 
that  I  did  myself  a  moral  injury  did  I 
minimize  or  make  light  of  what  I  have 
openly  professed.  This  I  have  known 
communicants  and  priests  at  our  altars  to 
do.  The  Ordinal  clearly  states^  the 
Church's  theory  of  the  ministry  which, 
at  the  most  solemn  moments  of  our  lives, 
we  have  declared  we  believed  to  be  true. 
In  consistency,  therefore,  if  we  are  eating 
the  Church's  bread  we  have  no  right  to 
imply,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  that 
the  Church  is  only  half  right  and  those 
who  deny  her  faith  may  be  as  near  the 
truth  as  she.  It  is  disloyality  to  our  spirit- 
ual mother,  by  innuendo  and  indirection, 
to  imply  that  this  ministry  of  ours  is  not 
by  ecclesiastical  lineage  a  part  of  the  one 
great  ministry  instituted  by  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Presbyterian  and  Congregational 
Churches  have  accepted  their  own  theories 
after  deliberate  thought  and  action.  That 
has  been  their  privilege,  and,  in  consist- 
ency they  are  far  fro'm  apologizing  for 
their  mental  attitude  toward  us.  We, 
you  and  I,  on  the  other  hand,  are  com- 
mitted to  our  system,  and  to  act  as  though 
the  differences  between  us  and  these  several 
religious  bodies  were  still  open  questions 
is  as  disloyal  to  our  own  Church  as  it 
would  be  to  sue  to  the  Pope  for  a  favorable 
statement  as  to  the  value  of  our  Orders. 

Anglicanism  is  a  distinct  principle  easily 
understood  and  defined.  It  is  not  atten- 
uated Romanism,  on  the  one  hand,  nor  is 
it  modified  Protestantism  upon  the  other. 

Let  me  go  back  a  bit  to  first  principles. 


If  I  know  anything  about  religion,  a 
religious  man  is  a  man  who  accepts  the 
law  of  God  as  the  law  of  his  life,  and  the 
object  of  successive  revelations  has  been  to 
enable  man  to  obey  the  Divine  command, 
to  impress  upon  him  that  the  Lord  God  is 
worthy  of  obedience  and  that  happiness 
lies  in  the  track  of  it.  It  took  the  Jew-  a 
good  many  centuries  to  learn  the  lesson, 
but  finally  they  learned  it  fairly  well.  The 
Christian  Church  is  another  school,  but 
it  is  a  school  of  advanced  scholars.  In  it 
the  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ  were  to  bo 
taught  what  He  had  commanded,  and  then, 
within  its  sacred  enclosure,  they  were  to  be 
trained  in  such  obedience  that  they  would 
gladly  conform  to  his  will.  I  conceive, 
then,  that  the  first  and  the  imperative  obli- 
gation of  a  Christian  Churchman  is  to 
obey.  If  he  does  not  want  to  be  under  auth- 
ority he  is  at  liberty,  as  a  free  moral  agent, 
to  keep  out  of  all  religious  associations. 
That  is  his  privilege,  but  if  his  preference 
brings  him  into  any  one  of  the  Churches 
of  the  Anglican  Communion  he  makes 
certain  vows  and,  especially  if  he  enters 
the  ministry,  he  pledges  himself  "to  give 
faithful  diligence  always  so  to  minister 
the  doctrines  and  sacraments  and  the  dis- 
cipline of  Christ  as  the  Lord  hath  com- 
manded and  as  this  Church  hath  received 
the  same."  Now,  as  I  understand  it,  the 
distinctive  note  of  Catholicity  is  obedience, 
and  there  are  vows  and  pledges  to  which 
we  are  voluntarily  committed.  And  no 
matter  what  elaborately  beautiful  vesture 
we  use  or  what  ceremonies  we  observe, 
varying  as  such  things  do  with  national 
traditional  Churches  and  with  national 
temperament,  we  cease  to  be  Catholics 
when  we  cease  to  obey.  We  may  wish  for 
things  that  this  Church  does  not  give  us. 
and  there  are  some  that  I  wish  for  very 
much.  We  may  desire  privileges  that  she 
does  not  allow  us,  and  there  are  liberties 
which  I  believe  that  she  might  well  grant 
but  a  true  Catholic,  while  lie  may  agitate 
ami  appeal  for  privileges  and  changes, 
must  obey  the  laws  which  he  has  volun- 
tarily accepted  as  the  law  of  his  ecclesias- 
tical life.     In  days  when  anarchy  is  ram- 
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pant,  when  legislators  and  executives  create 
and  enforce  laws  with  the  uncomfortable 
conviction  that  any  day  they  may  step  out 
of  the  front  door  to  death,  simply  because 
some  one  does  not  happen  to  like  the  laws 
they  are  making  and  executing;  when  in 
our  colleges  and  universities  the  young  men 
and  women  resent  the  rules  that  make  for 
temperance  and  decency ;  every  man  in  this 
Church  of  ours  should  be  punctilious  in  the 
matter  of  obedience  no  matter  what  his 
personal  preference  may  be.

HISTORY  OF  ST.  JAMES  CHURCH,  THERESA, 
N.  Y..  1848-1908, 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

The  first  services  of  the  Church  in 
Theresa  were  held  in  the  school  house  and 
in  the  old  Presbyterian  Church  by  Clergy- 
men from  Brownville  and  other  places, 
among  whom  were  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Starkey,  Hills  and  Samuel  and  Levi  Nor- 
ton. Finally,  with  no  Clergyman  in 
charge,  on  July  16,  1848,  a  parish  was 
organized  under  the  corporate  name  of 
"The  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men of  St.  James  Church  in  the  town  of 
Theresa,  in  the  County  of  Jefferson/'  the 
annual  election  to  be  held  on  Monday  in 
Easter  week. 

The  first  vestry  consisted  of  Horace  and 
Daniel  Parker'  as  wardens,  and  Thomas. 
Robinson,  Alonzo  M.  Ferris,  E.  W.  Lewis, 
S.  L.  George,  Willet  P.  Jarvis,  Percival 
B.  Salisbury,  Franklin  Parker,  and 
Joseph  Fayel  as  vestrymen.  Mr.  Fayel  is 
the  only  living  member  of  that  vestry  and 
still  resides  in  Theresa.  The  certificate 
of  incorporation  was  attested  by  Llorace 
Parker,  who  presided  at  the  meeting,  and 
George  W.  Cornwall  and  Joseph  Atwell, 
who  were  present  and  witnessed  the  pro- 
ceedings.  .  It.  was  recorded  in  the  County 
Clerk's  office  in  Watertown  August  12, 
1848. 

The  parish  was  admitted  into  nnion  with 
the  Diocese  the  same  year,  and  the  annual 
report  of  1849  showed  that  it  then  had  12 


families,  60  individuals  and  11  Communi- 
cants, and  3  had  been  baptized. 

In  October,  1849,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  matter  of  building 
a  Church,  and  on  February  19,  1850,  the 
vestry  adoptel  plans  for  a  frame  structure 
prepared  by  Mr.  Upjohn,  of  New  York. 
The  corner  stone  was  laid  by  Bishop  De- 
Lancey  July  19,  1850,  when  he  also  con- 
firmed Mrs.  Daniel  Parker,  Mrs.  Chauncey 
Chadwick,  Mrs.  Alonzo  M.  Ferris,  Mrs. 
Malona  Watson  and  Miss  Sarah  Pearce. 

The  Rev.  W.  A.  Fiske  became  Rector  in 
September,  1850,  and  the  Church,  having 
been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $2,600,  part  of 
which  was  given  by  Trinity  Church,  New 
York  City,  was  consecrated  August  7,  1851, 
by  Bishop  DeLancey,  who  at  that  time 
confirmed  Mrs.  George  Parker,  Mrs.  Jame:» 
Pearce  ,  Mrs.  Franklin  Corliss  and  Mrs. 
Franklin  Parker.  The  latter  says  she 
well  remembers  the  day  the  corner  stone 
was  laid  and  how  she  entertained  the 
Bishop  and  other  Clergymen  at  lunch  in 
her  somewhat  cramped  quarters  over  her 
husband's  store.     . 

About  a  month  after  the  consecration  the 
plaster  fell- from  the  ceiling,  and  the  whole 
interior  of  the  Church  was  soon  after  ceiled 
with  wood  at  an  expense  of  $160.00. 

Mr.  Fiske  resigned  December  31,  1851, 
and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  B. 
W.  Whitcher,  February  11,  1852,  to 
February  13,  1854;  Robert  Horwood 
February  11,  1855,  to  May  6,  1857;  and 
M.  B.  Benton,  spring  of  1858,  to  January 
1,  1861. 

The  Rev.  Dennis  Smith,  Deacon,  took 
charge  in  the  spring  of  1861,  and  was 
ordained  Priest  by  Bishop  DeLancey  in  St. 
James'  Church,  May  16,  1862,  the  Rev. 
Theodore  Babcock,  of  Watertown,  preach- 
ing the  sermon. 

The  tower,  terminating  in  a  tall  spire, 
was  only  slightly  connected  with  the 
Chnrch,  and  during  a  severe  gale  in  1863, 
was  blown  over  bodily  and  across  the  roof 
of  Mr.  Chadwick's  house,  partially  wreck- 
ing the  house  and  wholly  destroying  the 
tower. 
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Mr.  Smith  died  September  28,  1863, 
and  was  buried  in  the  village  Cemetery. 

♦  Then  apparently  ca.me  a  vacancy  till  the 
Rev.  John  Blair  Linn  took  charge  Septem- 
ber 17,  1865.  During  his  Rectorship  the 
tower  was  rebuilt,  but  not  so  tall,  and  the 
Church  was  otherwise  repaired  and  im- 
proved at  a  cost  of  $500.00.  The  resid- 
ence of  Mrs.  Lull,  on  the  lot  where  Dr. 
Santway's  house  now  stands,  was  bought 
for  a  Rectory  at  a  cost,  including  repairs, 
of  $1,800.00;  an  Estey  organ  was  pur- 
chased by  the  parish,  and  a  marble  Font 
was  given  by  Mr.  Asa  Whitney,  of  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.  Mr.  Linn  resigned  in  August, 
1869. 

The  Rev.  Francis  W.  Hilliard  became 
Rector  May  20,  1870.  In  July,  1873,  he 
was  placed  in  charge  of  an  Associate.  Mis- 
sion including  Theresa,  Redwood,  Ant- 
»werp,  Evans  Mills  and  the  surrounding 
region,  and  in  September  following  the 
Rev.  Hugh  Bailey,  Deacon,  became  his 
assistant.  This  plan  was  abandoned  when 
Mr.  Hilliard  resigned  in  February,  1874 ; 
but,  as  there  was  at  that  time  no  Parish 
Register  in  Antwerp  or  Evans  Mills,  the 
beginnings  of  Church  work  in  those  places 
are  recorded  in  the  Theresa  Register  at 
this  point,  including  baptisms,  confirma- 
tions, etc. 

The  Rev.  John  J.  Andrew  was  Rector 
from  May,  1874,  till  May,  1875,  and  the 
Rev.  Charles  A.  Wenman  May,  1875,  till 
October  1,  1877,  when  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Finn 
took  charge. 

On  July  1,  1877,  the  parish  received 
from  the  estate  of  the  late  Dr.  Lucius 
Hannahs,  of  Theresa,  a  legacy  of  $1,000.. 
On  the  first  day  of  January,  1878,  this  was 
loaned  upon  a  mortgage  on  a  farm  at  seven 
per  cent,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  ap- 
plied, according  to  the  terms  of  the  will, 
toward  the  Rector's  salary.  It  now  bears 
only  five  per  cent. 

On  January  5,  1878,  the  "Parsonage" 
was  sold  to  Mr.  Chadwick  for  $1,740.00, 
$640.00  of  which  was  used  to  pay  a  debt, 
the  balance  being  applied  on  a  new  build- 


ing,  (the  present  rectory),  adjoining  the 
Church.  This  was  occupied  August  1st 
following  by  Mr.  Finn  who  remained  till 
the  end  of  the  year  1879. 

The  Rev.  G.  G.  Perrine's  rectorship 
lasted  from  September  1,  1880,  to  October 
6,  1892, — the  longest  in  the  history  of  the 
parish.  The  records  of  his  official  acts  in 
both  Redwood  and  Theresa  show  that  he 
was  a  true  shepherd  of  the  sheep  commit- 
ted to  his  care,  and  he  is  still  spoken  of 
with  much  affection  by  those  who  knew 
him. 

The  Rev.  John  C.  Smiley  took  charge 
Christmas,  1892,  and  remained  till  Aug- 
ust, 1901.  Besides  bringing  a  large  num- 
ber of  young  people  to  baptism  and  con- 
firmation, he  succeeded  in  raising  several 
thousand  dollars  outside  of  the  parish,  and 
practically  rebuilt  the  Church,  which  was 
given  a  new  foundation  and  a  handsome 
brick  exterior  with  stone  trimmings.  The 
interior  was  ceiled  anew  throughout,  new 
winodws,  mostly  memorials,  replaced  the 
old  ones,  a  new  pulpit,  new  organ,  a 
polished-brass  altar  rail  and  a  handsome 
carved  oak  altar  were  added,  the  latter 
being  a  memorial  to  the  late  Roswell  P. 
Flower.  The  sacristy  was  greatly  en- 
larged to  accommodate  the  vested  choir, 
and  the  whole  building  was  lighted  bv 
electricity. 

Soon  after  Mr.  Smiley  loft  came  the 
Rev.  Dr.  E.  T.  Evans,  who  remained  till 
the  Spring  of  1902.  During  this  time  a 
rear  portion  of  the  Rectory  was  raised 
thus  giving  an  additional  sleeping  room  up 
stairs. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Knott  had  charge  a  few 
months  in  1902.  ' 

Next  came  the  Rev.  C.  J.  Lambert  for  a 
few  months  in  the  summer  of  1903. 

During  the  fall  of  the  same  year  the 
Rev.  F.  P.  Winne,  of  YVatertown.  officiated 
as  a  supply  for  a  few  weeks  only. 

The  present  Rector,  Rev.  Thomas  Duck, 
took  charge  Easter  Day,  April  U.  1901.

The 
reason  for  these  exceptions  is  manifest  to 
every  one  who  thinks  of  the  character  of 
the  service,   and  of  the  persons  who  are 
referred  to  in  the  rubric.     The  whole  tone 
of  the  Burial  Office  is  that  of  an  assured 
and  confident  hope ;  it  is  taken  for  granted 
that  the  departed  one  has  gone  hence  in 
faith   and   penitence,    and   in    a   state   of 
peace  with  God  and  men.     Our  Lord  said, 
"He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall 
be  saved."     St.  Peter  said,  "Kepent  and 
be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins," 
&c.     Baptism  is  the  door  of  admission,  the 
sacrament  of  initiation,  into  the  Church. 
Unbaptized    persons,    therefore,    are    not 
members  of  the  Church,  they  do  not  belong 
to  the  Society;  and  the  service  for  burial 
is  intended  only  for  such  members.     Does 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  use  its  burial  rites 
for    those    who    are    not    members  %     Of 
course  not.     There  is  this  difference,  how- 
ever,    leaning    towards    charity     in     the 
Church,   that  unbaptized  infants   are  not 
excluded   from   burial   with   this    service, 
because  it  is  not  their  fault  that  they  were 
not  brought  within  the  Fold.     But  grown 
people  who  have  not  been  baptized,  have 
taken  the  responsibility    of    refusing    to 
come  into  the  Church,  they  did  not  care 
for  its  privileges  or  its  blessings  during 
their  life  time,  and  of  course  the  inference 
is  that  they  do  not  care  for  them  after  they 
are   gone.      At   all   events,    they   have   no 
right  to  expect  them.     As  for  those  who 
"die  excommunicate,"  it  is  manifest   that 
(hey  also  die  impenitent,  because  if  they 
had   been  penitent  they  would  have  been 
restored  to  the  communion  of  the  Church, 
and  impenitence  i^  nor  a  secure  basis  of 
hope.     The  words  of  the  Burial  Otfice  do 
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not  adapt  themselves  readily  to  such  cases. 
And  the  same  may  he  said,  though  even 
more  emphatically,  of  those  "who  have 
laid  violent  hands  on  themselves."  Some- 
times suicide  is  the  result  of  insanity,  and 
in  such  cases  there  is  no  responsibility. 
But  when  people  of  sound  mind  take  their 
own  lives,  they  go  before  God  with  hands 
stained  with  their  own  blood,  and  are 
guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  sixth  command- 
ment of  the  Decalogue.  Of  conrse  it  is 
not  the  part  of  man  to  pronounce  eternal 
sentence  upon  any  other  man;  but  the 
CI  lurch  is  clearly  right  in  refusing  to  use 
such  a  service  as  that  of  the  Prayer  Book 
over  the  remains  of  a  wilful  suicide. 

But  this  is  not  to  say  that  the  Clergy 
should  refuse  altogether  to  officiate  at  the 
burial  of  any  of  the  above  mentioned 
persons.  Funerals  are  occasions  which 
concern  the  living  as  well  as  the  dead,  and 
their  feelings  are  to  be  considered  to  the 
extent  of  doing  all  that  is  consistent  with 
law  and  propriety.  Some  other  service 
may  be  used,  a  modification  of  that  in  the 
Prayer  Book,  which  will  be  satisfactory 
to  the  friends  of  the  deceased,  without 
expressing  anything  out  of  keeping  with 
Christian  teaching  under  the  circum- 
stances. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese  would  say,  that  he 
lias  several  times  been  requested  to  set 
forth  for  the  use  of  the  Clergy  some  ap- 
propriate form  of  service,  to  be  used  on 
such  occasions  as  are  referred  to  above; 
and  1  laving  consulted  with  two  of  our 
well  known  liturgical  scholars,  both  of 
whom  were  members  of  the  Prayer  Book 
Revision  Committee  in  1892,  he  now  sub- 
mits an  office  which  he  hereby  authorizes 
for  use  in  the  Diocese. 
Office  foe  the  Bubial  of  the  Dead, 
when  the  Prayer  Booh  Office  may 
not  be  used. 

At  the  house. — My  son,  despise  not 
those  the  chastening  of  the  Lord,  nor  faint 
wlioii  thou  art  rebuked  of  Him;  for  whom 
the  Lord  loveth  He  chastcneth,  and 
sceurgeth  every  son  whom  lie  rccciveth.'

Tiie  American  Sabbath  Union  is  to 


hold 


its    annual    meeting    in    Utica    on 


November  8,  9,  and  10,  and  we  have  been 
requested  to  ask  the  Clergy  to  give  some 
attention  to  its  purpose  and  work,  if 
possible,  by  having  special  sermons  con- 
cerning Sunday  observance  on  the  8  th,  or 
in  any  other  way  that  may  be  convenient 
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for  tliem.  It  is  one  of  the  very  important 
matters  that  call  for  plain,  emphatic 
teaching  in  our  age,  that  the  Lord's  Day 
should  be  retained  among  the  necessary 
institutions  of  Christianity.  The  old 
Puritanical  theory  has  failed  and,  as 
usual,  people  have  gone,  practically  to  the 
other  extreme,  in  many  cases  making  no 
difference  between  Sunday  and  any  other 
day  so  far  as  either  work  or  play  is  con- 
cerned, and  in  large  numbers  of  cases 
using  the  day  for  mere  physical  rest  and 
amusement.  We  must  try,  therefore,  to 
find  a  happy  mean  between  the  unnecessary 
strictness  of  the  Puritans  and  the  entire 
disregard  of  many  of  our  contemporaries, 
if  we  are  going  to  preserve  the  day  for 
religious  purposes  of  any  sort.  If  we  can 
impress  upon  people's  minds  the  duty  of 
public  worship  on  the  Lord's  Day,  so  that 
their  consciences  will  be  engaged  in  its 
observance,  we  need  hardly  insist  upon  the 
laying  aside  of  every  sort  of  recreation. 
The  old  requirement  of  worship  and  no 
recreation  has  snapped,  and  the  negative 
is  now  put  in  the  wrong  place.

St.  Philip's  Church,  Syracuse. 

St.  Philip's  Church,  Syracuse,  is  the 
only  one  in  the  Diocese  of  Centr'al  Xew 
fork,  having  a  congregation  of  negroes. 

Its  life  and  work  began  with  a  service 
conducted  by  Eev.  H.  G.  Coddington  on 
Sunday  evening,  July  25th,  1897,  in  the 
dwelling  house  at  the  corner  of  State  and 
Cedar  Streets.  Fourteen  persons  were 
present,  six  of  whom  are  still  members  of 
the  organization.  The  name  "St.  Philip's 
Church"  was  then  chosen.  The  services 
have  been  continued  from  the  beginning 
without  failure,  first  in  a  Lodge  Room, 
and  then  for  a  considerable  period  in  St. 
Paul's  Chapel,  and  finally  in  a  building 
belonging  to  the  congregation.  In  May, 
1901,  Bishop  Huntington  and  other 
friends  having  furnished  the  money  a 
dwelling  house  at  209  Almond  Street  was 
purchased  and  fitted  for  the  use  of  the 
congregation  as  a  place  of  worship.  A 
mortgage  of  $1,100.00  remains  upon  the 
property   which    is   now   probably   worth 


more  than  the  purchase  price  of  $3,000.00. 
In  January,  1901,  the  Church  was  incor- 
porated under  the  "Free  Church  Act" 
with  a  board  of  seven  trustees,  five  of 
whom  are  colored  men.  Several  of  the 
Diocesan  Clergy  have  aided  the  movement, 
and  for  three  short  periods,  each  of  a  year 
or  more  in  duration,  the  Hector  has  had 
the  assistance  of  a  colored  Deacon  or  Lay 
Reader.  The  Rev.  N".  Peterson  Boyd,  now 
in  charge  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  Brook- 
lyn, served  as  curate  for  nearly  two  years. 
He  Avas  followed  by  the  Rev.  Floarda 
Howard,  now  of  Philadelphia,  who  re- 
mained about  a  year,  and  .during  the 
greater  part  of  the  past  year  Mr.  Wilbur 
Q.  Rogers  has  acted  as  Lay  Reader. 

There  are  three  congregations  of 
colored  people  in  Syracuse,  Baptist, 
Methodist  and  St.  Philip's,  and  about 
1,500  persons  of  the  negro  race. 

St.  Philip's  Church  has  a  small  vested 
choir,  a  Sunday  School  of  35  children,  a 
Communicant  list  of  5G  persons,  an  Altar 
Guild,  a  Parish  Aid  Society  and  a  Branch 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  In  its  parish 
books  have  been  recorded  62  Baptism-.  96 
confirmations,  8  marriages  and  IS  burials. 
The  committee  in  charge  of  the  Advent 
Offerings  of  our  Diocesan  Sunday  Schools 
has  determined  to  ask  the  schools  to  give 
their  help  to  St.  Philip's  Church.

We  should  be  very  glad  to  accede  to  such 
a  plan.  Eleven  copies  of  the  Messenger 
\o  one  address  are  now  given  for  $5.00. 
We  should  be  willing  to  give  the  children 
eleven    copies    for    $4.00,    thus    enabling

them  to  clear  $1.50  on  every  eleven  sub- 
scribers.

PAROCHIAL  NOTES. 

Trinity  Church,  Seneca  "Falls. — 
The  Kev.  W.  Bours  Clarke,  Kector. 
Through  the  generosity  of  a  devoted  com- 
municant, the  sanctuary  of  Trinity  Church 
has  been  very  much  beautified  and  im- 
proved. The  walls  have  been  decorated 
and  electric  lights  placed  all  round  the 
great  brick  arch  of  the  chancel.  The  lights 
were  placed  as  a  memorial  to  Miss  Hannah 
Thompson  by  her  niece,  Mrs.  Adeline  F. 
Cowing.  The  decorating  was  made  pos- 
sible also  by  Mrs.  Cowing's  generosity. 
The  work  was  done  by  R.  Geissler,  of 
New  York. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  on  October 
6th,  Mr.  Stephen  D.  Mickley  was  ap- 
pointed Junior  Warden  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  W.illiam  B. 
Lathrop,  and  Mr.  F.  Tracey  Wells  was 
elected  as  vestryman. 

On  September  15th,  the  Rector,  (the 
Rev.  William  Bours  Clarke,)  entered  upon 
the  16th  year  of  his  rectorship. 


St.  Awn's,  Afton. — The  Rev.  Henry 
S.  Sizer,  Rector.  This  Church  has 
recently  been  painted,  and  a  .  new  slate 
roof  put  on  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $400,  the 
entire  sum  having  been  raised  by  subscrip- 
tion in  the  parish. 


A  valuable  property,  consisting  of  a 
large  lot  and  comfortable  house,  has  been 
given  to  Zion  Church,  Rome,  to  be  used 
as  a  rectory.  Mrs.  George  W.  Day  is  the 
generous  donor,  and  it  is  given  as  a 
memorial  of  her  husband. 


St.  Matthew's  Church,  Moravia. — 
The  Rev.  W.  S.  Stevens,  Priest  in  charge. 
In  old  St.  Matthew's  Parish,  founded  in 
1823,  the  fall  work  has  been  taken  in 
hand  in  real  earnest  and  several  improve- 
ments and  betterments  have  been  made  and 
others  are  to  be  done  just  as  soon  as  the 
workmen  can  get  to  them.  The  Church 
is  now  being  painted  and  will  look  very 
much  better  in  its  new  dress  of  stone  gray. 
A  cross  of  cast  iron  of  over  200  pounds  in 
weight  has  been  placed  on  the  front  gable 
of  the  Church,  which  adds  greatly  to  the 
appearance,  since  never  till  now  has  this 
Church  been  possessed  of  an  external  cros? 
of  any  description.  The  front  porch  is  to 
be  enclosed  with  sash  and  doors  and  made 
thereby  into, a  vestibule  for  the  protection 
of  the  main  doorway  from  drafts.  Two 
new  Chancel  lights,  electric,  have  been 
put  in  and  are  most  effective.  The 
furnaces  have  been  overhauled  and  put  in 
first  class  shape  for  the  winter. 

On  St.  Luke's  day  at  the  late  Celebra- 
tion a  new  pair  of  Eucharistic,  and  also  a 
new  pair  of  three  branched  Vesper  candle- 
sticks were  used  for  the  first  time — they 
come  from  R.  Geissler,  and  are  most 
dignihed  in  design  and  solid  in  construc- 
tion. These  candlesticks  were  bought 
with  funds  furnished  by  the  Altar  Guild 
for  that  purpose. 

It  is  expected  that  by  Easter  a  new  altar 
and  reredos  will  be  in  place,  since  .the 
money  for  the  materials  has  been  promised. 
While  all  that  has  been  said  refers  to  the 
material  improvements  only,  yet  there  is 
also  much  that  might  be*  said  of  the  in- 
creased interest  in  the  work  of  the  parish 
along  spiritual  lines,  for  the  people  really 
do  seem  to  be*  awakening  to  their  spiritual 
privileges  and  duties. 


Christ  Church,  Oswego. — The  Rev. 
R.  IT.  Gesner,  Rector.  A  special  service 
of  thanksgiving  for  the  safe  return  of  the 
Rector  and  his  wife  from  the  Pan  Anglican 
Congress  was  held  in  this  parish,  the 
musical  part  of  which  was  arranged  by  the 
Choirmaster,  Prof.  Schilling. 

Since  the  first  of  August  the  parish  had 
the   pleasure   of   listening    to     a    former 
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Rector,  the  Eev.  L.  G.  Morris,  of  Los 
Angeles,  and  to  the  Eev,  Anthon  T.  Ges- 
ner,  Canon  of  the  Cathedral  of  the  Merci- 
ful Saviour,  Faribault.  The  vestry  have 
contracted  for  the  putting  in  of  a  new 
Koss  Motor  to  blow  the  org;an,  the  old  one, 
after  many  years  of  service  having  broken 
down  beyond  repair. 

The  Rector,  wardens  and  vestrymen 
have  accepted  from  the  children  of  Mr. 
Leonard  Ames  and  Mrs.  Ann  M. 
Ames,  a  new  altar  and  reredos  in  memory 
of  their  mother.  The  chancel  rail  was 
given  some  years  .  ago  by  Mrs.  Ann  M. 
Ames  in  memory  of  her  husband  Leonard 
Ames,  a  faithful  vestryman  of  the  Church. 
The  new  memorial  which  will  com- 
memorate one  of  the  saintly  benefactors  of 
the  parish,  is  a  dignified  and  stately  piece 
of  architecture,  of  the  finest  black  walnut, 
finelv  carved,  and  filling  the  entire  rear 
wall  of  the  chancel.  Both  altar  and  reredos 
were  consecrated  by  the  Rector  on  St. 
Luke's  day,  October  18th.

On  Tuesday,  September  29th,  the  Feast 
of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  advanced  to  the  Priesthood 
the  Rev.  Geo.  Carleton  Wads  worth, 
Deacon,  in  Grace  Church,  Utica.  Morn- 
ing Prayer  was  said  at  10  :30  by  the  Rev. 
Las.  J.  Burd,  the  lessons  being  read  by  the 
Rev.  Jesse  Higgins,  and  at  11  o'clock  the 
Ordination  service  was  begun,  the  Ladies' 
Volunteeer  Choir  of  the  parish  singing -a 
hymn  while  a  goodly  number  of   Clergy 

rcame  into  the  chancel,  preceded  by  the 
candidate.  The  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  John  R.  Harding,  D.D.,  Rector 
of  Trinity  Church,  under  whose  super- 
vision Mr.  Wadsworth  has  been  studying, 
and  he  also  presented  him  for  ordination. 
The  Bishop  intoned  the  Veni  Creator 
SpirituSj  and  the  Clergy  who  united  in  the 
laying  of  hands,  besides  those  already 
mentioned,  were  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bellinger, 
Ilector  of  the  parish,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Coley,  Parker,  Byron-Curtiss,  Crydenwise, 
White  and  Sehrader,  of  this  diocese,  and 
Messrs.  Beeson  and  Pike  of  the  diocese  of 
Albany. 


After  the  first  of  this  month  Mr.  Wads- 
worth  will  have  charge  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Oriskany,  in  connection  with  St. 
John's,  Whitesboro,  where  he  has  been 
serving  for  the  past  two  year-.

DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

Apportion  ment   foe   Genebax 
Missions. 

The  Board  of  Managers  in  New  York 
in  making  out  the  apportionments  for  the 
several  dioceses  and  districts  throughout 
the  country  for  the  ensuing  year,  have  in- 
creased the  amount  for  Central  New  York 
to  $11,200,  which  is  $500  more  than  it 
was  last  year. 

Looking  at  this  from  one  side  of  the 
question,  and  considering  that  we  have 
never  raised  in  the  diocese  more  than  half 
the  sum  apportioned  to  us,  it  may  seem 
to  some  people  absurd  that  they  should  go 
on  year  after  year  increasing  the  amount. 
Such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  is 
regarded  as  very  discouraging,  and  those 
who  feel  so  are  sometimes  disposed  to  give 
up  the  attempt  altogether.  But  there  is 
another  aspect  of  the  matter  which  has  a 
totally  different  appearance.  In  the  list 
of  apportionments  sent  to  us  from  the 
Missions  House,  we  find  how  much  per 
communicant  is  asked  from  the  several 
dioceses,  and  it  is  bv  no  means  the  same 
in  all.  It  ranges  from  12  cents  per  com- 
municant in  Alaska  to  $1.56  in  New  York 
and  Pensylvania;  and  ibis  is  the  way  it 
stands  where  C.  X.  Y.  comes  in,  viz.  : 
Albany,  57;  Atlanta,  62;  California,  72: 
C.  N,  Y.,  50;  Cen.  Pennsyvania,  64; 
Colorado,  86;  Connecticut,  73.  Are  our 
people  poorer  than  in  all  these  other 
dioceses '(

Church  Sunday  School 
Institute  of  Syracuse  be  requested  to 
formulate  a  plan  whereby  each  Sunday 
School  may  be  visited  by  a  committee  from 
time  to  time  from  September  till  June  in 
each  year.  The  duty  of  this  Committee 
shall  be  to  inspect  the  schools,  suggest  im- 
provements, and  to  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  such  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations. The  Executive  Committee 
shall  issue  a  report  to  each  Sunday  School 
in  ^November,  February  and  May,  incor- 
porating, what  in  its  opinion,  may  be 
valuable  in  the  suggestions  of  the  several 
visiting  committees. 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year  resulted  as  follows:  President,  Eev. 
I.  M.  Merlinjones,  D.D.,  Church  of  St. 
John  the  Divine;  Vice  President,  Eev. 
Walter  E.  Jones,  Calvary  Church;  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, Mrs.  Eobert  E.  Dey, 
these  with  three  more  to  be  appointed  by 
the  president  will  form  the  Executive 
Committee. 


Arrangements  for  the  week  of  prayer 
have  been  made  which  will  be  as  follows : 
Union  service  each  noon  at  St.  Paul's 
Church,  from  12:10  to  12:30.  Each  of 
the  leading  parishes  will  have  evening 
service,  either  every  evening  or  every 
other  evening,  and  will  attend  the  alter- 
nate evening  at  St.  Paul's  Church.  The 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  *the  St. 
Phillip's  Society  and  the  Sunday  School 
Institute  have  given  their  hearty  approval 
to  the  week  of  prayer,  and  will  do  all  in 
their  power  to  work  and  pray  for  its  suc- 
cess. 


St.  John's  Mission,  Phoenix. 
An  appeal  was  made  in  the  June  num- 
ber of  the  Gospel  Messenger  to  the  loyal 
communicants  of  the  Diocese  to  kindly 
assist  the  members  of  St.  John's  Mission, 
Phoenix,  in  the  erection  of  a  place  of 
worship.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
Church  at  this  time  had  an  opportunity 
of  occupying  a  larger  place  in  the  life  of 
the  people  of  that  town.  The  prospect  is 
nothing  more  nor  less  than  the  extension 
of  the  Divinvc  Institution  given  us  by  the 
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Son  of  God  as  a  means  whereby  the  world 
is  to  be  redeemed.  Although  only  one 
person  outside  of  the  Mission  has  made 
a  response  to  the  appeal  we  do  not  believe 
that  the  Church  people  in  this  Diocese  are 
disinterested  in  the  missionary  work.  We 
believe  that  they  simply  have  not  made  it 
a  personal  matter.  Will  you  please  con- 
sider that  I  am  writing  this  to  you.  A 
Priest  of  the  Church  sent  by  the  Bishop 
is  endeavoring  to  establish  the  Church  in 
a  town  where  there  are  hundreds  of  un- 
baptized  people.  Will  you  help  to  do  it  ? 
The  people  at  the  Mission  are  working 
hard  to  have'  a  Church,  and  are  worthy  of 
being  helped.  We  need  in  all  about 
$3,500.00.  Offerings  may  be  sent  to  the 
Eev.  Walter  E.  Jones,  121  Green  Street, 
Syracuse.

Church,  Boston,  to  succeed  Bishop  Sat- 
terlee,  and  he  has  also  declined. 


The  Bev.  Frederick  J.  Kinsman,  D.D., 
the  newly  elected  Bishop  of  Delaware  in 
succession  to  Bishop  Coleman,  was  conse- 
crated on  October  28th,  the  Feast  of  St. 
Simon  and  St.  Jude,  in  Trinity  Church,

Third  District. 

The  Fall  Convocation  of  the  third  dis- 
trict met  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Harpurs- 
ville,  on  the  last  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
of  September.

St.  Peter's,  Bainbridge,  and  the  Bector  of 
the  home  parish.  At  the  service  Tuesday.

The  Convocation  lunched  at  the 
Rectory,  after  which  suitable  resolutions 
of  appreciation  of  the  hospitality  extended 
were  passed. 

The  Bector  of  Grace  Church,  Elmira, 
invited  the  members  of  the  Convocation 
to  be  present  at  the  consecration  of  the 
new  Church  in  Elmira  on   November  4th.

In 
attendance  were  Dean  Rose,  Archdeacon 
Cooke,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Beauchamp, 
Coddington,  Doolittle,  Empringham,  Ges- 
ner,  Grant,  Hayward,  Hyde,  Jones,  Mc- 
Neil, Merlinj  ones,  Mott,  Munson,  Murray, 
Ottaway,  Perrine,  Raymond,  Saphore, 
Schwartz,  Malcolm-Smith,  B.  T.  Stafford, 
Way,  Westcott  and  Wilson — a  record- 
breaking  attendance.  .  Treasurer  Frank  L. 
Lyman  of  the  Diocese,  and  Charles  L. 
Behm,  of  the  District,  were  also  present. 

At  Evensong,  on  Tuesday,  after  the 
Dean's  report  he  introduced  the  Rev.  Rich- 
mond II.  Gesner,  of  Christ  Church,  Os- 
wego, whose  address  on  the  missionary 
aspects  of  the  Pan- Anglican  Congress  was 
most  enthusiastic  and  interesting.  On 
Wednesday  morning,  after  an  early  cele- 
bration of  the  Holy  Communion,  a  busi- 
ness meeting  was  held  at  nine  o'clock. 

The  Dean  reported  the  addition  of  $120 
to  the  District  apportionment  for  General 
Missions,  and  the  revised  list  prepared  by 
the  Executive  Committee  was  read.  The 
following  resolutions  were  passed  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Dean  be  invited 
to  visit  the  mission  stations  at  Jiis  con- 
venience, and  arrange  for  missionary  meet- 
ings from  time  to  time. 

That  the  Archdeacon  be  invited  to 
speak  in  each  parish  and  mission  station 
in  the  District,  at  least  once  each  year. 

That  it  be  recommended  to  all  com- 
municants of  the  Fourth  District  to  make 
a  special  prayer  at  noon  of  each  day  for 
the  success  of  missions;  that  at  twelve 
o'clock  each  communicant  pause  in  his 
or  her  work  for  a  few  moments  and  offer 
such  a  prayer,  either  orally  or  mentally; 
that  printed  copies  of  snch  a  prayer  be 
furnished  to  the  Clergy.

OBITUARY. 
"William  Bruffey  Lathrop. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  Trinity 
Church,  Seneca  Tails,  K".  Y.,  on  Tuesday, 
October  6th,  1908,  the  following  was 
adopted  and  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  Gospel 
Messenger  : 

Since  we  last  met  together,  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church  has  called  one  of  our 
number  from  the  Church  Militant  to  the 
Church  Expectant. 

William  Bruffey  Lathrop  was  elected  a 
member  of  this  Vestry  in  1877  and  in 
1885  became  Junior  Warden,  retaining 
that  office  until  his  death,  on  Thursday, 
September  24,  1908. 

Althought  for  some  years  past  the  in- 
firmities of  age  prevented  him  from  attend- 
ing ,the  services,  his  interest  and  loyalty 
in  the  Church  of  his  affection  never 
wavered,  but  so  long  as  health  of  mind  and 
body  permitted,  he  wyas  faithful  to  all  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Vestry,  in  his  quiet  way,  assisted 
much  in  its  deliberations  and  the  carrying 
out  of  its  plans. 

His  Rector  and  associates  desire  thus  to 
place  on  record  their  sense  of  loss  and  their 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  their  de- 
parted brother. 

Grant  him,  O  LORD,  eternal  rest  and 
may  light  perpetual  shine  upon  him. 


Mrs.  Catharine  Rountree  Harding. 
On  Wednesday  night,  October  14th, 
Mrs.  Catharine  Rountree  Harding,  wife 
of  the  Rev.  John  R.  Harding,  D.  D.,  of 
Utica,  departed  this  life  after  a  long  and 
painful  illness.  Mrs.  Harding  was  taken 
with  typhoid  fever  in  the  latter  part  of 
August,  and  the  fever  left  her  with  com- 
plications which  were  in  the  end  the  cause 
of  her  death.  At  her  funeral  in  Trinity 
Church,  Utica,  on  Saturday,  the  17 til, 
besides  a  congregation  of  lay  people,  there 
was  a  large  attendance  of  Clergymen  in 
surplices,  who  came  from  different  places 


to  manifest  sympathy  with  their  afflicted 
brother  and  his  family.  A  meeting  of 
these  Clergymen  was  held  the  same  day 
and  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
to  draw  upon  their  own  behalf  some  exp  res- 
sion  of  their  feeling.  The  committee  con- 
sisted of  the  Rev.  Drs.  Bellinger  and  Cod- 
dington,  and  the  Rev.  H.  S.  Longley  and 
the  communication  which  they  sent  to  Dr. 
Harding  is  as  follows: 

The  Rev.  John  R.  Harding,  D.D., 

Rev.  and  Dear  Dr.  Harding — At  a 
meeting  of  the  Clergy,  present  at  Trinity 
Church,  Utica,  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
October  17th,  1908,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  appointed  us,  the  undersigned,  a  ' 
committee  to  express  to  you  our  sympathy 
in  the  deep  affliction  which  has  come  t<> 
you  in  the  death  of  your  wife.  All 
through  her  long  and  painful  illness  our 
prayers  have  been  offered  to  God  that  it 
would  please  Him  to  give  her  many  years 
of  restored  health  and  strength  on  this 
earth.  We  asked  life  of  Him,  and  He  has 
given  her  long  life,  even  for  ever  and  ever. 

We  know  what  comfort  and  support  you 
have  been  to  many  others  when  woe-. 
similar  to  your  present  woe,  have  weighed 
down  their  hearts;  how  you  have  kept 
them  from  spreading  a  pall  over  life  by 
the  abounding  consolation  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  W7hat  God  enabled  you  to 
be  to  those  stricken  mourners,  you  have 
already  shown  us  that  He  is  now  to  you. 
And  we  have  been  bettered  by  the  peace 
and  power  and  inspiration  of  your  un- 
clouded, serene  Christian  faith  at  this 
moment  of  contact  with  death,  not  attempt- 
ing to  disguise  the  awful  pain,  but  realiz- 
ing that  you  were  closer  (than  at  other 
times)  to  the  confines  of  immortality. 

On  behalf  of  our  Bishop,  our  brethren 
of  the  Clergy,  and  ourselves,  we  extend 
to  you  our  warm  and  respectful  sympathy, 
remembering  that,  though  in  life  we  are 
close-knit  together,  in  death  we  are  nor 
long  divided.

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HISTORY  OF  ST.  PETER'S  CHURCH,  RED- 
WOOD, N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

The  first  time  a  Clergyman  of  the 
Church  ever  officiated  in  the  village  of 
Redwood  was  when  the  Rev.  Ferdinand 
Rogers,  of  Brownville,  N.  Y,  read  the 
Burial  Service  over  the  body  of  Miss 
Martha  E.  Bigelow  and  baptized  a  younger 
brother  and  sister  of  the  deceased,  Novem- 
ber 15th,  1839. 

During  the  next  ten  years  occasional 
services  were  held  in  the  school-house  by 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Corson,  Slack,  Starkey 
and  Norton.  The  first  decided  steps 
>  toward  the  organization  of  a  parish  were 
taken  in  the  summer  of  1849,  when  the 
Rev.  William  Allen  Fiske  was  sent  to  take 
charge  of  the  work  in  Theresa  and  Red- 
wood. The  only  communicants  of  the 
Church  residing  there  then  were  Mrs. 
Amelia  Bigelow,  Mrs.  Betsy  Slack  and 
Miss  Sarah  F.  Bigelow,  now  the  widow  of 
Albert  White.  The  next  summer,  how- 
ever, on  July  19th,  1850,  the  day  the  cor- 
ner stone  of  St.  James'  Church,  Theresa, 
was  laid,  Bishop  DeLancey  visited  Red- 
wood and  confirmed  a  class  of  ten,  viz. : 
David  Slack,  Matthew  H.  Smith,  James 
Wright,  Charles  Roney,  Mrs.  Joseph 
Butter  field,  Mrs.  John  Thompson  and  the 
Misses  Hannah,  Amelia,  Mary  A.,  and 
Alzina  Bigelow,  thus  increasing  the  num- 
ber to  at  least  thirteen. 

On  the  15th  of  August,  1850,  a  parish 
was  incorporated  by  Daniel  Parker, 
Horace  Parker,  Franklin  Parker, 
Mathew  II.  Smith,  James  Wright,  Richard 
Gray  and  David  Slack,  to  be  known  in 
law  as  "The  Rector,  wardens  and  vestry- 
men of  St. ,  Peter's  Church  in  the  village 
of  Redwood,  County  of  Jefferson  and 
State  of  New  York."  The  first  vestry 
consisted  of  David  Slack  and  Matthew  II. 
Smith  as  wardens,  and  Richard  Gray, 
Joseph  Butterfield,  Lawrence  De  Zeng, 
Charles  Clark,  Abel  Bigelow,  James 
Wright,  II.  S.  White  and  Josiah  Buckbee 
as  vestrymen.  Monday  in  Easter  Week 
was  chosen  as  the  date  of  the  annual  elec- 
tion, and  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Fiske  was  called 


as  first  Rector  of  the  parish  thus  organ- 
ized. 

On  September  7th,  1850,  the  vestry 
decided  to  erect  a  Church  edifice,  and  M. 
H.  Smith  and  David  Slack  were  appointed 


a  building  committee. 


Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  D.  Tilton 
Bigelow,  a  friend^  of  the  Church  in  Red- 
wood, the  lot  on  which  the  Church  now 
stands,  six  rods  wide  and  reaching  from 
Church  to  Lake  Street,  was  given  and 
deeded  by  the  proprietors  to  the  parish, 
and  a  donation  of  $200.00  was  obtained 
from  Trinity  Church,  New  York  City. 

Thus  encouraged,  the  Church  people 
and  their  friends  of  Redwood  and  else- 
where, gave  liberally,  until  enough  was 
secured  to  erect  the  Church,  which  was  to 
be  "forever  free." 

The  corner  stone  was  laid  by  Bishop 
DeLancey  August  7th,  1851,  the  day  on 
which  St.  James'  Church,  Theresa,  was 
consecrated. 

The  Church  was  built  by  Elias  Getman, 
of  Redwood,  from  plans  by  Mr.  Upjohn, 
of  New  York,  at  a  cost  of  $1,400.00. 

Mr.  Fiske  withdrew  January  1,  1852, 
and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  B.  W. 
Whitcher  a  month  later.  He  held  the 
first  services  in  the  Church  the  following 
summer,  and  it  was  consecrated  by  Bishop 
DeLancey  in  May,  1853.  Mr.  Whitcher 
resigned  in  February,  1854,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded February  11,  1855,  by  the  Rev. 
Robert  Horwood,  who  remained  until  May 
6,  1857.  During  his  time  the  Church 
was  strengthened  by  cross-beams  at  the 
base  of  the  arches  to  keep  them  from 
spreading 

The  Rev.  M.  B.  Benton  had  charge  from 
the  spring  of  1858  till  January  1,  1861.. 
The  Rev.  Dennis  Smith  came  about  three 
months  later  and  remained  till  his  death, 
September  28,  18G8.  During  his  rector- 
ship the  Church  received  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  William  Bonney  $125.25,  which 
was  afterwards  expended  on  repairs. 

During  the  rectorship  of  the  Rev.  John 
Blair  Linn,  from  September  17th,  1805, 
to  August,  1869,'  the  Church  was  ceiled 
throughout  at  a  cost  of  $300. 
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Mr.  Linn  resigned  in  August,  1869,  and 
was  followed  by  the  Kev.  Francis  W. 
Milliard,  May  20,  1870,  to  February  2, 
1874;  Charles  A.  Wenman,  May,  1875,  to 
October  1,  1877,  and  J.  B.  Finn  October, 
1877,  to  the  end  of  1879.  During  Mr. 
Finn's  rectorship  the  Church  was  repainted 
and  shingled,  and  stained-glass  windows, 
mostly  memorials,  were  given,  the  whole 
costing  some  $260.00. 

The  longest  rectorship  in  the  history  of 
the  parish  was  that  of  the  Rev.  Geo.  G. 
Perrine,  from  September  1,  1880,  to 
October  6,  1892. 

In  the  summer  of  1885  the  Church 
received  new  seats,  a  carpet  and  a  coat  of 
paint  within  and  without.  January  13, 
1890,  the  spire  was  blown  off  above  the 
belfry  and  the  Church  somewhat  strained. 
It  was  rebuilt  like  that  at  Theresa,  much 
lower. 

About  this  time  the  following  memorial 
gifts  were  added:  A  walnut  Lectern  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Mary  and  Mrs.  Elvira 
Smith ;  kneeling  desk  in  memory  of  Mil- 
ton Bigelow;  Bible  in  memory  of  Mrs. 
Louisa  II.  White;  and  Marble  Font  in 
memory  of  Matthew  H.  Smith.  Mention 
should  also  be  here  made  of  the  bell  which 
bears  the  inscription,  "In  Memoriam, 
Mary  A.  Bigelow.  Died  Jan.  3d,  1867. 
"Who  being  dead,  yet  speaketh." 

The  Rev.  John  C.  Smiley  was  Rector 
from  Christmas,  1892,  to  August,  1901. 
It  was  during  his  time,  August  15,  1900, 
that  the  parish  celebrated  its  semi-centen- 
nial anniversay,  and  a  joyful  day  it  was 
for  the  little  flock  who,  amid  the  varying 
fortunes  of  the  village,  had  always  been 
loyal  and  kept  the  Church  free  from  in- 
cumbrances. 

After  Mr.  Smiley  came  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  E.  T.  Evans/D.D.,  1901,  Henry 
Knott,  1902,  and  C.  J.  Lambert,  1903. 
Also  Rev.  F.  P.  Whine,  Autumn  of  1903. 


The  Rev.  Thomas  Duck  took  charge 
Easter  Day,  April  3d,  1904. 

In  September,  1904,  the  care  of  Alex- 
andria Bay  was  added  to  that  of  Theresa 
and  Redwood,  and  since  that  time  Red- 
wood has  had  only  an  afternoon  service 
most  of  the  time.  Yet  St.  Peter's  has 
taken  uncomplainingly  its  portion  of  atten- 
tion and  done  its  duty  faithfully  to  the 
Rector,  the  Diocese  and  the  Church  at 
large,  sometimes  giving  more  for  general 
missions  than  its  apportionment. 

During  the  present  rectorship  the 
Church  has  been  again  shingled,  painted 
inside  and  out,  and  partially  recarpeted, 
and  a  handsome  Bishop's  chair  given  with 
the  inscription: 

"In  Memoriam,  Henry  Kirk  White, 
1837—1902." 

On  Easter  Monday,  this  year,  a  full 
board  of  two  wardens  and  eight  vestrymen 
was  chosen,  the  first  in  several  years,  and 
at  a  special  meeting  on  June  1st,  1908,  it 
was  decided  to  change  the  time  of  the 
annual  election  to  the  first  Tuesday  in 
Advent,  the  number  of  vestrymen  to  three, 
and  otherwise  to  conform  to  the  modern 
State  law. 

By  the  will  of  A.  A.  Holmes,  who  died 
May  29th,  1905,  the  sum  of  $-1,000  was 
bequeathed  to  the  parish,  the  income  to  be 
used  for  the  maintenance  of  services. 

This  sketch,  necessarily  brief,  gives  but 
the  material  side  of  the  picture.  Through 
the  quiet  influence  of  one  or  two  con- 
secrated lives  from  the  beginning,  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  parish  has  been  above 
the  average  and  productive  of  correspond- 


ingly good  fruits.

THE  SECOND  MISSIONARY  DEPARTMENT. 

On  another  page  of  this  issue  will  be 
found  a  report  of  the  primary  meeting  of 
the  Second  Missionary  Department,  which 
includes  the  five  dioceses  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  two  dioceses  in  New  Jersey, 
and  the  Missionary  District  of  Porto  Rico. 
There  were  some  expressions  of  surprise 
before  the  meeting  that  no  arrangement 
had  been  made  for  addresses,  &c.,  and  a 
lurking  suspicion  that  the  real  work  of 
the  Conference  was  going  to  fall  into  the 
hands  of  irresponsible  parties,  whom  the 
people  would  not  follow.  But  the  meet- 
ing in  New  York  on  November  13th  must 
have  dispelled  all  that,  for  it  proved  to  be 
merely  a  meeting  for  necessary  organiza- 
tion, the  adoption  of  a  Constitution,  elec- 
tion of  officers,  and  deciding  upon  the 
method  of  work.  A  missionary  Confer- 
ence is  to  be  held  each  year  between 
General  Conventions,  now  in  one  city  and 
now  in  another,  the  details  of  which  will 
be  arranged  by  the  Executive  Committee 
acting  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese ;  and 
a  business  meeting  will  be  arranged  for  at 
the  same  time.  The  fourth  Tuesday  in 
October  is  to  be  the  first  day  of  the 
annual  Conference,  and  in  1909  it  will  be 
in  our  own  Diocese,  in  the  city  of  Utica. 

It  behoves  us,  then,  in  Central  New- 
York,  to  be  looking  forward  to  and 
preparing  for  that  meeting.  It  will 
be  an  occasion  intended  for  the  Diocese, 
and  not  merely  for  the  city  where 
it  takes  place,  and  as  many  as 
possible  of  the  Clergy  and  people  of  the 
Diocese  should  try  to  attend,  to  welcome 
the  Bishops  and  delegates  from  the  other 
Dioceses,  and  to  show  our  interest  in  the 
great  cause  that  it  represents.  Are  we  not 
really,  as  a  Diocese,  a  trifle  too  indifferent 
in  that  great  cause  \  We  have  some  tine 
missionary  workers  ami  givers  in  Central 
New  York,  especially  among  the  women. 
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but  is  it  not  time  that  the  consciences  of 
many  of  us  need  to  be  illuminated  and 
quickened  on  the  subject?  Are  there  not 
a  large  number  of  men  who  do  not  give, 
either  directly  or  through  their  wives  and 
daughters,  any  systematic,  conscientious 
offerings  to  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God  throughout  the  world  ?  And  if  the 
offerings  do  not  come  in  regularly  when 
the  year  comes  around,  what  are  the  mis- 
sionaries to  eat  and  wherewithal  are  they 
to  be  clothed  during  that  year  when  the 
people  omit  to  give?  The  need  is  a 
regular  and  constant  one,  and  the  giving 
is  of  little  use  unless  it  correspond  to  the 
need.  People  say,  "  There  are  so  many 
calls," — perhaps  so,  but  in  these  luxurious 
days,  when  people  spend  money  for  so 
many  unnecessary  gratifications,  all  the 
way  from  an  automobile  down  to  a  lump 
of  chewing  gum,  it  is  well  to  ask  ourselves, 
''Are  we  giving  conscientiously?"  Let  us 
not  forget  the  Missionary  Conference  that 
is  to  be  held  in  Utica,  Tuesday,  October 
26th,   1909. 

STUDIES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

It  is  really  beautiful  and  highly  in- 
structive to  note,  in  pursuing  this  study 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  how  it 
provides  for  every  religious  need  in  every 
time  of  life,  and  what  a  lesson  is  contained 
in  the  order  of  its  offices.  The  worship  of 
God  comes  first,  just  as  it  does  in  the 
Lord's  Own  Prayer;  a  fact  which  teaches 
us  the  primary  purpose  and  paramount 
duty  in  going  to  Church.  Here  we  have 
Morning  Prayer,  with  its  invitation  to 
come  and  sing  unto  the  Lord,  and  worship 
Him  in  the  beauty  of  holiness" — here, 
above  all,  we  have  the  Holy  Communion, 
or  Encbarist,  which  means  "Thanksgiv- 
ing," witb  its  invitation  to  "lift  up  our 
hearts,"  to  "give  thanks  unto  our  Lord 
God."  Here  is  no  prominence  given  to 
any  man's  part  in  the  matter,  whether  he 
have  a  good  voice,  or  is  a  fine  preacher,  or 
a  man  whom  everybody  loves — the  pulpit 
and  the  sermon  come  in  their  proper  place 
on  one  side,  and  the  Altar  of  God  stands 


in  the  centre,  emphasizing  the  fact  that 
the  Church  is  God's  House,  the  House  of 
Prayer,  and  that  we  go  to  it  to  worship 
Him,  taking  the  sermon  and  the  man  that 
preaches  it  as  important  things  that  come 
in  by  the  way.  What  a  rebuke  this  is  to 
the  ungodly  habit  of  staying  away  from 
Church  because  one  does  not  like  the 
Minister,  or  does  not  care  for  his  sermons ! 
People  who  have  learned  the  lesson  of  their 
Prayer  Book  never  do  that. 

"But  after  the  office  of  worship 
in  the  Prayer  Book  come  those  that 
apply  to  the  various  stages  and 
needs  of  every  one's  life.  Holy  Baptism 
for  infancy — Catechism  for  childhood — 
Confirmation  for  youth — Matrimony  for 
the  mature  years  of  such  as  desire  it — 
Ministering  by  means  of  visitation  to  those 
that  are  sick,  and  even,  when  needed,  to 
such  as  are  in  prison — Burial  of  the  dead 
— Prayers  for  those  that  are  at  sea,  for 
Thanksgiving  day,  for  families,  &c.,  &c. 
In  this  way  the  Church  follows  her  chil- 
dren, or  rather  leads  them  every  step  in 
life,  making  provision  that  each  step  shall 
be  taken  in  the  faith  and  fear  of  God,  so 
that  the  whole  life  may  be  sanctified.  And 
what  a  lesson  is  here  also  concerning  the 
character  of  true  religion.  How  plainly 
it  says  to  us  that  religion  is  not  for  Sun- 
days only,  not  a  thing  that  appears  only 
in  the  Church,  but  goes  with  us  every  day 
from  the  cradle  to  the  grave,  guiding', 
warning,  cheering  and  chiding  us,  and 
enabling  us  to  accomplish  the  Bishop's 
prayer  at  the  time  of  our  Confirmation,  if 
we  will,  that  we  may  "daily  increase  in 
God's  Hob/  Spirit  more  and  more,  until 
we  come  to  His  everlasting  Kingdom." 
Surely  it  is  a  great  privilege  to  have  such 
a  treasure,  and  we  should  be  grateful  for 
the  possession  of  it,  and  try  to  make  the 
best  possible  use  of  it.

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THE  BIRTHDAY  OF  OUR  LORD. 

The  whole  Christian  world  celebrates 
the  birth  of  our  blessed  Lord  on  the  day 
which,  in  commemoration  of  that  event, 
we  have  named  Christmas  Day — the 
twenty-fifth  of  December.  And  yet  one 
can  scarcely  find  a  book  or  a  review,  or  a 
newspaper  article  in  which  the  date  of  onr 
Lord's  birth  is  allnded  to,  in  which  dis- 
credit is  not  thrown  upon  the  Church 
tradition  in  this  regard,  and  some  other 
date  assigned  for  which  there  is  not  a 
particle  of  evidence.  The  usual  formula 
is  to  this  effect :  "The  date  of  the  birth  of 
Christ  is  unknown,  but  it  was  certainly 
not  December  25  th,  it  was  more  probably 
in  April,  or  May,  or  June,"  or  whatever 
month  strikes  the  writer's  fancy — and 
every  month  in  the  year  has  struck  the 
fancy  of  some  writer.  Llence  it  has  come 
to  pass,  that  while  we  all  acquiesce  in  "the 
celebration  of  our  Lord's  birth  on  Christ- 
mas Day,  yet  a  great  many  are  led  to  doubt) 
that  that  is  the  day,  and  therefore  it  may 
be  well  to  show — which  can  easily  be  done 
— that  Scripture,  while  it  does  not  name 
any  date,  yet  gives  indications  from 
which  we  may  safely  and  reasonably  con- 
clude that  it  was  about  that  time. 

The  Church  tradition  is  that  our  Lord 
was  born  on  the  25th  of  December.  It  is 
admitted  that  there  is  no  dived  way  of 
proving  this  from  Holy  Scripture,  because 
neither  is  the  date  itself  mentioned  in  the 
Gospel,  nor  is  there  any  date  of  that  year 
from  which  we  can  infer  it.  But  we  learn 
from  the  Gospel  according  to  St.  Luke 
1 :  23,  that  the  date  of  our  Lord's  baptism 
was  very  near  the  anniversary  of  His  birth. 
"Jesus,"  it  says,  "began  to  be  about  thirty 
years  of  age,"  when  He  was  baptized.. 
There  is,  therefore,  indirect  evidence  for 
the  Church  tradition,  by  counting  back 
from  the  first  Passover  of  our  Lord's 
ministry  to  the  time  of  His  baptism,  ac- 
cording to  the  narrative  of  St.  John*  in  the 
first  and  second  chapters  of  his  Gospel ; 
because  the  same  tradition  which  puts  the 
birth  of  our  Lord  on  December  25th  puts 
His  baptism  on  January  Gth,  and  St. 
Luke's  expression  authorizes  us  to  say  that 
they  were  as  near  as  that  together.    If  then 


we  can  account  for  the  time  between  the 
baptism  and  the  passover,  that  will  be  a 
corroboration  of  the  tradition  concerning 
the  date  of  the  birth,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
baptism. 

Now  the  passover  was  determined  by  the 
full  moon  which  came  immediately  after 
the  vernal  equinox  (March  21st,)  as  Easter 
is  with  us.  Let  us  assume  that  the  year  in 
which  our  Lord  was  baptized  was,  as  some 
chronologers  have  calculated,  A.  D.  28. 
Lor  that  year  the  first  day  of  the  passover 
week  is  given  as  March  30.  From  January 
6  to  March  30  is  83  days,  or  if  leap  year 
is  allowed  for,  84  days.  What  is  told  us 
of  our  Lord's  actions  during  those  days  ? 

St.  Luke  4:  1  says,  'And  Jesus  being 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  returned  from 
Jordan,  and  was  led  in  the  Spirit  into  the 
wilderness,  being  tempted  of  the  devil." 
The  expression  does  not  imply  haste 
under  excitement.  First,  "He  returned," 
then  He  "was  led,"  and  was  obedient  to 
the  leading.  It  might  well  be  that  the 
temptation  began  after  a  Sabbath,  and 
ended  just  before  a  Sabbath,  for  it  lasted, 
we  are  told,  forty  days,  and  six  full  weeks 
are  forty-two  days.  No  journeys  would 
be  taken  on  the  Sabbath,  and  it  is  reason- 
able to  allow  forty-five  days  for  the  time 
between  the  day  of  the  baptism  and  our 
Lord's  return  to  "Bethabara  beyond 
Jordan,  where  John  was  baptising,"  (St. 
John  1:  28).  Let  us  for  clearness  put 
dates  probable  under  this  hypothesis  to 
the  times  mentioned  in  or  inferred  from 
the  Gospel  narrative.  Forty-five  days  from 
January  6  would  bring  us  to  February  20. 

February  20. — On  this  day  St.  John 
lias  his  interview  with  the  deputation  of 
priests  and  Levites  who  had  been  sent  from 
Jerusalem  by  the  authorities  to  question 
who  he  was  and  why  he  baptized,  and  to 
whom  he  said,  "There  standeth  One  among 
you  whom  ye  know  not,"  (St.  John.  1:  19- 
28.) 

February  21.— "The  next  day  John 
seeth  Jesus  coming  unto  him,  and  saith, 
Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  world."  1  infer,  from 
the  solemn  and  emphatic  way  in  which 
the  Evangelist  twice  speaks  of  this  as  the 
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"record"  of  John,  that  it  was  said  to  the 
deputation  from  Jerusalem  who  had 
questioned  him  the  day  previous,  that  it 
was  a  part  of  the  official  answer  to  the 
official  inquiry  (ch.  1:  29-34.) 

February  22. — "Again  the  next  day 
after,  John  stood,  and  two  of  his  disciples, 
and  looking  upon  Jesus  as  He  walked,  he 
saith,  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God !  And  the 
two  disciples  heard  him  speak,  and  they 
followed  Jesus,"  &c,  v.  35-9),  remaining 
with  Him  all  that  day  from  the  tenth 
hour. 

February  23. — Andrew  finds  his  brother 
Simon  (St.  Peter)  and  brings  him  to 
Jesus,  (v.  40-3.)  We  cannot  suppose  that, 
leaving  our  Lord  late  in  the  evening, 
Andrew  would  come  back  with  Peter  that 
same  evening.  It  is  thought  that  as 
Andrew  brought  Peter,  so  St.  John 
brought  his  brother  James  to  our  Lord  at 
this  time. 

February  24. — "The  day  following, 
Jesus  would  go  forth  into  Galilee,  and 
findeth  Philip,  and  saith  unto  him,  Follow 
Me,"  &c,  (v.  43-51.)  If  Bethabara  were 
the  place  where  John  baptized  at  the  first, 
as  seems  probable  from  St.  John  11 :  40, 
and  that  were  at  the  fords  of  the  Jordan 
near  Jericho,  it  would  be  a  two  or  three 
days'  journey  from  there  to  Nazareth, 
which  was  our  Lord's  home,  and  a  still 
longer  journey  to  Cana,  where  His  first 
miracle  was  wrought.  Jesus,  therefore, 
begins,  but  does  not  finish  his  journey  on 
this  day.  Philip  brings  Nathanael  to 
Jesus. 

February  25. — Our  Lord  reaches 
Nazareth  on  the  eve  of  the  Sabbath.  St. 
John  does  not  mention  this.  His  nar- 
rative pauses  here;  but  it  is  most  likely 
that  He  would  spend  the  Sabbath  at  His 
own  home. 

February  26.— The  Sabbath  at 
Nazareth. 

^  February  27,  28.— At  Nazareth — in- 
vitation to  the  wedding.  "And  the  third 
day  there  was  a  marriage  in  Cana  of 
Galilee,  *  *  *  and  both  Jesus  was 
called  and  His  disciples  to  the  marriage," 
(ch.  2:  1.)  I  cannot  think  that  this  was 
the  third  day  after  that  previously  men- 


tioned by  St.  John ;  rather  it  was  the  third 
day  after  some  day  which  had  fixed  itself 
in  St.  John's  mind  at  the  time,  either  the 
Sabbath,  or  the  day  the  invitation  arrived ; 
for  it  is  not  probable  that  our  Lord  would 
have  been  informed  of  the  wedding  until 
He  reached  Nazareth. 

March  1,  2. — The  marriage  at  Cana  of 
Galilee,  and  our  Lord's  first  miracle.  If 
Dr.  Edersheim  is  correct  in  saying  that 
the  marriage  of  a  Jewish  maiden  always 
took  place  on  a  Wednesday,  then  March  2, 
according  to  the  scheme  we  are  following, 
is  the  probable  date. 

Now  the  passover,  as  we  said,  is  given 
as  March  30  for  the  year  we  are  consider- 
ing. From  March  2  to  March  30  is 
exactly  four  weeks.  Of  this  about  one 
week,  including  a  Sabbath,  was  taken  up 
with  the  journey  to  Jerusalem.  This 
leaves  three  weeks  between  the  marriage 
at  Cana  and  the  beginning  of  the  journey. 
All  that  St.  John  tells  us  of  this  short 
period  is,  that  "after  this,"  that  is,  after 
the  wedding — an  indefinite  phrase,  like 
"after  this  "at  the  beginning  of  chapter  5, 
or  "after  these  things,"  in  chapter  6 — j 
"After  this,  He  went  down  to  Capernaum, 
He  and  His  mother,  and  His  brethren,  and 
His  disciples,  and  they  continued  there 
not  many  days."  Our  Lord  may  have 
remained  in  Cana  several  days  as  the  guest/ 
of  Nathanael,  whose  home  was  there;  or 
he  may  have  returned  to  Nazareth ;  at  any 
rate  three  weeks  does  not  seem  too  long  a 
time  to  put  between  the  marriage  at  Cana, 
and  the  termination  of  the  visit  to  Caper- 
naum. 

This  review  of  the  Gospel  history  is 
intended  to  show  that  what  is  related  in 
Holy  Scripture,  about  the  time  spent  by 
our  Lord  between  His  baptism  and  His 
going  to  Jerusalem  to  keep  the  passover, 
agrees  with  the  tradition  of  the  Church 
that  He  was  baptized  on  the  sixth  of 
January.  It  does  not  prove  it;  it  does 
not  contradict  it;  but  it  does  show  it 
probable ;  it  corroborates  the  tradition,  and 
that  is  all  we  can  require  of  it.  I  do  not 
say  that  all  things  happened  on  the  days 
as  given  above,  but  they  could  have 
happened  that  way.    I  do  not  even  say  that 
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the  year  28  was  the  year  of  the  baptism  ; 
but  if  it  were  the  year  before,  or  the  yea  c 
after,  or  any  other  year,  the  adjustment 
would  not  be  very  different.  I  have 
simply  given  an  illustration  to  show  that 
the  Church  tradition  agrees  better  with  the 
story  as  gathered  from  St.  Luke  and  St. 
John  than  any  other  could. 

All  that  remains  to  be  said  is,  that  St. 
Luke's  expression  that,  at  the  time  of  ITio 
baptism,  "Jesus  began  to  be  about  thirty 
years  of  age,"  is  not  meant  to  imply  that 
there  was  any  doubt  whether  He  was 
twenty-nine,  or  thirty,  or  thirty-one  years 
of  age;  the  idiom  means  that  the  day  of 
His  baptism  was  about  the  (time  of  his 
entering  upon  His  thirtieth  year;  but  not. 
the  very  day.  We  may, therefore,  without 
going  into  elaborate  arguments  with  which 
chronologers  have  filled  volumes  pro  and 
con  on  this  subject,  accept  what  has  been 
here  brought  forward  as  in  favor  of  the 
Church  tradition  that  our  Lord  was  born 
on  the  twenty-fifth  of  December.

DIOCESAN  ITEMS. 

Grace  Church,  Elmira,  which  was 
formally  opened  by  the  Bishop  two  years 
ago  last  summer,  the  debt  resting  upon  it 
having  been  paid,  was  duly  consecrated  on 
Wednesday,  November  4th.  We  had  ex- 
pected to  print  a  full  account  of  the 
service  and  to  give  cuts  of  both  exterior 
and  interior  in  this  issue;  but  they  were 


It  was  recently  ascertained  that  the 
residence  of  the  missionary  at  the  Onon- 
daga Reservation  was  out  of  repair,  and 
that  it  was  impossible  to  make  it  comfort- 
able in  winter  because  of  the  crevices  which 
admitted  the  cold  air.  The  fact  was 
brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  President 
of  the  Fourth  District  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
who  at  once  communicated  with  the 
Bishop,  and  offered  to  contribute  $25.00 
from  the  ladies  of  that  District  towards 
the  necessary  expense  of  putting  the  house 
in  order.  The  Archdeacon  went  im- 
mediately to  the  Reservation  and  con- 
tracted with  a  carpenter  there  to  have  the 
whole  house  covered  with  building  paper 
and  a  new  layer  of  clap-boards,  a  floor  put 
on  the  attic  above  the  sleeping  rooms,  and 
the  outside  painted  with  a  priming  coat, 
all  for  $182.00. 

The  work  was  begun  at  once  and  finished 
in  a  week's  time,  and  the  Missionary  writes 
that  he  and  his  family  are  already  enjoying 
the  greater  comfort  of  the  house. 

As  this  mission  is  one  of  the  whole 
Diocese,  and  particularly  cared  for  by  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  Bishop  wrote  to 
the  Presidents  of  the  other  District  stating 
the  case,  and  they  have  all  responded  favor- 
ably. The  Second  District  has  pledged 
$50.00,  and  each  of  the  others  $25.00, 
leaving  $32.00  to  be  provided.  Possibly 
some  individuals  especially  interested  in 
the  Onondagas  will  help  to  make  up  that 
deficit. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  of 
the  Shelter  for  Unprotected  Girls,  Syra- 
cuse, the  Treasurer  reported  the  receipts 
for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1908, 
as  $7,523.09,  and  the  expenditures, 
$7,4-23.23.  A  legacy  of  $1,000  was 
received  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Jacob  Grouse. 

There  were  fifty  inmates  in  the  house 
at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year, 
thirty-five  having  been  admitted  '  and 
thirty-five  discharged  or  paroled.  This 
number  is  nearly  equally  divided  between 
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the  two  households  of  Faith  Cottage  and 
Hope  Cottage.  In  the  former  are  children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age,  who  are  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  the  institution  for  pro- 
tection, training  and  education.  Many  of 
these  are  homeless  and  others  were  under 
improper  guardianship. 

In  Hope  Cottage  are  girls  under 
eighteen  years  of  age,  engaged  through  the 
day  in  industrial  classes  and  studying  in 
an  evening  school  under  a  teacher  supplied 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  When  they 
leave  the  Shelter  they  are  usually  placed  on 
probation  in  some  situation  where  they  can 
become  self-supporting. 

The  Secretary  read  the  latest  report 
from  the  State  Inspector,  which  places  the 
institution  in  the  first  class,  meaning  that 
it  shows  practically  no  defects.

GENERAL  NEWS. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Church 
throughout  our  whole  country  has  been 
divided  by  the  General  Convention  into 
Missionary  Departments,  each  of  which  is 
expected  to  have  an  annual  Conference 
during  the  interim  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Convention  itself.  The  States  of  New 
York  and  New  Jersey,  with  the  island  of 
Porto  Pico,  constitute  the  Second  Depart- 
ment ;  and  the  first  meeting  of  that  Depart- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  organization  was 
held  at  Christ  Church,  New  York,  on 
Friday,  November  13th. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated 
at  10  :30  a.  m.  by  the  Bishop  of  A^any, 
the  Epistle  being  read  by  the  Pev.  G.  \V. 
Strong,  Pector  of  the  parish,  and  the 
Gospel  by  the  Bishop  of  Central  New 
York.  A  business  meeting  was  held  im- 
mediately after  the  service  in  the  trancept 
of  the  Church,  at  which  all  the  Bishop-;  of 
the  Department  except  the  Coadjutor  of 
Albany  and  a  large  number  of  the 
appointed  delegates  were  present. 

A  constitution  was  adopted,  the  Bishop 
of  Albany  was  elected  President,  the  Rev. 
G.  W.  Strong,  Recording  Secretary,  and 
Mr.  William  Jay  SchiefTelin  Treasurer. 
It  was  thought  unnecessary  to  elect 
a  Department  Secretary  at  this  time, 
but     Mr.     Schieffelin     was     elected     as 


representative  on  the  Board  of  .Mi  — ion-. 
and  an  Executive  Committee  of  one  from 
each  diocese  was  appointed.  The  next 
annual  Conference  is  to  be  held  in  Utica, 
the  4th  Tuesday  in  October,  1009. 


At  another  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Washington,  held  on  Thursdav,  November 
12th,  the  Pev.  Alfred  Harding,  D.D., 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church  in  that  city, 
was  elected  Bishop,  and  at  once  accepted 
the  office.  We  congratulate  the  Diocese  on 
thus  securing  a  successor  to  the  lamented 
Bishop  Satterlee.  Dr.  Harding  has  been 
engaged  in  his  present  work  for  quite  a 
number  of  years,  and  is  much  beloved  and 
highly  respected  by  all  the  people. 


The  Pt.  Pev.  Edward  J.  Knight.  Mission- 
ary Bishop  of  Western  Colorado,  died  of 
typhoid  fever  on  November  15th.  Bishop 
Knight  had  not  been  in  office  a  year,  hav- 
ing been  elected  at  the  General  Convention 
of  1 007  at  Richmond,  and  consecrated  on 
December  19th.  He  was  a  young  man  of 
great  promise,  and  his  death  is  a  serious 
loss  to  the  Church,  especially  in  his  own 
jurisdiction.

Second  District. 

The  Fall  meeting  of  the  Convocation  of 
the  Second  Missionary  District  was  held 
in  Trinity  Church,  Boonville,  on  October 
28th  and  29th.  On  Wednesday  night  after 
Evening  Prayer  the  Rev.  John  T.  Lewis, 
of  Oriskany  Falls,  spoke  on  "Missionary 
work  in  Western  Canada,"  and  the  Arch- 
deacon spoke  on  "Diocesan  Missions." 

On  Thursday  there  was  an  early  cele- 
bration of  the  Holy  Communion  at  seven, 
and  Morning  Prayer  at  nine.  At  9 :30 
there  was  a  conference  of  the  Clergy  on 
"How  to  improve  attendance  and  interest 
in  Sunday  Schools."  Discussion  was 
opened  by  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Coley,  Dean 
Parker  presiding. 

At  eleven  o'clock  the  Litany  was  read 
by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Burd,  followed  by 
a  celebration  of  the  Lloly  Communion,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  celebrant, 
assisted  by  the  Archdeacon  and  the  Dean.

At  12  :30  dinner  was  served  by  the  ladies 
of  the  parish.  At  1 :45  p.  m.,  a  joint  ses- 
sion of  the  Convocation  and  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  the  District  was  held.  The 
Dean  read  the  quarterly  reports  from  the 
missionaries.  The  reports  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Auxiliary  were  read, 
as  also  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Junior   Auxiliary. 

The  Convocation  then  met  in  separate 
session  for  business,  the  Rev.  J.  K.  Parker, 
Dean,  presiding.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Apportionments  for  General 
Missions  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
White,  and  was  adopted.  After  business 
of  a  minor  character  the  Convocation  ad- 
journed, having  passed  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  Rector  and  parishioners  of  Trinity 
Church,  Boonville,  for  their  bounteous 
hospitality.

Fifth  District. 

The  ClXth  Convocation  of  the  Fifth 
Missionary  District  met  in  St.  Matthew's 
Church,  Moravia,  October  19th  and  20th, 
1908. 

The  first  service  was  held  at  7  :30,  Mon- 
day evening,  when  the  Archdeacon  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Houser  made  Missionary  ad- 
dresses. 

The  Rev.  Dean  Clarke  and  the  Secretary 
were  at  Groton  the  same  evening  and  held 
a  service,  both  making  addresses. 

At  the  business  meeting  held  Tuesday 
morning,  a  committee  of  three,  with  the 
Dean  as  chairman,  was  appointed  to  ar- 
range for  future  meetings  of  Convocation, 
and  also  to  secure  a  preacher  and  speakers 
as  need  requires;  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hub- 
bard and  Houser  were  appointed  by  the 
Dean  as  his  assistants  in  the  performing 
of  these  duties. 

The  Dean  having  reported  that  $70.00 
had  been  added  to  the  amount  that  this 
District  will  be  expected  to  raise  for 
General  Missions,  the  Archdeacon  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Houser  were  appointed  as  a 
committee  to  re-adjust  the  apportionments 
for  the  several  parishes  and  missions  in 
the  District  to  raise.  The  work  of  this 
committee  having  been  done  and  their 
report  handed  in,  it  was  duly  adopted 
and  apportionments  made   accordingly. 

At  the  Communion  Service  held  at 
eleven  o'clock,  the  Rector  of  the  parish 
was  celebrant,  and  was  assisted  by  the 
Archdeacon  and  Dean.  The  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Hubbard. 

At  the  afternoon  business  session,  when 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Stevens  made  his  report  it 
was  evident  to  all,  that  in  looking  for  op- 
portunities for  work  for  the  Master,  he  had 
found  it  in  abundance,  not  only  in  Moravia 
and  Groton,  but  in  Kelloggsville  and 
Genoa.  He  hoped  that  by  means  of  a 
Lay  Reader  he  might  be  able  to  take  up 
some  of  this  needed  work  in  the  near 
future. 
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The  members  of  Convocation  were  also 
pleased  to  learn  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Houser 
that  he  was  planning  to  take  the  work  at 
Port  Byron  in  the  near  future. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hubbard  having  been 
appointed  the  District  representative  of 
the  ''Advent  Offerings"  he  made  a  timely 
distribution  of  the  proper  envelopes  among 
clergy  of  the  several  parishes  and  missions. 

After  the  adjournment  of  Convocation 
an  interesting  address  was  listened  to  by 
a  goodly  sized  congregation.  Mrs.  D.  C. 
Beatty  gave  the  address,  and  her  topic 
was  "Oklahoma,  its  condition  and  its 
needs."

THE  LAMBETH  CONFERENCE. 

[Continued] 

20.  All  races  and  peoples,  whatever 
their  language  or  conditions,  must  'be 
welded  into  one  Body,  and  the  organiza- 
tion of  different  races  living  side  by  side 
into  separate  or  independent  Churtehes, 
on  the  basis  of  race  or  color,  is  inconsistent 
with  the  vital  and  essential  principle  of 
the  unity  of  Christ's  Church. 

21.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to 
train  native  churches  and  congregations  in 
self-support  and  self-government;  and  in 
view  of  the  great  importance  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  native  episcopate  in  all 
countries  where  the  Church  is  planted, 
this  Conference  urges  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding an  advanced  theological  and 
practical  training  for  the  ablest  of  the 
native  clergy  in  the  Mission  field. 

22.  This  Conference .  reaffirms  Resolu- 
tion 24*  of  the  Conference  of  1897  and 
further  resovles  that,  though  it  may  be 
desirable  to  recognize,  in  some  cases  and 
under  certain  special  circumstances,  the 
episcopal  care  of  a  Bishop  for  his  own 
countrymen  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
another  bishop  of  the  Anglican  Commun- 
ion, yet  the  principle  of  one  Bishop  for  one 
area  is  the  ideal  to  be  aimed  at  as  the  best 
means  of  securing  the  unity  of  all  races 
and  nations  in  the  Holy  Catholic  Church. 

23.  The  Conference  commends  to  the 
consideration   of  the   Church  the  su^es- 

Do 


tions  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, contained  in  their  report,  for 
correlation  and  co-operation  between  Mis- 
sions of  the  Anglican  Communion  and 
those  of  other  Christian  bodies. 

24.  While  the  educative  value  of  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  the  import- 
ance of  retaining  it  as  a  bond  of  union 
and  standard  of  devotion  should  be  fully 
recognized,  every  effort  should  be  made, 
under  due  authority,  to  render  the  forms 
of  public  worship  more  intelligible  to  un- 
educated congregations  and  better  suited 
to  the  widely  diverse  needs  of  the  various 
races  within  the  Anglican  Communion. 

25.  National  and  local  Churches  are 
at  liberty  to  adopt  native  forms  of  mar- 
riage and  consecrate  them  to  a  Christian 
use,  provided  that — 

(a)  The  form  used  explicitly  states 
that  the  marriage  is  lifelong  and  exclusive  ; 

(b)  The  form  is  free  from  all  heathen 
and  idolatrous  taint ; 

(c)  Provision  is  made  for  the  due 
registration  of  the  marriage,  and  for  other 
formal  ties  according  to  the  law  of  the  land. 

26.  This  Conference  also  desires  to 
express  its  deep  sense  of  the  missionary 
value  of  the  recent  Pan- Anglican  Congress  ; 
and  commends  to  the  careful  study  of  the 
whole  Anglican  Communion,  the  solemn 
facts  of  duty,  opportunity,  and  responsi- 
bility, in  regard  to  the  non-Christian 
world,  which  that  Congress  elicited  and 
affirmed. 


*Resolution  24  of  the  Lambeth  Conference. 
1897:  "That,  while  it  is  the  duty  of  the  whole 
Church  to  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  yet.  in 
the  discharge  of  this  duty,  independent 
Churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  ought  to 
recognise  the  equal  rights  of  each  other  when 
establishing  foreign  missionary  jurisdictions, 
so  that  two  Bishops  of  that  Communion  may 
not  exercise  jurisdiction  in  the  same  place, 
and  the  Conference  recommends  every  Bishop 
to  use  his  influence  in  the  diocesan  and  pro- 
vincial synods  of  his  particular  Church  to  gain 
the  adhesion  of  the  synods  to  these  principles. 
with  a  view  to  the  framing  of  canons  or  resolu- 
tions in  accord  therewith.  When  such  rights 
have,  through  inadvertence,  been  infringed  in 
the  past,  an  adjustment  of  the  respective 
positions  of  the  Bishops  concerned  ought  to  be 
made  by  an  amicable  arrangement  between 
them,  with  a  view  to  correcting  as  far  as  pos- 
sible the  evils  arising  from  such  infringement. "

HISTORY  OF  ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  WHITES- 
BORO,  N.  Y. 

(Subject  of  Illustration.) 

St.  John's  Parish,  Whitesboro,  has  had 
a  long  and  vaired  career,  covering  a  period 
of  over  60  years.  In  fact,  the  Sacraments 
of  the  Church  have  been  administered  for 
an  even  longer  length  of  time,  for  we  find 
that  one  Clarisa  Caroline  Balis  was  bap- 
tized by  the  Kev.  Stephen  McHngh,  in 
1837,  and  that  from  this  time  on  old 
Whitestown  was  visited  by  the  clergy  from 
other  nearby  parishes. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  W.  Whitcher, 
Deacon,  was  appointed  Missionary  at 
Oriskany  and  Remsen,  Aug.  1,  1844.  One 
hundred  and  twenty  three  dollars  having 
been  subscribed  for  his  support.  He  began 
to  hold  services  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the 
old  Whitestown  Academy,  situated  on 
Maine  Street,  on  the  20th  of  October  of 
the  same  year. 

This  building  is  still  standing,  having 
been  converted  into  a  dwelling  honse  and 
occupied  for  many  years  by  the  late  Hon. 
C.  M.  Dennison,  sometime  vestryman  of 
this  Parish.  It  is  now  the  residence  of 
Robert  Ablett,  owner  and  proprietor  of 
the  Anchor  Knitting  Mill. 

Dec.  23,  1844,  the  Parish  was  organized 
by  the  name  of  St.  John's,  and  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  chosen:  Wardens,  Simon 
Newton  Dexter,  William  L.  Wetmore ; 
Vestrymen,  Daniel  Thomas,  William  H. 
Gardner,  Stephen  Moulton,  John  Palmer, 
Thomas  II.  Flandran,  Louis  Berry, 
William  Bobbins  and  Theodore  S.  Gold. 

Thirteen  communicants  received  the 
Holy  Communion,  Sunday,  June  7,  1846. 
This  was  the  first  public  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Communion  in  the  Parish.  There 
were  at  this  time  twenty  families  identified 
with  the  parish.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Whitcher 
in  August  of  this  year  reports  as  follows: 
"We  had  hoped  to  have  built  a  Church 
during  the  present  summer,  but  circum- 
stances seemed  to  forbid.  There  is  no  im- 
mediate prospect  of  a  large  Parish  in  this 
place,  but  with  the  Blessing  of  the  Great 
Head   of  the   Church,   it  may  become   a 


branch  of  that  vine  whose  fruit  is  unto 
holiness. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Whitcher  resigned  in 
May,  1847,  and  the  parish  was  then  placed 
in  charge  of  the  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  JSTew  Hartford,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Battin,  who  took  charge  on  Trinity  Sun- 
day of  this  year. 

The  Rev.  William  A.  Matson,  the  well 
known  editor  of  the  Gospel  Messenger, 
assumed  the  parish  duties  in  June,  1848, 
in  connection  with  his  work  in  St.  Peter's, 
Oriskany.  The  Messenger  was  published 
here  at  this  time,  and  under  Mr.  Matson's 
able  editorship,  became  widely  circulated 
throughout  the  Diocese.  Services  were 
now  held,  sometimes  in  the  old  Academy, 
and  sometimes  in  the  Court  House.  This 
latter  building,  which  is  over  one  hundred 
years  old,  is  now  known  as  the  Town  Hall, 
and  was  given  by  the  late  Hon.  Philo 
White  to  the  township  some  years  ago. 
It  was  in  this  old  land-mark,  Avhich  is  built 
on  the  site  of  the  first  English  speaking, 
Avhite  settlement  west  of  Albany,  that  the 
first  Episcopal  visitation  to  the  mission  was 
held,  when  on  the  3rd  day  of  December, 

1850,  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  II.  De  Lancey, 
D.D.,  L.  II.  D.,  first  Bishop  of  Western 
New  York,  confirmed  a  class  of  six  persons, 
and  preached  to  a  large  and  representative 
congregation.     Visitations    are  recorded  in 

1851,  1852  and  1853.  In  1854  the 
service  was  held  in  the  congregational 
edifice,  as  the  preaching  place  of  the  Rev. 
Beriah  Green,  the  famous  abolitionist,  was 
known.  This  building  was  only  recently 
pulled  down,  an  interesting  account  of 
which  was  given  in  both  the  local  and 
Utica  papers. 

Tuesday,  June  19,  1855,  was  a  memor- 
able day  for  the  few  Church  families  in 
the  village,  it  being  the  occasion  of  the 
laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  frame 
Church  in  which  St.  John's  congregation 
still  worship  Sunday  after  Sunday.  At 
this  time  the  Rev.  Mr.  Matson  writes: 
"We  hope  to  have  the  Church  ready  for 
consecration  before  winter."  This,  how- 
ever, did  not  occur  until  the  12th  of  July, 
the  following  year,    1856.      The   Church 
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edifice  cost,  exclusive  of  carpet  and  furni- 
ture, $2,411.12.  An  itemized  bill  of  the 
same,  being  a  copy  of  the  original,  was 
recently  given  the  writer  by  the  Rev.  Chas. 
Wells  Hayes,  D.D.,  of  Geneva,  who  was 
at  this  time  Eector  at  New  Hartford. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Matson  having  resigned 
in  1858,  the  Rev.  Jacob  Shipman  assumed 
charge,  only  to  relinquish  the  work  Novem- 
ber 30,  1859.  The  parish  was  then  vacant 
until  June  1,  1860,  when  the  Rev.  Henry 
Stanley  took  the  cure.  In  June,  1862, 
occurred  the  death  of  Mr.  S.  1ST.  Dexter, 
senior  warden  since  the  foundation  of  the 
parish.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Stanley  resigned 
November  1,  1864,  and  was  succeeded  by 
the  Rev.  Henry  Darby,  Deacon,  after  the 
lapse  of  one  year.  Mr.  Darby  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  Priesthood  September  24, 
1866.  An  altar  with  reredos  and  gilded 
cross,  eucharistic  lights  and  acolytes  were 
among  the  many  things  introduced,  making 
the  parish  very  "advanced"  for  the  day. 
Mr.  Darby  was  a  noted  artist,  his  most 
famous  work  being  the  full  length  portrait 
of  Bishop  De  Lancey,  standing  before  the. 
altar,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the  possession 
of  nearly  every  parish  in  both  Central  and 
Western  New  York.  Strange  enough, 
hoAvever,  this  parish,  over  which  the  artist 
presided,  has  never  possessed  a  copy,  much 
to  the  regret  of  many  who  remember  both 
Bishop  and  artist  priest.  In  1869  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Darby  resigned  and  the  parish 
remained  without  a  priest  for  nearly  a 
year,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hagar  of  St. 
George's,  Utica,  assumed  charge.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Gibson  was  in  charge  of  St. 
Peter's,  Oriskany,  at  this  time.  Mention 
is  made  of  this  to  show  that  the  two 
parishes  were  not  under  one  Rector  dur- 
ing this  period,   as  was  the  custom  both 


before  and  since.  From  1873  to  1874 
services  were  held  by  different  clergy. 
From  July  20th  to  November  1st,  1874, 
the  Rev.  E.  Z.  Lewis,  of  sainted  memory, 
was  in  charge  in  connection  with  the  Mis- 
sion Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  east 
Utica,  since  known  as  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Cross.  He  was  succeeded  in  both 
places  by  the  Rev.  E.  Bayard  Smith,  who 
was  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Deerfield  as 
well.  The  afternoon  services  instituted 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hagar  were  now  changed 
to  10  :30  a.  m.  Mr.  Smith  was  advanced 
to  the  Priesthood  and  became  Rector  in 
1875,  and  resigned  May  1st,  1877.  He 
was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  R.  L.  Mathison, 
by  whose  efforts  the  number  of  vestrymen" 
was  changed  from  eight  to  four.  Mr. 
Mathison  remained  only  a  short  time,  and 
was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Henry  T. 
Scudder,  who  became  Rector  March  23, 
1879.  After  some  years  of  energetic  work 
Mr.  Scudder  resigned  in  1882,  and  Avas 
succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Chas.  J.  Clausen, 
who  remained  until  1885,  when  the  Rev. 
G.  A.  Ottaman  assumed  charge.  The 
Rev.  James  Kellogg  Parker  became  Rector 
in  the  autumn  of  1885,  and  remained  until 
Advent,  1893.  Plans  Ave  re  made  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  Church,  but  owing  to 
a  change  in  Rectors  Avas  never  consumated. 
The  Rev.  AndreAV  Harper,  Jr.,  succeeded 
Mr.  Parker,  and  after  a  short  rector  ate 
Avas  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Cooke  May 
1,  1895,  Avho  continued  in  charge  until 
October  1st,  1906 — the  longest  rectorship 
in  the  history  of  the  parish — during  this 
time  the  rectory  was  enlarged,  and  the  list 
of  communicants  increased  to  150.  The 
present  Rector,  the  Rev.  George  C.  Wads- 
worth,  took  charge  of  the  parish  November 
1st,  1906.
